LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the financial year 
1889-90 was $592,317.70, against $566,961.91 in the previous year. On the 
15th of December the city was lighted with 798 electric, 9,958 gas, 3,006 oil, 
and 48 naphtha lamps, being an increase of 94 electric, a decrease of 220 gas, 
and an increase of 12 oil lamps, as compared with the previous year.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston at the rate of $1.00 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, $1.50; 
Charlestown, $1.55; South Boston, $1.50; East Boston, $1.60; Dorchester, 
$1.80; West Roxbury, $1.85; Brighton, $1.85; and Chelsea, $2.00 per thou- 
sand cubic feet, and for Chelsea 65 cents per light per night. The city pro- 
vides the iron posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of $2.00 
per day, and have an average of 80 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The oil-lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and cleaned by men 
employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 34 cents per lamp 
per night for this service. 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates.

The valuation in 1873 of Boston and the municipalities that were annexed to the city in 
that year was $765,818,213. 
4In consequence of the act of 1881, exempting money loaned on mortgage of real estate, 
the personal.estate valuation receded, notwithstanding large gains were made upon the other 
items of personal estate. 
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The valuation of 1889 for personal property can be fairly increased $53,508,- 
900 in addition to the amount given in the foregoing table for the value 
assessed by the Commonwealth at the rate of $14;%%, per $1,000 upon shares 
of Massachusetts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that represents the 
real estate and machinery locally assessed, and pays over to the city that pro- 
portion of the tax that represents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,485,400 for bank stock 
assessed at the several rates of the places where the banks are located, as the 
taxes are paid to Boston as assessments upon this class of property held by its 
citizens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated before the 
amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the effect of the valuation of 
this property in reducing the rate of taxation upon the $795,433,744 assessed 
by the city is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was in- 
cluded in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were assessed by them. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for all purposes for 
which the city must raise money by taxation can, for the year 1889, be put at 
$256,628 ,069. 

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, scientific, and 
literary corporations hold property exempt by law from assessment as fol- 
lows: Value of land, $14,061,100; value of buildings, $13,383,600. Total 
real estate, $27,444,700; personal estate, $14,203,563. 

Of this total of exempt property amounting to $41,648,263 the sum of 
$14,700,800 is the estimated value of houses of religious worship and the 
land connected with those edifices; the value of the land being $6,891,000, 
and of the buildings $7,809,800. The valuation of the real estate occupied 
by charitable, literary, and scientific institutions for the purposes for which 
they were incorporated is $12,743,900 [$7,170,100, land, $5,573,800, build- 
ings]; and $14,203,563 is the value of the personal property of this class of 
benevolent and educational corporations, as returned to the Assessors by 
their officers, in accordance with the provisions of Chap. 217 of the Acts of 
the year 1882. As required by that enactment, those corporations also 
reported that their receipts for the twelve months preceding the first day of 
of May, 1889, amounted to $4,659,613, and their expenditures to $4,641,091.! 
It appeared by their returns that at the date of assessment, these benevolent 
and educational institutions held as investments $5,119,949 of the real estate 
of this city, which, not being occupied for the purposes of their incorporation, 
is assessed at its estimated value, forming a part of the real estate valuation 
for the tax of the current year. The City of Boston holds, in its corporate 
capacity (not assessed for city taxes), $23,743,885 of actual assets available 
for the payment of liabilities, and $46,082,094 nominal assets, the character 
of which is shown,in the following copy of the return of the Assessors as of 
May 1, 1889, to the State Treasurer : —

_Large amounts of property, held by residents of, or located within the 
limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions exempt from all assessments, 
the principal items being the real estate of the United States and the Common- 
wealth, United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real estate, im- 
ported goods in original packages, and the furniture of a family below $1,000 
in value. The proportion of the deposits in the savings-banks of Massa- 
chusetts ($832,723,689, Oct. 31, 1889) belonging to the residents of Boston is 
unknown, as the Cémmonwealth assesses and retains the entire tax for State 
revenue.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chap. 174 of the Acts of the 
year 1866 (generally known as the betterment law), consisted of assess- 
ments upon abutters for the cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the 
public streets, where the owners of estates have failed to construct them; ?

assuming one-quarter the cost. The betterment act, now Chap. 5| of the 
Public Statutes, enables the city to assess upon the owner one-half the amount 
that his estate has been benefited by the laying out, widening, or change of 
grade of any street, after the city shall have first paid all the land and build- 
ing damages and the full cost of the work.

The figures given above do not include the ‘‘ special assessments;” they 
are not given, as there are no data as yet collected by which their detail and 
amount can be known. That such assessments are laid upon estates for pur- 
poses which in Boston are included in the expenditures met by the general 
tax levy is well known. A part of the personal estate of New York is taxed 
at a lower rate than other property. This, probably, is the result of suits in 
the United States Supreme Court against the city, in which national banks 
prevailed, upon the ground that their shares were assessed at a greater rate 
than other moneyed capital. The official statement that ‘the rate of tax 
upon assessed valuation of personal estate of such corporations, joint-stock 
companies, or associations as are subject to local taxation thereon,” is as

For the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, a special assessment was laid on each 
one thousand dollars, as a ‘‘ Public Building Tax.” The rate of this special 
tax for the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, is included in the table above given, 
and is stated in detail in the foot-note upon the next page. 

In the assessment of 1868, real estate, which had previously been assessed 
at a nominal valuation, was placed at the full market value, and assessments 
liave since been made upon that basis. The personal property assessed on 
account of the municipality consists of horses and cattle only. Anenactment 
of the Legislature of 1868, first taking effect in the levy of 1869, requires a 
discrimination in the assessment of taxes upon real estate. The suburban 
portion of this municipality is assessed upon two-thirds, and the farming land 
upon one-half, of the rate levied upon the built-up portion of the city. The

COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Lake Cocuituate. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of the 
jake, in a direct line. is 84 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 
1,800 feet, with a water surface of 800 acres. “ Dug Pond,” containing 444 
acres, and ‘* Dudley. Pond,” containing 81 acres, are tributaries to the lake. 
The whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of 
high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of 
five rods around it, which is held free from taxation; also 14 acres at the 
outlet of Dudley Pond. In addition to this, the city owns 23% acres in Way- 
land, 724 acres in Natick, and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including 
land appurtenant to the Chestnut Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land 
occupied by and necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres 
in Needham, 53 acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline, which is taxable. 

The Cochituate aqueduct, 6 feet 4 inches in height and 5 feet in width, ex- 
tending from Lake Cochituate 14g miles to a reservoir in Brookline. 

The Sudbury-river conduit, 7 feet 8 inches in height and 9 feet in width, 
extending from Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate-house at 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, 15.9 miles in length. The area of land owned by 
city on conduit line 198 acres, and area of reservoirs,.851.5 acres. In addi- 
tion. about 100 acres of land have been bought for reservoir No. 5, and more 
will soon be taken. A section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, connects 
Farm Pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury River, and another section, 3,760 
feet in length, extends through Farm Pond, so that the Sudbury-river water 
can be sent to the city independently of the pond water. The city owns a 
width on the line of the conduit varying from 80 to 400 feet. In effecting 
settlements for the land taken for the conduit and storage basins, the Boston 
Water Board have in some cases, purchased land not actually required for 
the above purposes. 

Reservoir No. 1, water area 149 acres, capacity, 288,000,000 gallons. 
~ Reservoir No. 2, water area 186 acres, capacity, 480,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No. 3, water area 283 acres, capacity, 1,074,000,000 gallons. 

Reservoir No.4, water area 162 acres, capacity, 1,405,000,000 gallons. 

The ‘‘ Brookline Reservoir” situated in Brookline, with a capacity of 
120,000,000 gallons and a water surface of 23 acres, whole area of this prop- 
erty 324 acres. 

The «Chestnut Hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton District, of the 
capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface of 1234 acres. There are 
212% acres in this whole property; the line of pipe from Chestnut Hill Reser- 
voir to the main near the Brookline Reservoir, also the land under which 
are the pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘* South Boston Reservoir,” on the east of Telegraph Hill, South Bos- 
ton, covering with its embankment, an area of about 126,000 square feet. It 
has a water area of 70,041 square feet and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
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This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in case of fire or accident to the pumping-mains. 

The ‘‘ East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, bounded west- 
erly by Brooks and southerly by White street. The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 square feet. Its water area is 
44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ‘+ Parker Hill Reservoir,” on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, located on 
a lot of land taken under the Act of the Legislature authorizing the building 
of this reservoir, containing 197,614 square feet. It was built specially for 
the high-service supply, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 23 feet 
above the bottom of the outflow pipe. Area of the water-surface 64,033 
square feet, and its elevation 219 feet above tide-marsh level. A strip of 
land 25 feet wide leading from Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square 
feet, was purchased for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. . 

The new High-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisher Hill, Brookline, was 
completed in 1887. The site for this reservoir contains 459,670 feet of land, 
the capacity of the reservoir is 15,000.000 gallons, high water line is 241 feet 
above tide marsh level. The pumping-station at Chestnut Hill containing 
two Gaskill engines, of 8,000,000 gallons capacity each, and two boilers. A 
dwelling house for the engineer of the pumping-station, located on Chestnut 
Hill avenue. The supplementary high-service in West Roxbury consisting 
of an iron tank on Mt. Bellevue, — the highest land in the city, —into which 
water is pumped by two Knowles pumps, placed in a brick house situated on 
Washington street, opposite Metropolitan avenue, Rosindale. 

An iron tank on Breed’s Island, East Boston, built for the purposes of high- 
service for the residents in that vicinity, and an engine-house built on the 
corner of Brooks and Condor streets, East Boston, to which the pumping- 
plant near the old reservoir has been removed. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brookline and 
Brighton District to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city 
proper, East Boston, and South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
and Brighton Districts, aggregate in length 480 miles, varying in size from 4 
to 48 inches in diameter. 

Pipe-yard and wharf, Albany street, containing 132,000 feet, upon which 
there are wooden buildings for stables, storage of pipes, ete. A new brick 
stable was built the past year, and a brick building to contain the machine 
and carpenter shops, etc., is now building. Pipe-yard and machine-shop, on 
Federal street, near Summer, with tools and machinery, and other property 
therein, for the use of the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, on 
which is a brick building used as a machine-shop. The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stables, ete., was about $30,000. 
In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to the building, and general 
repairs made, at a cost of $6,848.50. Building on Elmwood street and place, 
on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in which have been the pumping engines for 
supplying water to the highest parts of the city. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council for the year 
1889 contains a full statement of the condition of the work. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 30th April, 
1890, is $20,535 ,275.23. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 
authorized by the act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. To convey the water of the lake to the citizens, the 
works consist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, 
waste-weir, and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine- house ; 
pumping-engines ; force-mains ; reservoir with influent and effluent chambers ; 
supply mains and city distribution-pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height 
is 11 feet above high water mark of Boston Harbor. The conduit is 7.450 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. It is 
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oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and five feet wide, interior dimensions. 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe- 
chamber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 
3 feet in diameter. 

The engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the Mystic river. 

It is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet wide, constructed of 
faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof the boiler and engine 
rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot of land about the engine- house 
is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a dwelling-house for the en A- 
neers, and also a stable. Connected with the engine-house is a brick and 
stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons capacity, per 24 
hours. Seven boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The two force-mains are of cast-iron, each thirty inches in diameter, and 
3,277 feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, near 
Tufts College. 

Its water surface covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, 560 feet by 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution pipes in Charlestown is about 88 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mystic works is about 
152 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square feet on 
Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used for 
a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38X40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a work-shop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts streets. 

Mystic Srwrer.—The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic Pond in West Medford, a distance 18,892 feet. 

The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the act of Legislature for the construction 
of the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. Works for a more 
comprehensive treatment of this sewage, with a view of reducing its objec- 
tionable features to a minimum, were completed in 1888, and are in success- 
ful operation. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to 30th April, 
1890, is $1,705,327.07.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Commis- 
stoners for Public Institutions : — 


Deer Istanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, about 50 acres of 
flats, on which is the large brick building known as the Housr or Inpus- 
TRY. Also a wooden honse occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant toys, and wooden one for nursery, a farmhouse, 
brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s house, 
piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf, and another 
landing-place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, live-stock, merchandise, provi- 
sions, tools, ete., required for carrying on the House of Industry and Refor- 
mation and Almshouses. In 1885 a new hospital was built on the island, the 
total cost of the same, together with furnishing, being $74,999.65. 


Rarysrorp IsLanp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commowealth at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 acres. The buildings are 
occupied by female paupers. 


House or Correction anp Lunatic Hospitat. — These institutions occu- 
py an area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 
feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, out-houses, and other 
appendages, the furniture, farming, and mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire- 
engines, provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses, and other live-stock, 
belong to the city. There is in the House of Correction workshop a steam- 
engine of twenty-horse power, and boiler, with shafting, etc., for carrying 
machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison workshops 
and chapel with steam. 


ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN District, is situated ona 
lot containing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the 
Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 
feet wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There is a large 
barn and other outbuildings upon the lot. 


Austin Farm (Dorcuester).— The site purchased by the city for a 
Home for the Poor contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly 
side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westerly 
side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly side by Austin Terrace, so 
called, and is now occupied as a ward for chronic and mild cases of insane of 
the Boston Lunatic Hospital. On this estate are a house, barn with silo of a 
capacity of 325 tons, ice-houses, and sheds. 


MaRcELLA-stREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the City of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77 
and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children, Contents 
of lot, 152,000 square feet. 


STEAMER ‘‘J. Putnam BraDer.” — This boat is 340 tons’ burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, 
and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. 
Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, ete., to and trom the 
city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island Institutions. 
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Lone Istanp. — Contains about 182 acres. A building to accommodate 
about 600 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 1887, and 
is now occupied by male paupers. 


Boston Criry HospitTat. 


The following property ts under the charge of the Board of Trustees of the 
City Hospital : — 


Is situated at the South End, between Harrison avenue and Albany street, 
and East Concord and East Springfield streets. The lot contains 292,633 
square feet of land. ‘There are situated upon this land eighteen buildings 
as follows: one administration building; for patients, four buildings of three 
stories each, one building of two stories, and four buildings of one story each, 
besides a bakery and kitchen, laundry and boiler house, carpenter shop, a 
morgue, a garbage house and two horse sheds. There is also a three-story 
building which is used as an entrance office and for out-patient departments, 
and also one two-story building devoted to surgical out-patients and male em- 

loyés. 

i There is also under charge of the Board of Trustees a certain portion of 
the square bounded by Harrison avenue and Albany street, and between East 
Springfield street and East Chester park. One portion near Harrison avenue 
is occupied by a four-story building, used as a home for the Training School 
nurses of the hospital; including the garden, there are 18,061. square feet of 
land. The trustees also have charge of a certain portion of the square 
amounting to 38,932 square feet. This part is unimproved. 

The trustees also have charge of a plot of land in the rear of Albany street, 
adjoining the City Water Works, amounting to 11,559 feet. On this lot is 
situated a stable, and the remaining portion is used for storage purposes. 

The trustees also have charge of an estate recently purchased by the city, 
to be used as a Home for Convalescents. It is situated on the southerly side 
of Dorchester avenue, Dorchester, within a quarter of a mile of Milton Lower 
Mills. It was previously a part of the Churchill estate, and consists of fifteen 
acres of land, partly under cultivation, and partly wild woodland. On this 
property is located a two-story family mansion with a French roof, alsoa 
barn, stable, and bowling alley.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of Health: — 


Souru Ciry Stanves, Suop, anp Sueps. — Situated on Albany street, oppo- 
site Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for this 
purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 123 horses. Total original cost, exclusive 
of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department are constructed and kept in repair. 


Orrat Depor. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by 
the Paving Depatment. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of howse-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 


West StaBie AND SuEps, Norta Grove Street. — The stable is a brick 
building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings attached to the same. It has 
accommodations for 83 horses, in stables and sheds. ‘The lot contains about 
45,152 square feet. 

HicuLanp Stave, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Department. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 

-In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown District, at a cost of $5,083.07. Shed and out- buildings built in 
1879. Contents of lot as claimed by city, 17,300 square feet. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, horses, carts, 
wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping the streets and places 
clean, collecting the house-offal, house-ashes, etc. The estimated value of 
the whole property is about $95,500. 

Prisoners are conveyed from station-houses to the court-house, from court- 
house to Deer Island boat and jail, South Boston Institutions, by vehicles 
furnished by this department. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health:— 


Twenty urinals, in different parts of the city, including two retreats for 
females, one on the Common facing West-street entrance, and the other on 
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the Pablic Garden,—two wooden structures, with slated roofs, appropriately 
furnished. In office of City physician, books and surgical instruments. 


GatLor’s Istanp, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 1860 for 
$6,600, used as Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling-house, barn, 
coal-shed, two hospitals, steamboat wharf, store-house for infected cargoes, 
and other buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, merchandise, pro- 
visions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Department. 


Smatt~Pox HospiTat, Canterbury street, West Roxbury District, built in 
1877. Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The.contents of lot are 
4.182 acres.

These houses are floating structures, except those at City Point and Com- 
mercial Point; the houses at the foot of M street and foot of L street are on 
the beach. Most of them are oblong, with wooden roofs, enclosing a water 
surface, around which, inside of the structures, are platforms. All the 
houses have dressing-rooms attached to them. Houses at M street and L 
street, consist of a main building, with ells, in which are dressing-rooms ; 
from the end of these ells to the water are fences, attached to which is a’ 
chain with cork buoys which encloses a square water surface. In the offices 
of the Superintendents are various articles of furniture, tools, and supplies 
for making small repairs.

MOUNT HOPE CEMETERY. 


Located in West Roxbury and Dorchester Districts, about 53 miles from 
the city proper. Additional land, with dwelling-house and other buildings on 
Berry street, bought, 1878, for $4,500, containing two acres, and two lots of 
land on Berry street, purchased in 1887, for $856.59, containing 12,287 feet, 
making total contents 107 acres and 1,347 feet, House occupied by the 
Superintendent of the Cemetery is owned by the city. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets : — 


BuILpINGs AND Wuarr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street adjoin- 
ing the City Stable. ‘The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 
8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a shed for breaking stone for 
macadamizing, blacksmith’s and carpenter’s shops, tool-room, and stable. 
The total contents of the lot, including wharf and building, are 63,180 square 
feet. Original cost of the building, $10,940.86. 


Fort-Hitt Wuarr, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage of 
paving-blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be wanted for 
the extension of Oliver street. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant- 
at-will, at $500 per annum; part by Health Department. 


Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, Hast Boston, containing 43,550 
square feet. 


LepGE Lor, on Washington street, corner Dimock, Roxbury District, con- 
taining 134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are buildings containing a steam- 
engine and stone-crusher. 


HIGHLAND-STREET STABLE Lor. — Upon this lot is a large brick stable, 
erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Health and Paving Departments. 
Also a brick building used as a blacksmith’s shop, and a shed for the storage 
of tools, etc. For contents of lot, see Health Department. 


LepGe Lot, on Codman street, Dorchester District containing 299,000 
square feet, was purchased, in 1870, for the sum of $5,980. Upon this lot is 
a large new shed built in 1889, containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher, 
also a stable and tool-house. 


On THE ALMSHOUSE Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, there are 
two stables, also two sheds and a tool-house, used by this department. 


Lepce Lor, on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester District, con- 
taining 81,068 square teet. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorches- 


ter, of Stephen Baker, in 1867. Upon this lot are a blacksmith shop and 
large shed. 


DOWNER-AVENUE Lov, Dorchester District, containing 35,300 square feet, 
purchased by the Paving Department in 1871, of Nathan and Henry N. 
Sawyer, for the protection of the Almshouse lot. 
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West Roxpury District. — On Childs street, a lot of land containing 
14,457 feet, upon which are a stable and shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of 
$4,995.08, a blacksmith-shop and tool-house. ; 

GraveL Lors. — On the corner of Forest Hills avenue and Norfolk street, 
a lot containining 47,798 square feet, purchased by the town of Dorchester, 
of Benj. Clapp, in 1860; in town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, contain- 
ing 64,523 square feet, hired by town of Dorchester for nine hundred and 
ninety-nine years; Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of an 
‘acre, purchased by town of West Roxbury, in 1870; Tenean street, purchased 
for $21,360, in 1884. 

LEDGE AND GRAVEL Lot, rear of Union street, containing about 37,000 
square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. 


GRAVEL AND Stones on lot on Market street, Ward 25, purchased by town 
of Brighton, of George Sparhawk. 

On Rockland street, Ward 25, adjacent to engine-house, a brick building, 
containing a shed and tool-house. 

Lepce Lor, on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about 13 acres, 
upon which an engine-house has been erected; also a new stable, built in 
1887, for $5,000; a building moved from Commonwealth avenue and fitted 
up into an office. 

On Medford street, Charlestown District, a wharf lot, foot of Elm street, 
containing 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 

Property belonging to the Paving Department, consisting of 85 horses, 62 
carts, 14 water-carts, 18 wagons, 2 steam-rollers, 6 stone-crushers, engines, 
ete. 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, a lot of land containing 
about 12,000 square feet, upon which have been erected a stable, carriage- 
house, shed, tool-house, and office. Rent of same, including use of wharf 
and flats opposite, $650 per annum, with taxes. 


On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house, and office. 


Wuarr, known as Atkins’ Wharf, 521 Commercial street, purchased in 
1887 for $24,000, containing 22,553 square feet. The old building that stood 
on the corner of Charles and Cambridge streets, and the old stable, were 
removed to the new wharf.

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 308 miles of sewers 
built by the city. The department occupies a small lot on North Grove street; 
a large one, with water-front, on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet 


1 On Charles-river Bridge there are five wooden buildings owned by the city and leased to 
five different parties. 
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for storage of materials, tools, etc. ; and one on Gibson street (Dorchester), 
containing 42,000 square feet; a small lot on Boylston street, Jamaica Plain; 
a small lot on Rutherford avenue, Charlestown; a small lot in Kast Boston, 
corner Paris and Marion Strects; a small lot in Kast Boston, corner New and 
Cross streets. In his Annual Report to the City Council, January, 1890, the 
Superintendent of Sewers gives a schedule of the tools and other property 
belonging to this department. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


In his charge are various sets of standard weights and measures, ete., 3 
horses, wagons, pungs, and harnesses. See Annual Report for 1889 for 
detailed statement of property. 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICER. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Engineer : — 

Instruments for surveying and drawing, drawing-paper, drawing-boards; 
hanging-maps and pictures; 7,945 loose plans and tracings, and 14 volumes 
of bound plans; reference library of 805 volumes, and various other articles ; 
horse and buggy. 


CITY SURVEYOR’S DEPARTMENT. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor ; — 


CENTRAL OFFICE. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and 
other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards and desks, and drawing-tables. In 
this department are 18,957 plans, — see Annual Report for 1889 for list of, — 
besides which there are 4,614 lithographed plans. Top-buggy, harness, ete. 


Dorcuesrer Disrricr Brancy, — Instruments for surveying and draw- 
ing; drawing and other paper; books, tools, drawing boards, tables, ete. 
There are 2,705 plans in this office. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Lamps has charge (according to the Annual Report 
published January, 1890) of 9,958 gas-lamps and 3,006 oil-lamps, besides 
798 electric lights, 48 naphtha lamps, posts, brackets, ladders, oil-cans, 
measures, and the necessary tools used in lighting the lamps and repairing the 
same, 8 horses, 6 wagons, 2 top-buggies, 2 sleighs, 4 pungs, and 7 sets single 
harnesses. 

Repair-shop on Albany street, built in 1874; the lot contains 8,000 square 
feet. 


PUBLIC SCALES. 


One in the South-stable yard, Albany street; one in Haymarket square; 
one in Central square, Kast Boston; one corner Eustis and Mall Streets, Rox- 
bury District; one each corner Centre and La Grange streets, Washington 
street, corner Centre street and Starr lane, Roslindale, West Roxbury Dis- 
trict; and one Washington street, near Rockland, Brighton District.

In the various offices in City Hall, Court-houses, Jail, Registry of Deeds, 
Probate Office, and all the other public buildings; in the Grammar and Pri- 
mary school-houses owned by the city, and in several rooms hired for school 
and other purposes.

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OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CrentRAL CHarIty BurREAU BUILDING, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins street, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymas- 
ter of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing Circle, Young 
Men’s Benevolent Society, German Aid Society, Boston Police Relief Asso- 
ciation, Ladies Codperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
Homeopathic Dispensary, the United Hebrew Benevolent Association, Bos- 
ton Children’s Aid Society, and St. Vincent de Paul Society. The City 
Physician also occupies a room in this building. , 


TpMPORARY HoME FOR THE DESTITUTE is located at the corner of Char- 
don and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were 
erected on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost 
of these buildings, with the Jand. and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38. 


Lopcr ror WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School-building, on Hawkins 
street, lot containing 9,625 square feet. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Public Library and its branches in East Boston, South Boston, Rox- 
bury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, 
South End, and North End Districts there are about 525,573 bound volumes, 
besides manuscripts, pamphlets, statuary, and paintings. The Tosti engrav- 
ings embrace some in frames, 5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred 
in portfolios. 


SCHOOLS. 


In the Public Schools of the city under the charge of the School Commit- 
tee, 403,000 books, 1,250 music charts, 154 pianos, with stools and covers;

TRUST FUNDS, 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, Thomas F, Temple, 
Chairman, to April 1, 1890, Otis K. Newell from April 1, 1890, Frederick W. 
Lincoln, Vreasurer. 


PemBERTON Founp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
City ot Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, 
Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, and Walter E. Hawes. The most 
important, however, of the bequests was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose 
will was proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been given 
to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of 
the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The amount 
of this fund, April 30, 1890, was $118,358.65. 


Boritston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by Joun Boytston, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to ** Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” “ not under fifty years of age,” « persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, 
or other vice.” The other portion to be applied to “ nurture and instruction 
of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until fourteen 
years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1890, to $24,262.46. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1890, to $151,032.81. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JonaTHan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of In- 
dustry. Amount of Mason Fund, April 30, 1890, $8,409.50. 


DextTER Funp. — Was a bequest of Samuen Dexter, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or eval to such objects of charity as are not sup- 
ported in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the 
Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, April 30, 1890, $4,076.13. 


JEFFRIES Funp. — Wasa bequest of Davip JEFFRIES, former Town Treas- 
urer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase of 
tea and coffee, chocolate, and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, April 380, 1890, $4,519.80. 


Lucy Buttman Cuariry. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into possession of the City of Boston in 
1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BuLiman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in which it is provided that upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City of Boston, upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand April 30, 
1890, $20,364.06. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 1873, this 
estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor.

Davin SEARS Cuarity. — This isa fund contributed by the late DavID - 


Srars, for the relief of the poor. 
The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity and the Searstan 


Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 
This fund has been largely increased by the amount received by the Dona- 
tion Fund established by Mr. Sears, of which the Fifty Associates were actu- 


aries, and the total amount of ‘* The David Sears Charity,” April 30, 1890, 


was $314,700.99. 


Pierce Fuet Fonp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown by the late 


Cates Pierce, who died Sept. 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at 
least one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in 


Charlestown. 

Amount of fund April 30, 1890, $1,500, invested in City of Boston bonds 
and $45.00 interest on hand. Total $1,545.00. 

Hotron Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late JAMES Hotton, in 1863; will probated June 9, 1863. Income to 
be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indi- 
gent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to 
receive a liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1890, invested in City of 
Boston bond and interest. Total $1,550.37. 

Hoxton ProresTantT PaupER FunD. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late JAMES Hotton, for the purpose of furnishing good and plentiful 
meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanksgiving Day or other 
holidays. Amount of fund April 30, 1890, City of Boston bonds and interest. 
Total, $3,101.83. 

SrouGHTON Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wi1LL1AM STOUGHTON, 
who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the selectmen, and the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund April 30, 
1890, invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. Total, $1,998.97. 


Goopnow Funp. —A bequest of Erisna Goopvow, ‘to be invested and 
the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in its alms- 
house, in such manner as the said city, or the government or officers thereof 
may deem most judicious, put without reference to the religious faith or 
belief of those who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 

Invested in City of Boston bond and interest, April 30, 1890, $6,052.72. 


Racuev T. Stevens Funp. — A bequest of Racuet T. Stevens. The net 
income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in the will) ‘‘ for the 
support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women of Boston 
who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), paying to 
each of such women during her life the sum of one hundred dollars in seml- 
annual payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under this will, no 
further payment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment 
of-income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.” Amount of fund April 30, 1890, $5,240. 

Moses Hunt Funp FoR THE DESTITUTE. — ‘Income to be devoted to the 
relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said Boston 
which was Charlestown.” Invested in City of Boston bond. Amount of 
fund, with interest, April 30, 1890, $10,229.38. .

CHARLESTOWN POOR’S FUND. 


. Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard Sprague, 

will dated Oct. 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated January, 1772; Richard 
Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833 ; 
Catherine Bradish, September, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Froth- 
ingham, 1864; Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. DeWolf, 1835; Reuben 
Hunt, 1866; for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance, approved July 31, 1878, to take effect 
on its passage, continuing in force the provisions of the ordinances of 1870 and 
1875, providing that all moneys earned by police-officers for fees as witnesses, 
except one witness fee a day in the Supreme or Superior courts, shall be kept 
as a separate fund, and invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, and 
Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees thereof. The 
income of the said fund shall be applied to the relief of persons who have 
received an honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, 
age, or other inability, and who are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous 
circumstances; and also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessi- 
tous circumstances, of police-officers who have died while in the service of 
the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations for the appro- 
priation and disbursement of the interest of said fund as they may deem 
expedient; subject, however, to such orders or ordinances as the City Council 
may from time to time adopt.

° BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880. the Mayor of the City of Boston for 
the time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners 
of the City of Boston for the time being (and their successors in office), were 
constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and holding all sums 
of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggregate two 
hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, or 
devised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department, or 
their families, requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the 
families of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance, 
The property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
The said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the 
same and the income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the 
provisions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following-named 
persons, viz.: The Mayor, Thomas N. Hart; Fire Commissioners Robert G. 
Fitch, John R. Murphy, and Richard F. Tobin, — now constitute the Board 
of Trustees. ‘Thomas N. Hart, Mayor, President; Frederick W. Sinith, Jr., 
Clerk.

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FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, £1,000 ster- 
ling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 nor less 
than £15 to one applicant, at five per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual 
instalments of ten per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘* Young 
Married Artificers,”’ under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral char- 
acter from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become their 
sureties in a bond for their payment of the money.” 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in pub- 
lie works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another hun- 
dred years, which he estimated would then amount to £4,600,000; of this 
amount the sum of £1,610,000 was to be at the disposal of: the inhabitants 
of the town of Boston, and the balance to be paid the Government of the 
State. 

The Board of Aldermen, 1882, after a report in the matter of the Franklin 
Fund from a committee consisting of Aldermen Stebbins and Hart, passed 
the following resolves : — 


Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, comprising a majority of the 
Trustees of the Franklin Fund, it is expedient and highly desirable that the 
proportion of said fund which will be available in 1891-92 for investment iy 
‘* some public work,” should be devoted to the extinguishment of the debt 
incurred for the purchase of the West Roxbury Park. 

Resolved, Thatinthe event of such disposition of the said portion of the 
Franklin Fund, the park just purchased should be called ‘‘ Franklin Park,”’ 
in honor of the testator, who has so generously endowed his native town. 


The name Franklin Park was adopted by the Board of Park Commission- 
ers. 

The Trustees under the will are the Selectmen (now Board of Aldermen),

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHoot Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Massachusetts, 
on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, 
Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’] Haw- 
kins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was *‘ Voted that the Town

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Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, ete. (being 
the property of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the 
Town Treasurer’s, hands.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘‘ all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth ” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided far 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown Schooi Trust Fund, to 
‘* manage said Fund and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.”

If 
these bequests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and conditions 
faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts, and money are to be given to 
the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this contribu- 
tion, Anna Ticknor, widow of the doncr, relinquished her right to retain dur- 
ing her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under the control of 
the city, the City Council having previously accepted the bequests in accord- 
ance with the terms and conditions of said will, and the Trustees of the Public 
Library receivid said bequests on behalf of the city, and made suitable ar- 
rangements for the care and custody of the books and manuscripts.

CITY OF BOSTON. 


APPROPRIATION ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1890-91. 
In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, May 5, 1890. 


Ordered, That, to meet the expenses of the City of Boston and the County 
of Suffolk payable during the financial year which will commence with the 
first day of May, 1890, and end with the last day of April, 1891, the follow- 
ing sums of money be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated 
for the several departments and for the objects and purposes hereinafter 
specified. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which may be subscribed or contributed 
by individuals to promote the objects of any of the said appropriations, and 
which form no part of the estimated income of the city, shall be credited to 
such appropriations accordingly, and be strictly applied according to the 
intention of the contributors. 

Ordered, That all moneys derived from the excess of Income and Taxes 
over estimated Income and Taxes, and all balances of appropriations in 
excess of expenditures remaining in the treasury at the close of the finan- 
cial year, ending April 30, 1890, be used toward meeting the said appropria- 
tions. 

Ordered, That the several officers and boards of the city, in charge of 
departments, under the general supervision and control of His Honor the 
Mayor, expend the said appropriations made for their several departments, 
and the persons authorized by law to spend the other appropriations, expend 
the same all in accordance with the laws and ordinances. 

Ordered, That the appropriations, made for the Water Supply and Water 
Income departments, connected with the Sudbury and Cochituate supplies be 
paid from the income received from the water-rates of said supplies, and 
that the appropriations, made for said departments, connected with the 
Mystic supply, be paid from the income received from the water-rates of 
said supply. 

Ordered, That all salaries of clerks and police-officers specially detailed, 
of clerks in the Collecting Department, and all other expenses connected with 
the issuing of liquor licenses and the enforcement of the liquor-law, and all 
expenses for maintaining the police-signal system be paid from the amount 
received for liquor licenses. 

Ordered, That the City Treasurer borrow money as it may be required, 
not exceeding four million dollars ($4,000,000) in all, in anticipation of the 
taxes of the current year, all sums so borrowed to be made payable from the 
moneys collected for said taxes, and interest to cease thereon on the day any 
money so borrowed is payable.

ten lots containing sixteen thousand one hundred and twenty 
square feet on the north-east side of Hast Newton street, 
between Harrison avenue and Albany street; twenty-five 
thousand five hundred and twenty-seven square feet of land 
on Land East Third streets at South Boston; eighty-four 
hundred and twenty-nine square feet of land on Fellows, near 
Hunneman street; the pump and gravel lots on Cambridge 
street, at Brighton, of one hundred sixty thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-eight square feet; and five thousand square 
feet on Parkman street, at Brighton.

ON SUBJECT OF AFFORDING RELIEF TO FAMILIES OF 
FIREMEN WHO LOST THEIR LIVES ON ACCOUNT 
OF THE FIRE OF NOVEMBER 28, 1889, 


In Common Councit, May 22, 1890. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Fire Department, to 
whom were referred, as unfinished business of last year, the 
orders to pay the sum of $3,000 each to the families of the 
five firemen who lost their lives at the fire on Thanksgiving 
Day, November 28, 1889, respectfully submit the following 
report : — 

The men who were killed while in the performance of 
their duty upon that memorable day were Daniel J. Buckley, 
John J. Brooks, Frank P. Loker, Michael Murnan, and 
Edward E. Whiting. 

While the sympathies of the committee would lead them 
to strongly recommend that the city afford the full measure 
of relief to the families of these brave men, they find it 
necessary to consider first what power the city has to act in 
the premises. They have, therefore, in their consideration of 
the subject, consulted the Corporation Counsel upon its legal 
bearings, and also ascertained the status of the families or 
heirs of each of the deceased firemen, so far as they may 
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become claimants for aid from the city. The opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel 1s submitted herewith, by which it 
appears that there are two statute laws governing the matter 
of relief which the city can pay to disabled firemen or to the 
families of deceased firemen, namely: Chapter 258 of the 
Acts of 1873, which provides that the city may ‘ expend a 
sum, not exceeding three thousand dollars annually, for the 
relief of firemen disabled, and of the families of firemen 
killed, in the service of the city ;” the other law, Chapter 107 
of the Acts of 1880, provides for pensioning firemen after 
fifteen years of service, on one-half or one-third pay, and 
for the payment of an annuity of three hundred dollars to 
the widows or children of deceased firemen. 

So far as the claims of the survivors of the firemen for 
relief from the city are concerned, the committee have ex- 
amined into each case and give the result of their investiga- 
tions as follows: Edward E. Whiting was not in the city’s 
employ at the time of his death, and consequently his family 
can have no claim upon the city for relief. 

Daniel J. Buckley and John J. Brooks were unmarried, 
and therefore they leave no families or survivors who can be- 
come claimants for relief within the provisions of the law. 

In the cases of the other two men, Frank P. Loker and 
Michael Murnan, the committee are informed that their 
widows have taken the choice and have both decided to avail 
themselves of the three hundred dollars in the form of an 
annuity in preference to receiving the single payment of 
three thousand dollars. 

It therefore appears that it is inexpedient to pass the 
orders in question, as they are all either illegal or unneces- 
sary, and the committee accordingly report that the orders 
ought not to pass.

GrnTLEMEN, —In response to your inquiries as to the 
rights and powers of the City Council to pay to the families 
of Daniel J. Buckley and John J. Brooks, members of the 
Fire Department, killed while in the performance of their 
duty on Nov. 28, 1889, to each the sum of three thousand 
dollars, I have the honor to say : — 

I understand that neither of said men was married, and, 
therefore, left no widow or child; so that they are not with- 
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in the provisions of Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, which 
act provides only for an annuity to be paid to the widow and 
children of such deceased firemen. 

The only provision under which any sum can be paid to the 
“family ” of either of those men is Chapter 258 of the Acts of 
1873. This act allows the city of Boston to “ expend a sum, 
not exceeding three thousand dollars annually, for the relief 
of firemen disabled, and of the families of firemen killed, in 
the service of the city,” so that in no event could the city. 
pay more than three thousand dollars to the families of both 
of said men, if, and provided, they left families within the 
meaning of the statute. 

As I understand the facts, the only persons who can 
possibly claim relief under that act in the case of said 
Brooks, are his father and mother, with whom he boarded, 
and whom he assisted by the payment of board, and, per- 
haps, in other ways; and the only person or persons who 
can claim relief on account of the death of said Buckley are 
his brother and sister. Said Buckley did not live in the 
same house with either his brother or sister, but he con- 
tributed to the support of his sister, who was an invalid. 

Were, or are, these persons the “ family ” of said Brooks 
and Buckley, respectively, within the meaning of the 
statute ? 

Various definitions of the word “ family ” may be found ; but 
the precise meaning in each case is usually determined by 
the context, or subject-matter, where it is used. 

In the case of Bates v. Dewson, 182 Mass., 334, there 
was a devise to a person for his life, to revert to “his family ” 
on his decease. The court held that “his family ” meant his 
widow and child, and did not include his step-son, a child of 
the wife by a former marriage, although the child lived in 
the family with and was supported by him. 

In a very recent case before the Supreme Judicial Court 
of this State, where a railroad company, in consideration of 
a deed of land, promised to give to the grantor and “his 
family” a free pass over the road, it was decided by a 
justice of said court that “his family” was limited to the 
wife and children of the grantor, and did not include a 
granddaughter, although she lived with him. 

I think, also, that Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880 fur- 
nishes evidence of what the Legislature meant by the word 
“family.” The Legislature, in this chapter, again took up 
the subject of aiding the families of firemen who died from 
injuries received in the discharge of their duties ; but there 
expressly limited the provision to.the widow and children of 
the deceased, and so doing, I think to some extent, shows 
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the policy or purpose of the Legislature in this subject- 
matter; and it is under this provision, of 1880, in the great 
majority of cases, that aid or relief is given to the families of 
such firemen. 

It is my opinion, upon the whole, that neither the parents 
of said Brooks, in the one case, nor the brother or sister of 
said Buckley, in the other, is the “ family” of either of them 
within the meaning of the statute ; and so, that the law does 
not authorize what is sought to be done by the orders of 
Dec. 5, 1889, ordering the payment by the city of $3,000 to 
“the family ” of each of said persons.

TRANSMITTING PETITION FROM LEADING 
PHYSICIANS OF BOSTON 


FOR THE 


WATERING OF THE STREETS AT ALL SEASONS OF 
THE YEAR AND AT THE PUBLIC EXPENSE, 


City oF Boston, Executive DEPARTMENT. 


The Honorable the City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to lay before you, for 
immediate attention and early action, an interesting and 
timely petition from the leading physicians of Boston, who 
urge the watering of streets at all seasons of the year and at 
the public expense. The petitioners have appointed a com- 
mnittee for considering the problem in conjunction with the 
city government. Any facts submitted by the committee of 
the physicians will be laid without delay before the City 
Council. The petitioners, it seems to me, are right in de- 
manding that our streets should be put in first-class condition 
from the sanitary and every other point of view. There is 
good reason to believe that the traffic in our streets has more 
than doubled in the past fifteen years. Our streets are used 
not only by the residents of Boston, now about 420,000, but 
also by the suburban population, which increases even more 
rapidly than does our own. In 1875 the population of the 
cities and towns within twelve miles of the State House was 
603,909 ; at present it is in excess of 800,000. The result is 
an enormous increase in the use of our streets, coupled with 
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the duty on our part of meeting the necessities of this in- 
crease. The aid of the medical profession in meeting the 
sanitary part of the problem is welcome. In addition there 
are legislative, engineering, and financial problems calling 
for the highest talent, as long as it is the duty and purpose 
of the city government to satisfy the wants of our city and 
to help in making Boston the cleanest and healthiest of cities. 
Your codperation is earnestly invited.

GENTLEMEN, — We the undersigned, physicians of Boston, 
believing that the terribly dusty condition of our streets in 
all times of dry weather is a serious factor in the production 
of disease, more especially of pulmonary and catarrhal 
troubles, which are so prevalent here, do most respectfully 
urge your immediate attention to this matter. As one of 
the most important sanitary measures against illness among 
all classes of our citizens, we urge the thorough cleansing 
and watering of our macadamized streets and other large 
thoroughfares at all seasons of the year when dry weather 
causes dust.

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CORPORATION COUNSEL'S OPINION 


RELATIVE TO 


RIGHTS OF THE CITY OF BOSTON 


IN 


RESPECT TO THE CROSSING OF THE BOSTON & 
ALBANY RAILROAD OVER HARVARD BRIDGE 
AVENUE, SO CALLED, EAST OF FRONT STREET 
IN THE CITY OF CAMBRIDGE. 


City oF Boston,

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have received your order of the 19th 
instant, for my advice as to the << legal position of the 
city of Boston and its rights in respect to the crossing of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad over Harvard Bridge avenue, 
so called, east of Front street in the city of Cambridge, and 
as to the power of the Legislature to take away, without 
compensation therefor, the rights of the city of Boston in 
respect to the location and grade of the said avenue.” 

This request is made, I suppose, in view of the act now 
before the General Court, the effect of which, if passed and 
valid, will be, it is feared, to materially change the rights and 
situation of the city of Boston, in respect to said bridge and 
avenue, from what they were under the Acts of 1882, Chap- 
ter 155 and Chapter 282 of 1887, under and pursuant to 
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which the bridge and avenue have been constructed, down . 
to the present time. 

The following are parts of the acts and the principal facts 
which, in considering the question may be referred to. 

Chapter 155 of the Acts of 1882 authorized the cities of 
Boston and Cambridge ‘to construct a bridge and avenue 
across Charles river from a point on Beacon street to a point 
in Cambridge west of the westerly line of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. The location of said bridge and avenue 
shall be determined by the city councils of said cities acting 
separately, subject to the approval of the Board of Harbor 
and Land Commissioners, so far as it affects the harbor ;” it 
further stated the limits between which in the river it must 
be built. It provided, in effect, that the bridge ‘“ shall be 
constructed of such materials as the cities may agree upon 3” 
that each city may take land; and each should build so much 
of the bridge and avenue as lies upon its own side of Charles 
river ; and that the bridge itself shall be built by the two cities 
jointly, and jointly maintained. 

Section 6 provides that said avenue may cross at orade any 
railroad operated by steam, and the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners shall, upon the application of either city, or any 
railroad corporation, prescribe the details of the crossing, 
and certify to the parties its decision, which decision may be 
enforced by proper process in equity. The said cities agreed 
upon the plan of the bridge; but not having proceeded to 
erect it, the Legislature in 1887 passed an act, Chapter 282, 
providing for the appointment of a board of commissioners, 
who were ‘hereby authorized and required to construct a 
bridge and avenue across Charles river between West Ches- 
ter park in Boston and Front street in Cambridge, substan- 
tially in accordance with plans prepared by the city engineer 
of the city of Boston, dated December, 1884, and approved 
by the city councils of both of said cities.” 

This act further provides that the plan shall be subject to 
the approval of the Board of Harbor and Land Commission- 
ers; and the bridge should be built ‘* subject to the provi- 
sions of Chapter 155 of the Acts of 1882” and ‘that it 
shall be the duty of each of said cities to raise and, upon 
the requisition of said commissioners, to pay one-half the 
expenses incurred in building the bridge and avenue 
between the harbor lines.” 

Section 3 provides that said commissioners, with the 
approval of the boards of aldermen of the two cities, and 
of the Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners, subject to 
the said provisions of said Chapter 155 of the Acts of 1882, 
may change, alter, and modify said bridge. 


OpInion RELATIVE TO Rienrs. 3 


Section 4 provides that the boards of aldermen of said cities 
may by concurrent vote authorize the running of street cars 
upon said bridge. This act clearly left the question whether 
the avenue should cross the railroad at grade to be settled 
by the city councils of both cities, exactly as it was in the 
Act of 1882. 

The city of Boston raised by a loan the sum of $250,000, 
and has paid it out on the requisition of the commissioners 
for the construction of the bridge, and has laid out and built 
the street or avenue down to the bridge on the Boston side, 
and has complied with the terms of the acts down to the 
present time. This city has not agreed with the city of 
Cambridge as to the grade of the avenue to a point west of 
the westerly line of the Boston & Albany Railroad in Cam- 
bridge, for the reason that the city of Cambridge desires to 
construct the avenue in a dangerous manner, and in a manner 
and at a grade contrary to the established policy of this 
city and of the Commonwealth. | 

Can the Legislature now by such an act (as House bill 
414) deprive the city of Boston of the rights given to it in 
the said Acts of 1882, under which, and on the faith of 
which, it has expended in all, I believe, over $300,000 in the 
construction of said bridge and avenue? That the Act of 
1887 did not take away the rights of the city of Boston in 
respect to a voice in the determination of the grade of the 
avenue is very clear. On this point I quote from their last 
report the statement of the Railroad Commissioners, 1889, 
page 89. They say: * This act [referring to Chapter 155 of 
1882] evidently contemplates concurrent action by the city 
councils of each city, covering the whole line of the avenue 
and bridge from Beacon street to a point west of the Boston 
& Albany Railroad. The phraseology is such as to leave no 
doubt of the intention to have the laying out from the initial 
point on Beacon street to the terminal point in Cambridge, 
west of the westerly line of the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
approved as a whole by the City Council of each city. There 
is no provision in the act which in any way intimates that the 
City Council of Boston was to act solely upon that part of 
the avenue in Boston, and that the City Council of Cam- 
bridge was to act solely upon that part of the avenue in 
Cambridge. It was, in fact; obviously important that, if the 
cities were going to share the expense of building a bridge 
across Charles river, they should each bave some power to 
require that the approaches to the bridge on both sides 
should be appropriate. This view is confirmed by the fact 
that in Section 6 it is provided that the details of the crossing 
of the Boston & Albany tracks in Cambridge shall be deter- 
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mined by the Railroad Commissioners, upon the application 
of either city.” 

- This is, in effect, admitted by the city of Cambridge, in 
asking for the interposition of the Legislature for such a 
construction of the Act of 1882 as would not be given by 
the courts; if there had been ground to believe that the 
courts would construe the Act of 1882, so as to give to the 
city of Cambridge the exclusive power of determining the 
matter of grade and crossing as that city now desires to have, 
it is reasonable to suppose that that city would have allowed 
the question to be determined in the tribunals regularly and 
properly constituted to determine such questions. 

The question is, not whether the Legislature could or not 
have compelled said cities to construct the bridge and avenue 
with a crossing at grade. It is, whether now, after the city 
of Boston has proceeded with the work under and pursuant 
to the provisions of the original Act of 1882, and expended a 
large sum of money, and the bridge is nearly completed and 
about ready to be opened, the important right which the city 
of Boston has or had in the determination of whether that 
crossing shall be at grade or not, can be taken away. 
Whether a valuable — and as I think — vested right of the 
city, acquired in the bridge and avenue, and at great expense, 
can now be taken away from it without compensation ? 

The Legislature by said bill undertakes to do this in two 
ways: first, by declaring what shall be the meaning or con- 
struction of the said Act of 1882. The first section of the 
bill is as follows : — 

‘««Sporion 1. Chapter 155 of the Acts of the year 1882 
shall be construed to mean that the city councils of the 
cities of Boston and Cambridge shall each have power and 
authority to locate, construct, and fix the grade of only such 
portions of the avenues of approach to the bridge as lie 
within their respective territories outside the harbor lines of 
Charles river; and that neither city shall have power or 
authority beyond the harbor lines of said river either to 
locate, construct, or fix the grade of any portion of said 
avenue within the territory of the other city.” 

It appears to me that this is an attempt by the legislative 
branch of the government to exercise a power which is 
clearly judicial, and which belongs to another branch of the 
government, and that, so far as it may or can have applica- 
tion to past transactions, is in violation of the constitutional 
power of the legislative branch of the government.

My only contention on this point is, that the Legislature 
cannot now decide what was or has been the meaning of the 
Act of 1882, so as to affect past transactions and impair rights 
which arose out of such transactions.

The second clause of the bill is as follows : — 

‘‘Sror. 2. The acts and doings of the city of Cam- 
bridge in relation to the location, laying out, and construction 
of the avenue of approach to Harvard bridge in said city are 
hereby ratified and confirmed, and made binding upon all 
parties.” 

It is not very clear what this means. Literally it is con- 
fined to certain acts and doings of the city of Cambridge. It 
does not say that the avenue and railroad crossing shall be 
at the same grade; and I suppose if it had plainly stated 
this, the effect of it would have endangered its passage ; and 
yet this is what it means, and what it is meant to do or 
authorize, if anything. 

Can the Legislature, in the language of your question to 
me, take away the rights of the city already acquired, 
vested, purchased by the expenditure of $300,000, without 
compensation? Certainly the Legislature ought not to do so. 

Power to construct the avenue at the same grade with the 
railroad tracks has not been sought for by Cambridge with 
any pretence that it is for the public good or benefit, but 
solely for the corporate benefit of that city. That city, 
merely in order to save the money needed to make that end 
of the avenue as it ought to be made, and as the public safety 
and policy require, has endeavored by this act to secure that 
pecuniary saving. Passing over the usual and authorized 
methods of procuring this highway to be laid out, the County 
Commissioners, the Railroad Commissioners disregarding the 
provisions of the act under which that city and the city of Bos- 
ton entered upon this work, the city of Cambridge has sought 
by this special and extraordinary act of the Legislature to 
accomplish the opening of this bridge, merely for her 
corporate pecuniary advantage. 

Iam unable to find any predecent for such a legislative 
interference ; but there are authorities against it. In the 
creation of a new town out of the town of Bowdoinham, 
Me., by an act of the Legislature of that State, by which a 
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part of it was set off, and became the new town of Richmond, 
it was provided in the said act that the new town of Rich-— 
mond should be held to support its proportion of the paupers 
then supported in whole or in part by the town of Bowdoin- 
ham. ‘Two years later the Legislature passed another act, 
by which it undertook to relieve the new town of Richmond 
from said obligation created by said first act ; and the town 
of Richmond, after that act, refused to repay to the town of 
Bowdoinham the expense of longer supporting any of said 
paupers, claiming to be released from said obligation by said 
later act. But the Supreme Court of that State held, that in 
the division of the town, although done by the Legislature, 
the obligations there and then created were in the nature of a 
contract ; that the town of Bowdoinham had, under said first 
act, acquired vested rights, and that the later act, so far as 
it undertook to impair those rights, was unconstitutional.

It seems to me that the relation between the two cities of 
Boston and Cambridge as to this bridge and avenue, partly 
created by the acts referred to, but especially those which 
grew out of the proceedings of said cities, under said Act of 
the Legislature of 1882, — their agreement upon a plan for 
the bridge, — have all the elements of a contractual relation, 
the consent of competent parties, upon a duly authorized 
subject-matter, for a mutual legal and valuable consideration. 
If so, if that relation exists, the act proposed by the said 
bill is within the spirit of the provision of the Constitution 
of the United States, which forbids the States passing any 
law impairing the obligation of contracts. 

But, if not within that provision of the Constitution, the 
act is not the less obnoxious, arbitrary, and wrong ; and if 
the provisions of said bill become a law —I mean a valid 
jaw — and have the effect intended, the mutuality of the 
rights of the two cities in said avenue will have been ended, 
and neither city will, after that, have any power or authority 
as to the location, construction, or grade of any portion of 
the avenue within the territory of the other city. That 
feature of the Act of 1882, which, as the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners well said, is appropriate and important in 
this matter, will in such event have disappeared. 

Lam of the opinion that said avenue east of the westerly 
line of the tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad cannot 
be legally located and constructed without the concurrence 
of the City Council of the city of Boston, as was provided 
in said Act of 1882. 


OPINION RELATIVE TO Rieurts. 4 


That it is within the power of the Board of Aldermen of 
the city of Boston to prevent the running of street-railway 
cars over said bridge and avenue, as far as the westerly line 
of said railroad track ; and I doubt if Boston can be com- 
pelled to open and maintain the bridge until the approaches 
thereto on both ends have been constructed according to the 
provisions of said original act.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Ninety. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE TENURE OF OFFICE OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT AND SUPERVISORS OF SCHOOLS, AND 
OTHER SCHOOL OFFICIALS OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc: : — 
Srcrron 1. The school committee of the city of Boston 


is authorized to elect, during the pleasure of such school 
committee, a superintendent and one or more supervisors of 
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schools and other officials of said school committee: pro- 
vided, that such superintendent, supervisors or employees 
shall have served said city, in the capacity to which it is 
proposed by this act to elect them, for a period of not less 
than two years. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO INCUR 
INDEBTEDNESS OUTSIDE OF ITS DEBT LIMIT, TO PRO- 
CURE AND CONSTRUCT ONE OR MORE PUBLIC PARKS. IN 
THE CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Srotron 1. The city of Boston, for the purpose of pro- 
curing and constructing one or more public parks in the 
Charlestown district of said city, may authorize the city 
treasurer of said city to issue from time to time, as the mayor 
of said city may request, bonds or certificates of indebted- 
ness to an amount not exceeding two hundred thousand 
dollars, to bear interest payable semi-annually at such rate 
not exceeding four per cent. per annum as shall be fixed by 
said city. 

Sect. 2. Said treasurer shall sell such bonds or certifi- 
cates as issued, and retain the proceeds thereof in the treas- 
ury of the city, and pay therefrom the expenses incurred for 
the purpose aforesaid ; provided, however, that he shall pay 
over to the board of commissioners of sinking funds of said 
city any premiums received by him in the sale of such bonds 
or certificates; and said board shall place all amounts so 
paid by said treasurer into the sinking fund for the payment 
of the loan hereby authorized. 

Sror. 3. The indebtedness incurred under this act. shall. 
not, until after the first day of November in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety, be considered or reckoned in determin- 
ing the authorized limit of indebtedness of the city of Boston, 
under the provisions of section four, of chapter twenty-nine 
of the Public Statutes, as modified and amended by section 
two, of chapter one hundred and seventy-eight of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five. . 
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Sect. 4. Whenever said city shall have authorized the 
city treasurer to issue bonds or certificates of indebtedness 
as provided in the preceding sections, the park commis- 
sioners of said city may take in fee, by purchase or other- 
wise, land in the Charlestown district of said city of an 
assessed value not exceeding one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars for one or more public parks, and may expend the 
balance of the proceeds of the bonds or certificates of indebt- 
edness remaining after such lands have been paid for, in 
constructing or preparing such parks for public use. 

Sect. 5. Said city shall, within thirty days from the 
time when it shall take any lands under this act, cause to 
be recorded in the office of the register of deeds for the 
county of Suffolk, a description of the lands so taken, as cer- 
tain as is required in a common conveyance of land, with a 
statement of the purpose for which such land is taken; said 
description and statement to be signed by the mayor of said 
city. 

Secr. 6. The city of Boston shall pay all damages which 
shall be sustained by any person in his property by reason 
of any taking of land as aforesaid, and in case the parties 
cannot agree upon the damages, the city or any party inter- 
ested may have the damages determined by a jury at the 
bar of the superior court for said county, in the same man- 
ner as a party may have damages caused by the taking of 
land for highways in said city determined, when dissatisfied 
with an estimate of such damages made by the street com- 
missioners of said city, and costs shall be taxed as in civil 
cases.

Section 1. The city of Boston, for the purpose of erect- 
ing and furnishing school-houses in said city, may, on or be- 
fore the first day of June, eighteen hundred and _ ninety, 
authorize the city treasurer of said city to issue from time to 
time, as the mayor of said city may request, bonds or certifi- 
cates of indebtedness to an amount not exceeding five hun- 
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dred and fifty thousand dollars, to bear interest, payable 
semi-annually, at such rate, not exceeding four per cent. per 
annum, as shall be fixed by said city. 

Sror. 2. Said treasurer shall sell such bonds or certifi- 
cates as issued, and retain the proceeds thereof in the treas- 
ury of said city, and pay therefrom the expenses incurred 
for the purpose aforesaid; provided, however, that he shall 
pay over to the board of commissioners of sinking funds of 
said city any premiums received by him in the sale of such 
bonds or certificates, and said board shall place all amounts 
so paid by said treasurer into the sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the loan hereby authorized.

Chapter one hundred and fifty-five of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-two shall be 
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construed to mean that the city councils of the cities of 
Boston and Cambridge shall each have power and authority 
to locate, construct and fix the grade of only such portions 
of the avenues of approach to the bridge as lie within their 
respective territories outside the harbor lines of Charles 
river; and that neither city shall have power or authority 
beyond the harbor lines of said river either to locate, con- 
struct or fix the grade of any portion of said avenues within 
the territory of the other city. 

Seot. 2. The acts and doings of the city of Cambridge 
in relation to the location, laying out and construction of the 
avenue of approach to Harvard bridge in said city are hereby 
ratified and confirmed and made binding upon all parties. 

Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. : 

Secor. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO CREATE AN ART COMMISSION FOR THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc.: — 


Section 1. An art commission for the city of Boston is 
hereby established, to consist of the mayor of the city of 
Boston, the president of the trustees of the Boston Public 
Library, the president of the trustees of the Museum of 
Fine Arts, the president of the Boston Society of Archi- 
tects, and the president of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, each of whom shall be, ex-officio, a member of 
said commission. Said commission is to serve without pay. 

Sror. 2. No statue, fountain, ornamental arch or gate- 
way, monument or memorial of any kind, shall be erected 
in any public street, avenue, square, place, common, park 
or municipal building in the city of Boston, unless the de- 
sign and site for the same shall have been approved in writ- 
ing by a majority of said commission, and their report 
made to the city council. Said report shall be made within 
thirty days from the time when the design and site as above 
specified shall have been submitted to said commission for 
their approval. 
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Sect. 3. Said commission shall, on the request of the 
mayor, aldermen or common council, give its advice as to 
the suitability of the design for any public building, bridge 
or other structure, and shall report thereon in writing to 
the city council. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Section 1. Every building situated on a public or pri- 
vate street, court or passage-way, in which there is a public 
sewer, shall, when required by the board of health of the 
city or town, be connected by a good and sufficient particu- 
lar drain with such public sewer. 

Srcr. 2. Any person owning, leasing or maintaining any 
building not connected with a public sewer as provided in 
the preceding section, shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding two hundred dollars. 

Srct. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Any city may appropriate and expend 
money for watering its public streets, and may, if it deems 
it expedient so to do, provide by ordinance that the board of 
aldermen of the city shall assess upon the owners and occu- 
pants of such estates abutting on a street so watered, a pro- 
portionate share of the cost of such watering. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon “its passage,

in the several wards of the city of Boston, or in the precincts 
thereof, or any of them, for elections or other purposes, but the 
city clerk of said city shall, seven days, at least, before the day 
fixed for any meeting, advertise in, at least, four daily news- 
papers published in said city, a notice of the time and place 
of such meeting, the hours for opening and closing the polls, 
the officers to be chosen, and the question or questions to be 
yoted upon, any provision of the charter of said city or of 
any special or general law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Secor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

The salary of the fire marshal of the city of 
Boston shall be thirty-five hundred dollars a year, to be so 
allowed from the first day of April in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE REGULATION AND SUPERVISION 
OF WIRES OVER STREETS OR BUILDINGS IN CITIES. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Every person or corporation, private or mu- 
nicipal, owning or operating a line of wires over streets or 


‘ 
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buildings in a city, shall use only wires that are suitable and 
strong ; ; shall suitably and safely attach them to strong and 
sufficient supports, and insulate them at all points of attach- 

ment; shall remove all wires abandoned for use; shall suit- 
ably insulate every wire where it enters a building, and, if 
such wire is other than a wire designed to carry an electric 
light current, shall attach to it at a suitable and convenient 
point, near the place of entering the building, an appliance 
calculated to prevent at all times a current of electricity of 
such intensity or volume as to be capable of causing fire, 
from entering the building by means of such wire, beyond 
the point at which such appliance is attached, and shall suit- 
ably insulate every wire within a building when such wire 
is designed to carry an electric light current. 

Sor. 2. Every such person and corporation shall, in the 
several cities, within six months after the appointment of the 
officer hereinafter provided for, affix at the points of support 
at which any such wire, or cable containing wires, is at- 
tached, a tag or mark, distinctly designating the owner or 
user of such wire or cable. No such tag or mark shall be 
required for the wires of a street railway company used for 
the transmission of its motive power, or for the protection or 
support of such wires. 

Sect. 3. Every city shall, by ordinance, designate or 
provide for the appointment of an officer who shall supervise 
every wire over streets or buildings in such city, and every 
wire within a building when such wire is designed to carry 
an electric light current; shall notify the person or corpora- 
tion owning or operating any such wire whenever its attach- 
ments, insulation, supports or appliances, are unsuitable or 
unsafe, or the tags or marks thereof are insufficient or illegi- 
ble, and shall, at the expense of the city, remove every wire 
abandoned for use, and every wire which, after the six months 
aforesaid, shall be unprovided with a tag or mark, as herein- 
before required, such expense to be repaid by the owner of 
such wire, and shall see that all laws, ordinances and regu- 
lations relating to such wires are strictly enforced. 

SeEcT. 4. Any city may recover, in an action of contract, 
of the person or corporation owning any such wire as is 
hereinbefore described, any expense which it may have 
incurred for any removal thereof. 

Sect. 5. Any court having equity jurisdiction, or any 
justice thereof, in term time or vacation, may, on a petition 
of the officer designated or appointed as aforesaid, by any 
suitable process or r decree in equity, enforce the provisions 
of this act, and may, on such petition, issue an injunction, 
or other suitable process, to restrain the use or maintenance, 
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or to cause the removal of, any wire, post or other support 
erected, maintained or used, in violation of this act. 
Secr. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

business of an undertaker except persons so licensed. 

Srecr. 2. Any person not licensed as above provided, 
who engages in the business of an undertaker, or who, being 
so licensed, violates any of the regulations established by 
said board of health as hereinbefore provided, shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars for each offence.

Every person appointed by the mayor and 
confirmed by the board of aldermen of the city of Boston to 
have sole or joint charge of a department of said city shall 
continue to hold said office from the date of confirmation 
until removed by the mayor for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient, and shall assign in his order of removal, a copy of 
which order shall be sent without delay to the city council. 
Every person appointed by the mayor and confirmed by the 
board of aldermen of said city to any other office, except 
election officers, shall, unless sooner removed, hold office 
for one year, beginning with the first day of May in the year 
of appointment, and ending with the last day of April in the 
next following year. 

Scr. 2. The term “subordinate” in this act, and in all 
other acts relating to the city of Boston or its departments, 
shall be construed to include only assistants, deputies, 
clerks and other ofticers appointed by an officer or board in 
charge of a department, and paid a yearly salary. 

Srecr. 8. Every subordinate of a department of said city 
shall continue to hold his office until removed by the officer 
or board in charge of the department for such cause as he, 
or it, shall deem sufficient, and shall assign in the order of 
removal. 

Secor. 4. Every officer or board in charge of a depart- 
ment in said city, when authorized to erect a new building 
or to make structural changes therein, shall make contracts 
therefor, not exceeding five, each contract to be subject to 
the approval of the mayor; and when about to do any work 
or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which 
amounts to or exceeds two thousand dollars, shall, unless 
the mayor give a written authority to do otherwise, invite 
proposals therefor by advertisements in not more than four 
daily newspapers published in said city, such advertisements 
to state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisements, and reserving in such invita- 
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tions the right to the officer or board to reject any or all 
proposals. 

Secr. 5. Every proposal for doing such work or making 
such sale shall be accompanied by a suitable bond, certified 
check, or certificate of deposit for the faithful performance 
of such proposal, and all such proposals shall be kept by 
the officer or board inviting the same, and shall be open to 
public inspection after said proposals have been accepted or 
rejected. 

Sect. 6. All contracts made by any department of the 
city of Boston shall, when the amount involved is two thou- 
sand dollars or more, be in writing, and no such contract 
shall be deemed to have been made or executed until the 
approval of the mayor in writing is affixed thereto. All 
such contracts shall be accompanied by a suitable bond or 
deposit of money or other security for the faithful perform- 
ance of such contracts, and such bonds or other security 
shall be deposited with the city auditor until the contract 
has been carried out in all respects; and no such contract 
shall be altered except by a written agreement of the con- 
tractor, the sureties on his or their bond, the officer or board 
making the contract, with the approval of the mayor affixed 
thereto. 

Secr. 7. The treasurer of said city, when authorized to 
issue any bonds or certificates of indebtedness of said city, 
except for a loan in anticipation of taxes for the year in 
which the loan is made, shall, unless the commissioners of 
the sinking funds or persons having charge of any trust 
funds of said city purchase the same, invite proposal for 
the purchase thereof by advertisements in four daily news- 
papers published in said city, reserving to himself the right 
to reject any and all bids; in case no such proposal is 
accepted, the treasurer may, with the approval of the mayor, . 
award or give any part of the loan or the entire loan in parts 
to any other person or party, provided only it be at a price 
or sum not less than par; the rate of interest on such cer- 
tificates of indebtedness for a loan in anticipation of taxes 
shall be fixed by said treasurer. 

Sect. 8. Section five of chapter two hundred and sixty- 
six of the acts of eighteen hundred and eighty-five is hereby 
repealed. 

Srecr. 9. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
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COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Fight Hundred and Ninety. 


AN ACT TO REGULATE AUCTION SALES OF GOODS, WARES 
ANI) MERCHANDISE TAKEN INTO A CITY OR TOWN TO BE 
SOLD BY AUCTION. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Section six of chapter sixty-seven of the 
Public Statutes is hereby amended by adding thereto, after 
the words “is situated,” in the fourth line thereof, the fol- 
lowing words: “ Provided, that such personal estate does 
not consist of goods, wares or merchandise which have been 
brought into a city or town in this Commonwealth for the 
purpose of being sold by auction,” so that said section six, 
as amended hereby, shall read as follows: Section 6. An 
auctioneer may sell by public auction in any place within his 
county, and when employed by others may sell real or per- 
sonal estate in any place within the Commonwealth, if such 
sale is made where such real or personal estate is situated ; 
provided, that such personal estate does not consist of goods, 
wares or merchandise which have been brought into a city or 
town in this Commonwealth for the purpose of being sold by 
auction. Ifan auctioneer sells by auction in a place where 
he is not authorized to sell he shall forfeit fifty dollars. 

Sect. 2. The sales of goods, wares and merchandise 
which have been brought into a city or town in this Common- 
wealth for the purpose of being sold by auction, shall be 
made by auction only by an auctioneer duly licensed in said 
city or town or in some other city or town in the county in 
which said city or town is located. Every auctioneer before 
selling such goods, wares or merchandise by auction shall 
notify the board of mayor and aldermen of the city or 
the selectmen of the town in which said auction sale is to be 
had, and said board of mayor and aldermen of the city or the 
selectmen of the town, as the case may be, may issue a 
permit for such sale, and may require a special license fee 
therefor; and no such auction sale shall be had until such 
permit shall have been obtained and said special license 
granted. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 


section shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars. 
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Sror. 3. Any person who sells or attempts to sell by 
private, retail or auction sale, or who advertises for sale an y 
goods, wares or merchandise in any city or town in this 
Commonwealth, falsely representing or pretending that such 
goods, wares and merchandise are, in whole or in part, a 
“bankrupt” or “insolvent” stock, or “damaged” goods, or 
goods “saved from a fire,” or making any false statement as 
to the previous history or character of such goods, wares 
and merchandise, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, and shall be further liable in an 
action of contract to any person purchasing any such goods, 
wares or merchandise, because of such representation or 
statement, in a sum of money treble the amount paid for 
said goods, wares or merchandise.

CORPORATION COUNSEL’S OPINION 


ON THE 


POWER OF THE CITY TO MANUFACTURE ELEC- 
TRIC LIGHT FOR LIGHTING THE CITY HALL, 
THE COURT-HOUSE, AND THE REGISTRY OF 
DEEDS, 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, June 9, 1890. 


To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I duly received your request for my 
opinion as to the power of the city of Boston to manufacture 
electric light for the purpose of lighting City Hall, the Court- 
House, and the Registry of Deeds, in reply to which I have 
the honor to say : — 

It is true, as frequently stated, that municipalities in this 
State possess only such powers as have been conferred upon 
them by the Legislature; but this does not mean that they 
have only those which have been granted in express terms. 
Towns and cities possess powers which are not specifically 
and expressly named, but which are incident and necessary 
to the proper exercise of other powers which are named. 

For instance, by Chapter 174 of the Acts of 1883, every 
town and city in the State having ten thousand inhabitants 
is obliged to maintain evening schools. Artificial light is 
necessary to the due performance of this public duty, and 
though nothing is said about power to procure such light, no 
one, I suppose, doubts that such a town or city has power 
to provide the light necessary for such schools. 

It has been held that, as incident to the authority to a 
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town to hold public meetings, it has the power to hire, pur- 
chase, or build a townhouse ; and, as incident to the prose- 
cution and defence of suits, it has power to appropriate 
money to pay counsel, to pay costs, and to meet judgments. 

So, it being the duty of towns to protect their inhabitants 
against fire, that it is within the scope of town authority to 
purchase a fire-engine ; or to pay the expenses of repairing 
one owned by individuals. 

So, also, that a town had authority to support a town or 
public clock, although no express authority was found in any 
act of the Legislature therefor, Chief Justice Shaw in this 
case saying “that provision for one or more public clocks 
for the common regulation of time, seems to be an object of 
common convenience and necessity in all large towns and 
populous villages.” Willard v. Newburyport, 12 Pick., 
227. 

In general, I think it may be said, that whatever is nec- 
essary to be done in the execution of some corporate power, 
or for the enjoyment of some corporate right, or in the per- 
formance of some corporate duty, is within the power of the 
municipality to do. 

The city of Boston is authorized to have and maintain the 
public buildings mentioned in your question, for the transac- 
tion of business which it is in its corporate capacity obliged 
to transact ; and the executive branch of the city government 
is charged by statute with the duty of securing “the efficient 
and economical conduct ” of the business of the city. 

In this climate public buildings for a certain period of the 
year must be artificially warmed. No one doubts, I sup- 
pose, that the city has power to use a boiler and steam- 
heating apparatus in its public buildings, if that is the best 
method of warming them. Nor do 1 much, if any, more 
question the power of the city to make gas or electric light, if 
either of those kinds of lighting is necessary for the proper 
transaction of the business of the city, and that is the best 
and most economical way to obtain it. An argument as to 
the existence of this power in towns and cities might be 
made on Sect. 37, Ch. 27, of the Public Statutes. 

But the city of Boston has authority in this matter, other 
than the kind of powers to which I have referred under gen- 
eral statutes. 

In Chapter 3 of the Acts of 1825 the mayor and alder- 
men of the city of Boston were specially authorized “to 
cause to be set up and aflix such and so many lamps in the 
streets and other places in the said city, for the purpose of 
lighting the same, as they may determine to be convenient 
and necessary ; and the said mayor and aldermen are hereby 
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empowered to make all necessary contracts, rules, orders, 
and regulations respecting the said lamps, and the lighting 
and keeping the same in repair, and the regulation and pres- 
ervation of the same, as they may deem most for the benefit 
of said city.” The word “lamp” in this act plainly means, 
and has always been construed to mean, light. 

The places named in your question are public places, and 
the service to be rendered by the electric light furnished as 
proposed, is a public service. 

I know of no statute which limits the power of the city as 
to the means or instrumentalities which it may employ in 
furnishing such light. The means necessary to do this, like 
the means which it may use to heat or furnish its public 
buildings, must, I think, be in the discretion of the city, or 
the Board of Aldermen. What may be necessary or most 
expedient in one building may not be so in another. 

The real question in each case —the case of the choice of 
means where they are not prescribed — is, what is expedient, 
proper, reasonable, and most for the benefit of the city? 

In my opinion the city of Boston has the power to make 
or provide electric light by placing a dynamo, or other elec- 
tric-light machinery suitable for the purpose, in the City 
Hall, for the purpose of furnishing electric light for that and 
the other buildings mentioned in your question, if such 
light is necessary, and it can be procured more economically 
in that way than any other. 

I confine this opinion strictly to the question of furnish- 
ing light necessary for the use of the city in its public build- 
ings, without expressing any opinion as to whether it could 
furnish it to sell to its inhabitants.

REPORT OF THE JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


TO 


INVESTIGATE METHODS EMPLOYED 


IN 


MANUFACTURE OF WATER-GAS, ETC. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Dec. 22, 1890. 


The joint special committee appointed to EEAGtEHe the 
methods employed in the manufacture of water-gas, and to 
report whether or not in their opinion the manufacture of 
the same is in the nature of a nuisance to the residents of 
Boston ; also to investigate the cause of the recent explosions 
at the gas-house, in Ward 6, and to report whether or not the 
same were caused in the manufacture of water-gas, respect- 
fully report : — 

That they have given the matter careful consideration, 
and have also given several hearings to the residents of the 
North End in the vicinity of the gas-works. From the 
testimony given at the hearings, the committee are satisfied 
that the residents have been subjected to a great deal of 
annoyance from the methods made use of by ‘the gas com- 
pany in the manufacture of gas, the specific erounds for 
their complaint being the noise, dirt, and disagreeable smell 
coming almost continually from the works. 

As regards these specific causes for complaint, the com- 
mittee desire to state that the gas company have endeavored 
to mitigate or lessen them, and have already succeeded in 
doing so to a certain exteut, the noise of the machines, which 
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was one of the chief evils complained of, having been re- 
duced to a point where it has practically ceased to be a 
source of annoyance. 

As to the question whether or not the manufacture of 
water-gas Is in the nature of a nuisance, they would state 
that it is a question which it is not within the province of the 
committee or the City Council to determine. 

As to the explosion at the gas-works, the committee, in 
pursuing their investigation, have ascertained that an ex- 
plosion did occur there upon one occasion; that it was 
accidental, resulting from the carelessness of an employee, 
and they do not consider that it has any significance as in- 
dicating the risks or dangers attending the manufacture of 
water-gas, nor has it any special bearing upon the subject of 
the committee’s investigation. 

The committee are aware that the Board of Health is the 
proper tribunal to determine whether or not the manufacture 
of gas, as conducted at the North End, is a nuisance to the 
neighborhood, and whether or not the health of the residents 
in the vicinity is endangered thereby, and it would therefore 
appear advisable for the Board of Heaith to make some in- 
quiry into the matter, and if it is found that measures can be 
adopted to lessen the evils which our citizens at the North 
End have complained of, the Board can, without doubt, re- 
quire the gas company to adopt such measures, and the 
committee accordingly recommend the passage of the follow- 
ing order.

The Joint Special Committee on the manufacture of Water-Gas, will give 
a public hearing in the Common Council Chamber, City Hall, Friday, the 
13th inst., at 7 o’clock, P.M., on the question as to whether a public 
nuisance is created by the Boston Gas Light Company in the manufacture of 
gas at the North End. 
JOHN A. McLAUGHLIN, 


Chairman of Committee. 


Present, the following members of the Committe: Aldermen 
McLaughlin (Chairman), Folsom, and Leary ; Councilmen Brown, 
Ratshesky, Irving, and Dixon. Absent, Councilman Hutchinson. 


The Cuatrman. — This hearing has been called in pursuance of 
the following order : — 


That the Joint Special Committee on the manufacture of water- 
gas be authorized to give public hearings upon the subject matter 
they are considering, to employ a stenographer, and send for per- 
sons and papers when required ; the expense thus incurred to be 
charged to the contingent fund of Joint Committees. 


Mr. Brown. —I would like to state to the committee that the 
company itself, or its representatives, have not been notified, 
unfortunately, of this hearing, and only heard of it by accident 
some few hours ago. ‘Therefore, they wish it understood — the 
company — that their not being represented here by counsel is not 
intended as showing any want of respect for the committee, 
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Opening Statement by Joun F. Cronan, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, I appear as 
counsel for the petitioners. In the incorporation of the 
Boston Gaslight Co., by the Acts of 1822, Chapter 41, there 
was reserved for the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the 
city of Boston the power to regulate the manufacture of gas in 
the city of Boston by that corporation and its successors. Inas- 
much as that right was reserved, under that Act and under the 
general authority of the Board of Aldermen and the City 
Council of the city, to control and regulate any nuisance 
existing in the community, such as an offensive business, which 
results in a public nuisance, to the grave injury of the inhabitants 
of the city, I am here, in behalf of certain petitioners, residents 
and tax payers, to set forth that there is within the city, and 
bounded by Prince street, Snowhill street, Hull street, and Com- 
mercial street, the works of the Boston Gaslight Company, which 
corporation was succeeded by what is known as the Bay State 
Gas Company. These works were carried on by the Boston Gas- 
light Company and by its successor, the Bay State Gas Company, 
for many years, without causing any serious injury which was not 
in time corrected, until very recently, when, by the process which 
the Bay State Gas Company resorts to, on four distinct grounds, 
each one of which constitutes, in law and fact, a nuisance, a 
nuisance is found to exist, to the grave injury of the people of this 
city living within that section. These grounds which, as I 
have !stated, constitute four, I will now distinctly call to your 
attention. The first is, that the manufacture of gas, as now con- 
ducted by this company, creates an offensive odor, which rises 
from the works, and which affects gravely the health of the people 
living in the neighborhood of the works; (2) that dust, smoke 
and steam rise from the works in vast quantities, which permeate 
and penetrate the dwellings of the people adjacent to the works, 
causing an injury to health; (3) that by certain new machinery, 
which, within the past few months, they have placed within the 
works an intolerable noise has been created which gravely affects 
the health of the people living in the neighborhood, by preventing 
them from obtaining at night the rest which they require; (4) by 
reason of the fact that certain inflammable and combustible material 
is used in the preparation of this gas, many explosions have 
occurred, which have created a feeling of uneasiness in the public 
mind, the people of the vicinity being fearful that serious results 
may ensue. 

Therefore, upon these four grounds we have based a petition to 
the city government, asking that the power vested within you and 
reserved under the act, and under general authority of law, shall 
be applied to regulate this nuisance. 

I shall first present for your consideration, to the chairman of 
the committee, for reference officially to your committee through 
the city government, this petition, which is as follows : — 

‘We the undersigned, residents of wards 6 and 7 of the city 
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of Boston, protest against the methods employed in the manu- 
facture of ‘* water-gas”’ by the gaslight company, whose works 
are situated on Commercial, Snowhill and Prince streets, also 
North Hudson street, in the above-named wards. The stench, 
dirt, and noise have become such a nuisance that the health of the 
people residing in that vicinity is endangered. The stench is 
sickening, the dirt annoying, and the noise from the machinery has 
become so loud that sleep at night is out of the question, thus 
making those who work during the day unfit for their various em- 
ployments. The smoke is very dense and suffocating. The 
dangerous explosives used make us very anxious, for serious re- 
sults may ensue, as there have been several explosions within a 
month or two. We ask that a thorough investigation be made, 
and a stop put to these dangerous and annoying methods em- 
ployed by the gas company.” 

Signed by Daniel McLaughlin and about 130 otliers. 

I will present this petition to you, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen 
of the committee, as the first step in the case. 

Now, as to the conduct of this case, with reference to whether 
witnesses shall be required to be sworn— what ruling will you 
make upon that point, gentlemen ? 

It was decided by the committee that the swearing of witnesses 
was unnecessary. 


Testimony of Mr. JamMns O’Down. 


Mr. O’Dowd was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and 
testified as follows : — 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Where do you reside ? 

A. 207 Endicott street. 

@. What is your business. 

A. Fruit dealer. 

@. How long have you lived on Endicott street. 

A. I have lived on Endicott street and vicinity for forty-two 
years. 

@. You are an owner of real estate in that neighborhood? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you own the estate No. 227 Endicott street ? 

Aver do: 

Q@. Now, Mr. O’Dowd, are you one of the petitioners in this 
case? 

A. Iam. : 

Q. Will you state to the committee, first as to the odors, if any, 
which arise from the Bay State Gas- Works, in the district bounded 
by Prince, Snowhill, Hull, and Commercial streets? 

A. Occasionally, when the wind is east and north-east, we get a 
stench of gas, a sickening odor, which is, I believe, detrimental to 
the health and the welfare of the community in that section. 

@. You say this stench is one of gas? 

A. Well, I cannot describe it minutely, exactly as it is. It 
might be the mixture of gas and oil. It smells like something 
burning — woollen rags, or something of that nature. At certain 
times, when the wind is blowing in that direction, you invariably 
get that gassy smell.

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@. You say when the wind is blowing in that direction — where 
do you place yourself when you say that the wind is blowing from 
the east and north-east ? 

A. To the westward of the works. I front on Endicott street 
and rear on Prince street. 

Q. How far from the works have you placed yourself at any 
time, when you have observed these offensive odors ? 

A. Well, my house, as near as I can estimate without measure- 
ment, is, possibly, 120 feet from the works — as much as that, any- 
way, and possibly more. 

@. One hundred and twenty feet? 

A: Yes, sir; from the gas-house wall, on Prince street. 

@. When are these odors borne to you — by day or night? 

A. By day and night, both. 

@. As to whether it is a matter of daily occurrence, or other- 
wise ? 

A. Well, I consider it a matter of daily occurrence when the 
wind goes that way. 

@. Whether or not you have observed these offensive odors 
upon different days, when the wind has blown in this direction ? 

A. Ihave. 

(). Has there been a day when the wind has blown in the direc- 
tion you have indicated when you have not observed these odors? 

A. I couldn’t say that — I am not there all the time. 

@. Well, when you are there? 

A. When I am there I have observed it. I would say that it is 
something more at some times than at others. 

@. Now, then, how long have you observed these odors? 

A. Possibly since last April— some time in the middle or latter 
part of April. I have only noticed them within the period since 
that time, and it has been within this present year. 

@. Previous to last April did you observe any such odors? 

A. Well, I have smelled gas, and when they might have been 
drowning coke in the yard, I have noticed steam and a kind of 
ashes coming from it, and have smelt a gassy smell when passing 
on Prince street; or I would come down Lafayette avenue, and 
when I got near the wall I could smell it very strongly, and the 
ashes would blow in my face. 

@. What I want to get at is, if there was any difference, or any 
comparison, between what the odor arising in that way previous to 
April was and what it has been since April? 

A. Well, I could not distinctly testify between the different 
times. ‘The odors-were different. 

@. I understand you to say, that it is only in the time since 
eat that you have observed this peculiar odor you have referred 
to: 

A TasX 2S) Sir: 

@. Very well, then, if I understand you correctly, you did not 
observe the odor previous to April that you have observed since 
that time? 

A. No, sir. 

(. Tell the committee the ditference, as far as you have been 
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able to observe it, in the odor that has arisen since April and 
what there was previous to that time? 

A. It smells now as though there was oil or burning woollen 
rags, —something of that kind, —and it is more noticeable than 
it used to be before. It seems to be mixed in with gas, and it is 
a kind of peculiar, nauseous smell; before that you got a smell 
when they were drowning coke. 

@. Occasionally ? 

A. Yes, sir; and you would then only get it when the wind 
blew that way. 

@. Do you find that these odors arise from any particular por- 
tion of the works, or are they general throughout the entire space 
covered by the works? 

A. I should say it depends on how the wind comes. 

@. Placing yourself in position where the wind is blowing east 
or north-east, as you have stated, what extent of territory would 
this odor apparently cover? 

A. I would say it would be as far as from Lafayette avenue, 
at least, to the lower end of Prince street, or down towards the 
lower end. 

@. Does it have any more strength at one particular point than 
at another ? 

A. I could hardly say thatit did. I never tested it close enough 
to definitely know that. 

@. Describe to the committ < the effect that these nauseous, 
offensive odors have had upon « u. 

A. They are kind of naus+.ts and suffocating, sickening to a 
person who has something of s sensitive nature in that respect. 

Q. Now, have you notice’ this smell when you have been at 
your dwelling? 

A. I think the odors have come in my bed-room window. 

@. When the windows have been closed, or otherwise ? 

A. Well, even if the windows were closed, or when there were 
little cracks left, we would get the smell; but lately we have been 
obliged to close them up tight. 

@. On account of these odors ? 

A. Yes, sir, and in trying to drown out that noise, which we 
find impossible. 

Q. We will come to that presently — have you known, within 
your observation, of any person becoming sick from these odors? 

A. I have not known of their becoming seriously ill; no. 

Q. Now, will you please to state to the committee what you 
know concerning the dust, smoke, and steam which arise from 
these works? 

A. Well, I know the dust came in so this morning that when 
I got out of bed I went over to the window and I noticed the dust 
coming in through the screen. It was a close, netted screen, and 
the dust was thick enough for me to write my name upon the pane, 
inside of the window. 

(). Is that screen on the inside or outside ? 

A. Between the windows, to keep the flies, or anything of that 
kind, out. 
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@. An ordinary window screen? 

A. An ordinary window screen. 

Q. Have you at other times noticed that the dust, smoke, and 
steam have adhered as closely as in the case you have referred to? 

Ayies, sir. 

Q. How often have you observed that? 

A. Well, there were times when they used to drown coke in the 
yard, and the steam and smoke used to come from it, and a dust 
would be created which would be carried a long way off, — carried 
over the houses, with the steam. 

Q. How long have you observed it— is it a matter to which 
your attention has been called very frequently ¢ 

A. Ihave always known that there was gas there, from the 
smell; I have always known it has been made there, in that 
way; but the dust which used to came from it is not so dangerous 
as it has been lately. 

Q. I want to call your attention just to that point? 

A. There has always been a dust, but not so extensive as it has 
been lately. 

Q. Within what period of time? 

A. Since the middle of April last—TI would set it at that, with- 
out remembering dates exactly. Since that time it has been worse. 

Q. Can you state what effect it has, with reference to the arti- 
cles of furniture and other things about the room, when the win- 
dows are open? 

A. Well, it would cover them all over with a dust 
ashy dust, that feels sandy, or something of that nature. 

@. Will you describe, for the benefit of the committee, in refer- 
ence to the height of the chimneys from which that smoke is 
discharged as compared with the height of the dwelling-houses in 
that vicinity ? 

A. JI cannot, sir. I haven’t had my attention called to it enough 
to take any notice, but I have been there for years. 

@. Whether or not the smoke is discharged through a chimney 
of any height, as far as you can see? 

A. That I cannot tell. 

@. Whether there is a chimney there of much height? 

A. Yes, sir, there are several in the yard. 

Q. Are you able to observe whether the smoke is discharged 
through any such chimney, or not? 

A. I am not. 

Q. Now, calling your attention to the question of the intolera- 
ble noise which arises from the machinery used in these works, 
state to the committee what there is to be said on that point. 

A. Yes, sir. Atintervals of five minutes, or thereabouts — it 
might be more — a noise is created that goes as though there were 
two or three engines, or, at least, one or two fire-engines, making a 
terrible noise at night, when everything is silent. You can hear 
it more at night than at any other time. Then the noise subsides, 
and everything is silent, and it is impossible for any person, 
almost, to sleep, without they are very tired, or something of that 
kind. It would disturb the rest of any ordinary person materially. 


a kind of 
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@. Do you mean that it sounds like an ordinary engine at a 
fire ? 

A. Yes, sir; a fire-engine. 

(). Under a full head of steam? 

7A... Yes; sir: 

@. Now, then, what effect has it upon you in your own case? 

A. It has had so much effect upon me that I have laid awake 
for several hours through the night. If I am awake near 12 
o'clock I can’t get to sleep on account of the noise until possibly 
5 o’clock in the mor ning, and then I would get up more tired than 
I laid down —a great deal. 

@. How long has this intolerable noise been going on? 

A. J have noticed it since about the middle of April, I should 
say. 

(). Previous to that time, did you observe this steam in the 
volume in which you speak of it now? 

A. No, sir; it didn’t bother me at all. 

@. Prior to April last you were not troubled by any such thing 
as you speak of now? 

A. No, sir, not since my time in the neighborhood, and I have 
been there when the gas-house was very small. 

@. At what distance from the works does this noise have the 
effect that you speak of, so far as you have been able to locate it? 

A. Well, I should say that, in the silence of the night, it might 
be heard on Hanover street, or possibly at the Lowell depot — 
possibly farther. 

(). Now, with reference to the combustible and inflammable 
material stored upon the works of the company which has led 
to explosion, what have you to say about that? 

A. I haven’t anything to say about it; don’t know about it. 

OP Eat is; with reference to inflammable material ? 

A. No, sir. 

~@. What would you say as regards explosions? 

A. That is something I don’t know anything about. 

(). Have you heard any? 

A. No, sir, l have not; possibly I have not been around at the 
time. 

Q. Well, if you haven’t heard them, of course you don’t know 
anything about them. With reference to the general effect of 
renting ‘real estate since April last, since these things have been 
going on at the gas company’s works, what would you say, as an 
owner of real estate, as to the effect it has upon real estate in that 
neighborhood ? 

A. I have had my tenants complain to me that they couldn’t 
rest; that it was impossible for them to get their proper rest at 
night. They felt very much aggrieved at it. 

@. Do you know of any tenements becoming vacant since April 
last owing to the causes of complaint to which you have testified ? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

(. Are there any other facts in your mind that you wish to 
speak of to the committee bearing on these various points? 

A. Nothing else in particular that I know of which I can 
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explain. I have explained everything I knew about; and what I 
would complain about principally is the intolerable noise and the 
various smells. 

@. I would ask you if there is any particular time, from your 
observation, when this noise is particularly noticeable ? 

A. Yes, sir; at about midnight, or between midnight and 
morning. I suppose it is the silence of the night that makes it 
noticeable ; I can’t tell what it is otherwise, but it appears intoler- 
able during those hours. ? 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) In regard to your tenants, Mr. O’Dowd, 
do any of them work in the gas works? 

A. No, not that I know of, sir. 

(). Well, when you say the gas works are about 120 feet from 
you, you mean directly from the back of your building to the yard 
of the works is about 120 feet? 

A. Yes, sir;I only estimate that. I estimate it from the Cooley 
estate. It may be 80 feet to that, and it may be 20 feet from 
there to the wall. I know the street is narrow there. 

@. (By Alderman Leary.) I would like to ask Mr. O’Dowd 
just one question — which, in your opinion is the most objectionable 
feature of the nuisance—the smoke or the noise? 

A. As far as I am concerned, it is the intolerable noise. It is 
impossible for any person to stand it, and God help any person 
that would be sick and would have to put up with it. 

Mr. Cronan. —I understand some member of the committee to 
state that the respondents, the Gas Company, were not represented 
by counsel. Do I understand that they are not to be so represented, 
because I wish to know whether the witness is now discharged, or 
whether he will submit himself to further examination to some 
person representing the gas company? 

Mr. Appicks. — We did not know there was to be a hearing here 
until about 5 o’clock this afternoon, and it was too late for me 
then to communicate with counsel, or with any of the directors, to 
determine as to what course should be taken by the company. 
Therefore it is impossible for me to say whether we desire to be 
represented by counsel later on, or not. 

Mr. Cronan. —I simply asked the question — I didn’t know just 
what position the company was to occupy. But as Mr. Addicks 
has stated that the company had no opportunity to be represented 
by counsel, because they had no knowledge of the hearing— 
although I have understood that there has been more or less about 
the hearing in the public newspapers of late—as this hearing is to 
be continued I will hold Mr. O’Dowd for cross examination. 


Testimony of Cornetius Herviny. 


Mr. Herlihy was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and 
testified as follows : 
@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 
Cornelius Herlihy. 
Where do you live, Mr. Herlihy? 
153 Salem street. 
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(). Are you one of these petitioners? 

A. I am, sir. 

@. Are you an owner of real estate ? 

A. Ian, sir. 

@. Where? 

A. Well, I have several parcels of real estate. 

(. I mean in reference to these works? 

A. I own real estate at 53 Hull street, directly opposite this 
plant that has been erected lately. 

@. How long have you owned that property, Mr. Herlihy ? 

A. Since 1867. 

@. And you are familiar with the character of the works of the 
gas company ? - 

A. As far as the outside of the works is concerned. 

@. Exactly, as far as outside observation goes. Now, I would 
call your-attention to the first claim of the petitioners, with refer- 
ence to the offensive odors arising from these works; what would 
you say on that point? 

ad. As Ihave stated, I live at 153 Salem street. Where I live 
these odors don’t trouble me; but, as I have said, I also own an 
estate on Hull street, and I go up there on Hull street, since this 
plant came into existence, once and twice a day. This plant they 
have erected since April last, right on Hull street, inside the wall. 

@. What do you mean by that; haven’t these gas works been 
in existence there for many years? 

A. Yes, sir; but they have only been making this water-gas, 
out of naphtha and whatever other combustible they use, for a 
short time. 

@. You mean that this trouble has occurred since their change 
in the process of making gas? 

A. Yes, sir; whatever their combustibles are. I don’t know 
what they are. 

Q. State to the committee what these odors are, from your 
observation, that you say you notice on Hull street. 

A. I have been up there once or twice a day, as a general thing, 
and I have found the odors very offensive to the nostrils, — they 
strike very hard, indeed. 

Q. Are they stronger and more nauseating now than they were 
before April? 

A. I didn’t find any odor before April, sir. 

@. With reference to any particular time when you have 
noticed them, — have you noticed them at any particular time? 

A. I go up Hull street, as a general thing, in the forenoon, and 
when I get about to the height of the works, on Salem street, 
down to near where the works are, I find these odors in the street, 
and they are very offensive. 

@. Is it a matter of daily occurrence? 

A. Yes, sir, and in Hull street it does not make any differenee 
which way the wind blows, they get it there. There is only the 
wall, right across the street, that separates them from the works. 

Q. How far is your house situated from the works? 

A. Right directly across the street. I never measured it. It 
may be twenty-five feet, or may not be so much. 
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@. What effect have these odors upon you? 

A. Iwas up on Hull street on the seventh day of June, and I 
stepped onto Hull street at twenty past eleven. I went up on the 
hill and stayed there until noon. The air was so much polluted with 
steam, smoke, dust, and the effects of gas, that within one hun- 
dred and twenty-five feet of where I stood you couldn’t see a man, 
no matter how well you knew he was there. I never saw any- 
thing like it in my life, —the whole of that section of the city 
was polluted by this smoke and dust. 

(). That was the condition in the day time? 

A. Jam speaking of the time from seven minutes after eleven 
until 12 o’clock noon, last Saturday, the seventh day of June. 

@. What kind of a day was it? 

A. If my memory serves me right, it was clear. 

@. Within what space was the atmosphere charged in this 
manner ? 

A. From the gas-works, along Hull street, down Charter street, 
across the cemetery, up by North street, and going towards Salem 
street, towards the English church. 

@. For how long a period did you make your observations ? 

A. AsJ have said, sir, I was there from seven minutes past 
eleven until noon. 

(). Had this dust and smoke evaporated when you left there, or 
was the atmosphere still charged ? 

A. It was clearer when I left there. 

@. At other times what effect have these offensive odors had 
upon you personally ? 

A. Well, upon me personally —I couldn’t describe the feeling 
to you. That is, it brings on a sickening feeling. I never had 
anything to do with naphtha, — in fact, if I saw naphtha I wouldn’t 
know it, — but whether this smell arises from the chemicals they 
use there, I don’t know. It is very offensive, indeed. 

@. Does the smell indicate to your mind that naphtha is used? 

A. Well, as I said, I never saw naphtha, and I don’t what 
effect it would have, but there is some chemical of some kind, — 
whether naphtha or something else, — used in these works, that 
makes these odors very offensive. It must be something, but I 
don’t know what it is. 

@. With reference to the odor, the smoke, and the steam, what 
effect do they have upon your property, or upon yourself per- 
sonally ? 

A. Well, they have this machine, this blower, or whatever they 
eall it, — I don’t know what it is,—and there are four smoke- 
stacks that come right up through the building. It is a one-story 
building, and each smoke-stack sends the smoke out in such a 
way that there must be some power behind it. I couldn’t state 
what it is, but they must blow it out of these smoke-stacks with a 
good deal of force. 

@. What is the effect when the smoke is discharged — does it 
penetrate into the houses? 

A. There is nothing to stop it. 

@. What effect does it have upon the furniture and other parts 
of the house? 


APPENDIX. 11 


A. Understand me, I don’t live there. 

@. What has your observation been? 

A. My observation has been, so far as I have seen the furni- 
ture of some of the tenants, that it looks very dirty, and they 
have got to clean it every day, or it becomes obnoxious. 

(). Whether or not it is possible to have the windows open 
there when this smoke, steam, and dust are being discharged ? 

A. When the windows are open, the houses get filled up with 
it. That is all you have got to say about it. 

@. What sort of substance do you find upon the furniture, or 
upon the building, after this smoke has cleared away? 

A. I can take and rub my right hand on the building, and it 
will have a kind of dirty or greasy stain, which it is hard to get 
off. 

@. Is that the case every time when this dust, smoke, and 
steam are being discharged ? 

A. It has been the case since some time about the middle of 
April; I think earlier than that; probably the thirteenth, sooner 
or later. 

@. Prior to that time, did you notice any such effect from the 
manufacture of gas in these works? 

A. I had not, previous to that time. 

(). And this intolerable noise has been since that time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. State what you have to say on that point. 

A. I know this honorable body was down there, but I would say 
that I was standing at my door one night recently, at quarter past 
eleven, and I heard a great noise from the direction of the gas- 
house. I went from the house and walked in the direction of the 
noise. ‘There was a policeman from the station who came along, 
Officer Eldridge, and wanted to know why I was out so late, 
instead of being in bed, and I called his attention to this noise. 
He said it was nothing new to him, that he had heard it at the 
corner of Hanover and Commercial streets, mornings when he was 
on duty. 

@. Now, whether or not your tenants have complained to you 
that they are unable to sleep on account of this noise? 

A. IJ have, sir; a man in my house who works nights, and who 
goes to bed days, and he has complained to me that he had to get 
out of bed; that he couldn’t sleep. 

(). With reference to the degree of noise, is there more of it at 
night than in the daytime, or is it more in volume by night than 
by day? 

A. I am never up there later than ten o’clock, and I cannot say 
what it is after ten o’clock. JI am up there mornings, near noon 
time, and every afternoon, and I am generally up there every 
night. 

@. Whether the noise differs in degree at any part of the day 
or night, or whether it is the same day and night? 

A. It is different at different times. 

@. Have you noticed any particular hours when you thought 
the noise was greater than at others? 
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A. I have gone up there sometimes and noticed a greater vol- 
ume than at other times, in the day-time and also at night. 

(). You have alluded to this honorable body having visited the 
works and having seen them on one occasion — how did the degree 
of noise, as you then heard it, compare with other occasions ? 

A. Well, the degree of noise when this honorable body was 
down there, was very low indeed —I would say at other times 
that the noise is twice what it was then —I think twice would 
come pretty near it. 

( You mean it is twice as much at present? 

A. Previous to the time when the committee was there. 

(). Now, Mr. Herlihy, state to the committee what you know, 
if anything, in reference to the combustible and inflammable 
materials that have caused explosions in the works. 

A. I know nothing about the combustibles used there, sir. I 
have asked the privilege of going there and examining, and have 
been refused. 

@. When was that? 

A. The very night the committee was down there, sir. 

Q. In reference to the number of times that explosions have 
taken place there since April last? 

A. There have been several explosions. 

@. Taking in the consideration the offensive odors, the smoke, 
steam, and dust, together with the intolerable noise, and the ex- 
plosions that have been brought to your attention, I would ask you 
what effect all this has had upon your real estate and property in 
that neighborhood ? 

A. Well, if my real estate was for sale to-morrow, I think it 
would depreciate 50 per cent. 

(). With reference now to the question of tenants, whether any 
tenants have left your house or made complaints, by reason of 
these troubles? 

A. I have tenants who have objected to it, and have asked me 
several times to go and see if I couldn’t go and do something about 
this matter, and I have done all I could to call attention to it. 

@. Has it been called to your attention that your buildings have 
been jarred, shaken, and affected by these explosions? 

A. There was a tenant of mine who called my attention to an ex- 
plosion. Iasked her what effect it had. She said it shook the 
house. In regard to the odors, I had a carpenter, a Chelsea man, 
working for me on the building. I was up-stairs two flights, with 
this carpenter. He was fixing one of the windows. He was 
standing in a chair, and I was holding the chair for him. One of 
these abominable smells struck in the window, and although he had 
a pulley line in his hand, he let go of it and came right into the 
room — he couldn’t stand it. 

@. When was that? 

A. J haven’t taken the date, but that was in April. 

(@. Have any of your tenants left you? 

A. No, sir; none of my tenants have left, but they are likely to 
leave at any time. ‘They cannot live there, and are apt to leave 
at any moment. 
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@. With reference to any other buildings on Hull street — do you 
know whether any of the tenants have left there, by reason of 
these things? 

A. Yes, sir, they have. 

(). Please state what house. 

A. No. 61. Since these explosions, and this intolerable nui- 
sance a tenant has left there. There is a vacancy, also, in No. 
49, by reason of this nuisance, and the vacancy is there and no- 
body will hire the tenement. There is a vacancy on Snowhill 
street. 

Q. Now, is there any case of any house that is vacant, which 
they are unable to rent, to your personal knowledge, by reason of 
these facts ? 

A. To my personal knowledge, there is no house vacant, 
wholly, that I know of. But they cannot rent these tenements. 

Q. Now, have you examined, so as to ascertain whether or not 
upon these works, or the premises adjacent thereto, any explosive 
materials are kept by this company ? 

A. Well, I suppose the committee could answer that question. 

Q. I would ask you to answer it, if you know. 

A. Well, I am informed that there are. 

@. Have you examined, to see for yourself? 

A. I could not examine where I am not allowed to 20, sir. 

@. Have you endeavored to ascertain ? 

A. Ihave. J went to Mr. Greenough, last year, at his office 
on Commercial street. They were going to make gas out of oil 
at that time, and I objected to it, and I went down to his office 
and called his attention to the fact that I objected to their making 
gas out of naphtha at these works that I speak of. I called his 
attention to the fact that it was directly opposite my house. He 
told me he was making gas out of naphtha and that he was going 
to continue to make it. I asked him some other questions further 
on, and I called his attention to the fact that my house had been 
vacated, and as I didn’t wish to lose the income of my house I 
wished he would stop making gas out of naphtha. He answered 
me back, saying, ‘‘ When your tenants move you can go out and 
look for more.” Tasked him some other question—I don’t know 
what it was now, and he turned round and gave me to understand 
that he had no time to talk to me, and left me. 

Q. But he did admit to you that they were making gas out of 
naphtha ? 

A. Mr. Greenough admitted to me that they were making gas 
out of naphtha. To corroborate that story there was another 
gentleman in the room with me. 

Q. Another question, in reference to the use of the large chim- 
ney on the works—whether or not it is used by the company ? 

A. Itis not, sir, and in regard to that chimney I wish to make 
some statements. ‘That was used, probably, twenty or twenty-five 
years. It was used when I purchased this property ; it was used 
for many years after I purchased this property. The company 
went to work all over the works and put in these small smoke- 
stacks, a few feet above the ridgepole. The effect was that all 
the smoke, dust, dirt and ashes, were sent right into the houses 
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(). How do these small smokestacks compare in height, from 
the ground, with the height of the houses? 

A. These small stacks on Hull street, that I have reference to, 
come to about the middle windows of my house, a three and a 
half story house. 

(). What are their dimensions — do you know? 

A. Well, I didn’t measure them, and I couldn’t answer that 
question — they are small. 

@. (By Mr. Brown.) Mr. Herlihy, previous to April you had 
no reason for complaint? 

A. J had no objection, sir, to the mode of making gas previous 
to the introduction of this plant I have reference to. I don’t 
know what they call it, or what combustibles they use. 

(. Did you appear before another committee ? 

A. Yes, this is my fourth time before a committee, and I am 
vetting tired of this work. 

(). Weren’t you a remonstrant last summer before a committee 
in the committee-room, downstairs ? 

A. I was not, sir. I came at the request of Mr. Doherty, who 
was then Councilman Doherty. 

@. Didn’t you testify then against the noise and smell? 

A. I did, sir. 

@. And you testified then that the noise and smell were offen- 
sive and objectionable? 

A. They were making gas then out of naphtha. They afterwards 
went down to the lower yard, as they call it, and began to mix 
some of their materials together, and it was testified to before the 
committee that it was offensive. That is the time I have testified 
to as seeing Mr. Greenough in his office. 

@. You had objections previous to April? 

A. Yes, sir. This company was them making gas out of this 
naphtha, but they had no blower then, as they have now, and they 
not only have one blower now, but they are going to have two next 
week. They are on the premises now, and how can anybody live 
there when they are in operation ? 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) As I understand, Mr. Herlihy, you 
don’t now, and never have, made any objection to the manufacture 
of gas by the old process used by the Boston Gaslight Co? 

A. Coal gas, never, sir. 

@. (By Mr. Ratsuesky.) Mr. Herlihy, you say on the 7th day 
of June you went up on the hill, at quarter past eleven — 

A. No, sir, I said seven minutes past eleven. 

@. Atseven minutes past eleven you went up on the hill, and 
saw this dense smoke, or whatever it was, and that smoke was on 
the hill, was it, when you went up there? 

A. It was there when I got there, and was there during the 
time that I was there, but there was not as much of it afterwards 
as there was when I got there, and, if | am informed properly, when 
I got there it was nothing compared to what it was in the morning. 

@. You were there all the time? 

A. From seven minutes past eleven until noon. What I did 
not state before I will state now, that there were two other gen- 
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tlemen in company with me, and these odors gave me a headache, 
they were so severe. I was standing on the corner, on the Hull- 
street sidewalk, and I had to go right down towards the wharf, to 
get away from these odors. ‘Twice I remember doing that. I got 
a headache, and I told one of the gentlemen I would have to 20 
home, that my head was troubling me. 

Q. (By Mr. Brown.) Was that a common or an exceptional 
occurrence — that dense smoke in the street ? 

A. I don’t think I ever saw it so bad as it was on the 7th of 
June in the forenoon. 

@. Owing to some peculiar condition of the atmosphere ? 

A. Owing to the peculiar condition of the combustibles used in- 
side the wall on Hull street —that is what it was. 


Testimony of Patrick J. Rrorpan. 


Mr. Riordan was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and 
testified as follows : — 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 

Patrick J. Riordan. 

Where do you live, Mr. Riordan ? 

. 41 Sheafe street. 

. How long have you lived there ? 

Six years. 

You are familiar with the works of the Gas Company. 
Well, I have never been inside the works. 

You are familiar with the location ? 

I know where the location is. 

Will you state to the committee what you know about 
nauseating and offensive odors arising from the works ? 

A. Well, there is a very bad odor rises from the works; some 
days it is worse than others. 

@. Well, state what effect it has upon you. 

A. It has such an effect that a person with a weak stomach, it 
is apt to make them vomit. 

@. And when have you noticed it with reference to its fre- 
quency, at night or in the daytime, or is it a continuous thing ? 

A. Well, sometimes I go up to the house during the day, and 
some days the air would be charged more than other days, with it. 
I presume it depends a good deal on the weather ; if it was a clear 
day, or a day that we didn’t have much wind, the air would be 
more charged with it than on a day when we had considerable 
wind. 

Q:> Now, what I want you to tell to the committee, is this: 
whether you have observed these offensive odors at any par- 
ticular point, or generally throughout the neighborhood ? | 

A. Well, I should say it was general throughout the neighbor- 
hood. 

Q. Now, you say at times it is more offensive than itis at other 
times, can you single out a time when it has not been so offensive ? 

A. Well, on a day when there is a good wind blowing, I don’t 
think it is so offensive. 
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(). Can you compare this offensive odor to anything you have 
observed or noticed ? 

A. Well, I don’t ‘know as I can. It is a very peculiar odor. 
I should say it smelled like burning rags, or something of that 
nature. 

Q. Have you known of its making people sick in the neighbor- 
hood ? 

A. Well, I know it has made one person sick — it has made my 
housekeeper sick. 

Q. And how long has your housekeeper been sick ? 

A. Well, she has been sick two or three days at a time, and I 
think it is from the effect of the odor from this new process of 
manufacturing gas. 

Q. For how long a time had you observed these odors? 

A. Well, it has been worse since April than it was previous to 
that. For the last year I think there has been more or less trouble, 
and it is altogether different from what it was here two or three 
years ago. 

@. You mean the odors have differed in degree, and that they 
have been of a different nature, since the purchase by the Bay 
State Gas Company? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Previous to the processes resorted to by the Bay State Com- 
pany had you observed any such offensive odors? 

A, (Never: 

Q. And you think they have become more offensive in degree 
since April last, do you? 

Sahu E eteR 

Q. Now, then, with reference to the claim in regard to this 
smoke and steam arising from the works -- what do you say on 
that point? 

A. At times there is a great deal of smoke and dust that arises 
from the works. 

Q. At what times? 

A. When they are drawing the retorts; and I think when they 
are at work drawing the fires and charging up new fires. 

Q. What effect does it have upon the houses in the neighbor- 
hood, and upon the furniture? 

A. Well, it dirties the houses all over. I painted my house a 
year ago, and you would think it wasn’t painted for five years, — 
that it hadn’t seen paint for five years. 

Q. How long have you observed this smoke in such dense 
volumes and such force as has been spoken of ? 

A. It has been worse this last year than in previous years. 

Q. Do you limit it to any particular time this present year? 

A. Well, all through the day and through the evening. 

Q. I mean as to any particular month, when it has commenced 
to have greater density and volume? 

A. Well, I don’t know as I have particularly noticed it — that 
is, made a note of it. | 

Q. Well, some of the witnesses speak of April as being the time ? 

A. Some days in April it was worse than other days. Of course, 
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it would depend on the weather; the density of the air. Some- 
times when you would go up Sheafe street you would be blinded 
with smoke. | 

(). Are there any particles in this smoke or steam that adhere 
to the surfaces that they come in contact with? 

A. Well, there is a fine dust blown around —a gritty dust — 
and it gets into the room, and the greasy substance accumulates on 
the paint and the furniture. 

@. Does this occur during the day or night, or both? 

A. Well, it occurs through the day, and I presume it must oceur 
during the night, too. 

@. Now, with reference to this intolerable noise ? 

A. Well, that is one of the objectionable parts. 

@. What have you to say upon that point? 

A. I have this to say, that I go to bed, get to sleep, and I 
would be waked up out of a sound sleep with the noise. Then, 
by the time it gets through I would be trying to get to sleep again, 
and probably I might be dozing off to sleep when this noise 
will come up again and wake me up. This is the most objection- 
able part. 

Q. Is this a matter of frequency, or does it differ in volume at 
different times ? 

A. Well, it is probably more severe at some times than at 
others. It makes a thunder noise, like a steam-engine playing on 
a fire, in the street. 

How long have you observed this ? 
Since last April. 
Have you known its effect upon individuals other than your- 


No. 
Any vacancies in your tenements ? 
I occupy the house myself. 
The whole house ? 
Yes, sir. 
With reference to the combustible and inflammable material 
at the works? 
A. Well, I don’t know anything about that, only what the men 
in the works tell me. They tell me they are using naphtha. 
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@. Do you know anything about the explosions? 

A. Yes, sir; I have heard of one explosion. 

Q. Did you hear it yourself ? 

A. No; I couldn’t say I heard it. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) How far is your house from the 
engine that makes the nvise — a couple of hundred feet ? 
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I didn’t know where the engine was located until Mr. 
Herlihy spoke of it. 
You know the gate of the old yard on Hull street? 

A. Yes— it is probably 600 feet from the house. 

@. (By Mr. Brown.) Mr. Riordan, have you had occasion to 
complain of the noise before ? 

A. At the meeting last summer I complained about the nuisance 
down there. 
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Q. Do you consider the noise made by this engine worse than 
the noise made by the iron man? 

faba! Erele), 

@. Will you tell me why? 

A. Because it disturbs me in the night, and wakes me up from 
my sleep, and is worse than the iron man in that respect. 

@. The noise from that was intense and shrill, wasn’t it—a 
steam-whistle, which was quickly over? 

A. Yes; but this noise is worse, because it is running all the 
time, and is a kind of noise that works into your ears — I know it 
does into mine, and it affects my head, more or less. 

Q. (By Alderman Forsom.) When did you paint your house, 
Mr. Riordan? 

A. A year ago last May, 1889. 

Q@. (By the Crarrman.) What do you mean, that you 
painted it outside or inside? 

A. Outside. I was talking about how it looked outside. 

Q. Is there any effect on the inside? 

A. Oh, yes; of course the color is faded inside, and it makes it 
black and greasy, so that it has to be washed very often. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) And it covers your furniture ? 

A. The effect on the furniture is that it covers it, and makes it 
greasy and sticky. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Do they use the steam man in the 
work now? 

A. I couldn’t tell you. 

(). Do you ever hear it? 

A. J don’t hear it. 

Q. 1 only wanted to know if they did, so as to compare the 
noise as made by this engine with the other noise. 

A. I don’t hear the iron man there. 


Testimony of Mr. Dante. McLAuGHLIN. 


Mr. McLaughlin was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, 
and testified as follows : — 
(By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name?

@. Have you been able to trace the sickness to the offensive 
odors arising from the works? 

A. Well, I believe it comes because they were born there, and 
they never had been sick before they commenced to have that 
naphtha-gas, or oil, whatever it is. 

Q. Now, then, for how long a period were they sick? 

A. Well, a number of days. 

@. How long was that, with reference to the time when they 
commenced to have these offensive odors? 

A. Well, I used to look out the windows and — 

@. How long a time was it after you observed these offensive 
odors that there was sickness in the family ? 

A. About three weeks. 

@. And for how long a period did that sickness continue ? 

A. About ten days, and they are not any better yet. 

Q. To what do you compare these odors? 

A. Well, I couldn’t tell you what to compare them to. It is 
an awful smell — it is impossible for any one to stand it and to live 
there. You cannot open your windows there, morning or night, 
and when you want air you have got to walk away to some other 
street and get it — that is the only way I see. 

@. Do you observe it more strongly in the daytime or in the 
night-time ? 

A. Just about the same, both day and night. 

Q. And is it something that happens every day? 

A. Every day. 

Q. As to the dust, smoke, and steam, which is discharged from 
the works? 

A. AsT have said you can’t leave the windows up atall. I 
got the inside of the house painted last year and it looks just as 
bad now as if it had never been painted. 

Q. At what time last year? 

A. About the 12th of October. 

Now, sir, how do the particles or the substance which 
attaches to the buildings appear, after the smoke has evaporated? 

A. Why, everything is dark. 

Q. Is it a greasy, oily substance ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. With reference to the noise? 

A. Well, it deprives you of your night’s rest —I haven’t got 
one night’s rest, what you would call a night’s rest, in six weeks. 

Q@. You have not? 

A. No, sir; it is impossible for me to doso. I drive on a 
team, and I have to get off the team and walk in order to keep 
awake. At night it will eo for seven or eight minutes and then 
Stop for the same length of time, and then it will Start again, and 
it will go on that way during the whole night and day. 

Q. Does it differ in volume at different times ? 

A. Sometimes it is louder than at other times. 

Q. How long have you observed its having such an effect upon 
you? 

A. Well, I should say about five or six weeks. 
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Q. Now, do you know anything about the combustible and in- 
flammable material they have there? 

A. No, sir; they won’t leave anyone go inside there. 

@. Do you know anything about the explosions that have taken 
place? | 

A. No. sir; I was away from home, but I was told about them 
by the lady who lives upstairs. 

Q. Never mind what she told you. 

A. Lhave been away — I haven’t been there. 

Q. Have any of your tenants vacated ? 

A. No, but they have told me that they would have to go to 
some place where they can sleep, — that it 1s impossible for them 
to sleep there. 

You have joined as one of the petitioners in this case? 

Yes sir, I have. 

Do your tenants make complaints ? 

Yes, sir. 

Since when? 

_ Since the blower has been put up, and since they have been 
making the gas from naphtha. 

@. (By Alderman Leary.) Have you asked for permission to 
go in there? 

A. Yes, sir, I wanted to go in there one night and see what it 
was, and the gate-keeper prevented me from going in — said I 
couldn’t go in there. 

Q. Was that the night when the committee went down? 

A. ‘Yes sir. 

(. Have you ever tried at any other time? 

A. No, sir, I knew the regulations were such that I gouldn’t 
get in. 

(). How long have you lived on Hull Street ? 

A. Thirteen years. 

@. Did you ever have freedom to go there? 

A. Yes, sir, time and time again, when they made coal gas. 

_ And how long have the gates been closed ? 

A. I think they were closed about the beginning of April — since 
they have had the naphtha coming in pipes from the cars. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Do you have any objection to the 
process of manufacturing gas by the old methods ? 

A. No, sir, I should say it is healthy. 

Q. (By Mr. RatsHEsKyY.) You say you have a child sick now? 

Missy e3, S10: 

(. How old is the child ? 

A. Nine years. 

@. You think the sickness comes directly from the effect of 
this odor? | 

A. I don’t know of anything else. We don’t have any good air 
there, night or day, and if we leave a window open, this reek and 
dust and cinders comes straight into the house. 

@. What is the nature of the child’s sickness now? 

A. I believe it is nothing but the gas they are making from oil 
— water gas, or whatever it is. It hasn’t the same smell as coal 
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gas, at all. You cannot leave the window open at all, it makes 
such a bad odor and has such a bad effect on everything in the 
house. 


Testimony of Mr. Neat H. Toranp. 


Mr. Toland was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, 
and testified as follows : — 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 

A. Neal H. Toland. 

@. Where do you live? 

A. 212 Endicott street. 

(. Now, sir; you represent real estate interests on Endicott 
street ? 

m2) eS, SIL. 

@. What interest in real estate do you there represent ? 

A. I am in part owner of the residence I live in — 212 Endicott 
street. 

Q. Now, will you please state to the committee what you know 
in regard to offensive odors arising from these works? 

A. I can only say that there is a very bad smell arising there 
every evening about 7 or 8 o’clock. Iam not around there dur- 
ing the daytime at all — not until 7 or 8 at night. 

Does it continue through the night ? 

A. It continues through the night, as far as I know. 

@. How long have you observed these offensive odors ? 

A. About two or three months. 

@. What effect do these odors have upon you? 

A. They are liable to give me a headache once in a while. 

@. Have they? 

A. They have. 

@. Whether or not other persons, within your knowledge, have 
become sick ? 

A. My sister has been sick, and she has been subject to head- 
ache, I think from that cause. 

(). When was she taken sick ? 

A. About three or four months ago. 

@. Since you have observed these odors? 

peeled... BIR; 

(). Now, then, to what do you compare these odors? 

A. Well, it seems to me they smell like benzine and naphtha. 

@. Did you observe them previous to the introduction of the 
new process ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. What have you to say of the dust, smoke, and steam which 
arise from the works? 

A. I cannot say about that—TI live on the opposite side of the 
street, and there are some large buildings right in front of my 
house. 

@. What can you say in reference to the intolerable noise which 
arises ? 

A. There is a terrible noise there. I cannot hear it so well in 
the daytime as in the evening, at 10 or 11 o’clock. At that time 
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everything is so silent that you notice it a great deal more than at 
other times. Inthe daytime there are a great many teams passing, 
and it is a busy thoroughfare, and you don’t notice it so much. 

Q. Well, do you notice it as being greater in volume at some- 
time than it is at other times? 

Ae ty es, Sir. 

Q. Now, then, can you give any particular time, day or night, 
when you have noticed the volume of sound or noise greater than 
at others ? | 

A. I should say about 11 o’clock at night. 

@. How does it affect you? 

A, It makes my sleep very uncomfortable. 

Q. How long have you been observing this noise? 

A. About three months. 

Q. Do you know anything about the combustible or inflammable 
materials kept upon the premises? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Do you know anything about the explosions ? 

A. JI never heard any. 

Q. What effect do these facts that you testify to before the 
committee have upon your real estate? 

A. They have no effect upon my real estate. 

Q, As to the renting capacity of the real estate, or its deprecia- 
tion in value? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Then, the two points to which you wish to confine the atten- 
tion of the committee, are, first, the odors arising from the works, 
and, second, the noise? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Alderman Leary.) How far is your house from the 
gas-house ? 

A. About 300 feet, I should say. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) You are on the other side of the street 
from the works, aren’t you? 

A.) VBS; ware 

Q. (By Mr. Brown.) You say this noise is louder at some 
times than at others? 

A. Yes, sir; it is louder at about 11 o’clock at night. 

@. How was it, for instance, last night at about 11 o’clock ; 
any louder than the night before? 

‘A. I didn’t hear it last night, I was in bed early. But I heard 
it this morning, about 3 o’clock, I should say. 

You wasn’t there last night? 

I was in bed at that time. 

Well, don’t you hear it when you are in bed? 

Well, I was asleep, and I couldn’t hear it when I was asleep. 
I thought it woke you up? 

. It didn’t wake me up last night, but I heard it about 3 
o’clock in the morning. It didn’t wake me up at that time, that I 
know of, but I couldn’t go to sleep again, on account of it. 

Q. It didn’t wake you up at all? 

A. No, sir. 
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@. Did it wake you up at 3 o’clock this morning? 

A. I didn’t say that; but I couldn’t go to sleep again after the 
time [ woke up. 

@. (By Mr. Rarsuesky.) Do you think you could get as 
much for you house, if you sold it to-day, as you could have got 
prior to this nuisance, as you call it? 

A. I suppose I might if a person did not know anything about 
the nuisance. 

(. In case they knew about it? 

A. I don’t think I could. 


Testimony of Mr. Peter P. Porter. 


Mr. Porter was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and 
testified as follows : — 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 

A. ~Peter, P.,.Porter. 

@. Where do you live? 

A. 213 Endicott street. 

(). Are you interested in real estate? 

me I represent 213 Endicott street — the house there. 

@. Now, sir, are you familiar with the works of the Gas 
Company. 

A. With the location, yes, sir, but not with the works inside — 
I know nothing about them. 

@. You, as I understand it, represent your mother? 

i esY CS 4-810, 

@. Now, will you please state to the committee what observa- 
tions you have made with reference to the offensive odors arising 
from the works? 

A. With regard to the offensive odors, I have not noticed much 
about them, because I have been too far away. We are on 
Endicott street, but occasionally there is a sickening smell that 
comes from there, and it has a tendency to make a person sick, 
and give hima headache. That is the effect it has on me. I am 
not around there much except at night, but it bothers me. 

A. The effect of the odors is to bother you, as I understand you? 

sin Y esseir, 

@. But what affects you most is the noise? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). State what you wish to with regard to the noise? 

A. During meal times, morning, noon and night, [ cannot hear 
it, owing to the noise of the outside teams passing through that 
locality ; but when [ come home at 10 or 11 o’clock at night, be- 
fore going to bed, it sounds as though it was a noisy engine at a fire 
down at the corner. For a few nights I attributed it to an engine 
at the corner, but I thought it was staying there for an unnecessary 
length of time, and I looked it up and!found out what it was. 
One of the neighbors told me what it was. I didn’t know what it 
was, but it sounded like a fire engine, only it was there all the 
time, and you could hear it from 10 o’clock, and if you woke up 
during the night, you would still hear it going. It is a common 
nuisance — that is all I can call it. 
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Q@. Did it differ in degree, in volume, at one time or another, 
or was the noise as great in volume at all times? 

A. I never took particular notice about that. 

@. When did you first begin to notice this noise in great 
volume? 

A. I think it is a couple of months, now. When I first heard 
it, I attributed it, as I have said, to a fire-engine on the corner, 
and I don’t know how long it was before I became aware that it 
was an engine at the gas-works. 

@. What effect has it upon you? 

Al. Nothing, only it has disturbed me when I have been trying 
to get to sleep; it will kind of hum and buzz, and make you tired, 
but not sleepy. 

Are you kept awake at night? 

A. Well, no, it would take more than that to keep me awake, 
but, still, it is rather a troublesome thing to hear night after night, 
and it becomes tiresome in your ears. I can’t stand it very well. 

@. Do you know anything about the dust, smoke, and steam 
which arises from the works? ) 

A. Very little; except that I know when I go home at night 
and put my hat on the nail, when I take it down the next morning 
it is all over dust, and all you have got to do is to take your 
finger and scrape it off. If you leave anything in the room at 
night, hanging on a nail, when you take it down in the morning, 
it will be covered with dust. 

@. You are now speaking of what is the case when the win- 
dows are closed? 

A. I cannot say they are closed all the time — they may be or 
they may not be. Sometimes they are closed, sometimes they are 
not, but your clothes, shirt, or anything, are sure to be covered 
with dust. 

@. Are these particles of a greasy or oily character? 

A. Well, I can’t say that. It isa regular coal dust, such as 
will come out of an engine-room, and such as you will get if you 
are going on a railroad track, from the engine. 

@. Do you know anything about combustible or inflammable 
materials which are used in the works? 

A. No, nothing about them at all. 

@. Anything about explosions? 

A. IThaven’t heard them—I have heard about them, but I wasn’t 
at the North End at the time. 

@. What effect, if any, do these offensive odors and this noise 
have upon your real estate? 

A. Well, the tenants will speak about it, and say they cannot 
stand the noise 

@. Do they make complaints ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). Do any tenants leave your place ? 

A. No, not leave, but they take things pretty easy, and want 
to know if nothing can be done about it. 

(. You are here for one of the petitioners? 

A. Yes, sir. With regard to the smoke, steam, and gas there, 
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sometimes if you walk down Prince street you will see such a 
volume of smoke coming over the gas-house wall that you couldn’t 
see a man walking six feet ahead. 

(. When have you seen that? 

A. Some time ago—in fact, it hasn’t been that way for a 
couple of months, but still I have seen it a little while ago, and it 
was very disagreeable to inhale it. 

Q. (By Mr. Brown.) How long has it been since you saw that 
cloud of smoke roll over the wall into the street? 

A. More than once. I was born in the house I now live in, 
and when I was a little fellow I remember going down the street 
and seeing it come over the wall, when I was very small. I have 
no doubt it still comes, but I haven’t seen it for a couple of months. 
It is not a new thing? 

No, it has been there a long while. 

Not since April? 

No, sir. 

(By Mr. Cronan.) In greater volume now than formerly ? 
. Well, I haven’t seen it for the last two months, and couldn’t 
really remember. 

Q. You don’t know, speaking of the last two months, whether 
it is in greater volume or not? 

A. No, sir.

Q. Is it the same at all times, or different at different times? 

A. Well, the smoke is blown up, or something must blow it up 
from the stacks, the way it is driven from the top of the stacks. 
Something must drive it up, because it wouldn’t go up so fast 5 
and after it comes up you see a kind of blue smoke between the 
top of the smoke and the stack. Some people couldn’t see that 
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with their bare eyes, but, with my glasses there yesterday, I could 
see the blue smoke coming up. Saturday morning, about 11 
o'clock, I think, I thought there was a fire up there, and I went 
up; and I hardly got there before I saw that this smoke that 
I thought came from a fire came from these works, and the smell 
was terrific. The smoke was so thick that you couldn’t see a man 
from here to the other end of the table, to recognize him, and then 
it went down Snowhill street and up Hull street. 

Q. To what do you compare these offensive odors which arise? 

A. I should think they were like woollen rags and oil burning. 

-@. How about the noise? 

A. Oh, that is terrible. The noise is terrible, terrible. You 
don’t notice it so much in the day time, but after ten or eleven 
o'clock it is very loud. On Sunday afternoon it doesn’t run, up to 
six o’clock in the afternoon. J suppose that is when the quality 
visits there. 

@. Please to state whether or not this noise is greater on some 
nights than it is on other? 

Pawel L ass: 

Q. What effect does it have on you? 

A. It strikes on everybody, as well as me, who lives there. 

Q. How does it affect you? 

A. That warm night, Tuesday, I believe, I left the window a 
little open, and when I rose in the morning I could hardly see. 

@. Why? 

A. From the effect of the smoke and dust. 

@. Does this noise permit you to sleep through the night? 

«1. Well, of course, there are others in the house than me. 

Q. I want to know whether you can sleep at night, by reason of 
this noise ? 

A. Well, it prevents me from sleeping, certainly, but when a 
Ian is tired out he must sleep. 

(. How long have you observed this noise to be so great in 
volume? 

A. Since some time in April? 

Q. Now, with reference to the combustible or inflammable mate- 
rial upon the works of the company — what do you know about 
that? 

A. Well, I cannot say anything, but that it appears to me to be 
just oil. You can see it coming in barrels. 

@. Do you know anything about how it is stamped? 

wi INO: 

@. What the barrels contain? 

A. Tanks are built on the wharf, and three pipes are laid up 
Hull street from them, and it is pumped up into this tank in the 
works. 

@. You mean that the noise arising from the machinery is on 
account of the pumping of this oil or naphtha? 

A. Yes sir, I suppose it is. It must take a good deal to pump 
it up there, because it wouldn’t go itself up hill. 

@. Do you know anything about these explosions? 

A. Yes, sir, two of them. There was one on the 30thof April. 
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We were at dinner together and my daughter said, ‘* That is from 
the navy yard.” ‘' No,” says I, ‘* that is from the gas-house. 
There has been an explosion.’ So I went out and went round the 
corner and found out that it was from an explosion in the gas- 
house? | 

Q. What effect did it have on the house ? 

A. Shook the windows. 

Q. Did it shake the house? 

A. No, it is built on a good foundation. ; 

Q. What effect did it have upon your family, in the house? 

A. Well, it frightened them. It frightened everybody there, I 
guess. 

Q. Has any of your family been made sick by these odors, 
smoke, dust, and steam? 

A. My daughter has complained of having head-aches every 
morning. 

Q. Have any of your tenants left you? 

A. Thaven’t any. Those who have, have had them leave on 
that account, I have heard, but I suppose that is hearsay. 

Mr. Cronan. — You need not give us any hearsay testimony. 

Q. (By Mr. Ratsuesky.) Mr. Hagan, how did it sound at 11 
o’clock last night? 

A. I think it wasn’t going so hard as it used to. 

Q. Did you know about a committee of this government going 
down there last night? 

A. No, sir, I did not. 

Q. You say it didn’t go so hard as usual? 

A. No, sir. I made this remark to my wife in bed: ** I don’t 
think it is running so hard as it did last night.” 

@. (By Mr. Brown.) Wasn't it running pretty hard before 
that time ? 

A. Not at thattime. It wasn’t running very hard, as far as I 
could hear. I noticed that it wasn’t going very hard, and I made 
that remark to my wife in bed. But it usually goes pretty hard at 
that time at night. 


Testimony of Mr. Dennis O’CONNELL. 


Mr. O’Connell was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, 
and testified as follows : 
(By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name ? 

Dennis O’Connell. 

Where do you live? 

46 Snowhill street. 

Do you own or represent any real estate here? 
No, sir. 

You live at this house? 

Yes, sir. 

What is your business ? 

Stageman. 

. Now, will you please state what you know about the offen- 
sive odors arising from the works of the gas company ? 
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A. Well, personally, they don’t affect me any, but I keep a 
little shop where I live, and I think it was the seventh of this 
month one of the little boys ran in and said, ‘+ The gas-house is 
afire,” and I dropped everything and went out, and the smoke was 
very thick. I went to the corner of Hull and Snowhill streets and 
saw where the smoke was coming from, and I saw it was coming 
out in volumes, just asif they had been making up the fires with 
soft coal. Some of the committee may recollect the red Thursday 
we had some seven or eight years ago, and that is just what I 
compared it with. You couldn’t see anything or make out any 
object, unless it was very near. Of course you would know it 
was a building, or a man, but that would be about all. 

@. How long did this continue? 

A. Well, as soon as I went there I had to go back to the 
house, for my wife was very sick, and nobody was there, and of 
course there was more or less traffic there, and I had to go back 
immediately. But I had occasion to go out again, an hour or so 
afterwards, and it was still just as thick. But the smoke was 
clearer — you could see more distinctly through the smoke; but 
still, if was just as thick, only clearer. Then I stayed there until 
pretty nearly noon, I think it was, I didn’t take down the time. 

Q. Have these offensive odors had any effect upon your family ? 

A. Well, I have got children sick at home — whether or not 
that is the cause of it, I cannot say. 

@. Have you had a physician in attendance upon those children ? 

A. Yes. 

@. Whether or not the physician attributes the illness of the 
children to the offensive odors ? 

A. He did not say. 

Q@. Now, have there been any other occasions when you have 
noticed dust, smoke, and steam in large volumes, rising from these 
works ? 

A. No, I can’t say, for lam not around except when I take a 
day off, and for the past five weeks I have been continually in the 
house, on account of my wife being sick, as I said before. If 
she wasn’t sick I wouldn’t be in the locality at all — somewhere 
else. 

Does it penetrate through the windows and crevices ? 

Yes, sir; you can scrape it off sometimes. 

What effect does it have upon the furniture and paint? 
Well, I cannot say, except that there is this deposit. 

These particles are of a greasy or oily character ? 

- I cannot say, except that they are heavy dust, — thicker 
than dust. 

Q. In reference to the noise from the works? 

A. If I had my say I would take an axe and go around and find 
out what it was that caused it and chop it up, for I have a wife sick 
at home, and this sound has been continually driving through her 
head. She would roll from side to side, and, continually say, 
‘‘ What is that noise, Denny, can’t you stop it, can’t you stop it?” 
Of course I couldn’t stop it— how could 1? That noise is a nui- 
sance, if anything ever was a nuisance. 
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@. How long have you observed this noise in such great vol- 
ume? 

A. Well, I have commenced to take more notice of it since my. 
wife has been sick — since the 8th of last month. 

Q. Do you blame the noise for the illness? 

A. Ican blame the noise for the fact that she isn’t around as 
she ought to be. She has been seriously ill, she has been at 
death’s door, and that noise has prevented her from getting well, 
as she should have done before this. 

Q. Does the noise differ in volume or amount, or is it always 
of the same volume when the machinery is in operation? 

A. Well, it is just, as one of the previous witnesses has said, 
that it is like a fire-engine, when it gets a full head of steam on, 
and when it is making a noise you can hear it down Hanover 
street. 

Q. Sharp and shrill? 

A. Well, you know what I mean when I say it is like a fire- 
engine playing on a fire —that is just what I mean. I cannot 
compare it to anything else but that. 

Do you know anything about combustible or inflammable 
material in the works? 

A. Personally, no, — only what I have heard. 

Q. Do you know anything about the explosions ? 

A. Not personally. 


Testimony of Mrs. Mary SHANNON. 


Mrs. Shannon was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and 

testified as follows : — 

(By Mr. Cronan. ) Your whole name? 

Mary Shannon. 

You live where? 

57 Hull street. 

Own your house ? 

No, sir. 

You are a tenant there? 

Yes, sir. I have lived there nineteen years. 

You are a widow, Mrs. Shannon ? 

Yes, sir. 

Is your family living with you there? 

iY 685, Slt. 

Q. Will you state, Mrs. Shannon, what you have observed with 
reference to these offensive odors arising from the works. 

A. It is a great cause of annoyance, and interfers with our 
sleep at night. 

Q. Iam speaking of the odors, — the smells — now? 

A. The smells are terrible. The sound is just like a fire-engine 
just opposite the house, if ithe windows are open, and we cannot 
open the windows. It is simply terrible, every day, the sound 
being like an engine, going all the time. 

Q. Confine yourself, now, to the odors, simply — do any of these 
odors make you sick? 
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A. No, sir, they don’t make me sick, but my children complain 
of headache and being sick to their stomach after meal-times, and 
wehave to shut the windows down in both the kitchen and front- 
room, when taking our meals. Of course that is allthe time when 
the boys and girls are there in the day — they are working the rest 
of the time. 

@. You have to shut the windows down? 

A. Yes, sir, have to close them down — the noise is terrible. 

Q@. How long have you observed these odors ? 

A. I cannot say exactly, sir— for as much as five or six weeks. 
The smell is terrible there, and the smoke, steam, and dust, in my 
part of the house, is such that you cannot keep anything in the 
front-room, a glass or anything, without its being coated up so 
that you cannot see through it, with this smoke, which is a kind 
of oily steam. You can take a cloth at every hour of the day and 
Wipe it off’; and wipe it off of the furniture and in a little while it 
will be the same way again. There will be a kind of damp oil 
settle on the chairs. 

Q. Does it destroy the furniture ? 

A. Yes, sir, furniture, paint, and everything in the house. 

@. Does this dust, smoke, and steam penetrate when the win- 
dows are closed? 

A. Yes, sir; you cannot leave a lamp on the table, or anything 
of silver or brass, but what it will tarnish and get black. If you 
polish it up, two or three hours afterwards you will find it is tar- 
nished and black again. 

Q. Does this steam, dust, and smoke penetrate through the 
windows — through the crevices ? 

A. Yes, sir; the steam does, and the smell, too. Of course, 
the windows are not of the closest and heaviest, — they are the 
kind that they put in light wooden houses. 

Q. Does this continue during the day? 

A. Yes, sir; day and night all the time. I sleep in the front- 
toom, and after I go to sleep, if I wake up again, I cannot go to 
sleep for the rest of the night. My boys complain terribly, and 
want me to move. But, of course, circumstances won’t allow me 
to move away, and I have got a good landlord, and have been there 
quite a while. 

@. How many years have you lived there? 

A. Kighteen years the last day of February — going on nine- 
teen years. 

@. Now, with reference to the noise, what have you to say 
about that ? 

A. The noise is very annoying, sir, of course. It makes you 
feel as though there was a drum sounding at your head and in 
your ears all the time, and makes you feel deaf and stupid. The 
noise is worse than the smell, because I ean shut the door of the 
kitchen, and stop the smell to a certain extent; but the noise is 
terrible. It goes on all the time, whether the windows are open or 
closed, and it makes me stupid. It seems as thongh there was a 
drum beating at your ears all the time. 

@. Can you sleep any by reason of this noise? 
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A. No, sir, very little. Of course the youngsters sleep better 
than I do, but I cannot. 

Q. It wakes you up? 

A. Yes, sir, it keeps me awake. If 1 wake up in the night I 
can’t get to sleep again. 

Q. Now, with reference to the explosions — what do you know 
about those ? 

A. When the first explosion occurred I went down to the door 
and my boy was eating his dinner, and there was this noise in the 
street. He said, ‘* What was that?” Of course we thought the 
place was all torn up; there were some bricks broken off from the 
wall at the gas-house across the street. It is only a narrow street, 
and some of the bricks were blown out, and afterwards I saw a 
man out there fixing the wall. I understood that those bricks had 
fallen out of the wall from the force of the explosion, and it was 
easy to see where the bricks had fallen out. It was very evident 
that an explosion had caused it. 

Q. Did it shake the house you live in? 

A. Yes, sir, the house and windows. The boy was eating 
dinner at the table, and went out to see what it was. 

@. Now, before April did you notice these smells, this dust, 
this smoke, this steam, this noise? 

A. I couldn’t say that I did notice it until the last six weeks or 
two months, very particularly, but within that time it has been 
terrible; in our part there I didn’t notice it before so much. We 
used to hear little things once ina while before, but, of course, 
we knew they were making gas there, and and we didn’t take 
so much notice of it as now when there is a continuous noise. 

Q. Did you notice these things before April? 

A. No, sir, I don’t know as I did. I don’t know exactly the 
time, but I know since April it has been terrible there. Last 
Saturday we were sure we were going to be all blown up. 

@. What was that? 

A. There was a cloud of smoke right opposite us, and I thought 
the whole-place was going to be burned up. There was a terrible 
rotten smell, and you couldn’t open a window or anything without 
suffocating. 

Q. When was this explosion that shook the house and windows 
and threw bricks out of the wall? 

A. I guess it was about four weeks ago — it may be longer than 
that, but I think it would be about the middle of May, as near as 
I can say. 

Q. Have you stated now all you know about it? 

A. Yes, sir, all I know is that it has given us a lot of trouble 
and dirt, and I expect people will have to move away from there 
before long. 

Q. (By Mr. Brown.) Mrs Shannon, do you know of any 
other explosion except the one you speak of ? 

A. No, sir, but I have heard them say there was. 

Q. You don’t know of another explosion of your own knowledge ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t know of any. I heard two more, but I 
didn’t know what they were. I heard other parties say that they 
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were in the gas-house, but I only heard them, I didn’t go down to 
witness them, or anything of that kind; but I heard them in my 
own house, and then heard parties outside saying that they were 
in the gas-house. 

Q. (By Mr. Irvine.) Mrs. Shannon, you say you have lived 
in the immediate vicinity of the gas-house for the past eighteen or 
nineteen years? 

A. Kighteen years — going on nineteen. 

@. Can you, of your own recollection, tell this committee 
whether or not you ever heard any explosions previous to these 
explosions of the last few months ? 

A. No, sir; I never did. 

Q. If this company were to continue making coal-gas under 
the old system, you would have no objections ? 

A. None at all. 

@. Your objections are wholly to this new gas? 

Yes, sir, and the bad smell that comes from it. Of course, 
they can make gas if they like, but the smell from this gas is dis- 
gusting to anybody, and takes away the health of people. The 
youngsters don’t want to stay a month longer in the house, but 
want to move away — but, of course, I have to stay there. 

Q. (By Mr. Ratsuesky.) Do you experience trouble in dry- 
ing your clothes, or have you, since April? 

A. Well, I never noticed much trouble in the drying of the 
clothes, because there is dry air lower down, but when you get 
higher up this nuisance has more effect. But if I leave clothes on 
a chair or anything, after they are iroued, after a while they are 
coated with that oily, yellow, nasty color, which must be from 
some kind of oil. 

@. Did you ever experience any such trouble before April? 

A. No, sir, never saw anything like it. Sometimes it is so bad 
that I haven’t been able to see the person living next door to me 
I couldn’t see anybody. 

Q. Did you ever experience anything like that before April? 

A. No, sir; these chimneys, or whatever you call them, that 
the steam comes out of, are almost level with my top windows, and 
the smell is simply terrible. 

@. (By Mr.Cronay.) Are these smokestacks which discharge 
this smoke and steam, higher than your house? 

A. No, sir; they are not as high as my house. 

Q. (By Alderman Leary.) Where do you hang your clothes 
to dry — on the shed or in the yard? 

A. In the yard I dry them. TI never noticed anything the 
trouble with the clothes that I dry in the yard, because I don’t leave 
them out long enough. After they are dry I take them right down, 
but I notice, in the house, if I leave them in the room which is in 
the back part, you know, they get this stuff on them. 


Testimony of Miss Rosr Haaan. 


Miss Hagan was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and 
testified as follows : — 
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(By Mr. Cronan.) Your full name? 

Rose Hagan. 

Your residence ? 

52 Snow-Hil street. 

Are you an owner of real estate in that place? 

I live with my pareuts. 

What have you to say in regard to the first clause, the 
complaint i in regard to offensive odors rising from these works? 

4. eli can hardly describe the odor. It is something nauseous 
and sickening, and when it comes through the windows you have 
to shut them. JI noticed it particularly a week ago last Sunday 
evening, about half past six, and there is a naphtha smel., besides. 

@. You say it is nauseating ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And, according to your sense of smell, it is a naphtha smell? 

A. Yes, sir, I don’t think I can be mistaken in it, and I noticed 
at that time that there was a smell as if something were decom- 
posing. I cannot really describe it—it was something like 
sulphuretted hydrogen, or, to speak more plainly, a rotten egg 
would suggest it better. 

@. Do you notice that these odors are more dense and nausea- 
ting at some times than at others? 

A. Well, I am not at home during the day, and I notice them 
more in the evening — between the hours of 7 0 ’clock, say, and a 
later time in the evening. 

@. Do you know the smell of naphtha, the odor arising from 
naphtha? 

ees Sit, 1b ‘smells something like kerosene, being one of the 
same kind of combustibles. 

@. Does this smell indicate to your observation and sense that 
there is naphtha consumed or used in those works ? 

A. Yes, sir, I believe there is, because I went right down to 
the wharf, and saw the naphtha coming out from the tank and I 
stood there and smelled it. The gates were open and I went 
there. That was two or three weeks ago, and nobody seemed to 
be in charge. 

Q. You “went to the wharf when the gates were temporarily open? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did you observe the naphtha leaking through the pipe? 

Al, No, sir; there was a tank, and there was some liquid that 
was coming down, as I have stated, and I smelled of it, and I 
supposed it was naphtha. 

@. How long have you observed these odors? 

A. This was last month. I cannot state the exact time that I 
have noticed the odors, except that it has been within the past 
twonth or so. 

@. Do you suppose, if I were to give you a sample, that you 
could identify or compare the odor with the odor you observed at 
the time you refer to at the works? 

A. Yes, sir, I think I could. 

[Councilman Hayes produced a sample of certain material 
which gaye forth a naphtha odor, | 
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Mr. Cronan. — This is the sample. (The sample was passed 
around.) I will say that Councilman Hayes, of Ward 24, has 
placed it in my possession for the time being. As I understand 
it is some of the preparation used at the Cow Pasture, and gives an 
example of the odor that they have out there. 

Councilman Hayrs. — I would like to say a word of explanation. 
This is taken from Savin Hill beach, which is directly opposite the 
gas-works of the Bay State Company at the Cow Pasture. This is 
about two weeks’ old, I should say, and it shows the trouble and 
the nuisance that we have suffered from in Dorchester. We have 
fought with the Board of Health in regard to the matter, and the 
people out there are suffering from it at the present time. I 
imagine the people at the North End are having the same trouble. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan). — Miss Hagan, is that the same odor that 
you have observed? 

Alt is. 

@. How long have you observed these odors? 

A. Well, I have observed them particularly since the evening 
of May 9. 

@. Now, then, with reference to the dust, smoke, and steam 
which is discharged from the works? 

A. Well, the dust is terrible. Of course, I am away from 
home during the day, but the dust gets on the windows and the 
window-sills, and is a gritty substance, and contains a sort of oily 
substance, which floats and is wafted in the air, something the 
same as it would be on the top of water. Of course, in regard to 
the smoke, I see it coming from the chimney, and it is of a green- 
ish color, and comes very thick. 

@. What is the character of the particles of the dust? 

A. Gritty. 

@. Anything oily about them ? 

A. At times. 

@. Now, what is the effect upon the furniture in the interior of 
the house? 

A. Well, it keeps everything in a decidedly dirty condition, and 
you cannot keep anything clean there. The windows have a green- 
ish cast, and it is impossible to keep the clothes clean. 

@. How about the noise? 

A. I can hardly describe it — it is something terrible. I can- 
not sleep at all. 

@. You cannot sleep? 

A. No, sir, I wake up, and when I try to sleep it is impossible 
for me to do so. Iam unable to do it. 

@. How long have you noticed this noise? 

A. On the evening of May 8th, at 7 o’clock in the evening, I 
noticed it, and I thought it was an explosion, and I went out to 
see about it. I went down to my father, and he told me it was 
this new machinery that they had in the gas works. 

@. Has this noise been continuous since that time? 

A. There has not been a day, except Sunday, that it is not con- 
tinuous. It does not go on after midnight Saturdays, there being 
a cessation until about 6 o’clock Sunday evening, and then it be- 
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gins and goes on. It is worse at 11 o’clock at night and towards 
1 o’clock in the morning, than at any other time, because I have 
got up and timed it. 

. Q. Are there any particular nights when it seems worse than at 
other times? 

A. It was terrible on Tuesday and Wednesday nights last. It 
was as if an extra machine was put on. I would compare the 
sound, as others have done, to a steam-engine. 

@. What effect has it upon your health? 

A. I don’t know that it has any at present, but if I cannot get 
my rest it may cause serious trouble ; I do considerable brain work 
in the day time, and, when night comes I am sleepy and tired. 

@. You therefore join in this request? 

A. Yes, sir, I do. 

@. Do you know anything, except what you have stated as to 
the use of naphtha, in regard to inflammable and combustible ma- 
terial at the works of the company? 

A. J haven’t seen it, but I have heard of it. 

Q. You haven’t seen it? 

A, No, sir. 

@. In reference to explosions, what would you say on that 
point? 

A. I have heard two. 

(). State the time when the first explosion occurred. 

A. On the afternoon of April 30, between half-past 12 and 15 
minutes of 1. I was going to my dinner. 

Q. What happened? 

A. Well, there was a loud report, which sounded like acannon. 
I thought at first it was from the navy-yard, but I thought it was 
a peculiar salute. It sounded different from a salute —it was a 
crash — and [ jumped up from dinner; but no one was allowed to 
see it, and it was all hushed up, like a great many other things 
that they have there. 

@. What effect did it have on the house? 

A. We were in the basement at the time, and I suppose if we 
were up stairs we might be able to tell better. 

@. State with reference to the second explosion. 

A. I cannot give the date —it was within two or three days. I 
was in bed at the time, and I cannot tell what time it was. I 
thought the gas-works were blown up. Mr. Addicks says that 
these explosions are simply little puffs, but I think if he could 
hear what I have heard he would think it was more than a puff. It 
frightened me so much that I prevailed on my father to sell the 
house; but we cannot get anybody to buy it. 

@. Now, we will come to that point — in regard to the difficulty 
of disposing of real estate. 

A. There has been a placard in the window for four weeks, and 
an advertisement in the ‘* Globe,” and it has not yet been sold. 

(). Have there been any customers after it? 

A. Three or four, but they happened to be brokers, and we 
didn’t want any dealings with them. 

@. Are there any other tenants living in the house? 
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No, sir, we have it to ourselves. 

How long have you lived in that house? 

Seventeen years last February. 

. In consequence of the facts you have stated, you wish to 
sell the property ? 

Yes, sir; we would sell out at any time. The noise from 
this machinery is something terrible, sounding, as has been said, 
like engines at a fire, when they are playing at full force. 

Q. (By theCuatrman.) You say it doesn’t run from Saturday 
night at 12 o’clock until about 6 o’clock Sunday afternoon? 

A. J haven’t noticed it but one Sunday. 

(). Have you heard of any reason why it doesn’t run Sunday? 

A. No, sir, I don’t know, but I know that Copp’s Hill is open 
to the public on Sunday, and that they come around there from 
distant parts. I don’t know whether that has anything to do 
with it or not, and I don’t know what the reason is—I never 
heard it. 
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Testimony of Miss EvANGELINE M. Roptnson. 


Miss Robinson was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, 
and testified as follows : — 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 

(). Evangeline M. Robinson. 

@. Where do you live, Miss Robinson ? 

A. No. 50 Snowhill Street. 

(). Married or single? 

A. Single. 

Q. Do you live with your parents at that house? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. They own it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How long have you lived there? 

A. Twenty-five years. 

(). Please state what you know in regard to offensive odors 


arising from the works? 

A. They are very disgusting. They make me sick. I feel 
bilious, from the effects of it, and it is extremely nauseating. 

(). Are these odors always present, by day and by night? 

A. Yes, sir, but I think at, times they are stronger than at 
others. 

@. How long have you observed them ? 

A. Well, for the past two months —I should say since the lat- 
ter part of April. 

(. Prior to that time did you notice any such odors? 

A. No, sir, not of that kind. I often notice strong, gassy 
smells coming from coal gas, but nothing more. This smell is 
sometimes like a strong kerosene smell. 

(). Now, have you known of any other members of your family 
becoming sick by reason of these offensive odors? 

A. No, sir. My sister complains occasionally of being sick. 

(). Are there any other tenants living in the house? 

A. No, sir; we occupy it ourselves. 
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(). With reference to the dust, smoke, and steam arising from 
the works — what would_you say on that point? 

A. I have often witnessed this dust and smoke which has been 
referred to, which is oily and sickish. 

(). What effect does it have upon the furniture and the interior 
of the house? 

A. Sometimes it seems to be oily, and at other times the dust 
seems to be dry. 

@Q. Now, we will take the dust and smoke when you say it is 
oily — when it gets on your furniture can you remove it without 
staining and disfiguring the furniture ? 

A. When it gets on, you can draw your finger across it just as 
you would on glass that has steam on it, and leave a mark. 

Q. Then it ruins the furniture, does it? 

A. Yes, sir; in that way, unless it is rubbed and cleaned 
thoroughly. 

@. Now, we will take a case where you dust your furniture in 
the morning and leave it entirely clean — what is the condition of 
that furniture in the evening? 

A. Covered with sticky dust, and it looks as though you hadn’t 
dusted it for weeks. 

@. Take a case where you dust your furniture in the evening, 
what is its condition in the morning ? 

A. I should say about the same as in the other case. 

@. With reference to the noise, please state what you know 
about it. 

A. Well, it seems to me, I should think, something like a 
planing-mill, not one, but several; and then again it is like not 
one fire-engine, but half a dozen; and sometimes it is shrill and 
sharp, and causes a headache. It does to me, I know. 

(). Are you able to sleep through the night? 

A. Yes, sir; when I get to sleep, but when I wake up in the 
night the noise prevents me from going right to sleep again. 

(@. Does it have that effect upon you when you retire for the 
night ? 

A. Yes, sir; I have often noticed about 11 o’clock in the 
evening, which is about the time I go to bed, that just after a 
retire it would start up with terrible force, and the noise seems to 
be greater at that time than at others. 

@. Is it greater in its volume at 11 o’clock than at other times? 

A. Yes, sir. I have noticed the same sound in the daytime, 
but it doesn’t seem so loud; I suppose, however, it is on account 
of everything being so quiet. 

@. Are you awakened from your slumber in the morning by 
this noise, or at night? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think Iam by the noise, but if I wake up 
it prevents me from going to sleep again. 

@. That is what I want to get at, does the noise still continue 
through the early hours of the morning ? 

A. No, sir; I think it starts up at intervals. Sometimes [ think 
it would be better if it could continue all the time than to have it 
stop and start up again every few minutes. 
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Q. At what intervals does it stop? 

A. Every ten minutes, sometimes less. 

@. And then continues. How long is that kept up? 

A. I don’t know—into the morning hours. It will keep on that 
way for a week at a time, and if youattempt toread you will have 
to stop in desperation. I have often gone out of the house rather 
than stop in the house and attempt to read. 

@. What other effect does it have upon you, if any? 

A. Well, it will give me a headache, and has given me a head- 
ache. I think during the past week it has seemed stronger and 
louder. I noticed it particularly Tuesday night. I thought there 
was a fire very near. We had company, and I remember asking 
them if there were any fire-engines outside, and they said no. " 
thought they were fire-engines, from the noise; but they said it 
was from the gas-house. 

@. Do you know anything about the combustible and inflam- 
mable materials that they have in the works? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. In regard to explosions ? 

A. Yes, sir. I heard what I thought was an explosion, but I 
am not sure. 

(. When did you hear it? 

A. April 30. 

Q. That is when the bricks were blown out of the wall? 

a. No, sir. I didnt know anything about that, because I didn’t 
go out to see. 

Q. What effect did it have on your house? 

A. Well, it is in the back of the house that we hear it most, 
but I was in the front of the house, and it didn’t trouble me much. 
@. Iam speaking of the explosion of April 80? 

A. It sounded like a cannon. 

@. What effect did it have on the house — did it jar or shake it? 
A. No, sir. 

(@. And you found out afterwards that it was an explosion? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What effect has the continued noise had upon your sister’s 
illness ? 

A. None whatever. 

@. Is she confined to bed, or has she been? 

A. No, sir; she has the headache. 

Q. No serious illness, then? 

Ay No, sir. 

(). Are there any other facts that you wish to call to the atten- 
tion of the committee in reference to the petition? 

A. Well, one day during the winter, at night, about eleven or 
twelve o'clock, we had the window open just a little and there was 
a strong smell of gas, just like coal gas, we thought it was from 
the fires, and my brother went down to see if the dampers were. 
right, and they were. It turned out that he had opened both win- 
dows in his room, wide open, and the smell came in stronger, and 
we couldn’t explain it, and we were almost suffocated. We could 
hardly breathe ; but we finally realized what the trouble was. But 
the smell was such that it prevented us from sleeping. 
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Q. Did the odor, on that occasion, differ from the odor on other 
occasions? 

A. Yes, sir, very much. 

@. Was that since April? 

A. No, sir, previously. 

@. Did you find the objections to this process by which gas is 
manufactured previous to April? 

A. No,sir. Of course we were troubled some with coal gas, but 
not to such an extent as we have been recently troubled. 

@. (By Mr. Brown.) Miss Robinson, you speak of the noise 
being at its greatest about 11 o’clock ? 

A. Yes, sir, and I heard it in the morning just as hard, but I 
notice it more at night, because I suppose I am trying to sleep at 
that time. 

@. Did you happen to notice it last night at about 11 o’clock ? 

Aa No, sits Tedidn’t: 


Testimony of Mrs. Mary A. McLauGHtiin. 


Mrs. McLaughlin was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, 
and testified as follows : — 
(By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 
Mary A. McLaughlin. 
Where do you live, Mrs. McLaughlin? 
53 Snowhill street. 
You own the house you live in? 
Yes, sir. 
‘Have you a family living with you there? 
Yes, sir. 
. State what you know about the offensive odors arising from 
the works? ; 

A. All I can state is that they bother my head, and the noise 
bothers me. 

@. Confine yourself to the odors first—how do these odors 
trouble you? 

A. Well, they trouble my head, and the smoke and dust makes 
me feel bad. 
How long have you observed that these odors trouble you? 
About five or six weeks. 
Is it a matter that you observe every day and every night? 
Yes, sir. 
In greater or less volume of the same? 
About the same all the time. 
Now, in the evening, when you have your windows closed 
are you able to observe the odors then? 

A. Yes, they come right in. 

@. Penetrate the windows and crevices? 

ois a) 68. SIT 

Q. Now, with reference to the dust, smoke, and steam — what 
have you to say on that point? 

A. Well, I have to keep dusting in the room all the time. 

Q. Well, is that confined to the daytime or to the night? 
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A. Day and night, both. 

Q. How long have you observed that the rooms in the interior 
of your house become that way during day and night? 

A. For three or four months. 

Q. Does it stain or disfigure the furniture ? 

A. It leaves a greasy mark on the furniture. 

(). What about the noise? 

A. Well, it is the noise that troubles me most. I don’t care 
about anything but the noise. I could get aiong with anything 
else, but that bothers me all the time. 

@. How does it affect you? 

A. Affects my head. I cannot sleep. I have to get up several 
times during the night and walk around, and then I have a little 
doze, and I wake up and get up again. That is what bothers me. 

@. You have noticed this how long? 

A. Five or six weeks; perhaps more than that. 

@. Well, does it trouble you every night? 

A. Yes, sir, every night. 

@. At any particular time more than another? 

A. Well, mostly when I go to bed — it bothers me then. 

Q. Now, how does it effect the members of your family? 

A. Well, they don’t seem to mind it as much as Ido. Iam in 
the worst place. I sleep nearest where these noises are. They 
have these machines going all the time, and the effect they have 
upon me is such that I don’t feel well at all. The noise bothers my 
head a great deal, and I don’t get a good night’s sleep at any time. 

Q. Now, with reference to the explosions? 

A. I heard one. 

@. What explosion did yon hear? 

A. The one which has been referred to, where the bricks were 
blown out of the wall. 

@. Did you see the bricks blown out of the wall? 

A. No,*sir. 

Q. What effect did the explosion have on the house? 

A.J didn’t seem to mind it. 

@. Was that the explosion of April 30? 

A. J think so—I didn’t pay particular attention to the date. 
This noise bothers me more than anything. I can get along with 
anything but that; but that troubles me. 

Q. Everything was entirely satisfactory before April? 

A. I think so. 

Q. Well, were you troubled to the extent that you have been 
since? 

A. No, sir. 

On motion of Alderman Leary it was voted that the hearing 
close at 10 o’clock, to be continued on Friday evening next at 7 
o’clock. 


Testimony of Mr. Wit1t1amM J. CLARK. 


Mr. Clark was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and 
testified as follows : — 
Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 
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William J. Clark. 

Where do you live, Mr. Clark? 

209 Endicott street. 

Own real estate there? 

Yes, sir. 

What have you to say in regard to the offensive odors arising 
from the works of the Bay State ‘Gas Company ? 

A. Well, I have nothing to say against the gas-works, but this 
is what bothers me most: I have two small children, and they have 
no mother. She died very suddenly, and these children are in the 
room with me, and seyeral times during the night this noise wakes 
them up and, of course, I awake. I work from 14 to 15 hours a 
day, and after I go to sleep they wake me up. So I would like the 
noise stopped. 

@. Can you sleep during the night? 

A. I can sleep well enough until the children wake me. 

@. Are you able to get asleep by reason of the noise? 

A. It takes a long while to get asleep; but I can, sir. 

Q. This noise, then, has some effect upon your health? 

A. Well, it has an effect upon my children, so that they can’t 
sleep nights. 

@. How long have you been affected by the noise? 

Since about the latter part of April, sir. 

How far are you away from the works? 

Well, I should judge about one hundred and fifty feet. 
That is, in a straight line? 

Yes, sir; an air line. 

(By Mr. Cronan.) How far are you from the new plant, 
eiere this machinery is located? 

A. Well, I should judge I was probably four hundred or five 
hundred feet, if nothing more. 

Q. Now, then, do you complain of the other matters ? 

ae Well, I am not at home at all during the day, sir. 

(By Alderman Leary.) How far away can this noise be 
~~ ? 

A, Well, if the wind is right you can hear it to the Eastern 
Railroad, sure. 

Q). How far away is that? 

A. From the Eastern Railroad to my house I should think is 
a thousand yards, Mr. Chairman? 

The CuatrMAN. A thousand feet, sure. 

Q@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Can you hear distinctly that distance? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Testimony of Mr. Joun J. ROBINSON. 


Mr. Robinson was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, 
and testified as follows : — 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) What is your whole name? 

A. John J. Robinson. 

@. Where do you live? 

A. 50 Snowhill street. 
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Q@. What have you to say with reference to offensive odors 
arising from the works? 

A. They are obnoxious and oppressive in effect, as 1 have 
found in my room at the back part of the house No. 50 Snowhill 
street. The house is situated, I should think, 75 feet from this 
building in which are these machines. No later than night before 
last I went up to my room about half-past nine, and the air of the 
room was fetid and suffocating, and I called the attention of my 
brother to it 

@. Do you know any reason why the atmosphere of that room 
should be charged with it that night, any more than any other 
night ? 

A. I suppose it depends on the condition of the air; but Ihave 
found when the air has been perfectly clear that there was still 
that smell. 

@. What immediate effect does it have upon you? 

ALA depressing effect, causing a headache, and I have been 
troubled with a sore throat, and I cannot blame anything else for it. 

@. Did you have any sore throats prior to April? 

A. Well, I did a year before that, but I have had a sore throat 
for the last few days that I blame to the naphtha, oil, and gas, and 
the smell arising from it. I wake up in the morning and feel worse 
than when I went to bed the night before. 

@). Are you able to detect the smell of naphtha in the odors 
which arise? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, do you notice that the odors are more offensive at one 
time than another? 

A. Yes, sir, they are. At the time my sister had reference to, 
that evening when we were going down to try to find out the cause 
of this smell, I think it must have been a time when they were 
preparing these substances to operate on with these machines, in 
connection with manufacturing water-gas, because that smell at 
that time exactly corresponded to what it is now, only it was a 
great deal heavier that night. The house was filled with it, and 
the rest of the neighborhood, I presume, was the same way. 

Q. Then, as I understand you, you state that these offensive 
odors are offensive during the whole time that the works are in 
operation ? 

A. Well, at times they are more and at times less. I don’t say 
I notice them all the time, but I sleep right in the back of the 
house, and I get the full effect night after night. It is right ina 
direct line from the works. I overlook the works. I should judge 
the house was fifteen feet higher than the top of the smoke-stack. 

(). With reference to the dust, smoke, and steam, what have 
you to say on that point? 

A. I get the benefit of that, too, in my room. There is a 
screen to keep out the insects, and you can at times notice that it 
is floating up against the screen. When I pick up my shirt in the 
morning T find dust over the bosom of it. 

Q. Now, have you noticed whether the particles which adhere 
are oily substances ? 
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A. Yes, sir; you take your finger and run it on one of these 
particles and it will make a streak right along. There are some 
parts of it which, if you run your finger along it, will cause 
a black streak, and you have got to wash it off. 

Q. What effect does it have on the interior of the houses ? 

A. Makes them dusty, makes them look as though the furniture 
wasn’t taken care of, and the dust will settle down on the window- 
sills half a dozen times a day. My sister will take a cloth and rub 
the dust off around the windows and the mantle, and it will collect 
four or five time a day. If you wash your clothes to-day, they 
will need it just as much to-morrow and the day after. 

@. I would ask you in regard to the noise? 

A. It is simply intolerable. In fact, if the gas company’s works 
were situated on Commonwealth avenue, they wouldn’t tolerate 
them there twenty-four hours, but they would have to be moved 
away. I notice that noise night after night, and it is almost 
impossible to sleep. 

@. Do you think that the volume increases about eleven o’clock ? 

A. Yes, sir, and in the past week, or two weeks, the noise from 
the engines has been worse than before. It seems to me they are 
making up for lost time. I know that the committee were investi- 
gating the gas-house the other night, and 1 shouldn’t judge the 
Joudest noise that they put on was more than two-thirds of what 
they usually put on. They could put it on stronger even than 
that, if they wanted to. 

@. Now, then, do you have this noise so severe, and in such 
great volume, night after night? 

A. Yes, sir; night after night continually, and from 11 o’clock 
until 6 o’clock in the morning. I will sometimes wake up at 2 
o'clock, and, in fact, have to force myself to sleep, if I am fortu- 
nate enough to get to sleep. 

@. Has this affected your general health? 

A. Yes, sir; I will wake up in the morning and feel not near 
as well as when I went to bed. 

(). Has this been since April? 

A. Since the change, the 15th of April. That is about the time 
they commenced experimenting. 

@. Now, in reference to the combustible and inflammable ma- 
terials at the works of the company. 

I have seen that naphtha escaping on Commercial street, and 
I knew it was naphtha, because I have handled benzine, and 
benzine is refined naphtha. I have handled that, and I knew 
right away, when I smelled it, what it was. 

(). From what point on Commercial street was it Soasine 

A. From the tank that it is kept in. I was walking along there, 
and I wondered what this black stuff was that was leaking out 
there. 

(. Was it very near the tank that it was leaking ? 

A. I saw it on the ground; it must have leaked from the side 
of the tank. 

@. Was any pipe connected with the tank? 

A. No, sir. I knew it was naphtha. 
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Whether you know about any explosions ? 

I know of the one where the wall was thrown out. 

On April 30° 

Yes, sir. 

Did you see bricks thrown out? 

I didn’t see them—there was too much secrecy. They 
won’t even let the workmen at the gas-house come near the ma- 
chinery where they are manufacturing it. 

@. What effect did this explosion have upon your house? 

A. Well, I heard it. I was sitting at my window at the time. 
That explosion was more dangerous in effect than a number of 
people knew, because there were a couple of men injured. 

@. Were they on the works, or about the works? 

A. Icouldn’t state that exactiy—Idon’t know. They were 
men who worked in the gas-house. 

@. Were the injuries serious, so far as you have been able to 
learn? 

A. Well, as far as I have been able to learn, one man was laid 
up afterwards. 

@. In your opinion, will the fact that this naphtha is used on the 
premises, together with these explosions, and the risk of fire, indi- 
cate serious consequences that are liable to happen at any time? 

A. Well, it will only be a question of time when there will be 
an explosion that will do a great deal more injury than that. 
Besides, there is a law applying to this keeping of naphtha on 
premises in the way that this is kept. 

@. In what respect? 

A. Naphtha, I believe, is obliged to be confined in a tank sur- 
rounded by mortar for so many feet, and that tank, or building 
that it is confined in, is supposed to be higher than any building 
in the surrounding neighborhood. ‘That tank is not higher than 
any building in the surrounding neighborhood, because the build- 
ing we are in is ten or fifteen feet higher, being on higher ground. 

Q. It would appear, then, by reason of the fact that naphtha is 
now upon the premises of the company, and by reason of the ex- 
plosions that have occurred, that danger is liable to happen? 

A. Yes, sir; because I have known personally of accidents that 
have occurred from naphtha being used on furniture. There was 
a light within ten feet of it at the time, and that caused an explo- 
sion, and caused the burning of a large amount of property. If 
naphtha is dangerous in one case, it is dangerous in every case. 

Q. Is the fact that naphtha is kept on the Commercial street 
wharf a. matter of general knowledge in that neighborhood? 

A. Yes, sir; you can see the tanks exposed to the public view. 

@. (By Alderman Leary.) You don’t claim to have personal 
knowledge of the fact that men have been injured there? 

A. Yes, sir; I know of one man on Charter steet, who worked 
there who was injured. 

@. To your personal knowledge? 

A. I know the house the man lives in there, and I know he was 
carried in there from the gas-works. I saw him carried. 

The hearing was adjourned, at 10.02 P.M., to meet on Friday 
next at 7 P.M. 
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SECOND HEARING. 


Fripay, June 20, 1890. 


The committee met in the Common Council Chamber at 7 P.M. 
Present: Aldermen McLaughlin (Chairman), Folsom, and Leary ; 
Councilmen Brown, Irving, and Dixon. Absent: Councilmen 
Ratshesky and Hutchinson. 

_ J. F. Cronan, Esq., appeared for the petitioners; C. P. Green- 
ough, Esq., appeared for the respondents. 

The Clerk read the call under which the meeting was held, as 
follows : —

JOHN A. McLAUGHLIN, Chairman of Committee. 


The CuHarrman. — Mr. Cronan, do you desire at this time to 
continue your witnesses? 
Mr. Cronan. I do; yes, sir. 


Testimony of Mr. THomas Rarrerry. 


Mr. Rafferty was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and 
testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination. 


Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) What is your whole name, Mr. 
Rafferty ? 


A. Thomas Rafferty. 

(). Where do you live? 

A. Somerville. 

(. Do you own real estate in Boston? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Where? 

A. 51 Hull and 49 Hull, and 26 Snow-hill. 

@. How long have you owned real estate there ? 

A. Twenty-two years since I bought the first, and the last 
10 or 11 years, I should think. 

@. Are you familiar with the location of the Boston gas plant 


bounded by Snow-hill, Prince, Endicott, and Commercial streets ? 
Ae OS Sit 5. lived there some 7 or 8 years. 
Q. Have you visited the locality of the works since April last ? 
A. I was in the yard once when there was an explosion there, 
when they were getting the things out of the way; but I was not 
allowed to go in very far. 
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Q. Have you visited the neighborhood of the works many times 
since April last? 

A. No, sir; not more than when I went there after rents. 

Q. State to the committee what you know about the noisome and 
offensive odors arising from the works of the Gas Company ? 

A. Well, there has been considerable odor there for some time. 
Take it last summer,—one of my tenants gathered,up a handful of 
dust there, and I have got it now. It is in my lawyer's 
office ; but I did not think to bring it here to-night. I think 
it was last August. It was so offensive that you couldn’t 
scarcely bear it. It was naphtha, I should think, or something of 
that kind. They found a good deal of fault about the odor at that 
time, and I took my lawyer there one Sunday to investigate it in 
the afternoon, but they weren’t working that day, — weren’t doing 
anything ; and they didn’t seem to have any trouble there for some 
little time afterwards, — until the last four or five months. 

@. Coming down to the period of within four or five months, 
what observations have you made as to the offensive odors arising 
from the works? 


A. J haven’t made but very little; but my tenants have. 

@. What have you, yourself? 

A. I haven’t made any that I know of. 

@. Do you know anything about the odors? 

A. No, sir; very little ; except from going there after rents. 

@. Have you, while collecting your rent, observed the odors 
arising from these works? & 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. State to the committee what they were in character, so far 
as you know? 

A. They were very offensive, and there was smoke and filth. 

@. I want you to confine your attention now solely to the odors. 
Describe the effect which they had upon you? 

A. Well, Iam incapable of doing that. Of course, I haven’t 
been there long enough for them to have an effect on me. I simply 
run up there — probably I wouldn’t be there ten minutes — and I 
couldn’t very well describe it. Of course they were very offensive. 

@. Well, to what do you compare these odors, so that this com- 
mittee may understand — whether or not they may be properly 
ascribed to the manufacture of gas in these works? 

A. Well, it smells a good deal to me as though it was naptha, 
or something of that kind. 

@. When have you been in the habit of collecting your rents, 
day or night? 

A. On the first of the month, generally, up to about noontime. 
_ @. Have you lost any tenants by reason of the odors arising 
from these works? 

A. Yes, sir; I have had a tenant who has hired one of the houses 
for nine years — he has hired two of them for nine years — and he 
has given one of them up the first of last month because he wasn’t 
able to obtain tenants to live in it. Therefore the house is lying 
idle. 

@. And the houses are habitable and tenantable ? 
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A. Yes, sir; I call them so. I have always kept them in good 
condition. 

@. Was the complaint made solely with reference to the odors? 

A. Yes, sir; entirely on account of the odors —nothing else 
that I know of. I have had one house for 22 years and another 
some 10 years, and there has never been at any time, even during 
the panic, any difficulty in having tenants; but now I cannot 
have tenants. 

(. What house is now unoccupied ? 

A. 49 Hull street, corner of Snow-hill and Hull. 

@. For how long a period of time has that house been vacated ? 

A. Well it was given up to me the first of last month, and I 
should judge there haven’t been any tenants in the upper part of 
it for four or five weeks—I couldn’t designate exactly the time. 
This man has hired the two houses by the month and paid me 
monthly for them, and of course I don’t expect that he will hold 
them any longer. 

@. Any of your other houses vacated by reason of the odors ? 

A. Well, the other one is around on Snow-hillstreet, and is a 
little wooden house. That is not vacated. 

@. Now with reference to the dust, smoke, and steam arising 
from the works. What have you to say upon that point? 

A. Well, I should say it was very offensive — that I shouldn’t 
live there or think of living there. 

(. Have you been able at any time to observe the dust, smoke, 
or steam upon the furniture, or its effect upon the interior of the 
house ? 

A. Yes, sir; you cannot open the windows on account of the 
odors and smell. The last time I went for the rent, they were all 
panic stricken at that time. They seemed to have some trouble in 
the works, and the steam came out so that they couldn’t see each 
other across the street, and couldn’t see ten feet ahead. 

@. What time was that in the day? 

A. It was in the morning. 

Q. Of what day? 

A. I think it was a week ago last Saturday. I wouldn’t be 
positive about it, but I think it was. 

Q@. Well, now, have you seen any particles from this dust, 
smoke, and steam ? 

A. Yes, sir; I have got a box of it, as I told you, displayed in 
Mr. Farrell’s office, and it has been lying there ever since last 
August. IJ was in there a week or two ago, and I opened it. It 
is in a three pint or quart box, and it holds the odor just as strong 
as it did the day it was putin. It was gathered in the street and 
my tenant gave it to me and came down to me and asked me what 
I thought of living in the house when there was that kind of dust 
around there? 

@. Never mind what he asked you—that is not competent. 
State what you know about the noise from machinery ? 

A. IJ never heard it but once. 

(). When was that? 

A. The last time I was up there — I think a week ago last Sat- 
urday. 
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Q. State what you know about it— the volume. 

A. Jt was pumping at a terrible rate — I thought it was wind- 
mill. I don’t know what you could compare it to, I don’t know 
whether it is a pump or what it is. 

Q. To what you would compare it in degree, other than what 
you have stated ? 

A. I think it would go as quick as a steam engine — it was like 
perpetual motion. 

Q. Not what it was like, but the degree and body of the sound, 
the volume of the sound — that is what I want to get at? 

A. It was something you might hear probably three quarters of 
a mile, if the wind was in that direction, and very easily for 
quarter of mile. You could hear it down at my store on Black- 
stone street. 

Have you heard it? 

Yes, sir. 

When? 

I think I heard it less than a week ago. 

By day or night? 

In the daytime; I am not there in the night. 

. What do you know of anything concerning inflammable or 
combustible material in these works? 

A. Well, I know nothing of it, only what I have heard. I am 
not there, and I don’t know anything about it, only what I have 
heard. 

Q. Have there been any complaints to you from your tenants 
with reference to the noise? 

HAs) C85 Sr. 

@. How recently? 

A.* Well, within a day or two days. 

Q. Anybody sick in the house, so faras your knowledge goes, 
from any of these causes? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. Do you know anything personally concerning the explosion 
which has taken place recently upon the works? 

A. I went up there on some errand — I don’t know whether to 
get rent or not — after an explosion, and I went down into the 
yard. They said there was one that blew the wall out, and I went 
in and saw one of the workmen, and of course he didn’t want to 
allow me to have an examination, but said— 

Q. Never mind what he said, — describe what you saw. 

A. I wasn’t there when the explosion took place. 

Q. What you saw with reference to the wall, after the ex- 
plosion. 

A. I saw where the brick had been blown out from the wall. 

@. What space was covered or affected? 

A. Ishould think three or four square feet, — something like 
that. I couldn’t examine it, because I was not allowed to very 
closely. 

Q. Do you know anything about the other explosion which has 
taken place? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. I believe you havyen’t stated your business ; what is it? 


© 
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A. Plumbing. 

(. Have you been engaged to any extent in the purchase and 
sale of real estate? 

A. No, sir; not very largely. Lown some in Somerville. I 
own three houses in Somerville, besides what I own here; that is 


all. 


(). Are you familiar with the value of real estate in the vicinity 
of these works ? 

A. Yes, sir; toa certain extent. I know pretty near what it 
should be worth. 

@. Have you bought or sold at any. time any other pieces of 
real estate in this neighborhood ? 

A. No, sir; not in this vicinity. 

@. In any other vicinities within the city of Boston? 

A. No, sir; but in Somerville I have. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) How long have you been in business 
on Blackstone street ? 

A. Ihave been in business on Blackstone street and Union 
street for a good many years. J have been in the plumbing busi- 
ness thirty-two years on Blackstone street. 

@. (By Mr. Brown.) Mr. Rafferty, was’ the cause your 
tenant gave for leaving, the offensive odors? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How long was he in the house? 

A. He has had the house for over nine years. 

@. He had lived there nine years previous, you mean? 

A. Yes, sir; he has lived in that house or the next one. He 
hired that house of me nine years ago, and then he hired the next 
house, and moved into it, I should think, four or five years ago, 
and occupied or hired both. He has hired the house I refer to for 
nine years, and has lived in it, I should think, either five or six 
years. 


THe COMMITTEE’S POSITION. 


Mr. GreEnoucnu. —I should like to ask, Mr. Chairman, whether 
the witnesses are sworn? 

The Cuarrman. — The committee last Friday night concluded 
not to swear the witnesses, thinking that it was hardly necessary. 

Mr. Greenoucu. — As far as the hearing last week was con- 
cerned, the Boston Gas Company had no notice, and consequently 
Iwas not here. Mr. Addicks, I believe, came in, having ac- 
cidently heard of the hearing. ‘There was a notice published in 
the paper, I understand, — it was shown me afterwards, — but it 
was dated on the 7th, and the order for a public notice was not 
passed until the 9th. I should like very respectfully to ask the 
committee for what purpose, or under what power the hearing is 
held? I see by the printed testimony, that my Brother Cronan 
states that the hearing is under the provision in the charter of the 
Boston Gas Light Company, which gives authority to the Board of 
Aldermen to control the manufacture of gas; but it is no authority 
for a joint Committee of the Aldermen and Council to do so. 
That matter is also settled by the Public Statutes which pro- 
vides that the Board of Aldermen shall have power to regulate, 
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restrict, and control the manufacture of gas in the city; but the 
Public Statutes is no authority to a joint committee. So far as 
the question of a nuisance, the new ordinances provide that the 
Board of Health shall have all the power possessed by the City 
Council to investigate the question of nuisances. As far as this 
particular hearing is concerned, of course, if it is a matter 
which is going to establish the fact of a nuisance or to effect the 
interests of the Boston Gas Light Company in any way, I 
should ask to have the witnesses sworn, and should ask to 
have permission to cross-examine them, as we received no 
notice of the meeting last week. If it is a mere matter 
for the committee to report to the Council, or to the Aldermen, 
which will have no authority as a finding of fact with regard 
to its being a nuisance, we are entirely willing to assist the 
committee in any way in which we can to get at the facts. In reading 
over this evidence, I find there are some facts which are true, some 
which are very much exaggerated, and some which are not true at 
all. As far as we are concerned, we should be very glad to assist 
the committee in the examination of the facts, and in an endeavor 
to modify or improve anything about our, works which may cause 
annoyance to the people in the vicinity. But, as I say, if it isa 
proceeding on either of the grounds given by my Brother Cronan, 
we shall ask to have the witnesses sworn and have the hearing 
proceed in the regular way. 

The Cuarrman. — The committee have heard the statement 
made by Mr. Greenough. I would state that the committee is 
acting under an order that was passed by the City Council in both 
branches. 

‘¢That a joint special committee consisting of five members 
of the City Council, with such as the Board of Aldermen may 
join, be appointed to investigate the methods employed in the 
manufacture of water-gas, and to report whether or not, in their 
opinion, the manufacture of the same is in the nature of a nuisance 
to the residents of Boston; also to investigate the cause of the 
recent explosion at the gas-house in Ward 6, and to report 
whether or not the same were caused in the manufacture of water- 
gas.” , 

That order was passed by the City Council, and of course this 
committee was created under it. 

The Cuarrman. — As far as I can see, the committee have been 
acting in harmony with the order. 

Mr. Greenoucu. — I noticed in the discussion of the Board of 
Aldermen, on May 5th, when this matter came up, that yourself, 
Mr. Chairman, Alderman Folsom, and Alderman Leary, all dis- 
claimed that the committee had any power to examine into the 
matter of the manufacture of water-gas. It is not that we wish to 
avoid this examination, because we are perfectly willing to meet 
it; only, as I say, if it is a matter which is going to affect us 
legally, under either of those suggestions made by Brother Cronan, 
it ought to be conducted in some different manner, that is, the 
witnesses should be sworn and there should be a cross-examina- 
tion. As far as the explosion is concerned, that had nothing 
whatever to do with the manufacture of water-gas. It was under 
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the old coal-gas system, and, as far as that is concerned, of course 
we shall be very glad to give any information we have with regard 
to the matter. I presume it injured the works to the extent of 
about ten dollars, and it didn’t injure any persons at all. It was 
a very trifling matter, and a matter which might occur quite often 
in any cases where regenerative furnaces are used. 

Mr. Cronan. —I shall object to your going into any statement 
of facts at this time, because we shall have some evidence to pro- 
duce in regard to these matters, and in connection with such state- 
ment of facts as you have made. I object to your going into any 
general statement as to evidence at this time. I have no objection 
to your offering what you have previously done, but as to arguing 
the evidence I shall object. 

Mr. GreenoueH. —I am not arguing the evidence, but was only 
trying to assist the committee. I cannot see that the committee 
can take any action whatever, such as is covered by this investiga- 
tion. There is nothing whatever for them todo. The only ques- 
tion under consideration is in relation to the methods employed in 
the manufacture of water-gas, and if, under the ordinances, the 
methods as at present employed are to be regarded as a nuisance, 
that matter has to be referred to the Board of Health. If itis a 
matter under the charter or under the public statutes, then it is 
wholly within the power of the Board of Aldermen, and is a mat- 
ter in which the Common Council has no authority whatever. I 
simply ask the position of the committee in the matter, in order to 
clear the air a little, and to see where we are. 

Mr. Cronan. — Mr. Chairmen and gentlemen, I think it is 
proper that, as representing these petitioners, I should have the 
committee understand exactly where we are, and have the matter 
stated so that the counsel representing the Bay State Gas Company 
may also understand. 

Mr. GreenoucH.— The Boston Gas Light Company, if you 
please — those are the Boston Gas Light Company’s works, you 
know. 

Mr. Cronan. — Well, if they are the Boston Gas Light Com- 
pany’s, you represent them. You represent the Gas Company, 
I understand, whatever it may be. Now, the position asserted by 
Brother Greenough I do not consider tenable, for this reason: 
the order has been referred, which has passed the City Govern- 
ment and under which you have authority to consider the question 
as to whether a public nuisance is created by the Boston Gas 
Light Company in the manufacture of gas at the North End. 
Now, in my opening statement, to cover any possible objection 
which could be raised as to the method of your procedure, I recur 
to the authority reserved in the Board of Aldermen — the Mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen — with reference to the Boston Gas 
Light Company and the manufacture of gas by it in this city. I 
will now read that portion of Section 3, which will state to some ex- 
tent, the reason for that reference at the last meeting. After re- 
ferring to what the corporation may do, by authority of the city, 
it goes on as follows : — 

‘¢ Provided that the said Mayor and Aldermen for the time 
being shall at all times have the power to regulate, restrict, and 
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control the acts and doings of said corporation which may in any 
manner affect the health, safety, or convenience of the inhabitants 
of said city.” 

Therefore, in the language of the order, you are to investigate 
as to whether or not the manufacture of water-gas creates a public 
nuisance ; such as, in every respect, is covered by the language of 
this section, namely, whether it affects the health, safety, or con- 
venience of the inhabitants; and, therefore, you have the right to 
consider the question of the noise, dust, smoke, and steam, and 
the odors, as well as any cause which creates an explosion, which 
may tend to affect the health, safety, or convenience of the inhab- 
itants. And, as bearing upon that question, we shall be prepared 
to prove that these explosions created in the public mind a feeling 
of uneasiness; and to that extent that they are clearly brought 
within the provisions of that section. 

So that, with reference to this investigation, the Board of A1- 
dermen clearly has the right, under the power reserved in the in- 
corporation of the Boston Gas Light Company, to order and carry 
on this investigation. Now, as to a joint committee. There is 
reserved in the Board of Aldermen and the Common Council the 
specific right, under the statute, to order your subordinates, the 
Board of Health, to take action with reference to a public nui- 
sance. Irrespective of the question that this is a joint committee, 
each branch may receive a report from the committee, and act so 
far as the evidence would justify its doing, either under this act 
or under the general authority of the City Ordinances and the 
Public Statutes with reference to powers vested in the City Coun- 
cil, to direct the Board of Health to take measures in regard to 
matters affecting the public safety. 

Now, we, of course, make no objection to having our witnesses 
sworn. In fact, that question was raised at the last hearing, and 
the committee decided that they could go on without having the 
witness sworn. I understand that that matter is wholly within the 
province of the committee, and the committee having once 
decided it, unless the matter be reopened and a vote had, the hear- 
ing must go on as ordered. But, so far as our position here is 
concerned, we are perfectly satisfied to have our witnesses sworn, 
because we do affect the status of the Boston Gas Light Company 
from a legal standpoint, both affecting their right to proceed, and 
affecting the charter pnder which they act. 

Mr. GrEENovGH. — You don’t claim, Brother Cronan, that two 
separate powers given to two different parts of the City Govern- 
ment can be carried into effect by a portion of each of them sitting 
together ? 

Mr. Cronan. —I contend that the Board of Aldermen — the full 
Board or the majority thereof, and I won’t dispute or argue that 
question — had the right to regulate the business of the Boston 
Gas Light Company, within the provisions of the incorporation of 
that company, if it is shown that it is carrying on a nuisance. 

Mr. GreEnoucH. — After a hearing before the full Board of 
Aldermen. | 

Mr. Cronan. —I don’t go to that extent. 

Mr. Greenouen. — And public notice. 
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Mr. Cronan.— What they may do in full board, they may do 
by the committee appointed ; and having sufficient authority given 
to them, the only question for them to consider being as to whether 
or not the matter they are investigating affects the health, safety, 
or convenience of the inhabitants. What the Board of Aldermen 
have a right to do, they may do by committee, so far as the neces- 
sary evidence is concerned upon which they may subsequently de- 
sire to act. 

Mr. Greenoven. — Well, I should certainly take issue with you 
on that point, Brother Cronan. A special proviso in a charter 
must be interpreted with the greatest care, and it has been ex- 
pressly provided that the mayor and aldermen means the alder- 
men. It doesn’t mean a portion of the aldermen or a committee 
of the aldermen. It doesn’t mean a committee of the aldermen 
joined with a committee of the Common Council. It means the 
full Board of Aldermen, and a hearing of this kind, under such 
proceedings as the courts have held to be proper, must be a public 
hearing before the full board, with due notice, and the matters 
must be set forth in due form by witnesses under oath. Now, it is 
impossible that that power can be joined with another power, espe- 
cially when the second power has been, by these new ordinances, 
entirely put into the hands of the Board of Health. 

Mr. Cronan. —I do not claim, Mr. Chairman, that this com- 
mittee has the power, under this provision of the statutes to act 5 
but it is taking evidence for the whole Board, the whole Board 
having power to act. If, upon the evidence being submitted to 
them, it is desired that the parties be given an opportunity to ap- 
pear before the full Board, that lies within the province of the 
Board. They can act upon the evidence submitted to them, or - 
they can do as they choose. It is within their discretion. The 
present hearing has been publicly advertised, under an order 
properly passed, and I submit that we are properly before the com- 
mittee, and properly before the City Council. As to the question 
of the witnesses being sworn, we make no objection, if the com- 
mittee desire to reopen that question, and to have the witnesses 
sworn. 

The Cuairman. — The Chair would state at this time that he 
considers that the committee, as far as they have gone, have pro- 
ceeded all right under this order ; and while, as a committee of the 
city government, we may not have the power to order the Gas Com- 
pany to desist, yet areport of this committee, after investigating 
the facts, to the city government, would be of some weight either 
one way or the other, and then, if it became a matter under the 
statutes for the Mayor and Board of Aldermen alone to decide, 
this report would, perhaps, tend to bring the matter more clearly 
before them. 

Mr. Greenoucn. — The matter would have to be entirely re- 
heard by the Board of Aldermen. _ 

The CuHatrman. — If they decided so. 

Mr. Greenovuen. — Well, legally. 

The Coarrman. — Well, we won’t argue that point. 

Mr. GreenoucH. — No, it isn’t open to argument. 

The Cuarrman. —I don’t think, at the same time, that the Board 
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of Aldermen alone, after a report under this order, could go on 
and act under this order; but they could act on an order that would 
be presented in the Board of Aldermen. I must certainly take 
my own construction of the statutes in relation to the Mayor and 
the Board of Aldermen. I think that would mean, in my view, a 
majority of the Board, because, in your view of it, in the event of 
the Mayor or a member of the Board being sick, the hearing could 
never come off. 

Mr. GreenoucH. — No; that isn’t true. It would be a hearing 
before the full Board as a full Board. 

The CuarrmMan. — That would be a majority or quorum. 

Mr. GrrenoucH. — One might be sick or not, — it wouldn't 
make any difference. 

The Cuarrman. — That would mean a quorum. 

Mr. GREENOUGH. — Yes, sir. 

The Cuarrman. — What is the sense of the committee ? 

Mr. Fotsom.—I move you, Mr. Chairman, that the witnesses 
be put under oath. 

Mr. Cronan. — Upon that question I want to know what is to 
be the status of the evidence already presented ? 

Mr. GrREENOuGH. — I would also like to call your attention, Mr. 
Chairman, to this recent ordinance, which I suppose is fresh in 
your mind, which reads in this way: ‘* The Health Department 
shall be under the charge of the Board of Health, consisting of 
three Commissioners, who shall have and exercise all the powers of 
the City Council and of the Board of Aldermen relating to the pub- 
lic health.” It seems to me that this hearing is a certain waste of 
time, because, in reality, this same matter will have to be heard 
over again before the Board of Health, and perhaps before the 
Board of Aldermen, before any action can be taken upon it. The 
Board of Health has power to act with summary justice, after a 
hearing with regard to both of these matters, that is, with regard 
to the control of the Gas Company and in regard to matters which 
effect the health and convenience of the inhabitants. 

The CuarrmMan. — Well, it strikes me that the City Coun- 
cil, in framing an ordinance of this kind, are the creators of the 
ordinances. 

Mr. GREENOUGH. — They are not the interpreters of them. 

The CHarrman. — They create them, and they can break what 
they make. 

Mr. GreENouGH. — They can, but they haven’t. 

The Cuarrman. — But what I want to get at is this—if the 
committee of the city government investigates this thing thor- 
oughly, and reports to the Board of Health their finding, it must 
be of some weight with the Board of Health, because, although 
the Board of Health is the official body having charge of matters 
of exactly this kind, the testimony or evidence that we will pro- 
duce one way or the other before them must be of sufficient im- 
portance for them to take some notice of it, and they will cer- 
tainly take notice of any matters which are brought to their 
attention by the city government. 

Mr. GreEnoucu. — They are obliged to take notice of it if you 
simply refer it to them. My position is simply that I desire to 
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save the time which would be consumed by going over the same 
ground twice. 

The Cuarrman. — But you don’t understand me, Mr. Green- 
ough; if the committee reported to the Board of Health the printed 
evidence and their finding, the Board would be more likely to in- 
terest themselves to a greater extent, because they would then 
have the finding of a body which has practically created them or 
established their position under the ordinances — established their 
power. 

Mr. GreenouGu. —— They are bound to give the same attention 
to the matter in either event. 

Mr. Cronan. —— Mr. Chairman, irrespective of what the new 
ordinance may be, the City Council has no power to qualify the 
authority given under this act. That is something for the Legis- 
lature to do, as it is a matter affecting the incorporating of the 
company. ‘That power still stands, and that will probably be one 
of the things on which we shall rest our case. So that, whatever 
question may arise, we rest all our rights under it and are perfectly 
willing to take-our chances. So far as the hearing before this 
committee, under the order, is concerned, we are perfectly willing 
to go on and take our chances of being properly heard by the 
committee, so long as a public hearing has been ordered in the 
matter. 

The CuarrMan. — The committee has decided to proceed, and 
that the witnesses be sworn. 

Alderman Leary. — In relation to the witnesses that appeared 
at the last hearing, I believe Mr. Cronan then claimed for the 
petitioners, that he would hold his witnesses in readiness, in case 
the counsel for the other side saw fit to cross-examine them. So, 
if they are to be recalled by the Gas Company it would be just as 
well then that they be put on oath. I made the motion at the last 
meeting that we proceed without putting witnesses under oath, 
because I assumed, whether I had a right to or not, that we would 
obtain just as much truth from them without it. I believe we 
would get about as much truth by having the witnesses proceed in 
their own manner, without being sworn, and I am inclined now to 
be of the opinion that the idea that I entertained at that time was 
fulfilled. 

Mr. Cronan. — I would state that the reservation of witnesses 
was for the purpose of giving the Gas Company’s representative 
an opportunity to cross-examine. It was not that they might be 
re-called and sworn, because I expressly stated that the witnesses 
were here and ready to be sworn, if it was the pleasure of the 
committee. The committee having decided that they be not 
sworn, I reserve all the rights to which we are entitled by their 
testimony, as if they were sworn. 

Alderman Leary. —The fact was that the Gas Company was 
not represented at the last meeting, and if we are to proceed, and 
they consider that it is unfair for witnesses to go on without being 
sworn, I believe that the witnesses should be sworn. But I don’t 
believe it would be unfair to the Gas Company, any more than to 
the petitioners, not to have them sworn. I honestly believe that 
the witnesses were honest in the statements they made. 
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Mr. Cronan. — I am perfectly willing to waive any question on 
that point, and have any witnesses who are present this evening, 
who testified at the last meeting, sworn. Of course, if there are 
any who are not present, I cannot, in that case, comply with the 
wish of counsel, but I am perfectly willing to have the witnesses 
who testified at the last meeting put on again and sworn, together 
with the other witnesses who may appear, and then if the counsel 
desires to cross-examine them, he may do so. But I ask that the 
evidence which has already been taken may stand. 

On motion of Alderman Folsom, it was voted to proceed, and 
that the witnesses who had appeared, and who would subsequently 
appear, be put under oath. 

The following witnesses who testified at the last hearing were 
recalled : Mr. James O’Dowd, Mr. Cornelius Herlihy, Mr. 
Patrick J. Riordon, Mr. Daniel McLaughlin, Mr. James Hagan, 
Mrs. Mary Shannon, Miss Rose Hagan, Miss Evangeline M. 
Robinson, Mrs. Mary A. McLaughlin, Mr. William J. Clark, and 
Mr. John J. Robinson. 

(Mr. Neal H. Toland, Mr. Peter P. Porter, and Mr. Dennis 
O’Connell, being absent.)

Mr. James O’Dowd was re-called, and, having been previously 
duly sworn, testified as follows : —

@. (By Mr. Greenouenu.) You live at 207 Endicott street, Mr. 
O'Dowd. 

ayes, sit. 

(). How long have you lived there? 

A. [have lived on Endicott street in that vicinity, within a 
pistol shot, for 42 years, with the exception, possibly, if it were 
all told, of 6 or 8 months. 

(. Where are you, during the daytimes? 

A. Iam at my business, generally, sir, when I am not at home 
at my meals. 

@. At that number on Endicott street? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(J. Your place of business is where you live? 

A. No, sir; Iam a fruit dealer. I have been on Union street 
and Faneuil Hall square. 

(). I misunderstood you; then you are at your place of busi- 
ness on Union street during the day and go home at night? 

A. I used to be. I have been for over 3 years in the post- 
office as watchman, until the last change of administration. 

(). What were your hours at the post-office ? 

A. I went on at 4 o’clock and was supposed to stop at 12. 

@. Four in the afternoon? 
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A. Yes; I was there 8 hours. 

Q. Now, if you have been there or in that vicinity for 42 
years, for how many of those years have you noticed smoke and 
smell from the gas-works ? 

A. Oh, there has been always less or more smoke and smell ; 
that I didn’t mind, and I never saw any reason for complaint until 
within the last few months, as far as I was concerned. 

Q. How is the amount of smoke, — how has the amount of 
smoke compared with the amount of smoke during the last 2 or 3 
months ? 

A. Well, I have been on Prince street and have found the 
smoke coming over the wall, and a gassy smell that was suffocating 
within the last few months. 

@. Where —on Prince street? . 

A. On Prince street, and in my own house, in my own room 
where I sleep, when the windows were down. 

Q. You know the location and arrangement of the works? 

A. I do, sir. 

Q. On Prince street is where they drown the coke, is it not? 

A. J don’t know what they do there ; I presume so, however. 

Q. Well, you have noticed more or less smoke coming over into 
Prince street at that part of the works for a great many years, 
have you not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Has it been more or less lately ? 

A. There has been a stifling stench, lately, that I never knew 
before. 

(@. Iam asking about the smoke. 

A. I am talking of the stench. 

Q. We will come to that afterwards; I ask you about the 
smoke first. 

A. Well, the smoke does not seem to annoy me so much as the 
stench, because I don’t get it in full except when I am up around 
Prince street, or in that direction. 

Q. How often are you around in that neighborhood ? 

A. Oh, I am around there several times a day. 

Q. Now, you say since April you have noticed a stronger smell 
on Prince street? . 

On Endicott street, in my own yard, and in my own room. 
Well, have you noticed it on Prince street. 

Yes. ‘ 

Well, was there smoke at the time you smelled that smell? 
There was a gassy fog that was very nauseous and blinding. 
A sort of steam? 

A steam. I considered it very injurious to inhale. 
Tell me what it looked like? What was the appearance 
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of it? 

A. Well, it appeared like a smoke or steam. 

Q. How recently have you seen that smoke with that smell on 
Prince street ? 

A. Well, I have passed through there sometimes in the last 
month and I have smelled it. 

@. Have you been there within a week? 
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A. Oh, yes; I have been there within a week. 

(). Was there any smoke or smell then? 

A. No, not to any amount — not at that time; it is when the 
wind comes from a certain direction that we get the most. 

@. What direction is that? 

A. Well, say it comes from the east or north-east. 

@. Now, you have been there during the last week and didn’t 
smell it? 

A. Ihave been there less or more every week and every day. 

@. Did you smell it last week ? 

ati Yes. 

Q. Where? 

A. In my own room. 

(). I asked you whether you were on Prinee street last week ? 

A. I haven’t taken particular notice. When I go through 
Prince street I pass through on business, and I don’t wait to get 
any stenches or smells without they are very noticeable. 

@. You would notice it without stopping for the purpose, 
wouldn’t you? 

A. I would, if it were there. 

@. Now, tell me the last time you were on Prince street, when 
you noticed this stench or smell? 

A. Well, I couldn’t tell you exactly the date or the hour, but I 
know when I was passing over Prince street, not a great while 
ago, there came a blinding smoke over the wall and hit me full in 
the face, and I was obliged to turn my back to it. 

Q. That was on Prince street? 

A. On Prince street. 

@. Was that last week, or the week before? 

A. It might have been two or three weeks ago. “I wouldn’t 
say. 

Do you remember what day of the week? 

I do not. 

What time of the day? 

I didn’t go there with the intention of inspecting it. 

We will get along faster, Mr. O’Dowd, if you will answer 
my questions just as I give them. 

I cannot answer them. 

If you cannot answer them, that is quite satisfactory. 

I cannot answer them to suit you, possibly. 

I only ask you to answer my question. 

I will, as near as I can. 

You cannot fix the time of the day? 

It might be possibly in the evening. 

Do you remember what time it was, in the evening? 

I do not. 

Now, before that, can you remember when there was this 
smell you refer to on Prince street? 

A. Well, there is a smell more or less every day. 

@. Have you noticed it this week? 

A. I have. 

@. How many times have you noticed it this week? 
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A. I have been passing by the gate on Prince street, and have 
found that gassy smell coming out of the gates. 
Have you been on Hull street? 
I have. 
When? 
To-day. 
Did you notice any smell on Hull street ? 
Not so much to-day. I passed through there tes -day on 
business. 

@. When you have smelled this smell have you seen a smoke 
coming, also, on Prince street? 

A. I have seen the steam or smoke. 

@. And was this smell connected with this steam or smoke? 

A. I should say so; yes, sir. 

(). And it is the same smell you smelled on Endicott street? 

A. Not asa rule, I found once or twice a stench in my bed- 
room that was almost suffocating, when the windows were up, 
letting in air. 
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@. When did you smell that? 
A. I have smelled it within the last month. 
@. How many times during the last month? 
A. Well, it might have been a dozen times. 
¥Q. When was the last time? 
A. Well, I don’t know, I have smelled it within a week. 
@. Can you tell what day? 
iat No. 
@. Can you tell what time? 
A. It was during the time that I was in my bedroom. 
@. That was at night, or in the morning? 
A. Well, I have noticed it when I have been there in the 
morning. 
@. In the morning? 
ALE Yes,) sir: 


@. Was there a smoke at the time? 

A. We don’t get so much smoke in the house as we do smell — 
excepting the flying cinders or dust, we get plenty of that. 

(). Where does that come from? 

A. I don’t know. I presume it comes from the Gas Company’s 
yard; it comes with that steam and smoke. 

@. Can you describe that smell which you say is suffocating — 
what does it smell like? 

A. It smells nauseous, sickening, so that a person would feel as 
though his stomach was out of order, when you get a good dose of 
it. 

(). Well, does it smell at all like furnace gas? 

A. I don’t have any furnace in my house. 

Q. Well, does it smell like rotten eggs — is it as strong as that? 

A. It smelled a good deal like an oily rag that you would throw 
on the stove. 

@. After it has burned? 

A. When it would be burning. If you should throw an oily 
rag on a hot stove and get the stench of it, you might describe it 
then from that. 
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@. Then how long do you say this has troubled you? 

A. Probably since the middle or last of April— when the wind 
blows in that direction. 

@. ‘This smell has troubled you since then? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. But you have noticed the smoke, you say, for 42 years? 

A. The smoke I don’t think so much about — it don’t bother me 
so much. 

(. Well, it has bothered a good many people, hasn’t it? 

A. I suppose so —- everybody can account for himself. 

(. But the smoke itself you are not troubled with? 

A. I don’t make any complaint of the smoke — if I get a whiff 
of the smoke when I am on the street, I can stand it, because it is 
nothing new to me since I have been around that Gas Company. 

@. You cannot make gas without it, can you? 

A. I don’t know, I never tried to make any gas. I ama gas 
consumer and I pay for plenty of it. 


Re-Direct Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Mr. O'Dowd, you have been familiar 
with the fact that heretofore the smoke has been carried through a 
very tall chimney ? 

A. Yes, sir; I was there when the chimney was built. . 

(. Much higher than the houses in the immediate neighborhood ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). You left your testimony at the last hearing that this smoke 
was forced out of a one-story building from low smokestacks ? 

A. No, sir, that is not my testimony. It is somebody else’s. 

(. Do you know anything about these one-story buildings from 
which this smoke comes ? 

A. I have seen them, sir, but I don’t know much about them, 
as I haven’t been through the works so as to know anything about 
what they are used for. 


Re-Cross Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Greenovuen.) That chimney has not been used, 
has it, for more than 15 or 20 years? 

A. That I couldn’t tell you. I don’tremember. The gas-house 
was very small when it was first built— when Mr. Lawley was 
superintendent of it. 

(. Did you notice when they stopped using the large chimney ? 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

@. You didn’t notice any particular difference ? 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

Later in the session Mr. O’Dowd was again recalled. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Have you any desire to change your 
testimony in any respect, as given at the last hearing, when not 
under oath? 

A. No, sir; any more than that I did not get examined at that 
time upon the great objections I had by the counsel for the gas- 
house. — 
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Q. That is their business— unless you have something to add 
or take from the testimony you gave at the last meeting, when not 
under oath, that is all I have to ask of you? 

A. I have nothing to add to or take from it; no, sir. 


Testimony of Mr. Cornetius Herumy. (Recalled.) 


Mr. Herlihy was recalled, and having been previously duly 
sworn, testified as follows : — 


OCross-EHaxamination. 


Q. (By Mr. Greenovcn.) Mr. Herlihy, you testified, I think, 
that you didn’t find any odor down there before April? 

A. I didn’t find any before April of this year. 

@. No odor? 

A. Not to my knowledge —I haven’t found any fault before 
April. 

Q. You haven’t made any complaint, then, before April — before 
this time? 

A. Not of this present mode of making gas. 

Q. Well, you have complained before of the other mode, haven’t 
you? 

A. I have complained against smoke some years ago, caused 
by burning tar on fires. 

. How many years ago was that? 

A. Well, I don’t keep a record of the time. It was after the 
death of Mr. Giles, if you can tell me when he died. 

@. You began a good many years ago to complain ? 

A. I did — I complained of burning tar on the fires. 

Q. Didn’t you complain away back in December, 1875, of the 
smoke ? 

A. That was the only complaint we had — in regard to burning 
tar in the fires at that time. 

Q. Didn’t you complain at that time there was a good deal of 
smoke, filth, and cinders all through the neighborhood ? 
ay Y 65,618. 
Didn’t you complain last autumn ? 
No, sir; I did not. 
Didn’t you appear in October, 1889? 
I did, sir. 
Well, wasn’t that last autumn? 
But I didn’t complain. 
Well, you appeared with the other complainants, whoever 
they were? 

A. I appeared with Councilman Doherty. At that time you 
were burning naphtha, and it was very offensive — in 1889. 

@. In October, 1889? 

A. Well, I don’t know what the month was, but it was 1889. 

@. Didn’t you appear and complain of the smell and smoke 
then? 

A. I did complain of the smell of the naphtha from the works. 

@. Just as in 1874? 
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No, that was on account of burning tar on the fires. 

At that time it was simply the smoke? 

Yes, sir ; and it was very offensive at that time. 

Didn’t you complain of the smell and smoke last autumn? 
No, sir; I did not. I came there at the invitation of Coun- 
cilman Doherty, and explained what I knew about it— it was 
offensive. 

Q. Why offensive? 

A. Because the company was making gas with naphtha, and it 
was offensive, same as now. Mr. Greenough told me it was 
naphtha then. 

@. And there is the same smell now as then? 

A. We have it now, only it is worse. 

Q. Worse then? 

A. Worse now. 

@. But the same smell? 

A. Well, itis more of an offensive smell, a sickening smell 
now. 

@. Didn’t you complain then that the chimneys were too short 
on the coal-gas retorts ? 

A. Yes, sir; I complained then. 

@. And it was the smoke from the coal-gas retorts? 

A. That was in 1874, as you call it. 

@. Iam speaking of last October? 

A. Iam speaking of the smokestack on Hull street. 

@. Didn’t you complain last autumn that the smell and smoke 
all came from the coal-gas retorts on Prince street. 

A. I did not, sir. 

(). And that the chimneys were too short? 

A. I did not, sir. 

@. And had them then immediately made longer? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t complain of the coal-gas on Prince street, 
— not the coal-gas. 

@. We were not making water-gas last autumn. 

A. You were making gas out of naptha oil, and that is what I 
testified against. 

Q. Fortifying coal-gas with naphtha? 

A. I don’t understand it so. 

@. Well, that is the fact. Now, didn’t you complain of the 
smoke and smell last autumn, on account of the chimneys not 
being long enough? 

A he complained of the smoke from these four chimneys on the 
house in Hull street, where you were making this oil-gas last 
autumn. 

@. You thought we were doing so? 

A. I didn’t think so, but I knew so. 

@. Well, we won’t argue that question — whichever it was, you 
complained of the smoke and smell last autumn from these 
retorts ? 

A. That came from these houses inside the wall on Hull street. 

@. There was the same smell then, only you think it is a little 
worse now? 

A. I don’t think it is a little worse; I think it is twice as bad. 
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A great deal worse, we will say. 

Yes, sir. 

How is it about the smoke now? 

Well, I have seen you a good many times — 
. Well, that is lucky for you; but what has that got to do 
with it? 

A. I have seen you a good many times; but if you had been 
30 or 40 feet away from me on the 7th of June I wouldn’t 
have known you, the smoke was so dense; and it was pretty bad 
on the 14th of June —a week later. 

@. Has it been as thick since as it was at those times? 

A. I don’t live there on that street. 

@. Is there any other time when you have seen it as thick as it 
was on the 7th of June? 

A. I might have seen it as bad at the time wher they were 
burning tar in the fires. 

@. Well, since 1874, I mean? 

A. That is what the complaint was made about; I don’t know 
the year; but if you say 1874, it must be so. 

(). Have you seen that smoke since the 7th of June? 

A. I have, sir. 

@. Have you seen it as thick as that since the 7th of June? 

A. Not as thick; but on the 14th of June, a week after, I saw 
avery thick smoke coming out of there, —from 5 minutes past 
10 in the morning until 25 minutes of 12. 

@. Wasn’t that the 7th of June? 

A. I have spoken of the 7th; I am speaking now of the 14th. 

@. Wasn’t that the time when it was smoking on the 7th — 
from quarter past 10 in the morning until 12? You don’t mean 
it was the same time on the 14th? 

A. I didn’t say it was smoking from quarter past 10 until 12 
on the 7th of June. I said that I was upon Hull street on the 7th 
of June, at 20 minutes past 11, and stayed there until noon, — 
until I was driven out of it; until I couldn’t stay there any longer. 
But what I am speaking about now is the 14th. 

(). I have asked you what time it was on the 14th. 

A. I say from 5 minutes past 10 until 25 minutes of 12. 

@. I think I misunderstood you. 

A. You are very apt to misunderstand me. 

@. On the 14th you say, from 5 minutes past 10 in the morning 
until 12 o’clock there was that same smoke on Hull street? 

A. No, sir; I said until 25 minutes of 12. I left then because 
I had a headache and couldn’t stay any longer. 

Q. Was it as thick then as it was the previous week ? 

A. No, sir; it was not as thick as on the 7th. I never saw it 
as bad as it was on the 7th, except when they burned tar there. I 
hope they never will have it so again. 

@. How has it been on Prince street? 

A. I don’t know; I never travel there. Iam not up on Hull 
street very much, except once or twice a day. Iam there every 
evening after dark, as a general thing. 

@. Were you there last night? 

A. I was,"sir. 
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How was it last night? 

The smell was very dense indeed, on Hull street. 

How was it the night before? 

It was there also, ‘then, 

Were you there the night of the last hearing? 

I was not. I came here the night of the last hearing. 

Did you go back there on the way back? 

No, sir; it was too late for me to go there, and I went home 
and went to bed, where I am generally nights. 

Q. Well, didn’ t you say to Mr. Brown “at the last hearing: ‘‘ I 
had no objection, sir, to the mode of making gas, previous to the 
introduction of this plant I have reference to. I don’t know what 
they call it or what combustibles they use ” ? 

A. No, sir. I think somebody asked me the question regarding 
coal-gas, and I told him I had no objection to coal-gas, if that is 
what it refers to. 

@. You have overcome the objection you had in 1874 or 1875, 
then? 

A. I saw no objection to coal-gas in 1875. I did have objec- 
tion to burning tar on the fires. If you will hunt up the petition 
of that year you will find itso. I don’t care if the gas company 
put as many more furnaces as they have now in the gas-house, if 
they make coal-gas with them. But I do object to the odors 
from the manufacture of water-gas. 
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Re-Direct Examination. 


Q. (By Cronan.) Mr. Herlihy, have you any desire to change 
your testimony as heretofore given, at the last hearing, in any 
respect, or to take from it or to add to it? 

A. Not in the least, sir. I wish to state here, before I leave, 
that there are seven houses on Hull street, from the corner of Hull 
and Snowhill to North Hudson. Unfortunately, I invested in 
one of them, and they are not fit for white people to live in, and I 
don’t believe colored people would live in them on account of the 
odors from this gas-house. I invested my money when there were 
no odors — when they were manufacturing coal-gas. 

Q@. You have no desire to change your testimony as given at 
the last hearing, or to add anything to it? 

Mey eNO; SITs that is all I desire to say, sir. 


Testimony of Mr. Parrick J. Riorpon. — ( Recalled.) 


Mr. Rrorpon was recalled, and having been previously duly 
sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Hxamination, continued. 


Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Will you please examine, Mr. Riordon, 
the can which I have passed to you (referring to can passed to 
witness, which contained a dark dust) ? 

A. (After examining.) It contains dust, dirt. 

Q. Where from? 

A. The gas-house. 
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@. Did you collect it? 

A. I swept it up in my attic to-day. I can bring up a coal-hod 
full of it. 

Mr. Cronan.— I now offer, for the use of the committee, the 
can that contains the dust that the witness has described as taken 
from his attic. 

Now, Mr. Riordon, is this attic in use? 

It is used for a store-room? 

No furniture in it? 

No, nothing that amounts to anything. 

How long has that been collecting ? 

Since last April. Oh, I could bring up a coal-hod full of 
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And you simply brought this up as a sample? 

Just as a sample. 

You testified at the last hearing, I believe? 

Yes, sir. 

Have you anything to add to or take from the testimony 
then given, when you were not under oath? 

A. Nothing more than this, that I have no objection to the 
manufacture of gas from coal, or the manufacture of gas from pe- 
troleum, provided they carry off the stench through this chimney, 
— this large chimney, — and the smoke and dirt through the chim- 
ney. 

0. Which chimney do you refer to? 

A. The large chimney, ‘about 150 or 160 feet high. 


Oross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. GreenoueH.) You know that hasn’t been used for 
a long time, Mr. Riordon? 

A. I know it hasn’t been used for 6 years; since I have been 
living up there; I don’t know how long before that they discon- 
tinued it. 

(). You have lived at 41 Sheafe street? 

‘A. Yes, sir. 

@. How far is that from the gas company’s works? 

A. Well, it is about 60 feet from the wall, —I should say, — 
from the gas company’s wall. 

. How long have you smelled this odor? 

. Well, I have smelled this sickening odor since last April. 

. What odor did you smell before that? 

. Well, smelled gas and smoke. 

. And there was dust? 

And dust. 

How does the odor differ since last April from what it was 
before? 

A. Well, there is a sickening smell now. It isn’t a smell of gas 
altogether. 

Q. It doesn’t smell like illuminating gas? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Does it smell like furnace gas? 

A. No, sir. 
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@. What does it smell like? 

A. Well, it smells like oil and rags burning. I should say a 
sickening odor. 

@). How has the dust and smoke compared during the last few 
months with what it was before? 

A. Well, I don’t know but what it is as bad now as it was for- 
merly; still, I wouldn’t say that it was. 

@. You think there is just as much smoke and steam comes 
from the coal-gas works as before? 

A. There is at times. 

(). Especially when they drown the coke? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). Well, they are not making as much coal-gas as they were in 
the middle of the winter, are they? 

A. I couldn’t tell you that—I am not acquainted with the 
works inside. 

(). You can only tell by the smell of the smoke, I suppose, 
that comes out? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You notice this smell when the wind is from the east, or the 
other way, where you live? 
I should say from the north-west. 
How is it when there is a good strong wind? 
Well, a good strong wind probably carries it away better. 
You don’t smell it? 
Not so much. 
Well, is it the same smell that you smelled last autumn, 
n you came before the committee here? 
Well, it is similar to it; it is worse now than it was then. 
The same smell, only worse? 
Worse; yes, sir. 
The same sort of a smell? 
Similar to it. 
But stronger? 
Yes, sir. 
And you have it more? 
Yes, sir; more of it. 
. But you think it is the same smell, that is, the same sort of 
smell? 

A. I should say so. 

@. And how does the dust and smoke compare now, compared 
with what it was last autumn when you appeared ? 

A. Well, I couldn’t say there is a great deal of difference. 

Q. About the same? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Well, when you were here in the autumn, you complained a 
good deal about the noise? 
Yes sir; the iron man as they call it. 
The drawing machine? 
Yes, sir. 
They have stopped that, haven’t they ? 
I don’t know. 
Why don’t you know? 
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A. IT haven’t been in the works. 

@. You hadn’t been in the works then, had you? 

A. Oh, I don’t hear it now. I hear something worse and more 
objectionable than the iron man was. 

Q. Well, you complained bitterly of that, didn’t you? 

A. I did. 

(). And when that was stopped? 

A. Well, it was stopped since April; I think somewhere around 
there, in April, I couldn’t tell what time. 

@. Didn’t you notice when it stopped? 

A. Well, I didn’t take a record of it. 

@. But you complained bitterly of this noise, that it wouldn’t 
allow you to sleep, and about the trouble you had with it, and you 
say you don’t know when it stopped ? 

A. I complain just as bitterly of the steam-engine that is there 
now. 

(. And yet you can’t tell when the other one stopped? 

A. Well, I can’t give you a stated time when it stopped. 

@. Can’t you tell within a month? 

A. Yes, it has stopped more than a month — probably two 
months ; say two months. 

@. You will fix it at two months? 

A. Yes, I will say two months. 

@. You are sure about it, that it stopped two months ago? 

A. I think so. 

Q. (By Mr. Irvine). Mr. Riordon, I would like to ask you 
one question —if I understand you properly, in the answer you 
just gave to Mr. Greenough’s question, you state that the steam 
man stopped within a space of two months? 

A. I think it has stopped within two months, as far as the noise 
is concerned. 

Q@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Then I understand you to say, so far 
as you are able to state it approximately, that the steam-man has 
not been used for more than two months ? 

. That is as far as my knowledge goes. 

But you don’t undertake to fix that definitely ? 

No, sir. 

It may be a period of three months? 

Yes, sir; it might be more. 

(By Mr. Greenoven.) It might be four months? 

Well I don’t state any time. 

. But you ought to know somewhere near when this trouble 
stopped ? 

A. I didn’t make a record of it, and therefore I couldn’t state. 

@. You came up here last autumn and gavea very touching 
picture, didn’t you, of the sufferings you had from that thing ? 

A. I don’t know as I gave a touching picture; I stated how it 
affected me, and the steam-engine affects me the same. 

@. You couldn’t sleep? 

A. No, and I can’t sleep now with the steam-engine. 

Q@. And yet you cannot tell anywhere near the time when it 
stopped? 

A. Well, I will state that it stopped for two months certainly. 
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Sure about that? 

Yes, sir. 

Won’t you say three? 

No, sir; about two. 

You would be supprised to hear that it had only been stopped 
about two weeks, wouldn’t you? 

A. Well, I don’t know about that. 

@. Well, wouldn’t you be very much surprised to hear that it 
had been running until about two weeks ago? 

A. Well, I would. I don’t think if it has been running, that 
they have been doing as much work with it. ‘They haven't been 
drawing as many retorts, if it has been running to within two 
weeks. 

(. You have got used to it, so that you didn’t notice it? 

A. No, I couldn’t get used to it. 

Q. Well, you thought it stopped two months ago? 

A. I have nothing more to say about that.

Re-Direct Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan). Now, Mr. Riordon, since the last 
hearing, a week ago to-night, whether or not you have heard this 
intolerable noise you spoke of at the last hearing? 

A. The steam-engine? the steam-engine noise? yes. 

Q. I speak of the noise, I didn’t ask what was the cause of it, 
from these works. 

A. Yes, sir; I have heard it. 

@. Has it abated to any extent, in degree? 

A. It is about the same. 

@. And how do you compare this noise in degree with the noise 
from the iron man? 

A. Well, this is worse. 


Re-Cross Examination. 


Q@. (By Mr. GreenoueH.) How is it worse, Mr. Riordon? 

A. Because it is like a steam fire-engine working all the time, 
whilst it runs. | 

@. It runs all the time? 

A. No, it don’t run all the time; it will run five minutes or so, 
and then stop probably eight or ten minutes, and then start again. 

@. Well, you stated here — perhaps you are misreported — that 
this noise is worse, because it is running all the time? 
_A. Well, I don’t mean by that to say that it is running con- 
stantly all the time, but I mean that it will run for five minutes 
and then stop and then start again, and it will keep going that way 
all the time. It will wake you out of a sound sleep, and then 
stop, and then probably you will be going to sleep again when it 
starts up again. 

@. Well, it doesn’t run Sundays? 

A. Yes, it runs Sundays, too. 

(). All day Sundays? 

A. I couldn’t say all day, but I hear it on Sundays as on other 
days. 
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What time on Sundays do you hear it? 

I hear it in the morning between eight and nine o’clock. 
And what other time? 

Probably between ten and half-past ten. 

And then what time? 

In the afternoon I bear it, if I remain in the house. 

I will ask about last Sunday now? 

Well, on last Sunday I heard it in the morning. 

At noon? 

I guess towards noon. 

Afternoon? 

Well, I don’t be at home in the afternoon. 

Well, what time did you get home? 

I got home at nine o’clock. 

How was it Sunday before last? 

I suppose about the same. 

Well, do you remember? 

I didn’t make a record of it. 

Well, do you remember — were you around all day Sunday? 
No, I wasn’t. 

Well, you go to church, of course? 

I generally go to church in the morning, and I take some of 
the others in the afternoon and go somewhere. 

@. Can you fix the time, between those two Sundays, when you 
heard it — I don’t mean absolutely to the minute — but about the 
time when you heard it? 

Well, I said I heard it between nine and ten o’clock. 

Both days? 

Yes, sir. 

And when next did you hear it, dinner-time? 

Well, I heard it after dinner, before I went off in the after- 
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noon. 
Well, itis such a loud noise that you couldn’t be mistaken 

about hearing it, could you? 

A. Well, I consider that it is the noise from the steam-engine 
that they running at the works there. 

@. Well, is there any other noise in the neighborhood which 
you could mistake for it? 

A. I don’t know as there is. 

(. There couldn’t be any mistake about it — you couldn’t mis- 
take it for any other noise ? 

A. If the freight railroad was running, it might be from the 
engine on the freight railroad. 

(). Well, does it sound like the engine on the freight railroad ? 

A. Well, it sounds similar — that is, it makes some kind of a 
steam fire-engine noise. 

@. Well, when everything else is quiet, of course you hear it 
more ? 

A. Yes, you can’t hear it so much in the day, there is so much 
teaming and travelling. 

@. You would be suprised to hear that it wasn’t running then, 
or the Sunday before ? 

A. I suppose so. 
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@. You would be surprised, wouldn’t you? 

Ae es) sir. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Mr. Riordon, do you know, as a mat- 
ter of fact, whether it was running or not? 
I know I heard it last Sunday. 
You heard a noise last Sunday ? 
Yes, sir. 
(By Mr. GrrenovueH.) Just as loud as on the other day? 
Yes, what I heard of it. 
Just as loud last Sunday as any other day you heard it? 
Yes, sir. 
And the Sunday before? 
a. G8,78Ir, 
. And it troubled you just as much last Sunday as any other 
before ? 
Well, I don’t know a great deal about the daytime —I am 
not at home. What I complain of is at night. 

@. You don’t mind it in the daytime? 

A. Well, I am not there. 

@. Then, of course, you don’t mind it? 

A. No, sir; because I am not there. 
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Testimony of Mr. Dante. McLavueutuin. — ( Recalled.) 


Mr. McLaughlin was recalled, and having been previously duly 
sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination, continued. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) You testified at the last hearing? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Have you anything to add to or take from the testimony then 
given, when not under oath? 

A. I wish to add something — that I am a good deal troubled 
with the noise of that blower waking my children up through the 
night. 

Q. On account of the volume of noise? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you wish to add that to the testimony given last week? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you wish to change your testimony in any other respect ? 
A. No; but Iam afraid that my house is all jarred by that 
explosion. I have just been looking at it. 

@. I think you were asked upon that point at the last hearing. 

A. I don’t remember if I was. 

@. You don’t remember? 

AN Osesir: 

@. What have you to state to the committee about it now? 

A. Well, everything in the house was shaken up by the ex- 
plosion, just as if something took it and lifted it right up. 

(). Has the house settled in any respect? 

A. Well, I think it has. I should like to have an investiga- 
tion and have someone look at it. The windows are about an 
inch out of their places since then. 
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@. Were they out of level before this explosion? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Now, what explosion do you call attention to as having 
caused that settlement of your building? 

A. I couldn’t say what did it. 

@. Ididn’t ask you what did it—I asked you to what ex- 
plosion you attribute the settlement of that building — whether 
the one on April 30, or some other explosion since then ? 

A. The one on April 30. 

@. Was there any settlement of your building before that 
time ? 

A. None whatever that I know of. 

@. When did you first notice this settlement with reference to 
the date of the explosion? 

A. Well, it was about a month ago. I haven’t looked over it 
until after the woman told me — 

@. Never mind what she told you. 

A. I looked at it then and saw what was the matter. 

@. Do you desire to add anything further to your testimony as 
given at the last meeting other than what you have now stated? 

A. Ihave got nothing more to say, only that Iam disturbed 
about this matter. 


@. And you have nothing to take away from your testimony ? 
A. No, sir. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Grernouen.) You are disturbed by the fact that 
there was an explosion? 

A. No, not quite that, because I was away from home then; 
but I am disturbed about the smell of that gas, and by that blower 
continually going all night. 

@. I thought you said you were disturbed by the explosion? 

A. Well, the inmates living in the house were —I was away 
from home. I didn’t say I was. 

I thought you said you were? 

I didn’t say I was. 

It wasn’t much of an explosion, was it? 

Wasn’t it? 

There wasn’t anybody hurt, was there? 

It was more good luck than good care, I think. 

You have lived there a good many years? 

Thirteen years. 

And during those 13 years you have noticed a good deal of 
smell, smoke, and dirt, haven’t you? 

A. Nothing to what it has been since April last. 

@. You think when they were making coal-gas there was less 
smoke and smell? 

A. I had no fault whatever to find with coal-gas. 

@. Let me ask you, when they were making coal-gas, if there 
was less smoke? 

A. Yes, sir; and less smell. 

@. And less smoke? 

A. Yes, sir; and less smell, as I said before. 
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(). Was there less smell or a different smell ? 

A. It is a different smell now from what it was then, altogether, 
— it will put you in mind of sewer-gas. 

@. But you think there is more smoke now than there was when 
they were making coal gas? 

A. I don’t say about that; but there are some days when it is 
very bad. 

@. There is generally a great deal less smoke, isn’t there? 

A. Well, that I couldn’t “exactly say, because I am not at home 
all the time. 

@. Well, from your answering these other questions I supposed 
you were. What part of the day are you at home? 

I am at home from about 7 o’clock until 6 next morning. 
You don’t see it in the daytime at all? 

No. 

Then you wouldn’t notice this smoke at any time? 

On the way coming home it meets me. 

Do you come home by way of Prince street, ever? 

Yes, a piece of the way, and through Margaret, up Sheafe. 
How is the smoke and smell in Prince, street? 

Well, it smells there, but not quite as bad as at my home. 
n living right opposite, on Hull street, about 25 feet away. 

Is there the same smell on Prince street? 

That I cannot exactly tell you. I haven’t time to go around 
there much, except sometimes I go that way nights. 

@. LIask youif it is the same smell on Prince street that you 
smell on Hull street? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Whichever way the wind is? 

A. Qh, no, it doesn’t go against the wind so bad as it does with 
the wind. 

@. But when you go through Prince street and go from there to 
your house on Hull street, you go entirely around to the other side 
of the works, don’t you? 

A. Yes, sir; to the scuth side of the works. 

@. And when you smell that smell on Prince street, you get 
the same smell on Hull street? 
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How about the smoke on Prince street ? 
Well, there is lots of it there, but it is not quite so bad as 
on Hull street, because it is impossible for a human being to live 
on Hull street. 

@. You mean in the day-time or night-time ? 

A. I meanin the night-time when I am there. I cannot account 
for the day-time when I am not there. 


A. Yes, sir; but a little stronger. 

@. Stronger on Hull street? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. But the same smell that you get on Prince steeet? 
ALYY es, sir.

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) <A single question, Mr. McLaughlin. 
Has this noise continued since the last hearing ?

One of my 
tenants came to me last night, just about half past 8 o’clock, and 
said he couldn’t sleep a wink, and that he would have to leave. 

@. How is that —since the last hearing, one of your tenants 
has given you notice of intention to vacate your premises? 

Yes, sir. 

@. I notice in your testimony given last week that you complain 
of the sickness of one of yourchildren, by reason of these odors?

(). Has the child improved any? 

A. Not any; she cannot eat. 

Q. Still sick? 

A. Yes, sir. I don’t feel well myself, because if one of the 
children happens to open one of the windows at night it goes to 
my head, and the next morning it will feel all swelled, and the 
same thing the next day, and I cannot sleep at night. 


Testimony of Mr. JAMes Haaan. — (fecalled.) 


Mr. Hagan was recalled, and having been previously duly sworn, 
testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination, continued. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) You testified at the last hearing ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). Have you anything to add to or take from your testimony as 
then given, when not under oath? 

A. Not that I know of. 


Oross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Greenoveu.) This is Mr. Hagan? 

A. Yes, sir; I guess you ought to know me. 

(). I have seen you before; I know you now. You found a 
good deal of complaint away back in 1874, didn’t you? 

A. I didn’t object to the old method, because I voted for it two 
or three times before ; and you know it, too.

@. But you came here in 1875 and complained bitterly about it? 

A. Only about the burning of the tar. 

@. That was in the making of the coal-gas?

A. They were burning tar there, and there was such a smoke 
that you couldn’t see the works. 

@. Wasn’t that making coal-gas? 

A. But you were burning tar. 

@. Well, you thought there was a good deal of smoke and 
smell there at that time? 

A. Not the smell that there is now. 

Q. It is a different smell now? 

4; G8. 

Q. How about the smoke? 

A. Well, the smoke is sometimes worse now; because it comes 
‘ out of those short chimneys as if it were blown out by something, 
and sometimes you can see afire at the top, two feet away from the 
top of the smokestacks. 

@. Well, do you think the smoke is worse now than it was 
then? 

A. Well, it is fully as bad. 

@. As bad as when they were burning coal tar? 

A. Yes, sir; and there was no such smell coming out of the 
chimney as this. 

(). When they were burning the coal tar? 

A. When they were burning tar. 

@. It was worse when they were burning tar than it is now? 

A. No, it is fully worse now, because they weren’t burning tar 
all the time. On the 7th of this month you couldn’t see a man 
crossing the street on Hull street, and I ran up there and thought 
there was a fire. 

(. That was when they were lighting up the fires? 

A. I don’t know what they were doing, I couldn’t get in. But 
I have seen the time when you could get in. 

@. Well, on that 7th of June when there was a bad smoke, you 
think that was as bad as when we used to be burning tar? 

A. It was worse for the time —I thought it was a fire. 

(). How has it been since? 

A. Well, it is not steady. They have some kind of blower 
that blows that up just like Jightning, and it depends on just the 
way the wind blows. 

@. I ask you if there was any days since when the smoke has 
been as bad as it was on the 7th of June. 

A. I didn’t see any so bad as on that day. 

(. Has there been any time since the 7th of June when the 
smoke has been worse than at any other time? 

A. It depends on how the wind blows. If the wind blows that 
way (illustrating) it goes that way; and if it goes across North 
Hudson street you can hardly see the houses on both streets there. 
I have changed my room, on account of the noise. It is not quite 
so bad facing the burying-ground as towards North Hudson street. 

(). How does the noise compare with the iron man? 

A. It is ten times worse. You would only hear that when they 
were d.awing ; now you get this noise every five or six minutes, 
as it is continually starting and stopping again. 

@. It runs a couple of minutes and then stops five minutes, 
don’t it? 
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A. I don’t know— about a couple of minutes, or about five 
minutes, I should say it runs; and when it is going at night it will 
wake you up and then stop; and then when you are falllng asleep 
again it will come’rattling, and shake the windows. 

Q. How is it about the iron man? 

A. I don’t know so much about the iron man, because it was 
quite a piece farther in the works than this. 

. Didn’t you complain last autumn about the iron man? 

. No, sir; I didn’t make any alughrTeabatc 

You were up here? 

I was. 

What did you complain of ? 

I complained of the noise. 

You complained of the noise of the drawing-machine, didn’t 
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you? 

A. Yes, sir; but they moved it away down there. 

Q. Down where? 

A. Down in the works. 

@. Moved it away down where? 

A. They moved the iron man away down in the works, more 
near Prince street. 

@. I don’t understand what you mean. 

A. You do understand me, too. 

@. You are a mind-reader, Iam afraid. You were up here in the 
autumn, and you complained among other things, about this noise, 
didn’t you? 

A. Yes, sir; and I have said that I didn’t hear it so now, 
because it has been moved over to another part of the works. 

Q. Now I catch on — well, is it running now? 

A. I don’t know about the running now, — they haven’t enough 
of men there to keep it going now. 

@. Do you think it has stopped now? 

A. I don’t know. 

(). Can’t you tell by the sense of hearing ? 

A. I don’t know, they have so much noise going on; I hear too 
much of it. 

(). Hear too much of the drawing-man ? 

A. I don’t know about the drawing-man —I never saw him, 
and I don’t want too. 

@. Well, Mr. Hagan, you complained very strongly about it 
last autumn, — can’t you tell whether it is running now, or not? 

I can’t — there is enough running there without it. 
Can’t you tell when you last noticed it? 
I don’t know anything about it. 
Didn’t you complain last autumn a good deal about a smell ? 
Yes, sir; there was a smell then. 
Just the same smell as there is now? 
It is worse now. 
But it is the same smell? 
Not so strong then. It was not so near us. It is more on 
Prince street now, — the smell was then more near Sheafe street. 
(). It is the same smell, only you think it is worse now? 
A. Yes, sir; a sickening smell.

Q. Well, your evidence here, taken at the last meeting, is: 
that you have observed this odor since some time in April? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, as I understand you, you have smelléd the same smell, 
only not so strong, since last autumn?

Now, Mr. Hagan, you have always 
felt that there was a smell arising from the manufacture of gas in 
these works? 

A. Well, this coal-gas we were used to. 

Exactly; but I only ask you to'state the facts — there was 
always a smell? 

A. Of course there was. 

@. Now, I understand you, this smell has increased in strength ? 

A. Certainly it has. 

Q. Since April? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. I understand you that at the last meeting, in answer to a 
question put to you by a member of the committee, that you com- 
pared this smell to burning rags, saturated with oil? 

A. Yes, sir; I couldn’t stand it. 

@. I understood you to state that you felt satisfied, in your 
own mind, from the smell, that they were using oil or naphtha?

Now, previous to April last, as to the character of the 
smells, were they of the same description you have described since 
April?

that would be to the best of my opinion. 

@. LI understand you to say, in regard to the noise, that it goes 
at intervals ? : 

A.» Yes; sir. 

@. In answer to Mr. Greenough you have stated that you have 
always observed the smell? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, I want to ask you if, before April, you likened these 
smells which you observed, or the odors which arose from these 
works, to burning rags saturated with oil? 

A. Oh, no, not then. 

@. Now, with regard to the noise — you were asked the ques- 
tion as to whether or not you have heard recently the noise from 
the iron man? 

A. I haven’t — not that [ know of. 

(@. But, as a matter of fact, you have heard a noise ever since 
April, which has increased in volume beyond the noise which you 
heard from the iron man?

@. Has the dust, smoke, and steam continued to reach your 
premises ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And leave the same oily deposit or substance ? 

A. Yes. sir; the same. It is no use washing, because after 
you wash it is as bad in an hour again. 

@. Since the last hearing has that state of affairs continued ?

@. You have found a greasy substance in the interior of the 
house? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Testimony of Mrs. Mary Suannon. — ( Recalled.) 


Mrs. Mary Shannon was recalled, for the petitioners, and, 
having been previously duly sworn, testified as follows :— 


Direct Examination, continued. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) You testified at the last hearing, and you 
were not then under oath—have you anything to add to or take 

rom the testimony as you then gave it, now under oath ? 

A. I haven’t anything that I know of; no, sir. 

(@. I asked you this question so as to put it on record. Since 
the last hearing has the noise which you spoke of at that time con- 
tinued ? 

A. Yes, sir. Every little while it stops and then goes on. It 
is like a steam-engine puffing, and it is right opposite my window. 

€. I understood you to describe that at the last hearing. Has 
the noise continued at intervals since the last hearing? - 

A. Yes, sir; just the same as it has been right along, except 
when it stops once in a while for four or five minutes. 
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@. Did you omit at the last meeting to state anything which 
you now desire to state to the committee ? 
A. No, sir; I haven’t anything more to state. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Greenouen.) Mrs. Shannon, how long have 
you lived there? 

A. Eighteen years past. 

@. How has it been with the smoke and smell there previous 
to last April? 

A. Well, I have often found the smoke and smell, but not any 
disgusting smell. 

@. Not the same kind of smell ? 

A. No, sir; not the same kind of sickening smell — I simply 
can’t open the windows when I sleep in my room at night, and 
when I wake I can’t go to sleep at all on account of the noise and 
smell. J am about smothered and suffocated with the smell, and 
have to keep the windows closed. Of course the house is old and 
the windows are not very heavy or strong, and the smell comes 
right through the windows. The smell in my room is terrible — 
if anybody will come down there and stay ten minutes they will 
find out how bad the smell is — it is terrible to live there. 

@. Does the smell go on all the time, or does it come and go? 

A. Well, of course the smell don’t last all the time. At the 
time the steam starts, the smoke is terrible, and sometimes the 
steam and smoke, or whatever it is, coming from those smokestacks 
— the oil and water — beats on my windows just like a mist of rain. 
That happens every day. 

Q. How was the noise this morning? 

A. I don’t know. I don’t watch it all the time. I have my 
work to do; but there is this noise about all the time, no matter 
where I go, and no matter what part of the house lamin. And 
there is this smell, no matter what part of the house or yard I go to. 

@. How was the smell this morning? 

A. Well, I didn’t notice the smell so bad to-day. The night 
before last I couldn’t go to sleep on account of both the noise and 
smell. Last night I was tired, and I suppose I slept a little more. 

@. How was the wind the night before last? 

A. I didn’t notice. I can smell it, no matter how the wind 
blows. 

@. You get it any way? 

A. Yes, sir; smell and noise, too. 

@. Does the noise go right along all the time? 

A. No, sir; it is just like a train of cars, going and stopping — 
just like the engine. When it starts it is just like an engine, and 
there is a noise like machinery that goes on sometimes, and it is 
terrible to stand both noises. 

Q. How was it about the old iron man — did that bother you? 

A. I don’t know about that —I didn’t hear that; I don’t under- 
stand about the iron man at all. 

@. Well, it wasn’t a real iron man? 
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A. Ihave heard my husband speak of it a good many times, 
but still I don’t understand anything about it. 

Q. You don’t remember being bothered by it? 

A. No, sir; never annoyed me any. 

Q. Is it because this present noise stops and goes again that 
it bothers you? 

It annoys me all the time, and everyone in my house. 

It isn’t a loud noise? 

I think it is terrible loud — it sounds so to me. 

Worse in the day or in the night? 

It is going day and night, and it is like a drum—it is terrible. 
Like a steam fire-engine, is it? 

. Yes, sir: or it is like a drum. the sound of it, beating at 
your ears. It makes me deaf. Sometimes I get dizzy when I am 
going around the house and I have to go and sit down. It both- 
ers me terribly. 

@. I should think it would be a great annoyance. 

A. Yes, sir;it is. Iam surprised to think that any gentlemen 
should carry on such work in such a neighborhood, where so many 
poor people are living around. I have seen the men going around 
and looking at the drainage, for sewer smells and such as that, but 
I don’t think any sewer smells would compare with that. It is 
terrible. 

Q. Is the smell the same sort of smell as before, only worse? 

A. No; it is terrible. 

Q. Is it the same sort of smell or a different smell from what it 
was before? 

A. What it was when? 

@. Last autumn, we will say. 

A. I didn’t notice it then so much; I noticed it some, occasion- 
ally. 

@. But when you noticed it, was it the same sort of smell or a 
different smell ? 

A. I cannot exactly say, sir; I suppose it is the same thing 
now, only worse, — of course it is worse. 

@. Well, does it come all the time. or does it come and then go 
away again? 

A. It is only occasionally there, — don’t last all the time, of 
course. Occasionally it will be very little for a very little while ; 
but when it comes you have got to close every window and door in 
the place. 

@. Does it come every day, or are there some days when you 
don’t have it? 

A. Some daysI don’t notice it so much, but I notice it a little, 
and other days it is worse. 

(). How was it yesterday ? 

i A. I don’t know, sir; I couldn’t exactly tell you about yester- 
ay. ! 

@. How was it any day this week ? | 

A. Well, day before yesterday and that night — Wednesday 
night — it was terrible. 

@. How was it Tuesday? 
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A. I am speaking about Wednesday, — Wednesday and Wed- 
nesday night it was terrible. 

@. How was it Tuesday? 

A. Well, I don’t remember; the smell is going on about all the 
time, and that is all I have to say. I cannot tell about how it is 
every day, because I have something else to occupy me, and I 
don’t think of it. All I will say is that the smell there is sicken- 
ing and disgusting ; of course I have something else to trouble me 
besides this, and I don’t carry this in my mind all the time, as I 
have other things to do; but, the smell is going on at all times, as 
I say, with very little time between. 

Q. It is going on all the time with very short spaces between ? 

A. Oh, most all the time ; there is a little time between, of course, 
when the steam is stopped when there isn’t such a smell. 

(@). When it stops or starts? 

A. When it stops. When it is going on and when it is start- 
ing it is terrible. : 

@. How is it about the noise — is that going on all the time? 

A. Weill, the noise is the same way, at times it is terrible. 
There is very little time between the times when it is going, and it 
is going on about all the time, day and night, as I understand. 

Q. Is it a great deal louder at some times than at others? 

A. Well, when the machinery is going on it is worse. 

@. Is it louder at one time than at another? 

A. Well, itis. Of course, when the machinery is going on it is 
worse. 

Q. But when the machinery is not going on it is not making 
any noise at all? 

A. Some noise is going on all the time; there is either the 
machinery or some noise all the time, with these intervals of a 
few minutes, as I say. 

@. Does the machinery make any more noise at one time than 
at another? 

A. Well, I don’t know —I don’t notice, as there are so many 
things that take up my mind. There may be more noise at one 
time than another. I don’t take any notice of a little noise. 

@. What do you mean by that? 

A. I don’t take any notice of any little noise that may be going 
on — it is this loud noise that I speak of, and it sets me almost 
crazy. I take notice then, but I don’t mind a little noise. 

Q. Sometimes it makes a little noise, and other times it troubles 

ou? 
A. When it makes a loud noise it annoys me more, but it 
annoys me about all the time anyway. 

@. Is it going on all the time? 

A. It goes on about all day, and in the night, too. 

Q. How is it Sundays? 

A. Farly last Sunday morning it was going on. I didn’t hear it 
during the day, but it commenced at six o’clock in the evening, 
and I don’t know whether it was going on in the afternoon or not 
—I was out in the afternoon. 

Q. Did it go on until dinner-time, in the morning? 
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A. No, sir; I don’t think it did. Of course if it did I would 
probably hear it. 

@. You didn’t hear it Sunday morning ? 

A. Yes, sir; early in the morning I did. 

@. How early? 

A. I don’t know the exact time. I didn’t time it. I don’t 
know whether it was before or after six o'clock. 

@. Did you hear it after breakfast? 

A. Sunday morning? 

Q.. Yes. , 

A. Well, I can’t tell you, sir —I have breakfast late and early 
Sunday morning in my house, but I heard it before I got up. I 
generally get up about six o’clock. 

@. Well, was it running from six until dinner time ? 

A. No, sir, I don’t think it was. 

(). How was it the Sunday before ? 

A. Well, I forget about it — I don’t know how it was. I for- 
get all about it the Sunday before. I didn’t keep itin mind, but 
I know it wasn’t going Sunday morning, because one of our 
neighbors who was standing outside, by the door, made the re- 
mark that the noise wasn’t going on to-day. It started about six 
o'clock in the afternoon again. I can look out the window and 
see when it is going, whether the windows are open or closed, 
and the smokestacks are just almost on a level with my windows. 

(). You remember one day — the 7th of June—when there was a 
oreat smoke in the street ? 

A. Yes. sir; I remember it well. 

@. Has there been any day since when there was as much 
smoke ? 

A. Well there was one day when it was pretty bad —I can- 
not tell what day it was; but on the 7th of June it started about 
eight o’clock, and I couldn’t see a man across the street from me. 

@. About eight o’clock in the morning ? 

A. Yes, sir; just about, and lasted until twelve. After 
twelve, of course, it decreased a little and it wasn’t so bad, and it 
wasn’t so bad along towards eleven and twelve o’clock as it was 
before, but it was terrible from eight o’clock to ten. I couldn’t 
see a person that stood next to me just at the door. You 
would think it was a barrel of oil that was a-fire. You could see 
it away up in the air — this smoke — and there was a smell, too. 

@. That was the 7th of June? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What day since that have you seen anything like it? 

A. I don’t know what day. We have noticed a smell several 
times, but not so bad at any time as it was then. We have 
noticed it twice or three times pretty bad, but not as bad as then. 

(). How was it before the 7th of June? 

A. I don’t know. The noise and smell were going on before 
that, but we had made the remark in the neighborhood that the 
smell wasn’t so bad, and the folks said it wasn’t half so bad as it 
was going to be, and we found it out. 

@. I didn’t understand your answer. The neighbors said it 
wasn’t half so bad as it was going to be? 
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A. Yes, sir; said they were going to put in another engine and 
put in other machinery, and it was going to be a great deal worse, 
folks said. 

@. [hope not. How was this smell and smoke there before the 
7th of June? 

A. Well, the smoke and smell for the last two or three months 
have been terrible ; not so bad as it has been since that time, but 
the smoke has been pretty bad since the spring opened. 

@. How was it last autumn? 

A. I didn’t notice itso much as I do lately. I have noticed 
that it was not as pleasant as it used to be in the place, and of 
course there was a kind of a stench and smell around; but still, [ 
never noticed it so bad as lately. 

(. There was a smell of some kind, wasn’t there? 

A. Well, I guess some smells are there that haven’t been there 
in my time, before that. 

(). Well, I mean before the 7th of June? 

A. Yes, there has been. 

@. During the winter? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. There always have been smells there and smoke there, 
haven’t there? 

A. Yes, of course, but we didn’t take so much notice of it until 
since last April. It has been bad since the spring opened, and 
we have noticed it more, I suppose, on account of the windows 
being open. | 

@. You don’t notice itso much in winter? 

A. No, sir; I do not. 


Re-direct Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Now, with reference, Mrs. Shannon, 
to this dust here, to which I wish to call your attention — you 
spoke of the dust permeating your house and covering the furni- 
ture —is this dust bere (referring to the dust which was examined 
earlier in the hearing) similar to what you find on your chairs and 
furniture ? 

A. (Examining.) Yes, sir; it gets into cloth or anything of 
that nature. 


Testimony of Miss Rosk Hagan. — (fecalled.) 


Miss Hagan was recalled, for the petitioners, and, having been

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) You are one of the witnesses who 
testified at the last hearing ? 

A. I am; yes, sir.

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A. I wish to add to it that I changed my room last Sunday 
morning, at balf past one.

I was suffering with the 
headache and it annoyed me so much that I had to get up and go 
to anotber room in the front of the house. I could hear the noise 
there somewhat, but not as loud as in the back of the house, 
where we overlook the gas-house — that is, it doesn’t overlook the 
gas-house, but it overlooks North Hudson street, and where this 
machinery is located is directly opposite to North Hudson street. 
I wish to say here, as I omitted to state it last Friday, that for 
five weeks I have got but three full nights’ rest, and on those 
nights I dare say T simply slept because I was tired out. 

@. Well, I think the testimony you have given, which is on 
record, may confirm the testimony which you have just given 
now.

I felt inclined to throw myself on 
the bed, it was so strong, but I went over to the window — it hap- 
pened to be open — and I looked across, and it seemed to me just 
as if volumes of thick mud was being thrown in the air. That is 
all I can think of to tell you what the smoke looked like to me, 
and it was being thrown out with immense force. It came over 
directly where I was, and the smell was something shocking. 

@. You say on the morning of the 7th of June it overwhelmed 
you? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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@. What was it that affected you, the noise, dust, smoke, or 
odor? 

A. The odor that time. The noise was the same as it has 
been previous to that. 

@. With reference to this substance which I show you (referring 
to the dust alluded to previously in the hearing) , does that compare 
with the dust which penetrates into your house? 

A. (Examining the dust.) Yes, sir; sometimes it differs from 
that, I think. 

@. In what regard? 

A. More color —it isn’t so dark as that; more of a brownish 
color. 

@. Do you wish to add anything further to what you have al- 
ready stated in your testimony ?

@. (By Mr. GreenoucH.) Miss Robinson, you have always 
lived on Snowhiil street ? 

A. Yes, sir; from my infancy. 

Q. How was it with regard to smells and dust petats this 
spring ? 

A. I have found it worse this spring, or since this spring, than 
at any other time. I have always noticed a smell from the coal- 
gas. I don’t know what they burn there, but since the latter 
part of April, or within the last two months —I can’t say exactly 
the date — I have found the odor very much different. 

(). It is a different smell, or the same smell stronger? 

A. A different smell. 

Q. How is it different? 

A. At times the smell has been the same as at previous times. 
Sometimes it smells, — well, I should say, like benzine — I don’t 
know what naphtha is. 

(). The same thing, isn’t it? 

«lt. I suppose so —that is the smell it has to me, and sometimes 
it is like kerosene, and then again it smells like coal-gas. 

@. Well, how was it to-day, for instance? 

A. I didn’t notice it to-day, at all. 

@. How was it yesterday ? 

A. I have noticed it this week one noontime, — I can’t say 
which. 

@. Are you there during the day? 


A; Yes, sir. 
Q. All the time? 
A Yes, sir. 


(). The last time you remember it, what day was it and 
what time of the day? 
Well, I can’t say exactly, —I think it was Wednesday. 
Wednesday of this week? 
Yes, sir. 
About noon? 
Yes, sir. 
Had you smelled it before noon? 
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A. I don’t remember. 

@. Did you smell it all the rest of the day? 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

@. How long did the smell last? 

A. I couldn’t state. 

@. Did it come with the smoke, or was it with steam? 

A. I don’t know, sir; I wasn’t looking to see about that. 
@. You simply perceived or noticed the smell, without looking 
t-doors ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How long do you think it lasted ? 

A. I don’t know, sir; I couldn’t state. 

@. Well, take the next time that you smelled it, — when did 
you smell it again? 

A. I have noticed it more or less every day since the last two 
months. 

@. I thought you said that to-day you didn’t smell it? 

A. Well, I smell it at different periods of the day. 

@. Well, let us come right down to that point, —did you 
smell] it to-day? 

A. Well, it smelled some, but I don’t know as I noticed it 
particularly. 

@. When did you smell it to-day? 

A. I couldn’t state about the different times I smell it. I gen- 
erally smell it when this machinery starts up, and usually at eleven 
o’clock in the morning or eieven o’clock at night I notice it more 
than at other times, and then the smell is very strong.

Well, the stops are five minutes, are they not, and it runs 
two minutes? 

A. Well, I couldn’t tell. 

@. Now, take the smell to-day, — when did you first smell it 
to-day? 

Well, I smelled it this morning. 

What time ? 

I couldn’t say what time? 

Have you smelled it ever since? 

No, sir; off and on. 

How long at a time have you smelled it? 
I couldn’t say. 
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@. Half an hour? 
A. I don’t know. 
(). What did it smell like to-day ? 
A. Just as I say it smells at other times — there is a kind of 
naphtha smell, I suppose, to it. 
What did you smell to-day ? 
I couldn’t describe it. 
Was there any smoke to-day? 
I didn’t notice it particularly today. 
Was the smell like burning rags ? 
No, sir; not to me.

@. You smelled it then? 

A. Yes, sir. It isn’t so strong at other times as it is when this 
noise is going on.

It may have been before I got up in 
the morning, but it started up between six and half-past six at 
night. 

(). Was there any smell on Sunday? 

A. I am not sure. I don’t know as I minded it, except as I 
have stated. As I say, I find a gassy smell every day and always 
have. 

@. For how many years? 

A. Ever since I can remember I have smelled gas. 

(). There has always been more or less smell there? 

A. Yes, sir; but not so strong as within the past two months. 
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But you have always had some sort of smell? 

Yes, sir. 

Always more or less dust? 

Not so much as lately. 

But you have always had a smell? 

Yes, sir; but a different smell. 

Now, is the smell an entirely different one, or is it the same 
smell, but stronger? 

A. Itis stronger and different. 

(). Does it come at any special time of the day? 

A. Well, sometimes there is more than at others. It don’t any 
particular time. 

@. You cannot fix a special time? 

fA 20, )SIr? 

@. When this terrible smell comes, do you notice anything else 
that happens, — that is, does the noise stop, or is there any blowing 
off of steam, or anything in particular, that would attract your 
attention, when there is a particularly bad smell? 

A. Well, if I look out and see the smoke and hear this noise, 
I come to the conclusion that the machinery is going, and that that 
is what is making this awful smell. This past week I noticed that 
the noise was louder, and there seems to be a noise something 
like clappers coming and clapping together. It sounds like a fire 
engine, — or, not one, but several, — and there is that clapping 
noise. 

@. I wish, if you could —it would help us, perhaps, in finding 
what the smell comes from — that you would tell us anything that 
has happened when this especially bad smell has come. 

A. I notice it at night. 

Q. Every night?

(). Any particular time? 

A. When this machinery starts up; I notice the smell is 
stronger then. 

Q. It starts every five minutes or so through the day, doesn’t 
it? 

A. Well, off and on, yes, sir; I don’t know exactly, but it 
seems to go all through the day to me. | I couldn’t say positively ; 
but, you see, the noise is so continual that it seems like it. 
Doesn’t it go all through the day? 

A. With intervals, I suppose; yes, sir. 
@. It goes two minutes and stops five, then two and then five? 
A. I don’t know about the minutes. 
@. Well, I mean, is there any long stop between the noises? 
A. Well, there may be a long time sometimes.

Q. Well, can you recollect any part of the day or any particu- 
lar day when the noise is going on? 

A. Well, I notice it in the morning, at 11 o’clock. 

Q. Is there a longer stop then than usual? 

A. No, sir; but the noise is louder then. 

Q. What I am trying to get at is if there are any times in the 
day, that you can remember, when there are longer stops than 
usual? 

A. No, sir, I cannot. 

@. You think there are such times, though? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, is there any time when the noise is louder than at 
other times ? 

A. Well, I notice that it is pretty loud when I am retiring.

@. And is it about the same now as it ever was? 

A. Well, the noise is a good deal worse, and the smell seems to 
be a little worse now. 

@. Every day?

@. How was it to-day? 

A. Well, it seemed to be about the same that I have noticed it 
right along. I am not looking for it, or watching all the time. 

@. How was it yesterday ? 

A. I didn’t notice. 

@. You mean that there wasn’t any, or that you didn’t pay 
attention to it? 

A. I didn’t pay attention as to whether there was or not. I 
always notice it more or less where I live, 

@. Where do you see the smoke? 

A. It comes from the works. 

@. On Prince street? 

A. No; I live on Snowhill street, but the yard goes down by 
North Hudson street, right opposite the gate. 

@. Where did you notice the smell to-day ? 

A. Well, I always notice it about the place — in the yard and all 
around, more or less. I always see the smoke coming out of these 
little stacks. 

And the noise comes from them? 

Yes, sir. 

And you see the smoke? 

Yes, sir. 
Where do you see the smoke coming from — the stacks ? 
Yes, sir, the stacks — the chimneys. 

You cannot see it unless you hold up a blue glass, can you? 
I don’t look with blue glass, I can see plenty without. 
We can see the smoke plain and without blue glass, and I don’t 
think you would want any blue glass down there to see it, either. 

@. I was down there Tuesday and I didn’t see it — perhaps I 
needed blue glass? 

A. I don’t need any blue glass. 

@. It is smoking all the time? 
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A. I don’t look all the time. 

(. When you do look you see the smoke? 

A. Yes, sir; but I don’t bother looking all the time. 

@. When you do look you see the same amount of smoke, no 
more and no less? 

A. Sometimes some more and sometimes a little less—I am 
working around the house during the day, and I cannot look for 
everything. 

How about the smell ? 

It is very bad. 

That is, sometimes more and sometimes less, is it ? 
Yes, sir. 

How was it to-day? 

Didn’t notice. 

How was it yesterday ? 

Didn’t notice. 

When was the last day you noticed it?

About 11 o’clock. 

When before that? 

I don’t remember. 

Several times? 

Well, it is so constant there that I don’t think to bother 
about it; I don’t pay any attention to it. 

@. You get used to it? | 

A. Have to. The noise is the thing that bothers me, and it

@. Where did you see it escaping ? 

A. On the wharf. It came out in the form of a liquid. I have 
seen it on the wharf where it would harden and turn into rosin. 

(). Whereabouts on Commercial street have you seen it? 

A. On the wharf side. 

(). Where the tanks are? 

A. Of course it was in the vicinity of that place. I don’t know 
as to whether it came from them or not.

A. I don’t know —I know that I have handled naphtha and 
know what it is. 

Q@. And this naphtha was leaking from a tank on Commercial 
street ? 
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A. It was leaking —I didn’t investigate to see where it came 
from, because I was afraid of being put out of employment. 

@. It was in the street? 

A. It wasn’t in the street, right inside the gate. It is very sel- 
dom you can get inside the gate. 

@. You mean on the water side of Commercial street ; the lower 
side, where there are two tanks or gasometers ?

@. And you think that naphtha was leaking out of the tanks? 

A. I didn’t say it was leaking out of the tanks. I know it 
was naphtha I hadin my hand. I didn’t assert where it came from. 

Q. Well, you said here at the last meeting that it was leaking 
out of the tank it was kept in. You said: ‘*I was walking along 
there, and I wondered what this black stuff was that was leaking 
out there. @. Was it very near the tank that it was leaking? 
A. I saw it on the ground; it must have leaked from the side of 
the tank.” 

A. That is where I supposed it leaked from. I supposed it 
leaked from there, and I suppose now that it leaked from there. 
As I say now, I suppose it came from the tank. 

@. You say here that it was escaping from the tank it was kept 
on — do you want to change that testimony? 

A. No, sir; I don’t. 

@. And you think naphtha was kept in that tank ? 

A. J think naphtha was in or around that tank. 

@. You say here that it was escaping from the tank it was kept 
in, and I asked you if you want to change that testimony? 

A. I don’t know whether the napbtha was kept there or not, 
but I saw it there on the ground, and it probably was kept there.

Bother the rest of the people in your house? 
Yes, sir. 
To what extent? 
Well, it keeps them awake ; that is all. 
Well, that is what I asked you— what effect it had upon 
them ; now, then, how long have you suffered from this noise? 
A. Well, I should think about six or eight weeks. 
@. And how long have you lived in the immediate vicinity of 
the gas-works ¢ 
A. Eight years. 
(). How long has your sister been sick? 
A. Well, she has been sick and ailing these last two years, but 
she was never confined to the bed until lately. 
@. Now, will you state to the committee whether it was possible 
for your sister to sleep during the night by reason of this noise? 
A. Well, I can’t state. 
@. Do you know anything about it? 
A. About what? 
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@. About whether she is able to sleep by reason of this noise, 
or not? 

A. I know she can’t sleep. 

@. How much of the time during the night is she unable to 
sleep? 

A. Pretty much all the time after 11 or 12 o’clock. The noise 
seems to increase more after 12, I should think, than what it is 
early in the evening. 

@. How has it been the past week, since the hearing last Fri- 
day night? 

A. I think it has increased within the last week, and especially 
the last couple nights. 

@. The last few nights?

@. The noise has been greater in volume, you think, then, 
within the last few nights? 

A. Yes, sir; I have to be up a good deal myself, and I find it 
a good deal worse than it was last week. 

@. Does it prevent your going to sleep, or does it wake you 
when you are asleep? 

A. No, sir; it doesn’t wake me. 

@. Have you anything to say about the dust, steam, or smoke ? 

A. Well, I have a little to say. A week ago last Thursday 
night I had to be out on some business, and coming home after 
12 o’clock, and I found the smoke and dust terrible; there 
seemed to be clouds of it come right down Hull street, especially 
the back side of my house. 

Q@. Does it effect you every day and every night? 

A. No, sir; not every night. 

@. Every day? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Are there days when the smoke, dust, and steam are more 
intense than on other days? 

AL way OS; Bil. 

@. What days are they? 

A. Days when the wind is blowing towards my house? 

@. With reference to the inflammable and combustible materi- 
als kept upon these works, do you know anything about them? 

A. No, sir. 


Cross-Examination. 


(By Mr. GreENovueH.) Where do you live, Mr. McGlinchey ? 
28 Hull street. 
Near the works? 
Yes, sir. 
. Did you have any trouble with smoke before the middle of 
April? 
A. No, sir, —that is, we had trouble with the smoke, but no 
trouble with noise, until, as I say, April. We never found any 
trouble with the iron man at all, because we were too far away to 
get any noise from it. 
@. The people on the other side were troubled with that? 
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Yes, sir. 
You used to have smells and smokes at various times ? 
Yes, sir. 
How do the smells now compare with the old smells ? 
They have increased. 
The same sort of smell? 
It seems to be a stronger smell now. 
A different kind? 
Yes, sir. 
Worse than the old one? 
Worse? I should think so; yes, sir. 
How about smoke? 
Well, the smoke seems to have increased, too. 
More than it used to be? 
Yes, sir. 
How is that — every day the same, or does it differ from day 
to day? 
A. I notice it at night; of course I have to work in the day- 
time, and I am not there and can’t tell about it. 
@. But you can’t see smoke at night? 
A. Well, as I have said to this gentleman, after 12 o’clock the 
smoke and noise seem to increase. 
Isn’t that because things are stiller everywhere else? 
That wouldn’t make the smoke increase any. 
How do you see the smoke at night?

@. Have you noticed it more one day than another? 
A. Well, as I have said, I noticed it more a week ago Thurs- 
day night, than at any time, and that was around 12 o’clock.

A. I didn’t find any trouble from it to-day, but I noticed the 
noise. 
Q. That goes right on? 
Aerxess sir.

A number of witnesses were called for the petitioners, by Mr. 
Cronan, and were duly sworn. 


Testimony of Mr. Grtorce W. Brown. 


Mr. Brown was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, and, 
having been previously duly sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination. 


Q@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name, Mr. Brown? 

A. George W. Brown. 

@. Where do you live, Mr. Brown? 

A. No. 112 Prince street. 

@. Are you an owner of real estate? 

A. Lam, sir. 

@. Situated where? 

A. 112 Prince street. 

Q. Now, Mr. Brown, how long have you lived in that vicinity ? 

A. Nineteen years last month. 

. Are you familiar with the location of the Boston Gas Com- 

pany’s plant? 

A. Tam. I have been in that vicinity 22 or 28 years, but in 
this particular house 19 years last month. 

Q. You have a family living with you? 

A. I have; yes, sir. 

@. What is your business, Mr. Brown? 

A, Hairdresser. - 

Q. And you have a place of business in that vicinity ? 

A. On the corner of Prince and Snowhill streets, 101 Prince. 

@. Now, Mr. Brown, what have you to say concerning the 
odors arising from the works of the Boston Gas Company ? 

A. Well, the dust and smoke and all that has always been bad. 
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@. No; I wish you would confine yourself to the odors first — 
what have you to say concerning the odors? 

A. Very bad. 7 

@. In what way do they affect you? 

A. Well, the smell is a great deal like rotten bones — I should 
say like grease, sometimes, and at night it smells like old rotten 
bones. That is as nigh as I could describe it. 

@. And do the smells have that character by day as well as by 
night? 

Yes, sir; quite so; we cannot open the windows at all 


How long has that been? 

A. Well, I should say two or three months. 
@. Worse than it was formerly ? 

A. Yes, sir; a great deal. 

Q. And what immediate effect do these odors have upon you? 

A. Well, they are apt to make one sick to the stomach. 

@). Nauseating, are they? 

A. Yes, sir. 

. Have any members of your family been sick by reason of 
these offensive odors ? 

A. J have heard my daughter complain about waking up nights, 
and about their making her sick to her stomach. Itis worse nights 
than it is days. 

@. And how often has she complained about being sick to her 
stomach ? 

A. Well, I couldn’t say how often. She is not one that does a 
a great deal of complaining anyway. 

(). Since when has she complained ? 

A. Oh, within a week. 

@. Has any other member of your family complained of these 
offensive odors ? 

A. Oh, they all complain of them. 

Q. Do you have any other tenants residing in your house with 
you? 

A. A man and his wife — that is all. 

Q. Have any of your tenements become vacant by reason of 
these odors? 

A. No, sir; this party that lives in the house works in the gas 
works, and consequently wouldn’t object. 

@. He is in the employ of the company ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, Mr. Brown, will you please state what you know of 
the dust, smoke, and steam arising from these works? 

A. They are very bad. It is almost an impossibility to keep it 
out of your house. 

Q. Is it possible for you to open your windows without getting 
the effect of the smoke, dust, and steam? 

A. Not unless you want to write your name, in about half an 
hour, all over your furniture, windows, tables, and everything. 

Q@. What is the character of the particles which you find on 
your furniture and in the interior of your house, from this dust 
and smoke ? 
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A. Well, it is a black dust. 

@. Is it of a greasy or oily character? 

A. Well, I couldn’t say particularly about that. 

@. Mr. Brown, we produced at the last hearing, and I now call 
to your attention some of the particles of dust which have been 
taken from one of the houses in this immediate vicinity — will 
you please look at it and see whether or not it compares with the 
dust and the particles which are found in your house, around on 
your furniture? 

A. (Examining dust.) I should say it did. 

@. What effect does this have upon your furniture? 

A. Well, it will turn it to a dirty color. 

@. And is it a fact that this dust, smoke, and steam is dis- 
charged both by day and night? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Then, what do you do in the warm weather with regard to 
opening your windows, and getting the air in your house? 

A. Well, I have to open the back windows. 

@. That is the only thing you can do, is it? 

A. About the only thing you can do. 

@. How far are you situated from the works? 

A. Well, I should judge forty feet, perhaps — within one es- 
tate, opposite to their gate. I think the next estate to me is 
opposite to their gate. 

Q@. (By the Cuairman.) You are a little more than the width 
of the street away from them? 

A. Yes, sir. I don’t know how wide the estate next to me is, 
but I guess forty feet from my door would go to their gate. I 
don’t think that street is over thirty feet wide there, anyway. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Well, Mr. Brown, how does the vol- 
ume of smoke, dust, and steam compare during the last few 
months, with what it was before that time? 

A. Oh, for the last few months, of course, the steam is not as 
bad as in winter, when there is a great deal more work going 
on. 
Q. Well, Iam speaking of the degree of dust and smoke — 
how it compares in volume, as it is discharged from the works at 
the present time, with what it has been previously ? 

A. I think we are getting as much dust now as at any time be- 
fore; as far as steam is concerned, we are not getting as much. 
There is not as much coke drowned. 

Q. What have you to say concerning the noise from the machin- 
ery in these works? 

A. Well, the noise is very obnoxious to anyone that is not feel- 
ing very well. I know IJ have heard a great deal of it for the last 
eight weeks. 

@. How does the volume of the noise compare with what it was 
before the month of April, in degree? 

A. I should say it is worse. 

@. And how do you find the noise to trouble you — by day or 
by night, or both? 

A, Well, by night mostly. I don’t mind it by day much when 
I am in the shop. 
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@. It troubles you mostly by night? 

wt. Y CSG Bir: 

(). What effect does it have upon you by night? 

Al. It sounds a good deal like a steamer playing all the time — 
that is about the sound, like a fire-engine. Sometimes IJ think 
that there has been a fire and the steamers are playing — that is a 
good deal like the sound and is what I would compare it to. 

@. Does it permit of your sleeping through the night? 

A. Well, yes, sir. 

@. Does it awaken you? 

A. If Iam not well it awakens me. If I am well it does not 
trouble me so much about sleeping, because generally I am a very 
good sleeper and I sleep in the back part of the house. The par- 
ties that sleep in the front complain of its waking them up and 
annoying them about getting to sleep. 

Q. What is the immediate effect of this great noise upon you if 
you are not well? 

A. Oh, I lie there and hear it go every few minutes. 

@. Does it prevent your getting to sleep? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. It does? 

A. I should say it did — I couldn’t swear whether it does or not, 
because perhaps my system wouldn’t let me sleep anyway. 

@. How does the noise compare with what it was prior to 
April? 

A. I should say the noise is worse than it was in April. 

@. What, if anything, do you know of inflammable or com- 
bustible material upon the works? 

A. Don’t know anything about it—I have never been inter- 
ested in it and don’t know anything about that. 

@. What do you know about the explosions which have taken 
place there ? 

A. Don’t know anything about them. 

@. Have you heard them? 

A. No, I couldn’t say I had. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. GreenoueH.) Mr. Brown, when did you first 
move into that neighborhood? 

A. Nineteen years ago, I think, the 4th of May, I moved into 
that house. 

@. That was in 1871? 

A. Yes, sir; the gas-works were not up there at that time. 

@. In 1874 you appeared before a committee of the council, 
did you not, and complained of the smoke and smell there? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And was there much smoke and smell then? 

A. Well, the smell was very bad at that time,—we had 
trouble with something that was run into the sewers. 

(). How was the smoke and dust? 

A. Well, I don’t think it was as bad then, as it is at the pres- 
ent time. 
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Q. That was from the manufacture of coal-gas, wasn’t it? 

A. I presume it was. 

Q. Well, how was the smoke and smell from that time down to 
last October, when you appeared again? 

A. It has always been bad. 

Q@. You appeared before a committee of the council last Octo- 
ber, and said at that time you were very much annoyed by smoke, 
cinders, and steam, did you not? 

A. Yes, sir; no doubt I said so, because I have no doubt that 
anyone who lives in that neighborhood is annoyed. 

Q. Well, has there been any change in regard to the smoke, 
cinders, and steam, since then? 

It is no better, — it is worse, if anything. 

The smoke, cinders, and steam you think, is worse now? 

Ue lene Jes 

In Prince street ? 

I think they complain more about it. 

. I don’t ask you what they complain about, but what you 
have noticed yourself ? 

A. Well, I have always noticed plenty of cinders and smoke 
around Prince street, plenty of it, always. 

Q. Well, hasn’t there been a decrease of that in the last four 
or five months? 

A. Well, in the last four months, of course. 

A. Well, in the last four months, of course, there would be less 
of it, because they are not drowning as much coke. 

Q. They are not drowning so much coke, are they? 

A. As far as the smoke and cinders that would arise from the 
works, it would not be as bad as if you were drowning more coke. 

@. What do the cinders come from? 

A. I suppose a great deal of it comes from the short chimneys. 

@. And those short chimneys were the same last autumn as 
they are now, were they not? 

A. No; they were not. I know they had a funnel put on one 
chimney — a tall funnel — and there were some beds, I believe,— 
I don’t know what you call them,— put in there. 

Q@. Well, after the hearing last autumn we put on higher 
chimneys, did we not? 
A. Icouldn’t say. That pipe got run up there a long ways by 
means of the funnel—TI don’t think that is there now. I think 

that was taken down. | 

@. I don’t know what funnel you refer to, but after the hearing 
last autumn wasn’t there a change made in the chimneys? 

A. I couldn’t say, sir. 

@. Now, with regard to the smell— you were annoyed by the 
smell as far back as 1874, were you not? 

A. There was a smell from the sewers — something that was 
run into the sewers from the gas house that no traps would stop 
from coming into your house. It would turn silverware or any- 
thing so that it would look just like copper in one day. 

@. That wasn’t the only complaint of smell that you made then, 
was it? 
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A. IJ think that was the occasion for a great deal of the com- 
plaint in 1874. 

@. Well, wasn’t the complaint much wider than that — wasn’t 
there a general complaint in regard to smell pot smoke, vefy 
much as there is now? 

A. Oh, all along Prince street they had that smell at every 
house. 

@. And they have had it there for forty years, haven’t they ? 

A. No, sir. 

(). They have had smoke and smell? 

A. No, sir, no such smell as that. I certainly wouldn’t live in 
a house with a smell of that description again more than six 
months for five thousand dollars. 

@. How long did that smell continue ? 

A. Some two or three months. 

Then it was remedied, was it? 

Yes, sir. 

How was the smoke and smell afterwards ? 

Oh, the smell was abated — that smell. 

The smell from the sewer was abated? 

Yes, sir; I think the whole of Prince street would have 
been dead if they had left it there. 

Q. You state very little about the noise at present — you com- 
plained last autumn with regard to the noise of the drawing 
machine, did yon not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. When was that abated? 

A. I couldn’t say. 

(). Could you remember within a month of when it was stopped, 
or is it stopped yet? 

A. Oh, I think I have heard it within a month or two. 

(). Well, was it just as troublesome within a month or two? — 
or how far back would you put, as near as you can, the last date 
on which you heard the drawing machine? 

A. Oh, well, I couldn’t state the date. 

(). Well, there was a great deal of complaint and a great deal 
of suffering from the noise made by the drawing machine, testified 
to here last autumn; now, can you state within a few months 
of when the noise ‘stopped, or do you know whether it has 
stopped at all? 

A. Oh, I don’t know whether it has stopped at all, but I think 
I have heard it within a month. 

(). You think you have heard it within a month? 

A. I think I have, within a month or two. 

(). Well, can’t you tell us a little more exactly than that, 
because it was represented as a very great nuisance, you know, 
a year ago, and it was said that people couldn’t sleep on account 
of it? 
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It was considered so by some. 

@. Well, didn’t you find it a nuisance ? 

A. You saw my testimony at that time. 

(). I have it before me now and am looking at it. 

A. I think I testified at that time that I was a very good 
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sleeper and slept at the back part of the house, and if I got to 
sleep the drawing machine would not trouble me. 

@. Well, I haven’t any notes in regard to your making that 
statement, —I won’t say that you didn't, — of course you stated 
that the noise was very objectionable? 

Mic) Yes)'sir. 

@. Now, what I am trying to get at is this, when this very 
objectionable noise of a year ago stopped, if it has stopped? 

A. Well, I don’t set down all the noises that I hear around there. 

@). No. Mr. Brown; but you could tell if there was such a noise 
as to be a frightful nuisance to the neighborhood, as this was 
represented to be last autumn — you could certainly tell whether 
that noise had stopped, couldn’t you? 

A. Oh, I have heard that noise within the time I have told 

ou. 
d (). Within a couple of months? 

ate ey es, sit? 

@. Now, how often have you heard this other noise that you 
refer to in connection with the machingry ? 

A. Oh, I have heard it often, nights. 

Q. Every night? 

A. Well, I should say every night. 

@. Well, at any special hours of the night? 

A. Well, most any time in the night. 

Q. How is it in the morning? 

A. In the morning I am senerally asleep — along about 2 or 
3 o'clock in the morning. 

@. How is it later in the morning —7 
ing ? 

“A. Well, then I presume the teams and such things make such a 
noise going along the streets that we don’t hear it. 

(). How is it in the middle of the day? 

A. Well, I suppose it is the same way — it is the samé at any 
time when there are teams around. 

@. Then it practically doesn’t trouble you except at night? 

A. Oh, no. 

@. And you don’t complain of it in the daytime at all? 

AS Nov sir: 

. Tell me in what way, in the vicinity of your house of Prince 
street, has the smoke and cinders increased — how much of the 
daytime, by the way, are you there yourself? 

A. Oh, I have been there most of the time for the last eight 
weeks. 

@. Take to-day, for instance,— did you notice such smoke and 
cinders to-day ? 

A. I have noticed that they had to keep the window shut down 
this morning. 

@. Oh, no; answer my question, Mr. Brown,— did you notice 
the smoke and cinders to-day ? 

A. I saw them coming over the gas house wall to-day. 

@. What time was that? 

A. Oh, some time this forenoon — I couldn’t say just the hour 
or just the minute. 


o’clock in the morn- 
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@. I don’t suppose you can, but you noticed it this morning? 
A. Yes, sir. 

J. Was that from drowning the coke? 

A. I presume from drowning the coke, mostly. 

@. ‘Then that had nothing to do with the water-gas manufact- 


A. I don’t know; I couldn’t say as to that. 

J. Well, you know they don’t drown any coke in the manufact- 
ure of water-gas, don’t you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, is there any part of the process in the manufacture of 
water-gas that has troubled you — that has annoyed you? 

Mr. Cronan. I object, unless the witness knows what the 
process of manufacturing water-gas is. 

Mr. GreenoucH. ‘This, I understand, is a hearing with regard 
to the nuisance caused by the manufacture of water-gas. 

Mr. Cronan. ‘‘ As to whether a public nuisance is created by 
the Boston Gaslight Company in the manufacture of gas at the 
North End.” 

Mr. GreenoucH. ‘The manufacture of water-gas at the North 
End. 

Mr. Cronan. It doesn’t specify that precisely. 

Mr. GreenoucH. ‘‘ To investigate the methods employed in 
the manufacture of water-gas,’’— that is the language of the 
order. 

Mr. Cronan. Well, this is the notice, if I am not mistaken, as 
to whether a public nuisance is created by the Boston Gaslight Com- 
pany in the manufacture of gas at the North End. Now, I submit 
that you cannot put to the witness a question which involves a 
knowledge of the elements in the manufacture of water-gas until it 
appears that the witness knows what the process of manufacturing 
water-gas is. Until it appears that he does, I object to his an- 
swering that question. 

Mr. GreEenouGH. I cannot lay my hand on the original order, 
but I see that the Chairman states according to the report of the 
first hearing :— 

‘¢This hearing has been called in pursuance of the following 
order — that the joint special committee on the manufacture of 
water-gas be authorized to give public hearings upon the subject 
matter they are considering.” 

I don’t see the original order. 

The Cuarrman. ‘The original order, which was acted upon by 
the Common Council May 1, 1890, is as follows :— 

‘¢ That a joint special committee, consisting of five members of 
the Common Council, with such as the Board of Aldermen may 
join, be appointed to investigate the methods employed in the man- 
ufacture of water-gas, and to report whether or not in their opin- 
ion the manufacture of the same is in the nature of a nuisance to 
the residents of Boston; also to investigate the cause of the recent 
explosions at the gas-house in Ward 6, and to report whether or 
not the same were caused in the manufacture of water-gas.” 

Under that order the committee are now considering the subject 
of the manufacture of water-gas. 
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Mr. Cronan. ‘The order printed here merely says that the com- 
mittee is to consider ** The question as to whether a public nuisance 
is created by the Boston Gaslight Company in the manufacture of 
gas at the North End.” 

Mr. GreenoucH. That is merely the newspaper notice — the 
order doesn’t cover that question at all. 

By request of Mr. Greenough, the stenographer repeated his 
last question, as follows : — 

‘¢ (@. Now, is there any part of the process in the manufacture of 
water-gas that has troubled you —that has anndyed you?” 

A. I don’t know about water-gas — I simply know that we have 
a smell. 

@. You don’t know what causes it—whether it is from the 
manufacture of the old coal-gas, or whether it arises from the new 
water-gas method? 

A. No, I didn’t know about it, until I heard the talk about the 
manufacture of water-gas. 

@. You had the smoke and smell away back in 1875, didn’t 
you? 

A. Not this smoke and smell. 

Q. Not this kind of smell? 

A. Not this kind of smell. 

@. Well, can you distinguish it from the smell that you had be- 
fore which arose from the drains? 

A. Yes; I know the drain smell. 

@. Well, haven’t you had smoke, smell, and cinders ever since 
you have been on Prince street? 

id pan INO GP AIT 

@. You have not? 

A. No, sir; we have had a smell, but not the kind we have now, 
and not the kind we had back in 1875, at the time we had the 
hearing. 

@. Last fall, in 1889, you had a smell? 

A. Not that I know of — not that I recollect. 

@. Not that you remember? 

A. Not the kind that we have now. 

@. Well, how does it differ — how do the smoke, smell, cinders, 
and steam which trouble you on Prince street differ from what they 
have been in the 18 years that you have been there? 

A. Well, I couldn’t state back so far as 18 or 20 years, because 
at that time the gas works was not up there. 

Q. Well, take it back about 1874? 

A. I don’t know exactly when you did come up there — when 
they extended their works up there — but 19 years ago they were 
not up there. 

Q. Well, how does the smoke, smell, and annoyance that you 
have there now differ from the smoke, smell, and cinders you have 
had there, practically, for 19 years? 

A. Well, I would state that the smell we have there now is a 
great deal like old rotten bones, —that is as near as anything I 
can compare it to. 

Q. How did it smell before? 

A. I never noticed any particular smell further than what 
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would naturally be around gas works — you might smell a little 
gas smell, or something of that description, and as I have told 
you, we had a hearing back in 1874, in regard to the smell that 
used to come around from the drains. 

@. Well, was there any other smeli about that time? 

A. I ought to know about that, because I dug up drains and 
put in traps all over the house, and did everything I could to try 
to keep the smell out, and I couldn’t stop it. 

(). Do I understand you to say that there was no smell at all 
from the time when you stopped the trouble from the drains down 
to the present day, or within a short time? 

A. Only that you might smell a gas smell, or there would be 
steam or something of that description, but there was no bad, 
sickening smell. 

Well, what was the smell you testified to last autumn ? 

I couldn’t say. 

The smell in the shop that you spoke of? 

The smell in the shop? 

Yes, sir. 

_ Oh, that might possibly have been the smell that I testified 
to as s being the same that we had away back in 1874. ‘There was 
a day or two there that we had that smell again, and the superin- 
tendent, and I think the foreman of the yard, came into my house 
to see if I did have it there, and I took them down cellar, and 
they could smell it. I think, perhaps, that may be the smell I 
testified to at that time. I know we had that there for a day or 
two. 

@. Was that the only smell? 

A. That is the only smell that I recollect now. 

@. Do you remember Mr. Hagan testifying at that hearing, 
directly after you? 

Mr. Hagan? 

Yes, sir; Mr. James Hagan, last autumn ? 

Yes, sir; I think I do. 

You think you remember it? 

Yes, sir. 

. Now, do you remember the first words he said — that there 
was a bad smell of burning oil, a nasty smell? 

A. I don’t recollect. I don’ t remember about that. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. Brown, when you appeared last 
year to complain, what was the greatest complaint that you had? 

A. About smoke and dust and the noise of the drawing-machine. 

(). How much noise did you have then? 

A. We used to have the noise of that machine every night. 

(). The same noise you have got now? 

A. Well, the noise that they make there now in the manufact- 
ure of the water-gas — we didn’t have the noise we have now. 

@. Do you remember the iron man that was in the works? 

A. I have heard tell about it, but I never was there and saw it. 

). Did you ever hear any noise that was attributed to that? 

A. Yes, sir; I have heard the noise, and that is what they at- 
tributed it to. 
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Q. What side of the works was that on, when it was working — 
the Prince-street side or the Hull-street side? 

A. The sound to me was as though it was inthe middle house 
on Prince street. 

About midway? 

Yes, sir. 

And the present sound is in what part of the yard? 

Oh, I should say it was on the hill. 

Up on the hill? 

I should say it was. 

Now, will you explain to the committee the difference in 
the sound which you get to-day and the sounds which you got from 
the iron man — the difference in volume, and whether you are 
troubled more or less at the present time than you were then? 

A. Well, I am troubled more, for the reason that this noise is 
going oftener. I should say this was running half the time, 
although it may not be. But this noise sounds to me a great deal 
like a steam fire-engine. I have often woke up and thought there 
was a fire there until I happened to think. 

@. How long have you noticed this last noise ? 

A. Oh, two or three months. 

Q. (By Mr. GreenoueH.) You said it was going half the 
time, Mr. Brown — what do you mean by that, that half the time 
it was not going, and half the time it was? 

A. Oh, I have heard it so often that I should think it was run- 
ning every night half of the time. 

Q. Well, how would you divide that half — you mean that it is 
running three days in the week or half of the day or half of each 
hour. 

A. Oh, half of each hour. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman). Do you mean by that that it runs half 
an hour and stops half an hour? 

A. I should think it would go five or ten minutes and stop, and 
then run again. 
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Redirect Examination. 


Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Coming back to this question of water- 
gas, I don’t understand that you know anything about it person- 
ally ? 

A. I don’t know anything about water-gas — don’t know any- 
thing about it personally, and don’t know anything about the 
works there at the present time. 

@. But the fact is fixed in your mind that you were led to be- 
lieve that some time in April last this company commenced the 
manufacture of water-gas? 

A. I have heard that report; yes, sir. 

Q@. Now, then, fixing that fact in your mind, since that time has 
this smoke dust, steam, and these smells and the noise, been 
greater than before? 

A. I should say they had; yes, sir. 
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Testimony of Mr. Parrick CROWLEY. 


Mr. Crowley was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, 
and, having been previously duly sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination. 


(By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 

Patrick Crowley. 

Where do you live, Mr. Crowley? 

51 Hull street. 

How long have you lived at 51 Hull street ? 

Well, I have lived at 49 and 51—let me see, I have paid 
rent since Dee. 5, 1881. 

Q. You rent 49 and 51? 

A. Yes,sir. I gave notice the 7th of this month, and I would 
say that my lease expires— 

@. We will come to that in a short time — you have been rent- 
ing one of these houses since 1881? 

A. Yes, sir; No. 49. 

@. And you have lived continually in the neighborhood since 
that time? 

A. I have been living in the neighborhood since January, 1873. 
I have been in Nos. 51, 49, and 53 during that limit of time. 

(). What is your business, Mr. Crowley? 

A. Well, I work for a warehouse, No. 251 Atlantic avenue. 

@. You have your family residing with you in this house No. 51 
Hull street ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, Mr. Crowley, what have you to say about the odors, 
the smells, arising from the works of this company ? 

A. Well, the smells are so bad that when I go to bed at night I[ 
have to shut my windows down. 

(). The smells, then, are very annoying, are they? 

A. I can’t go to bed with my family and sleep all night, on ac- 
count of the smell and the noise coming from these works. 

@. From these works? 

A. Yes, sir; and I had to shut the window down against it, and 
it strikes me in the face. I had to do so this evening at quarter 
of seven, when I was dressing up. 

You mean to say that you had to close the window to-night? 
Yes, sir. 

In your room? 

Yes, sir; at quarter of seven o’clock. 

The odor was as offensive as that? 

Yes, sir; it struck me square in the face, like the wind will 
take the dust and sweep it in your face, and if you turn your head 
to one side, it will just pass you by. 

@. What is the smell like? 

A. Like a lot of decayed animal flesh lying around loose some- 
where, and when the wind strikes it, it will roll it along your face. 

@. What effect do these odors and smells have upon you? 

A. Well, they haven’t seemed to affect me, but my wife, dur- 
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ing the latter part of April, and up to about the middle of May, 
was being troubled with her head, with dizziness and illness — 
and when she would come downstairs in the morning, to the 
kitchen, to get breakfast ready for the two of us, it was difficult 
for her to work. I would come home at noon, and there would 
be five or six young children lying around, and I would ask them, 
‘¢where is your mother?” — and they would say, ‘‘ mother had 
to go to bed after you went out this morning.’ 

Q. Come right to the facts — never mind what the children 
said, but come ‘to the facts. Your wife was sick, was she? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Tell us the condition of affairs, in regard to her sickness. 

A. Well, I would go upstairs and find her a-bed, with a hand- 
kerchief or whatever it might be tied up around her head. 

@. What was the matter with her? 

A. Dizziness, and that illness —she would have a headache, 
on account of this noise. 

(@. You want to confine your testimony now to the question of 
the odor and smell —I asked you what immediate effect those 
smells had upon you? 

A. Well, they haven’t had any effect on me, any more than 
that I have had to shut my windows. 

(). That you have stated, —is there any other effect which it 
has had upon you personally ? 

A. No, sir: 

(@. Well, that disposes of that. Now, with reference to any 
member of your family, confining your testimony to the question 
of the odors, the smells, — single out any member of your family 
who has been made sick by reason of the smells, and state the 
effects ? 

A. Well, there are two of my sons who sleep at the top of the 
house, the front attic, and one of them will come down sometimes 
in the morning and will be all choked up, and will have to go to 
the sink and get water and salt to clear his throat and nostrils, and 
one morning they bled in the sink. The older boy will be twenty 
in September, and one morning I asked him if this affected him, 
and he said, ‘‘I came down yesterday morning and didn’t know 
whether I was standing on my head or feet with dizziness.” This 
noon I came in and one of the children is four years old, and 
mother told he just got up this morning and had to go back to 
bed again. 

@. Never mind what mother told you — have you seen any of 
the children sick from these odors? If so, state, it and don’t tell us 
what somebody told you? 

A. This child was taken sick and she tried to put a mustard 
poultice on. Said I, ‘‘ Go to the doctor for him.” She said it 
would do no good, that it would cost three dollars to get a doctor 
and that he would probably tell her to put on the mustard 
poultice. 

@. Do you know what caused the child’s sickness ? 

A. No, sir; I can’t say. 

@. You don’t know whether to attribute it to the smells or not? 

A. That I cannot say. The windows are shut every night 
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when we go to bed, and there is no air except what gets in with 
the windows closed. 

(). And you mean to tell the committee that during this weather 
you can’t open your windows? 

A. No, sir; and I had my bed shifted from the front to the 
back, and took the children trom the back room to the front room, 
and had the door shut between the front and the back room, so 
that they would not be troubled by this noise. 

(). Confining your testimony now to smells, do you know 
whether your wife has been made sick by these smells? 

A. Nomore than she has told me that she has been troubled by 
this noise. 

@. We want to get at one thing at a time — how do these odors 
compare with what they were before the month of April last? 

A. There was no such smell before that I could notice. 

@. That is to say, you couldn’t notice the smells before April? 

A. No; no such smells as we have now. 

@. Do you notice these odors by day and by night? 

A. By day and by night, sir, whenever I 20 to the window or go 
to the street, and when “the front door is open and the windows 
are open, the smell will come right in and go through the house, 

Q. Mr. Crowley, with reference to the dust, smoke, and steam 
arising from the works, what have you to say upon that point? 

A. Well, I never had any trouble about the dirt. 

@. Doesn’t the dust annoy you? 

A. No, sir; it don’t annoy me any more than that it collects 
around the windows and around the furniture and the window- 
sills. 

@. What is the effect upon the furniture and the interior of your 
house ? 

A. As far as that is concerned, I never bothered my head with 
the dirt. 

(). I wasn’t asking you what you bothered about — what is the 
effect upon your furniture of the smoke, dust, and steam, if you 
know? 

A. Well, of course I see the furniture — I couldn’t notice any 
more than that. 

@. Well, I want you to describe to the committee the effect upon 
your furniture of this dust and smoke. 

A. Well, I didn’t take notice about the condition of the fur- 
niture. 

(). Well, have you seen the dust in your house? 

a. Yes, sir. 

Q. How does it compare with this (referring to the sample of 
dust previously produced) ? 

A. (Examining.) Well, it is the same as that, and you couldn’t 
get it off your fingers if you wanted to. 

@. Now, I want you to state to the committee what is the effect 
upon your furniture and the interior of your house of that dust 
and smoke? 

A. Well, I never found any fault with the dust whatsoever. 

@. It didn’t have any effect whatever upon your furniture ? 

A. I didn’t find any fault with the dust, whatsoever, 
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@. About the smoke and steam ? 

A. The smoke and steam? Well, there is a machine there and 
when it goes you would think it was going like chain lightning, and 
that would run somewheres 

@. No; I am asking you about the smoke and steam — the 
volume of smoke and steam. 

A. Well, the smoke and steam rise up from these works. 

(). Well, how about their permeating your house, getting into 
your house and affecting yourself and family; have you any com- 
plaint to make about that? 

A. No; no complaint about that, only about the noise. 

@. Then we will come to the noise now — what have you to 
say about the noise? 

A. Well, the noise is as though there was a steam-engine 
right across there, inside the walls, and as though there was an 
awful fire and she was doing her endeavors to put out that fire ; 
and that would go about three minutes and then would come an 
empty sound, the same as a pump, and it would sound as though 
it was right over the ceiling here. 

@. When you speak about the walls, you mean the walls of 
the gas-house ? 

A. Yes, sir, right across the street from me. 

(). When you speak of a steam-engine, you mean to describe 
the noise from a steam-engine as being the kind of noise that you 
hear ? 


Yes, sir. 

From these works? 

Yes, sir. 

Well, how does it trouble you, Mr. Crowley? 

Well, it troubles me so that I can’t get my sleep from it. 
It keeps me awake during the night — there were two nights that 
it kept me awake until half past one, and another night it was 
after two o’clock. I fell asleep between that and three, because 
I didn’t hear the clock striking three, but I couldn’t tell exactly 
what time it was. 

(). Has this been since April or before April? 

A. It has been since the 13th or 14th of April, as near as I 
can judge. 

Q. And has it continued ever since that time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, you may describe what effect this noise has upon your 
wife as far as you know, or upon any other members of your 
family ? 

A. Well, my wife said she had a dizziness, a headache, an ill- 
ness in her head. 

(). Has she been made sick by this noise? 

A. Well, she has been so sick that she has had to go to bed. 

@. When? 

A. Well, from the latter part of April to some part of May, 
and this month I have heard her complain of a headache. . 

@. How long did that sickness continue? 

A. Well, that I could not say. 

@. About how long? 
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A. I could not say, sir. 

@. Any other member of your family made sick from the 
noise ? 

A. No; I haven’t heard any of them complain of the noise, as 
far as I know of. 

Q. Do you know anything about inflammable and combustible 
material on the works? 

A. No, sir; I know nothing about them. 

@. Anything about these explosions that have occurred there ? 

A. Yes, sir; I was home one day and my wife told me there 
was an explosion. I joked it off and said, ‘* That is nothing.” 

Q. Well, what do you know yourself — never mind what your 
wife told you. Come to facts — what do you know about the ex- 
plosions. 

A. Well, I was eating my dinner on Friday, April 30, this last 
April, and there was a crack went off, and I could compare it to 
nothing but a salute in the navy yard to some man-of-war coming 
up the harbor. I stood up in the kitchen window and could see 
these four stacks and two skylights, which I could see from my 
window, open, in the top of this one-story building. They are 
open all the time. I got up in the chair to look out of the kitchen, 
and I saw a whole lot of people running from all directions to see 
if they could see whether it blew the wall out in the street, or what 
it did. J had dinner and got up and went to my business —I had 
only twenty minutes to get to my work. 

» @. Never mind the 20 minutes — what else do you know about 
the explosions? 

A. Well, there was another one here, I should think the 6th or 
7th of this month. 

Q. Well, what do you know about it? 

A. I was doing some work down in the kitchen one night and I 
heard a noise —J couldn’t compare it to anything any more than if 
you should load a gun with shot and powder and come up and fire 
it near my ear, and I jumped. I got a start and I remained there 
about fifteen minutes or so, and then went out on the side-walk. I 
met a man sitting near the door-step. ‘* Did you hear that ?” 
says I. ‘* Yes,” says he; ‘‘ and my heart jumped to my mouth.” 

@. Do you know of any other explosions ? 

A. Not to my knowledge; no, sir. 

Q. What effect did these explosions have upon you? 

A. Gave me a start, I told you—no more effect than that they 
gave me a fright. 

Q. What effect did they have upon the building you are 
occupying ? 

A. Well, I don’t know as they had any effect. 

@. Did they shake the building or shatter it in any way? 

“l. No, I didn’t notice that they shook the building. On the 
30th of April I was in the basement kitchen having dinner. Up 
in the front room the window shakes all the time when the 
machine goes. When she starts, the window starts, and when 
she stops, the window stops. And then when it starts up again, 
the window goes and the blind goes. 
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_ @. How does the noise compare with the noise of the iron man, 
before April? 

A. J know nothing whatsoever about the iron man, as far as havy- 
ing seen it is concerned ; and all I know is that I have heard about 
the iron man being there, and have heard the noise that they say 
comes from it. 

@. How does the noise which you understood to come from the 
iron man compare with the noise which you have heard since April 
in connection with the manufacture of water-gas? 

A. I would say that no noise could be worse than the noise of 
this machine they have there now is. It is right opposite the 
door, and across the road. It is worse than anything we have 
bad there. 

@. Now, you have undertaken to say that you have been 
obliged to give up the lease of 49 Hull street? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). Why did you have to do so? 

A. I gave him his lease — it don’t expire until the 29th of this 
month — aud I gave him his lease and paid him for the month, 
and I said, ‘‘Here is your lease and your rent; I don’t want to 
take you at short notice, but calculate to give you one month’s 
notice or thereabouts.”’ Said he, ‘‘ When does this lease expire? ” 
— ‘¢It expires on the 29th day of this month,” says I. Says I, 
‘‘T have got to vacate the house where I am, if this thing isn’t 
stopped. I have got a large family and have got to stop there 
until I find some place to suit me better. I will have to leave 
there, on account of this noise.” 

@. Then this affects your health and your mode of living, and 
the health and mode of living of your family, so that you are 
obliged to leave that community and neighborhood ? 

wis ied) SIE. 

(). You have been obliged to surrender a lease of property 
which you have had since 1881? 

A. Well, I have been paying rent since December, 1881. I 
leased it for a term, and the lease expires on the 29th of this 
month. 

@. Have you had any vacancies in the premises which you have 
leased, by reason of the nuisance at these works? 

A. Yes, sir; I have had a tenement idle there for over 5 
weeks. They have been idle right along, in and out, since about 
the 16th or 18th of April last. 

@. And have you been able to re-rent the premises since that 
time? 

A. No, sir. 

(). Have you had applications for the premises? 

A. Well, I had a certain class of people that were thrown out 
in the street, and they would tell me that they came from such and 
such a place, or such a place, and of course I would believe them 
and take them in. Then they would not pay me and would have 
to leave and I got one out last July, and I have another tenant in 
there that didn’t pay me. 

@. Let us get right back to the point — we are sorry for your 
trouble in that regard, but we want to ascertain what effect the 
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conditions which you have testified to—the smoke, offensive 
odors, dust, noise, and steam from these works —has had upon 
your ability to rent your premises. How was it before April; 
could you rent your premises to fair paying tenants? 

A. Well, for going on two years I couldn’t get any decent 
people to go up in that house to live. 

@. Has it grown worse since last April? 

AY Yes: sir 

@. Describe to the committee how it has been. 

A. Well, there have been two tenants in that house that owe me 
$18 now for rent, and they have cleared out, and I can’t get any 
rent from them. ; 

@. No, that isn’t the point. You said you surrendered your 
lease because you cannot get people to live in the immediate 
vicinity of these works who are fairly able to pay the rent. Now, 
I want you to tell the committee whether or not it has been more 
difficult to get fair tenants in that neighborhood since last April 
than it was before; and, if so, why? 

A. Well, since last April I got two of these tenants in there, 
and I couldn’t get the money from them when it was time for me 
to get it; and there was one tenement upstairs that I let for five 
weeks — 

@. Do you understand what my question is? Let me put the 
question to you again: You have stated that you have surrendered 
a lease which you had of these premises ? 

wis. ¥ 68,. sir. 

@. That you have had since 1881? 

Mao Les,asir. 

@. And you have been describing to the cominittee the odors, 
the dust, smoke, steam, and noise, arising from these works, — 
now, will you be kind enough to tell the committee how it is that 
since they commenced to make water-gas on these works, you 
have been unable to rent your house well? That is what we want 
you to tell. (Objected to as leading, by Mr. Greenough.) I 
want this to appear before the committee. State in your own 
way, Mr. Crowley, why it is that you cannot get the class of ten- 
ants to live in those houses now, that you could before April? 

A. Well, there is one in the house I am living in myself —- one 
upstairs — who said if this thing didn’t stop, she would move out. 

@. Well, one tenant has notified you that if this noise is not 
stopped, she will move? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Which house is that? 

A, 51 Hull. 

@. Is there any other tenant in that house who has notified 
you of an intention to vacate ? 

A, No, sir. 

@. Now, come to No. 49,— have you had any notice from any 
tenant in that house, since last April, of intention to vacate ? 

A. Well, there is a tenant in the bottom of the house since 
April, and she said she was going to move to East Boston where 
her husband works, if this thing didn’t stop. 
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(). Is there any other tenant in No. 49 who has notified you of 
an intention to vacate? 

A. No, sir; there is only one other tenant, on the middle floor, 
and the rest is vacant. 

@. And you have leased this house since 1881? 

A. I haven’t said I leased it since 1881, but. my present lease 
runs out on the 29th of this month. 

(). I understood you to say that you have leased it since 1881? 

A. No, sir; I said I had paid rent for the house since Dec. 5, 
1881, and I have had a lease of it for some time, and my lease 
runs out on the 29th of this month. 

@. Now, since 1881, up to April of this year, have you had the 
same difficulty in renting your premises that you have had since 
April? 

A. No, sir. 

@). Now, then, do you attribute your inability to rent those 
premises since April to the odors, the dust, the smoke, and steam, 
and the noise from these works —is that the reason why you 
haven’t been able to rent these premises as well as you did 
before ? 

A. Well, I lay it to that, sir. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. GreenoucH.) What was this tenant you spoke 
about last July, Mr. Crowley? 

A. Well, I had a tenant there last July, and I spoke of it 
because I had trouble with them. 

Q. Well, what was the matter? 

A. ‘Well, in the first place, this tenant came in there, and she 
told me she was such a good woman and such a good tenant, and 
I came to trace her up and found that she was put out before she 
came to me. 

(. By somebody else? 

A. Yes, sir; though she was in there for some time, and I had 
to go to work and put her out for not paying her rent. 

. Well, what class of tenants did you have at that time, in 
July — did you have your houses full ? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. All full? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. When did the tenants begin to go? 

A. Well, this tenant went out — 

@. This one you have referred to was put out? 

A. Yes, sir; she was put out. She owed me rent when she was 
put out. 

(). When did your other tenants leave? 


A. Well, since April, I had two tenants move out from this 
house. 
@. When did they move in? 

A. One of them moved in here somewhere in the neighborhood 
of — well, as nigh as I could say, there is one of them that had 
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been there about four months on the top floor and went away 
owing me somewhere in the neighborhood of $4.50. 

@. When did she go? 

A. I said there was one tenant who lived there — I didn’t say 
she was ashe. (Laughter.) 

@. Well, he, then, —I won’t quarrel over the sex. When did 
he move out? 

A. He moved out somewheres, I should judge, about — well, I 
didn’t make any memorandum when he moved out, but he moved 
out. I didn’t take any note of it. 

@. Well, was it lately, or was it about April? 

A. It was since April — somewheres in May. 

(. Where did he work? 

A. He worked at a currying shop—used to work over in 
Chelsea, he told me, and then he went out to Malden or some 
other place. I heard afterwards that he went off to New York ; 
he was a widower; his wife was dead, and he had some children. 

@. You have had no trouble, you say, from the dirt— you 
don’t object to the dirt and smoke, do you? 

A. Well I don’t object to the dust.. All I care for is the odor 
arising from these works, and the noise. 

@. All you complain of now are the noise and the odors? 

A. Yes, sir; and I had to throw up the lease of this property 
and I will have to move myself, if it isn’t stopped. 

(). Your lease runs out the day after to-morrow? 

A. The 29th day of the month. 

(. You are going to give it up at the end of the month? 

A. I have surrendered the lease, and I said to the man that I 
would give him a month’s notice, as I didn’t wan’t to take him 
short. 

@. Do you mean that you gave a month’s notice that you 
would not stay a month after the 29th day of this month, or that 
you gave a month’s notice before the 29th? 

A. I gave notice the 7th day of June. He came around the 
7th of June, collecting the rent, and I gave him notice, because I 
didn’t wan’t to take him at short notice. 

(. Your lease runs out this month? 

A. The 29th day of the month. 

(). What did you give notice for, — didn’t you pay rent to the 
end of the month? 

A. I paid him to the end of this month. 

@. Why did you give him notice, if your lease ran out? 

A. Because I didn’t wan’t to have him taken short and I 
wanted to give him a month’s notice. 

@. You gave it to him out of friendship, so that he could find 
some other tenant? 

A. No, sir; because I couldn’t get any tenants to occupy it.’ 

@. Well, if your lease ran out you were not bound to give him 
any notice whatever. 

Mr. Ratsuesky. —I don’t see what difference it makes, any 
way. 

Mr. GreenouGu. — I don’t know that it does. 

@. When did you hear the noise last? 
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A. I was on the hill about twenty minutes before noon one 
day — 

Q. Well, how was the noise to-day ? 

A. Well, when I was home at dinner to-day I didn’t hear the 
noise. 

@). Didn’t hear it to-day? 

A. No. Sometimes when I go there this noise is stopped. 

(. How long does it stop, when you are there? 

mur Well; when I get there, sometimes it runs four or five minutes 
and I have heard it running as long as twelve minutes at one 
time. 

(). Without stopping? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Then how long does it stop? 

A. Well, it will stop somewheres in the neighborhood of five 
minutes and start again and run six minutes. I timed it at this 
time, especially — since that I didn’t bother my head with it. That 
was the Sunday before the 17th. 

@. Sunday before last? 

A. The Sunday before the 17th of June. 

@. That was Sunday before last? 

A. I say the Sunday before the 17th. 

@. Well, was that Sunday before last? 

A. I say the Sunday before the 17th, and I met a gentleman I 
have seen here at the hearings. I met him on Hull street and 
heard that machine going; you would think it was — I don’t know 
what you would compare it to. I got to the foot of Hull street 
and met a gentleman who asked me if I was coming up here 
Friday night. 

@. Did you hear it last Sunday? 

A. Hear what? 

@. The noise? 

A. Well, I heard it Sunday morning. 

Q. What time? 

A. It kept me awake until I got up Sunday morning to see the 
clock, and it was eighteen minutes past two, and I went back to 
bed and was asleep before the clock struck three. When the 
clock struck two this machine was going, and [ got up and lit my 
pipe and walked around to see if I “couldn’ t wear myself out, and 
the last time I looked at the clock it was eighteen minutes past 
two — this was Saturday night, towards Sunday morning. 

@. When did you hear it next? 

A. Probably somewheres about six to seven o’clock that 
evening. 

@. Didn’t you hear it between two o’clock in the morning and 
six and seven the next evening? 

A. I heard it Sunday evening, between six and half past. 

@. Didn’t you hear it between two o’clock in the morning and 
six o’clock at night? 

A. I say it kept me awake until eighteen minutes past two, 
and I don’t know what time she went or when she stopped, but I 
know I didn’t hear the clock striking three. 

@. Were you asleep until six o’clock that night? 
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A. Eh? 

@. Did you hear it again from that time in the morning, when 
you were kept awake, until six o’clock at night? 

A. No, sir; because I went to sleep from eight minutes past 
two, when I was up. I went to sleep after that, pretty soon, 
because I didn’t hear it striking three. 


Testimony of Mrs. Mary T. SInnorr. 


Mrs. Sinnott was called by Mr. Cronan for the petitioners, and, 
having been previously duly sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Hxamination. 
(By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 
Mary T. Sinnott. 
Where do you reside, Mrs Sinnott? 
No. 6 North Hudson street. 
Do you live there with your husband and family ? 
Yes, sir. 
You are the owner of real estate there ? 
Yes, sir. 
And how long have you resided in that neighborhood ? 
Thirty-three years. 
Now, Mrs. Sinnott, I wish to call your attention to the odors, 
the smells, arising from these works Will you please state to the 
committee what you have observed in that respect since last April? 

A. Well, I think the smells are very distressing and very 
suffocating. 

@. Do you observe these smells both by day and by night? 

A. Yes, sir; and at 11 o’clock they are very bad. 

@. Will you describe the immediate effect which these smells 
and odors have upon you? 

They have given me headaches. 

Have made you sick? 

Well, not very sick, but I have not been well. 

You have not been well ? 

I have not felt well, on account of headaches, all the spring. 
How often has that been your condition ? 

Well, pretty much the whole spring. 

And what effect, if any, have these smells, these odors, had 
upon your family? 

A. Well, they are all men in the house and they don’t complain 
much. I have a family living in the house, but they have not 
made any complaint. 

@. Are you able to open your windows, by reason of these 
smells ? 

A. No, all night we have to close the windows at the front of 
the house. 

(). Then it is not possible for you to live comfortably ? 

A. No, sir; it is not. 

(). Is that due mainly to the odors? 

A. To the odors and the smoke. 
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Q@. Now, then, will you state to the committee how you are 
troubled and to what extent by the smoke, dust, and steam arising 
from the works? 

A. Well, when the wind is southward we are very much 
troubled. 

@. What effect does the smoke, dust, and steam have upon 
your furniture and the interior of your house? 

A. Well, of course the house is very dusty and it keeps me 
sweeping and cleaning all the time. 

@. Does it injure your furniture? 

A. Yes; I should say it did, some. 

@. Will you look at the dust and cinders upon the table and 
state whether or not that resembles the dust and cinders you find 
upon your furniture ? 

A. (Examining.) Well, what I sweep up is browner than that 
— that is black, isn’t it? 

@. Yes; it appears so. 

A. But I have noticed, when the windows are open, something 
like lampblack which would come in. 

@. Are the particles you find upon your clothes while ironing 
greasy and oily particles ? 

A. aYO85/-ir: 

@. Do they stain the clothing? 

A. Well, I can wash it off, of course. 

Q. You can? 

A. Yes, sir; but it has stained the paint over my front door— 
over my front door there is a light-colored paint, and it has stained 
it and made blotches. ; 

@. How recently has the place been painted which you refer to 
now? 

A. I should say perhaps four years. 

@. Does it have that effect upon the paint in the interior of the 
house? 

A. No, not the same—it hasn’t blotched it. 

@. What effect, if any, does the smoke, dust, and steam have 
upon your health ? 

A. Well, the smell has given me headaches. 

@. Do you think the headaches you speak of are to be attributed 
to the smell ? 

A. I think so, sir. I have had to keep the windows in front 
of the house closed. I closed them all up. 

(). Now, with reference to the effect of the noise—what have 
you to say about that? 

A. ‘The noise is very bad, but it doesn’t trouble me as much as 
it does others, because I can get away from it at night. 

Q. How? 

A. I can sleep at the back of the house upstairs, and [ don’t 
notice it so much there. 

@. Well, are you able to tell whether the noise is as great in 
volume during the day as it is at night. 

A. I think it is more at night. 

@. Are you in the habit of retiring early ? 
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A. No,sir; I don’t go to bed until the last one in the house— 
sometimes 11,sometimes after. It is generally nearer 11 than 10. 

(). Does it awaken you during the night? 

A. Well, it has waked me during the night. 

@. Does it effect your ability to get to sleep? 

A. Well, it is hard to get to sleep after being woke up. 

@. Do you know anything about the inflammable and combustible 
material upon the works? 

A. No, sir; nothing more than that there is water-gas, and I 
feel as if it was dangerous — at least, I don’t know personally 
anything about it. 

Q. Well, what has produced that feeling of alarm in your mind ? 

A. The explosions. 

@. What do you know about the explosions? 

A. What I have heard of them. 

@. How many explosions have you heard ? 

A. Well, I have heard three, one at noon-time, and two others, 
I think — I am pretty sure about the two others. 

@. What effect, if any, did the explosions have upon your 
house, in regard to jarring or shaking it? 

A. I don’t know as they had any injurious effect upon the house, 
but they shook it. 

(). They did? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And these explosions that you have described have caused 
some alarm in your mind? 

A. Well, a little. 

@. For your personal safety ? 

A. Well, for the safety of the neighborhood, as much as 
anything — of course I think of myself some. 

@. Have you lost any tenants on account of the conditions which 
you have testified to? 

A. No, sir; I have not. I have one tenant in the house, only 
a small family which occupies two rooms. 

@. Have they made any complaints? 

A. Nosir; they haven’t made any to me. 

@. Is the tenant employed in the gas-house? 

A. He was, but he is not now. 

Q@. How do the effects you have testified to concerning the 
odors, the dust, the smoke, and noise, compare, since April, with 
what they were before ? 

A. Well, they are worse now —a good deal worse, I think. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Greenoven.) How did you know, madam, that 
this explosion which you referred to first took place from water- 
gas? 

A. I don’t know whether it took place from water-gas or not, 
but I know it took place in the gas-house, and I suppose it took 
place from the water-gas. 

Q@. Would it make any difference with your feelings to know 
that it did not? 
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A. Well, I don’t know about my feelings. I know it was an 
explosion that came from the works, and I thought of course it 
must be dangerous, that where there was one explosion there 
might be another and perhaps a worse one. 

@. ‘Then it didn’t make any difference to you whether it was 
water-gas, coal-gas, or any other kind of gas that caused the ex- 
plosion ? 

A. Well, I thought water-gas was more apt to explode than 
the other. 

@. Why so? 

A. Because it was made from naphtha, at least I supposed it 
was, although I don’t pretend to say. 

@. Well, you bave been told so, I suppose —that is your idea 
of it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You have lived there some thirty-three years? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Haven’t you always had more or less trouble with smoke 
and dust ? 

A. Well, some, but not to the extent that I have this spring. 
Last summer it was troublesome enough. 

(J. Well, hasn’t it been for a good many summers ? 

A. Well, when they burned coal tar it was troublesome. 

@. Well, the trouble from coal tar was a good many years ago? 

A. I forget how many years ago. 

@. Hasn’t there always been a greal deal of smoke and dust 
there in summer? 

A. Not as much dust as there is now. 

@. I will ask you how the smoke differs: is it a different kind 
of smoke now? 

A. More of it, I think —it is denser, and is a kind of greasy 
vapor. 

@. Like steam, you mean? 

A. I don’t think it is so clear as steam — it is a kind of black, 
greasy vapor, which hangs over everything, and fills the air. 

@. How often have you noticed that black, greasy vapor? 

A. This week I haven’t noticed it so much; I noticed it all 
along through the spring. 

Every day? 

Some days worse than others, but always bad enough. 
What times of the day? 

All through the day ; of course I am not watching it all day. 
I mean, when have you happened to notice it? 

I notice it a good deal. 

At any hour of the day? 

Yes, sir. 

When did you begin to notice it? 

Since April — I don’t know the exact time. 

Was it in April, or since April? 

Since April I should say. 

Do you notice it whichever way the wind blows? 

Have it more when the wind is southerly. 

You are on the north side of the works? 
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Yes, sir. 
Do you notice it when the wind is in the opposite direction ? 
Not so much. 
Do you notice it at all? 
We have the noise. 
The smoke, I mean. 
Not so much. 
How is it in regard to the smell — do you notice that when 
the wind is in the opposite direction? 
A. We have the smell all the time — we can’t escape it. 
@. Does it smell all through the day? 
A. I think it does — it comes in gusts, but the gusts come so 
often that we have the smell about all the time. 
@. Whichever way the wind is? 
A. Well, I suppose when the wind is from the south we must 
have it worse. 
@. Well, don’t you notice any difference ? 
A. Yes; I have noticed some difference. 
@. Much or little? 
A, Well, it is worse when the wind is southerly. 
Q. Now, have you noticed it more on any particular days, or 
any particular times in the day? 
A. Yes, sir; I have — some days it has been worse. 
@. Can you tell what days? 
A, Well, last Tuesday it was very bad—the noise and smell 
were very bad. . 
@. How has it been since Tuesday ? 
A. Not so bad. 
@. How was it to-day, for instance — was there any smell 
to-day ? 
Well, there was some smell. 
What time did you notice the smell to-day ? 
I couldn’t tell you exactly the time. 
Well, was it this afternoon? 
No, I think it was this morning. 
What. time this morning? | 
I think it was about 8 o’clock as. near as I can tell you. 
And you haven’t noticed any smell since 8 o’clock ? 
I was very busy to-day, and didn’t notice much. 
So you haven’t noticed any to-day, since 8 o’clock ? 
- No, I haven’t noticed it — perhaps if I took much notice I 
ht have found it. 
But as a matter-of-fact you haven’t found it ? 
A. No, sir; haven’t noticed it. 
@). How was it yesterday afternoon? 
A. I didn’t take a great deal of notice yesterday — it wasn’t as 
bad as it was Tuesday 
And how was it yesterday morning? 
I was out yesterday morning. 
How was the noise to-day? 
Didn’t have much noise to-day. 
And how was it yesterday? 
I was out part of yesterday. 
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@. Well, how about the part you were in? 

A. It wasn’t so bad as Tuesday. Tuesday was the worst day 
we had this week. 

Q. But since Tuesday you say it has not been so bad? 

A. No, sir, not so bad. | 

@. How was it last night? 

A. There wasn’t much noise last night,— didn’t disturb me 
much, ‘anyway. 

@). Did the iron man use to trouble you? 

A. I don’t know. I used to hear noise there. It used to 
trouble me a good deal last summer, but whether it was the iron 
man or not, I don’t know. JI don*t know much about the interior 
of the gas-works. : 

@. But it was some machinery that troubled you? 

A. It didn’t trouble me very much. The most trouble we have 
is when that little house on Hull street is in operation. When 
that is going on, of course there is a good deal of dust. 

Does that little house on Hull street make any dust? 

Well, I should think it did. 

Well, can you see where the dust comes from? 

It comes from the yard. 

I mean, can you see any dust coming from the little house? 
. It comes from the yard, and comes from the little house, 
too; it comes from those chimneys there. 

@. Can you see it come from the chimneys? 

A. Certainly I can.

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) A single question, Mrs. Sinnott,— I 
understand that you don’t make so much complaint about. the 


noise as about the dust? 
A. No,sir; I don’t. The noise don’t trouble me so much,— it

Testimony of Mrs. MARGARET CAMPBELL. 


Mrs. Campbell was called by Mr. Cronan, for the petitioners, 
and, having been previously duly sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination. 


(By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 
Margaret Campbell. 
Where do you reside, Mrs. Campbell? 
No. 30 Sheafe street. 
Do you own real estate in that place? 
Part owner. 
. How long have you resided in that neighborhood, Mrs. 
Campbell? 
A. Twenty years on Sheafe street. 
Q. You are familiar with the location of the gas-works’ 


A. Yes, sir. 
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@. Please state to the committee what you know concerning 
the odors arising from the works? 

A. Well, since April it has been very annoying, so that I have 
had sick headaches nearly every day. Wednesdays and Thurs- 
days of this week I had headaches both days, from the odor. 

@. And how do the odors that you have noticed there since 
April compare with the odors, if any, which were there before 
April? 

A. Well, the odors were not so strong before then — of course 
the windows were not open as they are now, and so I didn’t smell 
it as I do now. 

@. The odors have been very strong since April? 

A. Very strong; yes, sir. 

@). Have they given you headaches on other occasions, besides 
those you have spoken of ? 

A. Well, last Wedndesday and Thursday of this week, in par- 
ticular, I had bad headaches and was sick to my stomach. I have 
been troubled quite frequently from them lately. 

@. From the odors? 

Ae X08, 61F: 

@. Well, now, Mrs. Campbell, with reference to the dust, 
smoke, and steam arising from the works, what have you to say 
concerning them? 

A. Well, my house is saturated with the dust and smoke. My 
furniture, carpets, and everything else are completely spoiled, and 
I am obliged to close the windows every day so that I can work on 
the sewing machine, because the coal-dust and the greasy sub- 
stance comes in and alights on my work. I am obliged to close 
the windows on that account. 

@. Does the fact that you are obliged to close the windows 
affect your general health? 

A. Not that I know of, because in the back part of the house 
we keep the windows open, but in the front is where we get more 
dirt from the works. 

Q. You say that your furniture and personal effects are injured? 

A. Yes, sir; very much. 

(). Well, as to the character of the particles left on your prem- 
ises —how do they compare with the sample here of dust and 
cinders (referring to the sample previously alluded to in the course 
of the hearing) ? 

A. (After examination.) Well, this is about the same thing. 

@. You have spoken about greasy, oily substances ? 

A. Well, there is an oily substance deposited, which makes a 
greasy stain when you take it between your fingers. 

@. How does the dust, smoke, and steam compare in volume 
since April, with what it was before that time? 

A. I don’t know that I noticed it particularly before that. I 
don’t get so much of the steam, because it goes over the house 
more, but it is according to how the wind blows. 

@. Now, with reference to the noise, what have you to say 
concerning that? 

A. J hear the noise night and day occasionally, but I can’t say 
that it prevents my sleeping or disturbs my rest unless I wake up 
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in the night, when I can hear it going probably five minutes, and 
stop five minutes, and so on. 

@. Does it trouble you? 

A. Sometimes it makes me rather nervous, but I can’t say it 
really keeps me from my rest. It is the dust and odors that I 
dislike the most. 

@. Taking the three causes together, the dust, the smoke and 
steam, and the odors, what effect are you able to state to the com- 
mittee that they have jointly upon your general health ? 

A. Well, I don’t know of anything in the world except that I 
have headaches every day. 

@. Do you feel yourself as well physically since April as before? 

A. About the same. 

@. With the exception of the headaches? 

Ase Les, sir: 

. Now, with reference to the inflammable or combustible 
material upon the works, what have you to say concerning that? 

A. That I know nothing about, only what I have heard. 

@). With reference to the explosions? 

A. I know nothing about them. 

@. Have any tenements in your house become vacant in conse- 
quence of the troubles spoken of ? 

A. No; but one tenant in the house has found fault with the 
dust and odor. 

@. And made complaint to you? 


A. Yes, sir. 
@. Since April? 
A. Yes, sir. 


@. Have you been notified of the intention of tenants to 
vacate ? 
A. No;I have not. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. GreENouGH.) How long have you lived there? 

A. Twenty years. 

@. Hasn’t it always been dirty and dusty there? 

A. Always been dirty and dusty, but we haven’t had the odor 
we have had since April. It has always been dirty enough. 

@. Is there any difference, do you think, between the dust and 
dirt now and what it used to be? 

A. No; I don’t know as there is. 

@. What troubles you is not the noise, or the dust or dirt, but 
the smell? 

A. Oh, yes; the dust and dirt have troubled me before that. 

@. But that is nothing new — it is the same old trouble? 

A. Yes, sir; nothing new, except in regard to the smell. 

@. How do you find the smell? 

A. Of course I can’t give you any idea of it, but last Wednes- 
day and Thursday it was very bad. I have noticed it as much as 
seven or eight days particularly — you notice it more, of course, 
on days when the windows are open. When the windows are 
closed down you can’t always tell about it.

How was it to-day? 

It didn’t smell at all to-day. 

How about it yesterday? 

It smelled very much yesterday and the day before — we 
had it so bad yesterday, and the day before that I got a headache 
from it. 

Q. What time did you smell it yesterday ? 

A. I smelled it at different times —I couldn't tell exactly the 
hours. I know I noticed it once at a quarter of twelve about 
noon, but it was very strong probably a dozen times during the 
day both Wednesday and Thursday.

Q. How about the noise to-day? 

A. The noise don’t trouble me; it makes me nervous a little, 
but that is all. Icannot say that it ever keeps me from my rest 
at night. 

Q@. Take the smell yesterday — how was the wind, do you 
know? 

A. Yesterday? 

@. Yes; are you on the east side or the west side of the works ? 

A. Well, we are on Sheafe street, where it leads off of Snow- 
hill street, you know. The gas-house wall is on one side. We 
are a little below the blacksmith’s shop. 

Q. This smell is a different smell from what you used to have? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How does it differ ? 

A. Well, it smells to me like naphtha —it is a very disagree- 
able smell. When you are using naphtha it smells something 
like it. 

@. It doesn’t smell like burning cloth, does it, or burning 
bones ? 

A. No, I don’t know that it does.

There is a machine-shop, I believe, 
situated near your house, Mrs. Campbell, is there not?

Mr. O’Dowd was called by Mr. Cronan for the petitioners, and, 
being duly sworn, testified as follows : 


Direct Examination. 


(By Mr. Cronan.) Your whole name? 

John F. O’Dowd. 

Where do you reside? 

213 Endicott street. 

How long have you resided there, Mr. O’Dowd? 

I was born there, nearly thirty years ago. 

Please state what you know concerning the odors arising 
from these gas works. 

A. Where I live is so closed in by high buildings around there 
that we get very little odor, smoke and dust. We can’t complain 
so much about the smoke, dust, and odor, but our principal com- 
plaint is about the noise. 

@. Well, what have you to say concerning the noise? 

A. Well, the noise is something indescribable—it is maddening 
in the night, and when it is going you can’t sleep. It brings a 
feeling of utter helplessness over a person. It seems to be driv- 
ing right into your brain—a regular jumping noise, as if there was 
a multitude of fire engines with a full head of steam, working as 
tight as they could go. That continues at intervals during the 
whole night. In the daytime, of course, the common noises of 
the street counteract it. 

@. How does this noise compare in volume with the noise which 
you heard from the works prior to April last? 

A. I should call the noise before nothing to it. 

@. The noise you have now is very much greater? 

A. I should say so. 

@. I suppose the result which you have described upon your 
general condition is a matter of daily occurrence? 

Pty. OR,* Sit! 

@. Is the effect which you have described the immediate ettect 
which this noise has upon your condition ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Does the noise differ in degree, or is it something that 
happens every day with the same degree of force? 

A. I can’t find any difference, except one or two nights last 
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week, when I thought — it might have been my imagination — that 
there was a greater volume of sound. 

@. During the progress of these hearings has the noise lessened 
in any degree? 

A. No, sir. 

A. And you, as I understand it, live at some distance from the 
works ? 

A. Well, I don’t know where this machinery is; if it is on 
Hull street, at the gate, itis about 200 yards from me on a straight 
line. 

@. And what, if anything, do you know of the inflammable and 
combustible material upon the works? 

A. Nothing, sir. 

@. Do you know anything of the explosions? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Have any members of your family been made sick by this 
noise ? 

A. Not that I know of, except general nervousness. 

@. And do you attribute that condition to the noise entirely, or 
to the odors, dust, and smoke, as well as the noise? 

A. Well, I cannot say that the odors, as I find them there 
sometimes, come from the works for a certainty; but there are 
peculiar odors there that I haven’t noticed before this spring. We 
are so closed in there from the works that I can’t say where they 
come from. 

@. But you have noticed these peculiar odors during the spring ? 

A. I have; yes, sir. 

(). And with reference to their character, as compared with the 
testimony here — the description as to the character of the smell? 

A. I believe the odors come from the works. 

@. That is, you attribute the smell and odors to the gas-works, 
do you? 

A, Yes, sir. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. GreEenoucH.) How was the noise to-day, Mr. 
O’Dowd? 

A. This morning, about break of day, I heard the noise just 
the same as ever. 

@. How has it been during the day? 

A. Well, I can only hear it faintly during the day, on account 
of the driving. ‘There is good deal of heavy teaming passes up 
and down by my house, and I just know that the noise is going — 
that is all. 

(). But at night you hear it, when everything else is more quiet ? 

A. Yes, sir, when there is no other noise going on. 

@. You think last night it was as loud as any other night? 

A. With the exception of two evenings, I think last week. 
Two evenings last week I thought it was a great deal louder 

Q. But you noticed no difference between last night and the 
night before and the night before that? 

>i No, sir. 
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(). Did you notice it early this morning ? 

A. Yes, sir, it was going from 2 o'clock. I went to sleep 
about 5 o’clock, and when I woke up the other noises were on the 
street. 

@. It is only in the quiet of the night that you can hear it? 

A. We can hear it in the daytime, but it doesn’t amount to 
anything, because there is so much other noise. 

@. (By Mr. Rartsnesky.) Mr. O’Dowd were you in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the works the night that this committee made 
their visit to the North End? 

A. I heard that they were there, but it was after they had been 
there — I wasn’t in the house. 

@. Did you notice that the noise was any greater or less that 
night? 

A. I didn’t notice ; because it is so common a thing to me, and 
I wouldn’t notice any evening in particular, except these two even- 
ings that I have referred to, when it was very loud. Any ordinary 
evening the sound would be about the same, and it is such a com- 
mon occurrence that I cease to take special note of any certain 
night. 

Mr. Cronan asked if Mr. Toland and Mr. Porter, who testified 
at the first hearing were present. (No response.) 

Mr. Cronan. —I would state that this closes our testimony, 
we reserving the right to offer testimony in rebuttal of anything 
that may be offered by the other side. 

The Cuarrman. —I have talked with some members of the com- 
mittee, and, while it has been the desire of the committee to hold 
evening meetings, in order that the witnesses might be able to 
come here, the committee feel, as they have given all the time at 
night that they can afford to the question, that an arrangement 
should be made by which the counsel for the gas company and 
for the petitioners can meet the committee some afternoon, and 
finish up the case— unless the counsel for the petitioners desires 
more time to introduce evidence. 

Mr. Cronan. —I expected to consume the evening, but I find 
that I have not had sufficient testimony to offer this evening to 
take up the full time, owing to the absence of two of the witnesses 
whom I expected to submit to Brother Greenough for cross-examina- 
tion. Any further testimony I have to offer in the matter will be 
very brief, and I think there will be no objection whatever to 
having the next meeting in the daytime. 

Mr. Greenoucn.—I would like to put in a little testimony, 
Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, if I were prepared to do so, to-night. 
I would make the suggestion that Mr. Jones, who is the superin- 
tendent, tells me that in the last two days we have made a new 
arrangement by which we have put an end practically to the noise. 
I haven’t been down there since they made the new arrangement, 
and I would rather like to have the committee go down there 
to-night and see whether there is a perceptible difference in the 
noise? I have not been down there at night, and I cannot judge 
between the noises at this time and another time, but we have been 
making a series of experiments, and I would like to have the 
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committee go down and see whether they are successful or not. 
If they could go down to-night, it wouldn’t take long. 

As the chairman and several other members were unable to visit 
the works this evening, the visit was deferred to another time, 
when the whole committee could go, together with the counsel for 
both sides, and such witnesses as might be desired. . 

On motion of Alderman Folsom, it was voted to adjourn, at 
9.18, P.M., to meet on Wednesday, July 9, at 2 o'clock, P.M. 
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FOURTH HEARING. 


Ciry Hatz, Sept. 26, 1890. 


The hearing was resumed in the large Committee Room at 
2 o'clock P.M., pursuant to call of the chairman. 

Present, the following members of the committee: Aldermen 
McLaughlin, Folsom, and Leary; Councilmen Brown, Burlen, 
Ratshesky, and Irving. Alderman McLaughlin being engaged 
also on another committee, Alderman Folsom occupied the chair. 

Appearances, same as before. 

The Cuarr. — Mr. Cronan, am I right in my understanding that 
you closed your evidence with the last hearing? 

Mr. Cronan. — Yes, sir, with this qualification, that there 
were two witnesses who had been called at the first hearing, and 
you will remember that Mr. Greenough was not present at that 
meeting. Although the representatives of the company were 
present, they did not avail themselves of the right to cross- 
examine; but I stated at the second hearing that I would en- 
deavor to produce all of the witnesses for the cross-examination 
of Brother Greenough. I have been able to do so with two 
exceptions. Of course I reserve the right to offer those two wit- 
nesses when they appear, and to offer other testimony, in case it 
becomes necessary. Otherwise I have no further testimony, as I 
understand, to-day. 

The Cuarr. — Are those witnesses here now? 

Mr. Cronan. — That I will see in a moment. 

The Cuair. —If they are, you had better produce them. 

Mr. Cronan. —I am informed, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of 
the committee, that the two witnesses whom I have just called, 
Mr. Toland and Mr. Porter, are not in town, and we will rest our 
case on the evidence already before the committee. Of course, it 
is understood that we have offered a certain sample of this dust, 
which is before the committee now. 

The Cairn. — Mr. Greenough. 

Mr. GreenoucH. — The notice I received from Mr. Hillard did 
not say anything at all about a hearing to-day, and I understood 
it was simply to call the parties together to see when we would be 
ready to go on, so that I am. not prepared to go on to-day. Before 
we go on I would like to have the committee visit the works again ; 
because I will say frankly that I was satisfied from the evidence 
that there was some annoyance from noise and from smell which 
I thought might be remedied, and the gas company have spent a 
very considerable sum of money this summer, have shut down the 
works, and have, I think, remedied both of those troubles. The 
examination by the committee, if they are satisfied that that has 
been effected, will of course shorten any evidence which I desire 
to put in, materially. So [I should very much prefer to have the 
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committee make another examination of the works before we go 
on with the testimony. 

The Cnarr. —Then it is your wish that the committee should 
visit the works before anything further, before you offer any 
testimony ? : 

Mr. GrEENOUGH. — Yes, Sir. 

The Cuair. — Gentlemen of the Committee, you hear the wish 
of the counsel expressed. If the committee desire to visit the 
works, the chair is willing to entertain any motion. 

Mr. Cronan. — 1 suppose you want to hear something from our 
side on that matter. 

The Cuair.—No, sir; this matter of visiting the works is 
within the province of the committee. 

Mr. Burren. — Having been put on this committee at a late 
season, I have not had a chance to visit the works, and I should 
like very much to go down there and see what is the trouble and 
what has been done with it. I do not wish to draw all the other 
members of the committee with me, but I would like to go down 
there. I have not had a chance to see it. 

Mr. Cronan. —I did not intend to oppose the motion. My 
pirpose is this: You will remember that the last hearing of this 
case took place on June 27. Now, Brother Greenough was right 
in stating that the notice was entirely misleading — 

The Cuair. — The notice of this meeting? 

Mr. Cronan. — Yes, sir. 

The Cuatr. — Mine was plain enough. 

Mr. Cronan. — We were asked to meet the committee on the 
manufacture of water-gas, and we had not met for so long that 
I came to the same conclusion Mr. Greenough did, that it was to 
arrange for hearings. It was not until yesterday afternoon, when 
I met Mr. Brawley, that I discovered that the case was ripe for 
hearing. Of course I agree that, it is perfectly proper that the 
committee should visit the works, and at the same time I want to 
go, as the representative of the petitioners, myself. 

Mr. Greenoucn. — We shall be very glad to have you go. 

Mr. Cronan. — Of course. That is decidedly proper, because 
I do not want the committee to know anything I do not know my- 
self, so far as this case is concerned. But my parties are anxious 
that this matter should be brought to a close, and we are here 
now, and I should like to have a time fixed so we can understand 
just when this case shall go on again, have it definitely understood 
by all parties in interest, have a certain time fixed to-day, that we 
shall have some day when we shall be in readiness to go on. 

Mr. Brown. —I move that this committee visit the Boston 
Gaslight Works at the North End at some time to be arranged 
hereafter. 

Mr. Irvine. —I would amend the motion so that the committee 
visit the works at the adjournment of this meeting. 

The Cuatr. — To-day? 

Mr. Irvine. — To-day. 

Mr. Brown. —I could not accept the amendment, because I 
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could not go to-day, and there are two or three others, I think, 
that could not go to-day. 

Mr. Irvine. —I think that this will be the best time to see the 
works in their real and active state. I am not satisfied that at 
the first visit I paid the gas company I saw all I ought to see. 
I have seen considerable more since then, and I see no reason, 
with all fairness to the petitioners and the gas company and also 
to the committee, if they could judge fairly of this matter, why 
they could not go to-day. Of course, if they have any engagement 
to stop them I certainly should not object, but my opinion is, the 
best time and the proper time would be to-day. 

The Cairn. — Three members of the committee say they could 
not go to-day. 

Mr. Irvine. —TI should not object; I only ask the committee 
to consider what is the best time. 

Mr. Brown. —I should be willing to go except that I am, 
physically, unable. 

The CuHatir.—I could go to-day, but I think when the com- 
mittee goes the members should all go, every one of them. 

Mr. Cronan. — Is there any means of indicating, Mr. Green- 
ough, the full test and capacity of the works, so that we shall 
know when we go down whether the works are running to the full 
extent of their capacity or not? 

Mr. GreenoucH. — You can go down any time — they run just 
the same, and you need not make any appointment. The com- 
mittee can go when they like; we do not care, — they run just the 
same. 

Mr. Irvine. —I will withdraw my amendment. 

The Cuair. — The motion of Mr. Brown is, that this committee 
visit the works of the Boston Gaslight Company at the North 
End. 

The motion was put and carried. 

The Cuatr. — Now, when shall we go? 

Mr. Burien. — The committee can select that themselves, with- 
out notifying. 

Mr. Cronan. — When will the counsel get notice? 

Mr. Greenoucu. — I was down there day before yesterday, and 
somebody ought to be there to show you around. The superin- 
tendent is there nearly all the time. I only made that suggestion 
because you seemed to think we run the works at greater power 
one time than another. I do not understand that there is any 
difference in the running of the works except as to summer and 
winter. Of course they make more gas in the winter than in the 
summer. 

The Cuair. — Now, the committee have voted to go to the 
Boston Gaslight Company’s at some future time. Now, when we 
have this hearing a second time, have you any testimony to offer? 

Mr. Greenoucu. — Yes, I have considerable testimony. As 
I told you, if the committee are satisfied by their inspection that 
the noise and smell have ceased a good deal, my testimony will 
have largely ceased to have any value. 

The Cuatr. —I do not see that that would follow. The com- 
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mittee, I do not think, would be prepared to vote on the question 
until they had heard the arguments of counsel on both sides. 
That would be hardly treating you fairly — not unless both sides 
were willing to let the case go without arguments. | 

Mr. Greenoucu. — I should want to put in some testimony. 

The Cuair. — Then we will understand that the next time we 
meet testimony is to be offered, and it is not to hear the arguments 
of counsel. \ 

Mr. Cronan. —I shall want to put some rebuttal testimony in. 

The Cuair. — Now, I understand, neither counsel have testimony 
to offer to-day in this case, and the chair will declare the hearing 
closed so far as the petitioners are concerned, and then the com- 
mittee will decide — 

Mr. Rarsnesky. — Do you think there will be enough testimony 
to make two meetings of it? 

Mr. GreEenoucu. — I have not very much. 

Mr. Cronan. —I shall probably have to offer some rebuttal 
testimony. The character of the testimony on the other side 
will be wholly new to me, and I should not be warranted in going 
on to argue the case on evidence I had not had time to consider ; 
so I think the chairman is correct in the view that we shall prob- 
ably not be able to finish the case at the next hearing. Now, will 
the chairman fix a time for the next hearing, — I mean, set the time 
when we shall hear the evidence? 

Mr. Greenoven. —If the committee will pardon me, I would 
like to have notice several days in advance, because some of the 
testimony I would like to introduce will be expert testimony, which 
I cannot be sure of getting at short notice. 

The Cuarr. — We will try to give you ample notice. Alderman 
McLaughlin is engaged with another committee, but I think he 
will see to it. 

Mr. Greenovucu. —I should like to ask whether, when the 
committee visits the works, they would like to have anybody there 
except the superintendent? 

The Cuarr. —I suppose the superintendent knows more about 
it than anybody else. Of course, the committee will notify counsel 
on both sides when we go. 

Mr. Cronan. — You will give us two hours’ notice? 

The Cuarr. — Oh, yes; more. Before we adjourn we will decide 
when we will go, and notify both parties. 


(At 2.20 P.M. the hearing was adjourned, and the committee 
went into secret session. ) 
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FIFTH HEARING. 


Crry HALL, Oct? s71890; 


The hearing was resumed in the large committee room at 2 
o'clock P.M., pursuant to the call of the chairman. 

Present, the following members of the committee: Aldermen 
McLaughlin (chairman), Folsom, and Leary ; Councilmen Brown, 
Ratshesky, Irving, Dixon, and Burlen. 

Appearances same as before. 

Alderman Folsom in the chair. 

Mr. Greenoucu. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, since the last 
hearing in this matter, I have examined with some care the ques- 
tion of the authority of this committee to hear the matter now 
before it and to make a finding upon it; and I find that, so far as 
the Council is concerned, the words of the new ordinances, chap. 
25, health department, section 1, are conclusive. That section 
reads as follows : — 

‘¢ The health department shall be under the charge of the Board 
of Health, consisting of three commissioners, who shall have and 
exercise all the powers of the city council and of the board of 
aldermen, relative to the public health. ; 

Said Board shall see that all statutes, ordinances, nae regulations 
relating to the above matters are strictly obser ved. f 

As to the authority of the Board of Aldermen, — it is true that 
by the public statutes the Board of Aldermen of a city is given au- 
thority to ‘* regulate, restrict, and control all acts and doings of a 
gas corporation which may in any manner affect the health, safety, 
convenience, or property of the inhabitants of such place.’? So 
far as the question of health is concerned under that act, the new 
ordinance takes away what power they have—there can be no 
question on that subject. So far as ‘‘ safety, convenience, or 
property of the inhabitants ” is concerned, there may be a question 
whether they still retain that power; but if they do they must 
exercise it in the regular way. ‘They have not done so in this case, 
but have merely joined a partial committee of the Board to a com- 
mittee of the Council created for another purpose, and if, as my 
brother claims, a committee of the Board of Aldermen can hear 
the evidence and report, it must be under an order passed for that 
purpose. 

However, I do not care to dwell on that point. The gas company 
have already acted in this matter without reference to it. They 
recognize, and have always recognized, the fact that although they 
are a company authorized by a statute to carry on a business 
which is necessarily an annoyance, in a certain degree, to the in- 
habitants who live near the works, that they are bound at all times to 
earry on their business with such care and with such reference to 
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the comfort and convenience of the people near them as is possible, 
and they have always followed carefully any reasonable sugges- 
tions of committees of the Aldermen and Council relative to their 
business. 

In this case, as you will remember, the hearings were continued 
until about the first of August. ‘There was to be no meeting of the 
Council until the fall, — it was difficult to get a quorum of the com- 
mittee here, —and the company were satisfied from the evidence, 
especially from the evidence of a Mr. O’Connell, whose wife was 
ill, and of a Mr. Clark, whose children were awakened in the night, 
that there was a greater noise made by the machine at night than 
they had appreciated, and they therefore shut down the works at 
night during the heated season, when the windows would be open, 
and have spent a great deal of time and a good deal of money in an 
endeavor to remedy that trouble. They think they have remedied it. 
So far as the members of the committee who visited the works the 
other night are concerned, I think that they were satisfied, or they 
should have been satisfied, that the difficulty about the noise had 
been remedied. 

I now reply to the statement made by my brother Cronan in 
opening, that the complaints were four in nature. The first was 
that the manufacture of water-gas creates an offensive odor. Our 
answer to that is that now there is no odor created by the manu- 
facture of water-gas. His second complaint was ‘‘ that dust, 
smoke, and steam rise from the works in vast quantities, which 
permeate and penetrate the dwellings of the people adjacent to 
the works, causing an injury to health.” Our answer to that is 
that there is no dust, smoke, or steam which arises from the water- 
gas works at present. The third complaint was ‘ that, by certain 
new machinery which within the past few months they have placed 
within the works, an intolerable noise has been created, which 
oravely affects the health of the people living in the neighborhood, 
by preventing them from obtaining at night the rest which they 
require.” That noise has almost wholly stopped. By a closing of 
the stack, which Mr. Jones will explain to you more in detail, no 
noise which is perceptible from the opposite side of the street is 
made except for about ten minutes every other morning when the 
machine is changed, and for a short time Sunday night when the 
works are started up. A little smoke and a little noise is made at 
those times. 

With regard to the fourth complaint, that ‘‘ by reason of the 
fact that certain inflammable and combustible material is used in 
the preparation of this gas many explosions have occurred, which 
have created a feeling of uneasiness in the public mind,” I will 
say that there has been but one explosion, and that was of a very 
trifling nature, and the inflammable material is all stored under 
the direction of the city officials, near the wharf. So that, what- 
ever was the condition of the works in June, when the complain- 
ants’ evidence was taken, their condition now is entirely different, 
or is so different that the evidence taken then becomes of no 
value. The fact is, that the smoke and smell which is complained 
of very largely comes from the manufacture of coal-gas. It has 
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always been so, and there is no way to remedy it. We will show 
you that the works are as good as any in the country, that the 
process of manufacture is carried on by the best and latest meth-. 
ods, and that every precaution is taken that is possible in the 
storage and care of inflammable materials. 

I think this covers all the points raised by the evidence, and I 
shall ask for only a short time to put in my testimony. 

Mr. Cronan. — May I ask you, Bro. Greenough, on the last 
ground that you have presented, that you have taken all the care 
possible, with reference to inflammable materials, if you consider 
that you have any right to keep them on the premises at all? 

Mr. GreenouaH. — Oh, yes; we have a permit from the city 
authorities. 

Mr. RatsHEesky. — Mr. Greenough, according to your statement, 
then, you acknowledge that there was just cause for complaint by 
these people before you remedied these defects. 

Mr. Greenoucuw. — While I do not admit that there was 
just cause for complaint, still I think there was an annoyance 
which was greater than we imagined. I think that people who 
were sick on a hot night, with the windows open, would have been 
annoyed by the noises which were made by that machine. I don’t 
admit that it was a legal nuisance; I don’t admit for a moment 
that there were noises which would have justified the interference 
of a court of equity or of the city government. ‘There are 
hundreds of manufactories in the city of Boston which make a 
greater noise than we did there. The electric railway is very 
much more of an annoyance; the Boston & Albany R.R., as it 
runs by my house, is a much greater nuisance; and the electric- 
light dynamos make double the noise. In fact, a steam-engine in 
the next house makes a greater noise. But many of those are not 
run at night — although some of them are — and, of course, one 
nuisance doesn’t, perhaps, justify another. At the same time I 
will not refer to the legal question now, but I will say that the 
courts have decided in a number of cases, under similar circum- 
stances, that such factories are not nuisances. 


The Cuarr. — Mr. Greenough, will you introduce your wit- 
nesses now? 

Mr. Greenoucn. — Yes, sir, I will call them immediately. 

Ald. Leary. — Just what portion of these complaints would 
you consider were wholly in charge of the Board of Health? 

Mr. GreenoucH. — All of them. 


Ald. Leary. — And supposing that the committee, in their 
opinion, were to deem this a nuisance, what effect has their report 


—any? 
Mr. GreenoucH. — None at all. 
Mr. Cronan. — Of course we differ on that essentially. 


Ald. Leary. — Well, I was asking him in regard to the mat- 
ter, from his standpoint, in connection with the ordinance. 

Mr. Cronan. — We claim that that ordinance cannot affect or 
control the acts of the legislature of the Commonwealth. 
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Testimony of Enywarp C. Jones. — (Sworn.) 
Direct Examination. 


Q. (By Mr. Greenovuenu.) Your full name? 

A. Edward C. Jones. 

@. What is your profession? 

A. Gas engineer; [am assistant engineer of the Boston Gas 
Light Co. 

@. How long have you been a gas engineer? 

A. Fifteen years in the business. 

@. And you now have charge of the North End gas works? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, will you please state to the committee what you did in 
changing the operation of the water-gas machinery at the North 
End during the summer months,— or, before I come to that, let 
me ask you first, please, when you began the operation of those 
works? 

A. We started the works Saturday, April 19. 

Mr. Cronan. — Making this water-gas? 

Mr. GREENOUGH. — Yes, sir. 

@. When were they shut down? 

A. I haven’t the date. 

@. Early in August, was it not? 

A. Early in August. 

@. What form of gas works did you have there before you had 
the gas machinery ? 

A. What is called the ‘‘ equitable process ” for manufacturing 
water-gas. 

@. And in the rest of the works you manufactured what? 

A. Coal-gas. 

@. Now, what changes were made in the operation of the 
machinery in the water-gas works, which has been complained of, 
after the first of August? 

A. At the time of the complaint we were not in a position to 
burn the producer gases and they were allowed to escape through 
the stack. We devised a new furnace for burning those gases and 
also a boiler-setting for consuming them under the boiler and 
making steam. We put the furnace in operation early in the 
summer and afterwards the boiler. That work has been satis- 
factory, and we are now able to burn all the stack gases, so that 
the stack valves are closed nearly all the time. While closed 
there is no perceptible noise outside of the works — nothing but 
the ordinary rattle of the machinery in the works. 

@. Is there any smoke or smell or dust which comes out of the 
water-gas machinery at present? 

A. It is impossible that there should be while the stack valves 
are closed, and only on starting a machine anew are the stack 
valves open. 

@. Now, when is the stack open — for how long? 

A. Usually every other day, for ten minutes or possibly a little 
over, and it would be almost impossible for anything to escape so 
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that it would do any harm in that time. We have to remove large 
clinkers from the fire and clean out the entire generator. 

For how long, ordinarily, is it open? 

From ten to twenty minutes. 

That occurs every other morning? 

Yes, sir. 

What time in the morning? 

About seven o’clock — between seven and nine. 

Now, for what purpose is it open then? 

It is open then to take away the waste gases from the gen- 
erator, or I might more properly call it ‘‘ hot air’? —in order that 
the men may work in cleaning it out. 

@. That isin changing from one machine to the other? 

A. Yes, sir, one machine to the other. 

@. Is it open at any other time? 

A. Strict orders have been issued that it shall not be opened at 
any other time than what I have stated. 

@. To your knowledge is it open at any other time? 

A. This forenoon it was open in order that experts might notice 
the difference in the volume of noise with the stack-valve open and 
with it closed. 

Q. Is it open at any other time for the process of manu- 
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facturing ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Now, is there any naphtha stored in the works? 

A. None excepting the contents of the two-inch pipe which 
leads from the wharf to the works. 

@. That is not stored? 

ae NOWSsir: 

@. Where is the naphtha now stored? 

A. Atthe wharf, in an underground iron tank; and above that 


iron tank we‘have a brick enclosure ; and over that a bouse properly 
marked, notifying persons on the wharf that it is dangerous, and 
that no matches, or lanterns, or lights of any kind shall be allowed 
near there. 

(@. How far is that from the street? 

A. I should say it was one hundred feet from the street. 

@. And has that been approved by the Fire Commissioners ? 

A. Ithas. I got them to look into it, myself, to see that it 
would give satisfaction. 

(@. When is the work done around on the wharf ? 

A. Only from 6 A.M. to 6 P.M. 

(). Now, is there any time during the night when these stacks 
are open? 

A. Not unless they are open contrary to orders. 

(). Is there any time, to your knowledge, when they are open? 

ats No, Sir. 

(). Now, something was said about a smoke and smell on the 
seventh of June — what was that smoke and smell? 

A. On the seventh of June we started what is called the No. 2 
generator, which is the generator the committee saw in operation 
the other evening when they were down there, and at that time it 
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was thought necessary to put in a considerable quantity of wood 
to kinvle the fire; and part of that wood, I think, was a broken 
tar barrel, or something of that kind, that was put in to kindle 
the fire, and there wac a smoke from the burning of that that 
went out of the stacks and created a nuisance. ‘The air was very 
light that day — I remember it was a foggy kind of a day. 

Q@. Did that happen again — has it occurred more than once? 

A. We have not made so much smoke as that at any other time, 
because we hayen’t used so much wood in the generator. We 
found that it was unnecessary tu kindle the fire in that way. 

Q@. Now, with regard to the explosion that took place — let me 
ask you first, though, before this change was made, did you 
perceive any smell from the stack yourself? 

A. Well, nothing more than the smell you would observe 
around any gas-works. I should judge that the producer gas 
issuing from the stack might have a slight sulphurous smell. 

@. But that, now, has been entirely cured, because that gas 
doesn’t issue from the stack? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. You call that ‘* producer gas”? 

A, ** Producer gas,” — yes, sir. 

Q. Now, how is the smoke and smell from the coal-gas works? 

A. The same as it has always been and always will be, as long 
as coal-gas is made. 

Q@. Is it the same as it was when the Board of Health exam- 
ined it a year ago last summer? 

A. Practically so, with the exception that steam is not blown 
off from the drawing-machine, which, at that time, made a dis- 
agreeable noise. 

@. When did this drawing-machine which has been complained 
about stop running — the ‘* Iron Man”? 

A. One of them stopped on the 30th of April, and one on the 
27th of May, I think— (referring to memoranda) the 30th of 
April and June 4th. 

Q. (By the Chair.) 1890? 

A. 1890, all these dates are. 

Q. (By Mr. Greenough.) Something was said about two tanks 
on Commercial street from which the naphtha exuded, and was 
tusted by some enterprising witness — was there ever any naphtha 
in those tanks ? 

A. Never has been any naphtha in those tanks or the apparatus 
connected with those tanks. 

What are they filled with? 

Filled with water — Cochituate water. 

And what sort of gas was in the meters? 

Producer gas in one, and water-gas in the other. 

But in the tank itself there never has been any naphtha? 
Never anything but water and the lamp-biack that comes 
down through the pipe from the producer gas, which colors the 
water and makes it black. 

(). Now, in regard to the explosion which took place — describe 
to the committee when that explosion took place. 
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A, The explosion took place about 12.30, April 30, 1890. At 
the time I was not at the works; I was at lunch. It oceurred in 
one of the furnaces of this equitable process, which had been 
erected the year before for the manufacture of the water-gas. We 
discontinued the use of that process, and upon the introduction of 
this new Loomis process, we decided to use two of those furnaces 
to carburet the water-gas, to give it illuminating value. In some 
way the furnace gas from one of the furnaces in use leaked 
through the back wall of the furnace into the unused furnace and 
became ignited, blowing out the front wall. There was no damage 
to person and very little damage to property, and what damage 
there was was within our works. 

@. Was there any man injured there, inside or out? 

A. No one I know of. No complaint was made to me, and all 
complaints of that nature are made to me. 

@. You heard the testimony about the injury to a man named 
Shea? 

iAgeey eS, sir: 

@. When was he injured, and how? 

A. It was on the afternoon of April 26. 

@. That was four days before? 

A. Yes, sir. Orders were given — shall I describe this ? 

Chee) 6s ssir. 

A. Orders were given to drill an inch hole ina gas-pipe, which 
is considered a safe Operation in all gas-works. ‘The pipe at the 
time was under pressure. This man Shea and a fellow-work- 
man— 

@. What was his name? 

A. Brennan. 

(@. Is the man here? ; 

A. Yes, sir, — were at work drilling the hole, and Mr. Welch, 
the master mechanic of the works, was with them at the time. 
They inhaled some of the gas, and Shea was overcome by it. He 
was taken out into the air, and they sent for me. I ordered a 
doctor and gave the man some brandy, and in a few moments he 
came to; but when he was raised into a sitting posture, he imme- 
diately became unconscious again. He soon came to again, and 
walked home —in fact, he walked home before the doctor got 
there. 

@. Both of the men came to work the next day, did they not? 

A. Both of them came to work the next day, but Shea went 
home again. He didn’t work the day out. 

@. It had no connection with the explosion ? 

A. None whatever. 

@. Now, as far as the present working of the water-gas 
machinery is concerned, there is no noise, and there is no odor or 
smell? 

A. No, sir, with the exceptions I have mentioned. 

@. Every other day for a short time? 

A. Yes, sir, and Sunday nights. 
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Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Well, Mr. Jones, judging from the evi- 
dence which has been presented, the company recognized that 
there was a necessity for some immediate change, did they not? 

A. We recognized that there was a noise caused by the work- 
ing of the producer gas — that that contracted stack caused a 
vibration — but we did not recognize that it was more of an 
annoyance than the running of the electric-light plant on Columbus 
avenue. 

Q. Of course I didn’t ask for a comparison, but I asked you as 
to the fact — that the necessity for a change was recognized, and 
you were directed to proceed forthwith to devise some means by 
which the noise could be reduced ? 

A. I was directed to take every means to reduce the noise and 
annoyance, if I could find any. 

@. Did you devise any process, or did you get some new 
machinery ? 

A. The engineers of the company devised a process of reduc- 
ing that noise and smell, devising a means of using the producer 
eas so that it need not go out into the air. 

Q. (By Mr. Greenoucu.) Perhaps you had better state in 
detail what that method which was devised was. 

A. We devised a furnace in which we could burn the producer 
gas —a valuable bright product from the manufacture of water- 
gas, and a valuable heating agent, and we don’t want to waste a 
foot of it. We now burn that gas in these works in heating re- 
torts. We afterwards devised a new boiler-setting with a burner 
for using producer gas, which is the only one successfully operated 
in this country to-day, and we are using the gas under that boiler, 
so that instead of blowing the gas out into the air we can hardly 
make gas enough for our use. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Now, let us see if we understand it. 
You recognized the necessity for immediate action, and you were 
instructed to devise, or the engineers were instructed to devise, 
some means to reduce that noise and smell? 

AvvYes; sir: 

@. Can you describe to the committee the means which you 
resorted to, to accomplish, as you supposed, that end? 

A. I think Ican. There is one noise, I will say, that has been 
testified to, which I think I can explain. One of the witnesses 
complained of a clapping noise in the works, like the clapping of 
shingles together. I think the witness lived on Snowhill street. 
We found that that noise came from a loose coupling that coupled 
the engine with the exhauster that pumped the air through this 
generator, and we have put on rubber rolls instead of iron ones, 
so that we have stopped that clapping noise. 

(). Now, you have described the different processes and means 
by which you think you have accomplished the end? 

AS AY Gserein. 

@. Now, let us see if I understand you —in the Hull-street 
house you are making this water-gas ? 
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As. Yes, gir. 

@. And that is the only part of the works in which this gas is 
made? 

at Vebe BIE. 

@. The rest of the works being devoted to coal-gas ? 

A. Coal-gas, entirely. 

@. Now, what materials do you use in the manufacture of 
water-gas ? 

A. Naphtha. 

Q. What else? 

A. Cumberland coal, which is the steam coal that is used under 
boilers all over the city. 

Q. What else? 

A. Steam. 

@. What else? 

A. Nothing else. 

@. Well, now, you keep the coal, as I understand it, at the 
works? 

A. No, sir, buy it of Winslow by the load, as we need it. 

Oh, yes, that is a coal wharf near there. 

Yes, sir. 

And the naphtha you use is stored where? 

On the wharf, over 100 feet back from the street line. 

. And when did you commence to store the naphtha on the 
wharf? 

A. There never has been any naphtha used in this Loomis 
process, excepting naphtha that was stored on the wharf. 

Q. Well, I don’t know as you quite understand my question — 
when did you commence to store naphtha on the wharf? 

A. Naphtha was stored on the wharf when I went there as 
superintendent of that work. 

@. That was when? 

A. That was in 1889, in the summer. 

@. And I understood you to say, without specifying the time, 
that you got a license. 

A. I understood from the engineer of the company that he had 
a license. 

@. Then, perhaps, I misunderstood you—I understood you to 
state, in response to Mr. Greenough, that you applied for a license 
to the Fire Commissioners. 

Mr. Greenougu. — Oh, no, he said that he personally had the 
commissioners come down there and approve it — that is what he 
said. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Oh, yes. Now, will you locate this 
wharf, showing us what streets it is bounded by? 

A. The wharf is on Commercial street, on the water side of 
Commercial street, bounded by Charlestown bridge, Commercial 
street, and other property. Beyond our stable and between where 
the naphtha is stored and our stable is an open lot, very wide. 

@. That would be in Ward 7? 

A. Jam not familiar enough with politics to know whether that 
is Ward 7 or 30. 
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(Mr. Cronan requested the Clerk of Committees to produce a 
map of the district.) 

@. Well, in what quantity is this naphtha stored ? 

A. We carry about 3,000 gallons at a time — sometimes it runs 
under that. ; 

(The Clerk of Committees produced a map of the section re- 
ferred to.) 

The Witness. —If you like, Mr. Cronan, I will mark on the 
map where the naphtha is stored. 

Mr. Cronan — Yes, I would like to have you do so—step this 
way, Mr. Jones. 

The Witness. — (Examining map) I will mark the spot — the 
tank is there (pointing). This scale is 50 feet to the inch, and I 
will tell you how far back from the street it is (measuring) — it is 
over 150 feet. 

Mr. Cronan. — Mr. Jones locates the place where the naphtha 
is stored on an atlas of the city of Boston, volume one, in pencil 
mark, at a point distant from Commercial street 150 feet, Plate 
12. Ward 7. 

The Cuarr. — Ward 6, isn’t it? 

Mr. Cronan. —I beg paidon—TI suppose the alderman from 
that district knows. 

Alderman McLavucuirm. —It is Ward 6. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Now, if I understand correctly from 
your description, this naphtha is carried in a pipe from the store- 
house to the works on Hull street? 

AP Yes sit. 

Q. And what is the size of the Hips? 

al. It is a two-inch pipe. 

@. And what is the means you have of forcing it? 

A. We have a pump on the wharf that forces the naphtha into 
a reservoir, and from that reservoir it flows into the Hull-street 
house. 

@. And that pump keeps a pressure on the reservoir? 

Artes sit) 

@. And that is adjoining the store-house? | 

A. That is in the store-house, above the tank. The whole 
apparatus is enclosed in the building. 

@. Now, do you keep forcing the naphtha through the pipe, 
both by day and night? 

A. We keep a constant pressure on the pipe. 

Q@. Now, is this pipe constantly feeding into your generators, 
or tank, or whatever place you have to store the naphtha ? 

A. Constantly feeding into the retorts. 

@. Now, in this process of making the gas, is there any time 
when you have to shut off your retort and allow the naphtha to 
go into any tank or vessel? 

A. No, sir. We have no means of doing that. 

Q. Well, what means do you have of shutting the flow of 
naphtha off at the works, if you don’t wish to have it continue into 
the retort? 

A. We simply close a valve at the side of the retort. 
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(). And how does that operate on the pump, then, at the tank, 
where the naphtha is stored? 

A. There is an automatic device on the pump so that it stops 
when no naphtha is required. 

@. This two-inch pipe runs directly from the tank into the 
works at Hull street? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And crosses how many public thoroughfares ? 

A. Crosses Commercial street, runs up Hull street. I won’t 
be sure, Mr. Cronan, whether it runs underground up the street, 
or through the buildings. My impression is that it runs under- 
ground. 

@. And for what distance through Hull street? 

A. Oh, I should say two hundred and fifty feet. 

@. And how many dwelling-houses does that pass on the way 
up Hull street? 

A. None. 

@. None? 

ee N Oy Sir. 

@. On either side of the street? 

A. None on either side of the street. It simply passes the 
property of the Boston Gas Company. 

(). On both sides? 

On both sides. . 

(). And you say there are no dwelling-houses ? 

A. None. 

What is the depth of the pipe in the street? 

Pas dug that pipe up two months ago, and I should say it is 
about 3 fect deep. 

@. And have you applied for a permit to run those pipes 
through Hull street and Commercial street ? 

A. They could not be laid without application for a permit. 

Q. Well, did you make any application for a permit? 

A. T, personally, did not. 

@. And have you any knowledge that a permit has been 
granted ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You have never had any experience with water-gas previous 
to April, have you? 

A. J have had a varied experience with it. 

@. Well, your experience has been wholly limited to coal-gas? 

A. My business has been to keep up with the procession, and 
in order to do it I have had to post myself on the manufacture of 
water-gas, and coal-gas, and wood-gas, and every kind of gas. 

@. But, as I understand it, Mr. Jones, up to within a very short 
time you were wholly occupied with coal-gas works? 

ee Fest its 

@. And very recently, as you say, you have endeavored to keep 
up with the procession, and have prepared yourself for the new 
process of water-gas? 

A. Well, that was not done at the North End gas-works — it 
was done previous to that. 
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@. Well. I didn’t specify any particular time, but it is a matter 
of recent occurrence, so far as you are concerned ? 

A. Yes, sir, within two years. 

@. Well, now, then, we have covered this matter in regard to 
naphtha. That is one element. ‘Then you have said that the coal 
is brought from a neighboring wharf, and that the steam con- 
stitutes the other element involved in the process of manufacturing 
this water-gas. Now, will you be kind enough to tell the committee 
what causes this smell and offensive odor arising from the works, 
which has been complained of ? 

A. I could not specify what causes it. At the time of these 
previous hearings I could see no cause whatever, and I have been 
trying to think for the last six months what could cause it. 

(). Now, let us see—do you concede or not that there was an 
offensive smell arising from this Hull-street house? 

A. I concede this, that, previous to the adoption of these new 
methods of burning producer gas, it was allowed to escape into 
the air, and there was probably enough sulphur in it to give it an 
odor. Other than that there can be no smell. We don’t waste 
naphtha down there. 

@. I don’t want to put any false construction on your position 
or statement. Do you admit, or are you going to leave it so that 
the committee must draw their own inference as to whether or not 
you concede, as the assistant engineer of the North End works, 
that there was a smell as complained of from this Hull-street 
house? 

A. I can only say that Mr. C. P. Greenough and myself were 
down there one day and we noticed the odor. It was not the 
odor of producer gas — the same odor is there to-day. 

@. You say the same odor is there to-day ? 

A. That we smelled? 

@. Well, of course I cannot ask you about a change, by com- 
parison, in the smell or the character of the smell, but you do 
concede now that there was an odor arising from these works? — 
that I understand to be your position, correctly stated? 

A. I haven’t said it in that way —I have not conceded that 
point. J say there may have been an odor to the producer gas — 
there probably was an odor — but I do not concede that there was 
any naphtha smell. 

@. I have not asked you whether there was a naphtha smell — I 
have asked you, as a representative of the company, whether or 
not you concede that there was an odor arising from those works ? 

Mr. Greenoucu. — The water-gas works or coal-gas works? 

Mr. Cronan. — The Hull-street works. 

The Witness. — I stated that there was always an odor arising 
from a gas-works of any description, and there always will be. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) We cannot, of course, all admit the 
truth of your proposition ; but I will qualify this matter so that 
you will, I think, understand what I am trying to get at. You 
have stated that you commenced this water-gas process April 19, 
and you have conceded that there was smoke and steam which 
filled the atmosphere on the 7th of June, and you have conceded 
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that, under directions from the company, you have proceeded to 
reduce the noise, smoke, and dust to the smallest possible limit. 
Now, I ask you if you concede that there was an odor arising from 
the Hull-street house? 

A. I cannot concede it, because I didn’t smell it. 

Q. That covers that — then you have no knowledge? 

A. [have no personal knowledge of any odor proceeding from © 
that Hull-street house,except that day that Mr. C. P. Greenough was 
down there with me; and the other evening Councilman Ratshesky 
and myself went to the gate of the Hull-street house and got the 
same smell. I haven’t smelled this odor that has been complained 
of in that neighborhood. 

Q. I understand you to say you know nothing about the odor 
except in a qualified form — that on one occasion with Mr. C. 
P. Greenough, and on one occasion with Mr. Ratshesky, a mem- 
ber of the committee, you have detected an odor which you say 
arises from producer gas? 

Mr. GreenouGH. — Oh, no, he says he does not. 

The Wiryess. — I say it does not arise from producer gas. 

@. (By Mr. Cronay.) From what cause does it arise ? 

A. That I cannot state. It seemed from the direction of the 
wind that it came up from the wharf, from the dock. 

@. Do you state that this odor, whatever may be its form or 
character, arises from the works ? 

A. I cannot say where it arises from. 

Q. What is its character ?— does it have a gassy smell? 

A. There are so many odors around a gas-works that it is diffi- 
cult to state. 

A. Precisely, but is there any gassy odor vou have detected 
which you think comes from any other source except the gas- 
house. 

eae NO, Sits 

Q. Verv well 
gas, are you? 

A. Iam not sure of that. 

Q. Well, are you satisfied that it arises from the process of 
making gas at the North End? 

A. Tam. 

@. And you are satisfied that whatever that odor may arise from, 
in the manufacture of gas, you have not remedied it up to date? 

A. What I noticed was a very slight odor — probably the odor 
exists all the time, and I only noticed it when we were searching 
for it. We went there for the express purpose of finding an 
odor. 

@. Then, how did you know what means to devise to reduce 
the odor, if you couldn’t tell what sort of an odor it was? 

A. You remember in my testimony that [ stated that there 
was probably an odor to the producer gas, on account of the sul- 
phur contained in it, and that we had devised means of burning 
this producer gas so that none of it was taken into the atmos- 
phere. If there was an odor arising from producer gas, we have 
remedied it, and I know of no other odor except this I have 
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spoken of, which may come from Charlestown — I cannot say — 
or from our wharf or coal-gas works. 

@. (By Mr. Greenoucnu.) How was the wind? 

A. Blowing directly from Charlestown. 

(. You were where? 

A. I was at the lower corner of the Hull-street house, to the 
windward of any smell that might arise from the Hull-street 
house. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Have you, as an engineer, ever ascer- 
tained what would be the effect of the process, with reference to 
naphtha, which you resort to in those works — as to what odors or 
what character of odors would arise from using it the way you use 
it at the works? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What would be the character of the odors? 

A. Should any odor arise from the use of naphtha it would be 
due to waste of naphtha; and I, as an engineer, must not waste 
naphtha at present prices. 

Q@. (By Mr. GreenovucnH.) There is no odor in connection with 
its use in manufacture ? 

A. None whatever —I will qualify that statement by calling 
attention to these times when we start the works, every Sunday 
night. . 

‘Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Well, now, of course I don’t know bow 
familiar the committee may be with it, but I am not familiar with 
this process by which when this naphtha enters the retort it is 
used and made into gas. Now I will ask you to state to the com- 
mittee what form it assumes as it enters the retort? 

A. The naphtha is taken in liquid form from the wharf, and 
carried through a steam-jacketed vaporizer which has every ap- 
pearance of an ordinary radiator used for heating buildings. The 
naphtha pipes are surrounded by steam pipes, the naphtha being 
raised to a high temperature and becoming naphtha vapor. That 
naphtha vapor is carried through a pipe carefully covered with 
asbestos coating, to prevent any radiation of heat, to a retort 
which is perfectly tight — that is, it is a clay retort in the shape 
of a long-legged boot, closed at the bottom by a gas-tight lid 
and closed at the top by a gas-tight lid, with a copper pipe at the 
top, connected with a hydraulic main—the same thing that is 
used in all gas-works. ‘The naphtha passes into the bottom of 
this retort — into the toe of the boot, as it were — passes along the 
foot of the boot until it meets some fragments of fire-brick mate- 
rial which are heated to redness. It passes up through the in- 
terstices between these fragments of fire-brick material and is 
changed from naphtha vapor to naphtha gas — oil-gas. That oil- 
gas goes up the leg of the boot until it meets this gas-tight lid at 
the top; and the only means of its getting out of the retort is 
through this copper pipe into the hydraulic main. It passes into 
the hydraulic main and from there is conducted by ten-inch pipes 
to our coal-gas works, directly to the exhauster. It is all done in 
a gas-tight apparatus. 

@. That is, as I understand it, the safety of the people who 
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live adjacent to those works, by reason of the use of naphtha, 
depends upon your having the degree of heat at such a point that 
it will not ignite the naphtha? 

A. Notin the least — you cannot ignite the naphtha without 
the presence of air or oxygen. There is no ignition process which 
takes place — there is no oxygen present. 

@. Well, as I understand you, you attempt to state that you 
resort to all these means to prevent the air from coming in contact 
with this naphtha which is heated up to a certain temperature ? 

A. With regard to this means to prevent the naphtha from 
escaping out, in the event of its escaping out, it would ignite in 
the furnaces and burn as a part of the fuel — that is all. No ex- 
plosion would take place. 

@. No explosion? 

A. None whatever. It would simply add its proportion of 
heat to the heat of the furnace. 

Q. What would become of the naphtha in the pipe leading into 
the retort? 

A. It would simply keep running out, and if it burned at all, it 
would be at the orifice. Naphtha cannot ignite without the pres- 
ence of oxygen, nor, in fact, can any ordinary substances. 

@. With a leak at any time in the pipe which runs from the 
tank an explosion is liable to occur ? 

No, sir. 

You get oxygen in the pipe in that case, do you not? 

No, sir, you do not. 

Why not? 

Because we keep forcing naphtha out of the pipe. 

. Well, but you are running it through a pipe, and what if 
there is a leak in that pipe? 

A. We trun it through a pipe, but the pipe is always full. The 
pump at the other end gives a constant pressure in the pipe and 
if you should cut off the end of the pipe the naphtha would still 
continue to flow. 

Q. Couldn’t there be any space between the naphtha in the 
pipe and the lining of the pipe, where the air could leak in? 

A. No, sir, it would be impossible. 

Q. Well, there would, in all probability, be a space in the pipe 
where the leakage occurred, near where the naphtha struck the 
oxygen — the air? 

A. None whatever. The effect would be simply this: that at 
the break it would burn like an ordinary street lamp, and no ex- 
plosion would take place. 

Mr. GreenoucH. — You couldn’t get any air in as long as there 
was pressure at the other end. 

Mr. Cronan. — But the naphtha flowing through that pipe would 
ignite and be on fire. 

The Witness. — It would burn at the hole — that is all. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) It would burn at the hole and keep up 
a constant fire? 

A. If ignited at the break in the pipe it would burn like a large 
g@as-burner. 
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@. De you mean to tell the committee you are satisfied that 
under such conditions there would not be an explosion? 

A. I am satisfied, thoroughly. 

Q. I understand that at certain times you shut the pressure off 
— what then? 

A. What did you understand me to say in relation to that? 

@. Lunderstood you to say that at certain times you shut off 
the supply by means of a valve at the retort in the works, and I 
asked you how that affected the pump you had at the tank, and 
you said there was an automatic process by which the pump was 
stopped? 

A. Yes, sir, we can shut that naphtha off at any time and it 
leaves the pipe full of naphtha; and if the pressure is removed 
from the pipe, and there is a leak, there would simply be the 
small quantity of naphtha in the pipe, which would stay there on 
account of atmospheric pressure. 

@. What do you say would be the result in case you have shut 
off the pumps, stopping the pressure, and there should be any 
break in the pipe? 

A. The naphtha will stay in —it won’t run out and no air will 
leak in. 

@. What would be the effect on the naphtha at the break, if it 
caught fire and came in contact with the oxygen in the air — 
wouldn’t it turn it to steam ? 

A. It would turn a little, but probably it would get out of its 
cwn accord, and no explosion would take place in the pipe. 

@. Now, Mr. Jones, you say that you have devised a scheme 
by which the annoyance from this smoke, dust, smell, and cinders 
which have been spoken of has ceased? 

A. I say that the engineers of the Boston Gas Company have 
devised a process, which I have referred to. 

@. That is, they have this process which you have referred to? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. The smoke and steam which arises from the retorts and 
other machinery is burned or consumed ? 

A. No, sir, you misconstrue my statement. I said that they 
had devised a scheme for consuming the producer gas which 
comes from this apparatus. - 

@. Well, this producer gas was what made this smoke and 
smell and steam? 

A. I don’t know as it did. 

@. Well, it escaped through these chimneys, — these smoke- 
stacks ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And you have sought to remedy that? 

A. We have. 

@. By devising a process of consuming it within the furnace, 
or retort, or whatever you call it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, do I understand you to state that there arises no 
smell, steam, smoke, or dust from these works now? 

A. Only upon the occasions I have stated, unless it is in con- 
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tradiction to orders, —I have given orders that the stack-valve 
shall remain closed. 

@. (By Mr. Greenoueu.) You have no reason to believe that 
it is not kept closed? 

A. None whatever. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) In other words, if I go down to the 
works on Hull street now, I can see no smoke, steam, or dust? 

A. No, sir; I will be delighted to have you go down now and 
report to the committee. 

Q@. Well, I cannot very well go down now and leave this exam- 
ination. Now, you have covered that, — first, as I understand it, 
once every other day for a short time, and on Sundays when you 
start this machinery, you have this smell and dust for a short 
time? 

A. We have; but we are at the present time working on an in- 
vention that will do away with that, — which will do away with the 
necessity for opening that valve at all. 

@. Now, Mr. Jones, I would like to ask you what caused this 
noise, — what was the machinery that caused it? 

A. I can only give you my professional opinion of what caused 
the noise. The producer gas was forced by this exhauster through 
a 10-inch pipe, which was, probably, small for the amount of gas 
that passed through it, and it must have been the vibration of that 
pipe which caused that noise. Certainly it was a vibrating noise, 
which has been testified to as being like a steam fire-engine. 

@. Well, that is your opinion? 

A. Yes, sir; in addition to that I have explained this clapping 
noise, which was caused by the coupling between the engine and 
the exhauster. 

Q@. Now, do you state as your professional opinion that you 
have remedied that noise? 

A. I state that I know I have remedied it. 

(). You know you have remedied it? 

A. I know I have. 

@. And that there is no noise now, except upon the occasion of 
the starting of the machinery on Sundays and on days when you 
have occasion to change from one machine to another? 

A. During those intervals which I have referred to, the same 
noise exists. 

Q. (By Mr. Greenover.) Because they have to open the 
stack ? 

A. Yes, sir; that other noise, that clapping noise, is modified 
by these rubber rolls that we put in. 


Testimony of Martcotm S. GREENouGH. — (Sworn.) 


Direct Hxamination. 


(By Mr. Grernoucu.) What is your full name? 
Malcolm $. Greenough. 

You are the engineer of the Boston Gas Light Company ? 
Yes, sir. 
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@. And have had charge of the North End works for how 
many years? 

A. Well, I have been at the North End works for more than 
20 years. 

Q. Well, will you state to this committee what was done by 
you and Mr. Jones this summer to remedy the noise, and what 
the condition of the works is to-day —the water-gas works, I 
mean? 

A. Well, Mr. Jones and myself devised the changes which 
have been described by Mr. Jones in the way of the burning of 
the producer gas by which it was rendered unnecessary to let 
any of it into the open air, and we were enabled to use it satis- 
factorily in the retort and under the boilers. The result has 
been, in our judgment, entirely satisfactory. We are endeavor- 
ing to devise some further method by which we shall absolutely 
prevent any gas from getting into the air, and it is not impossible 
that we may do so. 

@. Explain what the producer gas is, so that the committee 
may thoroughly understand it. 

A. The producer gas isa gas which is made in iron works, 
with generators adapted expressly for that purpose. It is a gas 
largely used in rolling-mills. It is a gas which is made from coal 
which has been half burned, and to which the second equivalent 
of oxygen, as they call it, is added afterwards. ‘The gas can be 
stored and conveyed, and by the use of regenerative furnaces 
great heat can be got from it. It is the most economical way of 
employing coal; and in the numerous generators which we have 
at the North End works we have in use the only practical water- 
gas generator which has yet been devised, in which producer gas 
and water-gas can be successfully made at the same time. The 
apparatus that you saw working the other night at the North 
End is the most successful apparatus of that kind that has ever 
been put in use, and is attracting a great deal of attention among 
gas people on that account. We are making not only a water-gas 
from the coal, but we are also making a valuable producer gas, 
which in all other water-gas plants is thrown away. ‘The producer 
gas is the gas which is made from the air passing through the coal, 
bringing that coal to the proper temperature to decompose the 
steam, from which the water-gas is made. In most water-gas 
generators it is simply blown out the stack, and passes up witha 
rushing noise into the air. In our generator, it passes down 
‘through the stack, and is made into a valuable product. It isa 
very interesting experiment that we have going on in our works 
in that connection. 

Q. (By Alderman Leary.) Well, what is it used for— for 
illuminating purposes? 

A. No, — you mean with us, at our works? 

@. Yes, here in the city. 

A. When we first started that plant, we expected to be able to 
use the producer gas down under the retorts for the purpose of 
heating the retorts in which we carburet the gas. We found that 
we couldn’t do it. It didn’t make a proper temperature in the 
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furnace as we had devised it. We then had to run it up the stack 
and waste it, in order to bring the fuel to the proper temperature 
to decompose the steam, and in doing so we found that we made 
considerable noise — more than we had anticipated. We then set 
to work to devise a furnace in which we could burn that producer 
gas. We did it. We then found that we had more producer 
gas than we wanted, and Mr. Jones devised a scheme for burning 
it under the boiler; which is so successful a scheme that Mr. 
Lewis, who is the inventor of the process, has invited German 
and English mechanical engineers to come on here and see 
it. He was given permission to do so, and, I presume, has done 
SO. 

@. I understand that you consume it all yourselves? 

A. Yes, sir, we expect to consume it all ourselves. The gen- 
erators need to be clinkered, as has been stated — there is a great 
mass of clinker in the furnaces, and we let the fire down and take 
it out. 

(. What originally led to this device which you say does away 
with this odor, and so on, that has been complained of ? 

A. The company always had in mind the desirability of heating 
the furnaces with the gas, and expected to do so before without 
any trouble. ‘They have not been able to do it previously, and 
have had to run it out-doors. 

@. Here is what I am trying to get at by my question — I 
didn’t know whether your company had done this now to stop the 
odor that was created down at the North End, and whether that 
was your whole object? 

A. It was not our whole object — it was our original intention 
- to use this gas as we do now, but we found that we couldn’t do it 
as we were originally fixed, and we found that, not being able to 
do it, we were disturbing the neighbors more than we antici- 
pated. 

@. And you now claim that, because you do that, you relieve 
the neighborhood of the annoyance? 

A. There is no question that we have practically stopped it. I 
am down there every day, and there is no question in my 
mind that it is a solution of the difficulty which these people have 
experienced. I know that the trouble has been substantially 
remedied. 

(). Then, in substance, your statement is this, that you have not 
only remedied the odor that existed there, but have done it to the 
advantage of the company ? 

A. To the advantage of the company and the advantage of the 
public also. 

Q. (By Mr. GreEenoucn.) This method of utilizing this pro- 
ducer gas has led to the result that none of the products of the 
manufacture escape into the open air? 

A. Substantially. 

(. Except on these occasions when the fire is being made 
over? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. So itis impossible that any smell should come from this 
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method of manufacturing gas — nothing comes out into the open 
air? 

A. Practically nothing. 

Q@. Well, is there anything? 

A. I don’t know —I say practically nothing. It may be open 
for ten minutes in a day, but otherwise, unless orders are dis- 
obeyed, the stack valve is unopened, and no smell can come from 
that process. 

Q. There is no necessity for Opening it at any other time than 
has been stated ? ; 

No, sir. 
And your orders are that it shall not be opened ? 
Yes, sir. 
And so far as you know, it is not opened ? 
No, sir, it is not. 
- So that that disposes of the question of the smell and 
smoke from the water-gas works ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, how is it in regard to the noise? 

A. The noise is substantially done away with. I have given 
considerable attention to that. I have been in the Hull-street 
house every day when I go to the North End works — practically 
every day in the year, unless I am out of town. I go up Hull 
Street every day, and I frequently go across the street and stand 
and listen; and whereas before there was a hum from the ma- 
chinery and from the vibration of the stack, which I presume was 
annoying at night —although you would hardly notice it in the 
daytime by reason of the other noises in the neighborhood — that 
noise has gone. It is not there now. 

Q. How did that noise compare with the noise occasioned by 
the running of a dynamo, for instance? 

A. That noise wasn’t anything like the noise of adynamo. A 
dynamo would make a great deal more noise than that. 

@. And how would it compare with the noise of an electric- 
light plant, for instance ? 

A. I think an electric-light plant makes an intolerable noise. I 
have no doubt that this noise which has been complained of down 
there would not, probably, annoy a person going down there and 
hearing it for a short time as much as it would a person who lay 
awake on a warm night and listened to it. It was, probably, a 
wearing noise. 

Q. Did you, yourself, ever notice any noise from this producer 

as? 
‘ A. I thought I had. 

Q@. What smell was it? 

A. Like the smell from furnace gas. 

Q. Well, with regard to the smell, smoke, and dust from the coal- 
gas works — what do you say about that? 

A. Well, you cannot make coal-gas without making some 
smoke, smell, and dust. Of course it is unavoidable in making so 
much coal-gas as we make on the other side of the works — the 
Prince-street side — at the present time. 


OhOOR 
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@. A great many people on Prince street and Sheafe street 
have appeared here and complained — they have complained 
before, have they not? 

A. Yes, sir. There has always been more or less difficulty 
with the neighbors from the drowning of the coke and the drawing 
of the retorts ; and two years ago, or one and a half years ago, we 
had complaints of the noise from the drawing machine. 

Bo The '*Iron Man”? 

A. What has been called the ‘* Iron Man,” — and, on investiga- 
tion, we found that some of the complaints were well founded; 
that the man whose business it was to run that machine allowed 
steam to accumulate, and that, in the blowing off, an unnecessary 
noise was made; and it was stopped. 

@. (By Alderman Leary.) Has this device in connection with 
the producer gas remedied the dust that formerly existed there, or 
does it exist now — or is that from the coal-gas? 

A. I don’t think there has been any large amount of dust that 
has come out of the water-gas plant. If there was, the new 
process has certainly remedied it. 

@. Was the dust from the coal-gas, wholly ? 

A. Oh, I think so,— yes, sir. 

@. That has not been remedied in any part? 

A. No, except that we are not making so much coal-gas, and 
therefore we are not making so much dust. 

Q. (By Mr. Greenoucu.) How about the smoke from the 
manufacture of coal-gas — it has always existed, has it not? 

A. The less coal-gas we make the less smoke there is. 

Q. (By Alderman McLaueuuin.) Mr. Greenough, some of 
the witnesses have stated that they have found small particles of a 
greasy or oily deposit when they have left their windows open to 
get fresh air; and when they have brushed these particles away 
they have left a greasy streak. What, in your opinion, would be 
the cause of that? Would it be from the producer gas, so that 
preventing the producer gas from escaping would remedy that 
difficulty at the same time? 

A. No, I think not. I think ifa thing like that took place in 
connection with the producer gas, that the only way it could arise 
would be from the soft coal, of which the producer gas was made, 
— that that would make a little dirt, —and that because of that 
in addition to the producer gas which would be chiefly made, a 
little tarry matter might be carried through the producer, which 
might pass up through this stack, but I think if there was any 
trouble. of that kind, it has been stopped. 

@. Would it be possible, if that were the trouble, to have an 
accumulation of that kind lining the inside of the stack, so that, 
when the producer gas would come off, that the pressure would 
blow that out and circulate it through the neighborhood ? 

A. I should hardly think that that would accumulate inside of 
the stack. ‘There would, certainly, no oily matter accumulate ; be- 
cause the stack is pretty hot, and if there was any oil at all there, 
it would disappear pretty rapidly. That producer gas comes out 
with a temperature of from eight hundred to one thousand degrees, 
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I faney, and I don’t think much oil could be deposited in the stack. 
It goes through the exhauster at a temperature of about six hun- 
dred degrees, —-it would not be as hot as one thousand degrees. 
@. (By Mr. Brown.) Might there not be a sooty residuum from 
the smoke of soft coal? 
A. I should think there might be. 


Mr. Brown. — I inferred that that might be we OHO from 
the evidence which has been given. 

The Wirness. — Alderman McLaughlin, I presume, had refer- 
ence to a deposit of this kind from the Hull-street works. 

Alderman McLauGHuiin. — Yes, sir. 

The Wirness. — You would not get it from the retorts there. 


@. (By Alderman Leary.) Which gas makes the most dust, 
— producer gas or ordinary coal? 

A. Ordinary coal, very much. 

@. (By Alderman McLaveutin.) We had testimony from a 
great many residents on Hull street and Snowhill street, right in 
the locality of Hull street, and their testimony was that at certain 
times, especially when the wind would be blowing from the quar- 
ter of the gas-house, when their windows were open a soot would 
be deposited on their carpets and furniture, and when they would 
rub it off, or attempt to rub it off, it would make a mark. 

A. We have had testimony of that kind several times from 
people living down around Snowhill street, and that trouble un- 
doubtedly came from the coal-gas works; and you might get it on 
Hull street from the coal-gas works, although you would not be 
likely to do so. But you will remember that the houses on the 
corner of Snowhill and Sheafe streets are not more than sev- 
enty-five feet from our coal-gas retort-house, and Councilman 
Doherty last year put in an-order to try to remedy the incon- 
venience occasioned to the people in that neighborhood. There 
is no doubt that when you draw the coal out of the coal-gas 
retorts that there is a certain amount of tarry matter which comes 
out of the retort with it, and the coke always smokes, and there 
is a great deal of smoke and soot that comes up through the retort- 
house ventilators and passes off into that neighborhood, when the 
wind is in the right direction. I think that most of the complaint 
from Snowhill street arises from the coal-gas works. 

Mr. GreEenouGH. — You said Snowhill and Sheafe streets. 

The Wirness. — I meant Snowhill and Hull streets. 

@. (By Alderman Leary.) Is it a fair inference to draw from 
‘your remarks that if only water-gas were made no nuisance would 
exist ? 

A. I don’t think there is any nuisance of Sheafe street at all — 
you wouldn’t know we were there. 

@. What nuisance there is comes from coal-gas? 

A. [ have no doubt that that may be, and of course where you 
use the word ‘* nuisance ” I wish it understood that I do not adopt 
it myself. ‘There is no doubt that the manufacture of coal-gas is 
more troublesome than the manufacture of water-gas. 

@. I ask that question because I think that is what we are here 
to find out. 
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A.:>We hold that it wouldn’t be a nuisance to anybody, but 
I think that there is more trouble to our neighbors from our man- 
ufacture of coal-gas than there is from our manufacture of water- 
gas at the present time. That is undoubtedly the case. 

@. (By Alderman McLaucutiin.) Would it be possible, in the 
manufacture of water-gas in your plant there, to utilize the large 
chimney which you have got in your yard to carry off any of the 
gas which might come from the stacks into the chimney? 

A. I have been reflecting on that, Alderman McLaughlin, a 
good deal for the last week, and I cannot decide in my own mind 
whether it would be safe to put any gas in that chimney or not. 
I don’t think there would be any trouble from it, but I am a little 
afraid to do it. 

@. (By Mr. Brown.) It isn’t safe, you mean? 

A. lam alittle afraid of getting an explosive mixture in that 
chimney. I don’t see how I am going to touch it off after I get it 
in there, and I don’t see how it would be likely to be done; but 
still I don’t know that we want to use the chimney unless it is the 
last resort. 

@. (By the Cuair.) What kind of coal are you using now? 
Where does it come from? 

A. At present we are using Cumberland coal. 

@. You used to use coal from the Provinces. 

A. Some. We are now using Cumberland coal for the genera- 
tor and are using Yougheogheny coal, from the vicinity of Pitts- 
burgh, for other purposes. 

(J. For how many years have you been using Pennsylvania 
coal ? 

A. Well, we used nothing but Pennsylvania coal, I should 
think, for fifteen years. We have used some provincial coal. 

@. The provincial coal is more smutty and greasy than the 
present coal you use? 

A. It is not so good a coal as the present coal we use. ‘The 
coal we are using is a cleaner coal. 

Q. (By Mr. Ratsuesxy.) You are willing to admit this, that 
there is a liability at the present day, with the manufacture of 
coal-gas that you have down there now, to have soot in the houses 
of the people close at hand? 

anil 28. 

@. But not to such a great extent as formerly ? 

A. No, sir; because we are not making nearly so much coal- 
gas at the present time, and I don’t believe the people on Sheafe 
street are having any trouble at the present time at all. ‘The 
people on Prince street may have a little. 

Mr. GreenoucH. — That soot is not a new matter, Mr. Alder- 
man. I notice here in the testimony of Mr. Wiggin and Mr. Her- 
lihy in December, 1875, before a committee of the aldermen, Mr. 
Wiggin says that ‘‘ the smoke at times is almost stifling, and the 
cinders and soot which it contains leaves spots wherever they 
strike.”’ 

Q. (By the Cuair.) That was provincial coal? 

A. In 1875; yes.

Alderman McLaveutin. — That wouldn’t make so much differ- 
ence, of course, because if what they complained of resulted from 
the manufacture of coal-gas, the less coal-gas was manufactured 
the less would be the annoyance. It would only be a question 
of the extent to which you were manufacturing coal-gas. If you 
were only manufacturing half as much coal-gas as you manufac- 
tured last year, of course the nuisance from that source would not 
be so bad; but if the people are getting the same dust and the 
same annoyance in connection with ‘the manufacture of water-gas, 
it strikes me that we ought to try to find where the nuisance comes 
from — whether it comes from the water-gas or from the coal-gas. 

The Wirness. — Well, if we are burning all that producer gas, 
and not sending it out into the air, I don’t see how any smell 
comes from the water-gas at the present time. 

Alderman McLavcuuirm. — Well, I would like to hear some of 
the witnesses who testified before the committee previous to the 
making of this change, and probably their testimony may change 
the appearance of things before the committee; because the wit- 
nesses had all put their testimony in before this change was made. 
and now the gas company say that these changes have been made, 
and that certain results have been arrived at. 

The Witness. — Well, the testimony of the witnesses, which I 
read and which was read at the office, impressed us as being, to a 
very considerable extent, honest testimony, and we felt that we 
were disturbing the neighbors more than we had anticipated. We 
then, as you know, offered to shut down during the month of 
August during the night, to see if we could remedy the difficulties 
of which they complained, and we now come in and say that in 
our judgment we have done so. 

Mr. Ratsnesky. —If I remember rightly, in the testimony given 
in the hearings, I think with bnt one or two exceptions the wit- 
nesses all testified that this soot bothered them ; now the com- 
pany was manufacturing water-gas at that time, as it is now? 

WRLC a GreENnoucn. — But they were manufacturing with the 
stack open, whereas, as has been shown by the testimony here, we 
have since shut down the stack. It is now shut so that nothing 
whatever escapes from the manufacture of the water-gas. 

Alderman Lrary. — My impression was that the noise came 
from the manufacture of water-gas, and that the dust and smoke 
came from the manufacture of coal-gas. 

Mr. C. P. GreenouGH. — So we thought and so we still think. 
But in order to make sure we have made such arrangements in the 
water-gas manufactory that nothing can escape into the air. 

Q. (By Alderman Leary.) You say you have protected the 
water-gas part — is there any way by which you can protect the 
coal-gas part? 

A. We don’t know of any way of making coal-gas without dust 
and smoke. 

(. Unless the works are shut down? 

A. Unless they are shut down. 

@. When you shut your fires down, when your fires are out, 
what do you do with the producer gas — store it? 
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A. Which fires? 

@. The fires where you use it — don’t you use the producer vas 
in heating the retorts? 

A. Yes, we use it as long as we have any on hand; when we 
haven’t got any we use coal. 

@. Well, it seems that whatever trouble may have been caused 
by the water-gas is from this cause — the letting off of the pro- 
ducer gas from the stacks? 

A. I think so. 

@. That is where the trouble has been? 

A. Yes, sir; we have now stopped that. That is where I think 
the trouble has been; and we have remedied it, in our judgment. 

Q@. (By the Cuatr.) You have been wasting it heretofore — 
throwing it away? 

ie.) CH, Sik: 

@. Now are you doing that? 

AW No, sir. 

@. (By Alderman Leary.) Using it instead of coal? 

AALY 6S,: sir: 

Alderman McLaueuuin. — This is what I have reference to. 
One of the witnesses, Mrs. Mary McLaughlin, testified as fol- 
lows : — 

‘¢@. How long have you observed that the rooms in the in- 
terior of your house become that way, during day and night? 

‘¢ A. For three or four months. 

‘¢@. Does it stain or disfigure the furniture? 

‘* A. It leaves a greasy mark on the furniture.” 

The Witness. — Where does she live? 

Alderman McLavueuir. — On Snowhill street. 

The Wirness.—I don’t believe anybody living on Snowhill 
street would have any trouble from the water-gas plant. 

Alderman McLavueutii. — She lives on Snowhill street. 

The Wirness. —I doubt if she got much trouble from the 
water-gas plant. She is much more likely to have got it from the 
coal-gas works. 

Q. (By Alderman McLaucutin.) Well, was there any exper- 
iment going on in the coal-gas works from spring until the hearing 
commenced that would make the condition of things any different 
from what it has been for twenty years? 

A. No, sir; we have raised soot in that plant for fifty years. 

Mr. GrEENoUGH. — Sixty-five. 

The Wirness. — The bigger we grow the more we make. 

Q. (By Mr. Ratsuesky.) The more soot you make? 

A. The more coal-gas we make, the more soot we make. 

@. (By Alderman McLaveutuin.) Has there been any differ- 
ence in the deposit that has been circulated in the neighborhood 
coming from the gas-works in the last six months than there was 
previous to that time—any difference in the nature of the 
deposit ? 

A. I should doubt it. There may have been some soot due to 
that producer gas before we changed our process, but I didn’t 
suppose there was. There may have been some. 

Q. (By Mr. Greenoveu.) Did you ever see any yourself? 
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A. No, sir. I would say that since we have taken to using the 
producer gas ourselves, we have been troubled a little with lamp- 
black in the pipes from the producer gas, and it might have 
deposited the lampblack that these people on Hull street com- 
plained of. 

(). But you have changed that condition of things from what it 
was formerly? 

A. There might have been trouble from producer gas to the 
people on Hull street, but I should not suppose they would get . 
it on Snowhill street. 

@. Then you say that if there has been any change in the 
deposit, some of the trouble was due to the producer gas from the 
water-gas plant? 

A. If there has been any change. 

@. Don’t you think there has been? 

A. No, sir, I don’t, —on Snowhill street, I don’t. The people 
on Hull street may have got it, but I don’t believe the people on 
Snowhill street got it from that plant. 

@. And if there were any authority that told you that you 
would have to do away with this dust and smoke, you would shut 
down the coal-gas works — that is, if you were obliged to do away 
with it? . 

A. Well, that would depend on what the authority said. If 
the authority said there must be no dust made in the North End 
gas works — 

@. You would not discontinue the water-gas? 

A. No, sir; we would shut down the coal-gas works, because 
that is where the dust comes from at present. 


Oross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Mr. Greenough, will you kindly give 
the names of the officers of the company ¢ 

A. Yes, sir. J. Edward Addicks is the president, Mr. F. P. 
Addicks is the treasurer, I am the engineer, — do you want the 
clerks, or the executive officers ? 

@. You have given me the president, treasurer, and what is 
your position? 

A. I am the engineer —do you want any more? 

@. Do you know the names of the directors? 

A. I cannot tell from memory — I might think of some of 
them. 

@. Please state who they are. 

A. Samuel Little, N. J. Rust, Louis Curtis, Henry C. Gibson, 
C. A. Vialle, W. E. L. Dillaway, W. M. Bush, Eustace C. Fitz, 
J. Kdward Addicks. Mr. Jones and Mr. Wood are the superin- 
tendents of the two stations, and Mr. W. R. Addicks is the assist- 
ant engineer. 

Q. Now, Mr. Greenough, I notice that you have stated, and 
Mr. Jones has also stated, with reference to the producer gas, 
that it is consumed and not allowed to escape, except for a short 
time every other day and once on Sunday, and both you and he 
have qualified that statement by stating, unless one of the work- 
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men should open the valves and let it out, and that would be in 
violation of your orders ¢ 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). Have you any reason to suppose that your orders have been 
violated in any respect? 

A. No, sir. I would not like to state positively, you know, 
that the thing hadn’t been done, because a man might get up here 
and state that it had been done. 

@. Is there any danger from a large quantity of this producer 
gas getting at any one time into the retort? 

A. It doesn’t get into the retort. 

(. Into what does it get? 

A. It goes into the furnace. 

@. Well, in the furnace, — is there any danger from any quan- 
tity of this producer gas being forced into the furnace? 

A. No; we expect to use what we make, and there is no 
trouble from it. 

@. As you make it, you force it into the furnace? 

A. Two furnaces. 

@. As it is rising from the process of producing the water-gas, 
you force it inside, driving it out of the stacks into these fur- 
naces ? 

A. Force it into the gas holders, and from there it goes back 
into the furnaces. 

Q. Is there any means by which you can regulate the degree of 
gas or the quantity of gas that you send into the furnaces? 

A. By a valve on the furnaces. 

@. So there is no danger of sucha great pressure being brought 
to bear on the producer gas that it will force it into the furnaces 
in such a quantity as to cause an explosion? 

A. No, sir. 

@. There would be no danger from that source? 

‘AD Noxsir. 

@. Now, do I understand that you have received any permit to 
keep the naphtha stored at the works? 

A. I don’t remember whether we have got a written permit or 
not. We had the district engineer down there to examine it, and 
we made the changes under his instructions. 

@. That is, as to the tank? 

wiv en, Sit. 

@. But you have no knowledge of any permit being granted? 

A. I have forgotten whether there was or not. It seems to me 
I remember a consultation about it, and that we did whatever was 
necessary. 

@. Of course, if you don’t know it, it is all right, —I thought 
I would like to have it appear. 

A. My recollection is that he found no permit was needed. 

@. Now, you give it as your judgment that the smell, and the 
noise, and the deposit, which is supposed to have contained an 
oily matter, arises from the manufacture of water-gas, solely. 

A. No, sir; I have stated that I thought that deposit came 
from the manufacture of coal-gas. 
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@. You have stated that the producer gas has given rise to a 
lampblack deposit in the furnace ? 

A. I stated that the producer gas had deposited some lampblack 
in the pipe, so I was inclined to believe that there was lampblack 
in the producer gas. 

@. And that is caused wholly by the producer gas, so far as 
you know? 

‘A. No, sir, I haven’t said that. Ihave said that I thought the 
people who live on Hull street might get a deposit of that kind 
from producer gas, but the people on Snowhill street, if they got 
it, would get it from coal-gas. 

@. Do you find that there is a lampblack deposit from coal- 
gas? 

A. Yes, sir; soot. 

Q. Now, then, would there be any difference in the character 
of the particles from the producer gas and the coal-gas? 

A. I think not much. I think the coal-gas would be rather the 
worse of the two. 

Q@. Now, as I understand, you claim you have, substantially, 
removed the cause of the smell? 

A. As far as I can see, we have. 

@. And the means by which you have accomplished that is to 
consume the producer gas? 

A. Store and use it ourselves. 

@. Store it and use it yourselves? 

ALY es. sir; 

Q. If, at any time, you had occasion to discharge the producer 
gas, the people in the immediate neighborhood would have a 
repetition of the noise and of the smells? 

A. It is a question whether they would or not. I am not sure 
that we could not arrange that stack, which now vibrates and 
makes this jumping noise, so that the noise would be stopped. I 
am inclined to think that a larger stack would not stop it, but it 
would probably make some difference. 

Q. Well, this process of storing the producer gas is experi- 
mental? 

A. It seems to work very well. 

@. But is it experimental? 

A. No, we don’t consider it an experiment —I think it is an 
assured success. 

@. You think it is an assured success? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Well, if there is no danger from the storing of the producer 
gas, why do you hesitate in your judgment to discharge it through 
the large chimney ? 

A. Because producer gas, of course, will burn. Any gas that 
will burn will explode when mixed with air, if a light is brought to 
it. In the furnace, if that burns, it does no harm. In the holder 
there is no air mixed with it. If we brought it into that big chim- 
ney, which is one hundred and seventy-five feet high and ten feet 
in diameter, —if we put a little producer gas in there, we are 
going to have air with it, and we are going to have an explosive 
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mixture in that chimney ; and although I don’t see how I am going 
to touch it off, if I did, I might have a noise like a cannon. I 
think if such a mixture was exploded in that large chimney, it would 
make a pretty big noise. 

Q. Very likely. Now, then, as I understand it, by the process 
which Mr. Jones has devised, the only occasions when you have to 
open the valves are at the times that have been referred to, — every 
other day, and when you are starting the fires? 

Mia Y es, sir. 

@. And during the rest of the time, the coal which you have 
occasion to use, together with the naphtha and the gas that is gen- 
erated, is kept within these retorts or furnaces, and there is no 
time during the day, after the fires are started, when it is neces- 
sary to discharge the smoke or steam from the fires? 

A. There is no time except during the times that have been 
mentioned, when it is necessary to discharge anything into the 
open air. 

@. And that is irrespective of the degree of heat in the fur- 
naces? 

A. It has nothing whatever to do with it. 

@. And you think that the deposits from coal-gas are not so 
great now, because of the fact that you are not using so much? 

A.) Yes. 

@. Now, will you state the number of men who are in the works 
now? 

A. Well, I could not state from memory, except in the most 
approximate way. 

Q. Well, in an approximate way, —let us have it approxi- 
mately. 

A. I should say probably one hundred. I don’t remember how 
many there are, — I guess about one hundred. 

Q. (By Alderman Leary.) One hundred men are employed 
there? 

A. I guess there are all of that, taking in everybody. 

Q. (By the Cater.) Does that include the night and day 
gang? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. One hundred in all? 

A. I should think so. —I might be fifty out of the way. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) In the manufacture of coal-gas, solely, 
what is the number of men employed? 

Mr. Greenoucnu. — What bearing does that have on the ques- 
tion of nuisance ? 

Mr. Cronan. —I think it is proper to show whether, in case of 
the issuing of any mandatory order, there was likely to be distress 
or suffering occasioned to large numbers of men or to a small 
number of men, by reason of being thrown out of employment. 
In other words, you would argue, and I suppose it might be a fair 
proposition to argue, that although there were certain nuisances 
created, in the way of noise and odor, that it was unavoidable in 
the business, that large numbers of men were employed there, 
and that it would be a great hardship to make a mandatory order. 
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So, for the purpose of showing the extent to which such an order 
would have an effect, I think it is proper that I should show the 
number of men engaged in this branch of the industry. 

Mr. Greenoveu. — Do you wish to show that it takes more men 
to make coal-gas than water-gas? 

Mr. Cronan. —I don’t know anything about it myself, never 
having been around gas-works much so as to know about that 
matter. 

Mr. Greenoveu. — I will admit that at once. 

Mr. Cronan. — Of course the question must be submitted to 
the judgment of the committee, if my brother objects to it. 

Alderman Leary. —I should very much like to hear that ques- 
tion answered. It is claimed that the nuisance which exists is 
caused by coal-gas, and if it should be considered desirable to 
take any action whereby any portion of the works should be closed 
up, we want to know how many men they employ in the manufac- 
ture of water-gas, and how many in the manufacture of coal-gas, 
for purposes of comparison. 

Mr. GreenoucH. —I don’t object to the question a particle. 
Of course there is a largé decrease in the number of men employed 
in the manufacture of water-gas, as compared with the number 
employed in the manufacture of coal-gas. 

Alderman Leary. — There is a large decrease comparatively of 
the number of men employed in the manufacture of the water-gas ? 

Mr. Greenoucu. — Oh, yes. 

Q. (By Alderman Leary.) —If the manufacture of coal-gas 
should be stopped, a less number of men would be employed? 

A. A very much smaller number —it takes more men for the 
manufacture of coal-gas. 

@. On the other hand, if the manufacture of water-gas were 
stopped, more men would be employed, because you would have 
to make coal-gas? 

A. I question whether we would make it there or somewhere 
else. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) — Will you give us approximately the 
number of men employed before the manufacture of water-gas 
was introduced, as compared with the number you employ now? 

A. I would say, in regard to the number of men we employ, 
that we have men making gas elsewhere — at Commercial Point 
and at the Bay State works. 

@. Weli, my question was intended to cover the number of men 
approximately, if you can give it, making gas at the North End 
works, before and since the introduction of water-gas, irrespective 
of Dorchester or your other works. 

A. Put your question again. 

@. State approximately the number of men employed previous 
to and since the introduction of the water-gas manufacture into 
the North End works. 

A. What you want to get at is the comparative number of men 
that make water-gas and make coal-gas, I suppose? 

Q. Not exactly that, Mr. Greenough. You are making water- 
gas and coal-gas to-day, and you are supplying a certain territory 
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with illuminating gas, the same territory that you supplied pre- 
vious to the introduction of water-gas. Now, I ask the number of 
men approximately since the introduction of water-gas employed 
on the works, both for the purpose of making water-gas and coal- 
gas, as compared with the number of men employed previous to 
the introduction? . 

A. If we were now making all the gas at the North End for all 
the territory that we used to make it for, and did not have the 
Bay State works, which now supplies a territory formerly supplied 
by the North End works, we should employ double the number of 
men at the North End works that we do to-day. 

@. You don’t supply from the Dorchester works any territory 
that was supplied by the North End works, do you? and the Bay 
State works furnishes Roxbury with gas, does it not? 

A. The Bay State gas comes into Boston. 

@. You don’t furnish any gas from the works at the Cow-pas- 
ture that could be supplied by the works at the North End? 

A. Certainly. 

@. To what extent is gas furnished from the other works? 

A. To an extent to nearly wipe out the North End works. 

(). How do the Bay State works have any connection with the 
works of the Boston Gaslight Company ? 

A. The gas from the Bay State works, from the Cow-pasture, 
and from the North End works is what we are selling to-day in 
Boston—a mixture of the different gases. 

@. That is, as I understand it, the gases you make at the North 
End and Bay State works permeate through the same pipes? 

A. Yes, and the Commercial Point works. 

@. Through the same pipes? 

A. Yes, sir; and they are mixed together and distributed. 

@. So that, as I understand it, what was formerly made at the 
North End works is now made in part at the North End and in 
part at the Cow-pasture ? 

A. Part at the Bay State works and part at Commercial Point. 

@. And the Commercial Point works is in connection with the 
Bay State works? 

A. The gas made at the Bay State works is brought to the 
Commercial Point works and there it is mixed with the gas made 
at Commercial Point and distributed through Roxbury, Dorchester, 
and Boston. 

Q. (By the Cuair.) Do we get any of that mixture at City 
Hall? 

A. Do you like it? — I will wait to hear what is said about it. 

@. LIask if we get it here —if it is all mixed up, and we get it 
throughout the city ? 

wa Y es. 

@. That is what I want to understand ? 

A. I suppose the North End of the city would be chiefly sup- 
plied from the North End works, at present, and the central parts 
of the city would get gas mostly from Commercial Point. 

Q. (By the CHarr.) Once the gas used in this City Hall came 
entirely from the North End? 
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A. Years ago. Afterwards it came from the North End and 
Commercial Point, and now it comes from the three stations. 

Q. A sort of trinity gas? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. (By Alderman Leary.) You employ about one hundred 
men at the North End now — is that your statement? 

A. How many do we employ, Mr. Jones? 

Mr. Jones. — One hundred and seventy-five or one hundred 
and eighty. 

The Wirness. — That is more than I said. 

@. (By Alderman Leary.) Well, supposing they manufac- 
tured all water-gas there, instead of part coal-gas and part water- 
gas, would you employ just as many men? 

ma INO; 

@. About how many men? 

A. Well, for the same amount of gas we are now making, 
instead of having one hundred and seventy-five to one hundred 
and eighty men, I don’t suppose we would have fifty. 

@. And if you were forced to remedy what is claimed to be a 
nuisance there, you would dispose of the coal-gas part of it? 

A. Or get out. 

Q. Either that or get out? 

A. Yes, sir — get out altogether. That is to say, I have no 
doubt we make more of a nuisance down there, if it is called a 
nuisance, at our coal-gas works than at our water-gas works. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Now, then, Mr. Jones has stated the 
number of men approximately at one hundred and seventy-five? 

A. We have put ona great many men lately — that is why I 
was so much out of the way. 

@. Can you give the number of men before the introduction of 
water-gas ? 

A. No, sir. There have been times when we have had four or 
five hundred men down there, if that is what you want to know. 

Q@. (By Alderman Leary.) The more water-gas you manu- 
facture the more the decrease in help? 

A. Comparatively. 

Q@. The manufacture of water-gas is a saving to you in that 
respect? 

al. That is to say, if we were to make all water-gas it would 
require less men than if we were to make all coal-gas. 

@. Your further statement is to the effect that the nuisance, or 
what it is claimed is a nuisance, is caused by coal-gas? 

A. Chiefly. 

Q@. And to remedy that you would manufacture water-gas 
instead ? 

A. My judgment is that if we should manufacture water-gas 
entirely at our works at the North End it would be less annoyance 
to the neighbors than if we made coal-gas entirely. 

Q. And the further fact is that instead of employing one hun- 
dred and seventy-five men you would employ fifty? — 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Now, as I understand it, the company 
concedes that there was a nuisance from water-gas, which they 
claim that they have remedied by this experimental device of Mr. 
Jones ? 

A. I will say ‘‘ annoyance,” not ‘‘ nuisance.”’ 

Q. Well, then, I will not put it in that form. I will put it in 
this way, that you have recognized the force of the testimony 
offered by the witnesses here as to the trouble from the water-gas 
process ? 

ae C85: Bit? 

@. And you have sought to remedy it by the introduction of 
Mr. Jones’ device? 

A. Yes, sir; we were all working at it. 

Q. Well, I don’t seek to rob you of any credit, Mr. Greenough, 
but it was referred to by Mr. Jones, and you paid the compliment 
to Mr. Jones, and I supposed that he was the one who originated 
it; but, however that may be, the introduction of this machine, 
you think, has remedied the escape of the dust and the smoke and 
the noise, as regards the manufacture of water-gas ? 

A. I think it has. 

@. And the odor? 

A. | think it has. 

Q. Now there is this deposit which has been shown to the com- 
mittee (referring to the dark-colored deposit introduced and 
referred to earlier in the hearing) which I would like to have you 
look at. I would like to ask you what in your judgment this 
deposit arises from, whether coal-gas or water-gas ? 

A. (Examining.) Where did you get that? 

Mr. Cronan. — Who brought that here? 

Mr. Burien. — Mr. Riordan. 

Alderman Leary. — He testified that he found that in his attic 
— I think his house is on Endicott street. 

Mr. Cronan. — Sheafe street, I am informed. 

The Wrrness. —I think that came from the coal-gas plant. I 
don’t recognize that as a water-gas deposit. There is no grease 
to it and no odor to it. 

Mr. Burren. — Mr. Riordan says, “I swept that up in my 
attic to-day, and can bring a coal-hod full of it.” 

The Witness. — Well, I should say that that came out of the 
chimneys of a coal-gas retort house. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) It is your judgment, then, Mr. Green- 
ough, that it comes from the coal-gas ? 

A. It would be my judgment; yes, sir. 

Alderman Leary. — That is what I wanted to get at, which of 
these gases caused this dust and annoyance — if I could get at it 
positively. 

Q. (By the Cuam.) Mr. Greenough, there is no lampblack 
in it, is there? 

A. (Examining again.) I shouldn’t think so. When you get 
a slight deposit on your fingers it brushes off readily, it isn’t like 
sume lampblack that I came in contact with there one day. I 
couldn’t brush that off at all. 
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Q. (By Mr. Burien.) He lives at 41 Sheafe street? 

A. I don’t believe we could reach 41 Sheafe street with our 
water-gas plant. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) Now, certain witnesses have stated 
that the volume of smoke, steam, and dust has increased since the 
introduction of the water-gas;— in your judgment, would the 
volume of smoke and dust be any greater from the fires and 
the process used in making the water-gas— making the quantity 
which you deem it necessary to make — compared with the manu- 
facture of the same quantity of coal-gas? 

A. If we should take that quantity of gas we are making on 
the hill and make coal-gas entirely in place of it, we should annoy 
a different set of people. 1 have no doubt we would disturb the 
people on Hull street, who have formerly not suffered very much 
from the manufacture of coal-gas. 

Mr. RatsHesky. — Mr. Chairman, I think now that this has 
developed into a certain stage wherein we will have to go over 
considerable testimony in order to ascertain whether or not this 
nuisance has been abated since the company has made these dif- 
ferent arrangements at the works, and I think what is going to be 
offered now will certainly have to be repeated again if this testi- 
mony is given. I don’t know why we should sit here and hear 
the present testimony until we hear some testimony on the other 
side in regard to the changes the company claims to have made 
since then. 

The Cua. — Well, Mr. Cronan notified us at the last hearing 
—[ don’t know whether the gentleman was present or not — that 
he should bring in rebuttal testimony, and he was allowed that 
privilege. 

Mr. Cronan. — Yes, but I know nothing about the change 
except that statements in regard to it have been offered in testi- 
mony, and it would be necessary for me to proceed to get all the 
information possible. 

Mr. Greenoven.— That is what I wanted to get you down 
there the other night for. 

Mr. Cronan. —I will get down there as soon as I can. I was 
sick the other night and couldn’t go down. 

Q. (By Mr. Greenoven.) I understand your testimony — in 
answer to Mr. Ratshesky’s suggestion— that if there has been 
smoke and dust since these changes were made by you it must 
have come from the coal-gas works and not from the water-gas 
works? 

A. Chiefly from the coal-gas works; yes. 

Q@. (By Mr. Cronan.) ‘That is, since the change? 

A. Since the change. 

Mr. Ratsnesky. — Have your clients told you whether there 
has been any difference ? 

Mr. Cronan. —I haven’t conferred with them upon that point. 
I must have an opportunity to do that. Now, we will in a few 
days have a full report of the testimony of to-day. And have 
you any further testimony to offer, Mr. Greenough? 

Mr. GreenouGH. — Yes, sir. 
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Mr. Ratsarsky.— Did you know that the company had been 
making these changes? 

Mr. Cronan. — I had received notice from my Bro. Greenough 
that they were contemplating some change —I didn’t know exactly 
what it was. Bt 

Mr. Greenoucu. — After the last adjournment we shut down 
for the purpose of making some changes. . 

Mr. Cronan. —I know you said there were to be some changes, 
but as to the character of them I had no knowledge. 

Mr. Rarsuesky. — My idea in making the suggestion was to 
simmer the matter down so as not to go over this entire matter 
again; and it seems to me (unless we can make some arrangement 
whereby we can find out whether there is to be any disagreement 
on the part of Mr. Cronan’s clients as to the fact of whether there 
has been or is now any change) it would be well to hear them be- 
fore we proceed with the other side any further. I cannot see, 
for the life of me, what benefit it is going to be to proceed in this 
way, unless we can arrive at some understanding in the matter, 
such as I have suggested. 

Mr. Cronan. — If I may be pardoned, I would make the sug- 
gestion that we must go by the evidence offered. 

Mr. Ratsuesky. — Don’t you think that testimony enough in this 
line has been offered now so that you can base your testimony on 
it, if you have any rebuttal testimony to offer? 

Mr. Cronan. —Of course I could answer that if I felt that I 
was in a position to make myself a judge of that matter. That is 
why I asked Mr. Greenough if he had any witnesses to offer as to 
this point. I thought that perhaps further testimony might be 
cumulative, because perhaps this comes from an authoritative 
source. 

Mr. GreenouGcu. — Well, the committee themselves were there, 
and if they were not able to see the difference caused between the 
condition of things previous to the change and since, as we showed 
it to them, of course we couldn’t expect to show it by the evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Cronan. —I am willing to be governed by any suggestion 
of the committee. What I shall do, if this matter is to be carried 
along any further, will be to confer with my people; and I shall be 
governed accordingly. At the next meeting, if there is any rea- 
son to offer any rebuttal testimony, I shall do so. If not, I shall 
proceed with the argument. In regard to our facts, we will be 
governed by the situation of things as they now exist. 

The Cuarr. — Weren’t you notified by the clerk of this commit- 
tee that the hearing would close to-day? 

Mr. Cronan. — For one, I am ready to proceed, if the commit- 
tee deem necessary, and if the committee are ready. 

The Cuarr. — That is the vote of the committee, that the testi- 
mony should be closed to-day and that you should have the right 
to bring in rebuttal. 

Mr. Cronan. — I have witnesses here, but I don’t know whether 
Mr. Greenough closes his case now or not. 

The Cuair. — That was the vote of the committee. 
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Mr. Cronan. —I am perfectly ready to go on, but the sugges- 
tion was made, as I understood, by Mr. Ratshesky, as to how my 
clients felt, as to the change which has been referred to. Now, I 
haven’t asked them as to how they feel, but they are here, and are 
ready to testify in rebuttal. Do I understand that Mr. Greenough 
now, under the suggestion which has been made, closes his case? 

Mr. Greenoucu. — I don’t know what the suggestion is. 

The Cuarr. — Mr. Rarsnesky has not made any motion. 

Mr. Ratshesky. — Put on your witnesses. 

Mr. Cronan.—I will confer with my parties now, and hear 
what rebuttal testimony they wish to offer. (Mr. Cronan conferred 
with his clients. ) 

Q. (By Mr. Greenoven). Mr. Greenough, I would like to 
state your evidence as I understand it. As I understand, you 
yourself did not consider the noise made by the machine a nuisance 
before the changes, and you yourself did not perceive an odor 
which was a nuisance before the change, but from the examination 
of the testimony here you were satisfied that it annoyed people 
whom you did not think would be annoyed by it, and therefore you 
instituted certain changes, — is that it? 

A. Ishouldn’t put it that way exactly, —if you say thatI did 
not notice the noise or the smell that was complained of. 

Q. No;I1 said that you did not consider that the noise was a 
nuisance? 

A. No;Ishouldn’t say it was, nor the odor. | 

Mr. Cronan. —Is that hardly a fair question to ask him — 
whether he considered it a nuisance? 

Mr. GrernoucH. — You asked him the very question and he 
said he didn’t, and I wanted to put it in this shape. 

Mr. Cronan. —I didn’t ask him if he called it a nuisance. 

Mr. Greenoven. — Yes, you did; and he said, ‘‘ No, I call it 
an annoyance.” 

Mr. Cronan. —I think I said I wouldn’t ask him to call it a 
nuisance, — he said he objected to that term. 

Mr. Greenoucu. —The reason why I want to ask the question 
is this: You take the ground that we conceded that if was a 
nuisance. Now, I don’t understand that we concede itatall; and 
I want to have that put distinctly before the committee. 

The Witness. — We concede that it was more of an annoyance 
than we had expected. I did hear the noise, and I did smell some 
- smell. ' 

Q. (By Mr. Greenover.) But, as I understand, since the 
changes you have made there is now no perceptible noise and no 
smell or dust that can come from the water-gas works, except 
when the stack is open at the times that have been referred to? 

A. Yes, that is what I have testified.

Testimony of Mrs. CAMPBELL. — ( Recalled.) 
Direct Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) You testified, I believe, heretofore? 

A. Yes; sir. 

@. Now, you have heard the testimony of the change in the 
gas-works since August last? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. Now, will you please state to the committee whether there 
is as much noise now as there was previous to the month of 
August? 

A. Well, as far as the noise is concerned, I don’t hear it as 
much, but as far as the odor, it is worse than it has ever been. 

@. Worse than ever? 

A. August 17th, Sunday morning, at three o’clock, I woke up 
and was almost suffocated in my room from the odor. My sister 
says, ‘*‘ Why, the gas is escaping.” We were almost smothered, 
and we have had an odor there every day, almost. 

@. (By Mr. Grernouen.) When the wind is east? 

A. When the wind is east, I don’t get it. I live on Sheafe 
street. But when the wind is in other directions, I suffer very much 
and have sick headaches almost every day. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Whether or not the odor continues? 

A. It has continued right along. 

@. Do you find any noise except at the times that Mr. Green- 
ough has referred to, when the stack valve is opened every other 
morning and Sunday mornings ? 

A. I don’t live near enough to be annoyed so much by that. 
I live on Sheafe street. But the people who live on Snowhill street 
and Hull street suffer from it. There are some other works 
between me and the gas-works. But I would say there is a steam 
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comes up there day and night. I don’t know what it is, but I 
can see it from my attic window. 

@. Now, that is the only point you wish to cover in your re- 
buttal testimony, that the odors are even worse than they were 
before ? 

A. Yes, sir, and the dust and smoke in every way. Of course. 
I don’t hear the noise near so much, but other things are just as 
bad. My carpets are all smirched, and I wish this committee could 
look at them and see what a bad condition they are in. Every- 
thing else in my parlor is just the same way. Ido not know how 
they can say that there is no dust on Sheafe street. 

@. (By Mr. GreenoueH.) Since the first of September, do I 
understand that you have heard the noise and smelled the same 
smells, and have had the same amount of dust that you have had 
before? 

A. I have the same amount of dust. 

Q@. Since the first of September, you have the same amount of 
smell? 

A. Well, [have not noticed it particularly since the first of 
September, but it has been all along, excepting two weeks that I 
was not here, of course, I don’t know how it was. 

(). When were you gone? 

A. Up country. 

(). I say when were you gone? 

A. Some in August and some in July. I returned the 11th of 
August. 

@. I want to ask you about the change made last August — 
have you noticed any change in the dust and smell during the 
month of September? 

A. I haven’t noticed particularly — I have noticed an odor. 

@. You have noticed an odor? 

A lehave, 

(. Just as much odor since the first of September as before ? 

A. Just as much, when the wind was blowing in my direction. 

@. Just as much smoke and dust since the first of September 
as before? 

A. I have not noticed the dust particularly, but I have noticed 
as much odor. ) 

Just as much odor? 

I think it is more offensive. 

Have you noticed the noise? 

The noise doesn’t trouble me. 

Did it before? 

It has never troubled me about my rest or work. 

(By Mr. Cronan.) You never complained about the noise ? 
No, the odor is the principal thing.

Testimony of Cornevius Heriimy. — ( Recalled.) 
Direct Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Now, Mr. Herlihy, will you please 
state whether or not there has been any change in the volume of 
nvise since August last? 
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At times there is, sir. 
At times there is? 
At times there is; yes, sir. 

@. Now, you have heard the testimony, Mr. Herlihy, that the 
noise has ceased, with the exception of every other day and Sun- 
day mornings, when they start the fires? 

A. It is not so, sir. 

Q@. It is not so? 

A. It is not so. 

@. Well, when is there any noise? 

A. I was working on the roof of my house on the 19th and 20th 
of last month. I was there on the 19th all the time until noon, 
and on the 20th all the forenoon and afternoon, and some later, 
and there was a great deal of noise on those two days. Some 
times it would seem like a boiler sound, and then again you could 
hear it away down Hull street as far as the gate of the cemetery. 
I heard it on those two days at the gate of the cemetery, and on 
the 21st, Sunday evening, the noise was terrible there. 

@. Well, how long did it last? 

Mr. GREENoOuGH. —I don’t want to delay this hearin gany more 
than is absolutely necessary, but I would say if he is going to tell 
about something that happened before September, it is of no use 
to this committee in regard to the point that they are now 
considering. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) You mean September? 

A. I do, sir. 

Mr. Greenoven. — All right — go ahead. 

Q. (By Mr. Cronan.) How long did it continue on the 21st 
of September? 

A. Well, I didn’t take the time, but I think there were times 
when it continued from fifteen to twenty minutes. 

@. Well, that is during the starting of the fires. 

A. That was the time from the starting of the noise to the 
finish of it. 

Q. Take the 19th and 20th, those two preceding days — how 
long did the noise continue then? 

A. Well, it would be the same amount — about fifteen minutes 
— sometimes the time is more and sometimes less. 

@. Now, then, you single out those three days ? 

A. And more days to follow. I am giving them to you 
earlier. 

Q. Very well, give the other days, then. 

A. On the 22d of September, I was up there in the forenoon, 
and when I was going up Hull street by the cemetery, I heard the 
noise. 

@. How long did it continue? 

A. It may have continued ten minutes. I haven’t taken the 
time, but that is my estimate, that it continued from ten to 
fifteen minutes. I didn’t take the time. 

@. When did you next hear the noise? 

41. On the 28th day of September, Sunday evening. 

Q. Well, how long? 
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A. I was down there about an hour and a half, I should think, 
or two hours, and from the next smoke-stack to the street there 
was a terrible smoke went up, and there was a noise. 

@. That was the 28th? 

(Ay ees, ‘Kir. 

@. How long did the noise continue on the 28th? 

A. On the 28th the noise was not hard —it was more like a 
boiler sound, like everything was shut up. 

@. How long did it continue? 

A. AsJI said before, from ten to fifteen minutes. 

@. Then, on each occasion when you have heard the noise, it 
has continued from ten to fifteen minutes ? 

A. J have timed it five minutes sometimes, but, later on, it 
seems to me it has continued from ten to fifteen minutes, and 
sometimes twenty minutes, it appears to me. 

That is upon different occasions ? 

Different occasions; yes, sir. 

Now, what is the smell? 

The smell is terrible. 

Has there been any change in the odor? 

The odor is worse than I have ever smelled it before. 

It is worse? 

It is worse. I remember the next morning after the com- 
mittee was down there, when I turned from the Old North church 
on Salem street and entered into Hull street, I heard this noise 
and saw a terrible smoke rising. I stood on the doorsteps of my 
house, and it must certainly have lasted twenty minutes or more. 
That was the further generator from the street, the one that Mr. 
Jones said the night previous would not start until next week. 
It would put you in mind of an ocean steamer going down the 
harbor, burning soft coal. I don’t know anything else to compare 
to it. 

'. Q. Now, as to the odor and smoke — is there trouble from the 
odor and smoke oftener than when they start their fires in these 
different generators or furnaces, or whatever they call them? 

A. I don’t know about starting fires. I only know what I hear 
and see from the outside. I tell you what I can see from the 
outside. 

(). Is there a continuation of the dust and smoke and steam 
throughout the day and night, as before August? 

A. There is dust and smoke and steam there every day. 

Q. I know, — but does it continue the same as it did before the 
change was made? 

A. The steam is just as bad. 

@. It is just as bad? 

A. Yes, sir. I have stood by my door and had water from 
steam strike me in the face. 

@. (By Mr. Greenoven.) Steam from the water-gas? 

A. Yes, sir; from the shed next.to the Hull-street house. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) When did that happen? 

A. About the first of October —I am speaking of Wednesday 
morning. 
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@. For how long a time did it continue then? 

A. I think it went half an hour that morning — probably more. 
They first started one smoke-stack, and then started another. 
There has been talk about fuel gas, but I don’t know whether that 
was fuel gas or not. It had a greenish hue. They started one 
and then the other. 

@. Then I understand you that you heard the noise at the inter- 
vals you have stated, and for the length of time that you have 
stated ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And that the odor is even worse than it was before? 

A. Well, I was up there yesterday — 

@. One moment —I am trying to get your testimony properly 
before the committee. Does that odor continue throughout the 
entire day and night, or is it noticeable at intervals? 

A. That odor is there at intervals, and especially if they start 
up the generator we get it severely. We get it at every point, 
only except an east wind. 

Q. Then at intervals, I understand, you get the steam and 
smoke and dust as you did before? . 

A. If the wind is coming that way; yes, sir. 

Q. Is that all you have to say? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Proceed. 

A. I was about to say that I was up there yesterday about nine 
o’clock, and I saw Mr. Greenough (Malcolm) and Mr. Jones 
about there, —I suppose to see if they could find any smell there. 
I was sitting on the doorstep of my house, and there was a smell 
came up across the street as though there was a great load of 
rubber thrown into a furnace. It was terrible. It was the worst 
that I ever found it. I was up there at three o’clock in the after- 
noon, and it smelled to me like an old vault, or a sewer. I was 
up there in the evening, and it was just the same. I didn’t go 
farther than the corner of Snowhill and Hull streets, and it was a 
regular old vault or sewer smell, and it continued during three 
successive times that I was up there yesterday. I was up there 
about nine, about three, and, probably, about half-past seven or 
eight —in fact, I found it down on Hull street as far as the 
cemetery, as I was going up Hull street. 

Y. Is that all? 

A. This morning I was up there, and the odors were as severe 
as I have ever found them. 

@. This very morning? 

A. Yes, sir; about nine o’clock. 

Q. What period of time did it last? 

A. I stayed about twenty minutes, and it was there when I 
went there, and it was there when I left. As far as the odors are 
concerned, they are worse than we have had them from June. 

Q. Now, what I want to get at, for the benefit of the committee, 
and Mr. Greenough as well, is the length of time that this odor 
continues. Is it during any special period when this steam and 
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smoke is heing discharged, or does this odor still exist when the 
smoke and steam is not being discharged ? 

A. I have gone out and could not find any when they started 
the generator going. 

@. And as soon as the generator ceases to work, what then? 

A. I have found it then. 

@. Anything further? 

A. I find it there always, excepting when there is an east wind. 
If there was an east wind, you might find a faint smell there — 
that is all; no odors that would amount to anything. But a 
southwest wind or a west wind is terrible there. 


Cross-Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Greenovucu.) How was the noise and smell. when 
we were down there with the committee the other night? 

A. The noise was loud enough then. 

Q. How was the smell? 

A. You took care that there wasn’t any smell there. 

@. There wasn’t any smell? 

A. You took care that there wasn’t any odor. If you had been 
there at half-past seven, you would have found it. Mr. Brown 
found some when he was going down the street there the same 
night, but if he had been there yesterday, it would have sickened 
him, and he would have put a handkerchief to his mouth. 


Testimony of James O’Down. — ( Recalled.) 
Direct Examination. 


@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Please state whether there has been 
any change in the volume of noise since the first of September. 

A. I have not heard it so strong. 

@. Then there has been a change? 

A. I think there has. 

@. Now, with reference to the odors? 

. (By Mr. GreenoucH.) By the way, where do you live, 
Mr. O’Dowd? 

A. I live on Endicott street. 

@. (By Mr. Cronan.) Now, with reference to the odors? 

A. When the wind is east, I have found a kind of gassy smell 
on different occasions, without giving the dates. I didn’t come 
down to the fineness of the dates. 

@. You have this smell when? 

A. When the wind is east — when it blows from the east. 

@. You find a gassy smell? 

A. Well, vou might call it a naphtha smell, if you wish — 
between gas and naphtha. A mixture something of that de- 
scription. 

@. And that has continued, notwithstanding the testimony as 
to the change, 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. Now, as to the smoke, steam, or dust? 
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A. I don’t get so much of that. I have noticed it on Prince 
street. I have been on Prince street and noticed it very percept- 
ibly. | 

0. Well, is that at the intervals that you have heard about in 
the testimony here, when they have started their fires there, every 
other day and on Sunday ? 

«Al. Well, I will say that I have noticed this smoke and dust 
and smell without going purposely to find it. I went casually, 
without any intent. 

@. Well, the point is this, I want the committee to know 
whether this smoke, dust, and steam continues throughout the 
entire day and night, or whether itis a matter of fifteen or twenty 
minutes, or half an hour, when they start the different fires, every 
other day and Sunday, as they stated? 

A. To answer the question as you give it to me, I don’t watch 
it all the time, but at intervals when the wind is east I can notice 
the smell very sensibly, and that it smells of a gassy nature, or 
has a naphtha smell, — something like that. 

@. Is it the same smell you had before? 

A. About the same, but with an oily substance, some kind of 
oily or naphtha substance, that I cannot define. 

Q. Do you find this odor, as you define it, at any special hour 
of the day or at different hours? 

At different hours. 

Then, as to the smoke, steam, and dust? 

I have noticed smoke, steam, and dust. 

Since the first of September? 

I have. 

- Does that continue throughout the day and night, as here- 
tofore ? 

A. I should say about the same. 
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Cross-Examination, 


Q. (By Mr. GreenovcH.) You have the same steam, smell, 
and odor that you had before? 

A. At intervals when the wind is east. 

@. And you had it at intervals before?

‘¢The Committee on Health, to whom was referred the petition 
of the citizens of Ward 2, that the Boston Gas Light Company be 
prohibited from burning tar and building chimneys on top of their 
fires, report that early in April last, the gas company having a 
large accumulation of coal-tar which they could not dispose of, 
conceived the plan of burning the same under their retorts mixed 
with coke. ‘They fitted up eighteen of their fires with pipes lead- 
ing the coal tar into the centre of the coke fire. ‘This they con- 
tinued to use and found very valuable, as giving a greatly increased 
heat and an increased quantity of gas from the coal; but they were 
unable by their process then adopted to consume the smoke, 
thereby preventing the nuisance which was caused by the use of 
the coal tar. They therefore in June discontinued the use of the 
coal tar by this process, and remodelled their fires after the plan 
adopted and used by the New York gas companies. Still there 
was a quantity of smoke issuing from the chimneys, which the 
managers of the company admitted; and they expressed their 
entire willingness to discontinue the burning of coal tar if re- 
quested to do so by the City Council. In relation to the short 
chimneys, the gas company in 1869 found that the great chimney 
then in use gave draught insufficient to support the fires, and they 
then adopted the new short chimney to each separate fire as fast 
as built. The purchases of land on Prince and Snowhill streets 
were continued until they occupied with their manufacturing works 
the whole territory now within their walls, found necessary to 
keep pace with increased demand for gas; so that at present the 
works contain about seven hundred and eighty retorts, of which 
the clay settings of six require fifty short chimneys, such as are in 
use in New York and other large cities. Under these retorts coke 
only is used for fuel, from which there issues no smoke. ‘The 
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nuisance complained of by the petitioners is undoubtedly from the 
drawing and charging of the retorts. The coal is placed in these 
retorts and subjected to intense heat for the space of four hours, 
when the coal is drawn from the retorts at a white heat into iron 
wheelbarrows, and rolled out into the area in the centre of the gas 
grounds, and drowned with a hose throwing a large quantity of 
water upon the coals. From the drawing of these hot coals and 
the drowning, there arises hot ashes and steam, which necessarily 
is a great nuisance to the petitioners. In answer to the question 
Mr. Greenough said there was no process known by which these 
nuisances could be abated, as their process was the same as used 
by all gas companies in the world; and the management claims 
that within their knowledge there are no works in the world of 
equal magnitude which are so little offensive for smell, smoke, or 
dust. ‘The committee find that the increased trouble complained 
of, aside from the burning of coal tar, is only the natural increase 
that would arise from the large growth of the business. It was 
also stated by Mr. Greenough that no additional ground would be 
occupied for the process of gas manufacture in that portion of the 
city by them. ‘The committee would therefore recommend the 
adoption of the following order : — 

‘* Ordered, That the managers of the Boston Gas Light Company 
be requested to discontinue the burning of coal tar, the same 
having proved troublesome and detrimental to the neighborhood. 

‘* Read twice and passed. Sent down.’’ 


Report oF Boarp or Hear, Jury 15, 1889.

‘¢ To the Honorable the City Council : — 


‘¢ GENTLEMEN, — The order of the City Council approved June 
26, requiring an examination of the Boston Gas Works and a re- 
port as to whether they are being conducted in accordance with 
the rights granted in the company’s charter, etc., has been received 
and the works examined. 

‘* We beg to report that so far as the Board is able to determine, 
no violation of the provisions of the company’s charter is being 
practised. ‘There is a degree of smoke and noise which must be 
considered as inseparable from works of this kind and which is 
undoubtedly annoying to the residents in the immediate vicinity. 
It would be difficult, however, to further reduce the smoke in the 
present instance ; but the noise, which has given rise to some com- 
plaint and which is made by an improved process in drawing the 
fires, can and will be to a large extent corrected. 

‘* There is also some complaint of the odor of naphtha, used ina 
portion of the works, and which is to be removed.

‘* Patrick J. Riordan testified there was a bad odor, smell, and 
dirt, and noise at night —noise worse than before; hear it all 
through the night, etc. 

‘* Cornelius Herlihy testified there was a smell which was horrid to 
behold — smell, and noise of steam on Hull street, ete.

Report of Proceedings of Common Council, Oct. 31, 1889. 
‘¢ Boston Gas Licgut Company’s WorkKS ON PRINCE STREET. 


‘¢ Mr. Moore, of Ward 11, submitted the following : — 

‘* The special committee of the Common Council appointed to 
investigate the method of manufacturing gas by the Boston Gas 
Light Company on Prince street, and report whether or not the 
same is injurious to the health and comfort of the residents in the 
vicinity, respectfully report that they have completed their inves- 
tigation and listened to considerable testimony upon the subject 
from the residents in the vicinity, and are convinced that a great 
deal of annoyance and discomfort is caused by the method em- 
ployed in the manufacture of gas. The evils complained of are 
chiefly the dust, noise, and smoke which result from and are occa- 
sioned by the different processes carried on in the manufacture of 
gas, and your committee, after a careful consideration of the sub- 
ject, are of the opinion that some steps should be taken, if possible, 
to relieve the citizens of the North End living in the vicinity from 
the annoyance to which they are subjected, and they accordingly 
respectfully recommend the passage of the following order : — 

‘¢ Ordered, That the Board of Health be requested to investigate 
the methods employed in the manufacture of gas at the gas-works 
on Prince street, and ascertain whetiier some relief cannot be 
secured to the residents in the vicinity from the annoyance and 
discomfort resulting therefrom. 

‘¢ Report accepted, order passed. Mr. Moore moved to recon- 
sider ; lost.” 


The order was passed in concurrence in the Board of Aldermen, 
Noy. 11, 1889. 
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SIXTH HEARING. 


City Hatt, Nov. 17, 1890. 


The hearing was resumed in the large committee room at 12 
o'clock M., pursuant to the call of the chairman. 

Present, the following members of the committee: Aldermen 
McLaughlin (chairman), Folsom, and Leary ; Councilmen Brown, 
Burlen, Irving, and Dixon. 

The Cuarrman. — The committee are ready now to proceed, 
hearing the argument of the counsel for the defendant first, and 
then the argument of the counsel for the petitioners. 


CLOSING ARGUMENT BY CHAS. P. GREENOUGH, ESQ. 


Mr. GREENOUGH said : — 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, so many months have elapsed 
since the beginning of these proceedings, and we have at times 
wandered so far from the original purpose of the investigation, 
that it may be of assistance to the committee if I trace the various 
steps taken in this matter from the beginning. 

They were begun by an order introduced in the Common Council 
upon May 1, by Mr. Irving, of Ward 6, which was as follows : — 

‘*¢ That a joint special committee, consisting of five members of 
the Common Council, with such as the Board of Aldermen may 
join, be appointed to investigate the methods employed in the 
manufacture of water-gas, and to report whether or not in their 
Opinion the manufacture of the same is in the nature of a nui- 
sance to the residents of Boston; also to investigate the cause of 
the recent explosions at the gas-house in Ward 6, and to report 
whether or not the same were caused in the manufacture of water- 
gas.” 

This order was passed by the Common Council on the first of 
last May. It thereupon went to the Board of Aldermen, and on 
the fifth of May the matter was reached and discussed in that 
Board. During the discussion Alderman McLaughlin made the 
following remarks : — 

‘‘ As far as the manufacture of water-gas is concerned, the 
legislature, in its wisdom for legislating for the city of Boston and 
of all cities, has taken out of the hands of the city of Boston the 
right to say whether a gas company can manufacture water-gas or 
not, they giving them the absolute right to manufacture water-gas 
without the consent of any city or town in which it is made. I 
certainly think that as far as the last part of this order is con- 
cerned, the committee of the city government is in duty bound to 
investigate the cause of the three explosions that have occurred 
there within nine days.” 

Alderman Folsom said: — 

‘* I will certainly agree to an investigation, according to the last 
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clause in the order, as Alderman McLaughlin has referred to it; 
but as it is beyond the power of the committee of this city govern- 
ment to investigate into the manufacture of water-gas, that part 
of the order is perfect nonsense.” 

Alderman McLaugblin said later : — 

‘¢ T would like to ask the alderman from South Boston (Alderman 
Leary) if it would not be just as well to pass the order as it is, 
because the city government really has no right, as regards the 
first part of the order. Whatever action they may take will not 
interfere with the question of the manufacture of the gas, as legis- 
lation has been passed by the legislature of this year, giving the 
companies absolute right in regard to that matter. Consequently, 
the only action that the committee can take will be in reference to 
the last part of the order.”’ 

Alderman Leary thereupon said : — 

‘¢ What I was trying to get at was to investigate the cause of the 
explosion in Ward 6, but to avoid the other portion of the order 
that says we shall investigate the manufacture of water-gas. I am 
of the opinion that if you appoint a committee you will have no 
more definite knowledge in a subject of that kind, after the com- 
mittee submits its report, than before.” 

Thereupon the order was amended by omitting that part of it 
relating to an investigation of the methods employed in the manu- 
facture of water-gas, and the order as amended was passed and 
went back to the Common Council. It was thereupon reénacted 
in its original shape by the Common Council, on the 8th of May, 
and sent back to the Aldermen, and was passed by them without 
discussion on the 12th of May. The committee was then ap- 
pointed, which visited the works for the first time on the 22d of 
May. An advertisement was inserted in the evening ‘* Herald” 
of the 7th of June, that there would be a public hearing to take 
place on the 13th of June; but it was not until two days after- 
wards that an order was passed authorizing a public hearing. At 
the hearing of June 13, it appeared that no notice had been sent 
to the gas company, and the witnesses were therefore not cross- 
examined — and I may say in passing that they therefore wandered 
through the wilds of their untrammeled testimony without re- 
straint. 

There was a second hearing on the 20th of June, in which the 
gas company was represented, and both hearings were advertised 
to be upon the question, ‘* Whether a public nuisance is.created 
by the Boston Gaslight Company in the manufacture of gas at the 
North End,” — not water-gas, but simply ** gas.” 

There was a third and final hearing on behalf of the petitioners 
on the 27th of June, adjourned to the 9th of July, and, after 
several adjournments, finally adjourned to the 5th of August. 
At that time it was found that several of the Aldermen could not 
be present, and the bearings were then continued until September, 
the day not being fixed, it being impossible to get the committee 
together in August. 

The gas company, as has been stated several times during the 
hearing, at the time of the last adjournment were satisfied from 
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the evidence of the petitioners that they were creating an annoy- 
ance to some of the neighbors, especially to those upon Hull street 
from the noise made by the water-gas machinery at night; and, 
owing to the fact that the windows would be open in the hot 
weather, the noise would, of course, be more easily heard and 
would be a greater annoyance during the summer than at any 
other time. The gas company therefore determined to stop the 
machinery at night, during the month of August, and they did so, 
and they spent a great deal of time and money during the month 
in inventing a process by which the noise could be entirely stopped. 
They were successful in so doing by the first of September, 
and since the first part of September I assert with confidence that 
there has been no noise and no smell from the water-gas works at 
the North End. On the 29th of September this committee visited 
the gas-works at night, and on October 8d they had their final 
hearing in the case. Now,’six weeks later, we meet to finish 
these protracted hearings. 

I wish to call the attention of this committee to two aspects 
only of the order upon which these hearings have been held. 
First, that, under this order, this has been and is an investigation 
of the methods of manufacture of water-gas and of water-gas 
only. There is no reference in the order to the manufacture of 
cual-gas, and this committee therefore has no power or authority 
even to listen to any evidence relating to the manufacture of that 
_ kind of gas, much less to take any action upon it. Secondly, the 
only duty of this committee under this order, and the only au- 
thority given them, is to report their opinion upon a question of 
fact, and that is, whether the methods employed in the manufact- 
ure of water-gas are ‘‘in the nature of a nuisance to the resi- 
dents of Boston,” or, as the advertisement of all the hearings 
calls it, a ** public nuisance.” This committee is not authorized or 
requested to suggest a remedy, or to take any action whatever ; its 
only duty is to report its opinion upon a question of fact, and it is 
not necessary for me, gentlemen, to call it to your attention that 
under the oaths of office which you have taken, you are not to be 
influenced by any outside consideration whatever in determining 
this fact. This is not a political question, it is not a labor ques- 
tion, it is not a question in which you can allow yourselves to be 
affected by any personal interests. Nor is it a question whether 
the water-gas works are an annoyance or even a nuisance to a few 
individuals, but the true question for you to answer is whether 
the methods employed in the manufacture of water-gas at the 
North End works create a public nuisance — that is, a nuisance 
to the residents of Boston. 

Now, the first question is one of law: What is a public nui- 
sance? J will call your attention briefly to a few decisions and 
definitions by the courts upon that question, although it is not 
especially important to do so in this case except with regard to 
one point to which I will refer later on. 

In the case of Commonwealth v. Sweeney, reported the 131st 
Mass. Reports, page 579, the court says : — 

‘* A nuisance is properly a subject of public prosecution ” —for a 
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public nuisance is an indictable offence, gentlemen — ‘‘if it 
affect the public genera/ly in the place where it may be created.” 

In the case of Fay v. Whitman, 100th Mass., page 76, an action 
brought for disturbing the use of the plaintiff's dwelling-house by 
stenches arising from the defendant's slaughter-house, and in the 
removal of filth from it at intervals, it was held by the court 
that no cause of action arises ** from those occasional or period- 
ical exhalations that arise from such removals of filth as usually 
become necessary from the occupation of lands for purposes of 
business, or even domestic use; yet, when the nature of the busi- 
ness is such that removals become unusually frequent, or that 
such exhalations become permanent or frequent, an action will 
lie for the injury occasioned thereby to another in the enjoyment 
of his own premises.” The evidence of the petitioners as you 
will remember was, that the smells and the dust were only occa- 
sional and not continuous nuisances. Nor is a disagreeable noise 
always a nuisance, although sick people may be injured thereby. 

In a recent case, Rogers v. Elliott, 146 Mass., 349, the defendant 
was a Roman Catholic priest, who refused to stop the ringing of a 
church bell for the usual services, on account of the sickness of 
the plaintiff. Each time the bell was rung, the plaintiff was 
thrown into violent convulsions. ‘The court held, however, that 
the defendant was not bound to stop ringing the bell, that it was 
not a question of the particular injury to any particular persons 
living in the neighborhood of the church, but the question was 
whether the entire community, the neighborhood generally, were 
all affected by the ringing of the bell. 

(Chairman McLaughlin asked at this point if the case referred 
to was the Provincetown case, and it was shown that such was 
the fact.) 

So in a case in Philadelphia, where an action was brought by a 
man named McCaffrey, for injury to his dwelling-house caused by 
noise from the operation of printing presses at night in the next 
building. It was held that the noise from operation of steam- 
presses at night where a printing office invades a dwelling district 
is not a nuisance and will not be enjoined, and that the change 
from a dwelling to a manufacturing district and the natural con- 
sequent noises therefrom must be endured and expected in a 
city. McCaffrey’s Appeal, 105 Pennsylvania st. Reports, 253. 

In the 119 Penn. Reports, page 54, Penn. R.R. Co. v. Marchant, 
a very recent case, where the Pennsylvania Railroad running into 
the city of Philadelphia as an elevated railroad caused great 
annoyance to its neighbors, it was held that the noise, the smoke, 
dust, gas, and cinders from locomotives on an elevated railroad, 
built on the ground of the railroad, and the constant jar caused 
by passing trains, were no ground for a complaint for damages, 
any more than the abolition of factories was to be expected in 
great cities. 

There ts, however, a recent case of Davis v. Sawyer, *133 
Mass., 289, where a factory bell was rung in the morning at five 
o'clock, waking up everybody in the neighborhood. This the 
court held was a nuisance, because it waked everybody up, dis- 
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turbed them in their sleep, and ordered it stopped. The de- 
fendant thereupon went to the legislature and got an act passed 
allowing him, with the consent of the selectmen, to ring his bell as 
early as he chose. Thereupon a second suit was brought, to en- 
join him from ringing the bell after he had obtained the consent of 
the town authorities, who probably lived at the other end of the 
town; but the court held that, as long as the legislature had passed 
the act permitting it, that it no longer constituted a nuisance, and 
the inhabitants of Plymouth are waked up regularly at five o’ clock. 
These decisions, gentlemen, will give you some idea of what the 
courts have held to constitute a public nuisance. Now, what is 
the fact which you are to find in your report, what is the condition 
of the water-gas works at the present time? Not what it 
was last year, last spring, or last summer, but what is it 
now? You have heard the testimony of four competent gas 
engineers, against whom there is no suspicion of any endeavor 
to conceal or pervert the truth. They are men who are ex- 
perienced in their profession and entirely competent to understand 
and to testify upon the guestions in controversy. These witnesses 
were Mr. Greenough, the ex-alderman, well known to you all; 
Mr. Jones, the superintendent of the North End works; Mr. Hum- 
phreys, of the Lawrence Gas Company; and Mr. Pritchard, of 
the Lynn Gas Company. All of these gentlemen testified to you 
at the last hearing that since the first of September, when the 
alterations were made in the water-gas works, not a particle of 
smoke, smell, or dust could possibly get out of the water-gas ap- 
paratus into the open air, for the simple but excellent reason that 
there wasn’t any way for them to get out. From their testimony 
you must have been satisfied that the producer-gas to which ref- 
erence has been made, and which may have caused the smell com- 
plained of, since the first of September had been burned up, 
that not a particle of it can now get out into the air, 
and not a particle of the smell, smoke, or dust can get out or 
does get out of the works; that there are now no open chimneys, 
the stacks are all tightly closed, and that there is now no connec- 
tion with the open air with the exception, as was stated, of about 
ten minutes every other morning, when the clinkers are removed 
from the fire and the generators are cleaned out and the stacks 
are open. 

At all other times of the day and night, except for these ten 
minutes on every other morning, they testified that there is and 
can be neither smoke, smell, nor dust which comes from the 
water-gas apparatus, and that the noise has been absolutely 
stopped. Gentlemen, from your own observation, you know that 
Copp’s Hill burying-ground is not a quieter neighbor than the 
water-gas works to-day ! 

You yourselves, gentlemen, visited the works on the 29th day 
of September, and [ think it would be an insult to your intelligence 
for me to argue this point further. If the evidence of your own 
senses did not convince you then that there was no smell, no 
smoke, and no noise from the water-gas works, then there is 
nothing that I could say which could possibly affect you. It 
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seems to me, therefore, that you can only report that there is now 
nothing in the nature of a nuisance in the methods employed in 
the manufacture of water-gas at the North End. 

Although it has no special interest except as a matter of history, 
you will perhaps allow me to say a few words as to the char- 
acter and reliability of the evidence at the earlier hearings and 
the condition of the works before this alteration was made. I 
know that my Brother Cronan will claim, and I knew in the 
summer that he would claim, that we had made an acknowledge- 
ment of our guilt — for it is a crime to commit a nuisance — by 
the fact that we made the alteration to which I have referred, and 
about which so much evidence has been given to you.’ I have 
already explained quite fully the reason why that alteration was 
made, but I wish to say again that the desire of the Boston Gas- 
light Company, during the sixty-eight years that they have been 
carrying on their business iv the North End, has always been to 
make themselves as little obnoxious as possible to the neighbor- 
hood, and that they have never thought it right to stand strictly 
upon their legal rights when they were able, by making any prac- 
ticable change in their machinery, to obviate any annoyance 
which they were causing their neighbors. Suppose that in this 
case they had chosen to insist upon their legal rights, — there was 
to be no meeting of the City Council until the fall, so that no 
legal action could have been taken to stop the noise until after 
the hot weather was over. Suppose that the Council had then 
ordered a suit to be brought against the Gas Company, — probably 
by next spring or next June a decision might have been rendered, 
in which ease, if against the company, it would then be obliged to 
do what it did without suit last August; namely, to make less 
noise. Was it better that the Gas Company should have gone on 
making the noise all summer when it was most disagreeable and 
most incommoding to the neighbors, in order that it should be 
impossible for the petitioners to claim that it acknowledged it was 
making a nuisance. The Gas Company preferred to take the 
more humane, and I think, the more proper course. 

Under those decisions to which I have referred I do not feel 
at all certain that the court would have ordered the noise of the 
machinery to be stopped, even at the end of a long legal con- 
troversy. You yourselves, gentlemen, heard the noise in May 
and June, I think several times, and you are able in your own 
minds to compare that noise with the noise made by the electric 
light dynamos, the electric cars, the freight trains at night, the 
steam-engines, and the various kinds of manufactories now in 
operation all over the city, and to decide whether it is any more of 
a nuisance than these. This is a question which it is happily not 
necessary now to decide, and I only call your attention to it for 
the purpose of emphasizing the fact that the gas company did not 
intend and has never intended to stand on its strict legal rights in 
such cases. 

But after the evidence was closed for the defence you will re- 
member that my Brother Cronan introduced three or four wit- 
nesses who apparently contradicted the testimony which was 
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given by the four engineers. I was glad he did so, because their 
testimony was the strongest possible proof of the fact to which 
1] had alluded at various times during the hearing, and that was 
that the smell, dust, and odor came not from the water-gas appara- 
tus, but from the apparatus used in the manufacture of ccal-gas. 
It is impossible to avoid reaching this conclusion from this evidence. 
Here you have the statement of four competent witnesses, rein- 
forced. by the observation of every member of this committee who 
went down to the works, that after the alterations had been made 
there was positively no smell, no dust, no smoke, and no noise 
from the water-gas machinery on Hull street, at the North End; 
and yet the witnesses produced by the complainants testified to you 
that not only was the smoke, the dust, and the smell just as 
strong as they were before these changes were made, but that 
they were worse. So that, gentlemen, after the gas company had 
taken out of the atmosphere every particle of this producer-gas, 
which was the only thing that could possibly create a smell, 
because everything else was burned up, these witnesses tell yon 
that the smell was worse than it was before. 

A careful investigation of the testimony given in the earlier 
hearings will show, I think conclusively, that the real trouble 
came from the coal-gas works, although for some reason or other 
the witnesses seemed unwilling to admit it, and the value of the 
testimony of many of the witnesses can be shown by a comparison 
of their testimony in this hearing with the evidence which they 
have previously given at other hearings. You will remember that 
Mr. Herlihy swore in his first examination—you will find it 
printed upon page 64 — that he didn’t ‘ find any odor before the 
April of this year, and that he had no objection to coal-gas.” 
Now, one gentleman on this committee at least was a member of a 
committee which conducted a previous hearing somewhat similar 
to this, which reported more than a year ago, and he perhaps will 
remember that at that time Mr. Herlihy appeared and testified 
that ‘* there was a smell there which was horrid to behold,” and 
that there was at that time a smell, and dirt, and noise on Hull 
street. This testimony was given, gentlemen, a year ago last 
month, more than six months before he here testified that there 
never was any odor there before last April. 

But, gentlemen, that is not all. This same Mr. Herlihy ap- 
peared before a similar committee in 1875, and gave practically 
the same testimony then, — and that was before the invention of 
water-gas. He testified then that ‘‘ the smoke and the cinders 
spread all through the neighborhood, and the result was that the 
air is filled with this filth.’’ 

Mr. Hagan, I think, testified that this was the fourth time he 
had appeared and made a complaint of the gas-works at the North 
End. Mr. Riordan testified that he had no objection to the manu- 
facture of the gas from coal (on page 65),and yet Mr. Riordan 
has appeared here several times and objected to it before comunit- 
tees of the City Council, and you will find at the end of the 
printed report of the evidence the report of a committee of the 
City Government in 1875, drawn up by Alderman Worthington, 
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in which he describes a condition of things at the North End, 
which is practically the same as was testified to here last spring, 
although the witnesses last spring, as I have said, testified that 
they had previously found no complaint. Mr. O’Dowd said: ‘I 
never saw any reason for complaint until the last few months,” — 
and yet. he appeared in 1875, gentlemen, and made exactly the 
same complaint that he does now. 

Mrs. McLaughlin testified that she had no fault to find with coal- 
gas. Mrs. McLaughlin says, ‘+I didn’t notice anything before 
April,” but a few of the witnesses, upon being pressed on cross-ex- 
amination, if you will remember, by a great effort were able to 
remember that the previous summer, the summer of 1889, there 
had been just as bad a smell, and some of them — Mr. Brown, 
among others —carried their memory back a good many years, 
and remembered the smell, dust, and smoke as always there. It 
appeared — and there can be no question about it —that there 
has been for many years, and it is impossible to prevent them, 
smells, a smoke, and a dust which come from the manufacture of 
coal-gas. Complaints have been made from time to time and com- 
mittees have come to the conclusion, perhaps, that it was 


‘¢ Better to bear those ills we have 
Than fly to others that we know not of.” 


Some of the various committees of the City Council which have 
investigated these complaints have suggested possible remedies 
which the gas company have always carried out and adopted, with 
varying success, but both committees of the Council and the Board 
of Health—and you will finda report of the Board of Health 
printed on page 186 —have taken the ground that it was impossi- 
ble to carry on the business without some smell and smoke. I allude 
to this, not because it is a matter which comes under your juris- 
diction in this hearing, because it does not. You have no power, 
or authority, and in fact, nothing whatever to do with the smell 
or smoke caused by the coal-gas works at the North End, under 
the order upon which this hearing is held, and I only call your 
attention to this evidence because it seems to me to show clearly 
that the trouble comes from the coal-gas works and not from the 
water-gas works. 

So far as the gas company is concerned, its officers were unaware 
in this case that they were causing annoyance. Mr. Malcolm S. 
Greenough testified to you that he never had smelled anything of- 
fensive from the water-gas works except on one occasion when I 
went down there with him, and I pointed out to him a slight smell, 
which he thought might be that of producer-gas. Mr. Jones testi- 
fied to you that he has never smelled anything, but they both testi- 
fied that there was nothing whatever that could smell except the 
producer-gas, which is now wholly burned. So far as the noise is 
concerned, of course that was apparent, and the company at once 
endeavored to prevent a noise which should be an annoyance, and 
especially obnoxious in cases of illness to those people who were 
iu the immediate neighborhood, on* Hull street particularly, and 
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after much trouble and expense all annoyance from that noise has 
been remedied. It is now a thing of the past. 

~ There is only one other matter in connection with this question 
to which I wish to call your attention, and that is the storage of 
the naphtha used in the manufacture of water-gas. ‘There was no 
reference made to it in the long list of complaints upon which this 
order was introduced, no reference was made to it by Mr. Cronan 
in his opening address, and it was brought before the committee 
only upon cross-examination of Mr. Jones as to the position and 
the kind of building in which the naphtha was stored. It did not 
appear that the gas company did not have a license to keep it 
where it is, but it is quite immaterial whether they had a license or 
not. It has been stored there some six or seven years. It was 
placed there under the provision in the public statutes, which gave 
the company authority to put it there, and if any of the ordinances 
of the city of Boston conflict with that provision in the public 
statutes, they are of no avail or force. The clause to which I re- 
fer is the 72d section of Chapter 102 of the Public Statutes, which 
provides : — 

‘¢ Crude petroleum or any of its products may be stored, kept, 
manufactured, or refined in detached and properly ventilated build- 
ings specially adapted to the purpose, and surrounded by an em- 
bankment constructed so as effectually to prevent the overflow of 
said petroleum or any of its products beyond the premises con- 
nected therewith. Such a building shall be occupied in no part as 
a dwelling, and if less than fifty feet from another building shall 
be separated therefrom by a stone or brick wall at Jeast ten feet 
high and twelve inches thick ; anda person keeping such articles in 
any other kind of building, except as is hereinafter provided, shall 
be punished by fine or imprisonment, or both.” 

Section 73 says: — 

‘¢ No person shall manufacture, refine, mix, store, or keep for sale 
in a city or town, any oil or fluid composed wholly or in part of 
any of the products of petroleum, except as provided in the preced- 
ing section (72) without having first obtained a license from the 
mayor and aldermen or the selectmen.” 

And it is provided in Section 75, that 

‘¢ The city council of any city and any town may adopt such 
ordinances, by-laws, and regulations not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this chapter, as it may deem reasonable,” etc. 

By Section 72 of Chapter 102 of the Public Statutes, the gas 
company, therefore, has a right to keep the naphtha where it is, 
whether the Mayor and Aldermen license it or not. The method of 
carrying the naphtha to the works through a pipe which was also 
referred to by one of the committee has been in use some six or 
seven years, and has been shown to be perfectly safe. This’ pipe 
passes through two streets, but entirely between buildings owned 
by the Boston Gaslight Co., and goes near no dwelling-house. It 
is the only safe and proper way to convey an article like naphtha 
though the streets. ‘The pipe is buried deep in the street, so that 
no possible escape of naphtha can take place, no explosion can 
possibly occur, and there has been no trouble with it from the be- 
ginning. | 
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The only other matter covered by the order before you, gentlemen, 
was that of the ‘* three explosions within nine days,” referred to by 
Alderman McLaughlin in his remarks in the Board, which I have 
read to you. There turns out, upon investigation, however, to 
have been only one explosion and that of a most trifliug character. 
It had no especial connection with the water-gas manufacture, but 
was an explosion of furnace gas which got in behind an unused re- 
tort and there, in some manner unknown to us or to anybody else, 
was exploded. 

It caused no damage to anybody except the cost of repairing 
the retort, which was only a few dollars. Nobody was injured by 
it, and I believe as a matter of fact that a man who was working 
on the other side of the retort went on working just the same. Mr. 
Riordan to whom I have already referred, testified that he knew 
— together with several other things — that there were several 
people injured, and that there was one man especially who was 
carried home on a shutter. That man’s name was Shea —he 
stated that he knew his name and where he lived. It turns out on 
investigation that that man was injured four days before the ex- 
plosion. He was working with 2 man named Brennan, wiio has 
appeared before you and testified, and was partially suffocated by 
gas from a pipe he was tapping. ‘That incident had no connection 
whatever with the explosion, and there was nobody injured in the 
least degree by the explosion, which was the only one that took 
place at the works. 

Mr. Riordan, by the way, is the man, as you remember, who 
tasted naphtha coming from a tank on Commercial street. 

I ventured to doubt it, and he said he knew if to be so. But as 
faras naphtha is concerned, it is the fact that there has never been 
any in the tank. There has never been anything in it except 
Cochituate water, and if the Cochituate water furnished us for 
drinking purposes tastes like naphtha, an investigation should cer- 
tainly be ordered at once of the doings of the Water Board. 

The difficulty which occasioned the hearing has been removed, 
and the cause of the complaints has been taken away by the alter- 
ations which have been made by the gas company, and whatever 
was the condition at the North End in June, so far as the water-gas 
machinery is concerned, that condition has ceased to be an annoy- 
ance or a nuisance now. 


CLOSING ARGUMENT BY JOHN F. CRONAN, ESQ. _ 


Mr. Cronan said : — 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee, I do not wish, 
as the representative of these petitioners, to have it understood 
that they seek in any manner to interfere unjustly or arbitrarily 
with vested interests, or that they seek, because they are humble 
residents of one section of the city, to influence you unduly against 
a large corporate interest. ‘They seek here simply such redress as 
they have, in their judgment a legal right to ask, on the ground 
that their rights as residents of the city have been invaded, and it 
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is immaterial whether the person or corporation invading those 
rights is a large or an insignificant corporation, or an humble indi- 
vidual. 

The question, pure and simple, is whether or not thosé rights 
which they, as residents of the city, are entitled to have, by virtue 
of their residence within the confines of the city, have been 
affected or not; and in addressing myself to you in the final argu- 
ment of the case I shall do so simply upon facts, and shall make 
no appeal outside of the proper and legitimate inference which 
may be drawn from the facts here offered. 

I want at the outset to place the limits of this inquiry properly 
before you, that there may be no misunderstanding, and no per- 
plexity in the consideration of the voluminous testimony which 
has been from time to time taken in connection with this subject. 
It would appear from the opening remarks of Brother Greenough 
that there was some misunderstanding in the minds of some of 
the gentlemen forming the committee as to the proper scope of 
this inquiry, based upon the fact that, inasmuch as the manufac- 
ture of water-gas was permitted by law, it was not within the prov- 
ince of the city government to investigate that question. That 
view is erroneous. You have the same right to investigate the 
question of the process of manufacturing water-gas as you would 
have any other process by which a nuisance was created, affecting 
the public health of the residents of the city, whose guardians and 
servants for the time-being you are. I mean by that, that although 
the Legislature has authorized the making of water-gas, yet, if 
there be in the method by which water-gas is made any process 
the result of which affects the public health, you have the right to 
investigate that question, and to see how far such a process oper- 
ates to affect injuriously the residents of the city of Boston. 

Now, I want the legal ground upon which we stand understood 
at the outset. I said in opening this case that we based our pro- 
cedure upon four distinct grounds, either one of which would con- 
stitute a nuisance. ‘The grounds, as distinctly stated, were (1) 
that the manufacture of gas, as now conducted by this company, 
creates an offensive odor, which rises from the works, and which 
affects gravely the health of the people living in the neighborhood ; 
(2) that dust, smoke and steam rise from the works, in vast quan- 
tities, which permeate and penetrate the dwellings of the people 
adjacent to the works, causing injury to health; (3) that, by 
certain new machinery, which within the past few months they 
have placed within the works, an intolerable noise has been created, 
which gravely affects the health of the people living in the neigh- 
borhood, by preventing them from obtaining at night the rest which 
they require; (4) by reason of the fact that certain inflammable and 
combustible material is used in the preparation of this gas, many 
explosions have occurred, which have created a feeling of uneasi- 
ness in the public mind; the people of the vicinity being fearful - 
that serious results may ensue. 

_ I stated then, as I repeat now, that either one of those grounds 
would constitute a nuisance, as a matter of legal right — that is, a 
public nuisance as distinguished from a private nuisance — the 
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issue being clearly stated in each one of those grounds that the 
cause of complaint in each case affected not the individual but the 
general public living in the immediate vicinity. 

Now, how does the Board of Aldermen get the necessary au- 
thority to pass upon the question? I called your attention at the 
outset, and I will now refer you again, to the act of incorporation 
of the Boston Gas Light Company to that portion of section 38, which 
provides as follows : — 


‘*¢ That the said Mayor and Aldermen, for the time being, shall 
at all times, have the power to regulate, restrict and control the 
acts and doings of said corporation, which may, in any manner, 
affect the health, safety, or convenience of the inhabitants of said 
city.” 

Now, I say that it is still within the province of the Board of 
Aldermen to determine whether or not, in the process of making 
gas at the works, the health, safety, or convenience of the inhabi- 
tants of said city is affected, and that that power is still vested 
in the Board of Aldermen, any previous statute or ordinance to 
the contrary, notwithstanding, because this is an act of incorpo- 
ration, and to overcome the effect of the restrictive and prohibitive 
power vested in the Board of Aldermen at the time of the creation 
of this corporation there must be special reference to the act it- 
self, to take away that power, which, being once vested in the 
Board of Aldermen, continues to remain vested in them until some 
action is taken which takes away tbat power and gives it to some 
other board. And it has been held to be a wise provision that the 
legislature shoull have, as it does have, the right, in the exercise 
of its power of police regulation, to vest in the city government 
such power over dangerous occupations, trades or business as 
will give them the right, as guardians of the people, to protect the 
people from injury which may result from the carrying on of such 
trades or business. 

And what I want to impress upon your minds is the fact that, 
irrespective of the acts of legislation which have vested in the 
Board of Health certain powers affecting trade and business, the 
power which I have referred to still remains within the Board of 
Aldermen, and without special legislative interference the right 
which you now have under the act of incorporation of this com- 
pany you will continue to have until the same is modified. 

To show you the ground upon which this is based, and to dem- 
onstrate that it is in the exercise of a legislative right and in the 
exercise of that care which properly should be taken by the legis- 
lative body, as standing between the people and those who seek to 
inflict upon them works or business which will be injurious to them, 
I would simply refer to the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Watertown vs. Mayo, 109 Mass., Rep. 315, which clearly 
shows the ground upon which such legislation interferes between 
the people, and a trade or business which may entail a nuisance 
upon them. This was a bill in equity, filed by the selectmen, in be- 
half of the inhabitants of Watertown, to restrain one Mayo by in- 
junction from occupying and using a building for the purpose of 
slaughtering cattle, sheep or other animals. The right to carry on 
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the business was sought to be exercised without the consent of 
the selectmen of that town, whose standing, relative to the town, is 
the same as that of the Board of Aldermen to the city, and it was 
necessary for them to have that right from the selectmen. Other- 
wise there was a violation of the acts of 1871, chap. 167. 

Now, I want to read so much of the facts as will bring to your 
mind the view which the law takes as to what constitutes a public 
nuisance, as distinguishing between the whole community on the 
one hand, and the portion of that community which is affected, on 
the other hand. In other words, when we undertake to establish 
the fact of a public nuisance, it is not the intention of the law 
that we must show that everybody in the entire city is affected by 
it. It is sufficient if a portion of the public is affected. 

At the hearing before Judge Wells it appeared that, in Septem- 
ber, 1871, ‘* the defendant made additions to the building, and be- 
gan therein the business of slaughtering cattle, sheep, and other 
animals. ‘There was conflicting evidence whether he had previ- 
ously slaughtered animals on the premises, but the judge found, 
as a fact, that at the time the statute took effect the premises were 
not occupied or used for carrying on therein the business of slaugh- 
tering cattle, sheep, or other animals. It also appeared that the 
premises were in the immediate vicinity of several dwelling-houses, 
occupied as such, and that the noise and bleating of the animals 
on the premises was heard in them; but no other evidence was 
offered to show that the defendant’s business was a public or private 
nuisance. It was admitted that both before and ever since the 
passage of the statute, Watertown contained more than four thou- 
sand inhabitants, but it did not appear that the selectmen had 
special authority by any vote of the inhabitants to file or maintain 
the bill in their behalf.” 

And this, you understand, was without special authority of the 
people of the town, but was an act of procedure on the part of 
those who were charged with a public duty — viz., the exercise 
of such care for the public good as would protect the public from 
the injury or dangers resulting from the carrying on of such 
business. 

The judge ordered and decreed that a perpetual injunction be 
granted against the defendant, as prayed for, and the defendant 
appealed. The Court say : — 

‘To a great extent the Legislature is the proper judge of the 
necessity for the exercise of this restraining power. It is not 
easy to prescribe its limit. The law will not allow rights of prop- 
erty to-be invaded under the guise of a police regulation for the 
preservation of health or protection against a threatened nuisance ; 
and, when it appears that such is not the real object and purpose 
of the regulation, courts will interfere to protect the rights of the 
citizen. But a perversion of this power is not shown by the fact 
that the business restrained is a necessary and lawful business, 
which has not yet become a public nuisance in fact or been de- 
clared to be such by the statute. The law most wisely interferes 
for the protection of the public by preventing, in advance, threat- 
ened and probable injury, Exposure to danger is itself an injury. 
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Nor as a police regulation is it essential that its provisions should 
be applicable to all parts of the Commonwealth. Density of pop- 
ulation is itself an element which may increase the danger to be 
provided against, and which in any locality may justify the inter- 
ference o! the Legislature, and relieve it from the objection that its 
action is partial and unequal. ‘The same rule is provided for all, 
to be applied only where from the surrounding circumstances there 
is the same exposure. There is nothing in the declared purposes 
and provisions of the statute in question which leads us to doubt 
that it comes within the constitutional exercise of the legisiative 
power. It appears to us to provide, by legal modes, through the 
agency of local authorities, for a prudent restraint upon a use of 
property which from its nature may become injurious.” 

It goes on: — 

‘¢ But the right of the inhabitants of a town, in a case like this, 
to apply to this court for relief and to prosecute the suit as plain- 
tiffs, was recognized in the recent case of Winthrop vs. Farrar, 11 
Allen, 398. In that case the selectmen of a town, acting as a 
board of health, brought a bill in equity to restrain the exercise of 
an offensive trade which they had prohibited under the general 
statutes, chapter 26, and an amendment was allowed, substituting 
the inhabitants of the town as plaintiffs after the term of office of 
the selectmen had ceased.” 

Now, further, on the same proposition —that the officers of a 
city or town, the Board of Aldermen in this case, have the right 
to protect the people —it is asserted in the case of Baker vs. Bos- 
ton, 12th Pickering, 184 :— 

‘« It is not only the right but the duty of the city government of 
Boston, so far as they may be able, to remove every nuisance 
which may endanger the health of the citizens. And they have 
necessarily the power of deciding in what manner this shall be 
done, and their decision is conclusive, unless they transcend the 
powers conferred on them by the city charter.” 

Now, then, gentlemen, it will not be necessary for me to state, 
other than in a general way, what constitutes a public nuisance. 
The courts have held that anything which affects the health, com- 
fort, or safety of the individuals in a community, in and of itself 
constitutes a public nuisance, and it is immaterial in this case that 
there is a redress by indictment or that we might have gone to the 
Board of Health. We have the right to choose the agency to 
which we shall appeal to intervene in our behalf. 

In the case of Eames vs. New England Worsted Co., 11th 
Metcalf, 570, the Court say :— 

‘¢ Tn order to amount to a nuisance, it is not necessary that the 
corruption of the atmosphere should be such as to be dangerous to 
health; it is sufficient that the effluvia are offensive to the senses 
and render habitations uncomfortable.” 

Now, there is a case, gentlemen, which is decidedly weaker in 
the elements which constitute a nuisance than the case which we 
have brought before you, and the facts in connection with which 
we have submitted for your judgment; and yet the Supreme Court 
have decided, in that case, that that which affects the senses from 
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the smells arising, if it render habitations uncomfortable, is in and 
of itself a public nuisance. 

My brother has referred to certain cases where the ringing of a 
bell has been held to be a nuisance, and in the Plymouth case, 
which he cites, the Court interfered and said that the continual 
ringing of a bell, which affected the comfort and the health, as it 
was claimed, of individuals living in the neighborhood, constituted 
a nuisance. So that we find a nuisance, as declared by the Court, 
to be that which affects the senses, by odors and smells arising, 
and by noise, and physical danger, actual or threatened. 

I maintain, as a strict legal proposition, that the power is still 
vested in the Board of Aldermen of the city of Boston to pass 
upon the question as to whether or not a nuisance is created in 
the manufacture of this gas, and I maintain that they have the 
right to interfere and assert that the public health and safety of 
the inhabitants of the city is affected, and to resort to such meas- 
ures as shall carry the power which they have into effectual being. 

What is the standing of the order upon which we undertake to 
act in this case? I have already stated that it was immaterial 
that the Legislature had authorized the manufacture of water-gas ; 
that if, notwithstanding that authority granted to them by the 
Legislature, in the making of that water-gas a nuisance is created, 
you have the power to interfere. Now, what is the order? The 
order reads as follows : -— 

‘¢ That a joint special committee, consisting of five members of 
the Common Council with such as the Board of Aldermen may 
join, be appointed to investigate the methods employed in the 
manufacture of water-gas, and to report whether or not in their 
opinion the manufacture of the same is in the nature of a nuisance 
to the residents of Boston; also to investigate the cause of the 
recent explosions at the gas-house in Ward 6, and to report 
whether or not the same were caused in the manufacture of water- 
gas.” 

Now, gentlemen, the first portion of that order compels us to 
confine our testimony to the manufacture of water-gas and to the 
question of whether or not, in the manufacture of that kind of 
gas, a nuisance is in fact created. Well, the testimony which we 
have offered from the very large number of witnesses produced 
has been confined chiefly and mainly to that point. We have not 
sought a remedy here for any nuisance that may be created in the 
manufacture of coal-gas, for the manufacture of coal-gas in the’ 
works of this company has substantially subsided. Where for- 
merly this was a busy hive of industry, and hundreds and hun- 
dreds of men were employed in the manufacture of coal-gas, the 
employees have now dwindled down to a very small number, and 
the major portion of the work, as has appeared here in testimony, 
is confined to the process of manufacturing water-gas. Incident- 
ally it was referred to and disclosed that in the manufacture of 
coal-gas complaint had been from time to time made of the smoke, 
of the dust, and of the particles which permeated the dwellings, 
and to a certain extent it was hard to distinguish as to whether 
the particles came from the manufacture of coal-gas or of water- 
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gas. But the fact is clear— and it is not necessary to refer to the 
testimony of each of the witnesses to substantiate it — that there 
was a great noise produced from the new machinery which had 
been introduced into the works upon the right being given to 
manufacture water-gas, and that that noise made it uncomfortable 
for people living in that vicinity. Now is this to the discomfort 
of a few people, or are a large number of people affected? ‘These 
gas-works are centred amid a dense population. We have 
brought people here from Sheafe street, from Snowhill street, from 
Hull street and from Endicott street, and they have all com- 
plained. The first petition which was addressed to you, and 
which was introduced by me in evidence, was signed by one hun- 
dred and thirty residents of this immediate neighborhood. About 
thirty witnesses, coming from different portions of the surround- 
ing and adjacent territory, have appeared here and testified ; so it 
may be properly said that they represent a very large number of 
people. If the noise would affect one, it would affect the others — 
that is, perhaps the effect would not be so intense in degree, but the 
general fact would remain that if the noise were sufficient in the 
neighborhood to affect so large a number of people as is here rep- 
resented, it would certainly affect all the people in the neighbor- 
hood surrounding the works to a greater or less degree, as the 
circumstances might be. 

At any rate, there was a noise — now, what were the particular 
instances wherein that noise did grave and substantial injury? I 
have in mind now three witnesses who were produced here — one 
of them, Mr. O’Connell, who said that while his wife was lying ill 
she complained to him and cried out in her anguish: ‘* Denny, 
can’t you do something to stop that noise? Oh, that awful noise!” 
showing that while she was writhing on a bed of pain that noise 
had a perceptible and injurious effect upon her. 

We have also had the testimony of Mrs. McLaughlin and of 
one other witness, who have, under oath, stated that their children 
became ill; that some of them had headaches, and were taken 
with nausea after their meals. And we have also had the testimony 
of Miss Hagan, who said that it affected her health, and of Miss 
Robinson, who, as you will remember, stated that she fell faint- 
ing in her room on one occasion from the continual noise, and the 
effect which it produced upon her nerves. 

Then we called your attention to the foul odors arising from the 
works after the machinery had been introduced and this process 
resorted to, and we showed you how they affected the people there 
generally; that they were obliged during the warm weather, when 
they had a right to the natural benefits of the air, untarnished from 
foul pollution, as far as it was within your power to keep it so, to 
close their windows, because of the fact that the odors were so 
strong. And then you will remember that we called your atten- 
tion to the dense smoke and steam which heavily charged the at- 
mosphere, so much so that on two occasions the effect was some- 
thing fearful, that the whole territory in the immediate vicinity of 
the works was clouded with this smoke, which was so great in 
density, and that it continued for hours. 
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Now, those three principal grounds formed the major portion of 
the basis of this complaint. It was not that these things had 
existed prior to that time, it was not that there had been complaint 
prior to that time for years back, it was not that the company had 
undertaken to remedy things which were complained of and had 
improved them, but it was that they had new machinery, new 
works, and a new process, the result of which is that great 
noise, smoke, steam, cinders, and odors are produced. Was 
this a just cause of complaint? It is unnecessary for me to argue 
to you that it was just and reasonable; that it was based in truth 
and on fact, because the company set itself at work, through its 
authorized agents, shortly after the testimony disclosed these facts, 
for the purpose of seeking to remedy, as far as might be, the objec- 
tionable features resulting from the manufacture of the gas. There 
was then a concession, gentlemen, that the ground which we had 
taken was firmly based and had a foundation, and if we had 
stopped there and had gone no farther, and the company had not 
interfered — in other words, if we had left the testimony where we 
had finished it prior to the hearings in September — what would 
have been your conclusion? Would there have been any escape 
from the one which we forced upon you, that necessity justified 
your immediate interference, and that you placed yourselves by 
such action safely within the provisions of the incorporation of the 
company and of the general law of the land applicable to nui- 
sances? Surely there could be no doubt of the result. 

Now, then, what has happened to alter that state of facts? 
First, it is said that the company, by the introduction of certain 
machinery, has limited and reduced the noise, and has so stored 
this producer-gas, which it is claimed was the cause of the odors 
and of the dust and steam which arise, that there are no odors 
now, no smoke, no steam, no noise. In other words, they come 
into court, as we say in law, and plead in confession and avoid- 
ance; they confess the thing, and they seek now to avoid re- 
sponsibility, because of the changed condition of affairs. Well, 
gentlemen, you have visited the works, and you have investigated 
tor yourselves in how far there is now a changed condition since 
we made our complaints, and followed those complaints by the 
introduction of evidence supporting them. The claim of the 
company is that, by the change which they have made, the nuisance 
has been abated, and to that question I must now confine myself. 
Having sought to claim that they have abated the nuisance, they 
further argue that the testimony of Mr. O’Dowd, of Mr. Hagan, 
of Mr. Herlihy, and of Mr. Riordan, and some others, should be 
impeached ; that its effect should be weakened from the fact that 
they have heretofore appeared before different committees of the 
government and testified concerning dust, smoke, and steam. And 
while my brother was making his ingenious argument upon that 
point, my eyes casually ran over the different reports of the city 
government, concerning these matters, and I found there some de- 
gree of comfort for our side of the case. I refer now to the evi- 
dence introduced by the defendant, and appearing on page 185, 
under the head of ‘* The alleged coal-tar nuisance at North End.” 
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The report was submitted by Alderman Worthington. I only 
want to read the concluding paragiaph of the report: — 

*¢ Ordered, That the managers of the Boston Gas Light Company 
be requested to discontinue the burning of coal-tar, the same hav- 
ing proved troublesome and detrimental to the neighborhood.” 

In so far, then, as counsel refers to the testimony of witnesses 
who appear now and who appeared then, I would say that their 
complaint then was justified, as is shown by this very report 
which is introduced in evidence. 

The hearing of last year was also referred to, and I have had 
the curiosity to read the report, which is here submitted; it is on 
page 187. I willread the report in full: — 

_** Mr. Moore, of Ward 11, submitted the following : — 

‘*' The special committee of the Common Council appointed to 
investigate the method of manufacturing gas by the Boston Gas 
Light Company, on Prince street, and report whether or not the 
same is injurious to the health and comfort of the residents in the 
vicinity, respectfully report that they have completed their investi- 
gation, and listened to considerable testimony upon the subject, 
from the residents in the vicinity, and are convinced that a great 
deal of annoyance and discomfort is caused by the method em- 
ployed in the manufacture of gas. The evils complained of are 
chiefly the dust, noise, and smoke which result from and are oc- 
casioned by the different processes carried on in the manufacture 
of gas; and your committee after a careful consideration of the 
subject, are of the opinion that some steps should be taken, if 
possible, to relieve the citizens of the North End, living in the 
vicinity, from the annoyance to which they are subjected ; and they 
accordingly respectfully recommend the passage of the following 
order : — 

*¢ Ordered, That the Board of Health be requested to investi- 
gate the methods employed in the manufacture of gas at the gas- 
works on Prince street, and asceitain whether some relief cannot 
be secured to the residents in the vicinity from the annoyance and 
discomfort resulting therefrom. 

‘¢ Report accepted. Order passed. Mr. Moore moved to recon- 
sider; lost.” 

Now, this was a special committee of the Common Council, 
which investigated this matter, and reported to the city govern- 
ment, October 31, 1889. That finding was sent to the Board of 
Health, and here is the reply of Mr. Durgin: — 

*¢ To the Honorable City Council” : — 

Mr. GrrenoucH. — Brother Cronan, what you refer to as the 
answer was sent to the City Council three months before the re- 
port of the committee was made, so that you can hardly refer to 
it as a reply. © 

Mr. Cronan. — Well, the report says ‘* That the Board of Health 
be requested to investigate,” and Isuppose it is immaterial whether 
the report of the Board of Health, in relation to the matter, was 
made before or after the report of the committee to the Council, 
because it applies to the same subject-matter. However, the 
point that I was making was simply this, that, inasmuch as_ the 
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defendant has referred to certain complaints which were made in 
the past, upon which investigations were had, the results showed 
that those complaints were justly founded. 

Now, the reply of the Board of Health is as follows : — 

‘¢ Gentlemen, — The order of the City Council approved June 
26? Te 

And that must have been the order under which action was 
taken by the city government in the matter — 

‘* Requiting an examination of the Boston gas works, and a 
report as to whether they are being conducted in accordance with 
the rights granted in the company’s charter, etc., has been re- 
ceived and the works examined. 

‘* We beg to report that so far as the Board is able to deter- 
mine, no violation of the provisions of the company’s charter is 
being practised. There is a degree of smoke and noise which 
must be considered as inseparable from works of this kind, and 
which is undoubtedly annoying to the residents in the immediate 
vicinity. It would be difficult, however, to further reduce the 
smoke in the present instance; but the noise, which has given rise 
to some complaint and which is made by an improved process in 
drawing the fires, can and will be to a large extent corrected. 

‘¢ There is also some complaint of the odor of naphtha, used in 
a poruon of the works, and which is to be removed.

So that in each and every instance wherein complaint has been 
made, either by people who have appeared here at this hearing or 
otherwise, the different committees and bodies of the city govern- 
ment have found such complaints well grounded. So the testi- 
mony of those who have appeared here stands uncontradicted and 
unimpeached, so far as any position which may. be taken by the 
other side, that their basis of complaint was not justified, is 
concerned. If they had appeared and testified at previous hear- 
ings and the cause of their complaint was not well founded, it 
might properly have been presented here as an argument, to show | 
that they ought not now to be entitled to that consideration which 
they otherwise should have and for which we ask. 

Now, it has been claimed that the odors and the noise arising 
from the works may be properly attributable to the manufacture 
of coal-gas, and that, under the terms of this order, with that 
question you have no power to deal. | 

It seems to me that the force of that argument is taken away 
by the very witnesses upon whom my brother relies, and I first 
call your attention to the testimony of Mr. Jones, assistant 
engineer of the works, in answer to questions by Mr. Greenough, 
on page 140. 

ely Now, what changes were made in the operation of the 
machinery in the water-gas works, which has been complained of, 
after the first of August? 
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“ 4, At the time of the complaint we were not in a position to 
burn the producer-gases and they were allowed to escape through 
the stack. We devised a new furnace for burning those gases, 
and also a boiler-setting for consuming them under the boiler and 
making steam. We put the furnace in operation early in the 
summer and afterwards the boiler. That work has been satis- 
factory, and we are now able to burn all the stack-gases, so that 
the stack valves are closed nearly all the time. “While closed 
there is no perceptible noise outside of the works — nothing but 
the ordinary rattle of the machinery in the works. 

‘¢Q. Is there any smoke or smell or dust which comes out of 
the water-gas machinery at present? 

OA. It is impossible that there should be while the stack 
valves are closed, and only on starting a machine anew are the 
stack valves open. 

‘¢Q. Now, — when is the stack open — for how long? 

‘¢ 4. Usually every other day, for ten minutes or possibly a 
little over, and it would be almost impossible for anything to 
escape so that it would do any harm in that time. We have to 
remove large clinkers from the fire and clean out the entire 
generator.”’ 

Now, then, gentlemen, you will observe that the process sought 
to be remedied, and which formed the basis of our complaint, was 
in the manufacture of this water-gas and that alone, which they at 
that time sought to remedy as testified to by Mr. Jones, the 
assistant engineer of the gas works. Do we want further con- 
firmation? If so, we must look to Mr. Malcolm $8. Greenough, 
the chief engineer of the works. This question was put to Mr. 
Greenough, on page 154: 

£05 Well, will you ee to this committee what was done by 
you and Mr. Jones this summer to remedy the noise, and what 
the condition of the works is to-day — the water-gas works, I 
mean ? 

‘© 4. Well, Mr. Jones and myself devised the changes which 
have been described by Mr. Jones in the way of the burning of 
the producer-gas by which it was rendered unnecessary to let any 
of it into the open air, and we were enabled to use it satisfactorily 
in the retort and under the boilers. The result has been, in our 
judgment, entirely satisfactory. We are endeavoring to devise 
some further method by which we shall absolutely prevent any 
gas from getting into the air, and it is not impossible that we may 
do so.” 

Now, Mr. Greenough goes a step further than Mr. Jones, 
because he not only concedes that the sole cause of complaint 
was, 1s we grounded it, with reference to water-gas, but he con- 
cedes that the difficulty i is not yet remedied. Mr. Jones thought 
it was, bat here is the chief engineer of the company’s works now 
aflirming, ‘¢ We are endeavoring to devise some further method by 
which we shall absolutely prevent any gas from getting into the 
air, and it is not impossible that we may ‘do so.’ 

And this was after, mark you, changes had been made which it 
was claimed by Mr. Jones absolutely prevented the escape of any: 
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gas, the discharge of which in their judgment would occasion these 
foul odors. 

It seems to me unnecessary to refer more at length to the testi- 
mony of Mr. Greenough or of Mr. Jones with reference to the 
question as to whether or not this nuisance was founded on or 
caused by water-gas or coal-gas, because the coal-gas question is 
eliminated and the whole matter resolves itself into the complaint 
which we made, upon which this order was passed and upon which 
this investigation has proceeded. | 

Now, if I have established that fact, as I believe I have conclu- 
sively, we will proceed to the question as to how far that nuisance 
has been abated. You will recollect from the testimony at differ- 
ent times that it did not appear that the smells and the noise were 
continuing all the time. You will understand that this noise was 
described to be intolerable, but that at times it seemed to be 
greater than at other times. The density of the smoke at some 
times appeared to be greater than at other times, and some- 
times they observed these foul odors more than at other times. 
Well, now, it is said that all these things are limited at pres- 
ent to certain periods of alternate days, when they let the fires 
out and remove the clinkers or other substances from the furnace. 
It is not for me, you being the jury in this case, to say how far 
that nuisance is abated. You have visited the works both while 
the nuisance was in progress and when it was claimed that it was 
abated. You have heard the testimony of the representatives of 
the company, and you have heard some of the testimony in 
rebuttal — limited, it is true, but, with a desire to close this hear- 
ing and furnish an end of the case, we submitted all of those wit- 
nesses who were present on the last day when the hearing was in 
progress. It was sought to be claimed by Brother Greenough, in 
the closing of his argument, that by reference to the testimony of 
these witnesses in rebuttal it must be manifest that their cause of 
complaint must have arisen or should have arisen from the coal- 
gas process rather than from the water-gas, for they said that the 
same thing continued after Mr. Greenough and Mr. Jones claimed 
that an end had been put to it in connection with the water-gas 
process. Now, let us read the testimony of Mr. O’Dowd in rebut- 
tal in answer to questions put by me, on page 182 : — 

‘*@. Please state whether there has been any change in the vol- 
ume of noise since the first of September. 

‘* A. I have not heard it so strong. 

‘*@. Then there has been a change? 

** A. I think there has. 

‘¢ @. Now with reference to the odors? 

_‘* A. When the wind is east, I have found a kind of gassy smell 
on different occasions, without giving the dates. I didn’t come 
down to the fineness of the dates. 

*¢ @. You had this smell when? 

‘* A. When the wind is east — when it blows from the east. 

‘¢(. You find a gassy smell? 

‘* A. Well, you might call it a naphtha smell, if you wished, — 
between gas and naphtha, a mixture something of that description. 
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*¢@. And that has continued, notwithstanding the testimony as 
to the change? 

SAY esysir 

‘¢@. Now, as to the smoke, steam, and dust? 

‘© A, I don’t get so much of that. I have noticed it on Prince 
street. I have been on Prince street and noticed it very percepti- 
bly. 

*¢Q. Well, is that at the intervals that you have heard about in 
the testimony here, when they have started their fires there, every 
other day. and on Sunday ? 

‘© A. Well, I will say that I have noticed this smoke, and dust, 
and smell without going purposely to find it. I went casually, 
without any intent. 

‘© @. Well, the point is this. I want the committee to know 
whether this smoke, dust, and steam continues throughout the en- 
tire day and night, or whether it is a matter of fifteen or twenty 
minutes, or half an hour, when they stuart the different fires, every 
other day and Sunday, as they stated? 

‘¢ A. To answer the question as you give it to me, [don’t watch 
it all the time, but at intervals when the wind is East I can notice 
the smell very sensibly, and that it smells of a gassy nature, or has 
a naphtha smell, — something like that. 

‘¢@ Is it the same smell you had before? 

‘© A. About the same, but with an oily substance, — some kind 
of vily or naphtha substance, that I cannot define. 

‘-(. Do you find this odor, as you define it, at any special hour 
of the day or at different hours? 

‘¢ A. At different hours. 

‘-Q. Then, as to the smoke, steam, and dust? 

*¢ A. I have noticed smoke, steain, and dust. 

‘* @. Since the first of September ? 

-oAmichave.” 

Mr. Greenoucu. — Take his evidence at the top of the next 
page, and you will get the whole thing in brief. 

Mr. Cronan. — You refer to which question ? 

Mr. GreenouGcH. — The questions at the top of the 184th page. 

Mr. Cronan. — This is in the cross-examination by Mr. Green- 
ough : — 

‘*@. But the smell is just as bad, and the dust is just as bad? 

‘* 4. The smell is abqut the same. 

‘¢@. And the dust about the same? 

‘+ A, And the dust about the same.” 

Now, I refer you to the testimony of Miss Robinson, whom I 
consider a very intelligent witness, and I will refer to her testimony 
very briefly. On page 184 she said, in answer to questions put 
by me: — 

‘* Q. Now, Miss Robinson, state whether or not since the first. 
of September the noise has continued ? 

‘* A. I don’t notice the noise so much as I did previously. I 
have been away most of the summer, and cannot state. 

‘¢@. But give a comparison of the noise as it was before you 
went away and now? 
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‘* A. It is not near so loud now. 

‘¢@. Do you notice it at all? 

‘“A. Yes, sir; Ido. I noticed it the two evenings after the 
committee had been down there. 

‘¢(. How long does it continue? 

‘¢ A. About fifteen or twenty minutes at a time, at intervals. 

‘¢@. Now, have you heard it more than once on the same 
evening or the same day? 

Pa. 4 Yes, sir; have. 

‘¢@. Since the first of September? 

‘* A. Well, I couldn’t say since the first of September or after- 
wards, but I heard it last Tuesday night — about 11 o’clock I 
think it was — quite loud. 

‘* @. As to the odors arising? . 

‘* A. The odor I find much worse than I did at the other time 
I testified to it. 

‘* @. Worse than they were formerly ? 

ES RAVe) Cb leait, 

‘-@. That is, before this ehange that has been spoken of, which 
took place the first of September? 

_ ** A, Well, I couldn’t say as to the first of September. 

‘*@. Well, by comparison with the odors since you have 
testified ? 

‘* A. I find the odors much worse. 

‘¢Q. As to the smoke, steam, and dust? 

_** A. I think it is just the same. 

‘©@. Just the same 

‘* A. Just the same.’ 

Now, then, ee when you compare the testimony in 
rebuttal with the testimony of Mr. Malcolm Greenough, the chief 

engineer of the works, that they have endeavored to remedy this 
difficulty to their satisfaction, and that they hope to prevent the 
escape of all gas, you will find the justice of the testimony offered 
in rebuttal, and will come to the conclusion that it is impossible, 
from the nature of things, in so large a work as the one with which 
we deal, where so much; gas is produced, that they could absolutely 
prevent its escape. And it is from the escape of this producer-gas 
that these odors arise. 

As I have said, gentlemen, you being the judges of the question 
as to how far this nuisance has been ‘abated, it is not for me to 
argue with you, because your own sense of right and of the fitness 
of “things, and your knowledge of the testimony here will qualify 
you in your own minds to determine to what extent it had been 
abated, and I could not possibly hope to benefit you any by an 
argument upon that point. 

Now, let us see how far there is a continuing source of danger 
at the works. It has been conceded here that naphtha is one “of 
the elements which enters into the manufacture of this water-gas. 
There are some things which you have a right to assume, as a 
matter of common knowledge, are dangerous ; and naphtha is one 
of those things which is recognized ‘every where throughout the 
world as a material of the most ‘highly inflammable character. You 
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must, in whatever finding you undertake to make, not confine 
yourselves wholly to the question of actual injury, but must also 
take into account threatened danger, and must seek to avert it, in 
the language of the law, and it isa question for you to decide, in 
your judgment, how far the continued storing and use of naphtha, 
in connection with the manufacture of this gas leaves ever present 
a continual and threatening danger. One of the points upon 
which you were to hear evidence, as covered by a portion of the 
order, was in regard to the explosions that are said to have taken 
place from inflammable compounds within the works. It is true 
that explosions have taken place. It is said that the extent of 
the injuries resulting from those explosions was exaggerated ; but 
that inno way impairs the fact that an explosion is likely to occur 
there at any moment, that in the storing of this compound which 
is ever ready to explode there is a threatened danger, and the 
ordinances and statutes are full of precautions enjoining upon the 
city authorities to exercise every care in the licensing of firms and 
individuals, desiring to store this compound. 

My brother argues that it is unnecessary for this company to 
have a license to store this compound. I do not think it is within 
our just province to argue this question here. It is not within the 
scope of the order, and it appeared casually. I do not agreé with 
my brother’s reasoning of the law, however; but I do believe we 
have a right to ask a specific finding that there has been a violation 
of law in “the failure to obtain a license, and I only refer to this 
now because it enters into the character of the finding which you 
should make, that the undisputed fact is that naphtha in large 
quantities is stored in the immediate vicinity of a dense popula- 
tion, and is used in the manufacture of this gas. 

Now, then, gentlemen, what do we seek? Do we ask you to 
close up absolutely the works of this company, so that they shall 
be prevented from carrying on a legitimate business in supplying 
to the public an article which is recognized as one of the things by 
which life may be enjoyed? Not at ‘all. This company has with- 
in itself the power to make gas by a process and under conditions 
concerning which, when properly applied, we make no complaint. 
But it has seen fit to go outside of the old rut, so to speak, and 
make an innovation ; and they have conceded that the process 
which they resorted to did in effect constitute a nuisance, but they 
state that they have now abated it. How far that nuisance has 
beén abated, or whether it has been abated to such a degree and to 
such an extent as would warrant no interference, is solely for your 
determination. But if you feel that it has not been abated to that 
degree or to that extent to which you, as the proper custodians of 
the health and safety of the lives of the individuals in the city, in 
the exercise of your judgment and of your prerogative, think it 
should be abated, then I submit that you have a right to make a 
finding, in one or in two forms. 

I said that in the Board of Aldermen was vested the power of 
control over the Boston Gas Light Company. I contend that that 
remains true at the present time. Unless by special legislative 
enactment that power is expressly taken away it remains, and it is 
not affected until it is expressly referred to by legislation. 
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You are not, however, obliged to rely upon the diverging views 
of Brother Greenough on the one hand and of, myself on the other, 
but you have the Corporation Counsel to refer to as to how far seec- 
tion 3 of the act of incorporation of the Boston Gas Light Com- 
pany gives you the right to restrain it, under certain circumstances 
arising in the manufacture of gas which may affect the health, 
safety, or convenience, of the inhabitants. 

I stated that you would have the right to make two findings — 
one or two, as you might decide. While this committee is a joint 
committee, it may, nevertheless, find and report to the Board of 
Aldermen, upon the evidence, that a nuisance is created in the 
manufacture of water-gas by the Boston Gas Light Company, and 
that under section 38 of the Act of incorporation of the company 
the Board of Alderman have the right to signify such measures as 
will restrain the company from continuing that nuisance. Now, 
when you do that, it is possible that the directors of the company 
may have the right to insist that this evidence shall be heard by 
the full Board. Upon the point, I submit that that is solely a 
question for the determination of the Board itself. They may be 
entirely satisfied with the printed evidence, under oath, which has 
appeared before this committee, in which case, if they should be 
so satisfied, I submit that you have the power to act upon the 
evidence. ‘They are not obliged to adopt or approve your finding. 
They have a right to modify it or control it at will. But the Bos- 
ton Gas Light Company has been represented at these hearings ; it 
has contested this nuisance or the grounds upon which it was based 
before you, and the Board of Aldermen have the right to say that 
this company has had its day in court and that on this evidence they 
have a right to act and to refer the whole question to the Jaw de- 
partment for such action as, upon the evidence and under the law 
and the act of incorporation of the company, would be necessary 
to restrain this nuisance. In that proceeding, or in the prelimi- 
nary finding which will lead up to the proceeding, the whole com- 
mittee can join, irrespective of the fact that certain members of 
the Council sit upon the committee. That goes to the Board of 
Aldermen ; it is a report from a committee of the Board — the fact 
that the Council has joined a committee with it takes nothing from 
the finding and adds nothing to it. Therefore, you can make a 
finding which goes directly to the Board of Aldermen. It is im- 
material, in this aspect of the case, that it goes to the Common 
Council for concurrence in its action, because the power is still re- 
tained in the Board of Aldermen. You have, then, either the op- 
portunity to report as a committee of the Board of Aldermen the 
evidence in full, or, in concurrence with the Common Council com- 
mittee, make your finding as to whether or not the nuisance has 
been in fact abated to such an extent as not to justify interference 
or otherwise, and then the Board of Aldermen, with the evidence 
before them, can either decide that the evidence is sufficient to 
base action upon one way or the other or that there should be a 
further public hearing, as they may in their judgment determine. 
That is one course of action that might be taken. 

Secondly, the report going to the City Council, they have the 
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right to read this evidence and to refer the matter to the Board of 
Health for such action, under the general law, as they see fit to 
take. 

Now, you will understand that I make a distinction here, that 
the Board of Health have not the power, under the incorporation 
of the company, to proceed as the Board of Aldermen can do, but 
they have the power, under general law, to apply to the courts for 
relief where in effect any trade or business is offensive. Under 
general provision of law they have authority to act in such a case, 
and the City Council could direct them to proceed under the gen- 
eral provisions of law to take such recourse as they saw fit in its 
application. 

Gentlemen, it seems to me I have covered substantially all of 
the grounds which were properly to be presented to the committee, 
and in behalf of these petitioners I want to thank the committee 
for their indulgence and for the interest which they have shown in 
endeavoring to get at all the facts which could properly be sub- 
mitted. The sincerity of the members of the committee in their 
desire to get at the truth in this matter is attested by the fact that 
you did not hesitate, whatever might be your personal wishes or 
whatever might be the attendant discomforts, from making such 
investigation of the facts, by personal observation, as could well be 
desired or expected, in order that the people who sought it might 
receive full justice at your hands. In their name and for them I 
submit to you their sincere thanks. 


The hearing was declared closed, and the committee adjourned, 
subject to the call of the chairman, at 2.05 P.M.

AN ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND CERTAIN SECTIONS OF CHAPTER FORTY- 


EIGHT 


OF THE ORDINANCES OF 1890, RELATING 


TO THE REGULATION OF PLUMBING. 


Be wt ordained by the City Council of Boston as fol- 


lows 5 SEF

Section 1. Sections sixteen to twenty-nine, 
inclusive, of chapter forty-eight of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1890 are hereby amended to read 
as follows : — 


REGULATIONS FOR PLUMBING. 


SECTION 16. Every person carrying on the 
business of plumbing shall, before doing any 
plumbing work in a building, have his name and 
place of business registered in the office of the 
Inspector of Buildings; and shall give immediate 
notice to said inspector of any change of his place 
of business. 

Section 17, Every person proposing to do any 
plumbing work in a building shall, except in the 
case of repairs which do not involve any change in 
the location of a water fixture or trap or of a waste, 
drain, or ventilating pipe, file in the office of said 
inspector, upon blanks to be provided for the pur- 
pose, a description of all work to be performed, 
and shall obtain from said inspector a permit to do 
such work. 

Section 18. Every building provided with 
water from the city or other water supply shall 
have a drain-pipe for the conveyance of waste water 
and sewage into the public sewer, or, if there is no 
sewer, into a sufficient and proper cesspool easily 
accessible for inspection and cleaning, and such 
drain-pipe shall not be used for the drain-pipe of 
any other building. 

Section 19. Every such drain-pipe hereafter 
placed, shall, within the building, and for at least 
five feet outside the foundation walls thereof, be of 
what is known in the market as “extra heavy 
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double thick cast-iron soil pipe,’ or standard 

wrought iron pipe, not less than four inches 

in diameter, sound, free from holes and other 

defects ; shall be laid in a trench, securely ironed 

to walls, or suspended by strong iron hangers ; 

shall have a continuous fall towards the sewer, shall have trap. 
and shall, either outside cr inside and near the 
foundation wall of the building, be supplied with 

a suitable trap having an accessible cleanout. 

Section 20. The drain-pipe of every building Drain-pipe 
hereafter erected, and of every building already % (tne above 
erected in which an additional water-closet is here- 7 
after placed, and of every building already erected 
in which a water-closet is moved from a_ place 
within the building to a room not having a window 
or other opening immediately to the air on the. 
outside of the building, and within twelve feet of 
such window or opening, shall be of the same 
diameter throughout its entire length, and be 
carried above the roof of the building at least two 
feet. 

SEcTION 21. A separate and suitable trap Trap to be fur- 
shall be attached directly, or by means of a waste- ished. 
pipe, to every water fixture or rain-water leader, 
hereafter connected with a drain-pipe, provided 
that but one trap shall be required for each set of 
wash-trays; such trap shall be placed as near as 
practicable to such fixture or leader. 

SECTION 22. Waste-pipes from safes under Certain waste- 
water-closets, urinals, or other fixtures, or from Pipes shall enter 
tanks or cisterns, or from refrigerators or Giberin aston 
receptacles in which provisions are stored, here- 
after connected with the drain-pipe, shall be run 
to some place in open sight into an open tray con- 
nected by a suitable trap with the drain-pipe. 

Section 23. Every kitchen sink of an eating Grease traps. 


house, hotel, restaurant, or other public cooking 

establishment hereafter connected with the drain- 

pipe, shall be so connected by means of a grease 

trap placed as near as practicable to the sink, and 

easily accessible for cleaning. 
Section 24. A ventilating pipe, of a size not ventitating 

less than the waste-pipe to which the trap 18 at- pipes, how 

tached, continuously inclining upward from the top ™*® 

of the trap, and running as directly as practicable 

at least three feet above the roof of the building, 


shall be tightly attached to every trap hereafter 
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placed ; shall be of what is known in the market as 
extra heavy double thick cast-iron or standard 
wrought iron or brass or lead, and, if attached to 
the trap of a water-closet, shall be of not less 
than two inches in diameter when the ventilat- 
ing pipe is less than thirty feet in length, and 
of not Jess than three inches in diameter when 
the ventilating pipe is more than thirty feet in 
length ; no chimney-flue shall be used as such venti- 
lating pipe. Two or more ventilating pipes may 
be connected together, or may be connected with 
the drain-pipe above every waste-pipe entering the 
drain-pipe. 

Tank tobepros SECTION 25. A tank or cistern shall be so con- 

vided. nected by a pipe not less than one inch in diameter, 
with every water-closet or line of water-closets 
hereafter placed in a building, that water from 
such tank or cistern will thoroughly flush the 
water-closets. 

Water-pipesto SecoTION 26. Water-pipes hereafter placed in 

sagsty places exposed to frost shall be securely cased and 
packed with mineral wool or other equally good 
substance. 

Iron pipesand SECTION 27, All iron pipes before being put 

‘ial ea in place shall have been tested by the water or 

kerosene test, then coated inside and outside with 

coal tar pitch, applied hot, or with paint, or with 
some other equivalent substance ; connections with 
brass or other iron pipes shall be run with molten 
lead thoroughly calked, or in case of connections 
of wrought-iron pipes, be made tight by screw 
joints; connections with lead pipes shall be made 
with brass ferrules, thoroughly soldered to the 
lead, and the connection of the ferrules with the 
iron pipe run with molten lead thoroughly calked ; 
changes in directions shall be made with curved 
or Y branches. 

Plumbing work SECTION 28. All water-closets, pipes, traps, 

eee cisterns, and other plumbing work shall remain as 

apected. at present until altered to conform to this chapter, 
in accordance with plans approved by said in- 
spector. 

To be inspected SHOTION 29. Any person hereafter doing any 

and tested. —__ plumbing work ina building shall, before the work 
is concealed from view, and within twenty-four 
hours after its completion, notify the said inspector 
thereof, and afford him an opportunity to inspect 
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the work, and no such work shall, unless it has 
been inspected by said inspector, be covered or 
concealed from view until after forty-eight hours 
from the leaving of a notice at the office of said 
inspector that such work has been completed, nor 
shall such work be used until it has been shown to 
be in good condition by the water test, made by the 
plumber in the presence of said inspector.

GENTLEMEN, — In reply to your order under date of June 
12, “That the Superintendent of Lamps be requested to 
report to the Common Council at its next meeting the num- 
ber of naphtha lamps put in use in accordance with the order 
of the Board of Aldermen passed some four weeks ago, and 
also to report the cost of the running of each lamp per 
annum,” the following statement is respectfully submitted. 

The order alluded to as being passed in the Board of 
Aldermen was received at this office on the sixth day of June, 
having become in force by reason of the failure of His Honor 
the Mayor to append his signature to the same. 

On the thirteenth day of May 68 naphtha lamps were put 
into service, making a total now in use of 118. 

The annual expense for naphtha, lighting, and care of the

48 naphtha lamps for the year 1889 as stated in the annual 
report of this department for 1889, was —

The expense for naphtha, lighting, and care for 118 lamps 
in use the past twenty-eight days has been as follows : —

or 8468, cents per night for each lamp, which would be 
$30.88 per annum for each lamp, provided the same quantity 
of naphtha is consumed in the long winter nights as at this 
season of the year. 

A large number of the men employed has been instructed 
to apply to the proper authorities for the license necessary to 
enable them to keep upon their premises such quantity of 
naphtha as may be needed to allow of the proper care of the 
public lamps, but up to this time all applications have been 
refused in consequence of the dangerous character of the 
material,

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Ninety. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO THE ACTS TO PREVENT THE POLLU- 
TION OF SOURCES OF WATER SUPPLY. 


Be it enacted, etc.: — 


SecTION 1. The State board of health shall have the 
general supervision of all streams and ponds used by a city 
or town as sources of water supply, with reference to their 
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purity, together with all springs, streams, and water-courses 
tributary thereto, and: shall have authority to examine the 
same from time to time, and inquire what pollutions exist 
and their causes. 

Srecr. 2. Whenever the mayor of a city or the selectmen 
of a town, using a stream or pond asa source of water supply, 
complains to said State board of health that manure, excre- 
ment, garbage, sewage, or any other matter is so deposited, 
kept, or discharged within one hundred feet of the high- 
water mark of any such stream or pond, or any stream, pond, 
spring, or water-course tributary thereto, as to pollute, or 
tend to pollute, the waters of such stream, pond, spring, or 
water-course, the said board of health shall appoint a time 
and place for hearing parties to be affected, and give due 
notice thereof to such parties, and after such hearing, if, in 
its judgment, the public health requires it, may prohibit the 
deposit, keeping, or discharge of any such material as afore- 
said, and may order any person to desist therefrom, and to 
remove any such material theretofore deposited; but shall 
not prohibit the use of any structure, as was customary at 
the time of the passage of this act, unless the mayor of the 
city or the selectmen of the town making the complaint, 
shall file with said State board of health an agreement in 
writing that such city or town shall, at its own expense, make 
such changes in said structure, or its location, as said board 
shall deem expedient, and such agreement shall be binding 
on such city or town, and when such changes have been 
made, all damages occasioned thereby shall be paid by such 
city or town, and, if the parties cannot agree thereon, shall 
be determined by a jury on petition of either party, filed in 
the clerk’s office of the superior court, in the manner pro- 
vided by law in relation to determining the damages occa- 
sioned by taking land for highways in such city or town. 
Said board shall not prohibit the cultivation and use of the 
soil in the ordinary methods of husbandry, provided no 
human excrement be used thereon. 

Secr. 3. Any person aggrieved by an order passed under 
this act may appeal therefrom, and if he shall within ten days 
from the service thereof upon him file a petition in the 
clerk’s office of the superior court in the county where the 
premises are located, with reference to which such order is 
made, for a jury, a trial may, after such notice as the court 
shall order to the said board of health, the mayor of the city, 
or the chairman of the selectmen of a town, interested in 
such order, be had at the bar of the court, in the same man- 
ner as Other civil cases are tried by jury. If a person by 
mistake of law or fact or by accident fails to appeal from any 
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such order, and to file his petition fora jury within ten days, 
and if he makes it appear to the court or justice that such 
failure was caused by mistake or accident, and that he has 
not, since the service of such order upon him, violated such 
order, he may, at any time within thirty days from the ser- 
vice of the order upon him, appeal therefrom and file his pe- 
tition for a jury with the same effect as if done within the 
said ten days. During the pendency of the appeal, the or- 
der of the said board of health shall be complied with, unless 
otherwise authorized by said board after the appeal. The 
verdict of the jury, which may either alter the order or 
affirm or annul it in full, when accepted by the court, shall 
have the authority and effect of, and may be enforced in the 
same way as an original order from which no appeal had 
been taken. 

Sect. 4. Any court having equity jurisdiction may, in 
term time or vacation, on the application of said State board 
of health or of any party interested, by any suitable process 
or decree in equity, enforce by injunction or otherwise such 
orders of said board of health or of said court, and may at 
the same time issue an injunction to restrain the use or occu- 
pation, until the orders of said board have been complied 
with, of the premises within said distance of one hundred 
feet on which the said material is deposited or kept. 

Secr. 5. Whoever deposits, keeps, or discharges on his 
premises any material in violation of such order of prohibi- 
tion, after the same has been served upon him as aforesaid, 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding ten dollars for each and 
every day, until such order is complied with. 

Secor. 6. This act shall not be construed to impair or re- 
peal any existing provision of law in regard to the pollution 
of springs, streams, ponds, or water-courses, or the preven- 
tion of such pollution, or the powers and jurisdiction of any 
court relating to the prevention of such pollution, nor shall it 
be applicable to the Merrimac or Connecticut rivers, or to 
so much of the Concord river as lies within the limits of the 
city of Lowell. 

Secr. 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
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[CHAP. 346.] 


AN ACT TO AMEND ‘AN ACT RELATING TO SEWER ASSESSMENTS 
IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Srcrion 1. Section one of chapter four hundred and 
fifty-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
nine is hereby amended by striking out, in the ninth line, the 
words “the number of square feet,” and inserting in place 
thereof the words “one cent for each square foot,” and 
also by striking out all after the word “land,” in the tenth 
line, and before the words “ No estate,” in the fifteenth line, 
and inserting in place thereof the words “ provided, however, 
that if the total amount of the assessments for said sewer 
exceeds the total sum of the cost of the sewer, plus a pro- 
portionate part of the cost of the outlet thereof, each of said 
assessments shall be proportionately reduced, so that the 
total amount thereof shall be equal to said sum,” so that 
said section shall read as follows: “ Section 1. The owner 
of each estate in the city of Boston bordering on a street or 
on astrip of land through which a main drain or common 
sewer shall hereafter be constructed in said city may enter a 
particular drain into such main drain or common sewer from 
that part of said estate which is situated within one hundred - 
feet from said street or strip of land; and shall upon and 
after such entry pay to said city an assessment on such estate 
equal to one cent for each square foot of land thereof within 
one hundred feet of such street or strip of land; provided, 
however, that if the total amount of the assessments for said 
sewer exceeds the total sum of the cost of the sewer, plus a 
proportionate part of the cost of the outlet thereof, each of 
suid assessments shall be proportionately reduced, so that the 
total amount thereof shall be equal to said sum. No estate 
shall be assessed more than once for the construction of a 
drain or sewer except as hereinafter provided, but such estate 
may be assessed in the manner aforesaid for the cost of re- 
newal or repair of a drain or sewer.” 

Scr. 2. Section five of said chapter is hereby amended 
by striking out, in the second line, the word “ assessed,” and 
inserting in the place thereof the words “on which the 
assessment was made,” also by striking out, in the fourth 
and fitth lines, the words ‘‘levied and,” and also by striking 
out all after the word “ collected,” in the fifth line, and in- 
serting in the place thereof the words ‘*The city collector 
of said city shall have power to collect, and the assessors of

taxes of said city shall have power to abate, such assess- 
ments; and all laws relating to the collection and abatement 
of taxes in said city shall so far as applicable apply to the 
collection and abatement of such assessments ; and when an 
assessment 1s made upon a person or corporation by law 
exempt from the assessment of taxes, the said assessors shall 
notify said collector not to enforce the collection of such 
assessment ; but when an estate, the collection of the assess- 
ment upon which has not been enforced under such notice, 
comes into the possession of another person as owner, the 
amount of such assessment shall be paid by such new owner 
in like manner, subject to the same provisions of law as if 
an original assessment,” so that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: “ Section 5. Every assessment made 
under this act shall constitute a len upon the estate on 
which the assessment was made until it is paid, and may 
with all incidental costs and expenses be collected in the. 
same manner as taxes on real estate are collected. ‘Lhe city 
collector of said city shall have power to collect, and the 
assessors of taxes of said city shall have power to abate such 
assessments; and all laws relating to the collection and 
abatement of taxes in said city shall so far as applicable 
apply to the collection and abatement of such assessments ; 
and when an assessment is made upon a person or corpora- 
tion by law exempt from the assessment of taxes, the said 
assessors shall notify said collector not to enforce the collec- 
tion of such assessment; but when an estate, the collection 
of the assessment upon which has not been enforced under 
such notice, comes into the possession of another person as 
owner, the amount of such assessment shall be paid by such 
new owner in like manner, subject to the same provisions of 
law as if an original assessment.” 

Sror. 3. The board of aldermen of said city sball adjust 
all sewer assessments made under said act so that the said 
assessments shall be as if made under the said act as hereby 
amended ; and said city shall thereupon refund any excess in 
the amount of said assessments paid to said city. 

Sect. 4. The repeal or alteration by this act of any pro- 
visions of law shall not affect any act done, liability incurred, 
or right accrued and established, or any suit or proceedings to 
enforce such right or liability, under the authority of the 
laws hereby repealed or altered, except as hereinbefore 
provided. 

Sror. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATING TO OFFICERS AND DEPARTMENTS IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be tt enacted, etc.: — 


Section 1. Every person now or hereafter having sole 
or joint charge of a department of the city of Boston shall 
hold office for such term not exceeding three years begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year of his appoint- 
ment, as the city council may by ordinance determine, and 
until his successor is appointed and confirmed; provided, 
however, that all members of boards and all trustees shall 
hold office for such terms as may be specified in the statutes 
creating them and until their respective successors are ap- 
pointed and confirmed, but such terms shall begin with the 
first day of May in the year of appointment. All officers, 
except election officers and those above named, appointed 
by the mayor and confirmed by the board of aldermen of 
said city, shall hold office for terms of one year beginning 
with the first day of May in the year of appointment, and 
until their respective successors are appointed and confirmed. 
Any officer appointed by the mayor and confirmed by the 
board of aldermen of said city may be removed by the 
mayor for such cause as he shall deem sufficient and shall 
assign in his order for removal. . 

Sror. 2. The term ‘* subordinate ” in this act, and in all 
other acts relating to the city of Boston or its departments, 
shall be construed to, include only assistants, deputies, clerks, 
and other officers appointed by an officer or board in charge 
of a department, and paid a yearly salary. 

Sror. 3. Every subordinate of a department of said city 
shall continue to hold his office until removed by the officer 
or board in charge of the department for such cause as he, 
or it, shall deem sufficient, and shall assign in the order of 
removal. 

Sect. 4. Every officer or board in charge of a depart- 
ment in said city, when authorized to erect a new building 
or to make structural changes therein, shall make contracts 
therefor, not exceeding five, each contract to be subject to 
the approval of the mayor; and when about to do any work 
or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which 
amounts to, or exceeds, two thousand dollars, shall, unless

the mayor give a written authority to do otherwise, in- 
vite proposals therefor by advertisements in not more 
than four daily newspapers published in said city, such 
advertisements to state the time and place for opening 
the proposals in answer to said advertisements, and reserv- 
ing in such invitations the right to the officer or board to 
reject any or all proposals. 

Srcr. 5. Every proposal for doing such work or making 
such sale shall be accompanied by a suitable bond, certified 
check, or certificate of deposit for the faithful performance of 
such proposals, and all such proposals shall be kept by the 
officer or board inviting the same, and shall be open to public 
inspection after said proposals have been accepted or re- 
jected. 

Sect. 6. All contracts made by any department of the 
city of Boston shall, when the amount involved is two thou- 
sand dollars or more, be in writing, and no such contract shall 
be deemed to have been made or executed until the approval 
of the mayor in writing is affixed thereto. All such con- 
tracts shall be accompanied by a suitable bond or deposit of 
money or other security for the faithful performance of such 
contracts, and such bonds or other security shall be deposited 
with the city auditor until the contract has been carried out 
in allrespects; and no such contract shall be altered except 
by a written agreement of the contractor, the sureties on his 
or their bond, the officer or board making the contract, with 
the approval of the mayor affixed thereto. 

Sect. 7. The treasurer of said city, when authorized to 
issue any bonds or certificates of indebtedness of said city, 
except for a loan in anticipation of taxes for the year in which 
the loan is made, shall, unless the commissioners of the sink- 
ing-funds or persons having charge of any trust funds of 
said city purchase the same, invite proposals for the purchase 
thereof by advertisements in four daily newspapers published 
in said city, reserving to himself the right to reject any and 
all bids ; in case no such proposal is accepted, the treasurer 
may, with the approval of the mayor, award or give any 
part of the loan or the entire loan in parts to any other per- 
son or party, provided only it be at a price or sum not less 
than par; the rate of interest on such certificates of indebted- 
ness for a loan in anticipation of taxes shall be fixed by said 
treasurer. 

Secr. &. Section five of chapter two hundred and sixty-six 
of the acts of eighteen hundred and eighty-five is hereby 
repealed. 

Secr. 9. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

WATERING OF STREETS BY BOSTON 
WATER BOARD. 


OPINION OF CORPORATION COUNSEL. 


OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
June 25, 1890. 
To the Honorable the Common Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, — [ have received your request for my opinion 
“ whether the City Council can authorize the Water Board to 
perform the work of watering the streets, and charge the ex- 
pense to their appropriation ;” that is, the appropriation for 
the Water Board; and, in reply, I submit the following 
opinion : — 

1. Assuming that the watering of the streets would, in 
certain seasons or months of the year, promote the health 
and comfort of the inhabitants of the city, it is my opinion 
that it is within the power of the City Council to use the water 
supplied by the Cochituate, or Sudbury river, or Mystic sys- 
tem, for the purpose of watering the streets. But such use 
of it, I think, should be subject and subordinate to the use 
of all water needed for domestic and other purposes, for 
which, more especially, the city was authorized originally to 
procure such water supply. 

2. J also think that the work of watering the streets by 
said water might be committed or given by the City Council 
to the Water Board. 
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3. But the right to charge the expense of the work of 
watering the streets to the present appropriation of the 
Water Board is very doubtful. The Water Board does not 
have or possess an appropriation of the same kind as other 
departments of the city government. It has no money raised 
by general tax levy, but is limited for money for its expendi- 
tures, both for the supply and distribution of water, to money 
received for water, or, in the language of the appropriation, “ to 
revenue received from said water-works ; ;” and the net surplus 
income and receipts, after paying all expenses and charges for 
distribution, must be applied to the payment of the principal 
and interest of the water debt. 

The result, or effect, of charging the expense of the work 
of watering the streets to that revenue, or money, would be 
to make ita char ge or burden upon the water takers of the 
city, and not upon 1 the whole city, or the whole body of tax- 
payers of the city. This, plainly, would not be fair, and I 
think it would not be legal. 

If, therefore, the watering of the streets shall be deemed 
to be a duty of the city, and the business of doing it should 
be given to the Water Board, then I think an appropriation 
out of money other than that received for the use of water 
should be especially made for it to said Board.

Section one of chapter forty of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1890 is hereby amended by striking out the 
words “for plumbing,” in the sixth line, and inserting in 
place thereof the words “shall, by himself or one of his 
assistants, inspect the plumbing work ina building within 
forty-eight hours after a notice of the completion of such 
work, required by the ordinances to be given, has been left 
at the office of said inspector,” so that said section shall read 
as follows : — 


“Section 1. The department for the inspection of build- 
ings shall be under the charge of the inspector of buildings, 
who shall issue permits for the erection and alteration of 
buildings in the city; shall keep a register of the names of 
all plumbers who shall apply to him to be registered ; shall 
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issue permits for doing plumbing work, and shall, by him- 
self or one of his assistants, inspect the plumbing work in 
a building within forty-eight hours after a notice of the com- 
pletion of such work, required by the ordinances to be given, 
has been left at the office of said inspector ; and may appoint 
not exceeding twenty assistant inspectors for duty in his de- 
partment.”

To the Joint Standing Committee on the Treasury Depart- 
ment - — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have, by your appointment, made the 
annual examination of the books and accounts of the Treas- 
urer of the City of Boston, Alfred T. Turner, Esq., for the 
fiscal year ending with the 30th day of April last, designated 
as the year 1889-90, and herewith I beg leave to submit 
my 

REPORT. 

On the afternoon of April 30th, and the morning of May 
Ist, I went, personally, to 39 of the 44 banks wherein the 
city’s money was deposited, and by certificates received by 
mail from the other 5 (suburban) banks, verified the amount 
of cash then standing to the credit of the Treasurer; corre- 
sponding exactly with the amount called for by the books. 

At the same time, at each bank where the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners had an account, I did the same thing for 
them; thus making sure that the moneys, or bank accounts, 
of the two departments were in no wise mingled or inter- 
changed. Then, on the morning of May 1st, before the 
opening of business, I took an account of all cash items at 
the Treasurer’s office, and found on hand the total sum 
called for by the cash book as of the close of business, 
April 30th. 


The total amount on deposit in banks here- 
tofore mentioned was (44 banks) . . $5,061,205 98 
as per statement A attached. 

And the total of money, advances and pre- 
payments for May authorized by the 


Auditor was . 2 , , , : 150,860 83

Having thus settled that all money claimed by the Treas- 
urer as on hand was so in reality, I have since fully and 
carefully examined all the books of account; every item, 
every entry, all additions, posting, or clerical work, whatso- 
ever, upon cash-book, journal, ledger, and all auxiliary 
books having to do with the income and outgo of: money. 

I inspected all vouchers or evidence of the payment of 
money by the Treasurer. The major part of all payments is 
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upon special and general orders drawn by the Mayor, and 
those agree with the accounts of the Auditor, excepting as to 
some few items, the money not having been called for by the 
payees. These unpaid balances are “duly noted in a book 
kept for the purpose, and pass, with the new fiscal year, into 
the account called ** Old Claims,” as per credit on balance 
sheet. 

On Statement C I give you a summary of the cash transac- 
tions for the year (1889- 90). This I make from the origi- 

nal entries, independent of any similar account rendered by 
the Treasurer. I then compare it with his and find agree- 
ment, as there should be. 

On Statement D you will find an account of the ‘‘ Pay-Roll 
Tailings” (made May 10). The pay-rolls are charged up 
in full, but very many small amounts, for various reasons, 
remain unpaid, and are turned over by Paymaster to the 
Treasurer, who holds the money in trust for the rightful 
parties. The money is deposited in bank in a special 
account. 

I have examined all the securities of the following trust 
funds held by Mr. Turner, either as Treasurer or Custodian, 
and find them correct.

‘The balance sheet of this is not printed in Treas- 
urer’s report, but is given, in detail, in the Auditor’s 
statement with which it agrees. I have heretofore spread 
all these balances out in full in my reports to you, but as 
they are entirely correct and it would be an unnecessary 
repetition, I omit them. 

As to the general management of affairs and all account- 
ing, nothing, I think, could be more satisfactory.

The methods employed by the Collector in gathering in 
the city’s dues have in past years appeared perfect ; yet 
improvements in minor ways are constantly being adopted, 
so that year by year the remainders carried to the new year 
appear less. The reduction during the last fiscal year was 
$68,844.67,

CORPORATION COUNSEL’S OPINION 


ON 


AUTHORITY OF CITY COUNCIL TO PASS AN OR: 
DINANCE PERMITTING MERCHANDISE TO 
REMAIN ON THE SIDEWALKS 
OF THE CITY. 


Crry oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, . 
June 27, 1890. 


To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have received your request of the 23d 
inst., for my opinion “as to whether the City Council have 
authority to pass an ordinance permitting merchandise to re- 
main on the sidewalks of the city.” 

I assume, of course, that you mean the sidewalks in, and of, 
the public streets, which have been duly laid out as such 
public streets, and which are outside of the “ market limits,” 
so called, which market limits are defined by law; and also 
that you mean, by “permitting merchandise to remain on 
the sidewalks,” the permitting it to remain there for the pur- 
pose of storing or keeping it for sale; and, answering the 
question upon this assumption, I have to say : 

The sidewalks of the public streets are parts eh the streets, 
and the sidewalks belong to the public as well and as much 
as any other part of the ‘street ; and, for the purposes of travel 
for which the streets were laid out, the public have as much 
right to free and unobstructed sidewalks as they have to any 
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other part of the street; the only authority to discontinue a 
public street in Boston is in the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners. 

I do not, of course, here refer to the occasional and neces- 
sary use of sidewalks for the purpose of the erection of 
buildings, or for the transfer of merchandise from vehicles to 
warehouses and dwellings. ‘These temporary uses of side- 
walks are necessary and legitimate, and are provided for in 
the ordinances ; nor do I refer to occasions when the public 
safety may require a street to be, temporarily, in part or 
wholly closed. But I refer to the ordinary and habitual oc- 
cupation of parts of the public streets, —7.e., sidewalks, — for 
the purpose of storing or keeping or selling merchandise 
thereon, and which interferes with their free use for travel. 

The city holds the public streets in trust for the public. 
The City Council cannot grant special and exclusive privi- 
leges or rights therein; and, in my opinion, the City Council 
has not the power to permit the use of those sidewalks which 
are a part of such streets, for the purpose or business of 
storing, keeping, and selling merchandise thereon. 

In addition to the liability to the fine imposed by the ordi- 
nance, there can be no doubt that whoever shall encumber 
or use a public street, not for the purpose of travelling 
thereon and acts incidental thereto, so as to interrupt or in- 
terfere with the public travel, may be liable also to an 
indictment at common law, as for the maintenance of a 
nuisance. The Supreme Judicial Court has said that : — 

“The right of the public in a common highway is para- 
mount and controlling. This right extends to the entire 
territory within its limits; and an obstruction placed upon 
any part of it constitutes a public nuisance.”

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CITY EMPLOYERS, 
HOURS CONSTITUTING A DAY’S LABOR. 


OPINION OF CORPORATION COUNSEL. 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 


July 9, 1890. 
To the Honorable the Common Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have received your request for my 
opinion “as to how many hours constitute a day’s labor for 
employees of the City of Boston,” and in reply thereto I 
have to say, that I know of no statute or ordinance which at 
the present time fixes the hours of labor of such employees. 

Chapter 74 of the Public Statutes, Sect. 4, and amend- 
ments thereto, relate to the employment of minors and 
women in manufacturing and mechanical establishments, in 
which it is provided that no more than ten hours per day 
shall constitute a day’s labor; but this does not apply to 
employees within the meaning of your question. So that at 
the present time the matter is within the control of the 
different departments of the city, or the subject of agreement 
between them and their employees. 

By Chapter 375 of the Acts of 1890 it is provided that 
“Nine hours shall constitute a day’s work for all laborers, 
workmen, and mechanics now employed, or who may be 
employed by or on behalf of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
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chusetts or any city or town therein;” but that act does not 
take effect until the first day of January eighteen hundred 
and ninety-one.

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FIRST SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTORS OF PRISONS AND HOUSES 
OF DETENTION 


SUFFOLK COUNTY. 


JUNE, 1890. * 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, July 28, 1890. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect the jail and the other houses of 
detention in the County of Suffolk, having made the inspec- 
tion required by law, respectfully submit herewith their first 
semi-annual report. 


J AIL. 


The committee visited the jail July 2, 1890, and found 
everything in a neat and clean condition. The institution, 
at that date, contained one hundred and twenty-eight male 
and thirty-one female prisoners. The labor performed by 
the inmates consists in keeping the institution in a proper 
condition of cleanliness, and in preparing and cooking the 
food required. The food was examined, and found to be 
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excellent in quality and plentiful in quantity. No complaints 
were made by any of the inmates in relation to their food or 
treatment. ¢ 


DEER ISLAND. 


House of Industry, House of Reformation, and Truant 
School. 


These institutions were visited by the committee July 10, 
1890, and were found to be in excellent condition. The 
cells, corridors, ‘and various apartments were scrupulously 
neat, and the food, so far as the committee were able to 
judge, was of good quality and properly prepared. The 
health of the inmates was particularly good, the season of 
the year being the most favorable, and the patients in the 
hospital were chiefly those who were recovering from the 
effects of intemperance. 

The inmates of the House of Industry were employed as 
usual in the manufacture of clothing, and in the various 
duties connected with the institution. The printing-office is 
still maintained at the island, and affords occupation for a 
number of the boys, which should prove of value to them 
in after years. Very creditable specimens of the skill of 
printer boys were on exhibition. 

The committee desire to commend the practice which has 
been adopted, of allowing the boys an opportunity for a 
daily bath in the sea, when the weather is favorable. The 
bath is greatly enjoyed by the boys, as the committee from 
witnessing the sport during their visit can testify, and is, with- 
out doubt, particularly beneficial from a sanitary standpoint. 

A serious defacement of the beautiful grounds in front of 
the administration building, and, in fact, the entire front of 
the island from Shirley gut to the harbor channel, has re- 
sulted from the construction of the metropolitan sewer, and it 
will no doubt require the work of several years and the ex- 
penditure of considerable money to restore the grounds to 
their former beauty. This work necessitates increased vigi- 
lance on the part of the officials in charge of the institution, 
but up to the present time there has been no disturbance of 
any kind, aside from the inconvenience above mentioned. | 


MARCELLA-STREET HOME. 


This Home was visited July 2, 1890, and everything was 
found to be clean and healthy, only two children being in the 
hospital. The instruction in sewing for the girls is still 
carried on, and the committee were convinced of the value 
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of this instruction upon viewing the evidences of the profi- 
ciency the girls have attained in making garments and in 
various kinds of plain sewing. The boys were enjoying them- 
selves upon the playgrounds when the committee arrived, 
and the committee were pleased to notice that the “ Doctor” 
had procured a liberal supply of “crackers” and fireworks, 
to afford the boys an opportunity of properly celebrating the 
* Fourth.” 

The inconveniences and discomforts resulting from the 
close proximity of the sheds of the Health Department are 
still felt at this institution, and the committee were con- 
vinced that some measures of relief should be adopted as 
soon as possible, in the interest of the sanitary condition of 
the inmates of the house. 


Lunatic HOospPItTAt. 


The Lunatic Hospital at South Boston and the Retreat for 
the Insane at Austin Farm, which is now maintained as an 
outlying ward of the hospital, were visited July 2, 1890. 
The South Boston hospital is very much crowded, its ordi- 
nary number of inmates being increased by the accession 
of some sixty patients which have been sent from the 
Worcester asylum, to remain here, presumably, until the 
repairs are completed upon the Worcester asylum, made 
necessary by the recent fire which occurred there. This 
overcrowding can but result to the detriment of the inmates, 
as the exciting influences are largely multiplied thereby, while 
the opportunities of personal attention to the inmates are re- 
duced in a similar ratio. It does not appear, however, that 
any immediate relief can be afforded. 

The chronic and milder insane patients are placed at the 
Austin Farm, and the practice has been adopted of allowing 
many of them to engage in a simple way in the ordinary 
avocations of farm life. This system is commended by many 
experts in the treatment of the insane; and consists in giving 
healthful out-door occupation to patients whose minds are but 
partially diseased, or who are insane upon a single idea or 
subject. 

It is a matter of regret that the exceptionally favorable 
surroundings of the Farm from a sanitary standpoint should 
be so seriously menaced by the lack of sufficient or proper 
drainage. The marsh in the rear of the buildings, which 
receives the sewage from the institution, has been a nui- 
sance to the neighborhood for several years, and its danger- 
ous character at the present time is such that the institution 
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would in all probability be closed by the Board of Health 
were it maintained by any corporation other than the city. 
The necessity for action in this matter without delay cannot 
be too strongly urged. As regards the matter of food sup- 
plied to the inmates and the care they receive, the committee 
saw no ground for criticism. 


HousE OF CORRECTION. 


This institution at South Boston was visited July 2, and 
the committee found its general condition maintained at its 
usual standard, or as well as could be, considering the an- 
tiquity of the building and the inadequate accommodations 
it affords. The difficulty of keeping such a building clean 
increases continually, and the necessity for extensive | repairs 
is also increasing year by year, and the question arises 
whether it would not be a wise policy, from a financial 
standpoint, for the city to destroy the present building 
and replace it by anew one. The building has been in use 
for upwards of sixty years, and its condition must of neces- 
sity be unwholesome and defective after so many years of 
existence. The upper dormitory in the female wing seems 
specially unsuitable, but the crowded condition of the in- 
stitution necessitates its use, and the inmates that are sent 
to the institution must be received and cared for, be they 
few or many. 

The food furnished to the inmates was examined and found 
to be good and supplied in sufficient quantities, and all the 
ordinary requirements of the institution appeared to be 
properly observed by the officials in charge. The men 
were employed in making clothes and the women in doing 
laundry work, etc. 


SUMMARY. 


The committee, in summing up the results of their inspec- 
tion of the different institutions, are pleased to be able to 
state that, considering the surroundings and various condi- 
tions affecting the institutions, they are, without exception, 
maintained in a manner that reflects credit alike upon the 
city and the officials in charge. Several of them were 
visited by the committee without previous announcement of 
their coming, and there was no opportunity afforded for any 
preparation | on their account. In some cases the committee 
were unknown to the officials in charge, and were obliged 
to mtroduce themselves; but their reception was in every 
case pleasant, and they were afforded every opportunity for 
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inspection, and were informed upon all points regarding 
which they inquired. 

The reports of the superintendents and officials in charge 
of the several institutions inspected are appended hereto as 
a part of this report.

In Board oF ALDERMEN, July 28, 1890.

that said reduced amount be accepted in full payment of all 
said assessments which are now outstanding and unpaid ; and 
that as to all assessments made under said Chapter 456 of 
the Acts of 1889, which have been paid, the amount paid 
over or in excess of the sum which would have been paid if 
the assessment had been made under Chapter 346 of the Acts 
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of 1890, be refunded to the person or persons paying the 
same, or to their legal representatives, in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 3 of said act. 

And it is hereby ordered, that the City Treasurer be and 
is hereby directed to refund or pay to the following-named 
persons and corporations the amount set against their re- 
spective names, in the schedule hereto annexed, the same 
being the excess of their several payments for assessments

westerly on Chestnut Hill avenue to the dividing line between 
Brookline and Boston; said tracks and turn-outs being shown 
by red lines on a plan made by Arthur Hodges, dated March 
17, 1890, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets. 
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The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said 
West End Street Railway Company shall accept this order 
of location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the 
conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order ; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

Ordered, That consent and permission are hereby granted 
to the West End Street Railway Company, in addition to the 
rights now possessed by it, to establish, construct, maintain, 
and use the overhead single trolley system of motive-power, 
so called, in and through Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, 
from a point at or near the termination of said company’s 
tracks on Beacon street to the dividing line between Brook- 
line and Boston, and to construct, lay, maintain, and use the 
poles, wires, and appliances, and such electrical appliances 
and apparatus, and to make the underground and surface 
alterations in and on said streets necessary for that purpose. 
All work of construction under this order, and all kind and 
quality of material used, and the height of all poles erected, 
shall be satisfactory to the Superintendent of Streets and 
Committee on Paving. The poles shall be cylindrical in 
shape, and painted before erected, and shall be removed 
when so directed by the Board of Aldermen after sixty days’ 
notice. No poles shall be erected under this order until a 
plan, showing the location of the same, has first been filed by 
said West End Street Railway Company, in the office of the 
Superintendent of Streets, and been approved by him and said 
Committee on Paving. This order shall be null and void 
unless the same be accepted by said West End Street Rail- 
way Company, and notice of such acceptance filed with the 
City Clerk within thirty days from the passage thereof.

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SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON USE OF STREETS BY 
PRIVATE CORPORATIONS. 


In Boarv oF ALDERMEN, Sept. 8, 1890. 


The joint special committee, appointed to consider and 
report upon the advisability and method of securing some 
return to the city for the use of its streets by private corpo- 
rations, having considered the subject, beg leave to present 
the following

This important subject, affecting as it does a variety of 
interests both public and private, has received consideration 
by successive committees of the city council during the past 
three years, and a large amount of labor and thought has 
been expended thereon, which your committee, in resuming 
the uncompleted work of their predecessors, fully appreciate. 

The committee of last year, in their report to the city 
council (Doc. 176, 1889), submitted December 7, state 
that — 


The question is one of serious moment, involving not only the 
financial interests of the city, but also the interests of a number of 
corporations whose business, it may be said, directly depends upon the 
privileges afforded them by the city to use some part of the public 
streets. It is, without doubt, generally understood that the several cor- 
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porations who have been given permission by the city to occupy some 
part of the streets, either for railroad or pole locations, or for pipes and 
conduits beneath the surface of the street, have never been obliged to 
make any money return to the city, either in the form of a direct tax or 
by payment of a percentage of their income for the rights and privileges 
that have been granted them. ‘The street-railway companies, it is true, 
are required to keep in repair the portion of the streets occupied by their 
tracks, and, to a certain extent, outside of their tracks in macadamized 
streets, and the corporations who maintain underground conduits, etc., 
are presumed to restore the street surfaces whenever they disturb them; 
but this is substantially the extent of the return which the city receives. 


In considering the subject, it was naturally deemed 
advisable to ascertain the experience and practice of other 
cities, in dealing therewith, and application was accordingly 
made to all the leading cities in this ‘country and many of 
the cities of Europe, for such information upon the subject 
as might be of value to the committee. This work was 
undertaken by previous committees, and a large number of 
replies have been received. The task of arranging this 
extensive collection of papers, and translating those received 
from foreign countries, was begun by last year’s committee, 
but not fully completed. It has been resumed by your com- 
mittee, as above stated, and, facilitated by the labors of 
their predecessors, the task was comparatively an easy one, 
so that the committee are now enabled to present the full 
collection, either entire or in abstract, and accordingly 
submit the same as an appendix to their report, reprinting 
at the same time the communications that appeared in the 
report of last year. 

Your committee commend to the members of the city 
council, and particularly to those who have given any study 
to the subject, a careful perusal of these communications, 
which are now for the first time presented in a complete 
form. A most superficial examination will suffice to 
demonstrate the fact that Boston is, in reality, very much 
behind her sister cities in the United States, not to mention 
foreign cities, in respect to solving the question of securing 
a return for the use of her streets afforded to private cor- 
porations, for in almost every one of these cities, outside of 
our own, the corporations are required to make some direct 
return to the city for the privileges they enjoy in the public 
streets. 

This custom is so general that the claim that it would 
impose a burden upon corporations so serious as to impair 
their usefulness does not seem to have any force, and it 
is difficult to understand why such a result would be brought 
about in this city, or why the effect of such a system upon 
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corporations should be any different in Boston than in other 
cities. 

It will be observed, upon examining the communications, 
that the local telephone companies of Amsterdam pay to the 
city, annually, 214 per cent. of their gross receipts; in St. 
Louis, 5 per cent. of gross receipts ; and in Philadelphia, one 
dollar annually for each old pole, and five dollars for each 
new pole, used for the support of wires. Street-railway 
companies also pay large amounts for their locations. In 
Amsterdam they pay 4 per cent. of gross receipts, annually ; 
in Baltimore, 9 per cent. of gross receipts, with an additional 
tax on each car; in Newark, 24 per cent. of capital stock ; in 
Providence, a certain fixed sum; in St. Louis, a percentage 
of gross receipts on a sliding scale ; while in New York State 
all street-railway franchises are now sold at auction for the 
highest offer above a certain fixed percentage of gross re- 
ceipts. 

While it seems to your committee most desirable that 
some return should be secured to the city from the corpora- 
tions who hold and exercise these valuable and exclusive 
rights in the public streets, they appreciate the difficulty of 
introducing any system that will be applicable to all cor- 
porations alike, and will operate fairly in every case, without 
working an injustice to what are undoubtedly looked upon 
as vested rights. The method most generally adopted is to 
require the payment to the city of a percentage of the gross 
receipts. This method may work to advantage in many 
instances, but in the case of a street-railway, telephone, or 
electric-light company, having its tracks or lines in different 
municipalities, it would be difficult to adjust the rate pro- 
portionately. In addition to this, it is not always possible 
to ascertain what a company’s receipts actually are. The 
special tax upon each car of a street-railway company, such 
as is levied in Baltimore, might tend to deter the company 
from furnishing adequate and proper accommodations for the 
community, especially if the fee, as in Baltimore, is greater 
for a new car than for an old one. The system is also open 
to objection as not being applicable to all corporations. 

As regards the auction system, which has been adopted in 
New York, your committee are of the opinion that it would 
not operate satisfactorily in Boston under the present state 
of affairs, particularly in reference to granting street-railway 
locations. If a street-railway extension became necessary, 
and the proposed new location was offered at auction, a sys- 
tem of competition would at once be introduced in opposition 
to the present system of monopoly, which has received the 
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sanction of the legislature. A further objection to the sys- 
tem appears to be, that it would tend to prevent a judicious 
and necessary railroad extension, on account of the reluctance 
which a corporation would evince to risk its rights upon the 
uncertainty of a public auction. 

Your committee are, however, favorably impressed with 
the method adopted in the city of Philadelphia, whereby a 
special annual fee is paid to the city for each pole belonging 
to the telegraph and telephone companies. The principle 
which underlies this system requires each corporation to pay 
a fixed sum for their special use of the public streets, and 
this sum is precisely proportionate to the extent of such 
use. The chief advantage of this system arises from the 
fact that it can be applied with equal fairness to each and 
veery corporation enjoying the privileges granted them by 
the city. Thus, a street-railway company might be required 
to pay the city a fixed sum for each mile of track located in 
the streets; telephone and other companies, operating lines 
of electric wires, to pay so much for each pole erected ; and 
companies making use of pipes and conduits, underground, a 
fixed sum per mile of pipe, etc. 

In our own city, as has been stated, no direct return is 
made by the various corporations for the privileges they re- 
ceive from the city. It is true that these corporations gen- 
erally assume the care of the portion of the street they 
occupy, and are held responsible for accidents and damages 
occasioned by their constructions upon and over the streets ; 
but this cannot be considered in the light of a direct benefit 
to the city, for it is, in fact, no more than is required in cities 
where a direct return is exacted from the corporations. 

Your committee are not prepared, at this time, to recom- 
mend any specific method of securing a return from corpo- 
rations for the use of streets, although they desire to express 
themselves in favor of the principle, for there seems to be 
no valid reason why the city of Boston should not obtain 
some substantial remuneration from these corporations as 
well as other cities, both in this country and abroad. 

That our citizens are interested in the subject is evidenced 
by the action of the popular branch of the legislature 
during its last session, in passing a bill requiring that privi- 
leges granted by cities should be sold at auction, and that 
this public interest has, in a large measure, resulted from 
the labors of the several committees of the city council 
during the past three years there can be but little doubt. 
The people of Boston are proverbially conservative in their 
ideas, and reluctant to depart from long-established methods 
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of procedure; but we should not be unwilling to introduce 
into our municipal government any business principles that 
the experience of other cities teaches us are Wise and just, 
and if it is necessary to educate public sentiment to this point 
in our city, the city council and its committees should not 
desist from the task until the desired result is attained. The 
favorable consideration of the bill, by the house of repre- 
sentatives, indicates the public interest in the matter, and 
tends to show that the complex question in its various 
phases might also be favorably considered if properly in- 
troduced before the legislature. 

As it appears that the city, at present, has not the authority 
to secure a return from corporations to whom privileges are 
granted for the use of streets, it will be necessary to apply 
to the legislature for further power, and the committee 
accordingly recommend the passage of the following order.

BALTIMORE. 
Mayor’s Orrice, Battrmore, March 1, 1888. 
Hon. Cuaries H. Atten, Chairman of Committee : — 


Sir, — Referring to your letter of February 24, I beg to say that 
in regard to the railroad companies (street), some twenty-five 
years ago the city granted the first franchise to a company to lay 
tracks, the city exacting from them 20 per cent. of their gross 
earnings, besides making them pay on their real estate and 
stock, that is to say, on the real estate in the city of Baltimore, 
all the State and city tawes, and on the stock of the companies the 
State taxes only. After some years they reduced the tax on gross 
earnings to 12 per cent., all other taxes remaining the same. At 
the present time the city is charging the various companies 9 per 
cent. of their gross earnings, all the city and State taxes as for- 
merly, besides the further charge of $5.50 per annum for each new 
ear, and $5 per annum for each old car. In addition to this, they 
are obliged to keep the street in repair for 2 feet outside of the 
outer rail. The City Passenger Railroad Companies paid last 
year on $755,566.25. 

In regard to gas companies, we assess them on their real 
estate, and charge them at the rate of $5,000 per mile for pipe, 
etc., in making the tax bill, but we exempt all the actual plant. 

From telegraph and telephone companies we do not get any- 
thing.

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porations are not bound by ordinance of the city to make any such 
compensation. The Legislature of the State has recently enacted 
a law applicable to all cities and villages in the State, providing 
for the sale at auction of franchises to street-railroad companies. 
(Laws of 1886, Chapters 65 and 642, amended by Laws of 1887, 
Chapter 622.) 

The law is believed to be a good one, but under it our city is 
now involved in a considerable litigation.

Dear Sir, — Your letter bearing date March 7, 1890, re- 
ferring toaletter written from this office in 1888 regarding street- 
railway franchises and litigation over the same, is at hand. The 
letter referred to was written by my predecessor, and there is 
no copy of the same in this office. The litigation referred to 
was over the sufficiency of the bonds that were tendered by the 
company which bid off a franchise. You were probably informed 
that the franchise was bid off for 36 per cent. of the gross receipts. 
The court declared that the bond which was tendered by the 
company was sufficient and proper. The road has been built by 
the company, and on September 30, 1889, the road had been 
in operation three months. Sometime after September 30th the 
company paid to the City Treasurer $340.35, accompanied by a 
verified statement that that amount was 36 per cent. of the gross 
receipts of the road for three months. Nothing has been paid 
since then, and no steps have been taken to ascertain whether or 
not the amount paid for the first quarter was all that was due to 
the city. 

Within two months the city has advertised and sold fifty miles 
of street-railway franchises to the highest bidder, and the same 
were bid off at 112 per cent. of the gross receipts. The corpo- 
ration to which these franchises were sold has not yet given 
a bond, nor have any steps been taken to build the road.

1. What is the method of granting locations and franchises to 
private corporations for the use of streets for any purpose what- 
ever? 

By ordinance passed by the City Council. 

2° What conditions are imposed upon the corporations relative 
to the care of streets wherein they have been granted location, ete. ? 

The conditions vary according to the business to be carried on. 
I enclose a street-railway ordinance, one granting a franchise to a 
gas company, and another granting rights to an electric-light com- 
pany. ‘The provisions of these ordinances embody about all the 
ordinary conditions which are imposed. 

3. What privileges or advantage does the city secure from the 
corporations on account of the grant made to them? 

The Underground Conduit Company gives the city space for its 
wires, and the street-railway companies pay a license of $50 a car 
on the basis mentioned. None of the other corporations which 
use the streets pay anything beyond the usual taxes.

MEMORANDA TOUCHING THE USE OF THE STREETS 
IN THE CITY OF NEW YORK BY PRIVATE COR- 
PORATIONS. 

I. RAILROADS. 


A. Methods of granting of franchises and locations thereunder? 

a. Under the general street-railroad Act, Laws of 1884, Chap- 
ter 252. The location is fixed by the articles of association, sub- 
ject (1) to the consent of the local authorities, 7.e., vote of 
Common .Council subject to veto of Mayor; (2) to the consent of 
the property-owners, owning two-thirds in value of abutting prop- 
erty, or, in default thereof, a favorable determination of commis- 
sioners appointed by the Supreme Court. (Laws of 1884, Chapter 
252, Sections 1, 2, 8, 4, 5.) The consent of the property-owners, 
or the determination in lieu thereof, must be obtained within two 
years after obtaining the consent of the local authorities. (Laws 
of 1886, Chapter 642, Section 2. Amend. Laws of 1887, Chapter 
212, Section 1.) 

b. Under special charters granted by the Legislature; ¢.g., 
Arcade R.R. Act, Laws of 1886, Chapter 312. 

But now the Legislature is prohibited from passing any private 
or local bill . . . granting to any corporation the right to 
lay down railroad tracks. (Constit., Art. III., Section 18.) 

B. Conditions imposed as to care of streets? 

Railroads constructed under the General Act must keep in re- 
pair, under the supervision of the local authorities, its rails and so 
much of the street as is included between its tracks and extends 
two feet beyond its tracks on either side. (Laws of 1884, Chapter 
252, Section 9.) 

C. Railroads constructed under the General Act must pay 3 
per cent. of their gross receipts for the first five years of their 
operation, and 5 per cent. thereafter. (Laws of 1884, Chapter 
252, Section 8.) 

When an application is made to the city authorities for permis- 
sion to lay down tracks, such right shall be sold at public auction, 
the bids to be based upon a percentage of the gross receipts; but 
no bid shall be accepted for less than 8 per cent. thereof for the 
first five years, and 5 per cent. thereafter. (Laws of 1886, 
Chapter 642.) 

The Arcade Road must pay 3 per cent. of its gross receipts. 
(Laws of 1886, Chapter 312, Section 7.) 


Il. Opentinc oF STREET—-SURFACES FOR THE PURPOSE OF LAYING 
PIPES, ETC. 


A. Methods of granting franchises and locations thereunder ? 

a. Gas companies may be organized under Chapter 37, Laws 
of 1848. By Section 18 it is provided that such corporations may 
lay conductors through streets, etc., with the consent of the local 
authorities and under such reasonable regulations as they may 
prescribe. 
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By Chapter 512, Laws of 1879, it is provided that companies 
organized under Chapter 37, Laws of 1848, may use electricity. 

b. Steam-heating companies may be organized under the 
Manufacturing Corporations Act (Laws of 1848, Chapter 40), or 
under the Business Corporations Act (Laws of 1875, Chapter 611), 
and they may lay pipes in cities, subject to reasonable regulations 
and conditions prescribed by the local authorities. 

B. Conditions imposed? (Laws of 1882, Chapter 410, Sec- 
tion 86.) The Common Council shall have power to make 
ordinances . . . 45, to regulate the opening of street surfaces, 
the laying of gas and water mains, the building and repairing of 
sewers, and the erecting of gas-lights. 

A resolution of Board of Aldermen, of Dec. 21, approved Dee. 
23, 1876 (Proceeding 1876, p. 413), granted permission to all in- 
corporated gas companies to lay pipes in streets under conditions 
prescribed by the Mayor, Comptroller, and Commissioner of 
Public Works. 

By Chapter 276, Laws of 1883, and Chapter 287, Laws of 1884, 
it was made unlawful for the Common Council to grant licenses to 
lay pipes for gas, steam, or other fluids, unless two-thirds in 
number of the abutting owners, owning two-thirds of property 
fronting on the street, shall petition the Common Council therefor. 


III. TeLtecGrarH PoLtes AND ELECTRICAL WIRES. 


The regulation of these is under the supervision and control of 
the Board of Electrical Control. (Chapter 499, Laws of 1885; 
Chapter 503, Laws of 1886; Chapter 716, Laws of 1887.) 

In New York the Board is appointed by the Mayor, Comp- 
troller, and Commissioner of Public Works; the members are 
removable for cause by the Governor; vacancies to be filled by 
the Governor; salary, $5,000; Mayor ew efficio member of Board. 

No poles can be erected or underground conduits built except 
by permission and under the direction of the Board. 

The Board has power to make ready for use a general plan of 
subways, and may compel all telegraph corporations, etc., to use 
such subway, and they must remove their poles and wires, etc., 
on ninety days’ notice. 

All work to be done in the street under these Acts shall be 
subject to regulations made by the local authorities.

Sir, — Your letter of the 10th inst. relative to revenues from 
franchises, to His Honor the Mayor, has been referred to this 
department for reply. 

You inquire whether there has been any change in the condition 
of affairs in respect to franchises since 1888, when information 


— 
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relative 1o revenues from franchises was furnished by this depart- 
ment; and say that’ you understand additional laws have been 
enacted, and if so, that vou would like to be informed of their 
scope and operation. 

No laws have been enacted recently by the Legislature of this 
State affecting city franchises. The last act passed relating to 
street railroads is Chapter 642 of the Laws of 1886, slightly 
amending Chapter 252 of the Laws of 1884, which provides for 
the sale at public auction of the franchise of surface railroads, 
the competition bids being a premium or percentage above a 
compensation of a percentage upon gross receipts of the rail- 
road, which is fixed by the statute at three per cent. of the gross 
receipts for the first five years, and five per cent. thereafter, 
payable annually. 

These laws are the statutes now in force for the granting of sur- 
face street-railroad franchises in this city. Three franchises have 
been sold for cross-town railroads, — one for a road between the 
East and Hudson rivers, through Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth 
streets, which is now being constructed for horses as a motive- 
power. The bid on this road, in addition to the percentages fixed 
by statute, was twenty-nine and two-tenths (29.2) per centum of 
the gross receipts. 

The other, also between the rivers, through Fulton street, which 
has been partly constructed with the Knight-Bently Electric system 
as amotor, which has been suspended. ‘The bid on this road, in 
addition to the statute percentages, was twenty-five (25) per cen- 
tum of the gross receipts. 

On the 24th ult. a sale at auction was made of the street rail- 
road from river to river, beginning at foot of Grand street, East 
river, across the city, as described in the advertisement of sale, 
a copy of which is herewith enclosed, containing the terms and 
conditions on which the franchise is sold and granted as authorized 
by the Common Council. 

The highest bid for this road was three per centum of the gross 
receipts in addition to the percentages provided for by statute.

Dear Sir, — His Honor the Mayor directs me to state in reply 
to your communication of 10th inst., that it is held in this State 
that the streets and highways are the property of the Common- 
wealth, and that corporations chartered by the State are permitted 
to occupy them, subject to such rules and regulations as the muni- 
cipality governing them may ordain. 

In reply to your specific inquiries as to the method of granting 
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franchises for the use of streets to private corporations, this privi- 
lege is granted by the State in the act of incorporation, the 
locations are subject to ordinances of councils, which ordinances 
first have the consideration of either the Board of Highway Super- 
visors or the Chief of the Electrical Bureau, or both, if necessary. 
In reply to your second inquiry, relative to conditions imposed for 
care of streets, the corporations are required to keep the streets 
upon or under which their structures are built in good repair for 
the period of three (3) years, except in the case of city passenger- 
railways, which are required to keep the streets occupied by them 
in good order from curb to curb during occupancy. 

In reply to your third inquiry, as to what privilege or advantage 
the city derives on account of grants made, the city receives an 
annual license of fifty dollars ($50) for each two-horse, and 
twenty-five dollars ($25) for each one-horse, car. 

Underground electrical conduit companies are required to fur- 
nish three (3) wires in their conduits for the use of the city with- 
out charge. ‘Telephone and telegraph companies (overhead wires) 
pay one dollar per annum for each pole, also five dollars for each 
new pole erected; and where poles belonging to the city are used, 
fifty cents per annum for each attachment thereto. The city re- 
serves the right to use a certain portion of the telegraph poles, 
other than its own, erected during the past few years, to string 
city wires; for this use no compensation is allowed the owners by 
the city. 

Enclosed find a copy of the Rules and Regulations of the Board 
of Highway Supervisors.

The Union Railroad Company pays to the city $8,000 annually 
for the privilege of using the streets, besides keeping in repair be- 
tween the tracks and eighteen inches each side thereof. 

The New York & New England Railroad pays a small sum for 
the privilege of hauling cars through certain streets.

Drak Sir, — In response to your letter of inquiry, I would say 
that our street-railroad companies pay nothing to the city for ‘heir 
franchises. 

Indirectly, they make some return in two ways : — 

First. They pay a license of $15 per annum on each car. 

Second. ‘They are obliged to keep the streets through which 
they run in repair, between their rails, and, if they have double 
tracks, then between their tracks and for two feet outside of the 
outside rails. All our street railroads are surface roads. 
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The income of one of these companies, with several branches of 
feeders, is $1,000,000 per annum ; its profits, $600,000 per annum ; 
fare, five cents.

Dear Sir, — Your letter of inquiry of the 24th of February was 
received by Mayor Francis, who has investigated the matter and 
directed me to make the following reply : — 

When franchises were first granted street-railroad companies, 
the city received no consideration therefor; but since 1881 it has 
been the policy of the city to require the payment of a certain 
percentage of the gross receipts of the year or half. ‘The rate per 
cent. is fixed separately and in each case; in some cases being 
2 per cent. on $75,000 and less than $100,000, 3 per cent. on 
$100,000 and less than $125,000, 4 per cent. on $125,000 and less 
than $150,000, and 4 per cent. for each additional $25,000 or 
fraction of $25,000 of the gross receipts; others pay 3 per cent. 
first five years, 4 per cent. second period of five years, and 5 per 
cent. thereafter during the continuation of the franchise. In cases 
of extension of franchise where the first term had expired, a fixed 
amount is required to be paid annually or semi-annually, the same 
road paying different amounts during different periods of the con- 
tinuation of their franchise. 

Electric light and power companies are required to pay 25 per 
cent. of their gross receipts until 1890, and 5 per cent. thereafter. 

Telephone companies are required to pay either 24 per cent. of 
their gross receipts until 1890, and 5 per cent. thereafter, or $5 
per pole per annum. 

One of the yas companies is required to pay 24 per cent. of its 
gross receipts into the treasury semi-annually for gas furnished for 
heating purposes. 

The policy of charging a reasonable percentage of the gross 
receipts is, in the opinion of Mayor Francis, the best, as it is the 
most advantageous to the city and least burdensome to the corpo- 
rations.

The fee of the streets, avenues, etc., of the city of Washington 
isin the U.S. (Van Ness v. Washington City, 4th Peters, 232.) 

First. Congress alone has power to grant or confer an ease- 
ment or special privilege to any person, corporate or other, to 
use any part of a street for any purpose in derogation of the pub- 
lic uses. This by legislative act. (Coms. D. C. v. B. & P. R.R. 
Co., 114 U. S., 453. See my late Report, p. 33, Senate Commit- 
tee’s publication, where this is more broadly set forth.) 

Second. The grantee company is required to conform to the 
prescribed grade of the streets it occupies, however often changed, 
and to keep well paved and in good repair the surface it occupies, 
and for two feet outside its exterior rails, as may be required. 
This is required of street-railroad companies. Steam railroads 
conform to grade, and, save in specified instances, have no care of 
streets. 

Third. ‘The street-railroad companies are charged six dollars a 
license tax on each car used, the only tax known to me on a com- 
pany’s franchise. All railroad property within the district is held 
at the same rate of taxation as all other property.

EXTRACTS FROM COMMUNICATIONS RECEIVED FROM 
FOREIGN CITIES RELATIVE TO THE USE OF 
STREETS BY PRIVATE CORPORATIONS. 


AMSTERDAM. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


AGREEMENT under which the right is granted to the Amster- 
dam Omnibus Company to construct and operate Tramways on 
certain public streets. 


The City Government of Amsterdam, upon a petition of the 
Amsterdam Omnibus Co., praying for the right to construct upon 
certain public streets, rails to be used as a Horse Railway, have 
hereby concluded to grant their petition under the following con- 
ditions and limitations : 

1. A charter is granted for a period of 29 years. + 

2. The city government will not grant a charter to any other 
petitioner or corporation, for the term of years above stated, with 
the proviso, however, that if the public convenience requires, or the 
city government demands, that the lines of the existing company 
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be extended, and said company refuses to so extend, concessions 
may be granted to other petitioners, in the event of which this 
company must allow such other grantees to cross, or connect with 
their lines, if necessary, without claiming damages. 

3. In the event of charters being granted to others, the present 
company shall have the option of amalgamating such others into a 
joint company; a refusal of which on their part shall be con- 
sidered in the nature of a refusal to extend according to Article 
2, and as such acted upon. 

4. The material used in the operation of the railway must be 
approved by the Burgomaster and his Council; transportation must 
be conducted by means of horses, unless other methods are sug- 
gested, which, however, will not be permitted without approval of 
the Municipal Legislature. 

5. All expenses for widening streets, lowering bridges, etc., 
must be paid by the company. 

6. Double tracks must be placed wherever practicable, and 
upon order of the Burgomaster and his Council. 

7. The number of passengers for each vehicle, either inside or 
outside, must be stipulated by the Burgomaster, and a notice of 
the same must be conspicuously placed in said vehicle. 

8. The directors of the company shall cause a tariff of trans- 
portation for passengers to be conspicuously placed within and 
outside of their cars; said tariff not to be increased unless 
approved by the Burgomaster and his Council. 

9. The company shall place at the disposal of the Burgomaster 
twelve free transportation tickets, or passes, at the beginning of 
each year, for the use solely of city officials. 

10. The hours of starting and terminating the travel of the 
cars must be regulated by the company, subject to the approval 
of the Burgomaster and his Council, due notice of which must be 
conspicuously placed within and outside of each car. 

11. The company must immediately comply with all ordinances 
issued by the Burgomaster, Municipal Legislature, or Board of Police, 
relating to the use of the public streets, or for the maintenance of 
good order in their cars, without the right to claim any damages 
for actual or supposed loss, which they may claim to have sus- 
tained through the due exercise of the authority comprehended in 
such ordinances. 

12. The chief of police, or his subordinates, through him, shall 
have the right to issue such orders as will tend to the public safety 
and to the promotion of good order. Employees of the company 
not complying with such orders, or meeting the same with unbe- 
coming language, whether to a police officer or an ordinary pas- 
senger, may be suspended for a term not exceeding one month. 

13. The charter granted to this company may not be transferred 
to any other company or persons without approval of and by the 
Municipal Legislature. 

14. The indemnity of the company to the city shall be five per 
cent. of the gross receipts of transportation, to be paid each and 
every year, from the time the charter is granted until its expiration. 
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In these receipts are also included indemnities received from other 
corporations by this company for use of their lines. 

15. Should the company in any year (after having paid all 
expenses, including interest, reduction of its debt, indemnity to the 
city, etc.) declare a dividend above eight per cent., the compensation 
to the city shall be increased one-half of one per cent. of the gross 
receipts for each per cent. of such excess of dividend, and for frac- 
tional parts of a per cent. in proportion. 

16. The directors of the company must transmit to the Burgo- 
master and his Council, during the month of January of each year, 
a written statement of all money received for transportation dur- 
ing the past year, together with all such documents as may be 
required by said officials. 

17. The amount of indemnity is immediately thereupon payable, 
together with the possible increase of the indemnity as mentioned 
in “article fifteen ; such payments to be made upon demand of the 
Burgomaster. 

18. The Burgomaster and his Council have the right at all times 
to order the investigation of the company’s books, by one or 
more competent persons, to be appointed by the District Court of 
Amsterdam. 

19. The indemnity above mentioned does not comprehend com- 
pensation for the use of public grounds or waters, as for this 
privilege an additional sum (to be specified in and by a special 
ordinance) is to be paid into the city treasury. 

20. The charter may be revoked, viz. : — 

a. For neglect to fulfil the obligations herein prescribed. 

b. By failure to meet payments. 

c. For unsatisfactory construction. 

d. In the event of the city assuming control of street-railway 
operations. 

21. At the expiration of its charter, or in the event of its 
being revoked, the city authorities claim the option of purchasing 
all stables, buildings, real estate, and rolling stock for an amount 
to be determined through its appraisal by three competent persons 
appointed by the District Court of Amsterdam. Should the 
city government and the company mutually agree upon these 
appraisers, such appointment by the court shall not be required. 

In case the city does not claim the option of purchasing, it shall 
be the duty of the company to remove all obstructions, restore 
the streets and public highways to their former condition, all this 
to be done within such a time as may be determined by the city 
authorities, without their having the right to claim damages. 

If the restoration be not accomplished satisfactorily, the city 
will undertake it at the expense of the company. 

The repairing of streets and public ways must be done during 
the night (if practicable), so that the public travel will not be 
obstructed. 

In the event of such work being done by the city, payment for 
the expense incurred must be made on demand. 

The opening of the streets to repair or renew any works on the 
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railway cannot be done without permission of the Burgomaster 
and his Council, and, according to law, must (if practicable) be 
done during the night. 

The company must respect concessions already granted, or 
those to be granted, to gas, water, telegraph, telephone, or other 
companies, even if in the judgment of the Burgomaster and 
Council said corporations find it necessary to operate their works 
under or above the works of the railway, and no damages can be 
claimed if thereby their service to the public may be temporarily 
suspended. 

Should the interests of the city require that the rails of the 
company should be temporarily removed for the purpose of improy- 
ing or beautifying the. public ways, compliance shall be made 
at once, upon an order from the Burgomaster and his Council, 
without the city being liable for damages. 

For the permanent removal of the whole or a portion of their 
lines, the city must indemnify the company, the amount of which 
to be determined by experts. 

By the remonstrance of taxpayers, ‘removal or replacing of 
tracks may be ordered by the Burgomaster or the Municipal Legis- 
lature, but the remonstrants must pay damages to the company, 
the amount of which to be determined by experts. 

22. The streets and ways between the rails must be kept clean, 
and, when necessary, sprinkled by the company. 

23. For the proper compliance with the stipulations of the 
charter hereby granted, the company must guarantee the city, by 
placing at its disposal at the office of the City Collector a guaranty 
fund of 10,000 florins, in Netherlands currency, out of which 
the Municipal Legislature proposes to indemnify the city, without 
any form of process, for the cost of repairing damages done to 
public property. 

Should this guaranty fund be insufficient to cover the cost above 
mentioned, the Burgomaster and Council shall have the right to 
increase the same. 

24. If within the stipulated time, as fixed by the Municipal 
Legislature, the original amvunt of 10,000 florins has not been 
supplied, the city authorities shall have the right to take possession 
of one or more railways of the company. 

25. Upon the expiration or revocation of the charter such por- 
tion of the guaranty fund as may remain unexpended, after deduct- 
ing all claims of the city, shall be returned to the company. 

26. In granting this franchise, all former concessions to this 
company expire on this day. 

27. <All points of difference which may arise in granting con- 
cessions or upon ordinances relating to or having bearing upon said 
concessions, in which the decisions of the Burgomaster, Council, or 
Legislature prove unsatisfactory, the District Court of Amsterdam 
shall, by mutual consent of the interested parties, appoint three 
competent persons who shall act as arbitrators. 

28. All arbitrators, appraisers, or experts must be appointed 
in the same manner, unless otherwise resolved. 
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A CONCESSION to establish and operate ‘+ Telephonic Connec- 
tions ” intended for public use, within the corporation of Amster- 
dam, granted Sept. 7, 1880, to ‘‘ International Bell Telephone 
Co., Limited,” and by them transferred to Nederlandsche Bell 
Telephone Co., Dec. 8, ’80. 


The City Council of Amsterdam hereby grants to the Interna- 
tional Bell Telephone Co., for a period of fifteen years, the exclu- 
sive right to furnish and operate for the public benefit, telephonic 
connections in the City of Amsterdam, including the right to use 
such on public buildings and properties, under the following con- 
ditions : — 

Ist. That the grantees will not be allowed to lay their wires on 
any of the public ways or water-works of the city unless their plans 
be submitted to the Burgomaster (Mayor) and his Executive 
Council for their approval. 

2d. That such approval does not include any authority or 
power to connect their works on any private property, the grantees 
being obliged to make special terms for such with holders of said 
private property. | 

3d. That the Burgomaster and his Council must have the right 
to control the construction of the works on the public roads and 
waters, and on all public buildings and properties, to stipulate the 
time of work, and devise such methods as shall guarantee the 
public safety. 

Ath. That the grantees shall be responsible for all such precau- 
tionary. measures, and for the expense thereby incurred, and also 
for the restitution of and damages to such public or private prop- 
erty as may thereby be involved. 

5th. That all expenses that may be advanced by the city shall 
be payable on demand. 

6th. That in guarantee of said payment, the grantees must 
furnish a surety of 10,000 florins in the currency of the Nether- 
lands, together with an authorization to the Burgomaster and his 
Council, granting them the right to reimburse the city from said 
fund for all damages incurred; the grantees to further obligate 
themselves upon demand to renew the surety for its original 
amount. 

7th. a. That for the connection of a local or branch office with the 
central office, including service delivery, and use of all necessary 
machinery, a sum not exceeding 1/8 florins shall be demanded ; 
which sum may be reduced after 5 years by the city authorities ; — it 
shall, however, not be reduced so as to bring it lower than the 
charges which are made in London, Paris, and New York. 

6. That if the proprietor or tenant of a local wishes to have 
his office connected with the Central Bureau, his request shall be 
complied with, upon condition, that if his office is situated outside 
of the city limits, the Burgomaster and Council shall have the 
right to relieve them from said obligations. | 

Sth. That connections (including service, etc.) between the Central 
Bureau and public buildings be maintained free of charge. 
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9th. That the said grantees shall pay annually to the city, before 
the 31st day of: May, a sum equivalent to twenty-one and a half per 
cent. of the gross receipts of the past calendar year; and that their 
books shall always be ready for inspection, either by the Burgo- 
master and his Council, or by any person delegated by them; the 
books used by the grantees must be attested by a member of the 
Municipal Legislature. 

10th. That the service corps cannot be established without the 
approval of the Burgomaster and his Council. 

11th. That no franchise can be transferred without the approval 
of the Municipal Legislature. 

12th. That the franchise may be revoked under the following 
conditions : — 

a. If it is not entered upon within three months from date 
without sufficient reason. 

6. If within one year, after permission has been granted, no 
Central Bureau has been opened, and brought into working order. 

c. If within three months, after due demand has been made of 
moneys due to the city, they have failed to make such payment; 
when access to the books is refused, or a transfer of its franchise 
made without the approval of the Municipal Legislature. 

d. If inthe judgment of the Municipal Legislature the operation 
is conducted in such a manner that the public interests demand its 
repeal or withdrawal. 

I3th. That in the event of a revoking of the franchise, the city 
authorities shall have the power to seize and appropriate all property 
and machinery belonging to the grantees, and have the same ap- 
praised by three competent persons appointed by the District Court. 

14th. That, in the event of no seizure taking place, the grantees 
must obligate themselves to remove everything which is to be found 
on or above the public roads or above the buildings, the manner and 
terms under which this shall be done to be determined by the Munic- 
ipal Council. 


Extract from a report of the Burgomaster and Executive Council 
to the Municipal Legislature, regarding telephonic connections with 
all public buildings and institutions, consisting of that portion that 
relates to terms and limitations which were approved by the Munic- 
ipal Legislature and agreed to by the Nederlandsche Bell Telephone 
Company. 

Ist. That the company, at its own expense, shall construct a 
central station, in the vicinity of the Town Hall, for the connection of 
seventy-five city posts or stations, three of which are to have con- 
nections with all subscribers. 

2d. That of these, thirty shall be placed and maintained, with all 
the necessary appliances, at the expense of the company. 

3d. That if more than thirty connections are desired, they 
shall be made, delivered, and maintained, at the rate of sixty 
florins per year, for each station, being equal to about one-half of 
the charges to private subscribers. 

4th. That for the term of two years the company shall serve the 
Central Bureau or office, night and day, withovt any charges. 
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5th. That the connections thus to be placed by the grantees are 
not to be inferior in quality to those used by the general public. 


BERLIN. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


‘¢'The different questions propounded by you are, in their de- 
tails, not regulated by provisions of law. It is, however, a con- 
trolling rule that public streets and places, squares, etc., owned by 
the community, cannot be used for any other purpose than for 
walking, driving, and riding. The use for particular purposes is 
subject to special agreements with contractors; but it is self- 
evident that the prerogatives of the authorities are carefully 
guarded to protect the interests of police requirements.” 


Not only in Berlin, but in all of the larger cities of Germany, 
the municipalities have the exclusive right to control the streets ; 
no perpetual or even greatly extended privileges whatsoever are 
granted, and all applications subordinated to close scrutiny before 
they are allowed. Conflicts between the authorities and private 
corporations are thus prevented, transgressions of the latter liable 
to severe penalties. The discipline of the streets of Berlin is per- 
haps superior to that of any other large city of Europe. The city 
grants no favors unless the community in general receives adequate 
and full returns. 

It must be admitted that the authorities here are less exposed to 
the vicissitudes of American municipalities, and the scrupulous re- 
tention of experienced men in office has greatly aided in establish- 
ing the present creditable condition of the municipal administration 
of Berlin. 

It may be of interest to you to know how the clearing of the 
streets is managed in Berlin. 

Towards midnight of every day near one thousand men, dis- 
tributed in twenty districts, commence their work. ‘The streets, 
avenues, etc., represent a length of about one hundred and fifty 
German miles. Over two thousand brooms, four hundred shovels 
and scoops, one hundred rakes, and three hundred picks are used. 
Machines rake up the heaviest dirt, and are followed by the work- 
men, who do the cleaning in detail, while numerous wagons carry 
at once the accumulations beyond the city limits. Precisely at 
eight o’clock the night work ceases; the milk-wagons just make 
their appearance, and the horses strew their ‘* golden apples” to 
the delight of the sparrows, but to the dissatisfaction of the day 
force of the sweepers (one-fifth of the night force), who are now 
placed on duty. The chief employment of the day force is the 
sweeping up of horse-manure, which is raked towards certain re- 
ceptacles of cast-iron sunk in the ground, on which, in rainy 
weather, copious amounts of sand are strewn. Only the main 
streets are cleaned every day; less frequented streets, three times 
a week. 

The annual expenses amount to one and one-half million of 
marks, which, however, are covered, to some extent, by receipts. 
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The street railroads pay annually eighty-five thousand marks and 
upwards for the municipal cleaning of their roads. 

To the regular expenditures for street-cleaning must be added 
those for the removal of the snow during the winter, amounting 
last winter to no less than one-half million of marks. ? 

The streets were covered with 175,000 cubic meters of snow, 
representing 875,000 loads. If 6,000 loads were removed daily, 
140 days would have been required for the work. Fortunately, 
the sun came to the rescue, and lightened the work of the men. 
The latter are well-treated, and receive about seventy-five cents 
per day, are furnished with proper clothing, and carefully superin- 
tended. Only men of good repute and habits, possessing the 
necessary physical ability, are employed. The work is equally 
distributed, and though generally at labor for nine hours each day, 
much care is taken that no one is overworked, and no necessity 
exists to compensate the men for so-called extra work. If heavy 
snow-falls require an augmentation of the regular force of street- 
sweepers, additional laborers are employed, and generally selected 
from people engaged in building trades, who during the winter are 
without work. ‘Their pay is two to two one-half marks per day. 
The latter are, however, not furnished with clothing. 

The new drainage system of the city is, to some extent, com- 
pleted, and aids to keep Berlin clean. 

The electric light is to be introduced generally. 


BRUSSELS. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


AMERICAN Horse RatLroaps, OR TRAMWAYS, OF THE CiTy OF 


BRUSSELS. 


The city will impose an annual tax of fifteen dollars upon each 
car, during the first five years, at the end of that period said tax 
to be increased twenty-five francs, or five dollars, each year, until 
the tax has reached two hundred and fifty francs, or fifty dollars. 
One-fourth of said tax will be imposed upon all extra cars used by 
the company throughout the year. 

During the present concession, which is thirty-seven years, the 
company will pay to the city an annual tax of 500 francs, or one 
hundred dollars, per car. 

The City offers to the highest bidder the said road at the rate of 
fifteen hundred francs, or three hundred dollars, per kilometer, 
giving the preference to the present horse-car companies of Brus- 
sels. Said concession to last thirty-five years. 

During the building of said road a city inspector will have the 
charge of inspecting the building of the road, and will receive fifty 
francs per month per kilometer, and twenty francs per month after 
the road is completed. 

A kilometric tax will have to be paid annually by horse-car com- 
panies during the time of its concession, at the rate of fifteen 
hundred frances, or three hundred dollars, per kilometer. 
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At the time fixed for the expiration of the company’s conces- 
sion, it will have to be in perfect order, and if during the last five 
years the company should neglect to do so, the City will have a 
right to take possession of the receipts for the purpose of using 
them to keep the road in good repairs. 


Omnibuses. 


The city reserves itself the right to limit the number of passen- 
gers to be contained in said omnibus. 

A tax of one hundred frances, or twenty dollars, will be paid to 
the city for each omnibus during the first year of the existence of 
the company. Said tax will be maintained or increased each year 
by the decision of the City; the above tax cannot under any con- 
sideration exceed five hundred francs, or one hundred dollars, per 
vehicle, and cannot be increased more than at the rate of fifty 
francs, or ten dollars, per year. 

Any extra omnibuses to be used on holidays, only pay one- 
fourth of the above tax. 

The fare for passengers, either for the whole or part of the dis- 
— tance, is fixed at twenty centimes, or four cents, and the price of the 

transfer check cannot exceed ten centimes, or two cents, extra. 
Military men or public functionaries in uniform cannot be made 
to pay more than ten centimes, or two cents, for the fare ; that re- 
duction not applied to transfer checks. 

Should the company neglect to supply any section of its route 
with its omnibuses, a fine of fifty francs, or ten dollars, for each 
day will be imposed, said fine to be at the profit of the city treas- 
ury. Should such neglect continue for eight days, the contract 
between the company and the City is annulled, and the City will 
have the right to grant said road to another company, compelling 
the delinquents to turn over, within three months, all the material 
to a new company. 

Inspecting by the City of all lines of horse cars will be at the 
expense of the company. 

Said inspectors, whose duties will be to inspect the work- 
ing of line, will be appointed by the City. ? 

The company will have to pay the City for such inspection of 
tramways an annual sum of six thousand francs, or twelve hun- 
dred dollars. 

An annual tax will be paid to the City by said company. 

From the first of May, 1881, to the first of May, 1882, the 
~ annual tax will be eighty-four thousand francs, or one thousand 
six hundred and eighty dollars; and said tax will increase each 
year five hundred franes, or one hundred dollars, beginning May 1, 
1882, and ending April 30, 1902. 

During the ten following years ending April 30, 1912, the an- 
nual increase will be seven hundred and fifty francs, or one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. 

During the third period, from May 1, 1902, to May 1, 1909, the 
annual increase will be one thousand frances, or two hundred dol- 
lars, said tax to be paid monthly. . 
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Cars will be built with the necessary amount of space to con- 
tain the number of passengers fixed by the City. 

Each car will bear the number of persons which it can seat, and 
no larger number will be permitted to ride in it. 

A company desiring to do some work on highways will apply to 
the city authorities for permission to do so, and will specify the 
time required to do the work. For time used beyond the specified 
time a fine of twenty dollars a day will accrue. 

All paving done upon streets occupied by the company, either 
between or outside of rails, will be at the expense of the company. 

The City reserves itself the right to stop, for the time being, the 
running of horse cars, on account of extraordinary circumstances 
which will require it to do so, and the company cannot make the 
City responsible for the damage caused by said interruption. 

The rate of speed for horse cars will be twelve kilometers per 
hour, by order of the City, and horses will be required to walk 
when crossing streets, bridges, and railroad tracks. 

A tariff for any distance on said road, and upon one same car, 
will be ten centimes for second class, and said price can be doubled 
during winter and after ten o’clock in the evening. 

The company will be required to carry free the employees of 
city administration when on active duty. 

Whenever it will be necessary to tear up a pavement between 
the sidewalk and the rails to repair said road, the company will 
have to bear the expense of replacing the pavement. 

The company is required to give bonds, deposited in the city 
treasury, for the fulfilment of its contract with the City. Should 
any fine, imposed upon the company for non-fulfilment of any part 
of its contract, be deducted from said fund, the company will have 
to make it good within three days after notice given. 

The sum to be deposited in the city treasury by said company, 
as security for the fulfilment of its contract, is limited to seventy- 
eight thousand five hundred frances, or fifteen thousand seven hun- 
dred dollars, and can be in the form: of government bonds or a 
loan to the city of Brussels. 


DRESDEN. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


Dresden so far has given a franchise only to a street-railway 
company, the franchise being confined to a specified area, which 
the company is required to maintain and sweep, besides paying a tax, 
determined by the length of track and the amount of traffic over it. 

The City supplies its own gas and water, and will supply its 
own electricity. The telephone and telegraph business is in the 
hands of the Empire. 


FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN. 
Marcu 26, 1888. 
(EXTRACT. ) 
There are three corporations in Frankfort privileged to use 
public streets to carry on their business, viz., one street-railway 
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company and two gas companies. For such privilege the railroad 
corporation is to pay into the city treasury two per cent. of their 
gross receipts (or about 125,000 marks annually), and from each 
of the gas companies — they being of equal capacity — the city 
receives a return of 75,000 marks per annum. 

The principal conditions under which such privileges are granted 
by municipalities are, that corporations using streets on or below 
surface must keep the city harmless from any expense whatsoever 
on account of street repairs necessitated by the acts or negligence 
of said corporations in pursuit of their business. 

The laying of tracks and pipes is to be done in strict compliance 
with rules and conditions prescribed, under supervision and con- 
trol of municipal employees, at the expense of the corporations, 
any and all incidental expenses included. 

I am not aware that distinctions are made between corporations 
operating on or below the surface of the street. In fixing the 
charges for the grant of the privilege, the question only as to the 
relative productiveness of the business seems to be taken into 
consideration. 

The municipality reserves to itself the right to guard the public 
against undue charges of prices, and grants such privileges for a 
certain time, commonly for a period of twenty-five years. Street- 
railroad corporations have to pay for, and have to keep in good 
repair, the pavements between their tracks and alongside of them. 

The water-works are owned and managed by the city, also 
drainage and sewerage ; and even the gas-works would have ere 
this become ‘‘ municipalized,” had it not been for the expectation 
that some time hereafter the electric light would supplant the ‘‘gas.” 


GENEVA. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


There is no general law defining the conditions under which the 
use of the streets is conceded to corporations, and the plan 
adopted, so far as one may be said to exist, must be gathered 
from the several concessions themselves. Setting aside the French 
and Swiss railways, which own the lands they occupy, and the 
telegraph and telephone lines, which, as a branch of the Federal 
postal service, are not a subject of concession by the city, the fol- 
lowing corporations are admitted to the use of the streets : — 

I. La Societé Genevoise pour l Eclairage au Gas (Gas Com- 
pany). According to the Convention of 1856, which expires the 
31st of December, 1895 (Recueil des Reglements, pp. 457-495), 
the city, without prejudice to its control of the public domain, con- 
cedes to the company the exclusive right of laying down gas-pipes, 
etc., within the city limits, the company to execute the necessary 
works at its own expense, upon plans to be approved by the city. 
The service continues subject to inspection of the city, and its 
efficiency is secured by specified penalties. The conditions under 
which lighting and heating by gas are furnished are all prescribed, 
including a tariff of prices. ‘The company pays for its monopoly 
2,500 francs per month, and at the expiration of its Convention 
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(in 1895) surrenders its rights and its plant to the city at a price 
to be determined by arbitration. This Convention may be taken 
as a general model of the subsequent _ ones. 

ll. La Société @Appareillage Hlectrique. The concession to 
this company (for electric lighting and heating) was granted 
March 16, 1887, and expires with the preceding, the 31st of De- 
cember, 1895. It does not confer a monopoly, and, beyond a cer- 
tain point, its net profits go to the city. Moreover, the motive 
power used must be taken, at a price fixed in the concession, from 
the hydraulic works recently constructed by the city on the river 
Rhone. (For details see the ‘* Convention avec La Société 
@ Appareillage Electrique.’’) 

The Gas Company, considering its rights infringed by this con- 
cession, brought suit against the city, but was defeated. 

III. La Compagnie des Tramways de Geneve (Street-Car Com- 
pany). The concession is for fifty years from Jan. 1, 1878. 
The company pays to the city one in one hundred of its gross re- 
ceipts, if these exceed 500,000 francs per annum; if not, two in 
one thousand. It is required to keep the streets it traverses free 
from snow in winter. (For further details see ‘* Recueil des 
Reglements.”’) 

IV. Chemin de Fer Geneve 4 Veyrier (narrow-gauge railway 
to the suburban village of Veyrier). The company pays for the 
privilege, which expires in 1966, 500 frances per kilometre annu- 
ally. (See ‘* Cahier des Charges de la Cie du Chemin de Fer de 
Geneve a Veyrier.’’) 


Although not included in your inquiry, a reference may be made 
to the many concessions of rights to use the streets granted to 
market-gardeners, cab-stands, booths, itinerant vendors and shows, 
and others. Even projections of buildings above the surface of 
the street and beyond the inner line of the pavement are taxed 
according to a fixed tariff. Some of these privileges, as the ob- 
struction of the sidewalks by cafés, are a serious inconvenience to 
the public, but all are made a source of revenue. (See the 
‘‘ Compte Rendu’’ for 1886 of all receipts compared with the 
estimates voted.) 

In general, it may be said that the eminent domain of the city 
over its streets is rigorously enforced, and at the same time utilized 
for all it is worth. 


ABSTRACT FROM THE MUNICIPAL REGULATIONS OF 
THE CITY OF GENEVA, SWITZERLAND. 


CHARGES TO AND ReQuirEMENTS OF Horse-Car CoMPANIES OF 
THE City oF GENEVA. 


The company will have to pave, at its own expense, with 
square blocks, the part of streets macadamized or paved, which 
they will use for the laying out of their road. 
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The width of this paving comprises between the rails, along the 
rails, and a space of twenty-five centimetres on either side. 

To school-children who will pay monthly fares the company will 
be required to deduct twenty-five per cent. (Art. 28, page 415.) 

Will be carried free: (1) All city officers having charge of the 
inspection of the roads of said company, and (2) the letter- 
carriers. 

At the expiration of the time granted to said company (fifty 
years) the city of Geneva will enter into full possession of the 
road, which said company will have turned over in a good state of 
repair. 

The city will have the right to purchase any horse-car company 
located on its territory by paying to the company indemnity. 

The company making use of roads, streets, and squares belong- 
ing to the city will be required to pay in the form of rent to the 
city an annual rent fixed at the rate of one france per hundred 
francs on its gross income. 

Police Commissioners finding any coachman, driver, or con- 
ductor of public carriages and omnibuses failing to comply with 
the municipal regulations, may impose a fine, not to exceed forty 
francs ($8). 

A fine of six francs per day will be imposed upon a gas com- 
pany for each day of delay in not repairing a leaking gas-pipe 
when notified. 

A gas company, as rent for the right granted, will pay monthly 
to the city the sum of twenty-five hundred francs ($200). 

At the expiration of time granted to said gas company the city 
will enter into full possession of all material belonging to the 
company used in the manufacture of gas. 

The price for the transfer of said property will be determined 
by three experts appointed by the city, the gas company, and 
municipal court. 


ELrectrric-Ligot COMPANIES. 


At the end of each year, after the general expenses are 
paid, as well as six per cent. interest on the capital, two-thirds of 
the remaining profits will go to the company, and one-third to the 
city. ) 


Narrow-Gauce RarLroap Company, FROM GENEVA TO VEYRIER. 


-The company making use of streets, boulevards, and squares 
belonging to the city will pay a yearly rentage of five hundred 
francs ($100) per kilometre of road, to the city treasurer. 


THEATRES. 


For the poor, the Police Commissioners will collect from the re- 
ceipts of each performance a sum of fifteen frances ($3). 
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GLASGOW. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


The city is the owner of the plant (not the cars), and leases the 
lines to the Tramway Company. ‘The Act of Parliament was 
obtained in 1871, and under it the city constructed the lines, and 
leased them to the present company for twenty-three years from 
July 1, 1871, upon payment by the company of (1) the interest on 
the total capital expenditure, including all expenses of the act; (2) 
a sinking-fund of three per cent. per annum upon the same total 
expenditure, which will practically free the lines of debt at the ex- 
piration of the lease; (3) a renewal fund of four per cent. per an- 
num on the cost of constructing the permanent way, being, with 
other securities stipulated for, a guaranty to the corporation (of 
the city) that wear and tear will be repaired, and rails and cause- 
way be renewed as required, to the satisfaction of the City Archi- 
tect, and the lines be left in a satisfactory condition on the Ist of 
July, 1894; (4) that a mileage rate of £150 per annum per mile 
of city streets on which tramways are laid be paid to the corpora- 
tion ;‘and (5) that the expenses of management, and all other 
expenses whatsoever, incurred by the corporation, shall be recouped 
by the lessees. 

The terms have been punctually fulfilled by the company. 

As to the above, it may be observed that the low price of iron, 
and the generally low rate of wages, make the construction of 
lines far cheaper than is possible in Boston. 

At present there are seventeen miles six furlongs of lines, and 
the city received last year £2,666 5s. on the lease. 

It is to be observed that there is never any expense for clearing 
lines of snow. 

The fare is one penny (two cents) per mile. A passenger may 
go a single mile, or more. If he passes the boundary, he pays a 
second penny to the guard. 

The Tramway Company formerly divided five or six per cent. 
‘¢ Penny” steamers on the river, and afterwards an underground 
steam-railway competed so sharply that last year the dividend 
was three or four per cent. ‘The tramways are now pushing to the 
suburbs, and expect to regain what they have lost. 

Fashionable people do not often use the tram- -cars, and there are 
far more pedestrians among this vigorous people, in this cool 
climate, than in Boston. ‘The cars are not attractive to one who 
has seen the cars in Boston, being without cushions, without fresh 
paint, and not any too clean. Trips are made with speed and 
regularity. A car seldom wholly stops for one to get on or off. 
No ears go into the region of the Exchange. People here do not 
expect to be carried to their own doors or offices. It is as if 
Cambridge and Charlestown cars stopped at the Revere House, 
and Roxbury cars and South Boston cars did not go north-east of 
Masonic Temple. 

The tops of the cars all have seats for smokers, or for those who 
for any reason prefer the air. No one is allowed to stand inside, 
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nor on either platform. Prosecution at once follows the breach of 
this wholesome rule. 

There are no underground tramways. ‘The underground steam- 
railway has its grant from Parliament. 


HAVRE, FRANCE. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


The tramways traversing this city in different directions are 
owned by one company. Their routes are divided into stations of, 
as near as possible, equal distances, for each station of which a 
fare is charged. 

The cars again are divided into a first and second class. The 
length of the routes is about four miles, and the fare from one end 
to the other twelve cents. 

For the right to take up a station on the public thoroughfares, 
the grantee of such right is bound to pay to the city : — 

1. <A yearly sum of twelve thousand francs for the first two 
years of retrocession. 

2. A yearly sum of fifteen thousand francs for the following 
twelve years. 

3. <A sum of eighteen thousand francs for the last fifteen years 
(a year), without the tax for the right of taking up stations being 
increased under any pretext, or without the grantee being subject 
to any other taxes for taking up such stations. 

The payment has to take place in one instalment only into the 
municipal treasury on the 3d of July of each year. 

Besides this yearly debt owing by the company to the munici- 
pality, the following conditions are incumbent on it : — 

1. To submit to the control of the State, represented by the 
administration of ‘* Bridges and Highways.” 

2. To maintain and repair at their cost the pavement occupied 
by their rails. 

3. To undertake at their own cost any modification the supreme 
administration may require regarding the disposition of their 
route. . 


LIVERPOOL. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


Dear Sir, — The principal company using the streets of this city 
is the Tramways Company. 

The City Council own the tramways, and have leased them for a 
considerable number of years to the company, who pay an annual 
rent of about £30,000. 

The Council also allow companies and individuals to place 
bridges over and tubes under the streets, but these instances are 
very rare. The licensees pay various sums for rent, according to 
the circumstances, and are under very stringent conditions. 

The Gas Company and the Hydraulic Power Company have 
statutory powers to lay pipes in the streets. They pay nothing 
for the privilege, but are required to bear the cost of reinstating 
the streets. : 
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LONDON. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


No corporation or public companies have the right to use either 
the surface of the public ways or the soil beneath them without 
_ having obtained statutory powers to enable them to do so, and 
that no return is made by the corporations or companies for such 
usage, with the exception of tramway companies, who maintain 
certain areas of the road surface immediately adjacent to their 
rails to the satisfaction of the local authority. 

The principal companies having the right to use the subsoil of 
the streets within the city of London and the metropolis generally 
are the gas and water companies, the Hydraulic Power Company, 
and the Postmaster-General, for the purpose of laying pneumatic | 
tubes and telegraph wires, and the privilege has, I imagine, been 
granted them by Parliament upon the assumption that they were 
works of such general public utility as would justify them being 
permitted to break open the public ways, and thus causing for 
the time being considerable public, as well as local, inconvenience. 

The powers of these companies to do this are contained either 
in their special Acts of Parliament or under the Gas-Works Clauses 
Act, 1847; the Water-Works Clauses Act, 1847; the Tramways 
Act of 1870; and the Railway Clauses Consolidation Act. 


MARSEILLES. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


1. The Gas Company has a charter giving it free use of the 
streets for laying pipes and mains during ninety-nine years, when 
all its plant reverts to the city. It therefore pays nothing. 

2. The water-works are municipal property, and they pay 
nothing for the use of streets. 

3. The telegraph is a national institution, which has free use 
of the streets and highways throughout France. 

4, There is no telephone system here. The national govern- 

ment reserves absolute control of all public uses of electricity, and 
when it establishes a general telephone system here it will have 
free use of the streets. 
5. All buildings, walls, and other constructions facing or 
abutting on a public street are assessed as building license a cer- 
tain tax per square meter of the facade. A full tariff of all these 
taxes and classifications will be found on pages 48 to 51, inclu- 
sive, of the ‘‘Reglement de Voire,” herewith enclosed, marked 
Co A ar? 

6. The full Tariff des Droits de Location des Emplacements 
Publies (herewith enclosed, marked ‘* B”’) shows the taxes charged 
per month for all markets, booths, stalls, kiosks, etc., as well as 
fairs, etc., which occupy any part of the public streets, parks, or 
public places. This tariff is so much more complete than any 
translation which could be made within reasonable limits that it is 
sent entire. 
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VEHICLES AND TRANSPORTATION. 


7. All omnibuses running regularly in the city pay 20 to 40 
frances each per month, according to the importance of the line. 

8. Each one-horse cab pays 10 franes per month. 

9. Street railways pay 500 frances per annum for each car in 
service, from 1 to 80, inclusive. For each car in excess of 80 and 
up to 100, 400 francs per annum. For each car in excess of 100 
operated by the same company, 200 per annum. Thus a company 
operating 115 cars would be taxed annually as follows : —

REGULATIONS IN REGARD TO THE USE oF STREETS. 


Duties Paid to the City Monthly. 


For surveying and giving sidewalk limits of stone buildings, 
four cents; (2) for wooden buildings, eight cents; (3) for the 
building of a wall or fence, ten cents. 


Projections. 

Steps or store entrances not projecting more than twenty centi- 
metres beyond the street line, per meter, sixty cents; (2) for large 
balconies, one dollar; for small, forty cents; (3) for a window 
with shutters or blinds, sixty cents; (4) for store windows, with 
sign, one dollar; (5) street lanterns with private signs, eighty 
cents. 


Other Taxes. 


For making use of space on streets and sidewalks during the 
building or repairing of a house, forty cents per square meter ; 
(2) for digging trenches for the purpose of repairing pipes, or 
connecting with sewer, from fifty cents to one dollar per day ; 
(3) for awnings, forty cents per square meter. 


Public Squares or Streets. 


For the sale of fruit, per square meter, forty cents; (2) for sale 
of living poultry, forty cents per square meter; (8) for sale of 
plants, flowers, etc., forty cents per square meter; (4) for the 
sale of chestnuts, sixty cents per square meter. 

For stationing of express or freight teams, twenty-five cents per 
square meter; (2) for stationing of public carriages, hacks, 
herdics, etc., thirty cents per square meter. Second-class matters. 
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ST. PETERSBURG. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


All roads in St. Petersburg are surface roads. There are no 
elevated or underground roads. I presume (and the presumption 
is almost a fact) that each organized company pays either the 
municipality or the Imperial Treasury as bonus or a fixed price for 
the privilege of building their roads. 

The feature that commends itself most favorably to me, asa 
former president of a street railway, is the check they have on their 
employees. 

Every morning on starting a conductor is furnished with a roll 
of tickets numbered in units, say from 9,000 up to 9,900. A 
passenger on payment of his fare is given a ticket from this sealed 
roll, say 9,010. At intervals of a mile an inspector ‘* boards the 
cars.” He looks at the last issued by the conductor (we will still 
take the 9,010), and then he goes among the passengers, makes 
each one show the ticket he received on payment of his fare. If 
he finds everything in order he signs the pass-book of the con- 
ductor, and he is ‘‘ in order”’ for the next inspector one mile away. 
It may seem a clumsy system, but it is absolutely impossible for 
any conductor to abstract one cent from the treasury, because he 
does not know at what moment the inspector will board the car. 
The passenger is obliged to keep his ticket until the end of his 
journey, because if the inspector finds, upon investigation, that a 
passenger is without his ticket, he is compelled to pay again. 

The cars are very large, holding usually twenty seats inside 
and sixteen above; drawn by twohorses. The rails are very heavy, 
and are mostly of the T-shape, affording no facilities for wheeled 
vehicles. Great care is exercised at crossings where several 
lines meet; to avoid accidents a flagman is stationed at these 
points to warn passengers and vehicles of the near approach of 
the cars. 

The fare for short distances is six kopecks (equal to two and 
one-half cents), and for long distances twice the amount, say 
twelve kopecks, or five cents.

Sir, —I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 2d ult., wherein you request this Consulate-General 
to inform you ‘‘ whether corporations using the streets of Vienna 
make any return for such privilege ; and if so, what return is made, 
and in what manner such privileges are given, or under what con- 
ditions and restrictions granted, and whether any distinction is 
made between corporations the plant of which is on, above, or 
below the surface of the streets.” 

In answer to your inquiry, I beg leave to state that — All of the 
tramways of this city are upon the surface of the streets. As yet I 
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have heard of no project for high, or elevated, or subterranean 
tramways. 

As regards the return made by the Tramway Company for the 
use of the streets of Vienna, Iam informed by the mayor of the 
city that, under the original contract entered into between the com- 
pany and the city, under date of March 7, 1868, the company was 
bound to pay to the city five (5) per centum of its gross receipts. 
Subsequently an agreement was entered into fixing a sum in gross 
to be paid by the Tramway Company, which sum amounted in the 
year 1886 to 125,000 florins. In April, 1887, the original con- 
tract was again amended, and the compensation to be paid to the 
city for the use of the streets by the Tramway Company was fixed 
at the annual sum of 2,200 florins per kilometer [one kilometer 
being equal to about 62-100 miles, English], with the proviso, 
however, that this compensation was in no event to be less than 
125,000 florins per annum. 

I beg leave to enclose herewith a copy of the original contract of 
March, 1868, and a copy of the contract of April, 1887, amending 
the original contract in many important particulars. 

The main provisions of these contracts cover the following 
points : — 

The plans of the construction of the tramways to be subject to 
the approval of the Common Council, the Council reserving the 
right to order any changes it may deem expedient. 

All lines of tramways to have double tracks, with a space of at 
least eleven feet between the tracks and between track and side- 
walk. In narrow streets a single track, with switches. 

The quality of the material of which the tramway is built is pre- 
scribed by the contract. 

No tramway can be opened to the public until its construction 
is approved by the competent municipal authorities. 

Rights of way to cross established tramways to be granted to 
new lines. 

The Tramway Company is held to clean, keep in order, etc., 
eight feet of street for each track. 

The models for tramway cars to be submitted to the approval 
of the Common Council. 

The company to employ a sufficient number of guards for the 
safety of the public and for the operation of the road. The in- 
structions for these guards, as well as for the conductors and 
drivers, to be approved of by the Common Council. 

The contract precribes the fare and time-table, limits velocity, 
number of passengers for each car, etc., etc. 

The company is held to great care to avoid collisions with 
wagons, etc., passing upon the streets, and is made liable for all 
damages arising from such collisions. 

[The doctrine of contributory negligence seems to have been 
disregarded. | 

New inventions and improvements in tramways to be adopted 
at request of Common Council. 

The franchise of the Tramway Company to present holders is 
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not transferable without consent of Common Council, and is 
limited to 35 years. 

For each seat of cars in use the company pays in advance one 
florin annually into the pauper fund. 7 

The company is not entitled to claim damages for interference 
with its traffic by means of movements of drays, public feasts, 
etc. 

At the termination of the franchise, the municipality may elect 
to either take possession of the tramway or to cause its removal 
and the restoring of the respective streets to their original con- 
dition, at the cost of the Tramway Company. 

In the first case, the company must deliver the tracks to the 
city in good condition, and without any compensation whatever. 
The stables, depots, etc., are to be transferred at their appraised 
value, but the municipality is not entitled to claim, nor bound to 
accept, the transfer of the means of transportation (transpurtmittel- 
cars. ) 

The company is obliged to deposit, as security for the proper 
observance of the conditions of the contract, the sum of 300,000 
florins in city securities. 

In case the company fails to fulfil any of the conditions of the 
contract, the Common Council reserves the right to declare any 
portion or the whole of the indemnity fund forfeited on its own 
motion, and without any interference on the part of the judicial 
tribunals or administrative authorities.

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PoLu-TAX ASSESSMENTS. 


The polls recorded for assessment before August 12, 1889, 
and included in the estimate that determined the rate of tax- 
ation for the current year, were those of 123,274 males and 
323 females, a total of 123,597. Under the operation of the 
laws providing for supplementary assessment of omitted 
persons, at date not later than October 1 of the current 
year, there were added to the list 878 males and 1,367 female 
polls, making the number of males assessed 124,148, and 
the number of females 1,690, a total for the year of 125,838.

The valuation of 1889 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $53,508,900 in addition to the amount given in 
the foregoing table for the value assessed by the Common- 
wealth at the rate of $14, per $1,000 upon shares of 
Massachusetts corporations, the property of residents in 
Boston. The State deducts from the value of each share the 
amount that represents the real estate and machinery locally 
assessed, and pays over to the city that proportion of the 
tax that represents the personal property of each corpora- 
tion. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,485,400 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citizens 
in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corporations 
and also in National Banks within the State, but without the 
limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount paid by 
the Commonwealth to the city during the financial year, on 
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account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first day of May 
of that year. The totals are undoubtedly under estimates, 
as the collection extends beyond the year in which taxes are 
assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum is paid 
over to the city with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $795,433,744 assessed by the city 
is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was 
included in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were 
assessed by them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be further 
increased by the sum of $531,797 for shipping owned by 
Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade May 
1, 1889. Section 8 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes 
provides that such property shall not be included in the per- 
sonal estate of its owners if they make a return of the same, 
and report for taxation the net yearly income thereof. 
Section 10 of said chapter required that the State should 
reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained by such 
exemption. The act from which these two sections were 
taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained the pro- 
visions that while the exemption should continue, reimburse- 
ment on the part of the State should cease in 1887. By 
Chapter 373 of that year repayment for loss of valuation 
was extended for two years ; and was again extended for the 
same space of time by Chapter 286 of the Acts of the year 
1889. The value of the shipping returned for the tax of 
1889 was $597,037, and the net income returned amounted 
to $65,239. In the revenue of the city the amount of the 
payment by the State for the current financial year on this 
account is put at $6,567.75. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes for which the city must raise money by taxation 
can, for the year 1889, be put at $257,159,866. 

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, 

_scientific, and literary corporations hold property exempt by 
law from assessment as follows: Value of land, $14,061,100 ; 
value of buildings, $13,383,600. Total real estate, $27,444,- 
700; personal estate, $14,203,563. 

Of this total of exempt property, amounting to $41,648,263, 
the sum of $14,700,800 is the estimated value of houses of 
religious worship and the land connected with those edifices ; 
the value of the land being $6,891,000, and of the buildings 
$7,809,800. The valuation of the real estate occupied by 
charitable, literary, and scientific institutions for the purposes 


— 
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for which they were incorporated is $12,743,900 [ $7,170,100, 
land ; $5,573,800, buildings] ; and $14,203,563 is the value 
of the personal property of this class of benevolent and 
educational corporations, as returned to the Assessors by their 
officers, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 217 
of the Acts of the year 1882. As required by that enact- 
ment, those corporations also reported that their receipts for 
the twelve months preceding the first day of May, 1889, 
amounted to $4,659,613, and their expenditures to $4,641,- 
O91.' It appeared by their returns that at the date of assess- 
ment these benevolent and educational institutions held as 
investments $5,119,949 of the real estate of this city, which, 
not being occupied for the purposes of their incorporation, 
is assessed at its estimated value, forming a part of the real- 
estate valuation for the tax of the current year. The city of 
Boston holds, in its corporate capacity (not assessed for city 
taxes), $23,743,885 of actual assets available for the pay- 
ment of liabilities, and $46,082,094 nominal assets, the 
character of which is shown in the following copy of the 
return of the Assessors as of May 1, 1889, to the State 
Treasurer : —

Large amounts of property, held by residents of, or located 
within the limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions 
exempt from all assessments, the principal items being the 
real estate of the United States and the Commonwealth, 
United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real 
estate, imported goods in original packages, and the furni- 
-ture of a family below $1,000 in value. The proportion of 
the deposits in the savings-banks of Massachusetts ($332,- 
723,689, Oct. 31, 1889) belonging to the residents of Boston 
is unknown, as the Commonwealth assesses and retains the 
entire tax for State revenue. But the total valuation of

For the valuation of Boston by wards for five years, and 
for the separate estimation of the real and personal property 
for twenty years, and for the total valuation of the city for 
thirty-five years, see tables marked B, C, and D, pages 13, 14, 
and 15.

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TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 86 of Chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1889, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 225 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

. with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $65,399,000, of which sum $59,538,900 
was real estate, and $5,860,100 was machinery. A state- 
ment showing the growth of corporate property locally as- 
sessed during the last decade is shown as a footnote to the 
table marked C, page 14. Under the provisions of Section 
8 of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board assessed 
the 524,200 shares of the 60 National Banks of Boston 
upon a valuation of $65,310,000. At the time the rate of 
taxation was determined the estimated value of 118,988 
shares, $15,183,768, was included in the total aggregate as 
property which could be legally assessed in the valuation of 
the city of Boston. The balance of the total assessment of 
this class of property amounted to $50,126,231, and the tax 
of $646,628 thereon was claimed by the Tax Commissioner 
under the provisions of Section 13 of said chapter for the 
State, and certain of the cities and towns of Massachusetts in 
which shareholders resided. Section 16 of said chapter 
provides that one per cent. on the amount collected shall be 
paid “ for the expenses of assessing and collecting” that por- 
tion of the tax which is not retained by the city or town, 
where the banks are located. As the whole work of assess- 
ment, including the making of the bills or lists of taxes, is 
performed in the assessing department, and as each bank 
must pay (see Section 9 , Chapter 13, P.S.), and by a single 
check does pay, the taxes of all its shareholders, it can be 
fairly claimed that substantially the whole sum of $6,466.28 
was secured by this department and added to the revenue of 
the city. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
Sections 14 and 58 of said Chapter 13, adjusted the taxes or 
1889 upon National Bank stock and the shares of Massa- 
chusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State of 
of its municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared 
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before the Board of Appeal provided for in Section 62 of 
said chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were 
disputed or needed defence.

Sewer ASSESSMENTS. 


By Chapter 456 of the Acts of the year 1889 it is pro- 
vided that all assessments for sewers hereafter constructed in 
Boston are to be “made and determined by the Superin- 
tendent of Sewers, and upon the request of an owner of an 
estate upon which an assessment has been made to the Board 
of Assessors, . . -. said board . . ._ shall appor- 
tion the same into three equal parts, and add one of said 
parts with interest . . . to the annual tax of said estate 
for each of three years next ensuing.” It is also provided by 
said act that the Assessors shall have jurisdiction of all ques- 
tion relating to the abatement of such assessments.

FORTY-EIGHTH LOCATION. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, August 18, 1890. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the West End Street Railway Company for 
leave to relocate its tracks in Tremont street, Tremont row, 
and Scollay square, and to construct an additional curve 
corner Eliot and Tremont streets ; also tracks in Park square ; 
having considered the subject, respectfully recommend the 
passage of the following order.

A. A. FOLSOM, 


Chairman. 


Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to relocate, maintain, and use a double track on 
Tremont street, Tremont row, and Scollay square, between 
Boylston and Sudbury streets, with the necessary curves and 
connections connecting said tracks with existing tracks of said 
company. Also to construct an additional curve corner of 
Tremont and Eliot streets; also tracks in Park square, with 
curves and connections connecting said tracks with existing 
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tracks of said company; said tracks and turn-outs being 
shown by red lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated 
June 21, 1890, and deposited in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order 
is upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, 
the form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of 
material used in paving said tracks, shall be under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of 
Streets, and shall be approved by him. Also upon condi- 
tion that said West End Street Railway Company shall 
accept this order of location, and shall agree, in writing, to 
comply with the conditions herein contained, and shall file 
said acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk, within 
thirty days from the passage of this order; otherwise it shall 
be null and void.

REGULATION OF ELECTRIC WIRKS. 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE Mayor. 


The Honorable the City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN,— In order to obtain the most enlightened 
opinion upon the draft of the ordinance for the regulation 
of electric wires, submitted to your honorable body on 
July 28,1 laid the same draft before J. P. Barrett, Su- 
perintendent of the City Telegraph, Chicago, and D. R. 
Walker, Chief of the Electrical Bureau, Philadelphia. I 
know of no public officers that have greater experience in 
supervising electrical appliances. ‘Their answers are here- 
with enclosed for your information, and I trust that they 
will be printed as a public document.

Hon. Tuomas N. Harr, Mayor, Boston, Mass. :— 


Drar Sir, —I think your ordinance a splendid one; 
if you include the police, I cannot see in what particular it 
can be improved on. I believe in an undivided responsi- 
bility ; the city electrician should have absolute control of 
all municipal telegraph service of whatsoever nature. I 
advise this from my own experience. Here, for instance, 
I received my appointment from the chief of the Fire De- 
partment, with the concurrence of His Honor the Mayor, 
subject to the rules governing that department, when as 
was the case in Boston the only telegraph service was the 
fire alarm; later on came the police telegraph, Board of 
Public Works service, House of Correction, river telegraph 
service, street electric lighting, and inspection of all private 
lighting; also a repair-shop for repair of all classes of in- 
struments. The advantages of the various systems being 
controlled by one head are many: your men are educated 
in the shop and you can interchange them from one service 
to another; a man may be appointed to one position and 
prove worthless for that particular service, while he may 
prove quite expert in some other branch; by this inter- 
change you may judge the availability of your help. In 
outside construction, either conduits or pole lines, the needs 
of all the departments and branches can be provided for at 
a great deal less cost than for individual construction. In 
fact, I may say good service and economy point to one 
management.

Dear Sir, — Yours of Aug. Ist as explained by previous 
letter was received, answer being delayed on account of my 
absence from the city, At your request I have carefully 
considered your “ Draft of Ordinance for the Supervision of 
Electrical Matters in Boston.” I have prepared a draft of 
an ordinance which, in my judgment, and from the long 
experience I have had in electrical matters in this city, covers 
about all the important points necessary to establish a

department, in the chief official of which is concentrated the 
power and authority to regulate and control electrical mat- 
ters in your city, he being responsible in his official acts to 
the executive head, the Mayor. 

Understanding that it is your desire to concentrate the 
power and responsibility, I submit the following comments 
on the various sections of the enclosed draft of an ordi- 
nance : — 

SECTION 1 explains the necessities of such a department, 
as it concentrates the management of the municipal and the 
supervision of other electrical matters pertaining to the wel- 
fare of the city under one head. 

SECTION 2 merely relates to the title, in my estimation a 
good one, as it shows concentration of electrical matters into 
one department. 

Suction 3 names the title of the head of the department ; 
by whom appointed, with a clause stating that he shall only 
be subservient to the appointing head, the Mayor. This is, 
in my judgment, the only way in which conflict of authority 
may be avoided. I made no mention of a set term of years, 
leaving it to your discretion whether to insert it or not. 

SECTION 4 is particularly important, the enforcement of 
which will never be regretted, as it will bring all branches of 
the municipal electrical service directly under the control 
of a competent and reponsible head. 

SECTION 5 enumerates the authority of the superintend- 
ent in such electrical matters as pertain to the highways and 
the construction and maintenance of electrical plants, in 
which public safety is concerned. 

SECTION 6 relates to extension and improvement of the city’s 
electrical service, which can only be made after approval by 
the mayor. 

SrcTION 7 explains itself, as you will readily see. A man 
to be an efficient head of a department of this kind should 
have control of his subordinates. 

SecTION 8. Regarding this section I can but say that I 
find it considerable labor to compile an annual report, and if 
required to make reports of such a nature quarterly as well 
as annually it would seriously interfere with routine busi- 
ness. 

SecTION 9. To successfully operate a department of this 
character it is necessary that all details of its management 
shall be centred in its head; this of course would necessitate 
the making of appropriations directly to the department, all 
bills or orders to be signed by the superintendent and 
approved by the Mayor. 
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SEcTION 10 needs no comment. 

Hoping these suggestions, based as they are upon years 
of experience, will aid you in your object to obtain concen- 
tration of electrical control, I remain yours,

AN ORDINANCE 


To CREATE AN ELECTRICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Be ti ordained by the City Council of Boston, That: — 

Section 1. A department be and is hereby created for 
the management, control, supervision, and maintenance of all 
municipal electrical service, and for the better control and 
supervision of construction and maintenance of the electrical 
service, now maintained or that may hereafter be established, 
of corporations, companies, firms, or individuals. 

SECTION 2. The title of the department so created shall 
be the “ Electrical Department.” 

Section 38. The Electrical Department shall be under 
the management, supervision, and control of a superintendent 
who shall be appointed by the Mayor, with the confirmation 
of the Board of Aldermen, at a salary of $ per annum. 
The superintendent shall be subject to the Mayor only. 

Section 4. The superintendent of the Electrical Depart- 
ment shall have the supervision, control, and management of 
the fire-alarm telegraph, the police telegraph, the municipal 
telephone service, the public bells and clocks, and all other 
municipal electrical matters of whatever nature or descrip- 
tion. 

Section 5. The superintendent of the Electrical Depart- 
ment shall have the direction and supervision of construction 
and maintenance of all poles, wires, and cables for telegraph, 
telephone, electric light or power service, and of all other 
wires and structures of whatever nature for electrical pur- 
poses, over, across, under, or through the highways and 
across buildings, and of the laying of conduits, cables, tubes, 
manholes, and all other electrical appliances under, across, or 
through the highways, and of all other electrical matters 
whether over or under the highways or across buildings. 
The superintendent of the Electrical Department shall have 
power to compel corporations, companies, firms, or individ- 
uals engaged in the construction or maintenance of electri- 
cal plants of whatever nature, in so far as it relates to the 
public safety and welfare, to comply with his directions. 


REGULATION OF ELEcTRIC WIRES. 5 


He shall have the supervision of construction and mainten- 
ance of all electric light or power installations, whether in 
places of public resort, or in private business, or dwellings. 
No current will be allowed within a building until a permit, 
showing his approval, be given. No poles shall be erected, 
nor wires or cables suspended over, along, or across the 
highways or on buildings without a permit from the Electri- 
cal Department. No permit will be issued to cross buildings 
without the written consent of the property owners be first 
obtained. No conduits, cables, tubes, manholes, or other 
electrical service shall be laid under, across, or through the 
streets without plans be first submitted, and the approval of 
the superintendent of the Electrical Department be obtained. 

Section 6. All extensions, improvements, and additions 
to the Municipal Electrical Service shall only be made after 
approval by the Mayor. 

SecTION 7. All subordinates to the superintendent shall 
be subject to his direction. 

Section 8. The superintendent of the Electrical Depart- 
ment shall, in the month of January of each year, or oftener, 
make a printed and detailed report to the Mayor, of the oper- 
ations under his control. 

Section 9. Appropriations shall be made to the Electri- 
cal Department, all orders on the city treasury to be signed 
by the superintendent and approved by the Mayor. 

SrecTion 10. The superintendent shall make and enforce 
reasonable rules for the regulation of the various operations 
under his control.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RELATIVE TO THE 


REBUILDING AND USE OF THE OLD 
COURT-HOUSE. 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE MAyor. 


To the Honorable the City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, — A portion of the new Court-House in Pem- 
berton square is expected to be ready for occupation in the 
early future, and before the end of the present calendar year, 
when it will receive the criminal courts and the city prison 
now in the old Court-House. The north end of the old Court- 
House thus vacated will then be at the disposal of the city 
government. The. opportunity for rebuilding without delay 
the Court-street end of the old Court-House should not be lost, 
though barely time enough is left for making the necessary 
plans and other preparations. 

The new structure now recommended to your consideration 
should be made fire-proof. It should be large enough to 
contain the police-station of the second division, the Board of 
Police and their staff, the Board of Fire Commissioners and the 
fire-alarm, together with the superintendent of electric wires. 
The City Architect should be authorized and instructed to 
submit at the earliest moment plans for such action as the city 
government may think appropriate. 

The building suggested might properly represent the same 
general style of architecture as the present City Hall, for as 
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soon as the south end of the old Court-House is vacated, it 
should be rebuilt and connected with the present City Hall, 
to be occupied by the departments now scattered in buildings 
or offices hired for that purpose. The City Hall enlarged so 
as to cover the old Court-House site would accommodate and 
unite all departments proper now under the city government. 
A City Hall extending trom School street to Court street 
would answer all requirements for years to come, it would 
enhance the efficiency of the departments, and it would give 
the public the best accommodation at the least expense. You 
have before you an opportunity such as may not recur in 
many years to come, and it is my judgment that you should 
take action immediately.

Dear Sir, — The following order, as you are aware, was 
passed by the City Council, and approved by you July 30, 
1890 : — 

“ Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be and he hereby 
is authorized, from time to time, upon the receipt of satis- 
factory evidence, to have added to the memorial tablets in 
Winthrop square the names of other soldiers killed or 
mortally wounded at Bunker Hill: the expense attending the 
same to be charged to the appropriation for incidental ex- 
penses.” 

I have now the pleasure of informing you that evidence 
has been obtained which seems to warrant the addition of the 
name of Capt. William Meacham, of Woodbridge’s regi- 
ment, to the roll of officers killed on June 17, 1775. 

Among the miscellaneous papers in the State archives, now 
under examination by Mr. John F. Pratt, the following affi- 
davit was discovered : — 


“Camp NEAR Prospect HIt1x, 
December 1, 1775. 


“ This may certify that Capt. Wm. Mecham lost his Gun at 
the Battle on Bunker Hill on the seventeenth of June last. 
Being the Commander of a Company in my Reg’t. at that 
time, and also John Ganson (or Garson) lost his Gun at 
the same time, the above-mentioned Captain Mecham being 
killed at the Battle aforesaid. Captain King now Commands . 

the same Company. 


“R. WOODBRIDGE, Colonel.” 


Roll No. 170 (Massachusetts Revolution Rolls, Vol. 56), 
dated Sept. 29, 1775, of Ninth Company, Twenty-fifth Reg- 
iment of foot, commanded by Ruggles Woodbridge, colonel, 
shows John King as captain and William Smith as lieuten- 
ant, both from New Salem. There were 39 privates from 
New Salem out of a total of 47 men. Among them were 
Jeremiah, Jonathan, and John Meacham. The records of 
~ New Salem were burnt in 1857, but Charles G. Delano, 
Esq., of Springfield, has kindly furnished a few facts from 
the county records. In 1766 William Meacham, son of 
Jeremiah, deceased, was made guardian of his brother John, 
while the widow, Rebecca, was guardian of the other sons, 
Jeremiah and Jonathan. All four of these sons were in this 
company, and presumably all were in the fight. The records 
show a fifth son, James, and daughters Elizabeth, wife of 
Joseph Rugg, Rebecca, and Mary.

These few facts may be of service in tracing the history of 
this typical family of revolutionary patriots. 


I have also received from Hollis R. Bayley, Esq., of Bos- 
ton, the following evidence, confirming the record as to 
Samuel Bailey, Jr. (Memorial, pp. 112, 133), Essex Pro- 
bate Files, case No. 1384, petition of Samuel Bailey, Feb. 
2, 1778: “ Whereas it has pleased God to take away my 
only son, who fell in Bunker Hill, June 17, 1775, and since 
been pleased to take away my daughter-in-law, who had 
taken the administration on his estate and not settled it, I 
desire, therefore, you would give administration to David 
Abbot, that my said son’s estate may be settled.” The 
widow of Samuel, Jr., was Hannah, and they had eight 
children, of whom James, the eldest, was grandfather of my 
informant. 


In the case of Corporal Philip Fowler of Tewksbury, be- 
sides the affidavit in the Coat Rolls (Memorial volume, p. 
112), which termed Fowler as “taken or killed in the fight 
at Bunker Hill,” I note in the same papers the application of 
his widow, Esther Fowler, for the coat or money due her 
“late husband,” and the statement of a selectman of Tewks- 
bury; that Philip Fowler left no estate worth administering 
on. Moreover, I have been furnished by Rev. E. W. Pride 
of Tewksbury with a copy of the contemporaneous entry of 
deaths in Tewksbury made by Rev. Sampson Spaulding : 
“Philip Fowler’s son dyed June 17, 1775, perhaps silver 
Cord Broke sud’n.” This allusion to a sudden death warrants 
us in believing that Fowler was killed in the battle, and jus- 
tifies us in placing his name, as has been done, upon the 
tablet. (Memorial volume, p. 133.) 

As in the previous case of Lieutenant Benjamin West 
(City Doc. 54, of 1890), I transmit to your Honor the papers 
herein cited, in order that they may be preserved in the city 
archives.

P.S.— The name is spelled Meacham by the administrator, 
Jonathan, the brother of William. 

William Meacham I also find to have been co-administrator of 
his father Jeremiah’s estate, who died in 1766, and was guardian 
of his brother John and with his mother Rebecca joint-guardian 
of his brothers Jeremiah and Jonathan. Upon the settlement of 
his estate, James, the eldest son, had a double portion and Will- 
iam, John, Jeremiah, and Jonathan, an equal share. 

Three of these are the same as those mentioned by you. 

William Meacham, as administrator and guardian, spelled the 
name Meacham. 

The family I conclude lived together in the old homestead which, 
with seven anda half acres of lands adjoining, is described as he- 
ing in the Second Division Lot No. 45, the land lying to the south- 
east of the house. 

The widow had her thirds in the housing and land. The family 
are mentioned in the following order in the distribution of the pro- 
ceeds of the land and chattels: James, William, John, Jeremiah, 
Jonathan, Elizabeth m. to Joseph Rugg, Rebecca, and Mary. 

The value of each share, except that of the eldest, was about 
eighteen and a half pounds.

It appears by the other papers that the ‘‘ daughter-in-law ” 
mentioned was named Hannah, which agrees with the record 
shown in your appendix B, p. 112. There are a number of deeds 
on record from Samuel Bailey the elder, to his sonSamuel. Sam- 
uel Bailey the elder died (being, as he says in his will, far ad- 
vanced in years) in 1784. [See Probate Record, Salem, Case No. 
1385.] Samuel Bailey, Jr., had eight children, the oldest, named 
James, being my grandfather.

OF THE 


COURT-HOUSE COMMISSIONERS ON THE CAUSE 
OF DELAY IN CONSTRUCTION OF THE NEW 
COURT-HOUSE. 


To the Honorable City Council: — 


In compliance with the request of your honorable body to 
be informed of ‘* the cause of the delay, if any, in the con- 
struction of the new. Court-House,” the Commissioners in- 
trusted by the Legislature with the selection of a site, and 
the erection of a new Court Building for the County of Sut- 
folk, have the honor to submit herewith a statement of the 
progress of the work under their charge. It is proper to 
state that the powers and duties of this Board are defined by 
Chapter 377 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1885, Chapter 
122 of the Acts of 1886, and Chapter 101 of the Acts of 
1887: and are similar to those conferred by law upon 
County Commissioners elsewhere in this State. 

The Act of the Legislature of 1885 took effect on the 
nineteenth of June of that year, and on the third of August 
following twenty estates on Pemberton square and Somerset 
street were taken as a site for the new building. 

The property thus acquired was in the occupancy of own- 
ers and tenants for whom an immediate and forced removal 
would have been attended with great inconvenience ; and 
such action on our part did not seem justifiable. 
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The demolition of the buildings standing upon the site was 
therefore delayed until March, 1886. 

The Act of 1885 made no provision for the accommodation 
in the new building of the Probate Court and Registry or 
the Registry of Deeds ; ; it having been expected that ample 
provision would be made for these important departments of 
the county in the old Court-House when it should be vacated 
by the courts. 

The general opposition to this plan by those most inter- 
ested led to a successful application to the Legislature of 
1886 for the passage of an act authorizing the enlargement 
of the site and building for the proper accommodation of the 
departments before mentioned. 

To meet the requirements of the Act of 1886 by increas- 
ing the area of the site, seven additional estates were taken 
on April 20, 1886, and the plans of the building augmented 
to meet the new requirements. 

The removal of the buildings from the site had so far pro- 
gressed that the work upon the foundation walls was com- 
menced in July, 1886, and completed in September of 1887. 

Some of the principal contracts were made as follows : — 


Granite, first story, Sept. 27, 1886. 

Granite, northerly building, June 6, 1887. 

Granite, main building, Jan. 7, 1888. 

Brick masonry, Nov. 3, 1886. 

Brick masonry, Oct. 8, 1887. 

Brick masonry, April 3, 1888. 

Heating and ventilating apparatus, Jan. 17,.1889. Not yet 
completed. 

Plastering, northerly building, Feb. 25, 1889. 

Plastering, main building, Aug. 9, 1890. 

Carpenters’ work, northerly building, March 23, 1889. 
Not yet completed. 

Carpenters’ work, main building, July 26, 1890. 

Iron stairs, northerly building, Oct. 6, 1888. Not yet 
completed. 

Iron stairs, main building, Nov. 12, 1889. 

Marble wainscoting, Dec. 24, 1889. 

Marble tiling, Dec. 27, 1889. 

Stone work for the main central hall, July 5 28, 1890. 

The contracts have almost invariably been awarded to the 
lowest bidders, and it is but justice to say that, as a general 
rule, the contractors’ agreements have been faithfully carried 
out, with some unavoidable delays owing to labor troubles, 
the non-arrival of building material, waiting for plans, and 
other incidental causes. 
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It will be observed that it has been the policy of this Board 
to divide the work of construction into many contracts. 

While this policy has probably caused some delay in com- 
pleting the building and made larger demands upon the ser- 
vices to be rendered by this Board, it has, in our judgement, 
been a great advantage to the city, enabling, as it has done, 
contractors of limited means to compete successfully for the 
work, thereby securing the completion of the building at 
far less cost than if it had been embraced in one large 
contract. 

In the construction of public buildings, especially those of 
the magnitude of the new Court-House, covering as it does 
nearly two acres of ground, a cause of delay almost invaria- 
bly met with is in changes necessary to be made, either in 
the plans or the work as constructed to meet the require- 
ments of those who are to be the occupants of the building. 

A few such changes, some of them expensive, have been 
found requisite in the building under our charge. In the 
execution of the trust committed to our care we have not 
been unmindful of the urgent necessity for the completion of 
this long-needed public building, enforced as it has been by 
the fact that the courts of the Commonwealth held in this 
county, and the public having business before them, waited 
patiently, but in vain, for more than twenty years for the 
city of Boston to provide, as required by law, proper accom- 
modations for the transaction of judicial business in this 
county. 

The limit fixed by the Legislature for the cost of the build- 
ing and furnishing, exclusive of the site, is $2,500,000; and 
the contracts made indicate that this sum will be adequate, 
or nearly so, for that purpose. 

The court-rooms and offices in the northerly building are 
being rapidly completed, and the members of the City Coun- 
. cil are cordially invited to examine the character of the work 
done and the accommodations furnished for the transaction 
of court businsss.

GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit a reply to the accom- 
panying order of the Common Council, passed and approved 
July 31, 1890, namely: That the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings report to the Common Council the original cost 
of the building and site of the Old Franklin School-house, the 
cost of repairs since that time, the present taxable value of 
the property, also the names of the present occupants and on 
what terms they occupy the premises, with copies of any 
leases or contracts made with the present occupants. 


REPORT. 


I find, upon reference to books in the office of the City 
Auditor, that the original cost of land and building was 
$16,470.67. In 1833 the building was damaged by fire, and 
the sum of $7,921.90 was expended to repair the damage. 
In 1844 it was enlarged, at a cost of $18,393.56. My esti- 
mate of the amount expended for repairs, from that date 
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until the time the building was abandoned for school pur- 
poses, 1s $8,000. Inthe year 1887 the Inspector of Buildings 
pronounced the rear walls of the building unsafe, having 
sprung outward, the trusses were weak and walls broken, 
and recommended such repairs and internal improvements as 
would make the building tenantable, and safe in case of fire. 

An appropriation was provided therefor by the City Council, 

and the sum of $8,201.59 was expended. 

These several amounts make a total of $42,517.05 ex- 
pended for repairs, alterations, and improvements; add to 
this amount the original cost for land and building, namely, 
$16,470.67, and it gives a total of $58,987.72,— being the cost 
of the building to date. | 

I submit the statement of the Assessors, giving the taxable 
value of the property May 1, 1890, as $91,100. 

The building is occupied as follows: On the first floor is 
located the ward-room for Ward 16 and the office of the 
_ Inspector of Milk and Vinegar. The whole of the second 
floor is occupied by John A. Andrew Post 15, G.A.R., the 
same leased to them by an order of the City Council, said 
lease extending from June 12, 1887, to July 1, 1892, the 
consideration being one dollar per year. The entire third 
floor 1s occupied by Charles Russell Lowell Post 7, G.A.R., 
they occupying the premises under a lease granted them by 
the City Council dated June 27, 1887, and extending to July 
1, 1892, upon payment of one dollar per year. 

Both leases provide that they, the said Grand Army Posts, 
will vacate the premises upon the receipt of a three months, 
notice from the city. 

The above-mentioned leases are on file in the office of the 
City Collector. : 

The Kearsarge Veteran Association are located in the 
building, but are not tenants of the city, being there by the 
courtesy of Posts 7 and 15.

COMMITTEE ON HEALTH DEPARTMENT RELA- 
TIVE TO THE NUISANCE ON FIRST STREET, 
SOUTH BOSTON, ALLEGED TO BE OCCASIONED. 
BY JENNEY’S OIL-WORKS. 


In Common CounciL, October 2, 1890. 


The Committee on Health Department, to whom were 
referred, by the Common Council, the communication from 
the Board of Health relative to the nuisance on First street,. 
South Boston, alleged to be created by the Jenney Oil- 
Works, situated on said street, and the order requesting the 
committee to give a public hearing on the subject, respect- 
fully submit the following 


REPORT. 


The committee gave a public hearing on the subject in the 
Council Chamber on Tuesday, July 29, 1890. The Jenney 
Oil-Works were represented by Charles T. Gallagher, Esq., 
and Councilman Norris conducted the case for the peti- 
tioners. A number of residents and owners of property in 
the immediate vicinity testified as to the existence of a 
nuisance detrimental to property and to the health of the 
people residing in or near the locality of the said nuisance. 
Although the evidence does not show that the Jenney Oil- 
Works caused the nuisance, many were of the opinion that 
the said works contributed to it to a certain extent. Doctor 
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Durgin, Chairman of the Board of Health, testified that the 
Board had looked over the oil-works and examined the flats, 
and were of the opinion that the trouble coming from the oil- 
works was not sufficient to warrant them in interfering, but 
that the nuisance of the flats and the dock was very serious, 
and the only way to abate it was to fill the dock, and that as 
hastily as possible, as the Board recommended, in a commu- 
nication sent to the Common Council, June 20, L390; 
There is some drainage from the oil-works, but the amount 
of oil that comes with it is very small, and Superintendent 
of Sewers Morton, now that he knows the facts, is willing 
that this should go directly into the sewer. Mr. Jenney is 
ready (and so testified) to connect with the sewer at once, 
so that no drainage of any kind would enter the dock from 
his works; the difficulty, then, so far as the oil-works are 
concerned, will be remedied, and as the Superintendent of 
Sanitary Police is at work filling the dock, which when com- 
pleted will entirely abate the nuisance, your committee are 
of the opinion that no further action is necessary at the 
present time, other than to urge that the work of filling the 
dock be proceeded with as rapidly as possible, and to recom- 
mend the passage of the accompanying order,

To the Honorable the Common Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with the accompanying 
order of October 2, please find enclosed a full statement of 
the expenditures incurred on account of the new fire-boat, 
Engine 31, covering plans, architect’s services and expenses, 
advertising the original contract, repairs, alterations, the 
cost of substitutes, ete. You will observe that the total of all 
these items amounts to date to $60,549.83. The extra cost of 
bringing the boat up to its present condition has been largely 
due to defects in the original boilers. They underwent re- 
peated trials, and in these tests satisfied all requirements, 
but after being in service for a short time they began to make 
trouble. Repe sated efforts to put them in condition were 
made with only indifferent success, and about the first of 
March, while working at a fire on the steamer “ Wilkesbarre,” 
they demonstrated their weakness with alarming emphasis, 
blowing out one of the tubes and setting fire to the boat, 
which was damaged thereby to the extent of about a thou- 
sand dollars. Two or three of the men narrowly escaped 
severe, if not fatal, injuries at the same time. The Commis- 
sioners felt it to be their duty not to disregard so portentous 
a warning, and they immediately made arrangements to have 
the unsafe boilers taken out, and those in whose safety they 
had confidence put in their places. This has been done with 
results that are entirely satisfactory, so far as can now be 
seen. The amount charged in the accompanying schedule 
B, to putting in new boilers, etc., includes the repairs of 
damages to the boat by fire, amounting, as already stated, to 
about a thousand dollars. 

The boilers taken out were sold, with the approval of the 
City Council, for $1,000, and the money was turned over to 
the City Collector. The old fire-boat “Wm. M. Flanders” 
was sold to the highest bidder, among a number, for $800, 
she having been previously wrecked by running upon a 
sunken spile. She was fitted up by her purchasers, at 
cost of several thousand dollars, in season, fortunately, to be 
made available for this department while its own boat was 
undergoing alterations and repairs. It was necessary that 
the “ Flanders” or some other boat should be employed dur- 
ing that interval. The Commissioners would feel that they

were culpably negligent should they leave the city unpro- 
tected by a fire-boat for any considerable length of time. 
The “ Flanders” was the cheapest boat offered ; also the best 


for the putpose required.

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REPORT 


OF 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE ON VACANCIES IN 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


In ScHooL CoMMITTER, 
Boston, Oct. 14, 1890. 


The Committee on School-houses, to whom was referred 
— October 14—the communication from the Common 
Council, asking for the number of vacancies in all of the 
schools of the city, submit the following report : — 

As legislation is now pending before the Council with 
regard to new Grammar and Primary buildings, the prompt 
action upon which is so vital to the interests of our schools, 
we beg leave to report at once, and from such data as is at 
present at hand. 

The Superintendent of Public Buildings has recently given 
the seating accommodations in the various school-houses of 
the city as follows : — 


High-school sittings. ; : : 3,999 
Grammar-school sittings d : . 984,414 
Primary-school sittings : . mm). 26,923 

Total : . : . 64,536 


But included in the above are 1,500 seats in vestries, 
shops, etc., which have been leased as temporary accommo- 
dations until the new school buildings can be erected, and 
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evidently should not be considered as permanent accommo- 
dations. Deducting these, we have left 63,036 as the Super- 
intendent’s estimate of the seating capacity of our regular 
school buildings. The number of day scholars belonging to 
our schools (see Auditor’s Report, folio 267) is 60,478. 
Deducting these from 63,036 above, we have left about 2,500 
seats as at. present vacant throughout the city, and not 
12,500 as reported. 

These figures can be verified, at least approximately, by 
the fact that near the close of the last school year it was 
found that there were vacant rooms in the Grammar schools 
of the city as follows: One district, three rooms; five dis- 
tricts, two rooms each; and seven districts, one room each; 
total, twenty rooms, with a seating capacity of a little over 
one thousand. If there is an equal number of vacant rooms 
in the Primary as in the Grammar schools, these, with the 
vacant rooms in the Latin School Building, would make about 
the 2,500 vacant seats as shown above. If these 2,500 
vacant seats were distributed equally through the city, —as 
it is only about five per cent. of the total number of 
scholars, — it would mean that in each room of the largest 
size, 56 pupils, there would be about three vacant seats, 
which is asmall amount to provide for future growth. But 
the difficulty is that these vacancies are not equally dis- 
tributed, but most of them are in the older sections of the 
city, while in the newer sections the accommodations are so 
inadequate that after leasing temporary buildings of various 
sorts, children even then have to be forbidden admission. 

It should be further borne in mind that there were at the 
last school census 7,366 children between the ages of 5 and 
15 years of age that do not attend any school, either public 
or private. While about three-quarters of these are under 
the school age fixed by law, and therefore cannot he compelled to 
attend, it is of importance to know that the reason constantly 
given by parents why they do not send their children to 
school is because of the poor and insufficient accommodations 
for Primary pupils in the sections where they reside. 

While it is not a part of the present inquiry of the City 
Council, as the. question has been asked, will you allow us 
to state our reasons for proposing the order we did in the 
building of the nine new school-houses asked for by this 
Board? The wish is, of course, to get these buildings all 
ready for occupancy at the opening of the school year in the 
fall of 1891. Some of the buildings are small, and if work 
was not commenced upon these until March, they could be 
built ready for occupancy in September. But four of these 
are large, and in order to be in readiness by that time, Sep- 
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tember 1, the foundations at least and as much more as pos- 
sible should be built this fall. On this principle of having 
every section share alike, and having all buildings ready for 
occupancy at the same time, as nearly as possible, it was re- 
quested that if a division must be made, that the four larger 
should take the precedence, and the five smaller follow in 
the future loan later in the year. 

There was a second reason for following this order. The 
city of Boston is paying the largest rentals for temporary 
buildings in the sections where these larger buildings are to 
be erected. 

The details of the yearly rentals are as follows :—

These rentals will cease as soon as three of these buildings 
are ready, and it seemed therefore a wiser business policy to 
begin with the buildings in these districts. 

The committee beg leave, in closing, to refer publicly to 
the courteous consideration with which all our requests have 
been received by the members of the City Council, and their 
evident purpose to provide as speedily as possible for the 
urgent needs of the children in the various sections of the 
city.

To His Honor Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor, and to the City 
Oouncil of the City of Boston: — 

The subscribers were appointed a commission under the 

following order, and have the honor to report as follows : — 


In Boarp OF ALDERMEN, Jan. 6, 1890. 


Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to 
appoint a commission, to consist of three persons, who shall 
consult with the Fire Marshal, examine the building laws of 
the city, and report as to the cause of the late great fire, and 
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as to whether any changes in said building laws are necessary 
or expedient. 


Passed. Sent down for concurrence. 


In Common Councit, Jan. 6, 1890.

Approved by the Mayor, Jan. 8, 1890. 


With reference to the Thanksgiving fire, so called, which 
occurred in November, 1889, the report of the Fire Marshal 
as to the city of Boston, and a consideration of the evidence 
submitted to him, makes it appear that, without doubt, the 
fire originated from an overcharged electric wire. The build- 
ing in which the fire began contained a Jarge mass, undivided, 
of inflammable merchandise, and was supported in part by 
granite piers and iron columns, which were not protected 
against the effect of heat. The elevator shaft was of wood. 
Though the structure when built was in conformity with the 
law at the time, experience has shown this to be a very 
dangerous form of construction. Granite splits and disinte- 
grates rapidly under a moderate degree of heat, and cast-iron 
is subject to transformation by the same process, and at no 
greater heat than that under which it was shaped by the 
manufacturer, being fusible at a temperature of 2,700° 
Fahr., and losing fifteen per cent. of its strength at a tem- 
perature of less than 700°. Both iron and stone are in- 
capable of resisting the heat produced by the burning of a 
great mass of merchandise, and are unsuitable for the support 
of any large building in positions of exposure to great heat. 
Your commission are satisfied, however, that there is no 
building material applied in the usual forms of construction 
capable of withstanding the heat which would be produced hy 
so large a mass of merchandise, and that the contents of a 
building, in estimating the liability to destruction by fire, are 
of even more consequence than the building itself. Had the 
building with all its supports been entirely of brick, the walls 
and supports would have remained standing, but the heat 
produced by this would have been beyond the control of our 
fire apparatus, and destructive to other buildings. Had the 
roof of the Ames building been flat instead of pyramidal, 
and thus presenting, as it did, a great surface to the opposite 
fire, there would have been no loss of life. 

Your commission have endeavored to obtain all the infor- 
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mation possible upon the question submitted to them. They 
have for the purpose carefully examined the existing build- 
ing laws of all the principal cities in this country, as well ws 
those of London and Paris, one member of the commissicu 
having, at his Gwn expense, visited the two latter cities for 
the purpose of obtaining information. With the same object 
in view, the commission prepared an abstract of all the laws 
and ordinances relating to the subject, in a form more clearly 
and easily read than the printed compendium of the laws, and 
sent it for criticism and suggestions to such persons as they 
thought would, from professional or official experience, be 
able to make suggestions upon the subject. 

The laws relating to the construction and use of buildings 
naturally divided themselves into two parts : — 

Ist. Provisions that every building newly built, altered, 
or reconstructed shall be safe, reasonably. fire- proof, and 
wholesome. 

2d. Provisions intended to ensure the maintenance of these 
conditions afterward. 

We understand our duty to be, under the order, to prepare 
laws regulating the construction or alteration of buildings, 
and that it is not owr duty to prepare all the needful regula- 
tions for their maintenance and police inspection afterw: ards. 

As regards danger from fire, it is a police or fireward duty 
to see that the doors of all engine-rooms and the iron shutters 
of all buildings, where shutters are required, are closed every 
night; to see that hotels are furnished with red lights, 
automatic alarms in good order, and a proper number of 
watchmen; to see that all fire-escapes are unobstructed, and 
that age and want of care has not rendered them insecure or 
unsafe ; and so on, with a great number of details. 

As to health: it is a health inspector’s duty to see that 
garbage and filthy water is not allowed to accumulate ; to see 
that tenements are not overcrowded, and are kept clean and 
well ventilated ; that the plumbing is in order ; and so on, with 
many more details. 

A part of these duties is now performed, as far as is prac- 
ticable, by the inspectors of buildings, a part by the in- 
spectors of health, and a part by the police ; but none of these 
departments have a sufficient force for a thorough doing of 
the work; and though it is without our province, as we con- 
ceive, to consider this subject, we venture to suggest that it 
would be well that in both departments the number of in- 
spectors should be increased, and should be required to 
make periodical reports in writing as to every building with- 
out eae with the addition perhaps of a detail of police, 
such as exists in the city of New York. 
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The commission have less difficulty in determining how 
fires may he prevented, than in deciding what restrictions 
are reasonable, as not so enhancing the cost of buildings as to 
make rents Rerecnnule restrict building, and obstruct 
business. On the part of the owners it must be admitted 
that the indifference on the subject of fire is almost universal. 
Official suggestions for rendering buildings safe from fire are 
usually resisted as far as possible. Willing compliance is 
rare. Most, if not all, owners of real estate have their 
property fully insured. Large commissions are pad to 
Insurance agents. Competition to furnish insurance is active 
und eager, and there is no risk that does not find a taker. 
Under these circumstances, in American cities, where the 
use of real estate is constantly shifting and old buildings are 
needed for new uses, It is literally true, that almost every 
real-estate owner Is thankful to have his building destroyed 
by fire if he is fully insured. If insurance companies were 
prohibited from paying more than 75 per cent. of any loss, 
or if, as in Paris, the party on whose premises the fire 
originated was liable to his neighbors for all the damage 
‘aused, it would no doubt lead to very much greater safety 
in building and very much greater care in the ‘protection of 
buildings, by better construction, and by provision of watch- 
men and water for immediate use. 

The loss by fire in the city of Boston has been during the 
last thirty years, in round numbers, $100,000,000. With in- 
terest added upon the sums of money lost from the date of 
loss, the sum total more than equals the present valuation % 
all the taxable buildings in the city of Boston, which i 
$244,000,000 (188%). If the amounts paid for insurance 
and for the maintenance of the fire department during the 
sume, period were added, with interest, the total amount 
would very far exceed the value of all the buildings in 
Boston to-day, public and private. If the money w hich has 
been lost by fire and expended in insurance premiums, and in 
the maintenance of the fire department, should be paid into 
the city treasury to-day, with interest, there would be more 
than enough to duplicate every building i in Boston and pay 
the city debt. There would probably be enough to build 
anew every building in Boston, making them all as ne: rly 
fire-proof as the wit of man and money can make a building. 
The rates of insurance in Boston have so wide a range 
that it is very difficult, if not wholly impossible, to make an 
accurate estimate, but one-quarter of one per cent. on 
$244,000,000, total valuation of the taxable buildings in 
Boston, would be a conservative figure. One-quarter of one 
per cent. on $244,000,000 is $610,000. The cost of main- 
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taining the fire department and fire-alarm system for the year 
1888-89 was $853,000, making a cost of $3.49 for every 
$1,000 worth of taxable building protected by the fire depart- 
ment, — about one-quarter of the lawful rate of taxation upon 
all property. And to this $3.50, the cost of the fire depart- 
ment, the estimated cost of insurance, $2.50, and we find thut 
the combined expense of insurance and protection is $6 per 
thousand, — six-tenths of one per cent. It must be borne in 
mind, that incidental protection is given by the fire depart- 
ment to furniture, merchandise, and other personal property. 
hut there is no adequate means of ascertaining the value of 
this. The figures, however, are equally serviceable for the 
purpose of comparison ; and such comparisons, though often 
dangerous, and to some extent misleading, are very Instruc- 
tive. For instance, the cost of maintaining the fire depart- 
ment um London, which has ten times the population of Bos- 
ton, was, last year. only £133,300, about $200,000 less 
than the cost of the fire department here. Five hundred and 
ninety-one firemen were employed, all told, and the force is 
being increased at the present time at an expense of $75.00") 
more a year to 707 men, which is almost precisely the num- 
ber now upon the rolls of the Boston Fire Department, 
which, all hands included, comes to 700 men. 

Our American methods are no doubt brought to much 
greater perfection than those abroad, but. although London 
is in great part very badly constructed, the rate of insur- 
ance is only 75 cents per thousand. In Paris, the best rate of 
ordinary insurance is one one hundred of one per cent., -— ten 
centimes per thousand francs. On furniture the rate is 75 
cents per thousand. To cover the lability of the tenant to 
his landlord in case of fire, his rate is 20 centimes for 1,000 
francs. To cover the risk of responsibility to a neighbor it is 
10 centimes per thousand francs ; and yet a certain insurance 
company, the particulars of which were given us confiden 
tially. has found the business of insurance at these rates so 
profitable, that the original capital of $80,000 has now a 
market value of $12,000,000. The original cost of a share 
was 1,000 franes, and the usual dividend is 1,400 franes per 
share. The immunity from fire in Paris is no doubt duc 
largely to the cheapness of incombustible material, and the 

expense of wood; partly to the way in which the city is laid 
out with wide streets, and partly to the building laws, 
especially those which restrict the height of buildings, no 
private building in Paris being allowed to be more than 
twenty metres high in any ev ent. The height of buildings 
is further restricted in proportion to the width of the street, 
beside which, great vigilance is caused by the existing law. 
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The occupant of an apartment in which a fire originates is 
liable to the landlord, and also to his neighbors if any 
damage results to them. As to the liability to the landlord, 
the burden of the proof is upon the tenant to show that he 
is not in fault. As to the liability to his neighbors, the bur- 
den of the proof is upon the neighbor, to show that the fire 
was due to the negligence or fault of the occupant. Defec- 
tive construction makes the owner liable to the owners of 
other property. These liabilities, known as landlords’ risks 
and neighbors’ risks, are the subjects of insurance; but as 
there is no limit to the liability, great vigilance is practised. 
The construction is largely of stone and plaster, wood being 
used only for finish and framing of partitions where it forms 
the skeleton of a mass of plaster, so that fires are not rapid 
or destructive. The population of Paris is five times that 
of Boston. There are twelve steam fire-engines, and al- 
thongh the department was called to 2,847 fires during the 
last department year, the steam-engines were used in Y only 
twenty-four cases. In one case only were four engines 
used; in three cases, three engines only; in four cases, two 
engines only; and in the remaining fifteen cases, only one 
engine. On the other hand, the R egiment of Sapeurs Pom- 
piers. which is organized in militar vy fashion, amounts, 
including officers, to Ae 744 men. Most of the work is done 
with petty apparatus. 

The building laws of London are in many ways defective, 
and, as a whole, not nearly as good as ours. There are very 
few high buildings, although there is no legal prohibition of 
them, “and more of them are now in process of erection. 
Under these circumstances, the economy and efficiency of 
the fire department is remarkable. 

Our present laws, State and special, are the result of 
twenty years of legislation ; in some parts, of popular excite- 
ment ; 1n some details, of individual selfishness. Much com- 
plaint has been made of their being in: idequate, confused, 
unintelligible, and arbitrary. 

We have endeavored by rearrangement and condensation 
to remedy some of these difficulties, but it will be found 
that by far the greater part of the new draft proposed by us 
ix merely a reénactment. of the old law. 

The Boston building law we have found to be, as a whole, 
mich better than any other, and one for which the citizens 


of Boston are deeply indebted, and under which very great: 


improvements have resulted, both in safety from fire and 
healthfal conditions. 

The difficulties of the task imposed upon us, and the labor 
involved, we have found to be very great. Advice and sug- 
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gestion could only be made use of after the most careful 
scrutiny as to the motive, which was not always unselfish ; 
and both as to the old matter and the new, all possible 
conditions had to be thought of and studied, as well as 
the relation of each part to many others; the chief difficulty 
being in each case to determine justly between public and 
pri rate interest, — to determine what public advantage might 
justly require of the individual. Every word has been re- 
peatedly considered. The discussion and drafting of a sim- 
ple section has sometimes occupied many hours, and the 
alteration of a word in one section has necessitated altera- 
tions in several others. 

In spite, however, of the pains we have taken, it may well 
be expected that criticisms will be made by those who differ 
in opinion, and by those who have more selfish reasons. We 
only ask in the public interest, and on behalf of the law for 
which we are responsible, that no less thought and labor 
shall be given to any changes than has been given in prepa- 
ration. Experience and practice will no doubt discover im- 
perfections in this law as they have in the old law, and as they 
do in all laws; and greater knowledge will suggest additions 
and mibadifeations: ‘A better law is doubtless possible. We 

‘an only say, that we have used our best ability in making 
use of all available knowledge and experience. 

We had supposed it to be a part of our duty to prepare a 
set of regulations as to electric wires within a building. 
Regulations for this purpose were prepared for our use by 
Messrs. G. E. Cabot, F. A. Gilbert, and D. Killecutt. The 
appointment of an electrician for the superintendence of the 
whole matter of electric lighting and wiring has made it un- 
necessary, and perhaps improper, for us to offer any draft of 
laws upon that subject. 

We are very much indebted to Mr. John E. Cheney, 
Civil Engineer, for very valuable professional assistance ren- 
dered by him, and also to Edward T. Cabot, Esq., for legal 
services, which have occupied a very large portion of his 
time during the summer and autumn. 

There is no difference of opinion among the members of 
the commission as to any of the conclusions arrived at.

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AN ACT 


RELATING TO THE CONSTRUCTION, MAINTENANCE, AND 
INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


SecTION 1. There shall be in the city of Boston a depart- 
ment, to be called the department for the inspection of 
buildings, which shall be furnished, at the expense of the city, 
with office room and such supplies for the transaction of its 
business as the city council may provide. _ The compensa- 
tion of its officers shall be provided for by said city by ordi- 
nance. 

Sect. 2. The chief officer of said department shall he called 
the inspector of buildings, and shall be appointed by the 
mayor and confirmed by the board of aldermen. 

He shall hold office for the term of three years, or until 
his successor shall be appointed and confirmed, but may be 
removed by the mayor for malfeasance, incapacity, or neglect 
of duty. 

Secr. 3. The other officers of said department shall consist 
of a clerk and such number of assistant inspectors (not less 
than twenty-five) and civil engineers as the city council may 
from time to time by ordinance determine. All of said officers 
shall be appointed by the inspector, with the approval of the 
mayor, and shall hold office during good behavior ; but may 
be removed by the inspector, with the approval of the mayor, 
for malfeasance, incapacity, or neglect of duty. 

Sect. 4. None of the aforesaid officers of the department 
shall be employed or engaged in any other business, or be 
interested in any contract for building or for furnishing 
materials to be used for building in the city of Boston. 

Sect. 5. In case of the temporary absence or disability of 
the inspector, he may appoint one of the assistant inspectors 
as his deputy, and such deputy shall, during such absence or 
disability, exercise all the powers of the inspector. 

Secr. 6. The inspector shall keep a record of the business 
of said department; submit to the city council a yearly 
report of such business; ascertain all facts and make all 
returns required by law relative to steam-boilers ; and enter 
upon the premises wherein any fire has occurred, if neces- 
sary, in order to investigate the origin of the fire. He may 
require plans and specifications of any proposed erection or 
alteration of any building, which shall be returned to their 
owner upon the completion of the building; and shall grant 
permits for such erection or alteration, when in conformity 
with the requirements of this act. 
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Srcr. 7. The inspector or his assistants shall examine all 
buildings in the course of erection or alteration, as often as 
practicable, and make a record of all violations of this act, 
with the street and number where such violations are found, 
the names of the owner, architect, and master mechanics, 
and all other matters relative thereto. 

Srcr. 8. The inspector or his assistants shall examine all 
buildings reported dangerous or damaged by fire or accident, 
and make a record of such examinations, stating the nature 
and amount of such damage, the name of the street and 
number of the building, the names of the owner and occu- 
pant, and the purpose for which it is occupied, and, in case 
of fire, the probable origin thereof; shall examine all build- 
ings for which applications have been made for permits to 
raise, enlarge, alter, build upon, or tear down, and make a 
record of such examination. The records required by this 
section shall always be open to the inspection of the engi- 
neers of the fire department, or any officer of the city, and 
of any other parties the value of whose property may be 
affected by the matters to which such records relate. 

Secr. 9. The assistant inspectors of buildings shall 
attend all fires occurring in the districts to which they are 
respectively assigned; shall report to the chief or assistant 
engineer of the fire department, and present all information 
they may have relative to the construction and condition of 
the premises on fire, and of the adjoining buildings. 

Srcr. 10. It shall be the duty of the engineers, upon the 
request of the inspector, or of the board of appeal hereinafter 
provided, to make all necessary computations as to the 
strength of materials, and to furnish expert assistance with 
regard to the mode of construction of any building subject to 
the provisions of this act. ; 

Secr. 11. The inspector shall not give a permit for the 
erection of any building until he has carefully inspected the 
plans and specifications thereof, ascertained that the building 
has sufficient strength, and that the means of ingress and 
egress are sufficient. A copy of the plans and specifi rations 
of every public building shall be deposited in the office of 
the inspector. 

The inspector may require any applicant for a permit to 
give notice of the application to any persons whose interests 
may be affected by the proposed work. 

Srcr. 12. There shall be in said Boston a board, to be 
called the board of appeal from the inspector of buildings, 
which board shall consist of three members, to be appointed 
as follows :— ; 

One member of the bar, who shall be appointed by the 
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mayor, with the approval of the board of aldermen, and who 
shall hold his office for three years from the date of his 
appointment. 

One architect, who shall be appointed. with the approval of 
the mayor, by the Boston Chapter of the American Society 
of Architects, such appointment being duly certified by the 
proper recording officer of said chapter, and who shall hold 
his office for two years from the date of his appointment. 

One master builder, who shall be appointed, with the 
approval of the mayor, by the Master Builders’ Association, 
such appointment being duly certified by the proper record- 
ing officer of such association, and who shall hold his office 
for one year from the date of his appointment. 

The terms of the several members of said board shall be 
three years each after the expiration of the first terms. 

Any member of said board may be removed by the mayor 
for malfeasance, incapacity, or neglect of duty. 

Each member of said board shall be paid by the city a 
compensation of not less than twenty-five dollars for each 
day’s service, to be fixed by the city council by ordinance. 

The reasonable expenses of said board, including clerical 
assistance and office expenses, if required, shall be paid by 
the city of Boston. 

No member of said board shall sit in a case in which he is 
interested, and in case of such disqualification, or of the 
necessary absence of any member, the two other members 
shall appoint a substitute. If two or more members are so 
disqualified, or absent, the inspector shall appoint one sub- 
stitute, the appellant another, and the two so appointed 
shall, if uecessary, appoint a third. 

Srcr. 13. Any applicant fora permit from the inspector of 
buildings required by this act, whose application has been 
fused, or any person who has been ordered by the inspector 
to incur any expense, may, within three days after being no- 
tified of such refusal or order, appeal from the decision of 
the inspector by giving to the inspector notice in writing that 
he does so appeal. In case of unreasonable delay by the 
- Inspector in acting upon any application, the applicant may 
appeal in the manner above provided. 

Any person, the value of whose property may be affected 
by work to be done under any permit granted by the in- 
spector of buildings, may, within three days after the issuing 
of such permit, appeal by giving to the inspector notice in 
writing that he does so appeal, and depositing the amount of 
seventy-five dollars with the inspector as security for the 
costs of the appeal. 

All cases in which appeals have been taken as above pro- 
vided shall be referred to the board of appeal, and said 
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board shall, after hearing, direct the inspector to issue his 
permit under such conditions, if any, as they may require, 
or to withhold the same. 

All proceedings before the board of appeal shall be con- 
ducted in such manner as the board may direct. In cases 
where the decision of the inspector is sustained, the appellant 
shall pay such costs as the board of appeal may determine. 

Sror 14. Any member of the board of appeal and any 
officer of the department for the inspection of buildings 
may, so far as may be necessary for the performance of his 
duties, enter any building or premises in the city of Boston. 

Srcr. 15. No work affecting the strength or fire-risk of 
any wall, structure, or building in the city of Boston shall be 
done without a permit from the inspector of buildings nor 
except in conformity with the provisions of this act. 

Srecr. 16. Every wall, structure, and building hereafter 
built or altered in said city shall conform to the provisions of 
this act, so far as they are applicable, except bridges, quays, 
wharves, and buildings belonging to the government of the 
United States. 

Scr. 17. In this act the following terms shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them : — 

* Alteration ” means any change or addition. 

* Building of the first class” means building of fire- proof 
construction throughout. 

“ Building of the second class” means all buildings not of 
the first class, the external and party walls of which are of 
brick, stone, iron, or other equally substantial and incom- 
bustible material. 

Building of the third class” means any building not of 
the first or second class. 

“Cellar” means a basement or lower story of which one- 
half or more of the height from the floor to the ceiling is 
below the level of the street adjoining. 

Foundation” means that portion of a wall below the level 
of the street curb, and where the wall is not on a street, 
that portion of the wall below the level of the highest ground 
next to the wall; but if under party or partition walls, may 
be construed by the inspector to mean that portion below 
the cellar floor. 

“Height of a building” means the perpendicular distance 
of the highest point of the roof above the average street level 
of the principal front. 

“ Height of a wall” means the height from the mean grade 
of the sidewalk or adjoining ground to the highest point 
of the wall. 

* Lodging-house” means a building in which persons are 
accommodated with sleeping apartments, and includes hotels. 
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“Party wall” means every wall used, or built in order to 
be used, as a separation of two or more buildings. 

“Partition wall” means any interior wall of masonry ina 
building. 

“ External wall” means every outer wall or vertical enclo- 
sure of a building other than a party wall. 

“ Repairs” means the reconstruction or renewal of any 
existing part of a building, or of its fixtures or appurte- 
nances, by which the strength or five-risk is not affected or 
modified, and not made for the purpose of converting the 
building in whole or in part to a new one. 

“Tenement-house” means a building which, or any por- 
tion of which, is occupied, or intended to be occupied, as 
a dwelling by more than three families living independently 
of one another, and doing their cooking upon the premises ; 
or by more than two families above the second floor, so liv- 
ing and cooking. 

“Thickness” of a wall means the minimum thickness of 
such wall. 

Sect. 18. The city of Boston may from time to time, by 
ordinance, extend the building limits in said city, and may 
establish other limits in any districts of said city, and within 
such limits every building built after the establishment 
thereof shall be of the first or second class, and only the 
following third-class structures shall be allowed, viz. : — 

Wharves ; temporary sheds to facilitate the erection of 
authorized buildings ; fences not over ten feet high ; struct- 
ures erected on wharves, provided they be wholly detached, 
distant at least fifty feet from the property of all adjoining 
owners, not over thirty feet high, and have all external parts 
covered with slate, tile, metal, or other similar incombustible 
material.

In GENERAL. 


Stresses for materials and forms of same, not herein men- 
tioned, shall be those determined by best modern author- 
ities. | 

(JUALITY OF MATERIALS. 


All materials are to be of good quality for the purpose for 
which they are to be used, are to conform to legal, trade, and 
manufacturers’ standards, and to be subject to the approval 
of the inspector. 

Mortars. 


All mortars shall be made with such proportion of sand as 
will ensure a proper degree of cohesion and tenacity, and 
secure thorough adhesion to the material with which they are 
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to be used, and the inspector shall condemn all mortars not 
so made. 

The following rules must be complied with : — 

Mortar below level of water shall be no poorer than one 
part cement and two parts sand. 

Mortar for first-class buildings shall for one-half their 
height be no poorer than one part cement, two parts sand ; 
ubove, equal parts of cement and lime, and the proper 
proportion of sand. 

Mortar for second-class buildings, and for such parts of 
third-class buildings as are below the level of the sidewalk, 
shall be no poorer than equal parts of lime and cement, with 
a proper proportion of sand. 

Mortar for third-class buildings above ground shall be no 
poorer than the best lime mortar. 

Exceptions by the inspector may be made for mortar used 
In setting stone where cement will stain. 

SEoT. 20. No alteration or repairs shall be made on any 
third. class building within the building limits without a per- 
mit from the, inspector of buildings, and no permit to increase 
the height or area of any such building shall be granted. 
No permit for the alteration or repair of a third-class build- 
ing within the limits shall be granted if the amount of the 
outlay proposed exceeds fifty per cent. of the cost of re- 
newing the building. 

Secor. 21. No third-class building within or without the 
building limits shall be moved to any position within said 
limits. 

Secr. 22. Buildings of the third class hereafter erected 
to be used as dwelling-houses shall not exceed forty-five 
feet in height, and shall not be built within eighteen inches 
of the property of any adjoining owner, or within three feet 
of any existing building, unless the wall adjoining such 
existing building or the adjoining wall of such existing 
building is of brick, and built in compliance with this act. 
Provided, however, that such buildings may be built out to 
the line of any street, court, or passageway. 

Sect. 23. No third-class building hereafter built shall 
exceed fifty-five feet in height, or be placed within ten feet 
of any third-class building, more than twenty-five feet high, 
or within four feet of any third-class building, unless the 
wall adjoining such existing third-class building is of brick. 
Dwellings built in a block shall have a partition wall of brick 
at least twelve inches thick, at least every fifty feet in their 
Jength. Other third-class buildings shall have a like division 
wall at least every one hundred feet. 

Sxor. 24. The restrictions as to height contained in 
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sections 22 and 23 shall not apply to any building which is 
not within fifty feet of any way, other than a private way 
leading thereto, nor within fifty feet of any other building, 
or of the property of any adjoining owner. 

Secr. 25. All wooden buildings shall be properly built with 
posts and girts, which, except in buildings less than fifteen 
feet high and of less than four hundred feet area, shall be 
four inches by eight inches, or the equivalent. In ail 
wooden buildings the studs shall not be over thirty-two 
inches apart. 

Secr. 26. No wooden sill shall be laid below the adjoining 
ground. 

Sect. 27. A first-class building shall consist of non-inflam- 
mable material throughout, except that wood may be used 
for under and upper floors laid immediately upon the sup- 
port, window-sashes, doors, standing finish, hand-rails for 
stairs, necessary sleepers bedded in concrete, and for isolated 
furring blocks bedded in the plaster. There shall be no air- 
space between the top of any floor arches and*the floor 
hoarding, and no air-space behind any woodwork. 

Srcr. 28. Every building hereafter erected over seventy 
feet high shall be a first-class building. 

Secr. 29. No building hereafter erected, except. spires of 
churches, shall exceed one hundred and twenty feet in 
height. 

No building shall be hereafter erected, except church 
spires, of a height greater than two and one-half times the 
width of the widest street or square on which it stands; 
such width to be measured from the face of the building to 
the lawfully established line of the street on the other side. 
If the street is of uneven width, the average width of the 
part opposite the building shall be taken. 

If the effective width of the street is increased by an area 
or set-back, the space between the face of the main building 
and the lawfully established line of the street may be built 
upon to the height of twenty feet. 

Secr. 30. Livery portion of every structure in process of 
construction, alteration, repair, or removal, and every neigh- 
Baring structure or portion thereof affected by such process, 

by any excavation, shall be properly constructed and 
sufficiently supported during such process. The inspector 
may take such measures as the public safety requires to carry 
this section into effect, and any expense so incurred may be: 
recovered by the city from the owner of the defective 
structure. 

Secor. 31. \ Where the nature of the ground requires it, all 
buildings shall be supported on foundation piles, and the 
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number, diameter, and bearing of such piles shall be suffi- 
cient to support the superstructure proposed. The inspector 
shall determine the grade at which the piles shall be cut. 
All piles shall be capped with block granite levellers, each 
leveller having a firm bearing on the pile or piles it covers 
or with Portland cement concrete of a quality and thickness 
approved by the inspector. The inspector may require any 
applicant for a permit to ascertain by boring the nature of 
the ground on which he proposes to build. 

Sror. 32. Every building shall have a foundation, the 
bearing of which shall be not less than four feet. below any 
adjoining surface exposed to frost, and such foundation, with 
the superstructure which it supports, shall not overload the 
material on which it rests. 

Sect. 33. The inspector of buildings shall designate, in 
every permit for the erection of a new building, the lowest 
grade at which the floor of the basement story of such 
building may be laid. 

Srcr. 384. Foundations shall be built of rubble, block 
granite, or brick laid in mortar, as provided in section 19. 
Foundation walls of rubble shall not be used in buildings 
over forty feet in height, except third-class buildings outside 
the limits. Where rubble is used, two-thirds of the bulk of 
the wall shall be built of through stone, thoroughly bonded. 
No round or boulder stone shall be used, and if the founda- 
tion is on piles, the lower course shall be of block stone not 
under sixted) inches high, or of concrete, as provided in sec- 
tion 31. 

Foundations of rubble shall be twenty-five per cent. 
thicker than is required for granite foundations. 

Foundations of block granite shall be at least eight inches 
thicker than the walls next above them to a depth “of twelve 
feet below the street grade; and for every additional ten 
feet, or part thereof, deeper, they shall be increased four 
inches in thickness. 

Foundations of brick shall be at least twelve inches 
thick, and at least four inches thicker than the walls next 
above them to a depth of twelve feet below the street grade ; 
and for every additional ten feet, or part thereof, deeper, 
they shall be increased four inches in thickness. 

Foundations shall be thick enough to resist any lateral 
pressure, and the inspector may order an increase of thick- 
ness for that purpose. The footing shall be of stone or con- 
crete, or both, or of concrete and “stepped- -up brickwork, of 
sufficient thickness and area to safely bear the weight to be 
imposed thereon, and to properly distribute such weight 
upon the surface on which it rests. If of concrete, the con- 
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crete shall not be less than twelve inches thick. If of stone, 
the stones shall not be less than sixteen inches in thickness, 
and at least twelve inches wider than the bottom width of 
the foundation walls, and at least twelve inches wider on 
all sides than the bottom width of any piers, columns, or 
posts resting upon them. All footing stones shall be well 
hedded and laid crosswise, edge to edge, If stepped-up 
footings of brick are used in place of stone, above the con- 
crete, “the steps or offsets, if laid in single courses, shall 
each not exceed one and a half inches; or if laid in double 
courses, then each shall not exceed three inches. 

Sect. 35. The cellar of every dwelling hereafter built 
on filled or made land, or where the grade or nature of 
the ground requires, shall be sufficiently protected from 
water and damp by a bed at least two inches thick over the 
whole, of concrete, cement and gravel, tar and gravel, or 
asphalt, or by bricks laid in cement. 

The space between any floor and the cellar bottom shall 
he well ventilated. 

No cellar or basement floor of any building shall be con- 
structed below the grade of twelve feet above mean low 
water; provided, however, that the board of aldermen 
may, by license, subject to revocation by them at any time 
for sufficient reason of public health, authorize cellar or 
basement floors to be constructed in buildings, no part of 
which is to be used as a dwelling, so much below said grade 
as they may designate in such license. 

Srcr. 36. All excavations shall be so protected, by 
sheet-piling if necessary, by the persons causing the same to 
be made, that the adjoining soil shall not cave in by reason 
of its own weight. 

It shall be the duty of the owner of every building to 
furnish, or cause to be furnished, such support that his build- 
ing shall not be endangered by any excavation; provided, 
that the owner of any building which is endangered by an 
excavation carried by an adjoining owner more than ten feet 
below the grade of the street, may recover the expense so 
caused of supporting such building from the parties causing 
such excavations to be made. 

All permanent excavations within the limits shall be pro- 
tected by retaining walls. 

In case of any failure to comply with the provisions of this 
section, the inspector may enter upon the premises and may 
furnish such support as the circumstances may require. Any 
expense so incurred may he recovered by the city from the 
parties required by law to furnish support. 

Seot. 37. All brickwork shall be of merchantable, well- 
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shaped bricks, well laid and bedded, with well-filled joints, 

in mortar, as required by section 19, and well flushed up at 

every course with mortar. Bricks when laid shall be wet 
dry, as the inspector may direct. 

Secr. 38. All walls of brick, stone, or other similar 
material shall be well built, properly bonded and tied, and 
laid with mortar, as required by section 19. 

Sect. 39. Every eighth course, at least, of a brick wall 
shall be a heading or bonding course, except where walls are 
faced with face brick, in which case every eighth course shall 
be bonded with Flemish headers, or by cutting the corners 
of the face brick and putting in diagonal headers behind the 
same. 

Sect. 40. The external and party walls above the founda- 
tion of dwelling-bhouses of the first or second class, hereafter 
built, not over twenty feet wide, or thirty feet high, or forty 
feet deep, shall be not less than eight inches thick. 

Such walls of dwellings of the first or second class hereafter 
built thirty feet or over, but not over sixty feet high, shall 
be not less than twelve inches thick. 

Such walls of such dwellings sixty feet or over, but not 
over seventy feet high, shall be sixteen inches to the height 
of the top of the second floor, and twelve inches for the 
remaining height. 

Such walls of such dwellings seventy feet or over, but not 
over eighty feet high, shall be twenty inches to the top of 
the second floor, sixteen inches to the top of upper floor, and 
‘to within fifteen feet of the roof, and twelve inches the 
remaining height. 

Such walls of such dwellings of eighty feet or more in 
height shall have for the upper eighty feet the thickness 
required for buildings between seventy and eighty feet in 


‘height, and every section of twenty-five feet or part thereof 


below such upper eighty feet shall have a thickness of four 
inches more than is required for the section next above it. 

Seot. 41. The external and party walls above the foun- 
dation of every building of the first or second class here- 
after built, other than dwellings, forty feet or less in height, 
shall be sixteen inches thick to the top of second floor, ‘and 
twelve inches for the remaining height. 

Such walls of such buildings of forty feet or over, but 
not over sixty feet in height, twenty inches to the top of 
second floor, sixteen inches the remaining height. 

Such walls of such buildings of sixty feat or over, but not 
over eighty feet high, twenty-four inches to the top of the 
first floor, twenty inches to the top of the upper floor, and 


to within fifteen feet of the roof, and sixtéen inches above. 
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Such walls of such buildings of eighty feet or more in 
height shall have for the upper eighty feet the thickness 
required for buildings between seventy and eighty feet in 
height, and every section of twenty-five feet or part thereot 
below such upper eighty feet shall have a thickness of four 
inches more than is required for the section next above it. 

Srcr. 42. Vaulted walls shall contain, exclusive of 
withes, the same amount of material as is required for solid 
walls, and the walls on either side of the air-space shall be 
not less than eight inches thick, and shall be securely tied 
together with ties not more than two feet apart. 

Sect. 43. In reckoning the thickness of walls, no allow- 
ance shall be made for ashlar, unless it is eight inches or 
more thick, in which case the excess over four inches shall 
be reckoned as part of the thickness of the wall. © Ashlar 
shall be at least four inches thick, and properly held by metal 
clamps to the backing, or properly bonded to the same. 

Sror. 44. External walls may be built in part of iron 
or steel, and when so built muy be of less thickness than 
is above required for external walls, provided such walls 
meet the requirements of this ah as to strength, and pro- 
vided that all constructional parts are wholly protected from 
heat by brick or terra-cotta, or by plastering three-quarters 
of an inch thick, with iron furring and wiring. 

Secr. 45. In first and second class buildings all party 
and bearing partition walls above the foundation shall be of 
brick. 

Sect. 46. In buildings hereafter built all party walls 
and the partition walls required by this act shall be built 
through, and at least twelve inches above or distant from, the 
roof boarding, at the nearest point; shall be entirely covered 
with stone or metal securely fastened, and corbelled to the 
outer edge of all projections; provided that a gutter stone 
of suitable dimensions and properly balanced may be in- 
serted in place of the corbelling, and that where the walls: 
extend thirty-six inches above the adjoining building, parapet 
walls may be omitted. 

Secor. 47. When openings or recesses, or both, occur 
in an external wall, or when buttresses are used, the piers 
shall be of sufficient strength to comply with the clauses of - 
this act prescribing strength of materials, and not less in 
thickness than is above specified, and no other portion of the 
wall shall be less than twelve inches thick in buildings under 
seventy feet in height, or less than sixteen inches thick in 
buildings seventy feet or over in height. 

-Sxcr. 48. No recess, chase, or flue shall be made in any 
party wall so deep that it will leave the thickness at the 
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back less than eight inches at any point, and no recess, 
chase, or flue not vertical shall be made without the special 
permit of the inspector. No vertical recess, other than 
flues, in stacks, shall be nearer than seven feet to any other 
recess, unless by special permit of the inspector. 

Sect. 49. First and second class buildings hereafter built 
shall have floor-bearing supports not over thirty feet apart. 
These supports may be brick walls, trusses, or columns and 
girders. Such brick walls may be four inches less in 
thickness than is required by this act for external and party 

walls of the same height, provided they comply with the pro- 
visions of this act as “to the strength ‘of materials, but in no 
case less than twelve inches thick. When trusses are used, 
the walls upon which they rest shall be at least four inches 
thicker than is otherwise required by sections 40 and 41, 
for every addition of twenty-five feet or part thereof to the 
length of the truss over thirty feet. — 

Secr. 50. Second-class buildings hereafter built shall be 
so divided by brick partition walls of the thickness prescribed 
for bearing partition walls, and carried twelve inches above 
the roof, that no space inside any such building shall exceed 
in area six thousand square feet, and no existing wall in any 
second-class building shall be removed so as to leave an 
area not so enclosed, of more than six thousand square feet. 

Sect. 51. All walls of a first or second class building 
meeting at an angle shall be united every ten feet of their 
height, by anchors made of at least two inches by half an inch 
wrought-iron securely built into the side or partition walls 
not less than thirty-six inches, and into the front and rear 
walls at least one-half the thickness of such walls. 

Secr. 52. Openings or doorways in party walls or in 
partition walls required by this act shall not exceed two in 
number for each floor, and the combined area of such open- 
ings on each floor shall not exceed 100 square feet. Each 
opening must be provided with two sets of wrought-iron or 
metal-covered doors separated by the thickness of wall, hung 
to rabbeted iron frames, or to wooden frames entirely COvV- 
ered with metal, or to iron hinges in brick or iron rabbets. 
Provided that this section shall not apply to theatres. 

Sect. 538. Every column sball rest upon a cap or plate 
sufficient to properly distribute. the load. Columns set ont 
above another shall have proper connections. All bearing 
parts of columns or plates shall be turned or planed to true 
surfaces. The inspector may require columns to be drilled 
for inspection. 

Secr. 54. Piers and walls shall have caps or plates, 
where needed, sufficient to properly distribute the load. 
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Sror. 55. All weight-bearing metal in first and second 
class buildings hereafter built shall be protected by brick, 
terra-cotta, or plastering on metal laths and furring, or other 
incombustible material approved by the board of appeal. 

Secor. 56. Upright supports in first and second class 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, of other material than 
brick below the first floor, shall be protected by a jacket of 
brick or terra-cotta, at least four inches thick, or by a coating 
of plaster one inch thick on wire or metal lathing, or other 
substantial fire- proof material. 

Secr. 57. Partitions supporting floors or roofs shall rest 
upon girders, trusses, or walls. 

Sror. 58. Where a wall is finished with a stone cornice, 
the greatest weight of material of such cornice shall be on 
the inside of the face of the wall. 

All cornices hereafter built or replaced shall be of brick or 
other incombustible material, and the walls shall be carried 
up to the boarding of the roof; and where the cornice projects 
above the roof the masonry shall be carried up to the top of 
the cornice and covered with metal, like parapet walls. 

Secr. 59. All new or renewed floors shall be so con- 
structed as to carry safely the weight to which the proposed 
use of the building will subject them; but the least capacity 
per superficial square foot, exclusive of materials, shall be : — 

For floors of dwellings, seventy pounds. 

For office floors, one hundred pounds. 

For floors of public buildings, one hundred and_ fifty 
pounds. 

For floors of warehouses, stores, storehouses, and mercan- 
tile buildings of like character, factories, drill-rooms, and rid- 
ing-schools, two hundred and fifty pounds. 

Secr. 60. In every building hereafter built or altered, 
there shall be posted and maintained jn every room used for 
mechanical or mercantile purposes, the inspector’s certificate 
of the weight-bearing capacity of the floor. No part of any 
floor of such room shall be loaded beyond its capacity as 
certified. 

Secr. 61. All roof or floor timbers entering the same 
party wall from opposite sides shall have at least four inches 
solid brickwork between the ends of said timbers. 

Secor. 62. The ends of all wooden floor or roof beams in 
first and second class buildings shall enter the wall to a depth 
of at least four inches, unless the wall is properly corbelled 
so as to give a bearing of at least four inches, and the ends 
of all such beams shall be so shaped or arranged that in case 
of fire they may fall without injury to the w: all. 

Secr. 63. Each floor in first or second class buildings 
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shall have its beams so tied to the walls and to each other 
with wrought-iron straps or anchors at least three-eighths of 
an inch thick by one and one-half inch wide as to form con- 
tinuous ties across the building uot more than ten feet apart. 
Walls running parallel or nearly parallel with floor-beans 
shall be properly tied once in ten feet to the floor-beams by 
iron straps or anchors of the size above specified. 

Secor. 64. Every wooden header or trimmer more than 
four feet long, carrying a floor-load of over seventy pounds 
per square foot, shall, at connections with other beams, be 
hung in stirrup-irons, and joint bolted. All tail beams, and 
similar beams of wood, shall be framed or hung in stirrup- 
irons. All iron beams shall have proper connections. 

Suncor. 65. Cutting for piping or other purposes shall not 
he done so as to reduce the strength of the supporting parts 
below that required by the provisions of this act. 

Seor. 66. No part of any floor-timber shall be within 
two inches of any chimney. No studding or furring shall be 
within one inch of any chimney. 

Seor. 67. Every second-class building hereafter built 
shall have a sufficient fire-stop at each floor, covering the 
whole floor of each story through all stud partitions, and 
extending to the masonry walls. Every air-duct, except 
those expressly sanctioned by this act, shall be effectually 
stopped at each story. 

Every such fire-stop shall consist of a solid, air-tight, 
cohesive layer, at least one inch thick, of tile, brick, terra- 
cotta, or like fire-made material, plaster, cement, cinder, or 
ashes, or a combination of the same laid between the upper 
and under floors, or occupying all the space between the 
timbers under the under floor. Provided that where the 
floor timbers are not ceiled, a tight under floor of two-inch 
plank, with an upper floor one inch thick, matched and 
breaking joints, shall constitute a sufficient fire- stop. The 
foot of each partition, and of each tier of studding or furring, 
shall be filled solid hetween the uprights to the full width 
thereof, and to the height of six inches above the floor, with 
the same incombustibles as above prescribed for fire-stops, 
or some combination thereof. The spaces between such parts 
of floor joists as rest upon partition heads shall be filled with 
the materials above required. The spaces between stringers 
of staircases and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be 
so stopped with some of the incombustibles above mentioned, 
at three places at least in every flight of stairs, as to prevent 
the passage of air. 

Scr. 68. No part of the roof of any first or second class 
building hereafter built over sixty feet high to be used for 
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mercantile, manufacturing, or storage purposes, or as a 
theatre, hotel, apartment house, or office-building, shall have 
a pitch of over twenty degrees. 

All new or renewed roofs shall be so constructed as to 
bear safely, in addition to the weight of the material, twenty- 
five pounds per superficial foot of area covered with proper 
additional allowance for a horizontal wind pressure of thirty 
pounds per square foot. 

Srcr. 69. The roof of every second-class building here- 
after built shall be covered with tin, iron, slate, gravel, 
composition, or like substantial roofing material not readily 
inflammable ; and if such roof comprises more than one story, 
or is over twenty feet in height in any part from the nearest 
floor, such roof shall be of the construction required for first- 
class buildings. 

Sxcr. 70. All buildings over forty-five feet high shall 
have suitable water-tight metallic leaders, and all buildings 
shall have leaders sufficient to carry all the water to the 
street, gutter, or sewer, in such a manner as not to flow 
upon the sidewalk, or to cause dampness on any wall, yard, 
or area. 

Srcr. 71. No staging or stand for observation purposes 
shall be constructed or occupied upon the roof of any 
building in said city. 

Srcr. 72. No chimney shall be corbelled from a wall 
more than the thickness of the wall, nor be hung from a wall 
less than twelve inches thick, nor rest upon wood. 

Allchimneys shall be built of brick, stone, or other incom- 
bustible material. 

Brick chimneys shall have walls at least eight inches thick, 
unless terra-cotta flue linings are used, in which case four 
inches of brick work may be omitted. 

Other chimneys shall have walls at least eight inches thick, 
and shall have in addition a lining of four inches of brick- 
work, or a terra-cotta flue lining. The inside of all brick 
flues shall have struck joints. 

All chimneys shall be topped out at least four feet above 
the highest point of contact with the roof. No nail shall be 
driven into the masonry of any chimney. 

Stor. 73. Flues of ranges and boilers, and other similar 
flues, shall have the outside exposed to the height of the 
ceiling, or be plastered directly upon the bricks. 

Secor. 74. All hearths shall be supported by trimmer 
arches of brick or stone; or be of single stones at least six 
inches thick, built into the chimney and supported by iron 
beams, one end of which shall be securely built into the 
masonry of a chimney or an adjoining wall, or which shall 
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otherwise rest upon incombustible support. The brick jambs 
of every fire-place, range, or grate opening shall be at least 
eight inches wide each, and the backs of such openings shall 
be at least eight inches thick. All hearths and trimmer 
arches shall be at least twelve inches longer on either side 
than the width of such openings, and at least eighteen inches 
wide in front of the chimney breast. Brickwork Over fire- 
places and grate openings shall be supported by poper iron 
bars, or brick or stone arches. 

Sect. 75. Every chimney-flue in which soft coal or wood 
is burned shall be carried to a height sufficient to protect 
neighboring buildings from fire and smoke. 

Sect. 76. No smoke-pipe shall project through any ex- 
ternal wall or window. No smoke-pipe shall pass through 
any wooden partition, without a soapstone ring of the thick- 
ness of the partition, and extending four inches from the 
pipe, or a double metal collar of the thickness of the parti- 
tion, with a ventilated air-space of not less than four inches 
around the pipe; nor shall be placed within eight inches of 
any wood unless such wood is plastered and protected by a 
metal shield two inches distant from the wood, in which ease 
the smoke-pipe shall be not less than six inches from the 
wood. The tops of all heating-furnaces set in brick shall 
be covered with brick, supported by iron bars. and so con- 
structed as to be perfectly tight; said covering to be in 
addition to and not less than six inches from the ordinary 
covering of the hot-air chamber. 

The tops of all heating-furnaces not set in brick shall be 
at least six inches below the nearest wooden beams or ceiling, 
with a shield of tin-plate made tight, suspended not less than 
two inches below such beams or ceiling, and extending one 
foot beyond the top of the furnace on all sides. 

All hot-air register-boxes hereafter placed in the floors or 
partitions of buildings shall be set in soapstone or equally 
incombustible borders not less than two inches in width, and 
shall be made of tin-plate, and have double pipes and boxes 
properly fitted to the soapstone. Hot-air pipes and register- 
boxes shall be at least one inch from any woodwork, and 
register-boxes fifteen inches by twenty-five inches, or larger, 
and their connecting-pipes shall be two inches from any 
woodwork. 

The requirements of this section may be modified or dis- 
pensed with by the inspector in first-class buildings. 

Sect. 77. No woodwork shall be placed within one inch 
of any metal pipe to be used to convey heated air or steam, 
unless such pipe is protected by a soapstone or earthen ring 
or tube, or a metal casing. 
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Secor. 7%. No boiler to be used for steam or motive 
power, and no furnace, shall be placed on any floor above the 
cellar floor, unless the same is set on non-combustible beams 
and arches, and in no case without a permit from the in- 
spector. 

Every such steam-boiler and every furnace, except in 
dwellings to be occupied by not more than one family, shall 
be enclosed in a fire-proof room of brick, terra-cotta, stone, 
iron, or other similar incombustible material, with iron or 
metal covered doors. 

Sror, 79. In every second-class building hereafter erected, 
all exterior parts more than forty-five feet above the side- 
walk, except window-frame sashes and blinds, shall be made 
of metal, stone, brick, or other equally incombustible 
material. 

Secr. 80. Outside openings of the classes hereinafter 
specified, in any first or second class building over forty-five 
feet high hereafter built or altered, and containing above the 
first story any room of over six hundred feet area, used for 
any purpose (except domestic cooking ) of greuter fire-risk 
then offices, counting-rooms, and dwelling-rooms, shall be 
protected by shutters. Such shutters shall be covered on 
both sides with tin, or made of other substantial fire-re- 
sisting material, and hung on the outside, if practicable, and 
otherwise on the inside either upon independent iron frames, 
or upon iron hinges rabbeted to the masonry, and made to be 
handled from the outside. The above requirement shall apply 
to any opening in any such building, which opening is above 
and within twenty feet of the roof of another building, or 
within twenty feet of another opening in an opposite wall, 
or in a wall the outside face of which diverges at an angle of 
less than one hundred and thirty-five degrees from the out- 
side face of the wall in which the opening is and leaves an 
open space between the openings and outside of the walls. 

Sror. 81. Elevators or hoists for freight which do not 
pass the ceiling of the first story may be constructed with- 
out fire-proof enclosures above the basement. In existing 
buildings or in buildings hereafter erected in compliance with 
this act, freight and passenger elevators without fire-proof 
enclosures may be placed in areas or hall ways which are 
continuous and unbroken, no part being separated from 
another part by an intervening floor; provided that no addi- 
tional draft of air is thereby created. In such buildings 
such elevators may pass through the first floor of any area 
or hall-way. provided a_ fire-proof enclosure be carried 
up to the first floor. Except as above provided, all shafts 
hereafter built for elevators, hoists, dumb-waiters, lifts, light 
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and ventilating shafts or other air-ducts, shall he constructed 
of, and if they do not. pass the upper floor, their tops shall be 
covered with, some substantial material not inflammable. All 
such shafts which pass the top floor shall be carried at least 
eighteen inches above the roof and be covered with a sky- 
light. Such shafts already constructed, except lifts twenty- 
eight inches square, or of less area and except in dwelling- 
houses to be occupied by not more than one family, shall 
be lined with tin or plastered on wire lathing, or otherwise 
rendered non-inflammable on the inside. Such shafts here- 
after built for freight and passenger elevators shall be of 
brick at least eight inches thick, or of metal covered on both 
sides with at least one inch of plaster applied immediately to 
the metal, or with some other equally substantial non-inflam- 
mable non-conducting material. 

Every entrance opening in a shaft or hoistway within two 
and one-half feet above a floor shall be protected by suffi- 
cient rails, gates, trap-doors, or such other device as shall 
be equivalent thereto. Every elevator shall be provided with 
some sutlicient arrangement to prevent the falling of the car 
in case of accident. Overhead elevator machinery shall have 
underneath it a grille sufficient to protect the car from falling 
inaterial. 

Every opening into an elevator-shaft or hoistway, and 
every opening through a floor other than a stairway, shall 
be closed when not in use. All inside elevator-shaft open- 
ings, other than openings in passenger elevator shafts, shall 
be furnished with metal or metal-covered doors hung to 
rabbeted iron frames and shall have iron thresholds, and 
said doors shall be kept closed when not in use. Outside 
windows or openings of every elevator-shaft shall have three 
vertical iron bars painted red, equally dividing the opening. 
Every part of any elevator not enclosed in a shaft shall be 
protected by a wire grille. 

Sect. 82. No elevator shall be used in any building 
until after written approval by the inspector. 

Secor. 83. In case any freight or passenger elevator is 
not constructed and furnished in compliance with this act, or 
has become unsafe, the inspector shall post a conspicuous 
warning and prohibition at the entrance to such elevator. 
It shall thereafter, until a new written permit is given by the 
inspector, be a penal offence hereunder to operate said ele- 
vator, or remove or deface said notice. No freight or 
passenger elevator shall be operated for more than six 
months after the date of the inspector’s permit, unless a 
certificate signed by some elevator builder that the elevator 
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ix safe and in good order has been furnished within six 
months, and is posted in the car or at the entrance. 

Srcr. 84. All buildings over twenty fect high shall have 
permanent means of access to the roof from the inside. The 
opening shall be not less than eighteen inches by thirty 
inches. 

Srcr. 85. Every building hereafter built, and every 
building occupied by more than one family, shall have, with 
reference to its height, condition, construction, surroundings, 
character of occupation, and number of occupants, one or 
more safe means of egress in case of fire. 

Srcr. 86. Every school-house two stories or more high, 
every church, theatre, public building, hall, place of assembly 
or resort, every building occupied above the second story by 
two or more families, or as a tenement, boarding, or lodging 
house, or as a factory or workshop, where ten or more per- 
sons are employed, shall have at least two independent ways 
of egress, each accessible from each apartment, and one of 
which shall be enclosed in brick walls, shall have no interior 
openings other than the doors of the apartments from which 
it is an exit, and shall be provided with a ventilating sky- 
light which ean be operated trom the lower hall. 

All ways of egress from every building shall be kept in 
good repair. No obstruction shall be placed upon any way 
of egress from any building. 

The inspector may permit stairways built for the purpose 
of complying with this section to project over public ways. 

Secor. 87. Any owner or lessee responsible for the condi- 
tion of a building shall be entitled to a certificate, or if the 
original has been issued, an exhibition of the duplicate there- 
of on the inspector’s records, to the effect that his building is 
provided with safe means of egress, if and whenever such is 
the case in the inspectoi’s opinion. 

Any tenant of, or person employed in any private build- 
ing, and in the case of any public building or public school, 
any citizen of Boston, shall be entitled to an exhibition of the 
inspector’s record, and if no certificate has been issued may 
apply to have a certificate or order issued. 

Any citizen of Boston in the case of a public building, and 
any tenant or person employed in a private building in the 
case of such building, may appeal from the inspector’s order 
eranting the certificate, in the manner provided by section 
13 for persons opposing the issuing of permits. 

Secor. 88. No explosive or inflammable compound or 
combustible material shall be stored or placed under any 
stairway of any building, or used in any such place or man- 
ner as to obstruct or render egress hazardous in case of fire. 
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Srecr. 89. The platforms, landings, and stairway steps of 
every fire-escape shall be strong enough to carry a load of 
seventy pounds to the square foot in addition to the weight 
of material. 

Sect. 90. Except as provided in section 86, no bay- 
window or other structure shall be placed upon any building 
so as to project over any public way or square, without the 
permission of the board of aldermen given after due notice 
und hearing, and then only in such manner as shall be 
approved by the inspector. 

Secr. 91. No sign made of wood or other inflammable 
material and more than two feet wide shall be placed on any 
building within the limits, and no sign made of such material 
shall be placed above the second story of any such building. 

Sect. 92. Every structure and part thereof, and appur- 
tenance thereto, within the city of Boston, shall be so con- 
structed and maintained in such repair as not to be danger- 
ous, and the owner of any premises within said city, upon 
notice from the inspector that such premises are dangerous, 
shall forthwith remedy the cause of danger by removal or 
repair. In case public safety requires immediate action, the 
Inspector may forthwith, by removal, repair, or temporary 
protection, prevent danger; and his reasonable and neces- 
sary expenses may be recovered by the city of Boston of the 
owner. 

Secor. 93. Any building which, by defect, accident, de- 
cay, or overloading, is unsafe, shall be vacated forthwith if, 
and when the inspector shall so order, notwithstanding an 
appeal from such order be pending. The inspector shall 
affix and maintain on the exterior of every such building a 
conspicuous notice of its character. The removing or ren- 
dering illegible of such notice shall be a penal offence here- 
under. 

Secr. 94. In case of any change, alteration, or addition 
not in the nature of ordinary repairs, renewals, or restora- 
tions, being required under the terms of this act upon a 
building wholly or partly under lease containing no provision 
for such a case, the owner shall pay the expense, and may 
collect of the lessee an additional rent for the portion so 
leased equal to eight per cent. per annum on that proportion 
of the sum paid which the leased portion bears to the whole 
building. 

Secor. 95. Every building hereafter so built. or altered 
as to contain an audience or assembly hall, capable of holding 
eight hundred persons or more, and every theatre hereafter 
built, shall be a first-class building. The audience hall and 
each compartment, division, and gallery of every such build- 


ee 
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‘ing shall respectively have at least two independent exits, as 
far apart as may be. Every such exit shall have a width of 
at least twenty inches for every hundred persons which the 
hall, compartment, division, or gallery from which it leads 
is capable of containing, provided that two or more exits of 
the same aggregate width may be substituted for either of the 
two exits above required. None of the exits above required 
shall be less than five feet wide. 

Sect. 96. Every building of the classes referred to by 
section 95 hereafter built shall have a frontage as wide as 
the widest part of the auditorium or assembly hall, including 
side passages or lobbies, the whole width and height of which 
frontage shall be upon a street, court, passageway, or area 
open to the sky, and at least thirty feet wide opposite the 
entire frontage. Such court, passageway, or area shall 
have an unobstructed way at least thirty feet wide, either 
through a first-class building without openings into any 
second or third class building, or wholly open to the sky, 
connecting it with a public street at least thirty feet wide. 
There shall be at least one exit on this front which shall be 
in no case less than five feet in width, and of such greater 
width as an allowance of twenty inches for each one hundred 
persons which the building may at any time contain will in 
the aggregate require. ‘There shall be another independent 
exit of the same capacity, or independent exits of the same 
aggregate capacity, either through a first-class building 
without openings into any second or third class building, or 
through a passageway open to the sky. All doors shall open 
outward, and shall not be so placed as to reduce the width of 
the passage above required. All aisles, stairways, and pas- 
sages in such buildings shall be of even or increasing width 
toward the exit, at least seven feet high throughout, without 
obstruction below that height, properly arranged for the easy 
egress of the audience, and of a width in respect of each divi- 
sion, gallery, or compartment, computed according to the 
above rule. No aisle or passage in such buildings, rising 
toward its exit, except stairways from story to story and 
necessary steps in galleries and balconies, shall have a gra- 
dient within the auditorium of more than two in ten, nor 
elsewhere of more than one in ten. 

Sect. 97. In buildings of the classes referred to in 
section 95 hereafter built, the cut of the stair stringers shall 
not exceed seven and one-half inches rise, nor be less than 
ten and one-half inches tread. No winders shall be less than 
seven inches wide at the narrowest part. There shall be no 
flights of more than fifteen or less than three steps between 
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landings. Every landing shall be at least four fect wide 
from step to step. 

Sect. 98. All stairs and landings of all buildings of the 
classes referred to by section 95 hereafter built shall have 
throughout proper hand rails on both sides firmly secured 
to walls, or to strong posts and balusters. Stairways 
twelve feet or more wide shall have one or more inter- 
mediate rails not more than eight feet apart and properly 
supported. 

Secr. 99. No boiler, furnace, engine, or heating ap- 
_ paratus, except steam or hot-air pipes and radiators, shall be 
located under the auditorium, nor under any passage or 
stairway of any exit of any building of the classes referred to 
by section 95. 

Sect. 100. The lights for the rear of the auditorium, and 
for all passages and stairways of exits of every building of 
the classes referred to by section 95 hereafter built, shall 
he independent of the lights of the rest of the auditorium 
and of the platform or stage, and shall be so arranged 
that they cannot be turned down or off from the platform or 
stage. 

Secor. 101. All exits from every building of the classes 
referred to by section 95 shall be opened for the use of 
every departing audience ; and shall have fastenings on the 
inside only. Plans showing the exits and stairways shall be 
printed on every programme or play-bill. 

Secr. 102. No temporary seats or other obstructions shall 
be allowed in any aisle, passageway, or stairway of a build 
ing of the classes referred to by section 95, and no person 
shall be allowed to remain in any aisle, passageway, or stair- 
way of any such building during any performance. 

Secr. 103. The stage of every theatre hereafter built 
shall be separated from the auditorium by a brick wall six- 
teen inches thick, which wall shall extend the entire width 
and height of the building, and two feet six inches above the 
roof, like a party wall. There shall be no openings through 
this wall except the curtain opening, and not more than two 
others which shall be located at or below the level of the 
stage; these latter openings shall not exceed twenty-one 
superficial feet each, and shall have tinned wood or metal 
self-closing doors, securely hung to rabbets in the  brick- 
work. The finish or decorative features around the curtain 
opening of every theatre shall be of incombustible materials, 
well secured to masonry. All scenery, curtains, and wood- 
work of the stage of every theatre shall be thoroughly cov- 
ered, and, if practicable, saturated with fire-resisting material. 
No fixed portion of the stage shall be of wood. 
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Sect. 104. There shall, be lobbies adjoining each division 
of the auditorium of every theatre hereafter built, separated 
therefrom by a partition of brick or other equally incombus- 
tible material, and sufficiently large to furnish standing room 
for all persons that such division may at any time contain. 

There shall be no openings in such partition except such as 
are required by section 95, and such openings shall not be 
more than eight feet high. 

Secor. 105. The proscenium or curtain-opening of every - 
theatre shall have a fire-resisting curtain of incombustible 
material, reénforved by wire netting , or otherwise strength- 
ened. If of iron, or similar heavy m: ‘terials and made to lower 
frora the top, it shall be so contrived as to be stopped se- 
curely at a height of seven feet above the stage floor; the 
remaining opening being closed by a curtain or valance of 
fire- -resisting fabric. Such curtain shall be raised at the 
beginning, and lowered at the end of each and every per- 
formance, and shall be of proper material, construction, and 
mechanism. 

Secr. 106. All scene docks, carpenter or property shops, 
and wardrobes of every theatre herenfter built shall be sep- 
arated from the stage, auditorium, dressing-room divisions 
by solid brick wi: ills, not less than twelve inches thick, with 
no openings to the auditorium or dressing-room divisions ; 
and all openings to the stage shall have tinned wood or 
metal self-closing doors, securely hung to rabbets in the 
brickwork. 

Secr. 107. All rooms in theatres for the use of persons 
employed therein shall have at least two independent exits. 
All stage gas-lights shall be protected by proper nettings. 

Sect. 108. ‘There shall be one or more ventilators near 
the centre and above the highest portion of the stage of every 
theatre, equal in combined area of opening to one-tenth of 
the area of stage floor. Every such ventilator shall have a 
valve or louver so counterbalanced as to open automatically, 
and shall be kept closed when not in use by a cord reaching 
to the prompter’s desk, and readily operated therefrom. 
Such cord shall be of combustible material, and so arranged 
that if it is severed the ventilator will open automatically. 

Sect. 109. There shall be at least two two-inch high-ser- 
vice stand-pipes on the stage of every theatre, with ample 
provision of hose and nozzles at each level of the st: ige on 

each side, and the water shall be kept turned on during the 
occupation of the building by any audience. The said pipes 
shall have two gates, one above the other, with a proper test 
or waste valve; the lower gate to be kept open at all times. 
The proscenium opening of every theatre shall be provided 
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with a two and one-half inch perforated iron pipe, so con- 
structed that it will form a complete water curtain for the 
entire proscenium opening, and there shall be for the rest of 
the stage a complete system of fire apparatus and perforated 
iron pipes or automatic sprinklers. Said pipes or sprinklers 
shall be supplied with water by high-pressure service, and be 
at all times ready for use. 

Sect. 110. Every hall, auditorium, or room of every 
building hereafter erected for or converted to use as a school- 
house, factory, theatre, or place of public assembly or enter- 
tainment shall have in continuous operation while occupied 
a system of ventilation so contrived as to provide fifty cubic 
feet per minute of outer air for each light other than an electric 
light and for each occupant. 

Secr. 111. Every building in the city of Boston hereafter 
built, any portion of which is to be occupied above the second 
story by more than one family, shall be a first or second class 
building. 

Seot. 112. The exterior walls of every building hereafter 
erected for or converted to use as a tenement or lodging 
house, and not having an exposure on an open space, street, 
court, or passageway more than twenty feet in width, shall 
not exceed thirty feet in height. 

Secr. 113. No building hereafter erected for or con- 
verted to use as a tenement or lodging house shall occupy 
above the level of the second floor more than three-fourths of 
the urea of the lot measured to the middle line of the street 
or streets, or passageways, on which it abuts. 

Every such building shall have on two exposures on land 
of the owner or as part of public ways, open spaces of at least 
ten feet in width, which spaces shall have an aggregate length 
of one foot for every twenty-five Square feet of superficial area 
actually occupied by the building. Such spaces shall be open 
to the sky, and shall remain undiminished so long as the 
building is occupied as a tenement or lodging house. 

Secr. 114. Every existing tenement or lodging house 
shall have in every sleeping-room, not communicating directly 
with the external air, two ventilating or transom windows of 
not less than six square feet area each, one opening into 
another room having an external window. No transom win- 
dow shall be placed in a partition wall enclosing a main stair- 
way. 

Spor. 115. Every room in every tenement or lodging 
house hereafter built, and in every building hereafter altered 
to be used as such, shall be not less than eight feet in 
height in the clear in every story, except that in the attic it 
may be less than eight feet high for one-half the area of the 
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room. Every such room shall have one or more windows 
on an open air-space with an area at least one-tenth as great 
as that of the room. The top of at least one window on 
such air-space in each room shall be at least seven feet six 
inches from the floor, and the upper sash of the same win- 
dow shall be movable. 

Sror. 116. No building of which any part is used for 


ro) 
storage or sale of hay, straw, hemp, flax, shavings, burning- 


fluid, turpentine, camphene, or any inflammable oil, or other 
highly combustible substance, shall be occupied in any 
part as a dwelling, tenement, or lodging house, except that 
rooms for coachmen or grooms may be allowed in private 
stables authorized by this act upon special permit from the 
inspector. 

Srecr. 117. All receptacles for ashes in any tenement or 
lodging house shall be enclosed with incombustible material 
satisfactory to the inspector. 

Secr. 118. Every lodging-house containing over fifty 
rooms above the first floor, and every tenement-house con- 
taining more than fifty sleeping-rooms above the first floor, 
shall have at least one night watchman exclusively so em- 
ployed on duty every night from 9 P.M. until 6 A.M.; 
and every lodging-house of the second or third class con- 
taining more than one hundred rooms above the first floor, 
and every tenement-house containing more than one hun- 
dred sleeping-rooms above the first floor, shall have at least 
two night watchmen exclusively so employed on duty every 
night from 9 P.M. to 6 A.M. But in the latter class of 
lodging and tenement houses, a proper system of electric 
watch lloekce: thermostats, or automatic fire-alarms, approved 
in writing by the inspector, may be substituted for one of the 
watchmen. 

In all lodging or tenement houses of either of the above 
classes a red ‘light shall be kept burning at night at the head 
and foot of every flight of stairs, and one or more gongs 
shall be so placed, and be of such size and number, as to 
give the alarm throughout the house in case of fire; and in 
every sleeping-room there shall be conspicuously posted 
directions for escape in case of fire. 

The inspector may make such other or further requirements 
for prevention of and escape from fire as may be reasonably 
necessary under the conditions of each case. 

Any innholder who ‘fails to comply with the provisions of 
this section shall thereby forfeit his license. 

Secr. 119. Every dwelling, tenement, or lodging house, 
every school-house, and every building where operatives are 
employed, shall have at least one waterscloset or privy, and 
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at least one water-closet or privy for every twenty persons 
therein living, attending, or employed; and in buildings 
where operatives of both sexes are emploved, separate ac- 
commodations shall be furnished for men and women. 
Privies or cesspools shall not be allowed where a sewer 
makes water-closets practicable. 

Every water-closet in every building hereafter erected for, 
or converted to use as a tenement-house, family hotel, or 
apartment house, shall have a window on the open air. 

SrcT. 120. No building, any part of which is within the 
limits or within forty fect of the property of any adjoining 
owner, shall be erected for or converted to use as a stable, 
without the consent of the mayor and aldermen after public 
hearing had, after written notice to the adjoining owners, 
and after public notice published at least thiee times, and at 
least ten days before the hearing, in at least two newspapers 
published in Boston. 

Secr. 121. No grain elevator, or building for the storing 
or manufacture of ‘high combustibles or explosives, or for 
chemical or rendering works, shall be erected, and no 
engine, dynamo, boiler, or furnace, except exclusively for the 
heating of, or to raise elevatenen in tHe building in which it is, 
shall be placed in any building without a permit issued 
under the provisions of the following sections. 

Secr. 122. Every application for a permit required by 
section 121, shall be filed with the inspector in writing, and 
shall set forth the location and character of the building, the 
size, power, and purpose of the appar atus, with such further 
information as the inspector may require. 

Secr. 123. Every such application shall be published in 
at least two daily papers published in Boston, and at least 
three days in each; and the applicant shall also, if so 
directed by the inspector, conspicuously post on the premises 
a copy of an application, and deliver copies thereof to such 
persons as the inspector may direct, and shall file an affidavit 
with the inspector that the notice required has been duly 
given. 

If no objection is filed with the inspector before the ex- 
piration of ten days from the time of the first publication of 
notice, or within ten days of the delivery and first posting of 
notice if required, the inspector shall, if the arrangement, 
location, and construction of the proposed apparatus is 
proper, and in accordance with the terms of this act, issue a 
permit for the same. 

But if such objection is filed, the application shall be re- 
ferred to the board of appeal, the chairman of the board of 
health, and the chairman of the board of fire commissioners, 
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together sitting as a commission, or such members of said 
boards respectively as, in case of the absence or disability 
of the chairmen, the standing members of the board of 
appeal, or their duly appointed substitutes, shall in each case 
appoint. The two members of said commission sitting with 
the board of appeal shall receive the same compensation as 
the members of that board. 

Srcr. 124. Said commission shall in each case cause due 
notice to be given to all parties of the time and place of 
hearing, and after hearing the parties shall authorize the in- 
spector to issue a permit, under such conditions as may be 
prescribed by said commission, or to withhold the same. 

If the permit is refused the applicant, and if it is granted 
the objectors shall pay such costs as the commission may | 
determine. 

Stor. 125. No person shall carry on the business of plumb- 
ing unless he shall have first registered his name and place 
of business in the office of the inspector of buildings; and 
notice of any change in the place of business of a registered 
plumber shall be immediately given to said inspector. 

Secor. 126. Every plumber, before doing any work in a 
building, shall, except in the case of the repair of leaks, 
file at the office of the said inspector, upon blanks for that 
purpose, a notice of the work to be performed ; and no such 
work shall be done in any building without the approval of 
said inspector. 

Srcr. 127. The plumbing of every building shall be sep- 
arately and independently connected with the public sewer, 
when such sewer is provided, or with a proper and sufficient 
drain connected thereto outside of the building; and if a 
sewer is not accessible, with a proper cesspool. 

Srecr. 128. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be covered 
or concealed from view until approved by the inspector, who 
shall examine the same within two working days after notice 
that they are ready for inspection. 

Sror. 129. Plumbing work shall not be used unless the 
same has first been tested by the inspector with the water 
test, or if that is not practicable, with the peppermint or 
other reliable test, and approved by him in writing. 

Secor. 130. Drain and connecting ventilating pipes shall 
be of sufficient size, and made of cast-iron within the build- 
ing, and for a distance’ of at least ten feet outside, except 
that lend pipes may be used for short connections exposed to 
view. 

Such pipes shall be of a uniform thickness throughout, 
and shall have an average weight not less than that below 
specified, viz. : — 
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2-inch pipe ; . D3 lbs. per foot. 
38-inch pipe ; ; 9+ lbs. per foot. 
4-inch pipe ; : 13 Ibs. per foot. 
d-inch pipe : ; 17 lbs. per foot. 
6-inch pipe : 20 Ibs. per foot. 
8-inch pipe ’ . 831 lbs. per foot. 
10-inch pipe ; 45 lbs. per foot. ; 
12-inch pipe , 54 lbs. per foot. 


Drain-pipes shall be properly secured by irons to walls, 
laid in trenches to uniform grade, or suspended to floor- 
timbers by strong iron hangers. Every drain-pipe shall be 
supplied with a suitable trap, placed with an accessible 
clean-out, at or near the point where it leaves the build- 
ing, and shall have a proper fall. Drain-pipes shall be 
carried through the roof open and undiminished in size, and 
to a sufficient height not less than two feet above the roof, 
and not less than five feet above the top of any window 
within fifteen feet. Changes in direction shall be made with 
curved pipes, and connections with horizontal pipes shall be 
made with Y branches. 

All drain-pipes shall be exposed to sight where practicable 
within the building, and shall not be exposed to pressure 
where they pass through walls. 

Every part of every drain-pipe below a cellar floor shall 
be laid in a brick trench with a concrete base, and shall be 
accessible through sufficient unattached covers. 

Sect. 131. Rain-water leaders, when connected with soil 
or drain pipes, shall be suitably trapped. 

Sect. 132. Iron pipes used in plumbing shall, before being 
put in place, be first tested by the water or kerosene test, 
and then coated inside and out with coal-tar pitch, applied 
hot, or with paint, or with some equivalent substance. Joints 
shall be run full with molten lead, and thoroughly calked and 
made tight. Connections of lead pipes with iron pipes shall 
be made with brass ferrules, properly soldered and calked 
to the iron. 

SecT. 133. The waste-pipe of every sink, basin, bath-tub, 
water-closet, slop-hopper, and of each set of trays or other 
fixtures, shall be furnished with a trap, which shall be placed 
as near as practicable to the fixture that it serves. Traps 
shall be protected from siphonage or‘air-pressure by special 
cast-iron air-pipes of a size not less than the waste-pipes they 
serve, placed outside or below the trap. Lead air-pipes may 
be used only where they are exposed to view. <Air-pipes 
for water-closet traps shall be of two-inch bore if thirty feet 
or less in length, and of three-inch bore if more than thirty 
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feet in length. Air-pipes shall be run as direct as prac- 
ticable. Two or more air-pipes may be connected together 
or with a drain-pipe ;-but in every case of connection with a 
drain-pipe such connection shall be above the upper fixture 
of the building. 

Secor. 134. Drip or overflow pipes, from safes under 
water-closets and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, 
shall be run to some place in open sight, and in no case shall 
any such pipe be connected directly ‘with a drain-pipe. 

No waste-pipe from a refrigerator, or other receptacle in 
which provisions are stored, shall be connected with a drain- 
pipe or other waste-pipe. 

Srecr. 135. Every water-closet, or line of water-closets on 
the same floor, shall be supplied with water from a tank or 
cistern, and shall have a flushing-pipe of not less than one 
inch in diameter; but this requirement shall not apply to 
water-closets substituted for vaults, where the same are 
located outside of the building proper ; and such water- closets 

may be arranged so as to receive their supply directly from 
the main, with proper fixtures approved by the inspector, 
the water board, and the board of health. 

Sect. 136. Every privy-vault shall be of brick and cement, 
of a capacity not less than eighty cubic feet, of easy access, 
convenient to open and clean, and made tight. The inside 
shall be at least two feet from the next lot, and from any 
public or private way. 

Sect. 137. No steam-exhaust shall be connected with any 
public sewer or with any soil or waste pipe or drain which 
communicates with a public sewer. 

Sect. 138. Water-pipes in exposed places shall be prop- 
erly protected from frost. 

Secor. 139. <A grease-trap shall be constructed under the 
sink of every hotel, eating-house, restaurant, or other public 
cooking establishment, so as to be easily accessible for in- 
spection and cleaning. 

Sect. 140. All ordinances and parts of ordinances of the 
city of Boston now in force relating to the building limits 
and the inspection and survey of buildings shall remain in 
force until amended or repealed by said city. 

Said city may, by ordinance, regulate the management 
and inspection of elevator hoistways and elevator shafts in 

said city. 

The officers of the department for the inspection of build- 
ings of said city shall continue to hold office for the terms 
for which they were appointed, and until their successors are 
appointed in accordance with this act, unless sooner re- 
moved. 
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Secr. 141. Any court having equity jurisdiction, in term 
time or vacation, may, on the application of the inspector, 
by any suitable process or decree in equity, enforce the pro- 
visions of this act, and may, on such application, issue an in- 
junction to restrain the use or occupation of any building or 
structure in the city of Boston, erected, altered, maintained, 
or used in violation of this act. 

Srcr. 142. Any person who shall build or alter any wall, 
building, or other structure, or part thereof, in violation of 
any provision of this act, or who shall after twenty-four 
hours’ notice from the inspector maintain or use any such 

rall, building, or other structure, or part thereof, so built or 
altered, or shall violate any provision of this act, shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, to be 
paid into the treasury of the city of Boston. 

Secr. 143. Sections forty to fifty-three inclusive of chap- 
ter one hundred and two of the Public Statutes are hereby 
repealed in so far as they relate to the city of Boston. 

Chapter one hundred and twenty-four of the acts of 1810, 
chapter three hundred and sixty-nine of the acts of 1869, 
chapter one hundred and ninety-two of the acts of 1878, 
chapter two bundred and fifty-two of the acts of 1882, chap- 
ter one hundred and seventy-three of the acts of 1883, chap- 
ter two hundred and fifty-one of the acts of 1883, chapter 
two hundred and twenty-three of the acts of 1884, chapter 
three hundred and seventy-four of the acts of 1885, sections 
two, and five to ten inclusive of chapter three hundred and 
eighty-two of the acts of 1885, chapter three hundred and 
sixteen of the acts of 1888, so far as it relates to the city of 
Boston, sections one to eight inclusive of chapter four hun- 
dred and twenty-six of the acts of 1888, so far as they relate 
to the city of Boston, and all acts and parts of acts incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 

All provisions of this act, which are the same in effect as 
those hereinbefore repealed, shall be construed as continua- 
tions and reénactments, and in all such cases the provisions 
shall take effect as of the date when they were first enacted. 
No repeal hereby enacted shall have the effect of reviving 
any act or part of an act heretofore repealed.

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FINAL REPORT 


OF THE 
JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON 


CHARLES-RIVER BRIDGES. 


In Common Councit, 
November 20, 1890. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider and 
report upon the subject of the navigation of Charles river, 
and the proposed alteration of the bridges crossing the said 
river within the limits of the city of Boston, in accordance 
with the order of the U. S. Secretary of War, beg leave to 
present the following 


REPORT, 


As the question of altering the bridges upon Charles river 
has been practically settled for the present, by the indefinite 
postponement of the order which emanated from the Secre- 
tary of War in 1888, the committee feel that their duties, so 
far as the consideration of this question is concerned, are at 
an end, and they also feel that its eminently satisfactory sei- 
tlement in the interest of the city of Boston reflects special 
credit upon all our representatives who have been instru- 
mental in bringing it about, and the city may well be con- 
gratulated upon being relieved from the obligation of making 
alterations upon its bridges that would involve a probable 
expenditure of two or three million dollars, and which, 
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when. completed, would be of very little practical benefit to 
the majority of its inhabitants. 

In presenting their final report, the committee propose to 
review briefly the main incidents connected with this impor- 
tant and somewhat noted case, and also the manner in which 
it was brought to the attention of the City Council. In mak- 
ing up such a statement, some documents will, of course, be 
introduced that have been published heretofore in isolated 
form, but their reproduction here will add to the value of the 
statement, for purposes of reference. 

In the year 1888 an act was passed by the Congress of 
the United States entitled “An act making appropriations 
for the construction, repair, and preservation of certain 
public works on rivers and harbors, and for other purposes,” 
which took effect August 11 of that year. 

This act is popularly known as the “River and Harbor 
Bill,” and through some influences which are unknown to the 
eomnuttee, and which have not been made a part of their 
inquiry, the following somewhat remarkable sections were 
introduced : — 


Sect. 9. That whenever the Secretary of War shall have good 
reason to believe that any railroad or other bridge now constructed, or 
which may hereafter be constructed, over any of the navigable water- 
ways of the United States is an obstruction to the free navigation of 
such waters, by reason of insufficient height, width of span, or other- 
wise, or where there is difficulty in passing the draw-opening or the raft- 
span of such bridge, by rafts, steamboats, or other water-craft, it shall 
be tire duty of the said Secretary to give notice to the persons or corpora- 
tions owning or controlling such bridge to so alter the same as to render 
navigation through or under it, free, easy, and unobstructed; and, in 
giving such notice, he shall prescribe in each case a reasonable time 
in which such alteration is to be made. If, at the end of such time, the 
alteration has not been made, the Secretary of War shall forthwith 
apprise the Attorney-General of the United States, whose duty it shall 
be to institute suit, in the name of the United States, without delay, in 
the Circuit or District Court of the United States for the circuit in which 
such bridge is located, which court is hereby invested with jurisdiction 
for this purpose, to recover from the owners or managers of such bridge 
the fines mentioned in the sueceeding sections of this act. 

Sect. 10. That the owner or owners, or manager or managers, of 
any railroad or other bridge obstructing the free navigation of any 
navigable water-way of the United States who shall wilfully fail or 
refuse to remove the same, or to cause the necessary alterations to be 
made in the same, so as to render navigation through or under 
it, free, easy, and unobstructed to rafts, steamboats, or other water- 
eraft, after receiving notice to that effect from the Secretary of War, 
and within the time prescribed by him, shall be subject to a fine, as 
penalty therefor, of $500. per month for the time he, or they, are in 
default, and the amount so recovered shall be placed to the credit of the 
improvement fund of the water-way obstructed by such bridge. 


The committee do not wish to comment upon these pro- 
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visions of the act any further than to call attention to their 
very arbitrary character and extensive scope. 

It appears that soon after the passage of this bill in Con- 
gress, application was made to the Hon. William C. Endi- 
cott, Secretary of War, by a committee of citizens of Boston, 
representing certain shipping interests on Charles river 
asking in effect that orders might be issued to the proper 
parties, for such alterations of the bridges crossing Charles 
river as might be necessary to afford “free and unobstructed 
passage ” to vessels navigating the river. 

Acting upon the provisions of the “ River and Harbor 
Bill,” and presumably in response to the petition above 
referred to, the Secretary of War forwarded notices to all 
the corporations maintaining bridges upon the Charles river, 
in substantially the following form, which was received by 
Mayor Hugh O’Brien, as the chief executive of the city of 
Boston, Dec. 6, 1888, and transmitted by him to the City 
Council in a message, as follows : — 


* EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
* December 17, 1888. 
* To the Honorable the City Council: — 


“ GENTLEMEN, — I respectfully submit herewith communi- 
cation from the Secretary of War in relation to alterations in 
Charles-river and Warren bridges. To make these altera- 
tions it will cost a large sum of money, and perhaps necessi- 
tate the rebuilding of said bridges. It will be seen that new 
structures are contemplated, and if insisted upon will cost 
perhaps $2,500,000. 

“In conversation with engineers and others I am led to 
believe that the demand is arbitrary and uncalled for; that 
in fact no great necessity exists for such a change. 

“I hope that the communications will be referred to a 
committee to consider and report what action in the matter is 
necessary. 

“ Respectfully submitted,

“Now, therefore, in obedience to and by virtue of the ninth 
and tenth sections of an act of the Congress of the United 
States, entitled ‘An act making appropriations for the con-

The notice, with the papers accompanying it, was referred 
to the Committee on Bridges, as was also the following 
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order, relating to the subject, offered in the Common Coun- 


cil, December 27, by Councilman Maccabe : —

“Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to 
petition Congress for the repeal of the law making it obli- 
satory upon cities and towns to erect such bridges as are 
described in the River and Harbor Bill.” 


No report was received from the committee, as the mu- 
nicipal year was so near its close, and the matter went over 
to the following City Council, as unfinished business. 

On January 14, 1889, Alderman Wilson presented the 
following order in the Board of Aldermen, namely : —

“Ordered, That a joint special committee, to consist of 
three members of this board, with such as the Common 
Council may join, be appointed to consider and report upon 
the advisability of petitioning Congress for legislation au- 
thorizing the closing of Charles river to navigation above 
Charles-river bridge, and that the message submitted last 
year by the Mayor relative to alterations in the bridges over 
Charles river, ordered by the War Department, together 
with an order presented last year, requesting the Mayor 
to petition Congress for a repeal of the law making it obli- 
gatory upon cities and towns to erect such bridges as are 
described in the River and Harbor Bill, be taken from the 
files and referred to said committee.” 


The order was passed, and the following members were 
appointed upon the committee; namely, Alderman William 
Power Wilson, Otis Eddy, and Benjamin F. Stacey, Coun 
cilmen Thomas F. Keenan, Louis M. Clark, Isane Rosnosky, 
George v. L. Meyer, and Henry B. Goodenough. 

This committee made their report to the City Council, 
August 19 (Doc. 122 of 1889); and after stating their 
views upon the necessities of the case, concluded their re- 
port by recommending the passage of the following order, 
namely : — 

[ COPY. | 

“Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor he requested to apply 
to the Secretary of War for a revocation of the orders re- 
quiring alterations in the Charles-river bridges.’

An interesting opinion upon the subject from the Corpora- 
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tion Counsel is appended to this report, in which, after 
reviewing the gencral laws relative to the navigation of rivers 
and streams, he states that “there is just ground for an ap- 
plication to the present Secretary of War, or to Congress, 
for a withdrawal of the order, or at least a modification of 
it.” (See Appendix, post. ) 

The order reported by the committee was adopted by the 
City Council, Sept. 16, 1889; and in pursuance thereto His 
Ionor Mayor Hart, on Oct. 11, 1889, forwarded the follow- 
ing communication to the Secretary of War :— 
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“City oF Boston, Executive DEPARTMENT, 
“ Boston, Mass., Oct. 5, 1889. 


“ To the HoNoRABLE REDFIELD Proctor, Secretary of War, 
Washington, .DLC.: — 

“Sir, — Pursuant to an order of the City Council of the 
city of Boston, and in behalf of said city, I hereby respect- 
fully apply to you to revoke the orders issued in December 
last by the then Secretary of War, requiring said city (and 
the city of Cambridge) to make alterations in the bridges 
across the Charles river in this city, copies of which orders 
are annexed hereto. 

“Among the grounds and reasons for this application, I 
refer to the following : — 

“I. The alterations of said bridges indicated in said orders 
ure unnecessary. Said bridges of the city were erected 
pursuant to the authority, and in accordance with the 
requirements, of the Legislature of Massachusetts, with 
sufficient draws operated by steam-power, and in all respects 
constructed with due regard to the requirements of naviga- 
tion in said stream; and they do not constitute an obstruction 
to the ‘free navigation’ of the river in the true or just sense 
of the term. 

“2. The said orders of the Secretary were issued without 
any notice to the city of Boston that any complaint had 
been made to him that the construction of said bridges con- 
stituted an obstruction to navigation; and said city had no 
notice that any action on that subject was contemplated by 
the Secretary, and no opportunity to be heard in the matter. 

“3. The Charles river is a small stream, wholly within 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, too shallow for large 
vessels, and not navigable above the bridges except at high 
tide. It is closed to navigation above said bridges by ice for 
i long period during the winter. No steam-vessels other 
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than tugs and coal-barges. and no vessels carrying passengers, 
pass through said bridges at any time, and the business 
carried on above said bridges i is confined to small vessels, 
mostly employed in transporting lumber, stone, and coal; 

and by the changes in methods of transportation, and hy 
other causes, such business i is gradually diminishing ; but the 
business which is earried on, and the travel wien passes 
over each and all of said bridges, is very large and im- 
portant, and is constantly increasing. It 1s the eommon 
opinion of our citizens that any such alteration of said 
bridges would involve the expenditure of a sum wholly 
disproportionate to any benefit to navigation in said river 
which could result therefrom. 

“No city in the country has ever been, or is now, more 
solicitous for her commerce by sea, or more alert to pro- 
vide facilities for the safe and convenient navigation of her 
harbor and tide-waters, than the city of Boston, and she heard 
with surprise the imputation of her neglect of any means to 
provide for or improve them. 

*4. The said orders of the Secretary of War are indefinite. 
They do not state what, or in what respect, alterations are 
required. 

*T beg leave to call your attention to a report, herewith en- 
closed, made on this subject by a committee of the City 
Council of this city to the Board of Aldermen, in August 
last. 

“In behalf of the city, I respectfully request that, at such 
time as may be agreeable to you, you will allow the city, by 
its counsel, to present for your consideration facts and evi- 
dence as to its position in this matter, and in support of this 
application.

Instead of rescinding the order as requested by the Mayor, 
Secretary Proctor directed that an examining board, com- 
posed of U. S. engineers, should convene and proceed to 
Boston for the purpose of examining into the matter and 
hearing all parties interested. This board was composed of 
the following persons: Gen. Henry L. Abbot, chairman, 
Col. George L. Gillespie, and Col. Samuel M. Mansfield ; 
and they held their meetings, Jan. 9, 10, and 11, 1890, in 
Room 124, of the Post-Office building. The testimony of 
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witnesses and arguments of counsel presented at the hear- 
ings appear in the appendix to the committee’s report, 
which was made February 10. (City Doe. 30, 1890.) 

The Board of U. S. Engineers, Feb. 1, 1890, presented 
the following report on the subject to General Casey, Chief 
of Engineers, U. S. A. : —

“The duties of the Board contained, partly in the order 
above given constituting the Board, and partly in the letters 
of the Secretary of War to the counsels for the cities of 
Boston and Cambridge. dated Dec. 10, 1889, comprehend 
the examination of the bridges owned or controlled by the 
city of Boston alone, and of those owned or controlled hy the 
cities of Boston and Cambridge jointly, with the view of 
determining if the said bridges form obstructions to the 
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navigation of the Charles river within the meaning and 
intent of Sections 9 and 10 of the River and Harbor Act of 
Aug. 11, 1888. 

“The Board had during three days public meetings in 
Boston, which had been advertised in the city papers, to 
ascertain the views of all interested parties ; and every effort 
was made to determine the essential features of the bridges 
owned or controlled by the two cities, and the manner in 
which they affected the navigation of the river. An inspec- 
tion was made also in connection with a committee repre- 
senting the two cities, of the entire bridge.system, from the 
Charles-river bridge to the newly constructed bridge across 
Charles-river basin, called the Harvard bridge, during which 
an opportunity was afforded to the Board to inspect the 
bridges at the draws and note the time actually consumed in 
maneeuvring the draws by the bridge appliances. 

“The Charles river, within the reach of one and a half miles, 
extending from its mouth to the outlet of Charles-river basin, 
is crossed by nine separate and distinct bridges, five of which 
are owned and controlled by railroad companies. The two 
bridges nearest the mouth of the river, which connect Boston 
with Charlestown, are known as the Charles-river bridge and 
the Warren bridge, and are owned and controlled by the 
city of Boston alone. The two most western, at the entrance 
to Charles-river basin, which connect Boston with Cambridge- 
port and East Cambridge, and known as West Boston bridge 
and Craigie’s (Canal) bridge, are owned and controlled by 
the cities of Boston and Cambridge, jointly. 

These four bridges are the ones which form the subject of 
this report. 

"The following is a description of these bridges : — 


* CHARLES—-RIVER BRIDGE. 


“Entering the Charles river from Boston Harbor we first 
encounter the Charles-river bridge, about 2,300 feet from its 
mouth. This bridge was built in 1785-1786, and rebuilt 
1854-1855, and connects Boston with Charlestown. It is a 
level wooden bridge, but little above the plane of high-water, 
is 1,102 feet long between abutments, and 50 feet wide, 
with roadway, sidewalks, and two horse-railroad tracks, 
supported on oak piles in bents, with average bays of 155% 
feet from centre to centre, — the least width of bay 5 feet, 
the greatest 25 feet,—and has a draw-opening of 386 
fect. The height of the under side of the lowest stringer 
above mean high-water is #,; of a foot; the height of 
bottom of the draw is 1;45 feet. The draw 1s of the slide 
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or mitre pattern, and consists of two plate-iron girders 
carrying trussed wooden floor-beams, with a plank roadway. 
It has friction roller-trucks, and is moved by steam-power, 
and can be opened in less than a minute. Steam-capstans 
assist vessels through, and the average time of passing a 
vessel is four minutes. Above this bridge we find a water- 
basin, with a valuable water frontage on the Boston side 
of about 630 feet, occupied by five wharves for the handling 
of coal, lumber, and cement, and 375 feet on the Charles- 
town side, almost exclusively devoted to the handling of 
coal, up to the Warren bridge. ‘The draw-rests of the two 
bridges approach to within about 160 feet of each other, in 
mid-stream, and are relatively placed to best facilitate the 
passage of vessels through the two bridges. The anchorage 
capacity of the basin is limited to seven or nine vessels. 


“ WARREN BRIDGE 


was built in 1828, and rebuilt in 1883-1884. Its width 1s 
80 feet, and leneth between abutments 1,320 feet. It is 
a wooden structure, with roadway, sidewalks, and two horse- 
railroad tracks, supported upon oak piles in bents, averaging 
15,8; feet between centres, least width of bay 10. feet, 
greatest width, 16} feet. The bridge rises 5 feet from either 
abutment to the draw-opening, which is 36 feet 3 inches in 
the clear. At the abutments the bottom of the lowest 
stringer is above mean high-water 1,1, feet, and at the draw, 
6,15, feet. 

“The bridge supports iron pipes, connected with the water- 
supply of the city, and the under side of the box enclosing 
these pipes is 2,48 feet above mean high-water at. the draw, 
io feet below at the Charlestown end, and 4 feet below aut 
the Boston end. 

“ The draw is of the slide or mitre pattern, in two sections. 
both of which run off on the Charlestown side. They are 
moved by steam-power, and can be opened in less than a 
minute ; steam capstans are ready to assist vessels through 
the draw. 

“Just above this bridge the river is crossed by four rail- 
road bridges, essentially parallel to each other, in juxta- 
position, and joined to the Boston end of the Warren bridge, 
occupying with the latter a front on the Boston side of about 
950 feet, and on the other side of the river, 2,000 feet. The 
Boston front is bridged over up to the draw-openings so as 
to practically exclude this deep-water frontage from com- 
mercial use, and the area so occupied is used by the rail- 
roads with their tracks as a switch-yard. On the other side 
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of the draw-openings, which, with the exception of the 
Fitchburg, are a little less than 36 feet wide, the 
bridges are covered with rails and freight-sheds ; virtually 
they form the piers and docks for transshipment between 
vessels and cars, and are doubtless used in this manner to 
their full capacity. 

“The bridges are in the following order going up-stream : 
Fitchburg, Boston & Maine, Eastern, and Lowell Passenger. 
Miller’s river. on the north side, now a mere inlet, or canal, 
about 3.000 feet long and 150 feet wide, is embraced between 
the railroads and their bridges, and affords a considerable 
wharf frontage. 

‘A triangular water area lies above these bridges and be- 
tween them and the Lowell freight bridge, with about 750 
feet front on the north side, but the water on this shore is 
shallow, and under existing circumstances is of limited 
commercial value; the railroad skirts it, as well as the small 
front on the Boston side. The draw-opening in the Lowell 
freight bridge is less than 36 feet. 

“About 200 feet above this bridge, and nearly parallel to 
it, is Craigie’s bridge, a highway owned and controlled by 
the cities of Boston and Cambridge. 


“CRAIGIE’S (OR CANAL) BRIDGE 


was built in 1808, and repaired in 1873. Its length between 
abutments is 1,220 feet, and width 60 feet. Tt is like the 
other highway bridges, on piles in bents averaging 12.4 feet 
between centres, minimum width, 6.8 feet, maximum 
width, 15.5 feet. The bridge rises from each abutment 
to the draw-opening, which is 35 feet 10 inches, and 
spanned by a draw moved by steam-power revolving around 
a vertical axis, leaving one opening only for the passage of 
vessels; steam-capstans are provided to assist them. Two 
horse-railroad tracks occupy the roadway between sidewalks. 

“The piles of this bridge are driven in bents oblique to the 
axis of the bridge, and the bottom of the lowest stringer is 
near the ends, 1.3 feet above mean high-water, and at the 
draw, 5.0 feet. 

Above this bridge Charles river opens out into a basin, 
and shoals rapidly in the channel. The Boston front is 
walled and laid out as a park and gymnasium, it having 
been completely abandoned for commercial purposes. The 
opposite side (East Cambridge) presents extensive flats, 
covered only at high-water. The flats are being filled in, 
and the site will no doubt be occupied by manufactories, 
and perhaps this front may eventually be used for wharf 
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purposes, but at present the shoals are bare at low-water. 

This front measures 3,000 feet along the proposed harbor 
? = 

line between Craigie’s and West Boston bridges. 


“West Boston Brings 


is similar in construction to the other highway bridges ; it 
was built in 1792, is 2,044 feet long, and 50 feet wide. It 
is level, like the Charles-river bridge. The average width of 
bays is 16.6 feet, the minimum being 9.0 feet, and the maxi- 
mum 18.7 feet. 

“It has a double draw-opening, one 35 feet 8 inches, the 
other 36 feet, with a swing bridge moved by steam about a 
vertical axis, and steam-capstans to aid the passage of vessels. 
The bottom of the stringers is 3.16 feet above mean high- 
water, the bottom of the draw, 2.0 feet. It has two horse- 
railroad tracks and sidewalks. 

“ Above this bridge lies the extensive Charles-river basin, 
reaching to Cottage Farm, or the Brookline, and Grand June- 
tion Railroad bridges, — a distance of about two miles. It is 
crossed midway by the new Harvard bridge (2,150 feet 
between abutments), a modern-built structure of iron, sup- 
ported on stone piers, slightly arched from end to end, 
giving 9 feet of head-room above high-tide, through bays 
105,58) and 75,42, feet wide. 

“The Boston side of this basin is walled and the borders 
devoted to residential purposes. The Cambridge side is 
proposed to be similarly occupied ; about 2,000 feet of wall 
have already been built, and it is contemplated finally to lay 
out a park 200 feet wide along the whole front. 

“QOne or two coal wharves at Brookline bridge, on the Bos- 
ton side, represent the commerce of this basin on the right 
bank. 

“ About eight feet of water can be carried through the West 
Boston bridge at low-water. From a point just above this 
bridge the United States dredged a channel seven feet deep 
to Western-avenue bridge, a distance above the mouth of the 
river of four and three-quarters miles, and above Brookline 
bridge one mile, and two and one-half miles more to the 
Arsenal were improved to a depth of six feet in 1880-1884. 

“ Along this narrow reach of the improved river bridges 
cross it in the following order: River street, Western 
avenue, Brighton street, Arsenal street; and near these 
bridges are landing-places, or wharves, for coal, lumber, and 
other building materials. 

“This description of the river, for the purpose for which 
it is intended, will hardly be complete without a mention of

the railroads traversing the region that formerly depended 
upon the river for its ‘supply of coal and building material. 
Below the Watertown dam two railroads are close at hand. 
The Watertown branch of the Fitchburg, on the north side, 
and the Boston & Albany main line on the south side, with 
the Grand Junction branch, crossing to the north side at 
Cottage Farm, and running down through Cambridge and 
Charlestown to East Boston. The Union Freight R ailroad 
through Commercial and Atlantic avenues skirts the wharves 
of Boston proper, and connects the northern and southern 
system of roads entering Boston.

“The ratio of the cargo-carrying to the non car go carrying 
vessels varies at each bridge : it is greatest at Ha Craigie 
bridge, and least at the West Boston bridge. 

‘ BSihentic statistics show that the annual tonnage of the 
Charles river is 1,500,000 tons approximately, ‘and that 
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15(,000 tons only are delivered above the West Boston 
| bridge. 

“The number of vessels passing the bridges does not v: wy 
much from year to year; the slight increase in the number 
during the last two years may be ascribed to the supply of 
building materials for the new Harvard bridge, and tor the 
embankment walls of the river basin. 

“The traffic over the bridges is given by Mr. Hyde, repre- 
senting the street railroads; by Mr. Marvin, superintendent 
of the upper bridges, for West Boston and Craigie’s bridges, 
and Mr. W hiting, chairman of the Board of Police of B oston, 
for Charles-river and Warren bridges, as follows (daily 
average of 6 to 12 days) :—

“The large number of teams using the Warren bridge is 
accounted for by the fact that most of the freight business of 
the Fitchburg and Boston & Maine railroads, “whose freight- 
yards are on the Charlestown side of the river, must pass 
over this bridge, and the teaming over Craigie’s bridge is on 
account of the large number of manufacturing interests of 
East Cambridge and Cambridgeport. 


* LEGISLATION OF THE STATE CONCERNING THE DRAW-OPEN— 
INGS IN BRIDGES OVER CHARLES RIVER. 


“ Previous to 1869 the opening of Charles-river bridge was 
about thirty-six feet in width, and the openings in the other 
bridges about thirty feet, the openings in the highway bridges 
being a little the widest. 

«B sy Acts of 1869, Chapters 272, 291, 311, 343, and 352, 
the Legislature authorized the various railroads to widen 
their bridges across Charles river and Miller’s river, and at 
the same time directed them and also the owners of the high- 
way bridges to make the draw-openings through all the 


© 
bridges of a uniform width of forty-four feet. 
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“ In accordance with this legislation the draw in the Charles- 
river bridge was widened to forty-four feet, and the Fitch- 
burg Railroad Company had had its plans approved, and had 
commenced work to widen the draw in its bridge to forty- 
four feet. 

“By Acts of 1870, Chapters 300 to 303, the Legislature 
directed that the width of the draw-openings through all 
these bridges should be thirty-eight feet instead of forty-four 
feet, and later in the session Chapter 401 directed that the 
width should be thirty-six feet instead of thirty-eight feet. 

“By said Chapter 301, the Harbor Commissioners and the 
Railroad Commissioners were constituted a board to confer 
with the railroads and the city of Boston, and report to the 
Legislature a comprehensive plan for crossing the river, and 
other matters. 

“The report of the joint Board of Harbor and Railroad 
Commissioners (Senate Doc. No. 179, April, 1871) recom- 
mended reducing the number of railroad bridges to two, and 
replacing Charles-river and Warren bridges by one bridge, 
and enlarging and rebuilding Cana! bridge; all these bridges 
to be iron bridges, 100 feet spans resting on stone piers and 
abutments, and having turn-table draws with double openings 
each sixty feet wide. 

“It also recommended the contraction of the river between 
Canal and Warren bridges to a generally uniform width of 
about 900 feet, using the area of water encroachment so 
obtained for railroad terminal facilities, in place of the bridges 
across the river which were to be removed. 

“ By Acts of 1882, Chapter 155, the Legislature authorized 
the building of the Harvard bridge with a draw-opening not 
less than thirty -eight feet in width, the bridge to be built 
upon iron or stone piers and abutments. 

“ By Acts of 1885, Chapter 129, the Legislature amended 
the above, requiring that the draw shall not be less than 
thirty-six feet in width, but providing that if the draws in 
the bridges below are widened, the draw in this bridge shall 
be widened to correspond. 

“ By Acts of 1873, Chapter 357, the Legislature authorized 
the railroads on the north side of Boston to make contracts 
with each other for exchanging land, rearranging their roads, 
stations, and terminal grounds, ete. 

“ All changes in structures over tide-waters, and all new 
structures, to be subject to approval of Harbor Commis- 
sioners, etc. 

“By Acts of 1873, Chapter 292, the Legislature authorized 
the Boston & Maine Railroad and others to make changes 
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in their terminals. All work on tide-water to be subject to 
approval of Harbor and Land Commissioners. 


* ACTION OF HARBOR AND LAND COMMISSIONERS. 


“ The Board now invites attention to the fact that the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts has since 1866 confided the care 
of its waters, fresh and tidal, so far as relates to the con- 
struction of wharves, bridges, etc., to a Board of Commis- 
sioners, who have reported annually to the Commonwealth 
upon all the structures which have been built or authorized 
to be built during the year. The present Commission ts 
known as the Harbor and Land Commissioners, which was 
organized by Chapter 263 of the Acts of 1879, and is the 
consolidation, without change of duties, of two commissions 
previously organized under separate names. The Harbor 
Commissioners were organized by Chapter a Gis Acts of 1866, 
and their duties in part are defined as follows : 

** Section 2. The Board of Harbor Commissioners shall 
have the general care and srpervision of all the harbors and 
tide-waters, and of all the flats and lands flowed thereby, 
within the ie arahearealas except the Back Bay jands, so 
called, in the city of Boston, in order to prevent and remove 
unauthorized encroachments and causes of every kind which 
are liable to interfere with the full navigation of said harbors, 
or in any way injure their channels, or cause any reduction 
of their tide-waters, and in order to protect and develop the 
rights and property of the Commonwealth in said flats and 
lands. They may, from time to time, make such surveys, 
examinations, and observations as they may deem necessary 
in any harbor for said purpose, and employ for these pur- 
poses competent engineers, and also employ such clerical 
and other assistance as they may think necessary. They 
shall inquire as to the riparian rights of the owners of land 
on the northerly shore of South Boston, both as to the flats 
lying between said shore and the channel, and the rights of 
navigation over the same; and to ascertain whether said 
rights can be extinguished or harmonized with rights claimed 
by the Commonwealth ; to prepare a plan for the imMprove- 
ment of said flats, and report to the next Legislature. They 
shall have an office in Boston, where the maps, charts, and 
plans connected with the harbors, records of ail their doings, 
and all documents relating to their business, shall be kept.’ 


“This Commission has been and is composed of experienced . 
men, thoroughly familiar with the subject of the Charles- 
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river bridges, and their views in regard to their efficiency 
and to their effects upon the navigation of the stream are en 
titled to the greatest consideration. 

“The Board quotes from their annual reports to the Com- 


monwealth as follows : — 


“1870. —‘One of the most important subjects upon which 
the Board advised legislation last winter was the widening 
and improvement in location of the draws in the bridges 
over Charles and Miller’s rivers. The bridges over Charles 
river have long been a standing offence against all principles 
upon which structures in tide-water should be built. The 
rows of piles on which they rest are at every sort of angle 
with the line of current, and greatly obstruct its flow. The 
draws which, if placed in line with the current and so with 
each other, would afford an unobstructed water-way, and be 
convenient for the passage of vessels, were really in line 
with nothing. ‘The seriousness of these obstructions in their 
merely physical relations will be appreciated when it is con- 
sidered that the Charles-river basin is one of the most im- 
portant of those tidal reservoirs of Boston Harbor, which 
keep its channels of the requisite depth for a great port of 
commerce, and that the river, where crossed by many of 
these bridges, is the outlet of this reservoir. The mainte- 
nance of this basin and the improvement of its outlet has for 
a long time been regarded as of vital importance to the 
harbor; and that importance is, if possible, increased with 
every step taken in the displacement of tide-water in Boston 
Harbor by the occupation of the South Boston flats... More- 
over, the draws in these bridges were not wide enough to ac- 
commodate the increasing breadth of beam of vessels carrying 
the class of freights which were delivered above them. The 
case was a clear one for reform, and last winter a favorable 
opportunity was presented for doing something. The rail- 
road companies were applicants for legislation for their ben- 
efit, among them the Boston & Maine Railroad Company, 
and the Fitchburg Railroad Company, for leave to increase 
the width of their bridges upon flats of the Commonwealth. 
Petitions to the Legislature, numerously and influentially 
signed, were also presented for wider passageways for ves- 
sels. The Board coéperated with the petitioners, and en- 
deavored to connect legislation upon this subject in the 
interest of the public with the legislation sought for the rail- 
roads. It presented a plan for an increased width and a 
proper alignment of the draws, favorable to navigation and 
the flow of the tide. A draw fifty-five feet in width was 
recommended, in order that a vessel of the largest breadth 
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of beam, passing over these waters, might go through with 
the tug-boat by her side, and a wide water-way be secured 
for the tide. Without adopting this recommendation to its 
full extent, the Legislature finally provided, in Chapters 272, 
~ 291, 311, 343, and 352, of the Acts of 1869, that the Com- 
missioners on Charles-river and Warren bridges, the city of 
Cambridge, and all the 1ailroad companies having bridges 
over Charles and Miller’s rivers, should “ forthwith ” make, 
in lieu of existing draws in their respective bridges over 
these waters, “draws with a clear passageway of forty-four 
feet in width, in such position and of such form and construc- 
tion as the Harbor Commissioners should determine.” ’ 

“ 1871. — ‘In the early part of the past year the work was 
finished of building a new draw and widening the draw-way 
in the Charles-river bridge to the width of forty-four feet. 
This was done in accordance with the legislation of the year 
1869, which required all the draws in the bridges over Charles 
and Miller’s rivers to be widened to forty-four feet and placed 
in such position as the Harbor Commissioners should deter- 
mine, the object being to secure an alignment of the widened 
passageways so that vessels might go through them in a 
straight instead of a zigzag course. The new draw works 
admirably. It causes a detention ot travel of but about seven 
minutes for every vessel passing through under average con- 
ditions. Every expectation the new draw at this point was 
intended to meet has been fully and satisfactorily answered 
by the commissioners having charge of the work. 

“The Fitchburg Railroad Company entered promptly upon 
the work of widening the draw in its bridge, and only waited 
for the cessation of navigation in winter, which the construc- 
tion of the draw would obstruct, to comply fully with the 
requirements of the law. A renewal of the discussion of this 
question in the Legislature led to still further delay. 

“*The Boston & Maine, Eastern, and Lowell railroad com- 
panies exerted themselves to secure a large reduction of the 
width prescribed by the Statutes of 1869. All these railroad 
companies, as also the Fitchburg, had been applicants for the 
privilege of making extensive encroachments on the flats und 
water areas of Charles river, already excessively encumbered, 
and the duty of reconstructing their draws to the width of 
forty-four feet in proper position was imposed upon them as 
a compensating benefit to the harbor and to navigation which 
they ought in fairness to perform. The Fitchburg Railroad 
began at once both to occupy its grants and to widen its draw 
to the required width. The other companies, having obtained 
the privileges they had applied for, preferred to concentrate 
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their energies upon securing a reduction to the lowest terms 
of the obligations imposed upon them, and succeeded in 
getting a law passed reducing to thirty-eight feet the width 
of forty-four feet that had been previously prescribed. At 
this stage of the proceedings the aldermen of the city of Bos- 
ton, for the first time intervened in their cap: wity, as they 
declared, of “surveyors of highways,” and the opinion was 
expressed that the widening of the draw-way of Warren 
bridge to thirty-eight feet would involve the removal of the 
water-pipe across Charles river at a cost of $10,000, and that 
thirty-six feet was, in their judgment, a sufficient width as : 
passageway forvessels. It was, perhaps, questionable whether 
the water- -pipes of the city, or the passageway for vessels on 
Charles river, although part of what is called “the highway 
of nations,” were within the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Aldermen as surveyors of highways. The opinion, too, that 
a width of thirty-six feet would be less of an interference with 
the water-pipe than thirty-eight feet, proved to be erroneous, 
and the water-pipe to be one not in use. This intervention, 
however, was the occasion for an attempt still further to 
reduce the width of the draw-ways, and in the last days of 
the session a bill was introduced and enacted, requiring not 
merely the draw in Warren bridge, but all the draws that 
were to be reconstructed on Charles and Miller’s rivers, ten 
in number, to be built thirty-six instead of thirty-eight feet 
wide. 

“* There is a satisfactory ground on which the reduction of 
the width first established for these draw-ways can be main- 
tained, and the Board are glad to believe it to have been the 
real one; that ground is the conviction that all these railroad 
bridges must, in a short time, be reconstructed or a new way 
devised for the railroads to cross Charles river that shall be 
less obstructive to navigation, and injurious to the harbor of 
Boston, and therefore such temporary provisions as can be 
made to answer the immediate demands of navigation until 
this radical reform takes place is deemed sufficient. An act 
passed by the same Legislature that made these successive re- 
ductions in the width of the proposed draw-ways, providing 
that the Railroad. and Harbor Commissioners should, if pos- 
sible, submit to this Legislature a comprehensive and feasible 
plan for improving at the same time the navigation of Charles 
river and the terminal facilities in Boston of the railroads en- 
tering the city on the northern side, indicates that such con- 
siderations had a controlling influence. Both Boards, acting 
together as a joint commission, have given this subject a great 
deal of attention, and will submit their results to the Legis- 
lature in a joint report.’ 
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“FroM THE REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMISSION. 


1871. —‘ In place of the five railroad bridges the Commis- 
sioners propose to have only two, and, instead of these resting 
upon piles driven haphazard, that the bridges shall he iron 
bridges in spans of 100 feet, resting upon stone ey: built in 
lines parallel with the thread of the stream. Furthermore, it 
. proposed that the draws shall be placed in the middle of the 

water-way, and that they shall be pivot or turn-table draws, 
with a passageway sixty feet wide on cach side, thus allow- 
ing double or treble the number of vessels to pass at one 
opening of the draw that are now accommodated. As a 
corollary to this improvement in the railroad bridges in behalf 
of navigation, it is proposed that there shall “be but one 
bridge to Charlestown instead of two, that this shall be 100 
feet wide, and shall also have a turn-table draw with an 
opening of sixty feet on each side. Craigie’s bridge should 
also be enlarged and provided with a similar draw. These 
two bridges should also be of iron resting on stone piers like 
the railroad bridges. 

"Tn view of this great obstruction to the land travel which 
is constantly increasing, and the comparatively small amount 
of navigation upon the river, the idea has heen suggested 
that the time must soon come when the draws must be closed, 
and no navigation, except by lighters, which could pass under 
the bridges, should he allowed. The present Mayor of 
Cambridge, in his address to the City Council, took the same 
view. Land transportation is continually | gaining upon that 
by water; and perhaps a succeeding generation may be satis- 
fied that it is cheaper and more convenient to have freight 
transported from wharves below all the bridges by the Grand 
Junction on the north side of the river and a marginal rail- 
way on the south, than to carry it by vessels through many 
draws. But at present such a course seems inexpedient ; 
and as, moreover, to close the navigation of the river would 
require the consent of Congress, which would hardly be given 
as long as the United States retains its arsenal at Watertown, 
itis unnecessary to dwell upon that proposition. For the 
present generation, the improved draws above suggested, 
allowing more vessels to pass at one opening, with a regul: \- 
tion also that the draws shall only be opened at niebt, say 
between 7 P.M. and 6 A.M., will probably afford all neces- 
sary accommodation both to navigation and to land travel : 
and if the number of vessels should increase materially, the 
employment of steam-tugs to quicken their passage through 
the draws should also be required by law.’

“From ANNUAL. Report oF THE Harpor ComMISSIONERS. 


“1872. — ‘In determining the best plan for draw-way open- 
ings and drawbridges for ( harles river and Fort Point chan- 
nel, many conflicting considerations must be adjusted; the 
main object in view being to provide such structures and de- 
termine such modes of operating them as shall offer the 
least obstruction and delay to both the water and land transit. 
As the passage of vessels through the bridges is a primary 
condition of the case, a draw-way opening which shall most 
facilitate their passage through it is a first consideration. 
This should be of such a width as to allow a tug and vessel 
to pass through without checking their general speed, and 
without the liability of striking against the sides of the pas- 
sugeway. Where the depth of the channel is not much 
more than the draught of the vessel, so that she would other- 
Wise nearly fill up the passageway, some space should be 
wllowed on either side of her for the relief of water flowage, 
particularly where strong currents are to be met. Spaces of 
five or six feet between each side of the vessel and the sides 
of the passageway are not undue allowances. 

“* As regards width of waterway, if the waters of Fort 
Point channel and Charles river above the first bridge are to 
be used by vessels no larger than those which now use them, 
or are likely to use them while as obstructed as they now are 
by bridges, a width of forty-four feet, which the Legislature 
of 1869 prescribed for the draws in the Charles-river bridges, 
would perhaps be sufficient for all the draws except that in 
the bridge between Charlestown and Boston, which should 
have a width of at least sixty feet, in consideration of the ex- 
tensive basin there will be between the Fitchburg Railroad 
bridge and the bridge which it is proposed shall he substi- 
tuted in place of the Charles-river and Warren bridges. 

“The expediency of a new bridge between Boston and 
Charlestown, in place of the Charles-river and Warren 
bridges, is a question which has been much discussed, and 
belongs to the subject under consideration. Not that the re- 
duction of the number of draws to be opened to one is, of 
itself, to give any relief, for, as the nmount of travel on both 
bridges would be concentrated on one, the same amount of 
travel would he delayed by the opening of one draw that 
was before delayed by the opening of two. But the draws 
now In use in these bridges are retractile draws. and not of 
that model that ensures the least detention of travel. The 
characteristics of the true model fora draw have been al- 
ready discussed. And this model has been found in the 
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centre-pivot draw, with double openings when practicable, 
und easy width of waterway, and a roadway on the draw 
‘itself of the least practicable width that shall accommodate 
the travel.

“*'The measures, then, that seem the best to secure the 
relief of traffic over Charles river and Fort Point channel are 
as follows :— 

“* Fourth. — The adoption of centre-pivot draws, which, 
when practicable, shall have double openings, and to secure 
lightness of weight and rapid movement, shall have the least 
possible width which shall relieve the accumulations of teams 
‘caused by the passage of vessels, without adding to the de- 
lays of the land transit.

‘ Bighth. — The Peneat ai of one Greeiaiaes bridge be- 
tween Charlestown and Boston in place of the present Charles- 
river and Warren bridges.’ 

“1873, —‘ An excellent new draw in Warren bridge, with 
ti new passageway, thirty-six feet wide, has been constructed 
by the Commissioners on the Charles-river and Warren 
bridges during the past year. It is operated by steam- 
power with great facility and despatch, and is unquestionably 
one of the best draws in the neighborhood of Boston. 

“* Plans for new draws and passageways, thirty-six feet 
wide in the passenger bridges of the Eastern and Boston & 
Lowell Railroad over Charles river, and in the Eastern and 
Boston & Maine Ruilroads over Miller’s river, have been 
approved by the Board.’ 

“1875. —‘ When the question of widening the draw-way 
openings in the Charles-river bridges was before the Legis- 
lature, in its session of 1869, so as to have them conform to 
the increased size and width of modern vessels, the Board 
made a very careful study of the subject. The location and 
alignment of the bridges, the outlines of the channel, and 
the complicated currents which struggle through them, were 
made a matter of thorough investigation. W ith a system of 
new and wider draws, the question of the location of the 
draw in each particular bridge was carefully considered. 

“* As the result of this study the present plan of a straight 
pathway through the bridges was devised as giving the best 
facilities for the rapid and convenient passage of vessels 
through them, and causing the least detention to the railroad, 
wagon, and foot-passenger transit over the railroad and city 
hridges which the ease admitted. In the interest of the 
vailroad transit over the bridges, this line of the passage-

way was thrown as far toward the centre of the river and 
from the Boston shore as the character of the channel and 
the existence of shoal ground along its northern margin 
would admit, so as to give the greatest distance practicable 
between the depots of the various railroads on the Boston 
side and the draws.’ 

“ 1888.—‘ The location and character of the numerous 
bridges which encumber the mouth and throat of Charles 
river have always been considered as objectionable, and every 
well-devised scheme of harbor improvement has pointed to 
the correction of these injurious structures, as a sine gua non 
to the restoration of this channel to its fullest physical and 
commercial capabilities. So familiar are the facts and argu- 
ments bearing upon this subject, that it is unnecessary to 
repeat them here. With the largest latitude in favor of 
artificial methods of improvement, the peculiar configuration 
of Boston Harbor, with its succession of straits and basins, 
gives peculiar value to its natural tidal forces. The con- 
stantly recurring change of ten feet in the ocean level, and 
the power of its influences, are elements of security on the 
one hand, and of danger on the other, which no proper con- 
sideration of the conservation of the harbor can ignore.’ 


“ 1883.—‘There had been no physical survey of the 
Charles river for more than twenty years. The Board 
deemed it necessary, therefore, to make a reéxamination and 
survey of this part of the harbor, in order to ascertain, if 
possible, by its results, how, and how much, if any, the 
water-space of the Charles river may be encroached upon 
by solid or pile structures, without injury to the present 
facilities of navigation. The peculiar configuration of Bos- 
ton Harbor, as before remarked, and the pressure of the large 
tide into its arms and reservoirs, make it manifest that these 
facilities may be impaired by reducing the width and depth 
of channels; by augmenting the rush of water through the 
bridge-draws, which are the only means of access to the 
upper basins; or by producing unequal scour, and thereby 
creating excessive excavations in one place, and obstructive 
shoaling in another.’ 

“1885. —‘ While the Commonwealth is devising wise and 
liberal measures for the preservation and improvement of 
this important harbor, and the United States is appropriating 
and expending large sums for the same purpose, — about 
$1,700,000 in the last twenty years, — it needs no argument 
that artificial works and structures which tend to its injury 
ought to be carefully avoided. Oftener, from a want af 
knowledge or appreciation of the evil effects likely to result, 
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than from wrong intent, and in the haste to secure some 
present end suggested by private interest or the seeming de- 
mand of municipal economy or convenience, the broader 
public interest is forgotten, and it becomes difficult to resist 
measures which are wholly indefensible in the light of well- 
established principles of harbor conservation. The city of 
Boston in this way, at times becomes, by the misdirected 
zeal of its officials, the most formidable enemy to its own 
harbor.’ 


“In reviewing the Acts of Congress, July 5, 1884, and 
Aug. 11, 1888, ‘relating t to bridges across nt avigable waters 
of the United States : the Harbor Commissioners of Massa- 
chusetts, in their annual report for 1888, say : — 


** Several points may be noted in respect to the foregoing 
legislation : — 

**1. It applies only to bridges across navigable water- 
ways of the United States, and not to any other structure or 
work in or over navigable waters. 

**2. It provides only for the alteration of bridges, and 
does not contemplate their abatement or removal, except as 
the bridge-owner may choose to remove, rather than to alter, 
as required. 

“°3. The Act of 1884, Sect. 8, applies only to cases of 
obstruction by reason of difficulty in passing the draw-open- 
ing or raft-span of a bridge; and provides for auxillary 
structures for guiding the passage of water-craft through the 
same, but not for the alteration of the bridge itself. 

"4, The Act of 1888, Sects. 9 and 10, is much broader, 
and applies not only to the cases just named, but to cases of 
obstruction "by reason of insufficient height, width of span, 
or otherwise ;” and provides for such alterations of the bridge 
itself, as shall “render navigation through or under it free, 
easy, and unobstructed.” 

“*5. The Act of 1884 expressly provides that the order of 
the Secretary of War shall specify the “suitable and proper” 
structures to be built as aids in guiding water-craft through 
the draw or span. The Act of 1888 provides that the 
Secretary shall prescribe the time within which the required 
alterations of the bridge must be made, but does not in ex- 
press terms direct him to specify how they shall be made. 
A reasonable construction of Section 9 would seem, however, 
to require such specification, either in the original order, or 
as supplementary thereto. Before issuing the order the 
Secretary must find that the bridge is an obstruction to 
navigation, not merely as a bridge, but by reason of particu- 
lar defects or insufficiencies of “plan or construction which 
admit of remedy by alteration. It then becomes his duty to 
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order the owner of the bridge to alter it so as, that is, in 
such manner as, to render navigation “free, easy, and un- 
obstructed.” It cannot be the intent of the statute to leave 
the manner of alteration to the discretion of the bridge 
owner, or to compel him to proceed in the dark and at his 
peril in respect to what he is or may be required to do. 
There is no uniform rule or standard of bridge construction, 
fixed by law or precedent, to which, in the absence of 
specific directions, he can refer. The intent must clearly be 
that the same officer of the government who is empowered 
to adjudge that the defect exists, shall determine and pre- 
scribe the method of cure. It would seem, therefore, that 
an order under the statute is incomplete until it has specified 
the required alterations with such detail as to leave to the 
party on whom it is served only the duty or question of 
specific performance. 

“"6. Without specially noting other provisions of these 
novel and interesting enactments, it is important to observe 
that they do not purport to take away or narrow the con- 
current power heretofore existing in the several States to 
authorize the construction of bridges across navigable waters. 
The Act of 1884, Section 8, distinctly recognizes this power, 
and the provisions of both acts apply alike to bridges “ now 
or hereafter to be constructed over any of the navigable 
waters of the United States under authority of the United 
States, or of any State or Territory.” Grants for such 
bridges, whether past or future, and whether under national 
or State authority, must now be understood to be qualified 
by such right of alteration as the statutes in question confer, 
—a right which, if always within the province of Congress 
to assert, has not until now been exercised. Except to this 
extent, these statutes do not appear to touch in any manner 
the existing system of laws in this Commonwealth relating 
to navigable waters, or to affect any of the powers and duties 
of this Board in respect thereto. In prescribing plans for 
the erection and alteration of bridges, the advice of the able 
engineers of the War Department in charge of the rivers and 
harbors of Massachusetts has always been freely sought and 
courteously given; and it is not believed that any collision 
of opinion or authority is likely to occur.’ 


“Such are the views of the State Commissioners officially 
addressed to the State, and the Board has quoted at length 
from their several annual reports to show that the bridge 
question of the Charles river has been presented repeatedly 
since 1866 to the Legislature of the State by its own ap- 
pointed conservators for harbors and rivers, and the city of 
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Boston has been constantly reminded by these reports of the 
degree in which the bridge system maintained by its author- 
ity. across that river within the city limits affected the navi- 
gation of that portion of the harbor which lies adjacent to 
the mouth of the Charles river. 

“Further, the Commissioners have repeatedly stated, 
shown by the foregoing quotations from their reports, that 
the draws in the city bridges were not wide enough for the 
convenience of shipping, and recommended in 1870 that the 
bridges be arranged with double draws, giving sixty feet on 
cither side of a central pivot. For reasons unknown to the 
Board these recommendations were not adopted by the 
Legislature, and the draws are to-day what they weie in 
1470, single draws in general, with a narrow width of 
thirty -six feet only. : 

“ The conditions affecting the navigable requirements of the 
river have not changed, however, except that the Charles 
river has shoaled ereatly a rt its mouth, although uot sufh- 
ciently as yet to obstruct navigation, and extensive encroach- 
ments have been made upon the Charles-river basin. 

“The Charles river, where it traverses the city, still re- 
mains an important tidal reservoir and a valuable highway for 
commerce which the general government should not only 
unceasingly protect age ainst 1 anton injury, but foster by in- 
creased facilities where such can be secured with a consistent 
regard to vested rights. 


* RECOMMENDATIONS. 


“The Board at the outset finds itself embarrassed in giving 
that broad consideration to this subject which the interests 
of the public demand, (1) by the language of the statute, 
which restricts the application of the punitive clause by which 
the action of the Secretary of War is to be enforced, to 
bridges considered as obstructions to free navigation by 
reason of “insufficient height, width of span, or otherwise,” 
or where there is “ difficulty in passing the draw-opening 
by water-craft; and (2) by the limitation of the scope of 
its inquiries to ‘those bridges which are owned or controlled 
by the cities of Boston and Cambridge. 

“The fact that the forest of piles which now constitutes the © 
supports of the nine lower bridges across Charles river are 
detrimental to the value of Charles-river basin as a tidal 
reservoir for the preservation of the harbor, has been recog- 
nized by all the numerous Boards composed of United States 
and State officers who have considered the subject; but this 
aspect of the question, although vitally affecting the in- 
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terests of navigation, appears to be excluded by the terms of 
the statute. 

“It must also be urged with emphasis that all the bridges 
across the Charles river, from Charles-river bridge to West 
Boston bridge, both inclusive, highway as well as railroad, 
form a connected and single system, the several members of 
which ure so intimately related that commerce can derive no 
practical benefit from a modification of one bridge unless a 
corresponding change be made in all; and that the difficul- 
ties in the way of correcting defects in the railroad bridges 
are so much greater than for the city bridges that the former 
must govern in determining what can reasonably be required. 

“Proceeding to details, it is apparent from the tabular 
statement of the heights of the bridges (page 8 of this re- 
port) that there is no such thing as navigation “ under” 
any of the bridges considered, even if the restricted widths of 
five to twenty-tive feet between the bents or points of support 
admitted of the passage of vessels. The navigation of the 
river (The State of Pennsylvania vs. The Wheeling & 
Belmont Bridge Company. Supreme Court Decision, Parke, 
18 Howard, 421, p. 162) is therefore obstructed, and cannot 
be called “free.” The obstruction is limited, however, as the 
bridges all have draws for the passage of vessels, and they 
are therefore not “ nuisances.” It remains, then, to determine, 
first, whether the draws are of ample size for the vessels which 
demand to go beyond them; and, second, whether they are 
mancuvred by proper appliances for speedy opening and 
closing. 


** CONCLUSION. 


“The Board is of the opinion that for the present the draw- 
openings through the West Boston and Craigie’s (Canal) 
bridges, although small, may be retained without material 
injury to commerce, but that the openings through Charles- 
river and Warren bridges, now thirty-six feet wide, ought 
to be enlarged whenever the renewal of the bridges is taken 
in hand, to make the navigation through them “ free, easy, 
and unobstructed” for vessels exceeding about 700 tons. 
Lhe Board was furnished by bridge-tenders with the names 
of several vessels which had applied to pass the bridges, but 
could not be accommodated because their beams exceeded 
the width of the draw; and it is fair to presume that the 
known deficient width of the draws prevented applications 
from being made by other vessels. | 

“The draw-bridges, although of primitive type, are 
manceuvred by steam-power, with good appliances, and 
the time consumed in closing and opening the draws is not 
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so great as to detain vessels unnecessarily for this reason 
alone. 

“The basin between the Charles-river and Warren bridges 
is so limited in area that only seven to nine vessels can con- 
veniently anchor there at one time. The only other possi- 
ble anchorage, so long as the present bridge system 1s 
maintained, lies above the last railroad bridge. Therefore it 
may be said in general that there is no object in a vessel 
bound to the upper basin endeavoring to go above the 
Charles-river bridge unless facilities be given for its passing 
the entire bridge system. In practice, vessels lie at anchor 
helow Charles-river bridge, and pass through and above it 
in numbers corresponding with the opportunities afforded for 
going beyond the railroad bridges. 

“For these reasons, while the Board is of the opinion that 
the draws of the Charles-river and Warren bridges are not 
adequately wide for the largest class of vessels which may 
navigate the river, and that in the case of all the city bridges 
the flow of the water is excessively and needlessly obstructed, 
it does not recommend, in the absence of specific instructions 
as to the modifications to be made in the railroad bridges, 
that the city be required to incur at this time expenses for 
alterations in the bridges controlled by them, which might 
not conform to the alterations hereafter to be demanded from 
the railroad authorities. It is, however, recommended that 
when extensive repairs or rebuilding of these old city bridges 
become necessary, they shall be made to conform to modern 
practice, as has been done in the case of the new Harvard 
bridge just completed. Such a requirement would be far 
less onerous than the plans outlined, above proposed, by the 
joint commission, composed of the Harbor Commissioners 
und Railroad Commissioners, to which the subject was re- 
ferred for report by the Legislature of Massachusetts in 
13870.

A copy of this report was sent to our Corporation Coun- 
sel, and in a communication to the committee upon the 
subject, he states that — 
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“Upon the receipt of a copy of the report and recom- 
mendations, I asked the Secretary of War for an interview 
with him upon the same, which was accorded to me on 
February 27 last. The Chief of Engineers, General 
Casey, was also present, and the situation of the bridges and 
the whole subject was briefly discussed. The result was the 
approval by the Chief of Engineers of the recommendations 
aforesaid, which approval was entered thereon ; upon which 
the Secretary of War made the following order ; — 


“2p InporRsSEMENT, War DEPARTMENT, 
“Feb. 27, 1890. 


“ The time fixed in the orders of the Secretary of War of 
Dec. 6, 1888, requiring the cities of Boston and Cambridge 
to renew (alter) their bridges by the first of January, 1891, 
is hereby indefinitely extended, subject. to further action 
whenever the conditions suggested by the Board require it.

In defining the position which the committee have 
assumed and maintained throughout this controversy, they 
would simply say that from the outset they have held to 
the opinion that the maritime interests of the Charles river 
are of much less magnitude and importance than the busi- 
ness and other interests that are compelled to make use of 
the bridges upon the river as highways for public travel, and 
that the proposed alteration of these bridges would subject 
the city to an enormous expense, for the benefit, in reality, 
of a comparatively small portion of the community. This is 
precisely the position taken by the committee of last year, 
who state in their report (Doc. 122 of 1889), that — 


If pubiic convenience, or the necessity of the case, demanded such 
radical changes in the said bridges, the expense, though large, would 
not deter the city of Boston from making them; but your committee. 
are of the opinion that such is not the fact. 

The Charles river is entirely within the State, and is navigable for 
only a short distance, and in winter navigation is obstructed by ice, 
oftentimes during the greater part of the season. There is no passenger 
traffic, and the park improvements upon the banks of the river on the 
Boston side have practically done away with the wharf facilities up to 
Cottage Farm bridge, and the proposed improvements upon the banks 
of the river on the Cambridge side will tend to do away with wharf fa- 
cilities on that side. Zhe maritime interests of the river are diminishing 
wn importance and value year by year ; while, on the other hand, the va- 
rious business interests making use of the bridges are constantly increasing 
in importance and value, and the demand is for better facilities for cross- 
ing the river by bridges rather than for its use as a navigable stream.

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The Charles-river bridge was the first constructed, and was built in 
1786. The method of construction and the grades of this bridge were 
adopted for the other city bridges, and it is fair to presume that the 
grades are the most convenient for public travel, and the alterations 
called for would cause such a change in the approaches to the bridges 
as would be detrimental to large business interests. It is doubtful 
whether the River and Harbor Bill was intended for such streams as Br 
Charles river. Your committee are of the opinion that at least there 
sufficient ground for a stay in the proceedings, in order that the city of 
Boston, on whom the burden of the expense will fall without any pros- 
pects of benefits accruing, may have an opportunity to be heard and 
present such evidence as will place the matter in its true light before 
the proper authorities. 


The committee also took the ground that the chief obstruc- 
tion to navigation upon the river was occasioned not by the 
city bridges but rather by the railroad bridges, which are 
exceedingly difficult to get through, owing to the immense 
number of trains crossing them continually during the day 
and a greater part of the night, rendering it well- nih an im- 
possibility to open the draws and allow them to remain open 
for any length of time. 

This condition of affairs was fully conceded at the hearing 
before the U. S. engineers, by the representative of the Na- 
tional Ship Owners’ Association, Mr. Lovell, who states 
that — 


We have been greatly troubled in the passage of vessels through the 
bridges on the Charles river. Of course, when we were troubled we 
tried to look up and find what the cause of the trouble was; and the 
cause was not the city, bridges at all, but the railroad bridges. Of 
course the railroads, under the Massachusetts law, took all the advan- 
tage that they could. The law, when it was enacted, was possibly an 
equitable law ; but in the multiplicity of trains it becomes almost a total 
closing of the ‘draws, and that law has affected us in such a way that it 
has been almost impossible to move vessels through the bridges. We 
looked up the cause of this trouble, and found that the cause was with 
the railroad bridges, not with the city bridges. The detention arose not 
from the city bridges, but from the railroad bridges, because it was of no 
use, for instance, to open the Warren-bridge draw unless the Fitchburg 
draw was open, because vessels couldn’t get through. All we ever have 
asked for is, that our vessels shall pass through there quickly. I feel 
this way, that the city people have gone to work and have used every 
modern appliance, which has been a great benefit as far as the facility of 
getting vessels through the city bridges is concerned. That is one rea- 
son, I think, that has gone a long way in obviating any complaints which 
we might make against the city ‘bridges. The railroad bridges to-day 
have no modern “appliances, and, in a measure, that affects the useful- 
ness of the modern appliances which are to- -day applied to the city 
bridges. (Appendix to Doc. 30, 1890, pp. GO, 61.) 


Viewing the subject as they did, the committee were un- 
willing to accede to any proposal for codperation on the part 
of the railroad companies in opposing the order of the War 
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Department, believing that the city’s position was distinct 
and separate from that of the railroads, and that the city 
should present her objections from an independent standpoint, 
entirely in her own behalf, and without reference to any 
other corporations affected by the order of the War Depart- 
ment, and the result has demonstrated beyond question the 
wisdom of their decision. 

His Honor Mayor O’Brien has the distinction of being the 
first one to enter a vigorous protest against the apparent in- 
justice of the order of the War Department, characterizing it 
in his message to the City Council as “arbitrary and un- 
called for.” The city’s defence in this case has been con- 
ducted by Mr. Richardson, the Corporation Counsel, and he 
is entitled to much credit for the ability and skill with which 
he has handled it throughout, and for the eminently favorable 
decision that has been secured in the interest of the city. 
The committee also consider that His Honor Mayor Hart 
should be complimented for his hearty coéperation in the 
matter, and for so ably sustaining the committees and the 
Cor poration Counsel in their efforts in the city’s behalf. 

The opinion of the Corporation Counsel, which appears in 
the committees’ report, submitted August 19, 1889 (Doc. 
122 of 1889), is reprinted as an appendix to this report.

To the Honorable the Committee on Charles-river Bridges : — 


GentrLemen, —I have received your request for my opinion 
as to ‘* where the authority is for closing the draws of the bridges 
crossing Charles river,” ete., and have given such attention to itas 
I have been able to do, and in reply have to say that: The Charles 
river, at the places where said bridges stand, is navigable; and, 
though wholly within the territory of the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, it is one of ‘the navigable waters of the United 
States ;” and I do not think the draws in those bridges can now be 
closed, so as to prevent navigation beyond them, except under the 
authority of the Legislature of said Commonwealth, and the 
assent (by an act) of Congress of the United States. The idea 
that such a navigable stream cannot be bridged over so as to 
obstruct navigation therein is an error. 

The decisions of Federal and State courts are to the effect 
that a bridge erected over a navigable stream, which is in its 
whole length within the territory of a single State, like the Charles 
river, pursuant to the authority of the Legislature of such State, 
is a lawful structure, although such bridge interferes with the 
navigation of such stream, until congressional interposition. A 
leading case is Gilman v. City of Philadelphia, 3 Wall., Reps., 
713. An attempt was there made, by a complaint in the Circuit 
Court of the United States, to prevent the erection of a bridge 
across the Schuylkill river, pursuant to an act of the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania. It was admitted that the bridge, which was 
without a draw, and only thirty feet above the water, would pre- 
vent navigation above it by sailing-vessels, and result in injury to 
the complainant’s wharf property above the bridge, on which, 
from time immemorial, considerable commerce had been carried 
on in such vessels. On the complainant’s appeal from the 
decision of the Circuit Court, the Supreme Court of the United 
States dismissed the complaint, upon the ground that the Legis- 
lature of the State had the power to authorize the erection of such 
bridge across a river, wholly within the State of Pennsylvania, 
there being then no act of Congress forbidding it. To the same 
effect is Cardwell v. American Bridge Co., 113 U.S. Reps., 205. 
And there has been, with much propriety, a disposition on the 
part of the Federal government to allow the local authority, that 
is, the Legislature of the State in which such stream is situated, to 
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determine the character of bridges across it, although to some 
extent such bridges interfere with navigation therein. In Hamil- 
ton v. Vicksburg Railroad Company, 119 U.S. Reps., 282, the 
court said: ‘‘ As has often been said by this court, bridges are 
merely connecting links of turnpikes, streets, and railroads, and 
the commerce over them may be much greater than on the streams 
which they cross. A break in the line of railroad communication, 
from the want of a bridge, may produce much greater inconven- 
ience to the public than the obstruction to navigation caused by a 
bridge with proper draws. In such cases .the local authority can 
best determine which of the two modes of transportation should be 
favored, and how far either should be made subservient to the 
other.” See also Pound v. Turck, 95 U.S. Reps., 459. In 
Escanaba Company v. Chicago, 107 U.S. Reps., 673, the city of 
Chicago erected a bridge across the Chicago river, at a place 
where, according to the statement of the court, ‘‘ the river and its 
tributaries are crowded with vessels of all kinds, sailing craft, 
steamers, boats, barges, and tugs, moving backwards and for- 
wards, and loading and unloading, where to these vessels unre- 
stricted navigation is of the utmost importance.” 

The city of Chicago, by an ordinance, forbade the opening 
of the draws of said bridge for any purpose, for an hour in the 
morning and an hour in the afternoon, and between these hours 
allowed it to be opened for only ten minutes at any one time. In 
a complaint made, that the bridge so used was an obstruction to 
navigation, it was held by the Supreme Court of the United 
States that the ordinance was a reasonable one, and the court 
said that ‘*nowhere could this power to control bridges in that 
city, their construction, form, and strength, and the size of their 
draws, and the manner and times of using them, be better vested 
than with the State or the authorities of the city upon whom it 
has devolved that duty.”’ A statement very pertinent, I think, to 
the construction and management of draws in the bridges which 
cross Charles river. It is not every hinderance or temporary de- 
lay to vessels caused by bridges which have been erected pur- 
suant to State authority over a navigable water that constitutes 
an obstruction to ‘‘ free navigation,’’ within the true meaning of 
that term. In the opinion of Judge Field, in Bridge Company v. 
United States, 105 U.S. Reps., 496, he said: ‘* By free navigation 
is not meant navigation entirely clear of obstruction.” After 
speaking of the meaning of that term in European waters, he 
further says: ‘‘In this country the navigation of a river is allowed 
to be free when it is kept open for vessels, clear of such physical 
obstructions as would retard their passage beyond what is required 
for the necessary transit over the stream. ‘The delays attendant 
upon the necessary transit of persons and property are not deemed 
to be inconsistent with the free navigation of the river, in the 
legal sense of this term. In this matter of rights in respect to 
‘such stream, I do not see that a right to go up or down a river in 
a boat is superior to the right to cross such river, whether the 
‘crossing be by a bridge or boat. - It seems to me that the question 
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is, If these so-called rights come in conflict, what will best sub- 
serve the public welfare? | 

The first time, so far as I know, that the government of the 
United States manifested any disposition’ to interfere with the 
bridges across the Charles river was in the order of the Secretary 
of War, served upon the city in December last. The Secretary 
referred for his authority in the premises to an act of Congress of 
Aug. 11, 1888. This order requires such alterations in the Charles- 
river and Warren bridges as will, in the opinion of Mayor O’Brien, 
expressed in a message to the City Council, Dec. 17, 1888, amount 
substantially to a reconstruction of these bridges, ‘‘ at a cost per- 
haps of $2,500,000.” The Charles-river bridge was built in 1786, 
and the Warren bridge was built in 1828. Iam not aware that there 
was in 1888 any greater cause for the interference of the govern- 
ment of the United States as to the construction of these bridges 
than there was in any of the preceding years of their existence. 
Both were well known and, to some extent, historical bridges, 
recognized by at least one department of the Federal government 
fifty years ago, in the famous litigation between the proprietors of 
said bridges. See 11 Peters, U.S.S.C. Reps., 420. Iam informed 
that the city of Boston had no notice that the government of the 
United States had under consideration, at any time, any such 
purpose as was shown in said order; and that no opportunity what- 
ever was given to the city of Boston to be heard in the subject- 
matter of that order before it was issued. If I am right in this, I 
think there is just ground for an application to the present Secre- 
tary of War, or to Congress, for a withdrawal of the order, or at 
least a modification of it. Butif performance of it can be enforced, 
and it is likely to be insisted upon, to be followed, perhaps, with 
similar orders as to all other bridges on the river, I should think 
the evident purpose of your inquiry not inopportune. There are 
many precedents for the assent of Congress to the construction of 
bridges over such navigable waters of the United States. 

See Wheeling Bridge Case, 18 Howard’s Reps., 421. 

Bridge Co. v. United States, 105 U.S. Reps., 421, in which 
many cases of such assent are cited. 

Miller v. Mayor of New York, 109 U.S. Reps., 385. 

In reply to your inquiry as to what would be the damage, or 
measure of damages, recoverable by owners of lands or wharves 
above the bridges, from the closing of the draws therein, I have to 
say that, assuming, of course, that the draws are closed by compe- 
tent authority, I do not understand that such wharf-owner or land- 
owner above said bridges could recover any damages for, or in 
consequence of, closing said draws. This is, I think, settled in 
the following, among many other cases : —

ORDINANCES OF 1890.— CHAPTER 8. 


CONCERNING ELECTRIC WIRES. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Ninety. 


AN ORDINANCE 
FOR THE SUPERVISION AND REGULATION OF WIRES. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. A department of the city, to be known as 
the “ Department for the Inspection of Wires,” and to be 
under the charge of an Inspector of Wires, is hereby 
created. Said Inspector shall be appointed by the Mayor, 
subject to confirmation by the Board of Aldermen, for the 
term of one year, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of his appointment and until his successor is appointed 
and confirmed, and shall be paid an annual salary at the rate 
of three thousand five hundred dollars a year. 

Sect. 2. Said Inspector shall supervise every wire or 
cable over streets or buildings, and every wire within a 
building when such wire is designed to carry an electric light 
or power current; shall notify the person or corporation 
owning or operating any such wire or cable whenever its 
attachments, insulation, supports, or appliances are unsuit- 
able or unsafe, or any tags or marks thereof hereinafter 
described are insufficient or illegible; and shall remove 
every wire abandoned for use, and every wire except the 
wire of a street-railway company used for the transmission 
of its motive power, or for the protection or support of 
such wires, which, after the expiration of six months from 
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the date of his appointment, shall be unprovided with a tag 
or mark distinctly designating the owner or user of such 
wire or cable; shall see that all statutes, ordinances, and 
regulations relating to his duties, and to the location, erec- 
tion, supports, maintenance, insulation, and removal of 
wires or cnbles in, over, or under streets or buildings are 
strictly complied with and enforced. 

Sror. 3. Said Inspector shall, as soon as convenient 
after his appointment, make and thereafter keep in his office, 
a map showing the location of all wires over, in, or laid 
under the streets and other public places and over buildings 
of the said city, and a record of the names of the owner 
or owners of each and all said wires. | 

Sror. 4. Said Inspector shall, when so required by the 
Mayor or Aldermen, examine every application for the erec- 
tion of any wire, or poles or posts for the support thereof, 
in or over any street or public place, or for conduits under 
any street or public place for such wire, and shall report to 
them any facts which in his opinion bear upon the question 
of granting or refusing to grant such application. 

Sor. 5. Said Inspector shall have the charge and con- 
trol of the erection and maintenance of all wires owned by 
the city, including the fire-alarm telegraph and police electric 
signal and telephonic systems, and of the posts and other 
supports therefor now erected or owned, or hereafter erected 
by the city. He shall purchase and set up all the wires, 
posts, supports, and all the dynamos, machinery, and other 
electrical appliances required by the city in all departments, 
and shall see that all the said wires, posts, machinery, and 
appliances are maintained and kept at all times in good order 
and condition.

ON THE 


MATTER OF PLACING SUITABLE TABLETS ON 
PLACES OF HISTORIC INTEREST. 


Lo the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


The record commissioners, having carefully considered the 
subject referred to them, beg leave to report as follows : — 

The suggestion of marking historic sites in Boston for the 
information of strangers, although attractive, is hampered by 
the fact that so few noted buildings remain. Shurtleff noted 
twenty years ago, that only four churches and the two State 
Houses then remained of those built before 1800. Since then 
Brattle-street Church has been removed, leaving only the 
Old South, King’s Chapel, and Christ Church. These five 
buildings are their own best memorial, and hardly require a 
tablet. 

In the city proper there are old houses which are not his- 
toric, but the sites of houses which had special claims to 
attention are now covered by modern buildings. Under 
these circumstances it is difficult to answer the question 
whether these sites should now be identified and marked. 
For example, on Tremont street, between Beacon street and 
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Pemberton square, is a row of modern brick houses. They 
cover the front of the lots formerly occupied by Rev. 
John Cotton, Governor Vane, and Chief Justice Samuel 
Sewall, of the early settlers. Later on, here stood the 
Phillips house, the Faneuil house, and the Gardiner-Greene 
house. These have all been removed, and the hillside so cut 
down that we cannot reconstruct the lines of the old estates 
with accuracy. Is it likely to afford any one vratification to 
look at these stores and be reminded of the former possessors 
of portions of these estates ? 

Should this question be answered in the affirmative, as this 
is merely a typical case, the commissioners have no hesita- 
tion in stating that there are many sites which can be desig- 
nated. 

The only problems then would be, the consent of the 
owners, and the cost of erecting tablets of stone or bronze. 


The list of sites would be largely controlled by the amount | 


appropriated for the tablets, because after a score of indis- 
putably interesting places had been selected, there would be 
many which would have equal claims to a second place. 
The later annexations to the old city contain their share of 
localities also entitled to recognition, and easily designated 
by local antiquaries. It is presumed that the owners of such 
property will as a rule be ready to permit the erection of 
suitable tablets, free of expense. 

Should the city council decide that the benefits of the 
erection of such memorials exceed the cost, it is suggested 
that the proper person to attend to the matter would be the 
superintendent of public buildings, acting under the direct 
supervision of his honor the mayor. A list of sites might 
be made and reported to the city council, in order that the 
publicity thus given to the matter might lead to corrections 
and additions. Such a list could easily be prepared by the 
clerk of committees with the aid of citizens interested, and 
the superintendent of buildings could then easily estimate 
the cost of tablets, and ascertain if the owners of the sites 
would permit the erection. ‘The final form of the monuments 
and of the inscriptions thereon could most properly be left 
to his honor the mayor, who would be responsible for the 
satisfactory completion of the undertaking. 

The commissioners have carefully examined the list of 
temporary tablets put up by a committee of the Grand Army 
of the Republic for the recent celebration. Although it was 
a useful and public-spirited undertaking, it can only serve as 
a basis for any thorough plan of decoration. 

The commissioners trust that this reply is a sufficient 
answer to the inquiry made of them, and desire to profess

Hon. Thomas NN. Hart: — 


Drak Srr, — Having been called upon to try to locate 
the place of the interment of the victims of the Boston Mas- 
sacre, I beg leave to report as follows : — 


Thomas Bridgman, in his book concerning the epitaphs in 
the Granary Burying-ground, published in 1856, states (p. 
170) that the Boston “News Letter” says that four of the 
victims were buried on March 8, 1770, in one vault in the 
Middle Burying Ground.’ He adds (p. 174) : — 


“In regard to the location of the site where the victims of 
the Boston Massacre were deposited, the editor has the 
evidence of the venerable Colonel Joseph May, a warden of 
King’s Chapel, possessing great integrity and a tenacious 
memory, stated previous to his decease in 1841, and who 
witnessed their interment, being then ten years of age, and 
a scholar in the public Latin School. Pointing to the spot 
which is the site of a tomb once owned by the city, in the 
rear of the tomb of Deacon Richard Checkley, an apothecary, 
Colonel May stated that was the place where he saw them 
interred. A beautiful larch tree flourishes at the side of the 
city tomb, which is opposite Montgomery place. When, 
during the mayoralty of Jonathan Chapman [1840-2], an 
iron fence was erected on the Granary cemetery, in the 
month of June, 1840, an excavation was made over this 
spot, for the erection of this city tomb, human bones and a 
skull with a bullet-hole perforated through it were discovered, 
which probably were remains of these victims; and we have 
the evidence of the late Martin Smith, sexton of King’s 
Chapel church, that he assisted in throwing the skull and 
_ other bones into the earth near the larch tree.” 


The four men first interred were Samuel Gray, Crispus 
Attucks, James Caldwell, and Samuel Maverick. Patrick 
Carr, an Irishman, lingered till March 14, when he died; 


1 Boston “ Evening Post” of March 12, 1770, says: ‘The bodies were deposited 
in one vault in the Middle Burying-ground.” The Middle or Common Ground is 
now called the Granary, 

W.H. W. 
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and his remains were buried in the same grave with the 
others. (Kidder’s “ History of the Boston Massacre,” 
p. 287.) 

The identification of the city tomb abovementioned has 
been very easy. On an old map of the Granary yard, now 
preserved in the office of the Board of Health, a tomb is 
marked just at the place above described. The Checkley 
tomb is still in sight, with the inscription in good condition ; 
and, at my request, the present superintendent of the bury- 
ing-ground, Mr. L. W. Ross, has made the slight excavation 
necessary to decide that the city tomb, or. vault, is still to be 
found, though covered up by soil. 

I beg leave, therefore, to report that the spot where the 
victims of the massacre were buried is located with all 
reasonable precision, and much more definitely than the 
graves of most of the persons whose tombstones still remain 
in the yard. 

As pertinent to this subject, I would call attention to a 
paper printed by Dr. J. H. S. Fogg, in the New England 
Historical and Genealogical Register for October, 1890. It 
is the inquest dated March 6, 1770, upon Michael Johnson, 
“murdered by a party of soldiers in King street, Boston,” 
etc. It is filed “Inquest on Body of Mich’] Johnson, alias 
Crispus Attucks.” This clue may assist in the identification 
of Attucks, a matter still very far from a satisfactory con- 
clusion. 

I do not find that any monument was erected at the time. 
At the town meeting held March 6th, 1770 (Rec. Com. 
Reports, vol. 18, p. 14), “that article in the warrant” was 
read, viz.: “Whether the ‘Town will take any measures that 
a public Monument may be Erected on the spot where the 
late Tragical Scene was acted, as a Memento to Posterity of 
that horred Massacre, and the destructive Consequences of 
Military Troops being quartered in a well regulated City,” 
and referred to an adjourned meeting. This committee re- 
ported (/bid., p. 48) at the next annual meeting in favor of an 
annual oration, “and the Committee in order to compleat the 
Plan of some standing Monument of Military Tyranny, begged 
to be indulged with further time.” The report was accepted, 
and the monument probably was forgotten. The orations 
were duly delivered for thirteen years from 1771 to 1782, 
inclusive, and were all reprinted in one volume in 1785. 
The orators, in order, were James Lovell, Dr. James War- 
ren, Dr. Benjamin Church, John Hancock, Dr. Warren 
again, Peter Thatcher, Benjamin Hichborn, Jonathan W. 
Austin, William Tudor, Jonathan Mason, Jr., Thomas 
Dawes, Jr., George R. Minot, and Dr. Thomas Welsh. 
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As I presume that the proposed monument is not meant 
for Crispus Attucks alone, but also for the others who were 
killed, I beg leave to remind you, on the authority of the 
* Massachusetts Spy ” of March 7, 1771, that an earlier victim 
of political strife had also been buried in the same tomb. 

This was Christopher Snider (or Seider), a lad eleven or 
twelve years old, who was killed February 22, 1770, under 
the following circumstances: The merchants of Boston had 
generally agreed to cease the sale of English merchandise, but 
a few Tories persisted. On the date mentioned a crowd col- 
lected in front of the store of an unpatriotic dealer. One of 
his neighbors, Ebenezer Richardson, found fault, and was 
driven into his house. (Hutchinson: iii., 269.) This man 
was an officer of the custom house, and had been an informer, 
and was therefore particularly obnoxious. The crowd threw 
stones through his windows, and were forcing their way in 
when he fired and killed this boy, the son of a poor German. 

Although the assailants were a mere mob, probably in- 
tending nothing more serious than a fright to the obnoxious 
official, this death was promptly used to arouse and intensify 
the feelings of the inhabitants against the British govern- 
ment. Hutchinson writes, “a grand funeral was, however, 
judged very proper for him. Young and old, some of 
all ranks and orders, attended in a solemn procession from 
Liberty Tree to the Town House, and then to the Common 
Burying Ground.” 

I annex a copy of the account as printed in the “ Boston 
Evening Post” for March 5, 1770. It is perhaps more than 
a coincidence that the night on which this paper appeared 
was the one destined to be prominent in our annals as the 
date of the far more bloody and fateful outbreak on State 
street... 

The citation is as follows : — 


[Boston Evening Post, March 5, 1770.) 


“The Remains of young Snider, the unfortunate Boy who was 
barbarously murdered the 22d of February last, was decently interred 
the Monday following. His tragical Death and the peculiar Circum- 
stances attending had touched the Breasts of all with the tenderest 
Sympathy, a@ few only excepted, who have long shown themselves void 
of the Feelings of Humanity. The little Corps was set down under 
the Tree of Liberty, from whence the Procession began. About Five 
Hundred School boys preceded; and a very numerous Train of Citizens 
followed, in the Estimation of good Judges, at least Two Thousand of 
all Ranks, amidst a Crowd of Spectators, who discovered in their 
Countenances the evident marks of true Sorrow. 

«The pall was supported by six Youths, chosen by the Parents of 
the Deceased. Upon the Foot of the Coffin was an Inscription in 
silvered Letters Later ANGUIS IN Hersa ! Intimating that in the gayest 
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Season of Life and amidst the most flattering Scenes, without the least 
Apprehension of an evil Hour, we are exposed to the wiseen Arrows of 
Death. The Serpent is lurking in the Grass, ready to infuse his deadly 
Poison— upon each Side, Harer LATERI LeTHALis ARUNDO! In 
English, The fatal Dart is fixed in his Breast! And on the head was 
another inscription, INNocentIA NUSQUAM ruta! The original 
sentiment reversed; and denoting that we are fallen into the most un- 
happy times when even Innocence itself is no where safe ! 

‘‘Upon this very sorrowful occasion, and during the solemnity, the 
Sons of Liberty ordered a board to be affixed to Liberty Tree, inscribed 
with the following quotations from the sacred writings, which perhaps 
cannot easily be misapplied. 


‘<¢ Thou shalt take no Satisfaction for the life of a 
MurpDERER: — He shall surely be put to death.’ 
‘ Though hand join in hand, the wicked shall not pass unpunished,’ 
‘The Memory of the just is Blessed.’ ”’ 


If it should be decided to place a monumental slab, 
inscribed with the names of the victims of March 5 upon 
its front, I would suggest that on the reverse of the stone 
the name of Christopher Snider be also inscribed. 

I venture to submit herewith a draft of a proposed inscrip- 
tion which may serve as a basis for a satisfactory one, and 
remain, with much respect,

The Committee on Cemeteries respectfully present the 
following report in response to the inquiries contained in the 
order of the Common Council, passed Oct. 30, 1890, as 
follows : — 

* Ordered, That the Committee on Cemeteries be re- 
quested to report to the Common Council whether the 
Proprietors of Mt. Hope Cemetery have in their possession 
any of the land, funds, or other property of Mt. Hope 
Cemetery; and also whether the present Trustees of Mt. 
Hope Cemetery have expended any of the money received 
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from the income of the perpetual care fund for any other 
purpose than that for which it was received.” 

As the city of Boston still retains possession of the 
cemetery and has made no transfer of any of the property 
to the proprietors, the answer to the first inquiry must as a 
matter of course be in the negative; namely, that the 
Proprietors of Mt. Hope Cemetery have noé¢ in their posses- 
sion any of the land, funds, or other property of Mt. Hope 
Cemetery. 

As to the inquiry in regard to the “ perpetual care” fund, 
the following general statement is submitted : — 

The fund in question is paid to the city by the purchasers 
of lots, and is intended for the purpose which its name im- 
plies, z.e., the necessary care of the lots as long as the 
cemetery exists. The amount paid is about 50% of the 
cost of the lots, and the fund at present amounts to 
$39,394.32, the number of lots to which it applies being 
336. This fund is paid over to the City Treasurer, and by 
him invested in city of Boston bonds, most of them bearing 
4% interest. The income of the fund is payable quarterly, 
and is placed to the credit of the cemetery appropriation, 
and the present year it has amounted to $1,209.50. 

Your committee can best answer the second inquiry by 
stating that the amount expended for the perpetual care of 
lots could not be exactly determined, as no separate account 
has been kept, although the trustees state that more money 
has been expended in the care of lots than the amount of the 
income received from the fund. In view of these facts, and 
considering the conditions contained in the bond which the 
city gives to the purchasers of lots, the committee would 
recommend that in future a separate account of the per- 
petual care fund be kept, and that the conditions of the 
city’s bond be complied with exactly, and that the trustees 
should show in their annual report the amount of income 
received from the perpetual care fund, and the amount ex- 
pended in the care of the lots to which it applies.

ORATION. 


Mr. Mayor, Fertow-crrizens: — 

We meet to-day on the common ground of 
American citizenship. In the celebration of the 
national anniversary we forget all sectional divi- 
sions, all diversities of political opinion, all preju- 
dices of race or creed. We remember only our 
common sympathies and interests in the present, 
our common hopes and desires for the future. It 
is no time for the expression of narrow views, 
cynical criticism, or gloomy prognostications. It 
is, and it ought to be, a day of thanksgiving and 
mutual congratulation, and none the less a day for 
the wise and patriotic counsel which will reanimate 
the sense of public duty, rekindle the national 
spirit, and renew our fidelity to the interests of 
our common country. 

In the multitude of associations which crowd 
upon us we think first of the great men of the 
Revolution. ‘Their deeds and their memory are the 
common theme of this celebration. It would be a 
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erateful task to pay again the pious tribute to 
the fathers, but we shall not fail in reverence to 
them if we turn from the paths of patriotic 
reminiscence to the stonier, but perhaps no less 
fruitful, ground of inquiry and practical sugges- 
tion. The day belongs to the future no less than 
to the past. Coming to this task with little oppor- 
tunity for preparation, I cannot attempt to enter- 
tain you with the fruits of research, much less 
with the graces of oratory. My contribution to 
these exercises must be of another character, 
though, I trust, not wholly inappropriate to the 
occasion. 

We are reminded by recent public utterances 
that some of our fellow-citizens, of eminent virtues 
and not wanting in patriotism, seem to find our 
times hopelessly out of joint. They read in every 
passing event the signs of apprehension for the 
future. If they are right, this celebration 1s an 
empty form. “I have not the slightest interest in 
any holiday,” said Emerson, “except as it cele- 
brates real, and not pretended, joys.” This is a 
just and wholesome sentiment. We ought to share 
it; and if we share it we ought to look about us 
and consider our situation. And if we find in the 
survey of our affairs, that which will inspire us 


with renewed courage, strengthen our faith, re- 
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kindle our patriotism, and carry hope and confi- 
dence even to doubting hearts, we shall celebrate 
this day to some purpose. 

We need not fear to make the trial. I believe 
that we may look at the present and the future 
with tranquil eyes. Our government is not going 
to destruction; our institutions are not falling into 
decay. There are some evils which affect all 
society and all government, and from these we 
cannot hope to be exempt. ‘There are some which 
inevitably attend our growth in wealth and num- 
bers, which call for attention and remedy. But we 
may compare our condition to-day with that of any 
other nation; we may compare it with our own 
condition at any former period of our history, and 
we shall find the comparison favorable. Fortune 
has lavished all her gifts upon us. Hverything 
which material abundance can contribute to human 
comfort and happiness is ours. We have outrun 
all the richest nations on the earth in the race of 
prosperity. We have developed a capacity which 
seems illimitable to absorb the surplus populations 
of the four quarters of the earth, without any 
visible check to progress or serious disturbance 
of social order. We are at peace with all the 
world, and so we are likely to remain; and, with 


prudence and wisdom in the use of their splendid 
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opportunities, no people under this day’s sun has 
more to rejoice in, less to fear, or more to hope 
for, than the American people. 

Our safeguard and defence is in the awakening 
of Pusuic Sprrit, and the sense of public duty. 
This is the paramount need of our times. Pub- 
lic spirit was the virtue which distinguished 
the fathers of the Revolution. The Declaration 
of Independence was the fruit of it. The resist- 
ance of the colonists against the invasion of their 
chartered rights, which led up to the Declaration, 
the war, and the conquest of independence which 
followed and vindicated it, the establishment of 
the United States under the constitution, all the 
great and memorable events which culminated in 
the American republic, were born of the generous 
and patriotic impulse which moves noble minds to 
sacrifice private interest to the public good. This 
is Public Spirit. It is the sense of duty applied to 
public affairs. It was this, which, under Omnipo- 
tence, created our government, and this is the force 
which must maintain it. It is the only sure 
defence against popular apathy, and the indiffer- 
ence of the people to their public interests. ‘To 
arouse it and keep it alive is the first duty of 
prudence and patriotism, and on this, in spite of all 


evil forebodings, we may depend to carry us safely 
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among the rocks and shoals which lie in the course 
of popular government. 

The need and the duty of public spirit is a sub- 
ject of increasing attention. It is the frequent 
theme of orators and scholars, and of the public 
press. We are often reminded of the growing 
indifference of the people to their public affairs. 
It is said that public virtue is deteriorating ; 
that politics are becoming mean and mercenary ; 
that public men are not up to former standards 
of character and capacity ; that public office is 
more and more sought from unworthy motives, 
and for selfish ends ; that party spirit and party 
discipline are too potent in the conduct of the 
government ; that our legislation is on a_ lower 
level, and that the general tone of public affairs 
is declining. These complaints are not without 
foundation, but they are in part the result 
of illusion. They are by no means new or 
peculiar to our own day. ‘There never was a 
time when we were not threatened with some 
real or fancied danger. ‘There never was a time 
when some prophet of evil did not foretell the 
overthrow of our government. We have always 
been confronted with the ancient doctrine that 
democracy only lays a surer foundation for des- 


potism. But we have safely weathered all the 
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storms which have broken upon us, and even the 
earthquake-shock of civil war only settled the 
government more firmly upon its foundations. 
If public spirit is declining, the decline must 
be stayed; if it sleeps, it must be awakened. 
We need not lose confidence; we must not omit 
caution, nor forget the maxim, which contains the 
essence of all political wisdom as applied to popu- 
lar government, that the price of liberty is eternal 
vigilance. We have fairly entered upon a period 


which, to the republics of ancient times, has proved 


to be the period of decline,—a period in which 
new sources of mischief are opened, different from 
those to which we have hitherto been exposed, — 
the period of wealth and luxury, in which the 
people are liable to be seduced from proper atten- 
tion to their public interests by the pursuit and 
enjoyment of riches. It has been said by a po- 
litical philosopher that while danger to a small 
republic comes from without, to a great republic 
it proceeds from within. We have nothing to 
fear from foreign power; we must turn the eye 
of vigilance upon ourselves. It was long ago 
foreseen that one result of the unexampled op- 
portunity for the acquisition of wealth, afforded 
by our resources and our laws, would be to divert 


the attention and the energies of the people from 
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public affairs to the pursuit of private gain. We 
are beginning to realize this result. It is not 
a source of danger if it is met with a quickened 
sense of public duty on the part of the whole 
people. We cannot expect to enjoy the fruits 
of the prosperity which has made the United States 
the first nation in the world in aggregate wealth, 
and in the annual production of wealth, with- 
out the difficulties which seem inseparable from 
such a situation. We are reaping its benefits 
in every avenue of enterprise and philanthropy ; 
in the march of industrial development, moving 
at a pace and upon a scale of which history 
affords no example, and in the boundless liberality 
of private munificence, manifested in the endow- 
ment of schools, libraries, museums, hospitals, and 
in every form which can increase the comfort 
and promote the progress of society. These are 
all proofs of public spirit, but to be effective for 
the security of popular government public spirit 
must be carried into the actual work of govern- 
ment by the whole body of the people. 

A natural tendency of the increase of wealth is 
to divert the highest talent from the service of 
the State to the fields of private enterprise. The 
result may be that as the government loses 


strength while power increases in private hands, 
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its integrity is exposed to the most insidious 
attack by corruption of the sources of the law. 
Against this peril we must be perpetually on 
guard. No feature of our present situation calls 
more loudly for the public attention. But the 
remedy is in our own hands. The personal con- 
tribution by every citizen of his share of active 
effort to secure the integrity and efficiency of 
the public service will put an effectual check . to 
the operation of this malignant influence in our 
public affairs. The evil must be cured by making 
it impossible. It will shrink and disappear before - 
the eye of public vigilance, and the resolute voice 
and the strong hand of public condemnation. 

It is natural that the people should be indif- 
ferent and inactive in proportion as they see less 
urgent need of interference in public affairs. ‘They 
will always rise to a great emergency; but it is 
not safe to wait for an emergency. In times of 
peace and prosperity the edge of the public vigi- 
lance is dulled by a general sense of security. 
Under our government, our personal and _ political 
rights have come to be so much a matter of course 
that we are apt to overlook and to forget the 
duty and necessity of active and general participa- 
tion in public affairs, which is the vital force of 


popular government. The affairs of the people 
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are our own affairs. There is no room for indif- 
ference or evasion of duty on the part of any 
citizen in a government of which every citizen is 
an essential part. The soul of our system is in 
the intelligent and conscientious exercise by the 
whole people of all their political rights. The in- 
tegrity of the whole depends upon the efficiency 
of every part, and this demands the watchful eye 
and the active hand of every member of the 
political body. 

It is a subject of frequent remark that those 
who ought to be our best citizens are most indif- 
ferent to the public interests. Doubtless, this is 
sometimes overstated. There are conspicuous ex- 
amples, which attract the public notice and fill too 
large a space in the public eye. It cannot be said 
with truth that the general character of public 
men or of the public service is declinng. The 
picture is often painted by critics of our public 
affairs in darker colors than the true image ought 
to bear. It is natural to contrast the present with 
the past to our own disadvantage, but the past is 
always viewed through the illusion of time. In 
thinking of the great statesmen of former genera- 
tions we are lable to forget that all the public men 
of their times were not great men. But we cannot 


measure an age by the few colossal figures that 
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remain visible only because they towered above 
their contemporaries. If the great historic names 
which still survive among us have largely dis- 
appeared from the roll of our public men, this is 
no proof of a general decline in the public service. 
The resources of our country attract ability of the 
first order to the fields of industrial and com- 
mercial development. A public career is no longer, 
as once it was, the only path open to enterprise 
and ambition; and if the public service suffers, as 
undoubtedly it does to some extent, by the diver- 
sion of high talent into other channels of useful- 
ness, or from the reluctance of citizens best fitted 
for it by interest and traming to accept public 
office, the benefit of their skill and genius is still 
secured to us in the development of our material 
resources, and the promotion of the general pros- 
perity. 

There is no surer way to attract the highest 
character and talent into public life than to 
awaken the general public sentiment to a sense 
of the responsibilities of citizenship, and the honor 
conferred in the bestowal of public position. 
Let it be understood that there is no more 
honorable service than the service of the State. 
The more it is sought by unworthy men, the 


more it is the duty of good citizens to put them-

selves at the front. Let us not yield to the 
cowardly and unpatriotic sentiment expressed in 
the speech of Cato, “ When vice prevails and im- 
pious men bear sway, the post of honor is a 
private station.” ‘The post of honor is always 
the post of duty, and the call of duty is loudest 
when the public service becomes debauched by 
men who could find no place there if public 
spirit watched and guarded the avenues to public 
position. 

The proper conduct of our government calls 
upon all citizens clothed with the right of suf- 
frage for the exercise of the voting power. It is 
not to be regarded as a privilege. It is a para- 
mount duty. There is a large body of our citi- 
zens who totally eliminate themselves from public 
affairs, and withhold their proper contribution 
from the general body of influence and opinion 
which ought to find expression in the conduct of 
government, by neglecting even the ballot. It is 
familiar to us that in every election the political 
parties have to beat their drums to summon the 
people to the polls. There is no more urgent 
need in our public affairs than to keep in the 
public mind the vital importance of the work of 
every man’s hand in the political fabric. The 


Athenian republic punished its citizens who neg- 
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lected their public duties. But the law did not 
save Athens, and no State can find security in 
the penalties of the law. Popular government 
must rest upon the firmer foundation of public 
spirit and the willing and active interest of Its 
citizens. Its base must be as broad as the whole 
body of the people. The conduct of such a goy- 
ernment is no mechanical process. It cannot be 
made automatic. It calls for diligence and for 
sacrifice, and all devices for performing our politi- 
cal duties vicariously or without some cost of 
time and trouble are deceptive and vain. 

We offer various excuses for the neglect of 
public duty. We live in an active age; the calls 
of private business are exacting; we fancy that 
we can better afford to answer the call of a 
political ring for plunder by increased diligence 
in. our offices and counting-rooms than by taking 
from our private affairs the necessary time to 
attend public meetings, serve on political com- 
mittees, or even to go to the primaries or the 
polls once or twice a year, to secure good gov- 
ernment. This is not good citizenship, and it is 
poor economy. EHvery hour withheld from public 
duty has to be paid for in the general ineffi- 
ciency and failure of government which sooner 


or later falls upon every one of us. ‘The people, 
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as a whole, are always in favor of good govern- 
ment. If the whole power of the people can be 
brought to bear, they can have it and will have it. 
The most serious defects in the operation of our 
political system can be traced directly to the abdi- 
cation by citizens of their part in public affairs, and 
the absence from the polls of a substantial share 
of the voting power. To this extent there is a 
failure of popular government, which is govern- 
ment by the whole people. It is no justification 
of this neglect of duty to say that the “political 
machine” is too powerful to be successfully at- 
tacked or overthrown. The power of the so- 
called “professional politician” is overrated. It is 
formidable only as seen from a distance, or with 
disordered vision. Political machinery, indeed, has 
been found inseparable from our political system; 
but the political “ machine,” in the modern offensive 
sense, exists only by sufferance, where it exists at 
all, and one of the most valuable results of its 
destruction will be that it can no longer be made 
the scapegoat for neglect of political duty by 
those who love private ease better than they love 
good government. 

The way to test the strength of the political 
“machine” is not by crying out against it, but by 


measuring forces with it, and putting it to proof, 
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The time has not yet come when the hand of dis- 
honest political manipulation can prevail against 
the united strength of the people who seek good 
government with a resolute will to secure it. One 
blow of the popular arm destroyed the most 
powerful corrupt combination ever known to 
American politics, and the same thing can _ be 
done whenever the people are in the mood to do 
it. But if they wait until the chain is riveted 
so firmly that nothing but a great popular upheaval 
will break it, there is a new source of danger in 
the violence of the remedy. For political as for 
other ills, prevention is better than cure. The 
true remedy is in the public spirit and public vigi- 
lance which are always awake and active to 
cuard against even the approach of danger. 

It is not enough merely to cast a ballot at the 
polls. The operation of our political machinery 
is such that attendance and participation in the 
primary meetings is of equal importance. Hxpe- 
rience has settled that the people will always be 
divided into parties on most questions of govern- 
‘ment, and the vote of political parties can only be 
made effective by concentration upon candidates 
selected in advance of the election. The caucus 
has been, and is, the subject of much complaint; 


and it ought to be, so far as it is mismanaged 
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or perverted to defeat rather than secure its true 
object. The remedy for the perversion of the 
caucus, however, is not to complain of it, but to take 
charge of it. The caucus cannot be mismanaged to 
defeat the popular will if the popular will is that it 
shall not be mismanaged, and if that determination 
is carried into effect. But the caucus cannot be 
controlled at the fireside, in the club, or even in 
the columns of the newspapers. The work must 
be done by hand and upon the spot. To a large 
share of our citizens the primary political meeting 
is as unaccustomed and unknown as the regions 
of space. From distaste, it may be, and disinclina- 
tion, they hold themselves wholly removed from 
the details of political work. But the point upon 
which the operation of our political system turns, — 
and it turns upon this point more than any other, 
—is not beneath the attention nor apart from the 
duty of any citizen. He may find the task of 
attendance inconvenient, and the associations not 
wholly to his liking; but this is a duty that 
cannot safely be neglected or left to other hands. 
It is idle to expect that temptation and oppor- 
tunity held out to unscrupulous self-interest will 
not be availed of for purposes of mischief. Good 
citizens, who are willing to make the sacrifice of 


time and inclination in the unselfish desire to 
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secure good government, are entitled to the codp- 
eration of their neighbors of like disposition. It 
is to-day the most important and difficult problem 
of practical politics to secure a full and fair ex- 
pression of the whole constituency in the primary 
political meetings. It cannot be done by act of 
the Legislature, or by any device which does not 
include personal interest and personal effort. ‘This, 
and this alone, will reform the caucus; and nothing 
will contribute more to the good government of 
our communities than the willing attendance and 
active participation of unselfish and public-spirited 
citizens, which will make the primary political 
meeting the safe and acceptable expression of the 
intelligence and character of the party which it 
represents. 

And here again it may be that this call to pub- 
lic duty is needed most by those of our fellow- 
citizens who are supposed to have the largest 
stake in good government, and who ought to have 
the deepest sense of public duty and the personal 
responsibility of the citizen. If it were permissible 
to classify our citizens, it would have to be said 
that the danger of popular apathy proceeds from 
above. The man who eats his bread in the 
sweat of his brow is not regardless or neglectful 


of his political rights or duties. Popular govern- 
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ment must always depend for security upon the 
willing hearts and strong hands of the masses of 
the people. This, after all, is the propulsive force 
which carries on free government. But the obli- 
gations of citizenship are strongest upon those 
who, by training and opportunity, are best fitted 
for the practical discharge of its duties. ‘The 
broad view and the sympathetic insight necessary 
to take in the spirit and the needs of popular gov- 
ernment ought to be among the fruits of culture, 
and culture ought to develop the best citizenship. 
We hear much of the “scholar in politics.” He 
is needed and is welcome there; not as a critic, 
with airs of superiority, but as a helper in the: 
work. The place of the scholar in politics is side 
by side with his fellow-citizens to whom the ad- 
vantages of culture have been denied. He can be 
of more service there than in proclaiming from his 
pedestal that the tone of public life is lowered, 
that public duty and the public service are beneath 
the attention of intelligence and self-respect, and 
that contact with public affairs will impair charac- 
ter and destroy reputation. No influence has done 
more to create indifference on the part of the best 
citizens to their public duties, and inspire them with 
reluctance to mingle in public affairs, than these 


false notions, too much promoted in our times. No 
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doctrine can be more pernicious, and none is 
farther from the truth. It is the offspring of the 
political cynicism which takes the lowest view of 
public duty; which does not comprehend the sig- 
nificance or feel the true spirit of popular govern- 
ment. ‘here is nothing in the state of our public 
affairs, conceding all fair criticism, to warrant the 
existence, much less the propagation, of this false 
sentiment, the inevitable result of which must be 
to depress the tone of public life by debauching 
the public mind into disrespect for that which 
ought to be the object of the worthiest ambition 
and the highest sense of duty. 

If it were true that public life is so debased 
as to repel instead of attracting the highest 
character and talent, so much the more impera- 
tive would be the obligation upon all good citi- 
zens to come forward and redeem our affairs 
from this reproach by raising the fallen stand- 
ards of public spirit and public virtue. But it 
is not true. The same sort of criticism has ap- 
peared at every period of our history. It is in 
reality directed, not against the conduct of gov- 
ernment, but against’ popular government. itself. 
Some of our censors do not find government by 
the people quite good enough for them. It is not 


everything it should be. No government ever was 
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or ever will be, until human nature is transformed. 
We take the defects with the merits of the sys- 
tem. Popular government is weakest in the details 
of administration; its strength is in the security 
which it affords to the great principles which 
underlie personal rights and popular liberty. It is 
not, and is not designed to be, government by the 
rich, the wise, or even the virtuous, save so far as 
wealth, intelligence, and character can be brought 
to bear upon it through public opinion expressed 
in a majority of votes at the polls; and to make 
this the voice of character and intelligence is the 
highest duty of public virtue and_ public spirit. 
Popular government, in its practical operation, is 
government by the great body of average public 
opinion. It demands the concessions on which all 
government is based. It must be, and in the long 
run it will be, a fair reflection of the general sen- 
timent and character of the people. It will not, 
as a rule, rise above the general level nor fall 
below it, and its integrity is to be maintained by 
the public spirit which elevates and purifies the 
tone of public opinion in its operation upon pub- 
lic affairs. 

There is no place in our political system for 
the pharisaism which looks with contempt or 


indifference upon public duty, and, “ with mincing 
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gait and sneer of cold disdain,” passes by the 
practical work of government; and especially is 
there no place for it in the education and train- 
ing of the youth, in whose generous impulses 
and high aspirations are the hope and _ security 
of our future. The highest end of education is 
not learning, but character. The noblest product 
of culture is a good citizen. ‘Teach the young 
men to know their government and to believe 
in it. Fill their minds with the glorious mem- 
ories and examples of our history. Teach them 
the significance of the memorial tablets on the 
walls of yonder college hall, that love of letters 
may go hand in hand with love of country; and 
burn into their hearts with the fire of patriotism 
the lesson that there is no higher privilege and 
no nobler duty than that which belongs to an 
American citizen. 

I cannot forbear to remind you of the splen- 
did example of patriotism and public duty soon 
to be brought home to us. We are about 
to welcome to our hospitality the veteran 
soldiers of the war for the Union. We are ac- 
customed in these times to hesitate at the in- 
convenience involved in the discharge of the 
commonest public duties, in peace and safety, 


within sight of our own homes; here are a 
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hundred thousand men who sealed their devotion 
to their country .with willingness to die in her 
defence. They went at no call save that of her 
peril; they returned with no decoration save 
honorable scars and the thanks of a grateful 
people. Their presence will be eloquent with the 
lesson which they taught their countrymen with 
bared breasts on the field of battle. We are told 
that we must forget the war. We do not recall 
it with any ungenerous or vindictive spirit; but 
patriotism is still a virtue, and loyalty to our 
country is not to be overlooked or forgotten. It 
is easy now, in the security of peace, to make 
| light of the deeds and the sacrifices of the men 
who fought for the Union. “He jests at scars 
that never felt a wound.” Direct the voice of 
reproach, if you will, against any who would make 
them the sport and subject of ambition, but the 
citizen soldiers of the republic are no “ pretorian 
guard” and no band of mercenaries. There was 
a time when they were not held in light esteem. 
There are many here who remember the days 
when they looked at each other with blanched 
faces at the news of the latest defeat, and turned 
to the defenders of the country in the field as 
their only hope and succor. The debt of patriot- 


ism and gratitude is not outlawed, and the good 
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city of Boston will hang out all her banners, 
and put on all her holiday attire to greet and 
welcome the Grand Army of the Republic. 

The government for which they fought will be 
maintained. The stream will not always run clear, 
but its source in the heart and conscience of the 
people will not be corrupted. The national char- 
‘acter has been tried by severe tests. It withstood 
the blighting influence of slavery, and it did not 
yield even to the white-heat of civil war. War 
people can be trusted. ‘They are sound at the 
core. The great questions on which the integrity 
of government depends are safe in their hands. 
They have been right on these questions when 
all the statesmen were wrong. They will often 
move slowly, but they will move in the right 
way. Let us, then, look forward with hope and 
confidence, trusting in the God-fearing, law-abid- 
ing character of the American people, “rich in 
saving common-sense,” grounded in love of jus- 
tice and order, and vital with public spirit, to 
keep secure the great trust committed to their 
hands.

street, with suitable switches, curves, and connections ; also 
to construct, maintain, and use curves on Chestnut Hill 
avenue, Brighton, connecting with proposed tracks on said 
avenue and proposed car-house of the company, near the 
point of said location, said tracks and turn-outs being shown 
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by red lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated Oct. 
94 and 25, 1890, and deposited in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RAILROADS, 


RECOMMENDING 


“LEAVE TO WITHDRAW” ON PETITION OF THE 
MEIGS’ ELEVATED RAILWAY COMPANY FOR 
LOCATIONS IN CERTAIN STREETS IN BOSTON. 


WITH THE 


OPINION OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL RELATIVE 
TO GRANTING SAID LOCATIONS. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Dec. 1, 1890. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was referred the 
petition of the Meigs’ Elevated Railway Company, for loca- 
tions in certain streets in Boston in which to build and use 
the Meigs system of elevated railway, respectfully report 
that they have considered the subject, and consulted the 
Corporation Counsel in the matter, and obtained from him an 
opinion, which is submitted herewith. 

It appears that the rights and privileges which the Meigs’ 
Elevated Railway Company may have and exercise in the 
city of Boston are defined by law, and that the Board of 
Aldermen are not empowered to grant the locations asked 
for, except the one route between Cambridge and Bowdoin 
square in Boston, and that the present petition is not in apt 
form for a location in the route mentioned. 

The committee therefore respectfully recommend that the 
petitioners have leave to withdraw.

To the Honorable the Committee on Railroads : — 

GENTLEMEN, — Replying to your question, as to the right 
of the Meigs’ Elevated Railway Company to construct and 
operate an elevated railway in Boston, and the power of the 
Board of Aldermen to grant locations therefor, set forth in 
their petition now pending before said Board, I have to 
say :— 

The Meigs’ Elevated Railway Company is a corporation, 
organized under chapter 87 of the Acts of 1884, which act 
authorized Joe V. Meigs and others to become a corporation 
for the purpose “of building, maintaining, and operating 
an elevated railway between some point in the city of Cam- 
bridge and Bowdoin square in the city of Boston. The 
location of said road across the Charles river shall not be 
south of the southerly line of West Boston bridge, and shall 
thence proceed in the most direct practicable route to 
Bowdoin square in Boston, and there terminate.” 

The Board of Aldermen, however, were given power, “ for 
reasons of public necessity and convenience, to avoid un- 
necessary damage to property,” to deflect the route from the 
most direct line; but the authority of the company to con- 
struct the railway was limited, substantially, to the one route 
and location between said two named points. 

By chapter 381 of the Acts of 1888, the time for filing the 
certificate of incorporation was extended, and said chapter 
contains some further provisions as to the capital stock and 
payment of damages, but does not give the company any 
further authority in respect to the route or location of its 
road; in its certificate of incorporation, issued by the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth on March 22, 1889, its right to 
locate and construct a road is limited to the same route or 
location as described in said Act of 1884, so that down 
to the time of the enactment of chapter 368 of the Acts of 
1890, said Meigs’ Elevated Railway Company had no author- 
ity to build a road or track, except as stated in the first 
section of chapter 87 of the Acts of 1884, and in its certifi- 
eate of incorporation, 
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Does the Act of 1890 give to that company the right to 
build and operate an elevated railway in other streets or 
places in this city? 

This Act of 1890 is entitled “An Act to permit railroad 
or street railway companies to use the Meigs system of ele- 
vated railways.” The first section, under which it is claimed 
that authority is given to the said railway company to build 
and operate its roads and tracks in other streets and parts of 
the city, is as follows : — 

“Srorron 1. Any railroad or street railway company, 
now or hereafter organized or operated under the Jaws of 
this Commonwealth, may build and use the Meigs system of 
elevated railway ; provided, that each city and town in which 
the tracks of said company or any part thereof are located 
shall assent thereto; and said assent in the case of a city 
shall be by vote of a majority of all the members of the City 
Council thereof, and in the case of a town, by ballot, by a 
majority of the voters thereof present at a legal meeting duly 
warned and called for that purpose; and provided, also, 
that the location in the city of Boston shall have been first 
approved by the Board of Railroad Commissioners; and 
also, provided, that no portion of this system shall be built 
upon any part of Boston Common.” 

The effect of this section is, I think, merely to extend, 
under certain conditions, to other railroads or street railways 
(z.e. to “any railroad or street railway now or hereafter or- 
ganized”) the right to use the Meigs system, and it does not 
extend the power of that company to put its road or tracks 
in streets or places not authorized by its charter. It was the 
use of the system, and not the field of operations of the 
Meigs Company which was extended by that Act. The pro- 
vision “that each city and town in which the tracks of said 
company or any part thereof are located shall assent thereto ” 
is a condition referring to the use of the Meigs system by 
any company where, in any city or town, it has authority to 
lay and maintain tracks. Neither does the provision that 
this system shall not be built upon Boston Common imply 
that the Meigs Company may build a road or tracks in 
all other places in Boston. This is also a limitation upon the 
use of the system. 

By section 21, chapter 113, of the Public Statutes, the 
Board of Aldermen in any city has authority to extend loca- 
tions for tracks of any street railway company, whose tracks 
have already been “located and constructed in such city ;” 
but no track of the Meigs’ Elevated Railway Company has 
been constructed in Boston; and the Board of Aldermen 
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therefore have no authority under this provision to extend 
the locations for tracks of this company. 

It is my opinion that while the effect of the Act of 1890 is 
to give to other “railroad or street railway companies now or 
hereafter organized,” etc., the right to use the Meigs system, 
under certain limitations and conditions, in other streets and 
places in Boston, yet by the limitation of its power as to 
location in its charter, and by reason of not having “ con- 
structed” any track in Boston, the said Meigs’ Elevated Rail- 
way Company cannot now be authorized by the Board of 
Aldermen to construct and maintain an elevated railway in a 
route or place other than as described in section 1 of chapter 
87 of the Acts of 1884, but in that route — from Cambridge 
to Bowdoin square —the Board can, upon a petition and 
notice as provided in section 3 of said Act of 1884, grant a 
location as therein set forth.

TERRITORY BOUNDED BY COLUMBUS AVENUE, 
PARK SQUARE, BOYLSTON, TREMONT, AND 
BERKELEY STREETS.

Lo the Honorable City Council : — 

The Board of Street Commissioners respectfully submit 
the plan accompanying this communication as a reply to 
your order of October 20th last, asking for a scheme for the 
new laying out of the territory bounded by Columbus 
avenue, Park square; Boylston, Tremont, and Berkeley 
streets. 

It substitutes for the intricate tangle of streets for small 
houses — with their many dependent courts and places — 
that were made there when the locality east of Pleasant 
street had the Back Bay for its western boundary, a system 
of thoroughfares opening into the large streets bounding the 
territory. The main street is one, sixty feet wide from the 
corner of Tremont and Eliot streets to the corner of Co- 
lumbus avenue and Berkeley street. Parallel with it another 
street, starting from Tremont street at Hollis street, goes 
fifty feet wide to Berkeley street. Eliot street is left, as is 
Ferdinand street, the latter widened to fifty feet. Pleasant 
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street is-carried straight from Tremont street to Park square, 
sixty feet wide, and a parallel street of fifty feet, midway be- 
tween it and Ferdinand street, departs but little from the 
present location of Church street. 

Carver street, Boylston place, and the numerous courts 
and alleys in the block between Eliot and Boylston streets 
have been replaced with two forty-feet streets across that 
territory at a proper distance from each other, to secure the 
best use of the land in the block. 

The sixty-foot street from Tremont, at Eliot, to Columbus 
avenue, at Berkeley street, should prove a valuable addition 
to the existing means of communication between the busi- 
ness part of the city and the southwestern district of resi- 
dence. It would relieve Boylston street, opposite the 
Common, to the extent of the upper Columbus avenue 
travel it would take from it. The straightening of Pleasant 
street would be an advantage, and the other streets, created 
on the plan, would all assist the circulation in their different 
directions. The commissioners made their plan with that 
chiefly in view. 

To the real estate there they are inclined to believe the 
free admission of the usual traffic seeking general thorough- 
fares across and along a region now quite inaccessible could 
be nothing but beneficial. The shape of the blocks of land 
left after placing the streets seems desirable. 

The area in streets made upon the plan submitted in the 
space bounded by Eliot street, Tremont street, the Boston 
& Albany railroad, Berkeley street, and Columbus avenue, 
is about 20,000 square feet less than is occupied by the 
streets, courts, and places now there. Between Boylston 
and Eliot streets the excess in area of the existing streets, 
places, and ways of all kinds, over the two forty-feet streets 
shown on the plan, is about 2,400 square feet. 

The commissioners see no need of any change of Chandler 
and Appleton streets in that part of the district south of the 
Boston & Albany railroad.

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RULES 


TO REGULATE 


THE COUNTING OF BALLOTS BY THE 
BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


PASSED DEC. 1, 1890. 


Ordered, That the following rules be hereby adopted to 
regulate the counting of ballots by the Board of Aldermen, 
acting as examiners of election returns, namely : — 

fiule 1. No person shall be allowed in the committee 
room during a recount of ballots, except members of the 
Board of Aldermen, the clerk of committees and assistants, 
the city clerk and assistant, the city messenger and _assist- 
ants, the representatives of the Law Department, and the 
persons nominally elected and contestants, or their legal 
representatives, who shall furnish properly signed creden- 
tials. 

Rule 2. No loud talking nor disorderly conduct shall be 
allowed in the committee room during a recount of ballots, 
and the city messenger shall, when so directed by the chair- 
man of the committee, remove any person violating this rule. 

fiule 3. Sub-committees shall consist of two members 
appointed by the chairman, and such sub-committees shall 
complete their recount of ballots after it is commenced, un- 
less excused by the chairman or a majority of the committee ; 
but in no case shall a member serve on a sub-committee or 
recount ballots when his own election is affected. 
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Rule 4. No ballot for a candidate shall be counted unless 
marked by a cross at the right of the name of such candidate, 
and such cross must consist of two or more intersecting lines, 
and no part of such cross shall consist of a printed line. 

Rule 5. All challenged ballots shall be counted. 

Rule 6. All doubtful ballots, when the sub-committee 
cannot agree, shall be decided by a majority of the full com- 
mittee present, after hearing the representative of the Law 
Department upon the doubtful points.

The Joint Special Committee on Salaries, to whom were 
recommitted their report, and the ordinance to amend chap- 
ter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1890, as it relates to 
the salaries of certain city officials, having further considered 
the subject, beg leave to report as follows : — 

In their former report the committee recommended an in- 
crease in the salaries of four officials, namely, the chairman 
of the board of assessors, the superintendent of public build- 
ings, the superintendent of streets, and the city treasurer. 
As it appears that the superintendent of public buildings will 
receive extra compensation from the school committee for 
work upon the school buildings, the committee have no 
further recommendation to make in his case. They, how- 
ever, renew their former recommendation relative to the 
salaries of the chairman of the board of assessors and the city 
treasurer, and also recommend that the salary of the super- 
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intendent of streets be increased to $5,000. As regards the 
salaries of the inspector of buildings and the superintendent 
of sewers, the committee have no recommendation to make, 
in view of the opinion of the corporation counsel, to the 
effect that the salaries cannot be reduced during the term of 
office of the officials. 

The changes, therefore, which the committee wish to rec- 
ommend at this time are the following : —

The work of the two financial departments, when compared, 
is relatively the same as heretofore, and if there has been 
any increase in the amount of work in the city treasurer’s 
Office, there has been a similar increase in the office of the 
city auditor, and it does not appear that any reason can be 
given for increasing the salary of the city treasurer that will 
not apply with equal or greater force in the case of the city 
auditor. 

The undersigned accordingly recommend that the salary 
of the city auditor be increased one thousand dollars, and 
that the ordinance reported by the committee be amended by 
adding to section one the following paragraph, namely : — 

The city auditor, six thousand dollars.

AUTHORITY OF BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


TO LIMIT TIME FOR CONSTRUCTION OF STREET-RAILWAY 
LOCATIONS TO THE MUNICIPAL YEAR IN WHICH 
THEY ARE GRANTED.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In reply to your inquiry of the Ist inst., 
as to “whether your Board, when granting locations for the 
tracks of street-railway companies, have authority to require 
that such locations shall be constructed during the municipal 
year in which they are granted,” I have to say :— 

There cannot be much doubt that the Board, as a general 
rule, and as to all such grants or permits asked for in the 
early part of the municipal year, have power to require the 
locations to be availed of, and the work done during that 
year. 

As to the alteration of locations, the Public Statutes, 
chapter 113, section 22, expressly provides that it shall be 
done “within such time” as the Board of Aldermen may 
determine; and it is also provided that the Board may from 
time to time authorize the extension of the tracks of a street- 
railway company [7.e., into other streets] under such “ re- 
strictions as the Board may deem the interest of the publie 
require.” (Section 21, chapter 113, Public Statutes, ) 
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Some limitations as to time, in which such extensions, as 
well as alterations, must be availed of, is certainly reasonable ; 
but such limitations must themselves be reasonable. You 
could not impose such a limitation or restriction upon a 
grant as to necessarily defeat it; in such case either the 
erant or limitation would be void. Grants or permits for 
extensive opening or disturbing the surface of streets for new 
work ought, I believe, to be given [so far as possible to limit 
them] in the early part of the year, so that the work can be 
done in the summer months, when it can be done with the 
least inconvenience to the public; and for this reason, as 
well as the justice of having each city government held 
responsible only for the disturbance of public streets, author- 
ized and done in its own time, — such a limitation would be 
reasonable. As to exceptional cases, when permits must be 
granted near the end of the year, to impose the limitation 
mentioned in your question in such cases, would, obviously, 
be difficult. Perhaps it could be provided in the proposed 
rule, if one is adopted, that in such cases — when with due 
diligence on the part of the railroad company the work of 
the location or alteration cannot be done in the municipal 
year —a further reasonable time may be given by the Board, 
or the time—always a reasonable time — may be fixed in 
the order containing the license or permit.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the order of your hon- 
orable Board, under date of December 1, — 

“ Ordered, That the inspector of buildings be and is 
hereby requested to report to this Board at its next meeting, 
what are the duties of the twenty men now employed by him 
as inspectors ; also the number of men employed for inspect- 
ing the different mechanical work necessary to the con- 
struction of buildings; also, if, in his opinion, there is 
necessity for increasing said force,” —TI respectfully submit 
the following : — 

The duties required of the department by the statutes and 
ordinances are many and various, and can be found in the 
annual report of the inspector of buildings for the past year 
(see Document 42 of 1889, under the head “ Duties of the 
Department” ). 

These are the different matters under which the departs 
ment works, but are merely a caption of the work to be per- 
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formed, the work being too voluminous in detail for a report 
at this time. 

The number of men employed for inspecting the different 
mechanical work is twenty. 

In the performance of these various duties I have endeav- 
ored to carry out the spirit and letter of the statutes pertain- 
ing to this department, and in order to do so, and promote 
greater efficiency with fixed responsibility, I have found it 
necessary to divide the city into districts and the work into 
departments, and assign such members of the force as judg- 
ment, long experience, practical knowledge indicated the in- 
dividual fitness for the duties required. 

These assignments are classified as follows: On construc- 
tion and alterations, ten inspectors, one to each district, — 
there being a total area of 37,4, square miles. 

On plumbing and drainage the city is divided into four 
districts, and one inspector detailed to each district. 

This is an important branch of the department work, be- 
cause from defective plumbing the people are subjected to 
disease-producing influences, and demands a faithful and 
efficient performance of the service required ; and the detail 
so made have positive instructions to thoroughly enforce the 
plumbing ordinances. 


Elevator Department. 


The necessity for a thorough inspection of elevators and 
hoistways was so apparent, from the fact that thousands of 
human beings use this mode of conveyance, so essential in 
business life, which are run by persons not capable of detect- 
ing defects or dangers, if any exist, much less remedying 
them, that I deemed it a necessity to detail two inspectors. to 
this especial work. 

Egress has commanded the zealous attention of the depart- 
ment, and in order to give the city the service required in 
that direction, two inspectors are detailed to perform that 
service, one of whom possesses superior qualifications for 
these duties, by reason of experience and familiarity with the 
scenes and incidents connected with fires. Steam-boilers, 
for motive-power and heating, became so great a factor in 
the work of the department that it was found necessary to. 
detail an inspector for this special work. The same is true 
in relation to specifications, plans, and prosecutions, — the 
inspector detailed on this work being made a special police- 
officer of the city, to aid the department in the enforcement 
of the ordinances.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A

Board of Aldermen,” I have to say ; — 

Assuming that said P street is a public street (for if it 
is not, the Board of Aldermen have no control over it), it is 
my opinion that the Board cannot direct or authorize the 
Superintendent of Streets to locate a building thereon. It 
may be that that part of said P street mentioned in the order 
is not much travelled, and that the general public would not 
be much incommoded by the location of Mr. Hendry’s build- 
ing thereon; but its character as a public street does not 
depend upon the number who use it, and the question in- 
volves an important principle, —the preservation in their 
entirety of our streets for public use. No part of such street 
or highway can be set aside for, or given up exclusively to, 
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the use of one person; such streets or highways have been 
paid for at the public expense, and are held by the city in 
trust for the public.

deposited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and

be approved by him. Also, upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the con- 
ditions herein contained, and shall file said aeceptanee and 
agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION EIGHTY-FIVE OF CHAP- 
TER FORTY-NINE OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1890. 


Be itt ordained by the City Council of Boston as follows : — 


Section 1. Section eighty-five of chapter forty-nine of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1890 is hereby amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the following : — 

“Nor shall he, directly or indirectly, either purchase or 
receive by way of barter or exchange any junk, old metals, 
or second-hand articles from a minor or apprentice, knowing 
or having reason to believe him to be such,” so that the same 
shall read as follows : — 

Srecr. 85. No person dealing in junk, old metals, or 
second-hand articles shall have his shop open for the trans- 
action of business, nor shall he purchase any of the aforesaid 
articles, except between sunrise and nine o’clock in the even- 
ing of any week-day except Saturday, on which day such 
shop may be kept open and such articles purchased from 
sunrise until ten o’clock in the evening ; nor shall he, directly 
or indirectly, either purchase or receive by way of barter or 
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exchange any junk, old metals, or second-hand articles from 
a minor or apprentice, knowing or having reason to believe 
him to be such.

In BoarD OF ALDERMEN, Jan. 3, 1891. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect the jail and the other houses of 
detention in the County of Suffolk, having made the inspec- 
tion required by law, respectfully submit herewith their 
second semi-annual report. 


J AIL. 


The committee visited the jail Dec. 30, 1890, and 
found everything in a neat and clean condition. The insti- 
tution contained at the date of inspection one hundred and 
thirty-seven male and nineteen female prisoners. The com- 
mittee did not discover any special cause for criticism, 
either in the care of the jail or in the quality of the food 
furnished to the prisoners. The labor in the jail is chiefly 
performed by the prisoners, and the work is apparently 
done in a creditable and proper manner. 
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DEER ISLAND. 


House of Industry, House of Reformation, and Truant 
School. 


These institutions were visited December 31, and their 
general condition was found to be excellent and fully up to 
the established standard. The buildings throughout were 
_ clean and properly maintained, the various articles composing 
the fare of the inmates were found to be of good quality, and 
the food itself properly prepared. The health of the inmates 
was good, only twenty-three patients being in the hospital. 

The inmates of the House of Industry were employed as 
usual in the manufacture of clothing, and in the various 
duties connected with the institution. The printing-office is 
still maintained at the island, and affords occupation for a 
number of the boys, which should prove of value to them 
in after years. Very creditable specimens of the skill of 
printer boys were on exhibition. 7 

The work of building the metropolitan sewer, which has 
been carried on now for several months, is a source of much 
inconvenience and annoyance, and will without doubt con- 
tinue during the greater part of the year 1891. There have 
been no disturbances thus far on aecount of this work, 
although it has necessitated increased vigilance on the part 
of the officers of the institutions. The impression which 
has been received that the inmates of the institutions have 
been employed upon the sewer is incorrect, and probably 
arose from the fact that in a few instances some slight assist- 
ance has been rendered in an emergency to the contractor, 
although it is a fact that many of the prisoners have been 
employed upon the sewer after they have served their sen- 
tence, and been discharged from the institution. 


MARCELLA-STREET Homrpr. 


This institution was visited Decemher 30, and found to be 
in a clean and creditable condition, and the general health of 
the children good. The food was examined and was appar- 
ently good, and furnished in proper quantities. The in- 
struction in sewing is still carried on, and a number of very 
creditable specimens of the skill which the girls have at- 
tained were exhibited. The committee wish to commend 
the practice of allowing the children a proper amount of 
outdoor exercise, which is of course a source of enjoyment 
to them and thoroughly beneficial physically.

Report oF INSPECTORS Of PRISONS. S 


Lunatic Hospitau. 


The Lunatic Hospital at South Boston and the Retreat for 
the Insane at Austin Farm were visited December 30, and 
their condition was found to be improved in some respects. 

At Austin Farm, although the number of inmates has in- 
creased somewhat since the last visitation, there is no 
apparent overcrowding, and several improvements have been 
completed within the building to add to the comfort and 
welfare of the inmates. The drain age system has been 
practically completed, and connection was made with the 
new sewer on Saturday last. This event is one of special 
importance to the institutions, and does away with an evil 
that was a constant menace to the health of the inmates. 

The South Boston Hospital is much overcrowded, having 
a larger number of patients than when visited in June last, 
the accessions coming chiefly from the State institutions. 
This overcrowding is certainly a serious detriment to the 
patients, and can but have an unfavorable effect upon them ; 
but the committee can see no way of avoiding it at present. 
It is to be hoped that the City Council will furnish the means 
at an early day that are required to build the proposed new 
dormitory at Austin Farm, which will provide accommoda- 
tions for about one hundred patients and materially relieve 
the hospital from its present overcrowded condition. 

As regards the matters of food supplied to the patients 
and the care they receive, the committee did not discover 
any ground for criticism. 


House oF CORRECTION. 


This institution at South Boston was visited December 
30, and its condition is apparently maintained at its usual 
standard, and, it may be said, in a manner specially creditable 
to the officials in charge, considering the antiquity of the 
building and the inadequate accommodations it affords. So 
far as the character of the building is concerned the com- 
mittee do not desire to make any special comment, except to 
reiterate the statement previously made, to the effect that 
the building is old-fashioned and from its long use has 
become unsuitable in many ways for the purpose for which 
it was built, and this objection to the building is becoming 
more serious every day. 

The food furnished to the inmates was examined and found 
to be good and supplied in sufficient quantities, and all the 
ordinary requirements of the institution appeared to be 
properly observed by the officials in charge. The men were 
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employed in making clothes and the women in doing laundry 
work, etc. 


SUMMARY. 


The committee have no special suggestions to make re- 
garding the care and management of the several institutions, 
believing that the requirements have been as well fulfilled by 
those in charge as the circumstances will permit, and that the 
institutions themselves are maintained in a manner fully up 
to their well-established standard. The Commissioners have 
made a creditable showing, which will appear in detail in 
their annual report, and the committee feel that they are 
entitled to the hearty support of the city government. 

The reports of the superintendents and officials in charge 
of the several institutions inspected are appended hereto as 
a part of this report.

TERMS OF OFFICE OF OFFICERS AND BOARDS. 


In the Year One Thousand Fight Hundred and Ninety. 


AN ORDINANCE TO DETERMINE THE TERMS OF OFFICE OF 
OFFICERS AND BOARDS. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston as follows : — 


Section 1. The term of office of every person, now or 
hereafter having sole or joint charge of a department of the 
city, except of those persons specified in the following 
section. and of those persons who are trustees or members 
of boards, created by statute, shall be for one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year of his election or 
appointment, and until his successor is elected or confirmed. 

Sror. 2. The term of office of every person now or 
hereafter having joint charge of a department of the city, 
who is a trustee or member of a board, except of the persons 
who are members of the boards of Record Commissioners, 
Ferry Commissioners, or Trustees of Mt. Hope Cemetery, 
or are trustees or members of a board created by statute, 
shall be for three years, beginning with the first day of May 
in the year of his election or appointment, and until his 
successor is elected or confirmed. 
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Srot. 8. Whenever a vacancy occurs in any such office 
the person appointed to fill such vacancy shall hold office for 
the balance of the unexpired term, and until his successor 
is elected, or appointed and confirmed.

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CORPORATION COUNSEL'S OPINION 


AS TO 


WHETHER SECTION 1, OF CHAPTER 15, OF THE ORDINANCES 
OF 1890, APPLIES TO THE CITY CLERK, CLERK OF COM-— 
MITTEES, AND CITY MESSENGER. 


OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
Jan. 3, 1891. 
To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 

GENTLEMEN, — Complying with your request for my opin- 
ion as to “ whether the ordinance entitled ‘An ordinance to 
determine the terms of office of officers and boards,’ approved 
Dec. 31, 1890, ‘applies, in the first section thereof, to the 
City Clerk, City Messenger, and Clerk of Committees,” I 
have to say :— 

First. In respect to the offices of City Messenger and 
Clerk of Committees : Both these officers were created by the 
City Council, by virtue of and under the general powers 
conferred upon it by Section 38 of the City Charter (Chapter 
448 of the Acts of 1854), authorizing the City Council “ to 
provide for the appointment or election of all necessary 
officers for the good government of the city not otherwise 
provided for.” 

The office of City Messenger was established in 1852, and 
that of Clerk of Committees in 1869, both by ordinance. 
Their duties were not, and have not been, prescribed or de- 
fined by statute, but have been left to the determination of 
the City Council. The only reference, so far as I have 
noticed, made in any statute to either of said officers, is in 
Section 2, of Chapter 266, of the Acts of 1885, where they 
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are mentioned merely to except them from the operation of 
that act. It would be a fair proposition to consider whether 
or not, under the provisions of the City Charter, without 
further authority, the City Council could not establish and 
fix the terms of both said officers, as done by the said ordi- 
nance approved Dee. 31, 1890. But by Chapter 229 of the 
Acts of 1881, the City Council was authorized to pass ordi- 
nances “prescribing the duties and fixing the compensation 
of officers for whose appointment or election they are now or 
may hereafter be authorized to provide; and every such 
officer, unless otherwise provided by statute, may be em- 
powered by ordinance to hold office for one year from the 
day in the year of his election or appointment fixed by ordi- 
nance, and until his successor shall be elected or appointed 
and qualified, unless sooner removed by concurrent vote of 
each branch of the City Council.” This statute expressly 
includes officers whose election might be provided for by the 
City Council, and is not limited to officers who are appointed 
by the Mayor and subject to confirmation by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

It is, therefore, my opinion that the terms of office — the 
beginning and the end thereof — of the Clerk of Committees 
and of the City Messenger may be fixed by ordinance, and 
that the ordinance approved Dec. 31, 1890, does apply to the 
offices of City Messenger and Clerk of Committees. 

Second. As to the City Clerk : — 

The office and election of this officer was expressly pro- 
vided for by the City Charter. By Section 30 of said Chapter 
448 of the Acts of 1854 (the City Charter) it is provided that 
“The Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council,.in conven- 
tion, in the month of January, shall choose a clerk for the 
term of one year, and until another person is duly chosen 
and qualified in his stead, who shall be sworn to the faithful 
discharge of the duties of his office, and shall be removable 
at the pleasure of the Board of Aldermen, the Mayor thereto 
consenting. He shall be denominated the City Clerk, and 
it shall be his duty to keep a journal of the acts and pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Aldermen, to sign all warrants 
issued by them, and to do such other acts in his said 
enpacity as may lawfully and reasonably be required of him, 
and to deliver over all journals, books, papers, and docu- 
ments intrusted to him as such clerk to his successor in 
office, immediately upon such successor being chosen and 
qualified as aforesaid, or whenever he may be thereunto re- 
quired by the Aldermen. The City Clerk thus chosen and 
qualified shall continue to have all the powers and perform 
all the duties now by law belonging to him,” 
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In Section 2, of Chapter 266, of the Acts of 1885, it was 
provided that he shall be “chosen by the City Council by 
concurrent vote.” 

His election was, therefore, not only provided for by 
statute, but his duties were, and have been from time to 
time, prescribed and defined by the Legislature. [See 
Public Statutes, Chapter 27, Section 93; Chapter 28, Sec- 
tion 2; Chapter 192, Section 4, relating to recording chattel 
mortgages, etc.; Section 18, Chapter 423, of 1890; and. 
Chapter 401 of 1890, relating to calling meetings for elec- 
tions, etc., etc.] He is a public officer. 

The only act which I think can be claimed to authorize 
the City Council to fix the term of office of the City Clerk 
is Chapter 229 of the Acts of 1881, above cited; but an 
examination of the language of that act leads me to think 
that it does not include or apply to the City Clerk. In the 
first place, its provisions are confined to officers for whose 
appointment or election the City Council was then or there- 
after authorized to provide; but the office of City Clerk is 
created by statute, and the election of City Clerk was pro- 
vided for, and made peremptory, by statute. It is also to 
be noted that there is an exception in Section 1 of. said 
Chapter 229, in the scope of the power of the City Council 
to fix by ordinance the term for which an officer shall hold 
office. The exception is as to officers whose terms of office 
are “otherwise provided for by statute ;” and the office of City 
Clerk and his election are, to some extent at least, otherwise 
provided for by statute. I do not think. that Chapter 418 
of the Acts of 1890 apply to either of said officers. 

Effect can be given to Section 1, of Chapter 229, of the 
Acts of 1881, without construing it so as to include the office 
of City Clerk. It is my opinion that the City Clerk is not 
within the purview or scope of Section 1 of Chapter 229 of 
said Act of 1881, and that, therefore, the said ordinance 
approved Dec. 31, 1890, does not apply to that officer.

To tik HonoRABLE THE Crry CoUNCIL. 


Gentlemen: —In_ taking leave of the City 


Government by means of a Farewell Message, 
following the precedent of the greatest Mayor we 
ever had, the elder Quincy, — it seems right to 
dismiss personal motive, and to submit, for the 
consideration of the City Government and the 
citizens, such conclusions as an experience of eight 
years in the service of the City, two of them 


in the Mayoralty, may justify. 


CITIZENSHIP. 


The duty of governing our great cities satis- 
factorily and right, it seems to me, is but in 
part a question of law, and very largely a mat- 
ter of good citizenship properly exercised. When 
highminded citizens choose the right persons to 
make up their City Government and _ School 
Committee, it is of secondary importance what 
particular laws and ordinances may be in force. 
The public will be properly served. With ill- 
informed or ill-disposed persons in office, even 
rigid and ‘perfect laws will not be a_ sufficient 


protection of the public interest, 
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The highest vote ever reached in our City elec- 
tions, in 1888, was 65,548. With a population of 
450,000, we ought to have nearly 90,000 male 
voters. ‘The abstainers, it will be found, are mostly 
citizens who favor good government; for those 
that look to special benefits from the City are 
now on the voting-lists. It is important, in my 
opinion, to bring out a full vote at every elec- 
tion, to naturalise our residents as fast as pos- 
sible, and to teach the duties of citizenship where- 
ever possible, notably in our schools. _We want 
good citizens. Good citizens alone are good 


voters. 


THE CITY CHARTER. 


We shall have the best possible government 
when all our citizens having the constitutional 
qualifications vote as nearly right as they can, and 
when our laws are brought as near perfection as 
reason and experience dictate. The constitution of 
a great American city should be substantially like 
that of the United States. In Boston we have 
taken two long steps in that direction. Our charter 
of 1822 drew a sharp line between the judiciary 
and all other government duties, and nobody has 
ever thought of returning to the confusion that 


marked our Town Government. In the Act of 
1885 (ch. 266) we have separated our City Coun- 
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cil from the Executive. Time has justified this 
division of power. But more remains to be 
done. 

I am of opinion that our Common Council 
should have concurrent power with the Board of 
Aldermen, and that a City Council of two branches 
should be retained, as should the system of Alder- 
manic Districts. State and national Senators are 
elected by districts and States; there are no 
Senators at large. Neither should there be Alder- 
men at large. And as long as our Board of 
Aldermen has the prerogative of confirming or 
rejecting nearly three thousand executive appoint- 
ments, —a power which should remain where it 
is,—the Common Council might have the sole 
right of originating finance bills. The members 
of the Common Council and the School Commit- 
tee should receive compensation for their services, 
and perquisites should be abolished. At present 
the poor cannot well afford to serve in the Com- 
mon Council or the School Committee. Yet the 
City has need of their services, and the City Goy- 
ernment belongs to all alike. Let us beware of 
making public offices the natural property of the 
rich. In a government of the people and for the 
people, the voice of the poor should not be un- 
heard. 
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CONSOLIDATION OF DEPARTMENTS. 


I renew my recommendation for the consolida- 
tion of certain Executive Departments for the 
benefit of the public and the public service. The 
number of separate Departments directly controlled 
by the Mayor of the City is thirty-nine, with 
ninety-two separate heads, not including more 
than a hundred sub-heads or assistants subject to 
the Mayor’s confirmation, and excluding, also, more 
than twenty-five hundred Executive appointments, 
made annually subject to confirmation in the Board 
of Aldermen. If the Mayor wishes to make his 
appointments from actual knowledge, sufficient 
time will not be left for administrative work and 
for the necessary inspection of the thirty-nine 
separate Departments under his control, not to 
mention the half-dozen independent  Depart- 
ments and special boards subject only to his 
general supervision. If the Mayor cannot readily 
‘keep familiar with the Departments, how can the 
plain citizen who comes to City Hall to transact 
business ? The President of the United States 
has eight Cabinet officers, the Mayor of Boston 
has ninety-two. 

We need a Board of Public Works forthwith, 
and other consolidations in time. ‘There is no 


valid reason why the five Ferry Commissioners, 
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established by Ordinance, should not be replaced 
by one Superintendent, to be appointed by the 
Mayor subject to confirmation in the Board of 
Aldermen. Mt. Hope Cemetery should be placed 
under similar control. I think one Record Com- 
missioner sufficient. The Fire Department, the 
Law Department, the Park Department, the Public 
Institutions, and the entire Water department 
should have one well-paid head each, three-headed 
commissions tending to divide responsibility, and 
to give a less energetic and harmonious service than 
the public requires. The office of Fire Marshal, 
established by the Commonwealth, should be abol- 
ished, and its duties transferred to the Fire 
Department. In the Records, Fire, and Law De- 
partments the simplification can be established by 
Ordinance. Constables should be appointed by the 
Board of Police. All weighers and measurers 
should be attached to the Department of Weights 


and Measures. 


TERMS OF OFFICE. 


Heads of Departments should be appointed 
‘during good behavior, and all subordinates, save 
in a few cases, should come under the civil- 
service regulations of the Commonwealth, partly 
to abolish favoritism, that curse of government, 


partly to save time usually wasted when places 
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in the public service are filled upon the request 
of interested persons. Officers appointed by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, 
-unless in charge of a Department established by 
Ordinance, should be appointed for one year only. 
At present Constables, Weighers of Coal, and other 
minor officers serve until removed, or until others are 
appointed in their respective places. 

I think our present system of annually electing 
the entire City Government little less than _bar- 
barous. There is no sound reason why Mayors 
should not be elected for terms of two or three years, 
and why the members of the City Council should 
not be chosen for like terms, one-half or one-third to 
be voted for annually. In that way the City Coun- 
cil would become a perpetual body, and the annual 
elections would no longer give so unfortunate a 
shock to the public service and the interests of the 
City. Annual elections as now held are neither 
instructive nor useful. Longer terms of elective 
officers are conservative and will place upon voters 


a greater duty. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


In view of the great undertakings begun years 
ago, very little new work has been attempted 
during the past two years. Of the great works 
not yet completed, the parks and the new Public- 
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Library building require still further appropria- 
tions. These enormous enterprises, to which the 
new County Court-House should be added, are 
carried on under special authority conferred by 
the State, the City having very. little to do beyond 
paying the bills and accepting the outcome. The 
Harvard Bridge may be added, as it was built 
under orders from the Commonwealth. Completed 
some time since, it is not yet open to _ travel, 
through no fault of the City of Boston. The 
works referred to have cost, so far, $10,782,644.15 
in actual disbursements; and when they are com- 
pleted, hundreds of thousands of dollars will be 
required annually for maintenance. 

IT shall not find fault with these vast under- 
takings. They are worthy of a rich and proud 
city. But it might be proper to plan more care- 
fully before millions are sunk in a new building or 
other public work; and the sooner we charge a 
good part of the cost into our taxes, the better 
it will be. The idea that the future should pay 
for improvements it will inherit, is not altogether 
sound. The future will have its own duties and 
new enterprises. The smaller the debt we be- 
queath to posterity, the more we shall be hon- 
ored and called prudent. A debt is a burden. 
A heavy debt is a calamity. 
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CITY HALL. 


The present City Hall should be extended, with- 
out unreasonable delay, to Court Street. The ad- 
dition should be plain, very substantial, and as 
nearly fireproof as skill can make it. The oc- 
cupation of the new Court-House has begun. The 
old Court-House should be vacated as rapidly 
as possible, and its rebuilding, for City-Hall 
purposes, should begin at once, partly to put an 
end, as soon as possible, to the rents we now 
pay in accommodating City and County officers 
(at present, $38,032.06 a year), partly to bring 
all City officers together in one central building. 

I am confident that the proper place for the Fire 
Commissioners is in City Hall, and not in the 
headquarters building contemplated by a hasty 
appropriation of $165,000 made in the conster- 
nation after the great fires of 1889. The Fire 
Commissioners are not appointed to put out 
fires, or to command engine companies, but to 
manage the property and the affairs of the De- 
partment. ‘They need a business office only, and 
_ not a show place that is likely to do more harm 
than good. The Department Chief, being the 
officer in command at fires, has a centr ally- 
located office in Mason Street, which answers all 
legitimate purposes. 
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SCHOOLS. 


The City has been specially liberal, during the 
past two years, to our public schools. ‘T'wo large 
school-houses have been completed and dedicated; 
four large school-houses have been authorised and 
partly contracted for; and the great Roxbury High- 
School building approaches completion. The allow- 
ance for current expenses, mostly for the salaries 
of teachers, has been generous, and the relations 
between the School Committee and City Hall have 
been exceedingly friendly. It seems wise to build 
plain school-houses as requirements arise, and to 
devote increasing attention to the lower grade of 
schools. We shall deserve the thanks of our 
fellow-citizens and posterity when we give the 
children in our City a plain English education 
coupled with as much manual and industrial 
training as may be possible. The future voter 
and wage-worker will need his senses, plain 
English, and skilled hands much more than the 


rudiments of professional learning. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The Water Works of the City are in the best con- 
dition ever reported.. The water supply is pure and 
abundant, and the rates to consumers were reduced 


7 per cent. a year ago, and 10 per cent. a few days 
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ago. For the next ten years the system may be ex- 
pected to meet the wants of the community. The 
addition of Whitehall Pond to the system, the im- 
provement of the Cedar-Swamp district, and the 
expected completion of Basin Five, place the Water- 
Supply Department in a strong position. The work 
of the Department toward assuring the purity of the 
supply is entitled to further encouragement, and the 
acts of the Commonwealth in that direction are 


highly appreciated. 


LIGHTING. 


The lighting of the City is excellent. In two 
years the number of electric lights has been in- 
creased from 704 to 1125, and their cost materially 
reduced. The number of gas lights has been 
lessened from 10,104 to 9281, the number of oil 
lamps has been increased from 2994 to 3056. The - 
Department has been well managed. 


STREETS. 


The City needs authority for laying out and 
establishing the grade of streets throughout its 
territory. For obvious reasons the Board of 
Street Commissioners, whose duties have been 
discharged with equal fidelity and usefulness, 
should be clothed with authority for establishing 
lines beyond which no building could be erected. 
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This will obviate the costly experience the City 
has had in the Church-Street district, and the 
indiscriminate erection of buildings in new streets 
to suit the preference of owners alone. 
Kneeland Street, from Harrison Avenue to 
Albany Street, and Pleasant Street, from Park 
Square to Washington Street should be widened, 
to prevent blockades near the southern railroad 
stations, and to relieve the South-Boston travel. 
To relieve Washington and Tremont Streets as 
the great thoroughfares between the shopping- 
district of the City and the northern railroad 
stations, I suggest that Staniford and Temple 
Streets be widened, and that easy communication 
for street cars and teams be established between 
these thoroughfares and Park Street. This im- 
provement, fairly invited by the addition to the 
State House, would divert a part of the traffic 
now passing through Adams and Scollay Squares, 
beside opening a new section of the City for 


first-class business purposes. 


PAVING. 

Much expensive re-paving is needed throughout 
the section south of Causeway Street and north 
of Beach Street. Boylston Street should be 
paved with granite blocks from Church Street 
to West Chester Park; Chester Park from Har- 
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vard Bridge to Boston street, Dorchester; and 
Dorchester Avenue to Lower Mills. For our resi- 
dence streets a new pavement will have to be 
adopted. Macadamising suffices for parkways and 
suburban or lightly-travelled streets ; for sections 
like the South End, the Back Bay, Charlestown, 
and any well-travelled City street, it is insufficient 
and unsatisfactory, being muddy in wet weather, 
dusty in dry seasons, and very costly to maintain 
at that. The demands of the people for better 
pavements are imperative. Perhaps it may be best 
to resort to rock asphalt, the imitations of which, 
containing coal tar, have proved unequal to the re- 
quirements of a city like Boston. The subject is 
important enough to be entrusted to a commission 
of paid experts, with instructions to consult the 
experience of other communities. The National 
Government has promised to submit special con- 
sular reports upon this topic. Meanwhile our 
Street Department has been conducted during the 
past two years with great efficiency and with un- 
failing fidelity to the City and the citizens. The 
censure heaped upon the Department and its hon- 
orable Superintendent should have been directed 
against our financial resources. The entire force 
of the Department has been employed without 
interruption. 
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SEWERS AND HEALTH. 


Our sewers are not satisfactory. Many of them 
are antiquated, and should be rebuilt systemati- 
cally rather than piecemeal. ‘The Improved 
Sewerage System has given some relief, and the 
Metropolitan system, both north and south of 
Charles river, promises more. But the smaller 
sewers are not what they should be, least of all 
*n the older sections of the City. During the 
past five years the City has not expended half 
the sums really needed for sewers, and some day 
the subject may force itself unpleasantly upon 
public attention. 

For the first time in many years the mortality 
rate of the City is reported at less than twenty- 
three to each thousand inhabitants. This wel- 
come gain for the year 1890 cannot be 
maintained, unless the City expends millions for 
sewers, and takes every advantage of the Met- 
ropolitan Sewerage system now under construction. 
It will save wealth and sorrow to reduce the 


annual death rate below two per cent. 


LAW DEPARTMENT. 
The curt notice of the War Department, in 1888, 
that by this day the Charles-river bridges should be 


altered, was met in a spirit of fairness, and has been 
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indefinitely extended, the Corporation Counsel ren- 
dering services of eminent value. The Law De- 
partment, of which he is the chief, has rendered 
acceptable assistance in replacing a government of 
committees, traditions, and law by a government 
rather of law. This transition, not yet complete, is 
bequeathed to the fostering care of our successors. 
Boston needs a Sovernment, not of party or leaders, 
but of plain law. 


FINANCES. 


The finances of the City, though carefully ad- 
ministered, are not satisfactory. Our tax laws 
are made by the State, leaving little latitude to 
the City. The present Government has asked for 
the establishment. of occupation fees, with special 
reference to corporations occupying our streets. 
Should this principle prevail, it may lead _ to 
revenues equitable in themselves and beneficial 
to the Treasury of the City. The funded debt 
of the City has risen from $48,576,569.29 on 
December 31, 1888, to $55,440,361.06 on De- 
cember 31, 1890. © This. enormous increase of 
$6,863,791.77 in two years is due in part to per- 
manent improvements begun under a previous 
administration, but in part also to borrowing 
money for current expenses. The magnitude of 


the debt may well give our taxpayers pause, 
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the demands for interest and sinking-fund pur- 
poses being both onerous and imperative. I regret 
to add that the ‘older part of the debt bears 
interest at more than four per cent. a year, and 
cannot be refunded, save at the pleasure of the 
bondholders. The City would gain, should all 
municipal bonds be exempt from taxation within 
the Commonwealth. 

The net debt of the City, being the funded 
debt less the sums actually in the sinking-fund, 
has grown’ from $26,850,901.99 on December 31, 
1888, to $31,053,496.98 on December 31, 1890, 
an increase of $4,202,594.99 under an adminis- 
tration that has not thought it right to begin 
costly improvements, having been confined to the 
inglorious duty of wrestling with inherited ex- 
penditures and with resources rigidly limited by 
the double authority of the State and _ public 
opinion. The next City Government, it 1s quite 
clear, will have to borrow more money, some of 
it for current expenses that ought to be met 
from current taxes. 

This condition of things is not creditable to 
a community of business men. Yet the law lim- 
iting our taxes for current expenses to nine 
dollars on a thousand of the assessed valuation 
still has its champions. In sober truth, the com- 


munity for itself, and the State for us, must 
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choose between higher taxes and a higher debt. 
Unless the spirit of our people suffers a decline, 
our expenses will not diminish. Our streets and 
sewers have suffered more than is right and the 
community is willing to bear. To meet the ex- 
penses now demanded by the public, we must 
choose between augmenting our taxes or our debts. 
Our taxes can be raised with safety, though the 
government that levies a tax of fifteen or sixteen 
dollars per thousand may suffer in popularity. 
To issue bonds for current and petty expenses is 
perilous in the case of poor communities; in the 
ease of a rich city like ours it is both near- 
sighted and immoral. For six years past we 
have enjoyed low taxes, and at the same time 
condemned the future to pay in part for what 
we have consumed. 

The cash in the City Treasury at the close 
of business on December 31, 1888, was $3,264,- 
605.59; on December 31, 1890, $5,939,227.36. 
The year 1888 ended with a legal borrowing 
capacity of $22,028; the year 1890 with a legal 
borrowing capacity of $1,137,159. Today the City 
can borrow $1,800,000. Accordingly we do not 
leave our successors without ample resources for 
all immediate wants. We leave them also a 


government unsullied by our hands. 
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CONCLUSION. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: — The Govy- 
ernment of this year and its immediate predecessor 
have been above suspicion. ‘The work of the two 
years has been done without ostentation and 
without marked shortcomings. The City has 
been almost free from calamities. I thank the 
Departments for their fidelity. In thanking you 
for the good you have done, I speak for the 
City we love and for the office of which I now 


take leave.

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT ALLEN. 


It is customary at this time to pause before a final 
adjournment of the Council, in order that congratu- 
lations may be extended to the presiding officer. 
Your words of praise on this occasion have been 
many, and I am loath to believe they are inspired by 
custom alone. ‘The many warm personal friendships 
I have with members, and my pleasant and cordial re- 
lations with the entire Council; would seem to be a 
reasonable cause for much that Ihave heard. While 
it is true that the character and attainments of a pre- 
siding officer have much to do in shaping the course 
of a deliberative body, it must not be forgotten that 
its entire success depends upon the earnest, consci- 
entious, and united efforts of every member.

As arule we have been prompt and faithful in our 
attendance at meetings, have brought to the exami- 
nation of the subjects before us our best abilities, and 
have acted conscientiously in their disposal. 

For a proper performance of our duties we have 
not found it necessary to continue meetings till mid- 
night or later, and in fact only two have adjourned 
after eleven o’clock. 

The gain the Common Council has made within 
the last few years in the public esteem is indeed 
remarkable, and a subject of congratulation to its 
members. | 

A short time ago nothing too harsh could be said 
in public or private of the Council and of its every 
action. It not only did not have the public confi- 
dence, but was condemned with and without cause. 
While the advisability of two branches in the city 
government will always be a matter for honest differ- 
ence of opinion, it is the duty of every one to see that, 
as long as they exist, a high standard is maintained. 
While censure for faults is beneficial, it is also true 
that appreciation of efforts and good results is as 
potent an inducement to good government. 

During the past year we have formed a part of an 
administration which, in my opinion, commands the 
respect of all fair-thinking citizens as clean and busi- 
ness-like, and which will be looked back upon with 
pride and as a credit to the city. As citizens we ask 
those who follow us to continue and improve upon 
our successes, and to learn from and avoid our mis- 
takes. 

It is a matter for devout thankfulness that in spite 
of severe illnesses with which several of our members 
have been afflicted, our roll is still unbroken. To 
those who are unable to be with us this evening we 
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one and all send sympathy and the pledge of con- 
tinued interest and good-fellowship. 

Our worthy Clerk is entitled to praise for his untir- 
ing devotion to his duties, and the able manner in 
which he has served us collectively and individually. 
Always modest and gentlemanly, yet firm and always 
right. We have already pledged ourselves to be pres- 
ent at his semi-centennial of public service. The 
City Messenger and his assistants, to whom the Coun- 
cil is indebted in so many ways, are entitled to our 
cordial thanks and the assurance of appreciation. 

And now we part. May success attend the indi- 
vidual efforts of each. May our past service aid us 
in keeping the path of upright, progressive citizen- 
ship, and fit us for the impending responsibilities of 
life, and may the right hand of fellowship always be 


extended among members of the Common Council of

Alderman McLAUGHLIN said : — 


Mr. Clerk, although it is a time-worn custom. at

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strikes me that the Board of Aldermen of 1890 
would have been remiss in their duty if they did not 
follow the custom of adopting resolutions which re- 
flect, in my opinion, the sincere expression of every 
member of this Board. From a personal stand-point 
I can testify, and will always do so, publicly and 
privately, to the worth, efficiency, and impartiality of 
our present chairman, because, without regard to 
party, he has, in my opinion, conducted the affairs of 
the city government, as far as the Board of Alder- 
men was concerned certainly, in such a manner that 
every member of this Board, both Democrat and 
Republican, must testify that he has been an abso- 
lutely impartial presiding officer. I have been shown 
many acts of kindness at his hands, and for them I 
wish to thank him personally.

Alderman Smiru said : — 


Mr. Clerk, I desire to second the resolutions

‘When we say that our chairman has done his duty, 
we simply say that he has done what we expected he 
would do; but perhaps there is no higher comphi- 
ment that can be paid him or to any other member of 
this Board, or to any man occupying any position, 
whether high or low, than to say that he has done 
his duty.

I know that he has given a great deal of time 
to the advancement of the interests of the city; that 
he has worked conscientiously in the city’s behalf, 
and that he has succeeded in doing a great deal for 
the city. “He is now to go to the State government, 
where I[ trust and believe that he will look after the 
interests of the city of Boston. I think that the 
State government has for some years been very defi- 
cient in members who would take a personal interest 
in the affairs of the city of Boston, but I believe that 
our present chairman, when he goes to the Legisla- 
ture, will take a deep interest in all affairs pertaining 
to Boston, as he is thoroughly qualified to do. To 
the other members of the Board I will say that I thank 
them for their kindness to me personally, and that I 
shall always look back with pleasure to the many 
good and pleasant times which we have had together. 
The last session of the year is always to mea sad 
one. It has been the same to mein years when I was 
to come back again to the government as it is to-day, 
for there is certainly a sadness in parting, as we do 
to-day, never to meet again, in an official body at 
least, although I trust that we shall meet together 
as friends and as citizens hereafter.

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. Alderman ReeEp said : — 


Mr. Clerk, I most heartily second the resolu- 
tions offered by Alderman McLaughlin, believing 
them to be a proper expression to Alderman Wilson 
of our appreciation of the fairness and ability with 
which he has presided over our deliberations during 
the year which is about to close. When we placed 
in his hands one year ago the gavel, we did it, I 
believe, with the full understanding that we were 
taking from this floor one of the ablest and most experi- 
enced of our number, but believing, at the same time, 
that his ability and experience would be of great 
value in the chair.

Alderman Stacey said : — 


Mr. Clerk, the government of 1890, having gone 
through the decaying days of 1890, has passed on 
into the refulgence of the new year, and I hope it 
will be an omen of the regard in which it will be 
held in coming times. Our chairman has always 
been courteous and always kind. He has attended 
to his duties faithfully, has left a record behind him 
for industry and zeal in the service of the city of 
Boston that will always be remembered, and in the 
place to which he descends — for I consider it more 
a descent than an ascension to go to the State Legis- 
lature — we expect of him grand results. Certainly, 
there is no one who understands the interests of the 
city of Boston more thoroughly than he does, and 
we can look forward to some good legislation that 
will benefit the city of Boston in the coming year. 
The Mayor, although I am not of his political faith,

has filled his exalted position with credit to himself 
and honor to the city, and he leaves City Hall with a 
record which will always survive, and with the good- 
will of a large majority of the citizens of this city. 
The President of the Common Council has also won 
a distinction which has made him known throughout 
all Boston, and he is respected by the members of 
both parties. The City Clerk has also in his depart- 
ment enlarged the facilities of the department and 
organized a thorough system which will redound to 
his credit. It certainly has been the best movement 
that has been made for years in the department. We 
all know how faithful the Assistant City Clerk has 
been in the performance of his duties. We have 
had the members of the press here throughout the 
year, and they have been always kind. Criticisms 
we must have and should have. We can none of us 
pose as models. The model mayor, model alderman, 
or model common councilman does not exist, and 
he who has the personal vanity to think he is a model 
assumes more than he has any right to assume. ‘To 
the retiring members of the Board I must say that 
the city of Boston will be lucky if it obtains as able 
or as good men as are in the present Board. Abler 
or better men it cannot obtain. It is my good for- 
tune to have been seated between the gentlemanly 
and polished Alderman from the South End and the 
Alderman from the Back Bay. Neither of them has 
ever forgotten that he has been an Alderman for the 
city at large, and both of them have always remem- 
bered that all the districts of the city should be con- 
sulted in the various matters that have come before 
this Board. JI can say the same thing for the two 
Roxbury Aldermen. They have endeared themselves 
to their constituents by their hard work and the zeal 
with which they have attended to their duty. Of the 
senior alderman in the Board too much cannot be 
said. He has filled his position with credit to him- 
self, with honor to his, district, and certainly no man 
in this Board of Aldermen understands the business 
of the city better than he does. Some of us had 
hoped, irrespective of party, that if a change was 
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made in some other position, he would be able to fill 
it, for certainly he can do it with credit to himself 
and honor to the whole city of Boston. I return my 
thanks to you, Mr. Chairman, for the kindness and 
courtesy with which you have treated me throughout 
the year, and I hope that your future life will be 
crowned with all possible honor and success. 


Alderman Fotsom said : — 


Mr. Clerk, it is a pleasant thing for me to-day 
to stand here and utter words of commendation of 
the chairman of this Board. He has discharged 
his duties in a manner which has been satisfactory to 
us all, and he has discharged them with rapidity and 
also with careful thought. I am very glad, for one, 
Mr. Clerk, that our chairman is to go from here to 
the halls of the State House. I think it will be a 
great thing for the city of Boston that so able a rep- 
resentative will be there during the coming session, 
for we all know that in the past few years the 
“gentleman from Boston” has not been of much 
account where the interests of the city of Boston 
were concerned. We are to have a representative 
there the coming year who is able, vigilant, always 
on the alert, and a skilful debater; and wherever the 
interests of the city of Boston are concerned, we 
will find him ever ready to carry forward the stand- 
ard and defend it, and Boston will be cared for. N Ow, 
Mr. Clerk, it is sad for us to part from one another 
here to-day. I don’t feel as hilarious as I do some- 
times, because an element of sadness, such as some 
of you have so well expressed, pervades my whole 
being. But there is one thing I do know, as far as 
I am concerned, and I believe it is reciprocal, that I 
am very glad I have come to know every gentleman 
around this Board. I esteem each one of you, and I 
hope, whatever will be our fate in future life, that 
our sentiments of friendship for each other will be 
preserved. Mr. Clerk, I want to say that I thank 
the chairman of this Board personally for his kindly 
consideration for me throughout the year 1890, and 
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also in the year 1889, when we were associates in 
the Board. I shall watch his career with great inter- 
est. I think he rather likes to hold office, and I hope 
the citizens will keep him in office, because he is in 
every way qualified to be a public man; and I think 
in future years we will be glad to say that we once 
associated with William P. Wilson in the Board of 
Aldermen, when he has become a man of mark in 
the nation. : 


Alderman CarRUTH said : — 


Mr. Clerk, I have looked forward to to-day with 
a good deal of regret. I have hated to have the day 
come, and since I have been in this Board I have 
wished for a prolongation of the necessary routine 
‘business. I hated to come to the time when we had 
to say good-by. It is always a sad time, it is almost 
always a sad word to say, and on this occasion there 
is no exception to that rule. One year ago I came 
into this Board almost a total stranger to every man 
around this circle, and I was received with the great- 
est courtesy, and have had that courtesy extended to 
me through the entire year by every member of the 
Board, without exception. We have had, perhaps, 
our little jars; we have had our differences of opinion 
at times, sharp and well-defined, but [ am free to say 
that I think no member of this Board has carried. be- 
yond the thresholds of this chamber any feeling of 
personal animosity towards another member. ‘The 
regard for the men has outweighed the differences of 
opinion which had existed between us, and it is cer- 
tainly the highest compliment I can pay to anybody 
to say, after a year of close contact, after a year as a 
member of this body, where the interests are always 
supposed to be diverse and antagonistic, that we go 
out, as I believe, warm personal friends. Mr. Clerk, 
to the honorable chairman of this Board I can only 
say that what I expected has taken place. He has 
proved himself the man for the position which he was 
called to a year ago by the majority party in this 
Board. No selection which that party could have 
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made would have been more agreeable, or so agreea- 
ble, to me. My acquaintance with the chairman of 
this Board began in early life, when, as boys, we 
were at school together, and I knew the sterling 
qualities that possessed the boy and which must ani- 
mate the man. You have had the proof of those 
qualities for a year, during which time he has always 
shown to each member absolute impartiality and ab- 
‘solute courtesy. I have known, as, doubtless, all the 
members of the Board have, but I have seen it on 
some occasions particularly, the immense amount of 
time, thought, and effort which he has put into the 
consideration of affairs concerning this municipality. 
I know the time which he has taken in visiting other 
places, not that he might add to his own renown, not 
that he might add to his own political strength, but 
simply that he might do something which would 
assist in the good administration of the affairs of our 
beloved city. Now that he has gone down into the 
lower house of the Legislature, — and I agree with 
what has been stated, that it is nota promotion, and 
I am sorry that it is not, wishing that it might be the 
upper branch to which he was going, rather than the 
lower branch, — he will there do work which will be 
equally good for the city of Boston, and of which we 
will see in the future the good results. I feel that, 
for the first time in a good many years, the city of 
Boston will have a man in the Legislature who will 
speak, not from partial knowledge, but from thorough 
study of the needs and requirements of this largest 
portion of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. He 
will demand for us and for this great community the 
proper consideration which it should receive at the 
hands of the small towns of the Commonwealth. He 
will speak, as he has often spoken in this Board, with 
the fearlessness born of conviction, and I believe that 
the result of his service there will be equal to the 
result of his service here. Personally, Mr. Clerk, I 
extend to our chairman my best wishes for every pos- 
sible success in the future, politically and personally, 
and nothing that he may achieve will exceed what I 
wish he may accomplish. 
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Mr. Clerk, while I recognize the sadness of the 
occasion, knowing that we must now part, there is a 
pleasure in the fact that I may truthfully say I in- 
dorse all that is stated in the resolutions, all that has 
been said by the members who have preceded me, 
and all that may be said of a commendable character 
by others who will follow me in relation to our chair- 
man. I will say that during the entire year, from my 
observation at least, I know of not a single instance 
wherein his decisions have been appealed from. 
That fact in itself shows that we, at least, were satis- 
fied with his action, and I believe when a presiding 
officer satisfies the body over which he presides, he 
must surely commend himself to the public in gen- 
eral. I believe our chairman has performed his duty 
‘1 a manner which must commend itself to all. I 
believe, as has been stated in the resolutions, that he 
has been able, efficient, and honest; that he has made 
a record for himself that will have its effect in the 
broader field to which he is about to be called, — the 
Legislature of the State of Massachusetts. J think 
he will be avery valuable member of the Legislature, 
acting not only for the interests of the city of Boston, 
but for the interests of the State, and the experience 
which he has had in the city government will make 
him a very valuable man in the position he is about 
to occupy. I wish him success in the future, person- 
ally returning to him my thanks for the courtesy he 
has extended to me, as well as to all the members of 
the Board. 


Alderman Woo..ey said : — 


Mr. Clerk, I can heartily indorse the resolutions 
offered by the brother Alderman on my left. I wish 
to say to you, Mr. Clerk, that coming into this Board 
a perfect stranger, I met with nought but kindness 
from the honorable chairman of our Board. When 
I first came into this body I hardly knew how to 
attempt even the duties incumbent upon me in con- 
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ducting the affairs of the city of Boston, and from 
our chairman I always received kindly advice. I now 
desire to thank the honorable chairman of our Board, 
through you, Mr. Clerk, for the many kind favors and 
for the ready and able assistance which he has ten- 
dered to me in connection with al] measures which I 
have brought before this Board. In his future life, 
ho matter to what position he may be called, I wish 
for him success and. prosperity. I desire to Say that, 
in the efficiency with which he has discharged the 
duties incumbent upon him in this Board, he has 
acquitted himself nobly, and that he has fitted him- 
self to fill the more exalted positions to which we all 
hope that he may, in due time, be called. Mr. Chair- 
man, it is my hope and wish that the hand of Provi- 
dence may ever deal kindly with thee and thine, and 
that prosperity and success will attend all your under- 
takings. In closing, I desire to thank each and 
every member of this Board with whom I have been 
associated for the past year for his kindly assistance 
to me in all measures of a meritorious nature, and I 
shall ever remember with gratitude my connection 
with the Board of Aldermen of 1890. J will simply 
close by wishing you all a happy and prosperous new 
year. | | 


Alderman Froop said :— 


Mr. Clerk, it is certainly with sorrow that I have to 
say good-by to the majority of the members of this 
Board to-day. When I came into this body in Jan- 
uary, 1890, I came here as a stranger, and many 
people said I was an accident ; but I got here. The 
many kindnesses which I have received at the hands 
of the members of this Board, and also from the hon- 
orable chairman, made such a condition of things 
possible that it was not an accident for me to be re- 
elected and returned in the fall of 1890. Therefore, 
through the kindness of the members and the kind- 
ness of the chairman, I come back here for the year 
1891. During my course in the Board in the year 
which has passed, I may not have pleased my associ- 
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ates at many times. In many of the discussions 
which have taken place here, I have displeased them, 
no doubt, — that would be natural. I probably have 
not agreed with the chairman many times, or he may 
not have agreed with me, — that would be natural 
also. But, as a whole,I think the Board of Alder- 
men of 1890 will compare favorably with any of its 
predecessors. Our chairman’s accession to the lower 
branch of the State Legislature will be a benefit to 
. the city of Boston, and his knowledge of the city’s 
affairs, and of the financial condition of the city, will 
be of undoubted benefit to our citizens, because when 
we go to the Legislature this year, as we undoubt- 
edly will, asking that the tax limit may be raised, so 
that the affairs of the city may be run properly, in 
- accordance with the ideas of the citizens, taxpayers, 
and property owners, I believe we will receive at his 
hands the same kind and liberal consideration which 
we have received at his hands as chairman of this 
Board. Mr. Chairman, I can only say, as a member 
of the minority party in this Board, that I extend to 
you my sincere thanks for your kind consideration 
for me personally, and for the impartial manner in 
which you have presided over our deliberations dur- 
ing the year 1890, and I wish to you all the success 
in the world in all your political aspirations. 


The Cierk. — Gentlemen, the question is on the passage 
of the resolutions offered by Alderman McLaughlin, and 
on that question Alderman McLaughlin asks for a rising 
vote. 


The resolutions were passed by a unanimous rising vote. 
Chairman WILson said : — 


GENTLEMEN OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN, — I 
thank you for your kindly words of approval of my 
conduct of your business the past year. I feel 
deeply indebted to you for the assistance you have 
rendered me in expediting your business. It is not 
often that a Board of Aldermen consisting of men of 
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such divergent views and strong individualities unite 
so harmoniously in the transaction of affairs. There 
has been less of political and personal asperity, less 
acrimony in debate, and less partisanship in the con- 
sideration of measures in the present Board than in 
any Board of Aldermen for many years. 

It may not be out of place at this time to review 
some of the more important measures the present 
Board has instituted or perfected, though we must 
not forget to give due credit to the Common Coun- 
cil, under the leadership of its able president, Mr. 
Horace G. Allen, for its hearty codéperation in the 
work performed. 

Hirst in importance is the revision of the ordj- 
nances. ‘lhe changes made in our city charter by 
Chapter 266 of the Acts of the year 1885 necessitated 
a revision of the ordinances last year. This dut 
was intrusted to Henry W. Putnam and Mr. William 
H. Whitmore, gentlemen as thoroughly acquainted 
with the then existing ordinances as any who could 
have been selected. They deserve great credit for 
the compilation prepared by them. It is, however, 
no reflection upon their ability to say that five years’ 
experience under the ‘new charter,” so called, 
showed that a further revision was necessary. The 
present revision was undertaken for the purpose of 
bringing our ordinances more in accord with the 
provisions of our amended city charter, and of con- 
densing and rearranging them. We were fortunate 
in securing the active cooperation of our City Solici- 
tor, Mr. Andrew J. Bailey, to whom is due the credit 
for the concise and systematic revision which has 
been adopted. In preparing this revision the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances made a careful examination 
and study not only of the ordinances then in force, 
but also of Chapter 266 of the Acts of the year 1885, 
and were impressed with the inability of the City 
Council to regulate the departments in the matter 
of making contracts, and with the difficulty of deter- 
mining the terms of office of the different persons 
appointed to office by the Mayor. This led them to 
secure the passage of Chapter 418 of the Acts of the 
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year 1890, and was followed by the ordinance defin- 
ing the term of office of different persons. | 

Second. — That the Legislature did not grant the 
request of the City Council this year for an increase 
in our tax-rate is to be regretted. The arguments 
advanced before the Committee on Cities by the 
representatives of the city are unanswerable. No 
one who is acquainted with the demands of the public 
—demands which are reasonable and proper — will 
contend that the city can be properly maintained 
upon the $9 per thousand rate. Five years’ experi- 
ence has shown that the amount raised under the 
present tax-rate must be greatly augmented by ber- 
rowed money. There has been no City Council since 
the passage of the law limiting the rate of taxation 
which has striven more conscientiously to avoid bor- 
rowing money for current expenses than has the 
City Council of this year. Nevertheless, the city 
has borrowed in eight months of this financial year 
the sum of $788,050 for matters which may properly 
be classed as current expenses. This is equivalent 
to $1 per $1,000 on the average of the assessed val- 
uation for tive years. That the efforts of the City 
Council have been appreciated, and its arguments 
have borne fruit, is evident from an editorial in the 
Boston Herald a few days since, which said: “ But 
it [the Committee of One Hundred] made mistakes in 
. . . limiting to too small an amount the percentage 
of valuation for annual taxation.” 

Third. — Many articles have been written, and 
much has been said, concerning the unsatisfactory 
conduct of the affairs of our large cities, and it is 
quite evident to the thoughtful citizen that our sys- 
tem of municipal government has been started upon 
the wrong foundation. The evils of the different 
systems in vogue will become more and more appar- 
ent as our cities increase in size, and before long the 
subject will have to be dealt with in a broad and 
comprehensive manner. From time to time spas- 
-modic efforts have been made to apply a remedy to 
some pressing evil in a particular case. Of such a 
character was the amendment to our city charter 
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contained in Chapter 266 of the Acts of the year 
1885. However sanguine the promoters of that act 
may have been, it is apparent that they did not touch 
the root of the difficulty. 

The city government of this year continued the 
effort began last year to remedy some of the defects 
of the present system. Its object was to secure the 
more economical and efficient management of the 
departments in City Hall. Though the effort was 
not successful, it resulted in creating a more general — 
interest in the subject. Some consolidation of the 
departments in City Hall is absolutely necessary, but 
with this consolidation some further changes in our 
charter should be made. Without specifying partic- 
ularly, it may be said that these changes should 
have in view concentration of authority and respon- 
sibility. There can be but little authority and less 
responsibility when the executive powers are vested 
in a mayor and ninety-five heads of departments, the 
greater number of whom may be in office only one 
year. It seems to me that the municipal and finan- 
cial years should be made to coincide as nearly as 
possible; that the term of office of the Mayor should 
be extended; that he should be given absolute power 
of appointment of all heads of departments, with like 
power of removal for cause assigned ; that heads of 
departments should hold office during good behavior, 
or until removal for cause assigned; and that three- 
headed executive commissions should be dispensed 
with. 

Hourth. — Intimately connected with the consoli- 
dation of departments and the economical manage- 
ment of the affairs of the city is the movement you 
have instituted to have the Street Commissioners, or 
some similar body, authorized to lay out future 
streets of the city upon some comprehensive and 
systematic plan. The laying out of our streets is the 
foundation upon which almost all the other work of 
our departments is based, and if this authority is given 
to and exercised by the city government, the result 
will be most beneficial, and will be more and more 
appreciated as the city grows. | 
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Fifth. — You have this year, also, taken a decisive 
step in instituting the movement to secure for the 
municipality some return for the special uses corpo- 
rations enjoy in the public streets. For three years 
the city government has had a committee consider- 
ing and agitating this question. ‘These committees 
have collected and placed before the public informa- 
tion of great value, which clearly shows that Boston 
and the municipalities of this Commonwealth are far 
‘behind the cities of the world in dealing with this 
most important subject. Since the last report was 
submitted, it is learned that the city of Chicago has 
extended this principle of remuneration for the use 
of its streets to an elevated railroad, and the city of 
Baltimore has extended it to the conduits of the 
telephone company. By an ordinance passed Nov. 
94, 1890, the city of Chicago granted a permit to 
the Lake Side Street Hlevated Railroad Company to 
construct and maintain its structure for the term of 
forty years, the city reserving the right to purchase 
all its property at a fair valuation at the end of 
twenty-five years, on condition that the structure 
should be built in accordance with the specifications 
contained in the ordinance; that the rate of fare 
should be limited to five cents; that members of the 
police and fire departments and United States mail 
carriers in uniform should have free transportation; 
that the city should have the right, free of charge, to 
place under the structure its police, fire-alarm, tele- 
phone, electric light and power wires; that the com- 
pany should save the city harmless from all damage 
in any way connected with the granting of the fran- 
chise, or the exercise of any rights thereunder; 
{hat it should pay an annual license fee of $50 per 
car, and, upon a certain part of its line, an annual 
fee of $900 per lineal mile, to be increased after the 
year 1894 to $4,000 per lineal mile, and pay annually 
five per cent. interest on one-fourth of the original 
cost of the Chicago viaduct and five per cent. inter- 
est on one-third the cost of the river bridge, together 
with a proportionate part of the cost of maintenance 
of both viaduct and bridge. In Baltimore the tele- 
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phone company is to pay a given amount on each 
lineal yard of the conduit, but in no year is payment 
to be less than $3,000. The Commonwealth exacts 
a franchise fee from all corporations chartered by it, 
by means of the corporation tax. This tax is based 
upon the principle that corporations must pay for the 
privileges enjoyed by reason of an incorporation ~ 
under its laws. By parity of reason, our municipali- ’ 
ties should have authority to secure some pecuniary 
return, in the nature of an occupation fee, from 
those corporations which derive special benefits from 
the use of its streets. Should the Legislature grant 
your petition, a general law will be enacted whereby 
all cities and towns in this Commonwealth may avail 
themselves of this now well-recognized source of 
revenue. 

Srath.— You have also taken the initial steps to 
develop the Church-street District. Should this im- 
provement be accomplished, it will sedound to the 
credit of its originator, and be of great-value to the 
city. es is 

Seventh.— The controversy concerning the Charles- aa 
river bridges has been, for the time being, settled in 
a satisfactory manner to the city. Should the ques- 
tion be reopened, and the city placed in jeopardy of 
being obliged to rebuild her bridges at a cost out of 
all proportion to the benefits to be derived therefrom, 
it is to be hoped that permission may be obtained to 
close the river to navigation. As the banks of the 
Charles become more desirable for residential and 
park purposes, shipping interests must decrease, and 
it is to be desired that in the not distant future the 
Charles may be purified from all pollution, and its 
waters used for park purposes. 

Lighth. —I know I but express the sentiments cf 
the entire Board of Aldermen when I say that the 
thanks of the public are due to our able, efficient, and 
energetic City Clerk, Edwin U. Curtis, not only for 
the business-like conduct of the routine affairs of the 
office, but for the clear. and concise rules he has 
framed to perfect and carry into effect the machinery 
of the Australian system of voting. The success of 
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
